The form for this issue of General Conference Proceedings differs 
somewhat from the form used in other years. The book is divided 
into five parts indicating groupings of materials which the editors 
believe will facilitate the use of the book. 

The daily journal of the Recording Secretary forms a separate 
section of this book, and has been placed in Part I, immediately 
following the program which was the daily guide for General 
Conference sessions. While the Recording Secretary’s journal and 
the Stenographic Secretary’s record will show duplication of action, 
yet we believe the parallel records will be of value to those who 
desire to check the procedures of the Conference. 

The Recording Secretary’s journal has not been indexed in detail, 
but all one needs to do to find the record relative to a particular 
proposition or report is to consult the index, which will refer the 
reader to a certain page in the stenographic record. When that has 
been done one may turn to the Recording Secretary’s journal 
representing that particular session of the Conference, and by a 
little research the item easily can be found. Reference numbers 
have been inserted in the Recording Secretary’s journal at points 
where addresses were delivered or reports presented. These page - 
numbers refer the reader to the pages where materials may be found. 

Addresses, reports of committees, memorials, and other materials 
have been segregated and will be found in Parts III, IV and V of the 
Proceedings. All reports have been corrected to harmonize with the 
actions of the General Conference, and, therefore, barring typo- 
graphical errors, appear in corrected and final form. Page numbers 
have been inserted in the stenographic record and refer to pages 
where addresses, reports, and other materials may be located. 

The index section of this volume has been carefully prepared and 
we believe the reader can locate without difficulty any item of 
importance in the Proceedings. There are many cross references in 
the index, therefore, we see no reason why it should take much time 
to locate any particular item under research. 


The editors do not claim perfection in their work on this volume of 
General Conference Proceedings. Neither do we guarantee that it is 
free from errors, but we do believe that this record presents all the 
essential work of the Thirty-Fourth General Conference of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ, and we hereby submit it to 
the Church for whatever consideration it may.receive.

Recording Secretary’s Journal 


TUESDAY FORENOON, MAY FIFTEEN 
Bishop A. R. Clippinger, presiding 


The thirty-fourth General Conference of the Church of the United Breth- 
ren in Christ, convened at Westerville, Ohio, on May 15, 1945, was begun 
with organ prelude by Professor Frances Harris. Following the prelude, 
Rev. R. G. Upson asked the audience to stand and sing, “The Church’s One 
Foundation.” During the singing of this hymn the Bishops assembled on 
the rostrum. 

At the conclusion of the hymn, while the audience remained standing, 
Bishop A. R. Clippinger, D.D., LL.D., declared the thirty-fourth General 
Conference of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ to be in session 
for worship and business in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost. 

The invocation was prayed by Bishop I. D. Warner, D.D., LL.D., after 
which the audience sang, “Praise God from Whom All Blessings Flow.” 

The Ascription of Praise, led by Bishop A. R. Clippinger, was read as 
follows: 

Minister and People: Holy, holy, holy, Lord God Almighty, which was, 
and is, and is to come. 


Minister: Great and marvelous are thy works, Lord God Almighty. 
Just and true are thy ways, thou King of Ages; 
Worthy art thou, O Lord, to receive glory and honor and power; 
For thou hast revealed all things, and because thou hast taken unto thee 
thy great power and hast reigned. 
Worthy is the Lamb that was slain, to receive power and wisdom, 
strength and glory and blessing, and he shall reign forever and ever. 


Minister and People: Blessing and glory, and wisdom, and thanksgiving, 
and honor, and power, and might, be unto our God forever and ever. Amen. 


The Hymn of Adoration, “Holy, Holy, Holy,” was sung, with the audience 
standing and following the hymn, the Pastoral Prayer was prayed by Bishop 
H. H. Fout, D.D. The audience then sang the Hymn of Coronation, “All Hail 
the Power of Jesus’ Name.” 

The Communion Collect was voiced by Bishop G. D. Batdorf, D.D., Ph. D., 
and the Scripture selections from Psalm 46 and Isaiah 63:7-9, were read by 
Bishop F. L. Dennis, D.D. 

The communion message, by Bishop A. R. Clippinger, on the theme, 
“Closer Fellowship,” was based on the Scriptures as recorded in Hebrews 
10:19-24. It was an impressive message, pointing out that God revealed 
himself to humanity in the Person of Jesus Christ, and that in and through 
Christ we have access to God, our Father, for that closer fellowship for 
which the human heart often yearns. He said, “That must be a marvelous 
experience when we can have a consciousness of the presence of Jesus Christ 
in our lives.” He urged that we seek this Holy Presence as we partake of 
the Bread and the Cup in the Holy Communion. He declared that, “He 
(Jesus) is our confession this morning.” He urged that we be altruistic, and 
benevolent, and charitable, and filled with Christian love.” 

The Conference Quartet, composed of R. G. Upson, D. T. Gregory, P. R. 
Koontz, F. L. Dennis, sang a selection entitled, “Near to the Heart of God.” 

The Holy Communion service was in charge of Bishop G. D. Batdorf, who 
asked the audience to stand while he read Scripture selections from Isaiah 
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53:3-5 and Luke 22:14-20. He was assisted by the other Bishops and the 
following twelve ministers—C. M. Bowman, E. C. Brandenburg, B. H. Cain, 
F. H. Capehart, R. L. Cortner, J. P. Gruver, R. M. Hilton, L. M. Hohn, F. B. 
LaFavre, J. H. Ness, Maurice Nichols, C. V. Priddle. 

Following the passing of the Bread, a stanza of the hymn, “Break Thou 
the Bread of Life’ was sung; and after the passing of the Cup, one stanza 
of the hymn, “Just as I Am, Without One Plea,” was sung. 

The Communal Benediction was prayed by Bishop G. D. Batdorf, thus 
closing this beautiful and impressive service. , 

Rev. Ray G. Upson, the conference chorister, led the audience in singing 
the hymn, “Blest be the Tie that Binds.” 

The Service of Memories was in charge of Bishop V. O. Weidler, who an- 
nounced the decease of Dr. M. B. Leach in addition to the following list:

Bishop A. R. Clippinger mentioned the names of Mrs. G. M. Matthews, 
Mrs. W. M. Bell, and Mrs. A. B. Statton as widows of former Bishops, and 
asked the Conference to remember them in a moment of quiet meditation.

The chairman called the Conference to order and requested the audience 
to join in singing two hymns, “Come, Thou Almighty King” and “The 
Church’s One Foundation,” after which Dr. H. H. Heberly led in prayer.

Bishop A. R. Clippinger presented to the organists the amount received 
in the offering lifted on Monday. It was $44.50.

“That the moving expenses of a bishop, when moving under 
orders of the General Conference, be paid from the Contingent 
Fund of the general benevolence budget, and that the first moving 
expenses of a Bishop Emeritus, after being elected to an emeritus 
relation, be paid from the same fund. Furthermore, that the mov- 
ing expenses of a Publishing Agent, General Secretary, or Editor, 
active or emeritus, under the same conditions set forth above for a 
Bishop and Bishop Emeritus, be paid by the general department 
or institution from which he is paid his salary or retirement allow- 
ance.” 


VOTED. On motion by E. N. Funkhouser and F. B. Plummer, the fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted: 


“Be it resolved, that Wesley O. Clark, treasurer of the Church 
of the United Brethren in Christ, be and he is hereby authorized by 
the General Conference, in session assembled on Tuesday, May 22, 
1945, at Westerville, Ohio, to borrow on the credit of the Church 
of the United Brethren in Christ such sums of money as may be 
needed by the General Conference Expense Fund, the Foreign 
Missionary Society, the Home Mission and Church Erection Society, 
the Board of Christian Education, the Bonebrake Theological 
Seminary, and the Ministerial Pension and Annuity Bureau to meet 
any of their current financial needs as they may arise from time to 
time, provided, however, that the total of such sums borrowed for 
all departments shall not exceed the sum of thirty thousand dollars 
($30,000) at any one time. 

“Be it resolved also that, in case the office of Treasurer of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ should become vacant at 
any time and another be elected to fill the vacancy, then all the 
power and authority granted to Wesley O. Clark as to borrowing 
money on the credit of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ 
be and hereby is reposed in his successor.”

Dr. Jesse Bader, of the Department of Evangelism of the Federal Council 
of Churches, was invited to the rostrum. The audience stood and sang, 
“Faith is the Victory.” Doctor Bader was then introduced and spoke on 
the theme, “The Victory of Our Faith.” Following the message the audi- 
ence voluntarily began singing, “There is a Land That is Fairer Than Day.” 
During the singing of this hymn the Conference had the inspiring and 
soul-stirring experience of witnessing a soul renew his covenant with Christ.

GENERAL BROTHERHOOD CONVENTION 
SATURDAY AFTERNOON, MAY NINETEEN 


Minutes of the First General Otterbein Brotherhood Convention held in 
the First United Brethren Church, Westerville, Ohio 
May 19, 1945 at 2:00 P. M. 


The first general Otterbein Brotherhood Convention convened in the 
Otterbein College Church, Westerville, Ohio, in connection with the 
thirty-fourth session of the General Conference of the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ at 2:00 P. M., May 19, 1945, with the president, 
Carl E. Hart, in the chair. Rev. Ray Upson of St. Joseph Conference, led 
in song. Professor J. F. Smith, one of the presidents of the Otterbein 
Brotherhood, led the convention in devotions. He spoke on the theme, 
“Faith and Works.” Among other things he emphasized the fact that in 
all Christian life and in the Brotherhood work, if we are to go forward, 
we must first have faith, a greater faith, We must have faith to do that 
which will produce good works. He said, ‘Men of the Brotherhood, let 
us make here a consecration—that we will go as far as Jesus did.” Brother 
Smith closed his devotional period with a fervent prayer of dedication. 

Brother Ray Upson then presented the St. Joseph Conference Quartet, 
who sang effectively, “Lift Thine Eyes unto the Hills.” 

President Hart then presented Dr. Reuben Mueller, Educational Sec- 
retary of the Evangelical Church. Doctor Mueller spoke briefly of the 
fine fellowship already existing between our churches and then delivered 
a forceful address on the theme, “Men and the World Task.” He said, ““We 
of America must face the problems brought to pass as a result of our 
non-Christian and unchristian acts. These are barriers today, hatred of 
class, race and national character, such as seizing American born citizens 
of Japanese color and racial heritage and throwing them into concentra- 
tion camps. He spoke of the disillusionment growing out of disappointing 
results of World War II. The New Kingdom can never come except 
through the New Man. He said further, “You and I have been a part of 
the birth pangs of a new order. We will not return to 1929. God will 
surely work out his purposes out of this war.” 

He further stated that we need to have our churches ready to receive 
soldiers with a great spiritual welcome. Our servicemen want a real re- 
ligion; an experience of God that is real and vital. There is not much 
sign of a revival in our churches, but religion must become real—must 
produce New Men in Christ for the New Day which lies ahead. We must 
learn to sacrifice our money as well as our sons and daughters to Christ 
and the Church. Doctor Mueller then told of the consecration of his own 
daughter and son-in-law to a life in Equatorial West Africa, and said, 
“We must be willing to give our sons and daughters to save America 
and the world for Christ if we are to save them and their children from 
another period of destruction.” 

Brother Upson then led the convention in the song, “Jesus Calls Us O’er 
the Tumult.” 

The secretary then read the roll by conferences and the following con- 
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ferences were represented by the number of men set opposite the name 
of each conference, as follows: | 
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_ There were 19 conference presidents present in the convention. There 
is attached to this report and made a part hereof lists of Brotherhood 
delegates representing several of the conferences. 

It was voted that Mr. Stettler and Philip Haass be seated as delegates from 
Colorado-New Mexico Conference. 

Doctor Montgomery, our Brotherhood Director, read the report of the 
nominating committee. It was moved by Paul Bilby of St. Joseph Con- 
ference, that the report be adopted. The motion was supported and car- 
ried. Printed ballots were passed and the vote taken. 

It was voted by the convention to send a message to Rev. M. D. Kidwell. 
The following letter was sent: 


“Reverend M. D. Kidwell, 510 Carroll Street, Akron 4, Ohio. 
“Dear Brother Kidwell: 

“The General Otterbein Brotherhood in session at Westerville, 
Ohio, this Saturday, May 19, 1945, has officially asked me to convey 
the greetings of the Convention to you. We miss the inspiration of 
your presence and the value of your fine counsel. 

“We join together in praying for your improvement and recovery 
and look forward to the time when you can meet with us. 

“Yours in His Service, 
“The Men of the Otterbein Brotherhood, 
“TL. L. Huffman, Secretary.” 


A general discussion was had on the necessity of preparing for our 
returning servicemen with emphasis being given to having our churches 
and Brotherhoods at a high spiritual level when the servicemen begin to 
return home. 

The report of the Board of Tellers was brought by Rev. K. K. Merryman, 
with the results as follows: 
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Doctor Montgomery brought an address on the theme, “Men’s Work in 
the Church.” He said, “The objective of the Brotherhood is just getting men 
to work doing that which is needed to be done in the church.” He chal- 
lenged the men to consecrated work; to greater Christian fellowship; to 
encourage the foster Christian work among the boys of our churches and 
communities.” 

Brother A. C. Spangler then brought one of his spiritual addresses on the 
theme, “Bringing Men to Christ.” He'spoke of the great need of Christ for 
men and of men for Christ; the need of a living testimony of Christian 
living, of prayer and of proclamation of the Gospel. Christianity began in 
the work of laymen who were consecrated to the task of bringing Christ 
to men and men to Christ. The Church wants living witnesses who can 
and will say with Paul, “I know whom I have believed and am persuaded 
that he is able to keep that which I have committed unto him against 
that day.” Mr. Spangler closed his message with the words of the song: 


“Rise up, O Men of God, 

Have done with lesser things. 

Give Heart, and Soul and Mind and Strength 
To serve the King of Kings.” 


_ The afternoon session of the convention closed with a service of installa- 
tion for the newly elected officers of the Brotherhood, which service was 
conducted by Doctor Deever, our Secretary of Education. The convention

Almighty God, Father of humanity, the heavens declare thy glory and 
the firmament showeth forth thy handiwork. Thou art eternal, we are the 
children of a day. Before Thee generations and centuries pass, but Thou 
abidest forever and thy mercy faileth not. 

Though the heavens cannot contain Thee, yet dare we, thy children 
approach Thee in humility and confidence. O, Thou who art the fountain of 
our faith, and the sea to which it flows, bless us now as we unite our 
hearts in the wonder and the awe of worship. Behold us waiting at the 
mercy seat for the one thing needful which the world can neither give nor 
take away—the gift of the Holy Spirit, without which our meeting together 
would be in vain.

Have we not come together in the one all uniting, 
all reconciling name of Jesus? Then Thou wilt not withhold the gift of 
the Holy Spirit, that he may fit us for our work and preside over all our 
deliberations. 

While on this mount of vision, may horizons be lifted, and may thy will 
be made clear to each and all concerning thy larger plan and purpose for 
our beloved Church. Write thy will upon the tablets of our hearts, and 
may we go down from this sacred place to be obedient to the heavenly 
vision. We thank Thee for rive fields, we thank Thee for big tasks, we thank 
Thee for better tomorrows, which, please God, we will help to bring in. 

As we face the future, help us to see that our tasks cannot be performed 
by physical strength or culture, that our problems will not be solved by 
human thought or judgment. We must depend upon supernatural strength 
and wisdom. 

Our Father God, we pray that the business of this Conference may be 
conducted on a high plane of spiritual life and power. Grant that we may 
enter upon the work before us during the coming quadrennium with the 
most insistent and resultful program of all the years. May this Conference 
register the beginning of a spiritual movement that will make the new 
quadrennium one of continued spiritual victories with a mighty religious 
awakening restoring to the Church its birthright of spiritual power and 
evangelistic passion. 
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God of history, bless our nation, and make it fruitful in working out 
thy large eternal purpose in the world. Guide those who are in authority 
and leadership. Put the fear of God and the love of humanity in their 
hearts. And save us from confusion, strife and hatred. Bless all teachers 
and all who are diffusing knowledge, that intelligence may carry no poison, 
that it may go forth with purification and light, and that our beloved nation 
may be built up in truth, in morality and godliness. 

God of our fathers, bring peace and good will among the nations of the 
earth, that the cause of humanity may be attained, and that the kindred of 
the nations may mingle again in the alchemy of love. To this end we pray 
that divine guidance may be given to the World Peace Parley now in ses- 
sion in San Francisco. We humbly pray that He who in creation brooded 
over chaos, reducing it to beautiful order, may brood over the chaos our 
world presents today, and bring peace out of confusion, love out of hatred, 
and heaven out of our hades of torments. To this end we pray for a mighty 
revival of religion, our only hope of deliverance, a pentecost which will 
mean a fresh girding for a mighty evangelistic and missionary advance that 
will hasten the day when all the earth shall see thy salvation. 

A revival that will give our age new proofs of the fact that the Holy 
Spirit is as able to shake mightily whole communities today as he was in 
the days of Peter and Paul, Otterbein and Newcomer. A revival that will 
build and rebuild family altars, and restore to the church the almost for- 
gotten secret of prevailing prayer. A revival that will bring the whole 
Christian world back to religion as an experience and make the message 
of redeeming grace a living, glorious reality. 

Blessed Lord Jesus, we were conscious of thy presence when we met 
this morning. We humbly beseech Thee to abide with us throughout all the 
sessions of the Conference. May we live with Thee, live like Thee, and 
live for Thee during these days. In this holy hour we would for ourselves, 
for our dear ones at home, and for our whole Church, reverently rededicate 
our lives to Thee. Accept the offering in the name of Jesus Christ, our 
Lord. Amen.

A. L. Deever: In the Kansas Conference, the name of C. V. Priddle ought 
to be first, and Raymond L. Cortner second. 


The Chairman: It is the understanding of the Chair that it makes no 
difference what the order in the annual conference has been. So far as 
the record here is concerned, we are only seeking to know who is present, 
and who is not present. Is the roll correct? Have there been any omissions? 
Hearing none, the roll will stand as called. Tomorrow morning the cards 
will be distributed. Each delegate should fill out the record and then the 
ecards will be gathered and the secretary will take the attendance from the 
cards. The Chair recognizes Dr. Showers. 


Dr. J. B. Showers: Mr. Bishop, and members of the Conference: There 
are certain duties devolving upon the board of trustees of the Publishing 
House, and the Publishing Agent. And now at this time I should like to 
make a partial report of the performance of those duties. Now Mr. Chair- 
man, may I present the Reverend, Professor, Pastor of this congregation, 
College Professor and Dean of the College Chapel, J. Neely Boyer? He 
has a lot of designations. He would like to report now, inasmuch as he has a 
funeral at one o’clock, if you will permit that. 


Rev. J. Neely Boyer: I am sorry, but some things must be cared for. The 
funeral of the Reverend J. B. Bovey, of ‘Sandusky Conference, will be 
held at one o’clock today. 

(Thereupon, a number of announcements as to the arrangements for the 
accommodation of the delegates were made by the Pastor Host.) 


Dr. J. B. Showers: Now, Mr. Bishop, and members of the Conference, I 
should like first of all to present Mr. John Lyter, who has charge of the 
business office. John, will you stand? And Miss Jessie Stephens who has 
charge of the book store. (Applause) 

And then I should like to present to you the secretary who is to take 
down verbatim the things, the kind things you say—Mr. E. L. Bettis. This 
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is now the fifth General Conference he has reported. Previously in writing 
to me, he had said he really wanted to come to the General Conference, that 
this was the most alert, the smoothest running political organization that he 
was privileged to report. The significant thing is that he has changed that, 
and in his last letter, for some reason or other his spirit has changed. He 
says that while he has formerly lived in Cincinnati and Dayton, he is now 
living in Washington and he is now going to church, and that he is just 
about ready to join the United Brethren Church. (Applause.) 

While I am making certain other announcements, I am going to ask that 
these packets be presented to all delegates of the Conference—and only 
delegates, please. 


The Chairman: Will you not hold those packets, please? We have some 
business to transact first. If you will hold them, we will distribute them 
before we adjourn. 

Dr. J. B. Showers: All right. 


The Chairman: At this time we should elect the secretaries of the General 
Conference. Whom will you have for your Recording Secretary, and also 
your Reading Secretary? 


C. W. Winey: I move you, Mr. Bishop, that we elect the same secretaries 
that we have had at other General Conferences. 


The Chairman: They are D. T. Gregory, Recording Secretary, and Paul R. 
Koontz, Reading Secretary. 

The motion being duly seconded and put by the Chair, prevailed unani- 
mously, and the Chair declared Rev. D. T. Gregory elected as Recording 
Secretary and Rev. Paul R. Koontz as Reading Secretary, of the General 
Conference. 


The Chairman: We need an auditor for the expense accounts. Whom will 
you have for your auditor? This is the position which Doctor Fulton filled 
so capably for a number of General Conferences. 


V. H. Allman: Mr. Chairman, I should like to move that Rev. Harvey 
G. Clark be named as our auditor of the expense accounts of the delegates to 
the General Conference. 


L. M. Hohn: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: Now this motion is made and supported, that Brother 
Harvey G. Clark be elected auditor. Brother Clark will not be known to 
some of you, perhaps. Brother Clark, will you stand, please? Brother Clark 
has been for many years the pastor of the Oak Street Church in Dayton. 
When you assign him to be your auditor, you give him a very difficult job. 

The motion was put by the Chair and unanimously prevailed. 


The Chairman: I should like to call attention to the gavel which I have 
used in opening this General Conference. This very beautiful gavel was 
presented to me by the boys in San Fernando. It is made of Philippine 
mahogany, very brilliantly polished. It is not varnished. That is the wood, 
polished, and inlaid with mother of pearl. 

And the pedestal that we use here, I asked brother L. M. Hohn to make us 
a pedestal, for sometimes bishops become a bit excited, and they could spoil 
a very beautiful pulpit. So I asked Doctor Hohn, who is quite a wood 
workman, to make this pedestal. And so it is placed here for the benefit of 
the bishops in this General Conference. You will observe it has a very 
clear ring. (Demonstrating with gavel.) 

You will also observe that the locations of your delegations are marked 
on top of the pews, and the visitors are kindly asked in other sessions of the 
General Conference not to occupy these places designated for delegates. 
There is an abundance of room in the rear, and also the galleries are now 
open. The galleries were closed this morning, because we wanted everyone 
on this floor for the Communion. : A 

The Board of Bishops would like to appoint the following Publicity 
Committee. We name Brother Harvey C. Hahn as chairman of the Publicity 
Committee. He will take care of the Dayton papers. Brother Wade Miller 
will kindly care for the publicity in Westerville, and the Columbus papers. 
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Brother Evan R. Kek will care for Indianapolis. Brother Frank Cross of 
Oklahoma City will take care of publicity there and in the mid-western 
papers. Brother Paul Holdcraft will look after publicity in the papers in 
the East, and Brother F. B. LaFavre will take care of the Pacific Coast. 
These brethren are named as your Publicity Committee. It would be wise, 
I think, Brother Hahn, if you would get your committee together and have 
an understanding. 

Paul E. Holdcraft: I should like to’ be excused from that assignment. I 
would like to name in my stead, Mr. Harold T. Lutz, one of the editors of 
the Baltimore Sun. 


The Chairman: All right, Brother Harold T. Lutz, we will be glad to have 
you take the place of Brother Holdcraft, then. ; 

In advance of this General Conference, the Board of Bishops appointed 
three groups of tellers. We have always had three groups—groups Nos. 1, 2 
and 3. We have the names of the members of the three groups of tellers in 
printed form, and it will not be necessary to read them. 

(See page 279) 

The Chairman: Will group No. 1 of the tellers come forward and 
distribute these packets to the delegates only, not to visitors. Brother O. T. 
Ehrhart is the chairman of this group of tellers. 

(The packets of materials were distributed to the delegates by Group No. 1 
of the Tellers.) 


The Chairman: It has been the custom for many years for the Board of 
Bishops to prepare a program. The program has come into your hands 
through the “Blue Book.” There are many others here for distribution. 
Will the Conference adopt the program as it has been outlined as a guide for 
this General Conference, with the understanding, of course, that the 
necessary changes will be made? 

Upon motion by J. F. Smith, duly seconded by D. E. Young, the printed 
program as distributed to the delegates was approved as the daily guide 
in the sessions of the General Conference. 


The Chairman: The program calls for the presentation of memorials at 
this time. Are there any memorials? If so, will you present them to the 
Reading Secretary, and they will be read from the platform? 

Paul R. Koontz: May I say that we will require six copies of these 
memorials, as also reports, resolutions, and all other papers presented to 
the General Conference? Six copies of each one, please. 

(A number of memorials were passed to the Reading Secretary.) 


The Chairman: Are there any other memorials to be presented? Brother 
Koontz will classify them and then we will pass them on to the proper 
committees. We will turn now to the report of the Committee on Credentials, 
Rules of Order and Boundaries. Brother F. H. Capehart has the report 
ready to present. 


F. H. Capehart: The Rules of Order are printed and ready for distribution. 


The Chairman: Brother Capehart has informed us that the Rules of Order 
have been mimeographed and are ready for distribution. Would you like to 
have them distributed? Will Tellers Group No. 2 come forward, and they 
will bai Gesrhuless Will you hear Brother Capehart, the chairman of the 
committee? 


F. H. Capehart: Mr. Bishop, there are very few changes in this report. I 
think possibly there is the correction of words in a few instances, and 
changing of names of committees to conform to the committees appointed for 
this LS Sag ha I wonder whether it will be necessary to read the entire 
report. 

The Chairman: In the light of that statement, do you wish to have it read? 

The delegates signified in the negative. 

The Chairman: The brethren say no. Will you approve this report coming 
from the Committee on Credentials, Rules of Order and Boundaries? It 
constitutes really three reports, but this is the first, which has to do with 
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Rules of Order. I will entertain a motion that these Rules of Order be 
approved. 


V. H. Allman: I so move you, Mr. Chairman. 
W. C. May: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: The motion is made and supported that the Rules of Order 
as submitted by the Committee on Credentials, Rules of Order and Boun- 
daries, be received and adopted, without reading. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

(See pages 280-284) 

The Chairman: The alternates who will be seated this afternoon after the 
Credentials Committee has a meeting, will take the places on the commit- 
tees to which the elected delegates were assigned. If there are alternates, 
you will kindly go to the committees to which the delegates were assigned, 
for whom you are substituting. Now, Doctor Showers, we are ready for the 
distribution. Group No. 3 of the Tellers will please come forward and 
distribute these packets. 

(Group No. 3 of the Tellers distributed the packets.) 


J. B. Showers: In these packets you will find four things—a Discipline, a 
badge, a pencil and a pad of paper. One copy of the Proceedings of the last 
General Conference will be given to each smaller delegation, and two copies 
to the larger delegations. And if it is necessary for the chairmen of these 
committees to have one, we will try to furnish you an extra copy. 

The bookstore will be immediately down to my right, and the business 
office will be over here in the basement to my left. In the bookstore you 
will find books, and then you will find these pencils. They say: “The 34th 
General Conference, May 15, 1945, Westerville, Ohio.” 

Now in these packets you will find one of these. The second one and the 
third one, you are supposed to buy—five cents apiece, and we will be glad 
if you buy a dozen. 

We are sorry that we have not enough persons here, nor have we enough 
typewriters, to take care of your private business, but all business connected 
with the General Conference, everything, will be taken care of. 

Now there is an information desk in the back, a telephone over there, and 
a post office down there. The exhibit rooms are over in the Association 
Building. Very, very fine exhibits of all the departments will be found there. 
I think the committee has done a mighty fine piece of work in putting the 
people here in these separate delegations. I am sure you have already 
noticed that there are no standards and no placards here such as we have 
had in other General Conferences, but the signs on the pews give the names 
of the different conferences. 

I am going to ask the chairmen of the different committees to please 
stand, and I am going to ask you in the name of Professor Miller, would 
you like to meet over in the college or here? You have fine rooms over 
there, and we will put the names of the committees over there immediately 
if you would like to meet there in those fine rooms. 

(A number of delegates signified their desire to meet in the college.) 

One other thing, and that is these song books that are here, are not for 
sale, and they are not to be taken away. Please leave them here in the 
church. I thank you. (Applause) 

The Chairman: The committee should meet and decide on the alternates 
to be seated. 

J. B. Showers: We have pastors’ badges that may be purchased in the 
bookstore, at 25c apiece. 

The Chairman: Brother S. M. Renner has not been named on any com- 
mittee. I should like to appoint him as a member of the Publishing House 
Committee. The Reading Secretary informs me that he is not ready with 
these memorials. Is there any miscellaneous matter that should receive our 
attention before we adjourn? 

J. N. Funk: I think it would be a fine gesture to send greetings to the 
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delegates detained on account of illness, and I move that the Secretary be 
so instructed. 


R. L. Brill: I support that motion. 


The Chairman: Brother Funk makes the motion, supported by Brother 
Brill, that the greetings of this General Conference be sent to the delegates 
detained on account of illness. ‘ 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

The message sent by the secretary to delegates unable to attend the 
sessions of the General Conference, was as follows: 


“The General Conference assembled at Westerville, Ohio, deeply 
regrets your having been detained from attending this, the thirty- 
fourth session, to which you were elected as a delegate. We are 
missing your presence with us, and will be thinking of you every 
day. God bless you.” 

J. B. Showers: These proceedings, Bishop, ought to be distributed. 

The Chairman: I think you will agree, brethren, that we are always more 
satisfied when we get by with the first session of the General Conference. 

We will entertain a motion to recess until two o’clock, when Bishop 
Batdorf will preside. 

S. C. Enck: I move, Mr. Bishop, that we do now adjourn until two o’clock. 

The Chairman: Kindly bear in mind, brethren, that a funeral will be at 
one o’clock, in this church, and we should be as quiet and orderly as we can 
in passing around through the back part of the auditorium. 

(Various committee and other announcements were made.) 

The Chairman: Rev. T. L. Miles will pronounce the benediction and ask 
the blessing for the noon-day meal. 

The motion to adjourn, being duly seconded, was put by the Chair, and 
prevailed. 

The benediction was prayed by Rev. T. L. Miles, and thereupon the 
General Conference: stood adjourned until 2:00 P.M. of the same day. 


FIRST DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION 
Tuesday, May 15, 1945 
Bishop G. D. Batdorf, presiding 


The General Conference was called to order by Bishop G. D. Batdorf, at 
two o’clock, and Rev. Ray G. Upson led the assembly in singing: “Love 
Divine, All Loves Excelling.” 

The Chairman: I will ask the Conferenece to stand reverently for our 
opening prayer. Rev. D. E. Young, the superintendent of the East Pennsyl- 
vania Conference, will lead us in this prayer. 

Rev. D. E. Young, superintendent of the East Pennsylvania Conference, 
led the assembly in prayer. 

Following the opening prayer, the assembly sang: “Lord of All Being,” 
led by Rev. Ray G. Upson. 


The Chairman: We will take a moment or two for any miscellaneous 
business. 


G. E. MacCanon: The alternates present would like to have a copy of the 
Blue Book before we go any further. 

The Blue Books were distributed by Mr. John Lyter. 

The Chairman: Are there any other items of miscellaneous character? 

T. L. Miles: We have a memorial from West Virginia Conference, to be 
turned over to the secretary. 

The Chairman: Thank you, sir. Will you pass it to the secretary? Are 
there any other miscellaneous items? Doctor Showers tells me, and I have 
had the reaction before that, that delegates sitting under the galleries in 
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particular have difficulty in hearing. How do you fare now? Do you still 
have trouble? (There was a negative response.) May I urge that all who 
speak, who address the Conference, speak distinctly and slowly enough and 
loudly enough that every delegate may hear you? And may I also request 
that those who address the Chair will please give your name and your 
conference, for the sake of our Stenographic Secretary, so that he may get 
an accurate record of all names and conferences of delegates. The Reading 
Secretary will announce the memorials. 


Paul R. Koontz: Memorial signed by O. O. Arnold and U. P. Hovermale, 
concerning the Rural Life Commission. 


The Chairman: This goes to the Committee on New Legislation and 
Changes in Discipline. 


Paul R. Koontz: Memorial from the Sandusky Conference relative to the 
stationing of the bishops. 


The Chairman: That will go to the same committee. 
Paul R. Koontz: Memorial from Grantville church—I believe that is in 
East Pennsylvania Conference—regarding the functions of licentiates. 


The Chairman: That goes to the Committee on Bonebrake Seminary and 
the Ministry. 


Paul R. Koontz: Memorial from the General Board of Christian Education 
regarding student beneficiary loans. 


The Chairman: That will properly go to the Committee on New Legisla- 
tion and Changes in Discipline. 


Paul R. Koontz: Memorial from Kansas Conference regarding establish- 
ment of a home for the aged. 


The Chairman: To the Committee on Homes and Orphanages. 


Paul R. Koontz: Memorial concerning the program material sent out by 
the general departments for special days. 


The Chairman: That would properly go to the Committee on Spiritual 
Aims, Promotional Agencies, Salaries and Budget. 


Paul R. Koontz: Memorial from Lima, Ohio, District Ministers Association 
concerning items in the financial budget. 


The Chairman: That is assigned to the Committee on Spiritual Aims, 
Promotional Agencies, Salaries and Budget. 


Paul R. Koontz: Memorial concerning the form of the Apostles Creed in 
the Church Discipline and the Church Hymnal. 

The Chairman: To the Committee on New Legislation and Changes in 
Discipline. 

Paul R. Koontz: Memorial concerning the election of delegates to the 
General Conference. 


The Chairman: That goes to the Committee on New Legislation and 
Changes in Discipline, also. 


Paul R. Koontz: Memorial concerning the enlistment of young men for 
full time service in the Church. 


The Chairman: That probably should go to the Committee on Bonebrake 
Seminary and the Ministry. 


Paul R. Koontz: Memorial from Tennessee Conference regarding Trustees 
of Bonebrake Theological Seminary. 


The Chairman: That should go to the Committee on Bonebrake Seminary 
and the Ministry. 


Paul R. Koontz: A memorial concerning the stationing of bishops. 
The Chairman: To that committee. 


Paul R. Koontz: And a large group of memorials regarding the retirement 
age of general officers. Do you want the names of the conferences from 
which they come? 
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The Chairman: Do you have the individual memorials listed? 
Paul R. Koontz: Yes. They are from:

And these have come without names. I cannot determine where they came 
from. They came to Doctor Gregory and he passed them on. This one 
concerns the same item, and refers to statements in the Discipline. 

The Chairman: East Pennsylvania Conference? 

Paul R. Koontz: No, I think not. 


The Chairman: These memorials are now before you. What will you do 
concerning them? They were duly submitted. Is there a motion? The 
proper procedure would be to move to receive them and refer them to the 
respective committees. 


B. S. Arnold: I move that these memorials be received and referred to 
the proper committees. 


D. E. Young: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: It is before the Conference. Are there any questions? I 
might say that Bishop Clippinger raised the question as to whether or not 
that memorial from the Tennessee Conference respecting the distribution of 
trustees on the Seminary Board should not go to the Committee on Nomina- 
tions. My contention, or my reply, was that the Committee on Nominations 
can act only on what is already established, and that requires a change in the 
basic procedure. Therefore, I think it should go to the committee it is 
designated to. Are there any further questions? 

The motion to receive and refer the memorials to the proper committees 
was put by the Chair and prevailed. 

(See pages 585-594 for texts of memorials) 
The Chairman: Are there any other items of a miscellaneous nature? 
P, B. Gibble: Somebody brought in a photograph of the General Confer- 


ence held in Reading, Pennsylvania, in the year 1869. It will be on exhibit 
in the exhibit room, and can be seen there. 


The Chairman: Thank you, Doctor Gibble. That is a rare treasure—1869. 
I suppose Bishop— 


P. B. Gibble: Bishop Glossbrenner was the presiding bishop. 


The Chairman: All those who wish to refresh themselves about the 
appearance of the fathers, can take a little time off, and do so. Doctor 
Gibble, who is the historical secretary of the East Pennsylvania Conference, 
will see that this photograph is on exhibit. 

If there is nothing further, we are ready to proceed with our program, and 
the next item on the agenda is the Episcopal Address, the quadrennial 
address of the Board of Bishops. It is printed separately, and there are 
copies here. We will take a few moments to distribute them to the delegates 
before Bishop Warner, who has written the report, reads it. Will Group No. 1 
of the tellers please come forward and distribute these? 

(The tellers of Group No. 1 distributed copies of the Episcopal Address.) 


The Chairman: The Conference will now please be in order. This marks 
a high moment, always, brethren, in these quadrennial sessions of this 
body, the time when the message of the Board of Bishops is presented in a 
formal way in the Quadrennial Episcopal Address of the Board of Bishops. 

There has been a tradition in the Board and in the Church, which goes 
back to the oldest days, I suppose, that the last bishop elected is the baby 
bishop, and it happens that my friend who is to read this address was the 
baby for a number of years, but then in the succession, others became 
habies, and he was promoted, and he is now no longer a baby, but a full 
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grown man—and lives on meat no longer, but on milk. And he has written 
this address, and I think when you listen to him read it, you will appreciate 
the fact that he has grown up to maturity. I am very happy to present my 
colleague and honored friend, Bishop Ira D. Warner, of the Pacific District, 
who will read the Episcopal Address. 


Bishop Ira D. Warner: Brethren, I want to correct a statement in that 
introduction. Coming from California, I live on nuts and lemons. (Laughter.) 
Knowing something of the expectancy of this moment, and of this deliver- 
ance through the years past, and having had the privilege of being a delegate 
and a member of this great body, I was depely stirred and humiliated. We 
are living, of course, in a day of fluidity and change. I was perfectly con- 
scious that some of the things that would be said at the time of the writing 
of this report would be past and gone by the time of the General Conference. 
I need not tell you that in an hour like this, a thousand voices are begging 
to be heard, and it was most difficult to confine within the period of time 
allotted, which to many of you will possibly be too long, the setting forth of 
all those great issues that should claim our consideration. 

I heard of an old Scotch lady who, after hearing for the first time the 
pastor assigned to ber church, was asked for her reaction to the sermon. 
“Well,” said she, “He read it, and that wasn’t good. In the next place he 
didn’t read it well, and that was worse. In the third place, it wasn’t worth 
reading, anyhow.” (Laughter.) It is the custom to read this report, so I will 
have to try to redeem the last two statements. 


Thereupon, Bishop Ira D. Warner read the Episcopal Address of the Board 


of Bishops.

At the conclusion of the presentation of the Episcopal Address, the 
assembly arose and voluntarily sang: 


“Oh, Happy Day that fixed my choice on Thee, My Saviour and my God.” 


The Chairman: The General Conference has expressed its appreciation of 
this great message, in the reaffirmation of our faith and consecration, by the 
singing of this old-fashioned hymn. The report is before you. You have 
listened to it with deep appreciation and with discerning interest and 
gratitude, Iam sure. Will you receive and adopt the report? 

E. M. Horner: I move, Mr. Bishop, that we receive and adopt the report. 

S. C. Enck: Enck of East Pennsylvania, I heartily second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair and prevailed unanimously. 

The Chairman: Now we will have a selection of special music by the 
quartet. 

Ray G. Upson: I might say that the General Conference Quartet has sung 
this selection six times before this at the beginning of General Conferences. 
This will be the seventh time, with the addition of a new first bass, our 
friend Paul. He is fitting in very nicely. (Referring to Rev. Paul R. Koontz.) 

Thereupon, the Conference Quartet sang: “Saved by His Grace Alone,” in 
beautiful voice, to the great delight and benefit of the assembly. 

The Chairman: Thank you, brethren. Now we will have the Quadrennial 
Reports of the bishops from the several districts of the Church. First we will 
have the report by our Senior Bishop, from the Central District, Bishop 
A. R. Clippinger. 

Thereupon, Bishop A. R. Clippinger presented the Quadrennial Report of 
the Bishop of the Central District.

The Chairman: The General Conference has listened with great interest 
to this very discerning report.

About two years ago, when our conference 
was held in Whittier, California, we were walking down the street one 
day, and saw a sign in a bakery that said they had “Bishop’s Bread” for 
sale. Being interested in a “Bishop’s Bread,” she went in and inquired what 
that bread was. The lady behind the counter said it was a bunch of sour 
dough with a hard crust all around it. That does not apply to the other 
Bishops. (Laughter.) 

Thereupon, the Quadrennial Report of the Pacific District was presented

The Conference will listen, I am 
sure, with very great interest and tender appreciation to the report of our 
greatly beloved bishop emeritus, Bishop H. H. Fout, who has been among us 
through all these years. His presence is always a benediction upon us. I am 
very happy to present our honored Bishop Fout for his report at this time.

Following the report-address of Bishop Fout, the assembly voluntarily

The Chairman: These reports are now before the Conference. What is 
your pleasure concerning them?

Col. H. E. Myers: I want to second that motion, and that we go on record 
as approving the exceptional note of evangelism in all of these reports, and 
particularly in Bishop Fout’s. 


The Chairman: Thank you, sir. The motion is before the house on the 
approval of these reports, and I take it that with the approval of the reports, 
you approve the men also. 

The motion as made and duly seconded was put by the Chair and unani- 
cously prevailed. 


The Chairman: I had hoped we could hear the report of Doctor Gregory 
and complete the agenda for this afternoon, but time and tide wait for no 
man. I quoted that to a girl some time ago, and she said, “I don’t either.” 

Brother Heiss, our efficient Secretary of the Ministerial Pension and 
Annuity Bureau, is here, and he has reports, I think of the auditors he is 
anxious to get into the hands, particularly, of some of the laymen. I wonder 
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if Group No. 2 of the tellers would come forward and distribute these 
reports. 

George A. Heiss: I would like’to say this is the annual report as prepared 
by the certified public accountants, for 1944, of all the men who were con- 
tributory members. I think there are enough here for the laymen, and 
ministers, too. 

(The reports were distributed.) 

The Chairman: Will the Group of Tellers No. 3 please come forward? 
Doctor Gregory reminds me that copies of the report of the Committee on 
New Legislation and Changes in Discipline are here, and should be in the 
hands of the delegates, so that you may take them into consideration in 
connection with your committee meetings. 

(The reports were distributed.) 

The Chairman: We are almost at the hour of adjournment. Doctor Gregory 
reminds me there are a number of copies of the “Blue Book” that are 
available for any of you who may not have any. I shall be glad to recognize 
the Pastor Host of this church. He has some words of announcement. 

The Chairman: Are there any other announcements? Hearing none, a 
motion to adjourn is in order. 

Paul R. Koontz: I move, Mr. Chairman, that we do now adjourn. 

The motion to adjourn was regularly seconded. 

The Chairman: I will ask Doctor Learish, superintendent of Allegheny 
er ee to offer a word of grace for us, and thanksgiving for the evening 
meal. 

All favoring adjournment will say aye; those opposed, no. 

The motion to adjourn prevails. 

Thereupon, the benediction was prayed by Dr. E. B. Learish, superin- 
tendent of Allegheny Conference, and the General Conference stood 
adjourned.

Bishop Ira D. Warner, D.D., presiding 


The Chairman: The Conference will please come to order. Brother Upson, 
will you announce the hymn? 

Ray G. Upson: Will you stand and join in singing “All Hail the Power of 
Jesus Name’? 

The Chairman: Let us continue standing, and we will be led in our 
morning prayer by Rev. C. V. Priddle, of the Kansas conference. 

Following the prayer, the assembly joined in singing “In the Cross of 
Christ I Glory.” 

The Chairman: Delegates and friends of the Conference: It has been the 
custom through the years to invite an outstanding preacher_ to deliver 
several messages to us, especially in the opening days of these Conferences. 
The Board of Bishops considered many preachers in America, and we believe 
we were divinely led to call Dr. Roy L. Smith, whose name in a household 
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word among churchmen of America, and who is one of the outstanding 
leaders of Methodism. : ; . 

Some years ago, while living in Pomona, California, too ill to go to church, 
one Sunday morning, I was sitting in my home, and I turned on the radio 
for a church service. I heard a great sermon. I did not know until the 
conclusion of that sermon who the author of it was. Then the announcement 
came that it came from the First Methodist Church of Los Angeles, of which 
Doctor Smith was the pastor. I did.not know at that time that I would 
have the privilege of introducing him to a session of our General Conference. 

He has distinguished himself as a pastor in the great Methodist Church, 
having held a number of outstanding pastorates in his denomination. He 
began writing books in 1920, and has produced an average of one every 
year. These books are widely read by men of all denominations. He has 
been a Christian lecturer through the years, and a special lecturer to 
universities of America. I think his name appears more frequently on the 
Board of Evangelism and in the councils of evangelism in his own denom- 
ination than possibly any other member of his communion. He is regarded 
and named as one of the seven outstanding preachers of Methodism. He 
preaches now not only from the pulpits of America, but to a constituency of 
eight million Methodists. 

Doctor Smith, we are honored by your presence, and I have the happy 
privilege and pleasure of presenting you to this General Conference. Shall 
we rise in greeting? 

The assembly arose in greeting to Doctor Smith, who then addressed the 


Conference.

The assembly voiced its appreciation of Doctor Smith’s masterly address. 

The Chairman: I would like to invite you all to this altar this morning. 
As an expression of our consecration anew, having come into the realms 
of great truth and dedication, let us join in singing: “Take My Life and Let 
It Be Consecrated, Lord, to Thee.” 

(The assembly joined in singing two stanzas of the hymn.) 


The Chairman: Thank you, Doctor Smith, for teaching to our minds and 
hearts this morning. You will notice that in the afternoon session, at four 
o'clock, the special order of the day is set, when we hear Doctor Smith in the 
second, and I am sorry to say, the closing address of his visit to this General 
Conference. You have been a great blessing and benediction to us this 
morning, Doctor Smith. Let us continue in the spirit of worship and hear a 
special number now which our song leader will announce, Brother Upson. 

Ray G. Upson: Rev. T. T. Eddy, pastor of our Euclid Avenue Church in 
Detroit, will bring us a message in song. 

The Conference was delighted with a solo by Rev. T. T. Eddy: “When I 
Think of Calvary.” 


The Chairman: The Conference will now be in order, and as we turn to 
the agenda of the day, the first item is the reading of the journal of yester- 
day. Doctor Gregory, our Recording Secretary, will present the journal. 

(Thereupon, the journal of the preceding day’s sessions was read by Dae 
Gregory, Recording Secretary.) 

D. T. Gregory: I did not get the initials of Brother Williams. 

Bishop Fred L. Dennis: C. C. Williams. 


D. T. Gregory: We do not have the alternate’s name in the place of Ray 
Babcock. And we do not have the name of the alternate in the place of 
Joseph Wagner. 


Bishop Fred L. Dennis: C. V. Dorsey. 


D. T. Gregory: On the motion of C. W. Winey as to the election of the 
Recording Secretary and Reading Secretary, I did not get the second. Let me 
ask you, when you make motions that you stand and give your name, so we 
can get it definitely at the secretary’s desk. If you are seated, it is difficult 
to yn who did make a motion or who did second it. So I did not get the 
second. 
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T. L. Miles: In the afternoon session, the memorial from West Virginia 
Conference was presented by T. L. Miles, not J. W. Miles. 

E. J. Haldeman: Just a minor*correction. The initials of our conference 
superintendent are V. H., rather than V. C. 

The Chairman: Are there other corrections? If not, the Chair declares 
the journal of yesterday adopted. 

The next item is miscellaneous business. Are there any matters to 
come before the Conference at this time? ; 

Paul R. Koontz: I should like to ask a member of each delegation please to 
return the attendance cards at your earliest convenience. We need to have 
them for the General Church Treasurer. 

The Chairman: Please do this. 

Bishop Fred L. Dennis: Mr. Chairman. 

The Chairman: Bishop Dennis. 

Bishop Fred L. Dennis: With the consent of the Conference, I should like 
to add two names to committee assignments, as follows: 

To the Committee on Departmental Activities and Policies, Rev. L. A. 
Whitesell, of Illinois. To the Committee on Church Union, Attorney Fred P. 
Geib, of Michigan. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Mr. Chairman. 

The Chairman: Bishop Batdorf. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: We have omitted inadvertently, recognition of 
various officials of the Church. I move, sir, that we extend the courtesy of 
this Conference and invite to advisory relationship all general officers of 
the Church who are not already members of the Conference. 

The Chairman: That motion is very much in order, 

Bishop Fred L. Dennis: I second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair and unanimously prevailed. 

The Chairman: Are there any other items of miscellaneous business? 

F. H. Capehart: We have the report on credentials, if you wish to hear it. 

The Chairman: Hearing no objections, the Chair will ask the chairman to 
present the report. 

Thereupon F. H. Capehart, chairman, presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials, Rules of Order and Boundaries. 

Upon motion by Carl W. Hiser, seconded by W. H. Hayes, the report was 
approved and adopted.

The Chairman: Doctor Ziegler, without any response from them verbally, 
would you present these special delegates from our foreign fields, just by 
having them rise?

The Chairman: Without objection, the Chair will declare that this be 
received and referred to the Committee on New Legislation.

The Chairman: Doctor Esch. ; 

I. Lynd Esch: Because of the change of work to which I have been called 
in the Northwest District of our Church I can no longer serve as Pacific 
Coast representative on the Board of Administration, and I therefore offer 
my resignation from that position. ; 

The Chairman: Thank you, Doctor Esch. You have heard the resignation 
of Doctor Esch from the Board of Administration. His term does not ex- 
pire until another quadrennium. Therefore, in accepting his resignation, 
the Chair would declare the office vacant, and refer this matter to the 
Committee on Nominations. Are you willing to accept this resignation? 

Upon motion by E. C. Weaver, duly supported by L. A. Rider, the resig- 
nation of Dr. I. Lynd Esch as a member of the Board of Administration and 
the referral of the matter to the Committee on Nominations was voted by 
the General Conference. 

F. Berry Plummer: According to the program, we must accept a part 
of the report of the Committee on Nominations before the time designated, 
or we cannot have the vote at the time designated. I should like to submit 
our first report at this time. 

The Chairman: Very well, Doctor Plummer. 

F,. Berry Plummer: First report of Committee on Nominations: 

Your Committee on Nominations submits the following: 

Nominees for the Board of Trustees, Otterbein Press, and for 
the Board of Trustees, Printing Establishment. Mark X before the 
names of those for whom you wish to vote. 

This is signed by F. Berry Plummer, Chairman, and Alice E. Bell, Secretary. 

You will observe that we are making nominations for two boards here 
together. This was deemed advisable four years ago. It was deemed ad- 
visable that the Board of Trustees of the Otterbein Press and the Board of 
Trustees of the Printing Establishment be the same persons, and we are 
following what we did four years ago, and nominating these persons for 
these two boards. Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption of the report, and 
that the ballots be ordered printed. 


E. N. Funkhouser: I second the motion. 
Upon being put by the Chair, the motion unanimously prevailed. 
(See page 596) 


F. Berry Plummer: If I may, I should like to call a meeting of our com- 
mittee here in the back of the church, to the left, right near the office, im- 
mediately upon adjournment, to take up the matter of Doctor Esch’s 
resignation. 


The Chairman: I am asked to announce that the official group picture of 
the General Conference will be taken today at one o’clock on the campus 
between the Association Building and the Alumni Gymnasium. All bishops, 
general officers, delegates and visitors are urged to come and be “shot.” It 
will be painless. 

We turn now to the reports. We have a carry-over from yesterday. We 
will proceed with the order of business, excepting that the president of the 
Board of Trustees of the Publishing House, Colonel H. E. Myers, will be 
heard before Doctor Showers. I will ask our very efficient Secretary of the 
Board of Administration, Dr. D. T. Gregory, to present his report. 


D. T. Gregory: The exhibits of the various departments and institutions 
will be found, if any of you have not already located them, over in the 
Association Building. I am not going to read the report through. I want 
to call attention to a few items in it. At the bottom of page 37 I would 
like to observe for you that church membership during the quadrennium 
shows a three per cent increase during the four years. Our net gain was 
11,830. The third year with 4,083 and the fourth year with 4,126 registered 
the third and second highest yearly increases during the last twelve years. 
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With your permission, Mr. Bishop, I would like to pass to this Conference 
the fact that we have a very meagre bit of funds with which to provide 
promotional literature. A few days ago, I sat in our United Stewardship 
Council sessions in Cleveland, and listened to the representatives of the 
Methodist Church make reference to their Crusade campaign that is on, 
and then heard it said that into the hands of Dr. George L. Morelock, who 
is the head of their stewardship work, better than $100,000 had been placed 
by the committee to provide literature for promoting their campaign. We 
cannot promote much when we do not have funds with which to promote. 
And with that thought in mind, discovering that the Presbyterian Church 
and other churches have funds with which to provide literature to promote 
things, we began to build, on the hope of increasing the permanent fund, 
the income from which, in the years after we shall have quit our labors, 
will go for work in the kingdom of Christ in these channels. That is the 
fund referred to here. 


Let me call your attention to the recommendation on the Expenses of 
Delegates, page 39 of the “Blue Book.” Other recommendations from the 
Board of Administration have been passed to you in the form of the little 
white book. I want to beg the pardon of the committee that submitted 
the report on Spiritual Aims, Promotional Agencies, Salaries and Budget 
to the board, for having let escape me in the rush of things the printing 
of their names to that report. For this is not the report of the committee, 
it is the report of those whose names appear on the first page, in their joint 
session. That report of the committee was amended a bit by the action of 
the board, and it is now the report of the board and not this particular 
committee, and these names should not have appeared here. 


In addition to these recommendations, I should like to have passed, Mister 
Bishop, if you will permit it, a statement showing the benevolence receipts 
for the ten months since last July, and which portray to you and me some- 
thing that has occurred for the first time, so far as I am able to discover, 
in the history of our denomination, namely, that every one of the 28 con- 
ferences is above the one hundred per cent on the benevolence payments 
for these ten months of this particular quadrennial year. I hope we will 
keep it up for two months longer, and thus write into our records at least 
one year when every conference has reached that accomplishment. 


The Chairman: Do you want to have them distributed now? 
D. T. Gregory: If you will, or whenever you want them distributed. 


The Chairman: Committee No. 1 of the tellers will please make this 
distribution. 


D. T. Gregory: Individuals have asked for information on application 
blanks for conference superintendents to apply for permits to hold con- 
ference sessions. These can be put into the hands of the conference super- 
intendents at your wish. 


(The sheet headed: “Our Percentage Standing” was distributed to the 
delegates.) 


The Chairman: Thank you, Doctor Gregory. This report is before the 
conference—the report of the Board of Administration. What is your 
pleasure? That is a very illuminating report. It represents four years of 
hard labor. You ought to read it carefully. 


J. F. Smith: (S. E. Ohio) I move the adoption of the report of the Board 
of Administration. 
W. R. Monigomery: I second the motion. 


The motion was put by the Chair and prevailed unanimously, and the 
report was declared adopted, by the Chair.

J. B. Showers: Mr. Bishop. Now I want my workers here who come from 
the Press to stand up, will you? Come over here, John (Lyter), and you 
people who are here, wiil you stand up? I want you to see them? I wish 
they were all here this morning. 

(The members of the staff of the Publishing House and Otterbein Press 
stood up and were applauded.) ; 
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J. B. Showers: Doctor Weimer, will you stand up? 
(Dr. L. C. Weimer stood, and was applauded.) 


J. B. Showers: This little girl in red, Luella Lambert Kerlin, has suffered 
with me through the years, more than I would like to express publicly. 
But three times that $900,000 of bonds have gone through her hands. I 
want you to know that. I have not done it all. (Applause) And these 
people over here, and John Lyter, and if you would turn back and see in 
the center of this book (‘112 Years of Progress”)—I want you to see the 
bishops and general officers. I put them in. They really don’t belong to 
us, but they are so decorative, I had to have them in. Will you look at 
that page? 

And just after the bishops and general officers, “The Founding Confer- 
ence.” Do you see it there? Now you read it. It is mighty good reading. 
“The Religious Telescope.” And then you come to the personnel of our 
editorial staff. We are awfully sorry to lose J. Gordon Howard. I really 
do not feel very kindly toward Otterbein College. I tell you, when Doctor 
Smith stood here this morning and said almost in words ‘“‘Thou shalt not 
steal,” and then our college comes down and steals one of our best people 
we have down there—what do you think of that, anyhow? Now I am 
going to forgive them. President Sanders, will you stand? 

(Dr. T. J. Sanders, formerly president of Otterbein College, stood and 
was applauded by the Conference.) 

He will always be President Sanders to me. 

Before I was twelve years of age, I took him around—my father was a 
pastor—I took him around. He was president of Otterbein College then. 
I remember the text: “With what measure ye mete it shall be measured to 
you again.” And he used every department of the college to illustrate 
that truth.. I will never forget it. And then, I do not know why, but in 
the midst of this conflict he wrote me a letter, and in that letter he re- 
minded me of certain obligations, and then he said: “Be careful that you 
don’t lose your soul over this thing.” I will tell you, that aroused me. Thank 
you, President Sanders, for that letter. 

. Now please do not give the Otterbein Press and the Office Building away. 
I have done my duty. You do yours. (Applause.) 


The Chairman: Your attention, please. This General Conference could 
very well pause for a time of thanksgiving and prayer. Surely this is an 
achievement that has been one of the most outstanding in the history of 
our denomination. I think we ought to rise in recognition of the goodness 
and the mercy and the blessings of Almighty God. 

J. B. Showers: That is right. © 

The Chairman: And, in thanksgiving to these human leaders who have 
direeted us to this great, outstanding achievement, let us stand, please, 
and sing the Doxology. é ; 

(The assembly stood and sang: ‘Praise God from Whom All Blessings 
Flow.”’) 

The Chairman: Thank you very much. 

J. B. Showers: Would you permit me just a word? I would like to have 
you recognize the members of the Publishing House Board of Trustees 
who are here. Would you just ask the members of the board of trustees 
to stand? 

The Chairman: Thank you. I should have done that. Will the members of 
he board of trustees please stand? 

‘ (The Spaiee of ine Board of Trustees of the Otterbein Press and the 
U. B. Office Building who were present, stood and were applauded by the 
Conference.) 

The Chairman: Now, shall we hold at least for one more report, unless 
you want to adjourn at twelve o’clock? This report, however, has not been 
adopted. I take it that Doctor Showers desires that the printed report be 
the one recorded, or the one you have given orally? 


J. B. Showers: No. They are jst the same. 
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S. C. Enck: I move, Mr. Bishop, that the printed report of the Publishing 
Agent be adopted and that we extend our heartfelt thanks to Doctor 
Showers for the great work he did in freeing the U. B. Building and the 
Otterbein Press from debt. 


Col. H. E. Myers: I would like to second that motion. j 

The motion on the adoption of the report and the expression of gratitude 
to Dr. J. B. Showers for his work in the liquidation of the Publishing House 
debt, was put by the Chair and unanimously prevailed. 


The Chairman: The next report is the report of the Foreign Mission 
Society. Let us hold steady now, please. 
The Quadrennial Report of the Foreign Mission Society was thereupon 
presented by Dr. S. G. Ziegler, General Secretary. 
(See pages 502-511) 


C. W. Winey: Mr. Bishop, I move the adoption of this report. 
E. E. Redding: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: It seems unfair that a great cause like this should have 
just passing notice, but a full service is given over to the fuller and more 
educational features of this great department on Sunday night. This is the 
report only to the General Conference. The Chair, therefore, presents the 
motion, unless you have questions. All who favor the approval of this 
report will give your consent by lifting the hand; those opposed, a like sign. 

The motion is carried, and the report is approved. 

The Chairman: Unless you direct otherwise, I think you would like a 
few minutes of leisure before eating your noonday meal, and the Chair 
would ask that we now recess at this period in the program. It will be 
necessary for two reports to be heard this afternoon, which are on the 
morning agenda. We are ready for any announcements. 

Bishop Clippinger reminds me, let us all be on the campus between the 
Association Building and the Alumni Gym for the picture, at one o’clock. 
In many of your churches there hang pictures of General Conferences of 
many years gone by. I hope we may have a full representation of our 
delegates, and visitors, as well, at one o’clock on the campus. Are there 
other announcements? 

(Various announcements of committee meetings were made.) 


The Chairman: Concerning exhibits, all exhibits by departments are dis- 
played in the Association Building. We are now ready to adjourn this 
session. May we have a motion, please? 

Upon motion by W. I. Good, duly supported by B. H. Cain, the Confer- 
ence voted adjournment for the noon recess. 

The Chairman: We now stand adjourned. Let us stand, please. The 
benediction and prayer for the blessing upon the noonday meal will be 
offered by Rev. F. B. LaFavre, superintendent of the California Conference. 

The benediction was prayed by Rev. F. B. LaFavre, Superintendent of 
California Conference, and the General Conference stood in recess until 
2:00 o’clock of the same day. 


SECOND DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION 
Wednesday, May 16, 1945 
Bishop V. O. Weidler, D.D., presiding 


The afternoon session was called to order by Bishop V. O. Weidler, Chair- 
man, with the singing by the assembly, led by Rev. Ray G. Upson, of the 
hymn: “I Need Jesus.” 

The Chairman: Please remain standing for prayer. Rev. S. Paul Weaver, 
superintendent of Erie Conference, wlil lead us in our prayer. 

_ The Chairman: Doctor Hatton has joined with Doctor Upson seven times 
in singing this great duet. I am sure, as Bishop Batdorf has said, it ought 
to be seventy times seven. 
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Ray G. Upson: We do not need to announce what it is. You know. 

(The General Conference was delighted and the souls of all those present 
were refreshed by the singing of the beautiful duet entitled, “I Will Stand 
By Until the Morning,” by Revs..J. F. Hatton and Ray G. Upson.) 


The Chairman: We are now under the head of miscellaneous business. Is 
there any to come before us at this time? 


S.C. Enck: May I have the privilege of the floor for a few minutes? 


The Chairman: Come up here, Doctor Enck, and you can be heard a 
little better. 


S. C. Enck: Mr. Bishop, and members of the General Conference: It is my 
duty to say that I have a guilty conscience, and except I give relief to that, 
I am afraid there might be an explosion, and that would be awful at this 
General Conference. It is my passing off too lightly one of the greatest 
reports, if not the greatest report that has ever been given to a General 
Conference, at least since 1891, because I have been attending every General 
Conference but one since 1891. 

I want to say again that we never had a report since 1891 so illuminating, 
of so great an achievement, as the report submitted this morning by Doctor 
Showers, our Publishing Agent. Doctor Showers laid a good many flowers 
before his board of trustees, which I am sure are greatly appreciated, but we 
must not stop there. It is not only the board of Trustees, but these girls that 
were here this morning, Doctor Weimer, Mr. Lyter, his staff. Neither must 
we stop with the statf. There are 200 people employed by that Publishing 
House at the present time, and there have been during this period, and it 
was through the hearty co-operation of, you may say, 200 people, with the 
board of trustees, as well as with our constituents, that made it possible 
to bring this report of cancelling a debt of two million dollars in a period 
of ten years. 

When we came to the House at one time as a board of trustees, we were 
greatly worried, not so much about the debt at that time, but some or- 
ganizations came and they said, “We are going to unionize your men, and 
according to our rules and orders” (not in these words, but meaning this), 
“we will run the U. B. Publishing House. We will say who shall be employed, 
and we shall say who shall be laid off.”” And it really meant that the United 
Brethren Church with its efficient leadership had no control whatever. 

The question arose, “What shall we do under these circumstances?” Well, 
you will excuse me when I mention my own name in this, but it was 
referred from one trustee to the other, and everyone, all with one consent, 
began to make excuses, until it came to me to go and to speak to the 200 
men, our printers, our pressmen, and all of the men in the House, and to lay 
the cards upon the table. (I don’t know what that means, but I will say it, 
anyhow.) 

Xo Doctor Showers called the men together, in groups of from 25 to 50, 
and perhaps some groups of as many as 75. Then he said, “Now speak to 
these men from the depths of your heart.” It was upon my heart, because 
something had to be done from this standpoint to save the integrity of the 
institution. And I made the plea of my life. I said, “Men, this is a church 
institution. To save the cloud upon the church, to care for the old ministers, 
the retired ministers of the conference, I plead that we co-operate, and let 
this be in the hands of the church, and I will guarantee you that we will 
treat you right, like men, not like servants, but like men, just as any 
organization would treat you.” And you would be surprised at the applause 
after the little speech I made, very weak as it was, and I am happy to say 
today, and exceedingly happy, that in the period of ten years there was not 
a single strike in that Publishing House. (Applause.) 

Now you cannot say that of many other institutions. But the men stuck 
together and they worked together, and I believe they prayed together. 
And it was the main purpose of your board of trustees, with our great 
leader, Doctor Showers, to encourage the men in every way we possibly 
could. And in this way we stood together and worked together until this 
great achievement has come to pass. 

Now on the other hand, Doctor Showers said at the close of his report this 
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morning “Now it is yours. I hope you will keep it,” or something like that. 
I wonder how many ministers in this audience, or how many laymen, knew 
what that meant? I wonder how many of you know that the U. B. Publishing 
House belongs, really, to the preachers? And it is dedicated for a specific 
purpose. From the receipts of that Publishing House there is to come the 
pensioning of retired ministers. : 

And to talk plainly, it is really our building, and our purpose is to hold on 
to it. You take that building today, and at a minimum, the very minimum 
income for the first seven floors of that building is $5,500.00 a month. And 
further, I want to say that Doctor Weimer reports that he has every available 
office room in that building rented today. And that brings rental, and that 
means quite an asset that will be handed down, and the asset is absolutely 
for the retired ministers, to give them food to eat and raiment to wear, and 
when they come to the setting of the sun they can die with joy, because the 
great Church for which they labored has taken care of them. And I think 
everyone should know that. 

So that today, I want to say in my closing that at the time of our troubles, 
in the slough of despond, as Colonel Myers so well said, reaching up from 
the bottom, it was that the Church called the man out. He saw the burning 
bush, and from Sinai he came to Egypt and it was there, amidst all the 
discouragements that could come to a man that he called out, when the 
church was greatly disturbed and did not know what to do, I could hear 
Doctor Showers say, “Be steady. Be steady. Be steady.” And the church 
was steady, and today, praise God, the two million dollars is paid, and the 
United Brethren Publishing House and the Otterbein Press, belong to the 
preachers. (Applause.) 

The Chairman: Thank you, Doctor Enck, for that good speech. Is there 
anything else in the way of miscellaneous items? 

F. Berry Plummer: The Committee on Nominations is ready to present 
nominations for the Board of Administration. 

The Chairman: All right. That is a miscellaneous item. 

Report of Committee on Nominations was submitted. 

(See page 596) 

F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption of the report, 
and that the ballots be ordered printed. 

D. 5S. Mills: I second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair and prevailed unanimously. 


Paul R. Koontz: Mr. Bishop. 
The Chairman: Doctor Koontz. 
Paul R. Kooniz: I have a telegram. (Reads as follows)

V. G. Hunt: Mr. Bishop, I have a partial report of the Committee on New 
Legislation, which ought to come up now, because of other matters, under 
New Legislation. 

The Chairman: You may present the report, unless there is objection. 

V. G. Hunt: In order that we might understand the report, I will read one 
paragraph, which appears on page 47 of the Discipline: 

“Article 21. No individual whose seventieth birthday is reached 
during the calendar year in which a regular session of the General 
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Conference in convened, shall be continued in or elected to active 
service as a general official of the Church.” 

The report is: Delete paragraph 1, Article No. 21, commencing on page No. 
47 of the Discipline. / 

Mr. Bishop, I move the adoption of this partial report. 

The Chairman: Is it supported? 

D. E. Young: I second that motion. 

The Chairman: It is regularly moved and seconded, and it is now before 
you for discussion. It is a partial report from the Committee on New 
Legislation. 

ee ae Runk: I did not catch that motion. We do not know what the change 
proposed is. We did not hear it. 

The Chairman: It is a motion to delete. Doctor Hunt, you might read it 
again. 

_V. G. Hunt: Delete paragraph 1, Article No. 21, on page 47 of the Dis- 
cipline. 

The Chairman: Will you explain it, now? 

V. G. Hunt: The motion in short means this, that the retirement age for 
general officers and bishops is removed, and to reach that, we have 
recommended that we delete this one paragraph. That is all there is to it. 

The Chairman: Are there any further remarks? 

L. L. Huffman: Are we considering this item? 

The Chairman: Yes. It is before you for consideration. 

L. L. Huffman: I rise to a point of order. 

The Chairman: State your point. 

L. L. Huffman: Just a moment, until I find it here. Rule 17, Mr. Bishop, . 
says: “No resolution or report which proposes a change in the Discipline 
shall be considered until it has been in possession of the Conference for 
twenty-four hours, but when it is under consideration, amendments which 
are germane and duly presented shall be in order.” 

My point is that this just came before the Conference and under our rules 
cannot be under consideration for adoption for 24 hours. 

The Chairman: Thank you. The Chair rules that it was in the hands of 
the Conference from yesterday about this time, and therefore this fulfills 
that requirement. 

L. L. Huffman: I would like to state a further point of order. This rule 
says “No resolution or report.” It was my understanding that this report 
was made just a moment ago—a committee report. 

The Chairman: Well, it is the opinion of the Chair that when a resolution 
is in the hands of a committee, it is in the hands of the Conference. 

(Cries of no, no, no, no.) 

The Chairman: Now it is perfectly apparent there is a two-thirds over- 
ruling of the Chair’s understanding, so the Chair must confess that he is 
overruled in this item. Does anyone have any further light on the matter? 
I want to say, Mr. Huffman, that I read that, and I felt that that was the 
interpretation. 

Paul R. Kooniz: It seems to me this matter is the result of a number of 
memorials that came into the hands of the Conference yesterday. This is the 
action of the committee in reference to those memorials, which were properly 
received, therefore, it is before the Conference. 

(Cries of no, no, no, no.) 

The Chairman: Now brother Koontz meant this, it has been, in the past 
perfect tense, that is, it has been in the hands of the Conference for 24 hours. 

(Cries of no, no, no, no.) 

L. M. Curts: The memorials were not read to the Conference. I ask the 
question, how can the Conference Know, unless they have been read? 

The Chairman: Now the purpose was stated. Of course these memorials 
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were understood, at least I understood what they contained, and the subject 
matter was apparent. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Mr. Chairman, it seems to be the general 
opinion of the Board of Bishops that when memorials are presented, as those 
were yesterday forenoon, then these memorials are in the hands of the 
Conference. The committee has acted. The text of all of those memorials 
pertained to the matter of the age limit, and they were referred to the 
Committee on New Legislation. They gave it consideration, and are now 
reporting. 

If Brother Huffman’s contention is right, when we would come toward the 
end of the General Conference, if we had to lay on the table all of the 
recommendations involving changes of Discipline for 24 hours, we might 
run into difficulties. 

It is the general opinion of the Board of Bishops that those memorials are 
in the hands of the Conference and have been for 24 hours or more. 


L. L. Huffman: I would like to raise one further question, not to debate 
the matter at all, but we ought to understand our own rules. This rule says 
“No resolution or report which proposes a change in the Discipline.” Now 
certainly it is my understanding that the first report we have had on these 
memorials after they were referred to the committee, is now. Now this is 
the report, and this is the first time we have had the full report of these 
memorials, when the matter comes to us in a report and is read to us. Now 
certainly it seems to me that under any fair interpretation of this rule it 
would follow that that ought to be before the Conference 24 hours. 

(Cries of agreed, agreed.) 


Bishop Clippinger: Mr. Chairman, you adopted the program, and there is 
a rule in your Rules of Order that the election of bishops shall come on 
_ Thursday morning. 


The Chairman: Yes, Thursday morning. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: And if you are going to defer this for 24 hours, 
then we will be in trouble tomorrow in complying with your own rules. 


L. L. Huffman: How so? 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Because the Rules of Order say the election of 
bishops shall be held tomorrow forenoon. 

Roscoe F. Wilson: There is no point to that, as the Discipline already is 
specific, and we are acting on new legislation. The election of the bishops 
does not refer to this article at all. (Applause.) 


The Chairman: I would say this one word: I believe that the Chairman has 
the right to defend himself, as the last word. The opinion seems to be 
among the bishops that when a memorial comes to a committee, that com- 
mittee is in no sense a closed corporation, and that anyone can go before 
the group and speak there, and in that respect it has been officially before 
the Conference. 

(Cries of no, no, no, no.) 


The Chairman: It requires a two-thirds vote, and I feel it is about a 
four-fifths vote, to overrule this decision, but possibly we should have a 
showing of hands on this motion. 


S. C. Enck: If we could have the election tomorrow afternoon, I am sure 
we would gain time, and just defer it from the forenoon to the afternoon. 
Iso move, Mr. Chairman, if that is in order. 

The Chairman: Well, the appeal is before us, and I do not know how we 
can entertain your motion, unless you would consider that a privileged 
motion, of higher right than the one we have. 

(Cries for the question.) 

us Chairman: The question of the appeal is before us. That is a privileged 
motion. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: It is just a point of order—not an appeal. 

The Chairman: If there is no objection, I will entertain Doctor Enck’s 
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motion that we set aside the rules of order. Doctor Enck’s motion, is it 
supported? Well, it dies for the want of a second. 


D. E. Young: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: It is regularly moved and seconded, and it is before you, 
that we suspend the rules of order and have the election of bishops tomorrow 
afternoon, twenty-four hours from this time. 


F. H. Capehart: I am wondering if we have the wording of that motion 
correctly. 


The Chairman: Which motion? 
F. H. Capehart: The motion before us now. 
The Chairman: Of Doctor Enck? 


F. H. Capehart: Of Doctor Enck. The Rules of Order as we have adopted 
them set the election of bishops for Thursday. I see nothing requiring that 
it shall be Thursday morning. I think the program designates the election 
for Thursday morning, but the Rules of Order that have been adopted do not 
say Thursday morning. 

The Chairman: Are there any further remarks? It would be a deviation, 
then, from the printed program, which is allowable by the Rules of Order 
as printed, and Doctor Enck’s motion is correctly before you. Is there any 
further debate? 

(Cries for the question.) 

The motion of Doctor Enck, supported by D. E. Young, that the election of 
bishops be deferred until Thursday afternoon’s session, was put by the 
Chair, and prevailed. 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Now, Mr. Chairman, permit me a moment of 
privilege. I should like to set myself in my judgment against the judgment 
of this Conference. When a resolution proposing a change in Discipline or 
new legislation is presented to the Conference, it must lie over 24 hours 
before it can be acted upon. But when such resolution is presented to the 
body and by that body is received and referred to the committee, then it is 
in the hands of the Conference, without any question. Any rules of order 
will sustain that declaration. 


Stanley Williams: Mr. Chairman, I am not a member of the body. I rise 
to ask a question. I ask if a resolution when presented should not be read 
by the clerk of the Conference before it is properly presented to the 
committee, otherwise, the Conference would have no knowledge of what 
had been presented to the committee. I would like an answer to my question. 


The Chairman: Bishop, do you care to answer the question? 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I do not believe that is my duty, Mr. Chairman. 
The secretary of the General Conference stated the purpose of those 
memorials, the intent of them. 

(Cries of no.) 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Yes, he did. In order to save the time of the 
Conference, the individual memorials were not read, but the import and 
indication of those memorials was stated by the secretary when I referred 
them to the respective committees. 

Paul E. V. Shannon: I think the Conference ought to be advised as to 
what the procedure is from here on. It has always been the custom of the 
General Conference, as I remember, to consider these changes in Discipline 
as reported by the committee, immediately. Does that mean if we have little 
changes as, for instance, in the case of a couple of suggestions in regard to 
the Board of Education setup, that if we suggest a change of one word, or 
the deletion of one word, does that mean that has to be before the General 
Conference for 24 hours before the General Conference can act on it? In 
principle, that is what we are saying. If you want to do it now for some 
reason, all right, but the committee ought to know that, so we can get these 
reports in on time for consideration. 


The Chairman: Your question, brother Shannon, is the thing we have 
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been debating, and therefore, you have had your enlightenment in every 
speech that has been made, and the body has. 


Paul E. V. Shannon: Mr. Chairman, I am still in the dark, however. 


The Chairman: Well, I want to say this: I recognized that this item of 
miscellaneous business was here, and I also felt duty bound to seek light on 
that question. Personally, I knew the import of these resolutions. I do not 
believe I am brighter than anybody else. There is a sense in which they 
were before the Conference. Now you will have to go back to precedent. 
If you have insisted on this 24 hour rule of these committees before, then 
you have to say you have a good precedent. If you did not, I think you are 
voting without precedent. 

Arthur Atwell: Being a new delegate to the General Conference, I did 
not know, I had no reason to know the import of these resolutions. Therefore, 
as a delegate it is not before me and has not been until the report came in 
just now. 


The Chairman: That is clear, brother Atwell, that is a good statement. 


. W. H. Hayes: The report that is brought before us does not represent any 
memorials that were brought before this Conference. The action is very 
drastic. It is in contradiction to action we took in approving the action in 
regard to the basis of merger and church union, where we have gone on 
record as approving an age limit of 72 years. In many memorials, the 
suggestion is not to delete, but to put us on a consistent basis of 72 years as 
the retiring age. And that was not brought before us. This report is before 
you now. If we have to wait for 24 hours to consider that, and then tomorrow 
in the discussion it is brought out—the intention of many of these memorials 
was to make this consistent—why, then, tomorrow it will be referred for 
another 24 hours. I think a little light might be helpful. 


The Chairman: Doctor Enck’s motion has been decided, and the appeal 
has been lost, and now we are back to the main motion. Are you ready for 
the question on the main motion? 

L. L. Huffman: Is that what we have done? I did not know we lost the 
appeal. 


The Chairman: You have sustained your appeal. 


L. L. Huffman: I misunderstood you. I thought you said the appeal was 
lost. 


The Chairman: No, the appeal was sustained. 
L. L. Huffman: Whose motion are we on now? 


The Chairman: Well, I have been reminded by the secretary that we 
have a motion. 


D. T. Gregory: The motion by V. G. Hunt. Moved by V. G. Hunt, seconded 
by D. E. Young, to delete Item 21, paragraph 1, page 47. The motion is still 
hanging here. 

George H. McAhren: I had understood that there was more than one 
proposal made in these memorials. In view of that fact, I have understood— 
though I am new in this body—that there would be at least a first and second 
reading of these memorials, or the import of them, in order that we might 
be able to understand what is before us. Therefore, I am in confusion, as 
well as, perhaps, others. 


V. G. Hunt: I do not know whether I can give these gentlemen any light 
or not, but this was a compromise, and not a memorial, which makes it 
altogether a new action. 


D. S. Mills: According to what the brother over there said, then this is new 
legislation. According to what he has just said, this is a new thing brought 
before us. 

The Chairman: Well, it is germane to the first memorials, of course. 

Paul E. V. Shannon: I would like to say this is not a new action. The 
committees are not supposed to originate any new action, and we did not do 
that. But we summarised the opinions of all of the brethren. There was a

division of opinion in the committee, as there might be here. (Laughter.) 
We felt that the democratic thing to do, and the fair and Christian thing to 
co was to present something to the body which would present the whole 
issue to this democratic organization—ithe General Conference. 

This is not new legislation. It grows out of nine memorials which were 
read, and the secretary stated that they were in regard to the retirement 
age. We talked about them, and now we submit this, not as a compromise, 
not as a new action, but as the means of opening the discussion and having 
the members of the General Conference decide what they desire to do about 
the matter. 

The Chairman: I think perhaps we have enough light on this. 

Dewey Whiitwell: I move we table the motion. 


The Chairman: I think that would not be necessary, brother, because if 
the appeal has carried, it is ruled out of order for 24 hours. 


Roscoe F. Wilson: I second the motion to table. 

F. Berry Plummer: I want to make a statement. From a parliamentary 
standpoint, the situation is perfectly clear. In the first place, a motion was 
made by Doctor Hunt. The resolution was offered. The point of order was 
made by Mr. Huffman that that resolution could not be considered for 24 
hours. Mr. Hufiman’s point of order was sustained. There is nothing before 
us on this for 24 hours. 

(Cries of agreed, agreed.) 

The Chairman: Well, that is the ruling of the Chair, Berry. 

F. Berry Plummer: I am in back of you. 


The Chairman: Now that is settled, and the purport of the motion seems 
to be that you can take it off the table in 24 hours, so everything is in the 
clear. We are still under the head of miscellaneous items. The Treasurer 
would like to make a statement as to expense and expense blanks. Mr. 
W. O. Clark. 

(Thereupon, Wesley O. Clark, General Church Treasurer, made announce- 
ments with respect to expenses of delegates and payment of same.) 

The Chairman: Are there any further miscellaneous items? If not, we will 
proceed with the agenda, and have the report of The Bonebrake Theological 
Seminary, by Dr. Walter N. Roberts, President.

Upon motion by W. R. Montgomery, duly seconded by C. V. Priddle, the 
report of The Bonebrake Theological Seminary was upon vote of the 
General Conference received, dnd the recommendations therein contained 
were ordered referred to the proper committees. 

The Chairman: The Reading Secretary will read the Quadrennial Report 
of the Trustees of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ. 

(Thereupon, Paul R. Koontz, Reading Secretary, presented the report of 
the Trustees of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ.) _ i 

Upon motion by Frank Cross and duly seconded by Martin Miller, the 
report was approved by the General Conference. 

(See page 552) 

The Chairman: We come now to the report of the Home Mission and 

Church Erection Society, by the General Secretary, Dr. U. P. Hovermale. 


U. P. Hovermale: To save time, we will not read our report. The report 
is found on pages 151 to 156 of the “Blue Book.’ The last section has to do 
with the Rural Life Commission, on which Dr. O. O. Arnold is to report. I 
will leave him five minutes for that. i OF 

We adopted a four-fold standard at the beginning of the quadrennium. 
This report reviews the advances and progress we have made. * * We have 
made a splendid advance during the quadrennium. That is, we have not 
advanced so much as we have been getting ready to advance. _ 

I think it has been the greatest debt paying program in the history of our 
society. For ten years we collected $221,000, whereas in the last year we 
collected $274,000 on outstanding debts, and enabled many of our churches 
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that were on the verge of foreclosure to continue. This speed-up program 
has been made possible by the co-operation of these churches, and the 
leadership of our Associate Secretary, Doctor Williams, who is giving 
practically all of his time to this work. He deserves credit for doing such a 
marvelous work during this past quadrennium. I do not know what he did 
with the churches, but the checks come in so fast that we cannot record 
them without working overtime. I do not know what he does, but he gets 
results. ' 

Now may I say a word or two about one or two items? You did not give 
Doctor Ziegler much time this morning. He mentioned the response of the 
churches to a program to support beyond the budget. We have had a great 
response, and churches wanting opportunity to give. That can be multiplied. 
We are getting ready to advance. We must have missionaries and leaders. 
We are asking the General Conference for a campaign during the quad- 
rennium—two campaigns. 

One campaign is educational, to reach all our churches with a missionary 
message. And the second campaign is to be a campaign to get you to 
respond to an advance call for funds to carry on this work of rehabilitation 
in our mission fields. I believe the Church will respond. I hope the General 
Conference will enact that, and also give the churches the privilege of 
beginning now, if they have their college quotas and their budget out of 
the way. We trust you will make that possible. 

I was just thinking over a little history here. In 1853, ninety-two years 
ago, the Home Frontier and Foreign Missionary Society of the United 
Brethren Church was organized, and for 52 years carried on the missionary 
work. Now the United Brethren Church has always been characterized by 
its evangelism and missionary zeal, and because of that our work has 
spread at home and abroad. 

Then in 1905 the Home Missionary Society was set up as a separate de- 
partment. Over in the chapel there is a bronze plate which says “In 1852, 
five years after this college was founded, the first local missionary society of 
the United Brethren Church was organized by the students of Otterbein 
College, and became an auxiliary to the General Missionary Society of our 
Church.” And in 1915, when that plate was put there, more than 50 students 
had gone out to our foreign mission fields from this college. And I think this 
is significant. Here is another reason why we should renew again the great 
missionary zeal of our fathers. 

Now in 1925 the Home Mission Society and the Church Erection Society 
were merged. The Church Erection was organized 76 years ago, and more 
than one-third of our churches have been aided by Church Erection funds. 

The one great mistake the Church made was to eliminate the budget for 
Church Erection in 1925. There were debts of $660,000 outstanding in 1939, 
and the churches that owed us that much owed local mortgages of $900,000. 
The main reason was not the depression, but the fact that the Church did 
not provide gift funds to build up churches. And we said “Borrow all you 
can on first mortgages and we will loan you the balance on second mort- 
ail and that is what they did. Then the depression came on to climax 

at. 

Now we are starting in a new era. We dare not repeat some of the 
mistakes we made in years past. We must provide funds to help erect these 
churches, so that they will not be overburdened with debt and then 
struggle along as mission churches for 25 or 30 years as some have in the 
past. We must help to provide funds. 

Thirty-eight new mission churches are to be erected after the war. We 
are asking for over $300,000 for that. $663,000 is our budget. We have 
$218,000 of that. We expect to get an advance in our budget of a couple of 
hundred thousand, but it will leave us $245,000 to provide for in this special 
campaign. I believe the Church will respond to that call. We must make up 
for the lack of a budget for church erection which the General Conference in 
1925 left out for some reason. 

Since I have been here, I have had a check handed to me for $310, finishing 
out the providing of a new chapel by the First Church in Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
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Rev. Robert Young, Pastor—to be named Tulsa Chapel, in New Mexico. 
That is beyond the benevolence budget. 

Rev. Roscoe Wilson, pastor of the First Church in South Bend, Indiana, 
told me a while ago that they want to go beyond their benevolence budget, 
aug they would provide as much as $2500 to build another chapel in New 

exico. 

These are examples that the rest of you can follow, beyond the benevolence 
budget. We greatly appreciate these, and the others that have come in, too. 
The church is waiting. The opportunity is here, and I am sure that we are 
going to have a great response. 

Mrs. J. R. Engle, whose husband’s name was mentioned here before, has 
been rendering fine service in presenting our missionary work in New 
Mexico and Kentucky. It is the first time in our history we have had this 
educational evangelism, presenting the needs of these fields, and when they 
know they need, they respond, and I believe that is true all over the Church. 

I shall not take any more time on this, except to say that the work ahead 
demands our best efforts, our prayers, and our support, and the leadership 
of our youth from our Churches. And God will bless us. Only to the extent 
that we can strengthen ourselves at home will we be able to reach out in the 
great rehabilitation and construction program across the seas. 

Our three missionary departments, Doctor Ziegler’s, the W. M. A. and the 
Home Board, have been working hand in hand during the quadrennium, and 
we are asking the General Conference to allow us to co-ordinate our work 
more effectively, so that during the next four years we can go forward, not 
as the Home Mission and Church Erection Society, or the Foreign Missionary 
Society, but in a total advance to extend the kingdom of God. Our slogan is 
Christian World Fellowship. And I am sure the Church is going to respond 
to these great needs.

The Chairman: You have heard this very fine report. What is your 
pleasure?

U. P. Hovermale: Dr. O. O.. Arnold will present the last section of that 
report. 

as many as favor the adoption of this report will so manifest by the 
uplifted hand; opposed, like sign.

rn U. a Hovermale: The last section of that report was to be given by Doctor 

rnold. 


The Chairman: Doctor Arnold, we will hear you. 


0. O. Arnold: Doctor Hovermale kindly gave me five minutes of his time. 
I want to make four announcements, and they should not count against my 
time. 

(Thereupon, Doctor Arnold made several announcements at to exhibits, 
literature, Town and Country Church Banquet and scholarships.) 


O. O. Arnold: I am not going to read the entire report, but I do want to 
read the last paragraph, which contains a recommendation. You will find 
it on page 156 of the “Blue Book.” (Reads) E 

I need not argue for this. I think very generally there is a consciousness of 
the need. Some of you have read the statements regarding the work of the 
Roman Catholic Church in rural America. Today they have nine rural 
bishops, and they are putting millions of dollars into their effort to carry 
the Roman Catholic Church into the country. ; 

There is not much need of argument. Someone referred a while ago to 
the Home Frontier and Foreign Missionary Society. I am wondering if we 
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may not have dropped from our program too much of the word “Home,” and 
we have gone to foreign fields and sometimes have neglected the basic roots 
of our Church at home. But I will not have a speech along that line. I could 
not in five minutes. It would take me very much longer than that to get 
started. . 

But as to the arguments that have been presented against this proposal: 
First, we have heard that the budget is all fixed, and nothing can be done 
about it. In answer to that, let me say if that is true, what is the General 
Conference for? Nothing is fixed until we are through with it. 

In the second place, no set of figures dare be more sacred than human need. 

In the third place, many of us have a conviction that in the budget as 
recommended, we are not presenting a challenge as great as we should to 
the Church. There are churches to which a full budget will not mean what 
they are paying now. . 

Our commission decided that this was too important to be considered by 
the board, that it should come before the whole General Conference, and 
should be voted up or down. 

In the second place, it was suggested that the Home Mission Board should 
allocate the funds. This is no time for retrenchment and taking from the 
other work of the board in order to support this. 

The question has been asked, what would a Director of Rural Life do. 
In answer, let me, without any pride, say what I have done in the last three 
weeks. I was in the Pensylvania Conference for four great days, in rural 
institutes in the churches of that conference. I spoke on the relation of the 
rural and city church at a meeting in Springfield, Ohio. I spent a day ona 
circuit outside of Red Lion, Pennsylvania. I spent another day at rural 
churches—two Sundays in rural churches in White River Conference. 

I wish you had time to hear Rev. C. R. Schwartz tell what has been done 
in surveying churches about ready to die, in East Pennsylvania Conference. 
It is a crime to let anybody die without a doctor. I think it is just as great a 
crime to let a church die without making a diagnosis. There is a lot of work 
to do. There is publicity. Doctor Snyder is having to write an article on 
the Rural Church. If we had that man, he would be relieved. 

Then there is the work of setting standards for rural churches and seeing 
that they reach the standards. And then the work of visiting our colleges 
and seminary, to recruit young men for the ministry in the country. 

I took the time this morning to go over the list of graduates of Bonebrake 
Seminary, and I found that 180 of the graduates of Bonebrake Seminary 
that are now serving as pastors are serving in town and country churches, 
and 120 in the city churches. It is just about that proportion. Two-thirds of 
the seminary-graduates are going there. 

We need more men who will be willing to give their lives in this work. It 
is a big job for somebody to recruit men for that ministry. We must have, as 
other denominations have, someone in this field, and it can be partly 
financed. 

I will not go on. These are a few things you could do, and I think I need 
go no further in any argument in presenting this, except this quctation of 
Scripture, where it says: “He that seeth his brother in need and saith ‘Be ye 
clothed and fed’ and does not give him anything, how abideth the love of 
God in him?” Let me paraphrase it. (Laughter.) Maybe I do not need to. 
Everybody seems to say there is need, and everybody loves the country 
church—‘“Be ye clothed and fed,” but when we come asking for $5,000 out of 
a budget of $600,000 we are told to go and be clothed and fed. Let us love 
not in word, but in deed and in truth. I hope somebody—I do not know how 
you will get it through your legal machinery—makes a recommendation or 
passes a motion to ask this Committee on Spiritual Aims and Budget to 
provide $5,000 for a Director of Rural Life for our denomination. Thank you. 
(Applause.) 

(For printed report see pages 516, 517) 

V. C. Adcock: I want to move the adoption of this report. 

F. A. Reed: I second the motion. 
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John H. Ness: I would like to second that motion, and amend by referring 
Doctor Arnold to the Committee on Budget. (Laughter.) 


The Chairman: There are recommendations in that report, and I under- 
stand from Doctor Hovermale — 


oO. O. Arnold: I told Doctor Ness I was going to make a speech. He said 
all right, “But don’t get too passionate.” 


_ The Chairman: I did not know anything about any private understand- 
ing. (Laughter.) Are you ready for the question? 
The motion was put and prevailed, adopting the combined report. 
Bishop Ira D. Warner: If the Chair please, it is understood now that with 
the passage of this motion you automatically refer this that you have 
adopted to the committee for their consideration? 


The Chairmen: Well, that is the understanding. 
Bishop Ira D. Warner: Very well. 


The Chairman: And we have been assured that it has been anticipated, 
and done already. 


John H. Ness: I would like to get some information. Does the passing 
of this report put the committee on budget under obligation, or just simply 
request them to investigate and let their own judgment prevail? 


The Chairman: My understanding is, Doctor Ness, that this matter has 
been presented to your body, to your committee. I have every reason to 
believe that that is true, and this would simply be — 

Bishop Ira D. Warner: Referred. 

The Chairman: Are you affirming the fact that it has been referred? No 
doubt you have considered it. If you have not considered it, it would be 
right to asume that it is coming before your committee. 

Bishop G. D. Baidorf: Mr. Chairman, this body has definitely adopted this 
recommendation. It did not receive it and refer it. It adopted it, and that 
means this body has put itself on record as being in favor of this recom- 
mendation. 

(Cries of no, no, no.) 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: The proper order would have been to receive it 
and refer it. But you have adopted it. The parliamentary implication is 
just as plain as the nose on your face. 

E. Craig Brandenburg: The first statement says: “At the 1944 annual 
meeting the following resolution was adopted for presentation to the 
Budget Committee and through them to the General Conference:”. 

The Chairman: I think that is the understanding. At least that same 
question was brought to me concerning Doctor Roberts’ recommendations, 
and I only wanted to be sure that they were adopted reports, and that the 
references were not neglected. I understand your point, Bishop Batdorf. 

Roy Bender: If the adoption of this report is not in the form of a recom- 
mendation and does not have that substance, I would like to move that we 
recommend to the committee that they allow $5,000 for this work. 

The Chairman: Well, I think we could do that, as a special motion. 

Roy Bender: Well, I am making that motion, only if it is not understood 
that it is in the form of a recommendation—if the adoption of the report 
is not in the form of a recommendation. 

The Chairman: We could settle that this way. When the General Confer- 
ence speaks, it is more than when the board speaks. The board did make 
this challenge, and we suppose it arrived at the proper committee in some 
way. Am I right, Doctor Hovermale? 

U. P. Hovermale: I could not tell you, Bishop, whether it arrived there 
or not. 

The Chairman: Well, I ask you that question. 

U. P. Hovermale: I was not on the committee. 


90 THIRTY-FOURTH GENERAL CONFERENCE 


O. O. Arnold: I would suggest that we second Brother Bender’s motion, 
and put it to a vote. 
William T. Barker: I second the motion. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: We must have a very clear understanding as to 
the extent and import of that. If that is mandatory upon the budget com- 
mittee, then what is the use of having a budget committee that has to take 
into account all of these causes? 

The Chairman: The point is this — 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I would like to know what the intent is. If this 
committee has to put that into the budget, that upsets everything, I think, 
that goes before. 

John H. Ness: Mr. Chairman, if this is merely a recommendation, then the 
committee has the right to exercise its own judgment in regard to this 
recommendation, but if this is an obligation on the part of the committee, 
then you are giving the committee something that is almost impossible to 
handle, because at the present time we do not know where the $2500 is 
to come from, except probably from the department of the Sunday School 
Editors. Maybe you can help us out. 

The Chairman: Well, Doctor Ness, I think that a reference to the com- 
mittee is always permissible. And as Doctor Arnold has indicated, if we 
do not have any prerogative in the General Conference, we just feel so 
much lessened in our ability. It is a motion, not to make it mandatory, 
not to require it to be done, but to refer it. 

L. L. Huffman: Mr. Chairman, I think if we would refer to what we have 
adopted, it covers the question we are discussing. May I read a portion of it? 

The Chairman: Yes. 

L. L. Huffman: After a good many whereases—some lawyer must have 
written this—it ends up thus: “Therefore, we ask the Budget Committee 
of the General Conference to consider carefully and if found at all pos- 
sible to provide means for adding to the allocation to the Home Mission 
Board of $5,000 and authorizing that board with this fund to employ and 
provide for a full time director of rural church work.” 

Now that has been adopted, as I understand, by our action. Surely that 
is very clear, what the duty of the budget committee is from here on. 

The Chairman: All right, sir. I am perfectly satisfied with that state- 
ment. And if you have adopted this, you have referred that particular item. 

Stanley Williams: Is there anything in the resolution now—is there any- 
thing said—has the word “annually” been used? Now I assume you mean 
$5,000 annually. If it is not in the resolution, it is not in the motion. 

The Chairman: Everything is annual, brother. 

Stanley Williams: So I understand. 

The Chairman: I think everything is clear. Brother Huffman has eluci- 
dated on the matter. I think if Brother Ness cared to tell us, they have 
considered it. 


John H. Ness: Very seriously. 

E. M. Horner: If I am in order, I move reconsideration, so that it may be 
cleared up. 
_ The Chairman: I do not believe you want to reconsider, because we are 
in favor of this report. If you want to refer with a little more emphasis, 
you can pass brother Bender’s motion. If you would vote on that, the 
committee then would have to report on it. That is all. 

William T. Barker: There is a motion before the house. I seconded it. 

The Chairman: You seconded the motion. That is what I thought. Are 
you ready for the question? 

(The question was called for.) 

The Chairman: All right. I think it is understood. 

L. C. Weimer: What is the motion? 
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The Chairman: Brother Bender, would you repeat your motion? 

Roy Bender: If it is not understood that it is a recommendation that 
the committee give careful consideration to the matter, I move that we 
now recommend to the committee that they do that thing, that they do 
give careful consideration to it. 

The Chairman: Well, it is a motion to refer this particular item? 

Roy Bender: That is right. 

(The question was again called for.) 

The Chairman: And it was supported. 


E. C. Weaver: We have already passed that explicitly in the statement 
here: “ask the Budget Committee of the General Conference to consider 
carefully and if found at all possible to provide means for adding to the 
allocation,” etc. 

(The question was again called for.) 

The Chairman: All in favor of the motion will signify by the uplifted 
hand; opposed, same sign. 

It looks like it is lost. 

(Cries of no, no, no.) 

The Chairman: A division is called for. All in favor of the motion of Mr. 
Bender will indicate their assent by standing— 

William T. Barker: I did not second the motion as stated by Mr. Bender. 
(Further explanation lost to your reporter in turmoil.) 

_The Chairman: The motion is not in order because the second withdraws 
his second. Now we have exhausted the time of the W.M.A., and I feel 
the matter has been adequately taken care of, and the committee of the 
budget has and will consider the matter. I think you have done what you 
want to do. 

William T. Barker: I want to make a motion that the budget committee 
provide $5,000 for rural work, to provide for a worker such as Mr. Arnold 
suggests. 

The Chairman: Is this motion supported? (No response.) It dies for the 
want of a second. 

R. L. Brill: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: Now I am not sure that that is according to the rules of 
our Conference. It seems that everything must go before a committee, and 
therefore it tangles up our committees; if you make it mandatory it will 
upset their work. I would much rather entertain a fresh motion to refer 
this. The only thing I wanted to do was to see that it was not buried. 
I asked these secretaries if they are sure they carried these reeommendations 
officially to these committees, and they said they did. Therefore, do what 
you want to do, but in an orderly manner. 

E. N. Funkhouser: I move that this motion be tabled. There is a motion 
before the house, properly supported. I move now that that motion be 
tabled. 

The Chairman: The motion was ruled out of order, because the rules of 
our Conference say that these matters must be referred to the proper com- 
mittees. If I am not right, you may correct me, but that is my recollection. 
We have good committees, and we can go before those committees. 

Martin G. Miller: I move the order of the day. 

V. C. Adcock: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: The order of the day does not seem to have arrived. The 
point is not well taken, brother. Now the order of the day will be to have 
Miss Bell’s report, but that would throw out the other order of the day. 
Brother Upson, I think you ought to sing. Will you hear Miss Bell? 

(The General Conference signified the desire to hear the report of the 
Women’s Missionary Association, by Miss Alice Bell.) 

The Chairman: Very well. We will have the report of the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Association, by Miss Alice Bell. 
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(Thereupon, Miss Alice E. Bell, General Secretary, presented the Report 
of the Women’s Missionary Association.) 
(See pages 518-521) 

Miss Alice E. Bell: I would like to have the privilege of presenting our 
president, Mrs. J. B. Showers. ; 

The Chairman: Mrs. Showers, will you please come to the platform, so 
that Miss Bell may present you to the General Conference as the president 
of the W.M.A.? 

(Mrs. J. B. Showers came to the platform.) 

The Chairman: Will the General Conference rise and greet Mrs. Showers? 


Mrs. J. B. Showers: This is indeed a very great privilege. I wish I might 
take time for just a few sentences to assure you of the spirit of co-operation 
on the part of the women, but there is not time for that. I hope in the 
next quadrennium we will prove it by action. Thank you. (Applause.) 

The Chairman: Is there a motion for the adoption of the report of the 
Women’s Missionary Association? 

Upon motion by Lavonna Bell, duly seconded by Dewey Campbell, the 
General Conference voted the adoption of the report unanimously. 


The Chairman: We are very glad to have Dr. Roy L. Smith with us. 
It was my privilege to be a pastor in the City of Minneapolis when he was 
there. I never learned to know him very well, but I heard him say at one 
time that is was the duty of every preacher to have an understudy. And 
I was a good friend of Gordon—and you know him—Gordon was my 
nearest neighbor as a preacher. 

I was in the smoking compartment of a Pullman. (Laughter.) It was 
occupied by about half a dozen Catholic priests. They did not recognize 
me as a preacher, and they were not very complimentary about the 
Protestant Church. They were from the Twin Cities. But they were very 
complimentary about Dr. Roy L. Smith, and they meant it. They spoke 
of the very fine attendance at his churches. 

I was also in the smoking compartment going into Oklahoma, and in that 
room there was a Jewish salesman. He had a great diamond ring, as big 
as a locomotive headlight. And he finally said to me—I am saying this 
because I think a great deal of the Methodists—he said, “What is your 
business?” Well, to be very concrete I said, “I am a bishon.” “Well, now,” 
he said, “Isn’t that funny? Here I am a Jew, and I am going to Oklahoma 
City to see my old secretary, who is a Catholic, and I have to go to mass 
tomorrow morning.” And he said, “Here I am riding with a Methodist 
Bishop.” Well, I allowed him to continue his cogitation, as he got some 
merit out of that great phenomena. 

Doctor Smith, it is a joy to present you again to this body. (Applause.) 

The Chairman: We are indebted to Doctor Smith for this great address. 
What will be your pleasure the remaining part of the afternoon? Brother 
Eschbach, would you come up and be prepared to offer the benediction? 
Would you like to hear another report? 

(Cries of no, no, no.) 

Lloyd Nichols: I move, Mr. Bishop, that we do now adjourn. 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Mr. Chairman, I think all of us have by our tense 
attention and by our emotional and intellectual response, and by deep 
hidden decisions which have formed themselves in our own souls, shown 
our appreciation of Doctor Smith, and his visit to us, and his searching 
and discerning addresses, and these fresh, spiritual insights. It seems to 
me that the least we can do is in some formal way by public expression give 
our appreciation, and I should like to move, if you can hold this motion 
to adjourn—you will rule that way, will you not? 

The Chairman: I will. 


Bishop G. D. Baidorf: I should like to move that by a rising vote we 
extend to Doctor Smith our appreciation and our gratitude, and assure him 
of a fellowship of prayer that shall go with him and abide with him and 
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between him and us in the forward days in which we shall journey to- 
gether and labor together in this world that is dawning upon us. I so move. 
The Chairman: As many as favor that motion will indicate it by standing, 
and everybody is invited to second the motion. 
The General Conference arose in a body in appreciation of the great 


message of Doctor Smith and in assurance of the prayerful interest of 
every member in his work. 


The Chairman: We thank you, Doctor Smith. (Applause.) Are there any 
miscellaneous announcements? 


The Chairman: Is there a second to the motion to adjourn? 

E. E. Miller: I second the motion to adjourn. 

The Chairman: All those in favor of adjourning will say aye; those 
opposed no. 

It is so ordered. 


The Chairman: Brother Eschbach comes back to us. We are so happy 
that our prayers have been answered, that a faithful missionary has been 
kept safe and delivered. He will pray with us, ask the blessing upon our 
evening meal, and pronounce the benediction. 

(Thereupon the benediction was prayed by Rev. Carl Eschbach and the 
General Conference stood adjourned until 9:00 o’clock a.m. of the following 
day, Thursday, May 17, 1945.)

THIRD DAY—MORNING SESSION 
Thursday, May 17, 1945 
Bishop Fred L. Dennis, D.D., presiding 


The Chairman: The Conference will come to order. Will you stand while 
we sing? 

The assembly stood and joined in singing the hymn: “Come, Let Us All 
Unite to Sing.” 

The Chairman: Dr. E. B. Learish of the Allegheny Conference will lead us 
in our morning prayer. 
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Dr. E. B. Learish of the Allegheny Conference offered prayer. , 
Following the prayer, the assembly sang: “O Master, Let Me Walk with 
Thee.” 


The Chairman: You doubtless have observed that the Conference Com- 
mittee arranged for two series of devotional addresses, one of which was to 
be given by Dr. Harry Miller, of Lebanon, Pennsylvania, but he is not 
present. The other series is to be given by Dr. Merl W. Harner, of the De- 
partment of New Testament Literature in Bonebrake Theological Seminary. 
He is speaking to a series, “Paul and Our Ministry,” and the opening address 
is on the theme of the basic elements. I have great pleasure in presenting 
Professor Harner. : 

Professor Merl W. Harner gave the devotional address on the subject: 
“Paul and Our Ministry.” 

By request of Professor Harner and the General Conference this address 
and subsequent messages of Professor Harner are not included in the Pro- 
ceedings of the General Conference. 


Ray G. Upson: I am very happy to introduce to you Mrs. Ira D. Warner, 
of Pomona, California, who will now bring us a message in song. 

Mrs. Ira D. Warner delighted the Conference with a solo: “All Things in 
Jesus I Find.” 


The Chairman: The Conference will now give its attention to the journal 
of yesterday’s proceedings, which will be presented by the Secretary. 
(Following the reading of the journal, two slight corrections were noted.) 


The Chairman: Hearing no further corrections or suggestions, I declare 
these minutes approved. I should like to invite any who may be interested, 
to examine the block and gavel which will be in use during this session, 
because of rather historic connection going back to the Isaac Long barn. 

When I was leaving Dayton four years ago, the ministers of the Miami 
Conference in a farewell dinner made certain presentations to me that I 
appreciate greatly. The basic wood of this block is from the U. B. Building. 
I do not know how the “vandal” succeeded in securing these materials. I 
did not inquire. But in the center of this block is inlaid a thin block of wood 
from the Isaac Long barn. And another feature which makes it add much 
interest and pleasure is that this was in the possession of the late Dr. J. A. 
Lyter, and his widow, whose pastor I had been for nearly twelve years. 
They contributed this little block of wood. I think you will want to look at it. 

The gavel is made of wood taken from two churches where I had served as 
pastor. If I forget my speech I can read it to you, because they knew my 
memory would be short and so I have it right here. But the head of the 
gavel is take from wood of the First U. B. Church, Dayton, Ohio, which was 
my pastorate four years ago at this time. The handle comes from the Euclid 
Avenue Church, Dayton, Ohio. Now the significant part about it is in both 
cases the wood was taken from the choir loft. I am devoutly hoping that it 
will be musical, during this session, at least. (Laughter) 

I should add that the artist who created these is the same who prepared 
this block for Bishop Clippinger—Dr. L. M. Hohn—who, instead of playing 
golf, has a lathe and other equipment and materials in the basement of his 
house, where he gets his exercise and diversion. 

I am asked to make two anouncements: Will the heads or secretaries of 
conference delegations please return to the Reading Secretary the record of 
attendance, pleace—the cards? They are very much desired. I also wish to 
announce that mail may be received at 10:15 a.m. and 2:15 p.m. 

I take it that now we turn back to the program of yesterday afternoon, and 
resume at the point where we left off. And that brings to us for the first 
report this morning, the report on Ministerial Pension and Annuity Plan, 
which will be presented by Dr. George A. Heiss. You will find it in the 
“Blue Book,” on page 161.

M.S. Livengood: I move the adoption of this report. 
V.E. Hilton: I second the motion. 
The Chairman: Will you discuss the report? 
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Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I do not wish to discuss the report, but I should like 
-o speak a word of personal appreciation on behalf of the General Conference 
as well as the chairman, for the.untiring faithfulness of our secretary, Rev. 
George A. Heiss, and his daughter, Anna, who has given him competent, 
expert assistance during these years. 

The office now is in the finest possible shape, and the funds are invested in 
gilt-edged securities, such as the General Conference has ordered, and the 
way is open now for the realization of the first objective of our pension 
campaign. _ 

_ I want to say on behalf of the conference we want to express our apprecia- 
tion to Rev. Mr. Heiss. And I want to say that Lebanon Valley College has 
done itself honor and has honored our secretary by proposing to confer 
upon him on next Monday at their annual commencement exercises, the 
degree of Doctor of Divinity. 


C. A. Lynch: The plan provides that membership will be compulsory on 
the part of all ministers ordained after January 1, 1944. I rise to ask whether 
this is being enforced. 


The Chairman: Can you tell him, Doctor Heiss? 
George A. Heiss: I did not get the question. 


C. A. Lynch: The plan provides that continuous membership in the plan 
shall be compulsory with reference to all ministers ordained after January 1, 
1944. Is this being enforced? 


George A. Heiss: You will have to ask the bishops and the board about 
that. We have nothing to do with that. That is in the hands of the bishops 
and the conference superintendents. 


C. A. Lynch: We will have to ask the bishops. They haven’t any right to 
give anybody any work unless they comply with that request. 


The Chairman: It might be a good idea to start with the Senior Bishop 
and come down the line. (Laughter) I am not certain that I may speak for 
the Board of Bishops on this particular point, but I do know that it is being 
called to the attention of every person, and application blanks are placed in 
their hands, if application blanks are available. I wrote personally to Doctor 
Heiss, and he sent me 11, and I presume he thought that would be about the 
extent of our requirements. I exhausted them about the first two confer- 
ences, so beyond that we did not have the blanks to provide at the time of 
ordination. But I believe I may say that the Board of Bishops is endeavoring 
to carry out the rules and regulations of the Discipline on this point. 


George A. Heiss: May I say, Mr. Bishop, that I have plenty of blanks with 
me. If any preachers want any blanks, I shall be glad to furnish them. And 
I should like to say on this point that we, of course, have been trying to 
keep track of our people under this dispensation. And we had one letter 
from one minister who said, “I received your letter relative to my joining the 
Ministerial Pension Plan, and I want you to know that I don’t have the 
money to join, and if I have to join or quite preaching, I will quit preaching 
and go to another denomination, because I don’t have the money. I am only 
getting $400 a year salary. I have a machine besides.” 


The Chairman: Are there any other questions? 


S. A. Wells: I would like to know if there were requests for admission 
into the plan after the dead line was reached. If so, what has been the action? 


George A. Heiss: I would like to say that we have on file all those requests 
that were made. They were presented to the Ministerial Pension Committee, 
of which the bishop, as I indicated, was chairman. Of course, there was 
nothing we could do about it. We wrote all these brethren to read the rules, 
and we were instructed to abide absolutely by the rules voted by the 
General Conference. We have them all on file in our office. And we told 
these men that after the General Conference we will write to them and 
tell them. Whether the doors will be opened again is entirely up to the 
General Conference. If you do not open the doors, they will be out. If you 
do open the doors, we will be only to happy to take them in. 
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The Chairman: Are you ready to vote? As many as favor the adoption of 
the motion will signify by the uplifted hand; any opposed, a like sign. 

The report is adopted. 

I. E. Runk: The question I want to ask is this: Can this Conference legis- 
late in a way to give the men who have not the money to enter the Pension 
Plan, and who cannot enter as non-contributory members—can we give 
them a rule or law by which these men might come in? 

I noticed Mr. Heiss just now said:he has answered some of them saying 
that it is up to this General Conference. If it is, then I think we should not 
fail to take some action, because there are quite a number of ministers who 
have not reached the retirement age, who cannot be non-contributory, who 
are still not able to pay. Can they be made members of the Pension Plan? 

The Chairman: I am going to defer to Bishop Batdorf, the chairman of 
that committee. 

Bishop G. D. Baidorf: Mr. Chairman. 

The Chairman: Bishop Batdorf. 

Bishop G. D. Baidorf: The matter of determining the future policy as to 
membership in the Plan is entirely in the hands of the General Conference. 
But it was announced repeatedly in public and by communications that 
where folks, because of financial conditions, could not join as full members 
of the Plan, they might join on a half membership basis, or on the non- 
contributory basis. So that all of them were given every possible opportunity 
and encouragement to come in and share in the funds which the Church 
provided. 

Many of them refused to do this. Like the five foolish virgins, they came 
afterwards, when the door was shut, and knocked, saying, “Pension Com- 
mittee, Pension Committee, open unto us.” 

Now, whatever the General Conference may determine as the future 
policy is in your hands. I do say that it would be very hazardous—it would 
be very hazardous for the General Conference to reopen non-contributory 
membership privileges. 

The plan was first launched on the basis of contributory membership only, 
and the actuarial basis of the Plan was determined on that basis. The 
largest load of pensioners now is on the non-contributory side. Because of 
that, it was not been possible for the Ministerial Pension Committee to take 
care of its contributory members as pensioners on a larger basis, but out 
of the generosity and grace of the Church and the General Conference, non- 
contributory membership was extended to these folks. But it would cer- 
tainly be a very hazardous undertaking now to reopen the privileges of the 
pension fund to non-contributory membership. 

George A. Heiss: I would like to clarify just this question. It is a very 
vital question. As I indicated, I am familiar with the workings of all the 
denominations in the United States and Canada. Through this contact and 
statistics we have, I believe we have the most liberal plan of any denomina- 
tion in the United States and Canada. We are the only Plan that has non- 
contributory members. All the other plans insist on contributory members. 
Two-thirds of all the benefits that have been paid during these years have 
gone to non-contributory members. 

The law was that those who wanted to join as non-contributory members 
must be sixty years old before January 1, 1944. And I think the great 
majority, or practically all of those are in. Whoever you have in mind, in 
opening it up now, would have to be those who arrived at the required age 
after 1941, because those 66 years of age before January 1, 1941, are all in 
the Plan. And you will notice we have over 200 non-contributory members 
in the Plan. 

As the bishop has said, and as I emphasized here, and this was emphasized 
over and over at the Pensions Conference, that whoever has charge of 
pension funds must recognize that you cannot run it with your heart, 
because you do not have the funds. You must run it with your head, accord- 
ing to your finances. And that is true in our Plan. We have the most liberal 
plan. We allow men to come in by making one payment of $87.00 and let 
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all the back and future payments stand. So we have one of the most liberal 
plans in the United States, compared to any others—the only plan that has 
non-contributory members. 


A. R. Sweet: I have one of the probably many requests that have been 
referred to, of a good faithful member in Kansas Conference who preached 
42 years. He has entered the Plan and has paid his $87.00. He is now 74 years 
old, and has disabilities which will result in his retiring. I do not know if 
some people in the East can appreciate how low our salaries are. This man 
has no funds. I am not asking that we use our heart. Maybe the Church 
hasn’t a heart. I do not know where else to look. 

I wonder if something could not be expressed to the conferences where in 
instances of this kind, if they are not too numerous, they might have slight 
encouragement. Maybe by a recommendation the conferences might give 
some thought to assistance along this line which would mean something. 

I think this will clarify it. He is an old man. He was caught with the item 
of $87.00, on a small salary. I appreciate that this is one of the best plans, 
but here is something we could do to show a little charity. We ought to 
begin as a Church. I merely bring this request from the district for which 
I am district leader. I do not know whether anything can be done. I hate to 
take back word that I did not attempt to do anything. 


The Chairman: There is nothing before us in the way of a motion. 


A. E. Moore: If they want to be contributory members, it will be neces- 
sary for us to take some action. They are a little older than the requirement. 
I think we should do something about that. Some of these older men, some 
of them I know have borrowed money to make their initial payment—if they 
could get in. 

George A. Heiss: One of the ministers wrote a very sarcastic letter. You 
would be surprised if you would examine our files. Every letter ever 
written by any man is on file. You would be surprised at some of the con- 
temptible and sarcastic letters we get from ministers who say they preach 
the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

There are two sides to this problem. And I want to say to you, we want to 
be very, very careful how we act. I wrote to one of these men who sent me 
one of these sarcastic letters. I said, “You had 24 years time to get into 
this plan. You could have joined at a very, the very minimum amount, but 
you have just put it off, put it off, for 24 years. Now you complain. It is 
your own fault.” He wrote back and said to me, “I know I could have joined 
24 years ago, but the darn thing wasn’t working.” (Laughter) 

The Chairman: Shall we proceed with the Conference program? We have 
a series of reports from college presidents. It will facilitate matters if all of 
them would be near the platform. It would save us a bit of time. Beginning 
on page 130 in your “Blue Book,” you have the reports of college presidents, 
or other representatives. 

Bishop Ira D. Warner: Mr. Bishop. 

The Chairman: Bishop Warner. 

Bishop Ira D. Warner: Could I have the privilege of making an introduc- 
tion, which I fear will not be made in any other session of the Conference. 
If it should be overlooked, I think it would be a discourtesy. There is a man 
who sits on the floor of this church this morning who was one of the great 
dynamic leaders of his college, and one of the most beneficient spirits of the 
Church. His impression has been lasting upon every graduate who ever 
graduated or any student who ever entered Otterbein. He has been one of 
the fathers of the Church, truly, and has a right to that encomium. 

I want the personal privilege of presenting Dr. T. J. Sanders, whom I 
should like to characterize as a man ninety years of age, but still young. 

(The General Conference arose in greeting to Dr. T. J. Sanders.) 

Bishop H. H. Fout: Might we have a few words from the ex-president of 
Otterbein College? 

The Chairman: We are honored, certainly, in the presence of Doctor 
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Sanders this morning, and quite appropriately when we are about to hear 
the reports of college presidents. Do you wish to speak, Doctor Sanders? 


Dr. T. J. Sanders: No, Mr. Bishop. Thank you. 


John H. Ness: May I say a word before the reports are submitted? Rev. 
E. E. Redding, a member of our delegation, has been called home due to the 
death of his daughter. I am wondering if the Conference will instruct the 
secretary to write to the Reddings, expressing our sympathy. Rev. George A. 
Heiss, who is our alternate, is here, and will assume the official relation at 
the will of the Conference. 


The Chairman: Thank you. You make that as a motion, Doctor Ness? 
John H. Ness: Yes. 
S. A. Wells: I support the motion. 


The Chairman: Will you consider both of those motions, authorizing the 
secretary to send this message of condolence, and also the reference of the 
name of brother Heiss to the Committee on Credentials? 


Rev. S. C. Enck: Since we are on this subject, letters should be sent to all 
the delegates who could not attend this General Conference. 


The Chairman: That has been done. 
Rev. S. C. Enck: Letters should be sent to all of the men. 


The Chairman: That was taken care of by previous action. 

The motion authorizing the secretary to send a message of sympathy to 
Mr. and Mrs. Redding, and directing the seating of Rev. George A. Heiss as 
a delegate to the General Conference in place of Rev. E. E. Redding, was 
put by the Chair, and unanimously prevailed. 


The Chairman: Now I observe that the reports of colleges are in alpha- 
betical order, not following the dates of organization as colleges usually do. 
So we begin—and I should remind the brethren that the program provides 
for ten minutes to be allowed for the presentation of each report. Beginning 
with Indiana Central College, we will hear these reports. 


S. M. Renner: May I rise to a point of order? Action was not taken on 
the Ministerial Pension and Annuity Bureau report. 


The Chairman: We voted the adoption of the report. It is the thought of 
the Chair that we voted, and then Doctor Runk asked a question, and then 
I stated there was nothing before us. I believe we did, Brother Renner. 

The report on Indiana Central College was prepared by Mr. Evan R. Kek, 
who at the time of its preparation was Chairman of the Administrative Com- 
mittee, but this splendid report will be presented here by the recently 
installed President, Dr. I. Lynd Esch.

The Chairman: Thank you, Brother Esch. 
L. L. Huffman: I should be pleased to move the adoption of this report. 


B. H. Cain: I second the motion. 
The motion for the adoption of the report of Indiana Central College was 
put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: The second report will be presented by Clyde A. Lynch, 
President of Lebanon Valley College. While he comes to the platform, I 
am asked to remind the brethren that six copies of all writtten reports should 
be furnished to the secretaries. '

The Chairman: The next report is that of our junior college—Shenandoah. 
Acting President L. P. Hill will present the report.

The Chairman: You have heard the report from Shenandoah College. 
Are you ready to adopt the report? 


S. C. Enck: I move, Mr. Bishop, that this report be adopted. 


E. E. Miller: I would like to second that motion. 
The motion for the adoption of the report was put by the Chair, and 
unanimously prevailed. 


The Chairman: The final report in this series is that from York Coilege, 
by President D. E. Weidler. 


D. E. Weidler: Bishop Dennis, Members of the General Conference, and 
Friends: Whether they take us alphabetically or geographically, we ere 
always last. But, otherwise, we have things to report that are significant, 
and not last. 

As I think of the coming centennial of Otterbein College, I am reminded 
that higher education in the great western country began just nine years 
after the founding of Otterbein College. Western College, which in a very 
real sense is the progenitor of our educational work in the west, was 
founded in 1856, and the first trustees of York College were the trustees of 
Western College. A missionary group was formed and planned institutions 
in Nebraska, out of which your college developed. I shall read the sub- 
stance of what we have in the printed report, bringing some of the items 


up to date.

A. P. Vannice: I move the adoption of this report. 

G. E. MacCanon: I second the motion. 

The motion for the adoption of the report of York College was put by the 
Chair and unanimously prevailed. 

The Chairman: Now at this juncture, would it be your pleasure, for 
spiritual refreshment, to rise and sing a stanza or two? I will ask Rev. Mr. 
Upson if we will lead us. 

The assembly arose and sang “Fairest Lord Jesus.” 

The Chairman: In the hope that we may hear these three reports on the 
homes before we recess, would it meet with the approval of the Conference 
to defer the report of the Committee on Credentials, Rules of Order and 
Boundaries, which is designed to come immediately ahead of the election of 
bishops—to defer that report until the afternoon session? 

It was so agreed by the General Conference by voiced assent. 

The Chairman: Without objection we will proceed, then, to hear the 
reports on homes and orphanages. First, Quincy Home and Orphanage, to 
be presented by Professor A. C. Wertsch, superintendent.

S. Paul Weaver: I move the adoption of this report. 

E. W. Coble: I would like to second that motion. ; 

The motion for the adoption of the report was put by the Chair and 
unanimously prevailed. 

D. E. Young: Mr. Bishop, will you grant me the privilege of saying a 
word on this? 

The Chairman: Yes, sir. Pardon me for not asking. 

D. E. Young: I would like to give a fine example here within the ranks 
of this area of liberality toward this worthy institution, not to call attention 
to it in comparison with anyone else, except that it may serve as an 
inspiration to others churches to go and do likewise. 

We have a church in the East Pennsylvania Conference that gave an 
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offering to the Quincy Orphanage and Home that I am eager to know 
whether or not any other church in the denomination has matched. We 
have both the pastor and lay delegate here, and the lay delegate has made 
the statement, that on the morning when this offering was being given, they 
had to actually stop the people from giving. I never heard of that before, 
and I thought it would be worth telling. And while this offering was given 
to this institution, let me tell you that they did not skimp on any other 
cause. Every cause of the Church received great contributions from this 
church. I would like to present the pastor and delegate who have made 
this contribution of $3,333.33—Doctor Ehrhart, pastor, will you stand, and 
Mr. Coble, the delegate. (Applause) 


The Chairman: Thank you, Doctor Young, for those remarks, and con- 
gratulations to Lancaster Covenant Church. Our next report will be pre- 
sented by Dr. J. R. Overmiller, superintendent of the Otterbein Home.

The Chairman: Thank you, Brother Overmiller. 

E. J. Haldeman: I should like to say some of the conferences have reached 
a marvelous goal in the Christmas offering. One of the large Sandusky 
Conference churches reached a dollar per member a year ago, and surpassed 
it this year, with a total offering of $29,318.00. Some other conferences did 
about as well in proportion. I wish we had time for all of them. 


V. H. Allman: Doctor Young a few minutes ago challenged the entire 
Church to show where as much had been given as by one of his churches. 
I am glad to say be have in Sandusky Conference a rural church that last 
year decided to take unto itself a new pastor. Not only that, they asked the 
privilege of purchasing a new parsonage. Mind you, this is purely a rural 
church. The trustees went out and secured a beautiful home and paid $5,000 
for it and did remodeling that amounted to about $1,500.00. They called in 
the pastor and doubled the salary. That church has a membership of 156. 
Its Christmas offering to Otterbein Home was $750.00. (Applause) That is 
$4.81 per capita. Not only that, but this church decided to pay its benevolent 
fund in full, which is large, and contributed $1,000 to the Young People’s 
organization, and to outside benevolent causes. I would like to present the 
pastor, Mr. Bishop, Rev. Mr. Moore. (Applause) 

E. J. Haldeman: I want to move the adoption of this report. 


R. A. Powell: I would like to second the motion to adopt this report. And 
since the superintendent of our conference is a very humble man, I want to 
say that for the first time two years ago the conference raised a dollar per 
member, and this last year they exceeded $30,000 for the Christmas offering 
for the Otterbein Home. 


The Chairman: Thank you very much. This is Doctor Powell, former 
superintendent, who seconds the motion. 

The motion for the adoption of the report of the Otterbein Home was put 
by the Chair, and unanimously prevailed. 


The Chairman: Is it your pleasure to have these documents distributed 
now? I presume if we do, it means the end of the Conference for the fore- 
noon. We really have two pieces of literature here. One is the report of 
the treasurer. The group of Tellers No. 2 will come up. Tellers of Group 
No. 3, please do not leave, because we will have you distribute the other 
piece of literature. 

(The literature was distributed.) 

The Chairman: I think perhaps we still may have, since lunch is sched- 
uled for 12:30, the report of the Baker Home, and that will conclude the 


reports of our Homes and Orphanages. So we will hear now the report of 
the Col. R. M. Baker Home, by Mr. Hostetler.

Mrs. Ollie M. Green: I move the adoption of this report, Mr. Bishop. 
H. H. Heberly: I second the motion. 


_F. Berry Plummer: While this report and motion are pending, I should 
like to ask a question or two, as the chairman of the Committee on Nomina- 
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tions. What responsibility, if any, does the General Conference have in the 
election of trustees or the board of managers of the Baker Home? Now that 
is the first question. I. 

The second question is this: “Under Orphanages and Homes in our Disci- 
pline we have the constitution or the charter, as the case may be, of the 
Quincy United Brethren Orphanage and Home, and the Otterbein Orphan- 
age and Home, but we do not have it for the Colonel Baker Home. I am 
wondering about that. 

_ I ask this information so that we may be guided in our nominations, that 
is, if we have any responsibility in the matter, and I ask you while the 
report is pending. 

The Chairman: Mr. Hostetler will answer the question. 


Edward E. Hostetler: According to the articles of incorporation of the Col. 
R. M. Baker Home, it is provided that the board of trustees are to be elected 
by the members of the California Conference each year. There are nine 
members of the board, each serving for three years, and three of them are 
elected each year at the annual conference of California. That is the pro- 
vision in the articles of incorporation. 

F. Berry Plummer: Thank you very much. I was wondering about our 
responsibility. But I am still wondering why a charter or articles of incor- 
poration, as the case may be, are not a part of the Discipline, so that the 
Church may know about that home the same as we know about these other 
homes. I am wondering about that, too. 

E. E. Hostetler: I don’t know whether I can answer that, except that the 
home was established by Colonel and Mrs. R. M. Baker, and they were 
members of the First Church in Los Angeles, and I imagine it was their 
desire that it be so arranged at that time, and they gave the funds and the 
land to start this home. 

F. Berry Plummer: It is a home, then, that really belongs to the California 
Conference? 

Edward E. Hostetler: Yes. 

F. Berry Plummer: And our General Conference as such doesn’t have 
anything to say about its management or conduct. 

The Chairman: Yes, sir. This report, I take it, is submitted for our 
information. 

The motion for the adoption of the report of the Col. R. M. Baker Home 
was put by the Chair and unanimously prevailed. 

The Chairman: Now we are under the head of announcements. I have 
two here, after which you will be given opportunity to make announcements. 

(Thereupon, a number of announcements were made.) 

L. L. Huffman: I want to ask a question and then make an announcement. 
According to the program the Commission on Church Union will bring its 
report on Saturday morning. I have assumed that there will be no need for 
a meeting of the Committee on Church Union until that report is referred 
to that committee at that time, if it is referred. I am wondering if I am right 
in that assumption. 

The Chairman: I should think so. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Do you refer to the report Dr. Gordon Howard 
will bring? 

L. L. Huffman: Yes, that is right. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: That report is simply a summing up of the work 
that has been done during the Quadrennium, and that report will go to the 
Committee on Church Union. 

The Chairman: It will be referred. 

- L. L. Huffman: Thank you. I have had several members of the committee 
ask when the committee would meet. I had assumed there would be no 
need for a meeting until that matter was referred to the committee. I take it 
that that is right. 
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Bishop A. R. Clippinger: You can meet before if you wish to. There is 
nothing to prevent you from meeting before and considering anything you 
wish to. But certainly Doctor Howard will give a summary of the proceed- 
ings and the work of the entire Commission for the quadrennium. That is 
the point. ; 

L. L. Huffman: Thank you. It will be my understanding there will be 
nothing further before us, under the rule that we cannot initiate anything. 
Before that time, therefore, unless I,am advised to the contrary, we will not 
call that committee together, or until after that report is made and referred. 

By common consent, the name of Dr. H. C. Ade, on request of B. H. Cain, 
was referred to the Committee on Credentials. 


The Chairman: We are ready now for a motion to adjourn. 

Upon motion by Bishop A. R. Clippinger, duly seconded by E. E. Hostetler, 
the morning session stood adjourned. 

Dr. J. F. Musselman prayed the benediction. 


THIRD DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION 
Thursday, May 17, 1945 
Bishop A. R. Clippinger, D.D., presiding 


The afternoon session of the General Conference was opened with the 
singing by the assembly of the hymn: “My Jesus, I Love Thee.” 


The Chairman: Let us all unite in prayer while Brother Adcock leads us. 
Thereupon, Rev. V. C. Adcock offered prayer. 


The Chairman: Brother Upson will provide special music for us. 
The Conference was delighted with the selection by the Ladies’ Trio of 
Otterbein College—“How Beautiful Upon the Mountains.” 


The Chairman: I want to thank you for your good music. We will hear 
these young ladies again tonight, according to Professor Spessard’s an- 
nouncement. I have always felt that the physical surroundings in an annual 
or General Conference have much to do with the convenience and comfort 
of an annual or General Conference session. We have all the conveniences 
and comforts here that anyone could expect. This large, spacious church is 
accommodating a large number of friends and guests who are here, as well 
as the delegates. It is being held in the Central District. I see many, many 
folks from distant points in Ohio, and then some from even more remote 
places. I have said several times it is a good thing the General Conference 
comes around at least once every four years, so that we might get to see one 
another, so that we may meet folks we have not seen since the last General 
Conference. The members of the Conference who are seated on this lower 
floor, behold the company of heavenly witnesses who look down upon you: 

icy ae the Chairman made several announcements of a miscellaneous 
nature. 


The Chairman: Now, are there any other miscellaneous announcements 
that are to be made at this time? So we have those off the docket. Now, 
brethren, the Board of Bishops has a rather grave responsibility in making 
up a General Conference program. and a still graver responsibility in trying 
to discharge the duties devolving upon them in administering the program. 
It is not an easy matter. For a number of quadrenniums, as secretary of 
the Board of Bishops I had the major portion of the work to do, but last year 
Bishop Batdorf was elected secretary, and so the major portion of the 
program rested upon him. Of course, he consulted with the rest of us 
frequently. It is hard to know just how to divide up from day to day, and 
session to session. We have gotten behind for two reasons, first, because of 
some lengthy addresses, and secondly, because of a certain amount of dis- 
cussion. Now we can never forecast or foretell how long these addresses 
are going to be, nor how much discussion will take place. So I come to you 
this afternoon, asking the hearty co-operation of ‘everyone for the good of 
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the cause and for progress, that we do not stand upon technicalities, for if 
we do, we will be here until the Fourth of July. Now when an issue is plain, 
brethren, and something must be decided, let us not sidetrack it, but let us 
handle it NOW and do it quickly. Now if there is any question that comes 
before us that needs elucidation, the Chair will be happy to give all the 
time necessary for elucidation. I once heard Doctor Hough say—and Doctor 
Hough was a very discerning man—that Bishop Nicholson of the Methodist 
Church was the finest presiding officer he ever saw or heard. He said he 
would allow a debate to go on so long, until all the information was gathered, 
and then he would say, “Brethren, it resolves itself into one of two ways and 
we are going to vote.” I have been presiding long enough to know that that 
is a good plan. 

So I am asking you to co-operate with me this afternoon, so that we may 
discharge business and do it very quickly and then get on to something 
else, for we have a busy program here. As I read this program before the 
General Conference convened, I was quite sure that even though everything 
moved without lengthy discussion, that we would have a busy time. I am 
fully convinced of it, more so now than before. So I am asking for your 
hearty co-operation. 

Now we left off yesterday with a partial report from the Committee on 
Changes of Discipline, and we are going to call that up now and handle that 
before taking up anything else. Brother Hunt, will you come to the platform? 

(Thereupon, V. G. Hunt, Chairman of the Committee on New Legislation, 
came to the platform.) 

Members of the Conference, it occurred to me, and some others, as well, 
that a little explanation, a little elucidation, might have saved some difficul- 
ties yesterday, and so I am asking Doctor Hunt at this time to tell the Con- 
ference what became of the memorials. I think somebody said there were 
eight or nine, were there not? 


V. G. Hunt: Nine memorials. 


The Chairman: What became of the memorials, and the type of memorials, 
and then also give the reasons for the recommendation which came from 
your committee. And so I am asking you to give a preliminary statement, 
that we might be enlightened. Doctor Hunt is chairman of the committee. 


V. G. Hunt: Mr. Bishop. I am not fully aware of what the implications 
are here. Certainly the committee is not required to give a report, the full 
minutes of its deliberations on everything that comes before it, and those 
things that are disposed of rather than recommended. But I have been asked 
to present here the memorials that have come to this committee on the 
change of the retirement age of general officers from 70 to 72. 

There were nine memorials that came to the committee, from the follow- 
ing Conferences: Florida, Erie, East Pennsylvania, Miami, Virginia, East 
Ohio, Southeast Ohio, Allegheny and West Virginia. All of these in one way 
or another have asked, for different reasons stated, that the age for the re- 
tirement of general officers be changed from 70, where it was set at the last 
General Conference, to 72 years of age. ; 

Now most of them were united in the one explanation for asking for the 
change, and that was because it was 72 in the Evangelical United Brethren 
Discipline. ; “ 

The committee considered these memorials fully, with a great deal of 
deliberation and a great deal of discussion, and the committee was divided in 
its thought, but they were unanimous in thinking that it ought to come for 
final decision back to the General Conference, that such a question as this 
must not be killed in the committee, but that you as the body of the General 
Conference had a right to vote it up or down. ‘ 

With that in mind, we came with the recommendation that was read yes- 
terday, which would remove the age limitation for retirement, altogether. 
Now if there are any questions, I would be happy to try to answer them. 


The Chairman: Will you repeat the recommendation from your committee? 


V. G. Hunt: The recommendation is: “Delete paragraph 1, Article No. 21, 
on page No. 47 under the heading of ‘Retirement Age,’ and change the head- 
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ing so that it will read ‘Provisions for Pensioning Retired General Officers. 
Now that merely changes the heading from what it was to what it should be 
should you sustain this recommendation. 


The Chairman: Thank you. That is a very clear statement, and that is 
what I wanted you to say to the General Conference, so that we would know 
the action the committee took. The recommendation from the committee is 
before you. 


Dewey Whitwell: This matter has been before us for 24 hours properly, 
and I think we have studied it. I am sure many of us have prayed about it. 
I feel the mind of everyone is made up at this time as to how he is going to 
vote. And in order to save time, which the bishop has asked us to save, and 
to save any embarrassing discussion, I move that we proceed to vote by 
secret ballot. 


W. H. Hayes: Brother Bishop, instead of deleting the entire paragraph, I 
would like to move an amendment to—instead of deleting the entire para- 
graph I would like to move an amendment to delete only part of the para- 
graph. On page 47 under the caption “Retirement Age,” Article 21, line 1, I 
move to delete the word “seventieth,” and substitute the word “seventy- 
second.” The paragraph will then read: 

“No individual whose seventy-second birthday is reached during the 
calendar year in which a regular session of the General Conference is con- 
vened, shall be continued in or elected to active service as a general official 
of the Church.” 

If there is a second, I would like to speak to it. 


Dewey Whitwell: I rise to a point of order. This motion has not had an 
opportunity to have a second. His motion is out of order. 


The Chairman: The Chair heard no second. 

C. A. Lynch: I rose to second the motion. 

The Chairman: I recognized Doctor Hayes. 

E. B. Learish: I second the motion of Mr. Hayes—the amendment. 
The Chairman: Doctor Hayes’ amendment is before you. 

W.H. Hayes: May I speak to the amendment? 

The Chairman: You may speak to it briefly. 


W. H. Hayes: The motion as submitted originally, deleting the entire para- 
graph, does not represent what was in the minds of hundreds of delegates 
who submitted these memorials to this General Conference, nor does it rep- 
resent the tens of thousands whom they represent at this General Conference 
—over one-third of the membership of the United Brethren in Christ. 

I am not speaking as an individual only. I am speaking as a representative 
of a large group of people who in an orderly way have presented these 
memorials to this General Conference. The primary purpose, Brother Bishop 
and delegates, back of these memorials is that we might be in harmony with 
the great forward movement of our denomination in realizing the great 
purposes of God for our denomination in the future. 

Four years ago we took action approving that proposal that had been made 
in regard to a merged church, the basis of union. In that you find on page 85 
the retirement age of 72. In that presentation we found then that the basis 
of that proposed union, as to retirement, is 72. Our desire is that we line up 
to that so that there will be no stumbling stones or any barriers that would 
inferfere. Already God has blessed us widely in removing many barriers 
and stumbling blocks that would have interfered with the merged Church. 

The motion as made to delete the whole paragraph, as I see it, would be 
a backward action on the part of this General Conference and the denomina- 
tion. For not only one General Conference but during two or three or four 
General Conferences, we have been going on record as favoring some re- 
tirement plan. Finally, after considering many proposals and much argu- 
ment, we arrived at a proposed retirement plan for our denomination, which 
i in keeping with the type of plan other great denominations of our land 

ave. 
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For us now to delete that paragraph and go backward, just because some- 
body has some little reason, does not appeal to me. Humbly, in my judgment, 
I believe that the mistake four years ago was not in adopting a retirement 
plan. The mistake was in our failure to be far seeing enough to be in 
harmony with the great plan of the Evangelical denomination in the pro- 
posed order of church union. If at that time we had been awake, we would 
have realized that the age limit, instead of being set at 70, should be set at 
72, and we would have been in perfect harmony with what is proposed and 
what will be in case we vote for church union a little over a year now. 

Someone will object and say, “Oh, personalities are involved.” Naturally 
you cannot take action on the age of retirement without involving person- 
alities. We realize that, but because an injustice was done four years ago, 
unintentionally and unknowingly on the part of many of us, is no reason why 
injustice should be done today and be continued. 

So we are basing this thing not on personalities, but upon a principle, a 
principle that is just and fair, a principle that is in accord with action taken 
by the great denominations of our country. Conferences have already taken 
action in keeping with our action of four years ago. Therefore, Brother 
Bishop and delegates, in order that we might be consistent and in line with 
the great moving purposes of our denomination, and in the future, I plead 
with you not to put a stumbling stone or anything in the way that would 
block the work of God in the forward movement of our Church by failing to 
adopt this amendment. 


The Chairman: The amendment is before you for discussion. 


D. S. Mills: I would like to ask a question concerning the two disciplines. 
It is my understanding that when the church is merged, our Discipline is 
dead. I cannot see the argument as to why the 72 has to fit in with the new 
discipline, when there will be no dovetailing of it at all. This old Discipline 
dies when we merge and we can step into a new one. I think we ought not 
cloud the issue on the discipline in the merger of the churches. 


W. H. Hayes: May I answer? It is not so much a matter of the discipline, 
but the Evangelical denomination already has the age of 72, and they are 
living actually with it. For us to take action contrary to it in spirit and in 
deed, we are not doing what we can to move into that movement. 

Dewey H. Campbell: I wanted to second the motion for the secret ballot. 

The Chairman: I did not hear you. 

Dewey H. Campbell: I was on my feet. 


The Chairman: You will have to make yourself seen or heard. The Chair 
has only two eyes and two ears, and certainly you will have to make yourself 
seen or heard, or I cannot recognize anybody I do not see or hear. 

Dewey H. Campbell: It has been seconded. 


The Chairman: This brother was on his feet simultaneously with Brother 
Whitwell. The amendment is before you. Is there any further discussion on 
the amendment? 


Arthur Atwell: In the statement of our brother just a moment ago, from 
Allegheny, he said we did a wrong four years ago. In my opinion, if we did 
a wrong four years ago, we ought as a conference be men and Christian 
enough to express to the men affected last conference, an apology, publicly. 

(The question was called for.) 

The vote on the amendment was put by the Chair to a standing vote, and 
was declared lost. The vote was 101 against and 86 for the amendment. 


The Chairman: The amendment is lost for a sufficient number of votes. 
We are back at the place where we started. 

Raymond L. Cortner: Mr. Bishop. 

The Chairman: Brother Cortner. 

Raymond L. Cortner: I am not in the territory represented by some of 
the sentiment that is in evidence here. Personally, I felt four years ago, and 
still feel, that we did not follow the proper procedure. But I am definitely in 
favor of the motion to delete this first paragraph. We are living in a time 
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when men are scarce, and especially in the Church. It seems to me itis a 
poor time by any action to eliminate competent leadership. We need not 
think of it in any personal sense, or involve personalities at all. It is alto- 
gether possbile that in four years from now we might want to reverse our- 
selves again, and we would be, therefore, all the more embarrassed had we 
set the age limit at 72. j J ; 

So far as I am concerned, I am very much in favor of deleting this first 
paragraph entirely and lifting the age limit out and leaving it that way until 
something happens that makes it imperative to change it. I am very much 
in favor of this report, and expect to vote for it. 

(The question was called for.) 

The Chairman: The issue, I think, is clear. It is simply this, that we delete 
any age limit. Are you ready to vote? 

(The question was called for.) 

The vote on the original motion, as carried over from the afternoon 
session of the previous day, and noted above, was put by the Chair, and by 
a standing vote of 111 against and 71 for, the motion to delete paragraph 1 
Article No. 21, page 47 of the Discipline, failed to carry. 

The Chairman: The recommendation of your committee to delete this 
paragraph is lost. The Discipline stands at that point just as you have it at 
the present time. 

G. E. MacCanon: I would like to make a suggestion for a change that does 
not enter into this discussion, to give this paragraph a little better sense. In 
the second line of this paragraph or Article 21, after the word “during” add 
the words “or before.” That would make it certain or required that any 
individual whose seventieth birthday is reached during or before the calen- 
dar year in which a regular session of the General Conference convenes, 
shall not be continued in or elected to active service as a general official of 
the Church. 

The Chairman: Mr. MacCanon, that is a matter of change of Discipline. 
You had better write it out and present a sufficient number of copies to the 
secretary, and it will be referred to the Committee on Changes in Discipline. 
We will have the report of the Committee on Boundaries. Will you report 
at this time, Brother Capehart? 

F. H. Capehart: Brother Bishop. 


The Chairman: We will hear Brother Capehart, the chairman of the 
Committee on Boundaries. 

F. H. Capehart: Report of Committee on Rules of Order, Credentials and 
Boundaries. 

: (See page 284) 

The Chairman: The report is before you. 

E. J. Haldeman: I move the adoption of the report. 

C. V. Priddle: I second the motion. 

The motion for the adoption of the report was put by the Chair, and 
unanimously prevailed. 

The Chairman: Will the tellers of Group No. 1 come forward, and we will 
vote for the election of bishops. 

Bishop Batdorf has a statement to make to the General Conference at 
this time. 

Bishop G,. D. Batdorf: Mr. Chairman, and Brethren of the General Con- 
ference: I have no confession and no speech to make. You have put me 
in the spotlight. I suppose those of you who have voted, while you did not 
have my birth certificate, knew the date, and by your action you have 
decided that I am no longer eligible for the office of bishop. 

Therefore I make this statement, and ask that you shall not vote for me. 
I appreciate the courtesy of the friends who have stood by me, and the 
courtesy of the friends who stood against me. I shall be very happy in 
your decision. 


The Chairman: The Chair would like to make this observation, that all 
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ballots must carry five names of persons eligible to be elected as bishop, 
and any ballot that carries more or less than five names will be considered 
an irregular ballot and be thrown out. And any ballot that carries the 
name of an individual who is not eligible, that ballot will be thrown out. 
So be careful in casting your ballot, that you vote for five eligible persons. 


D. C. Kennedy: I did not hear the announcement. 


The Chairman: I am sorry. I will repeat the announcement. All ballots 
must carry five names, no more, no less. They must carry the names of 
eligible persons, or the ballots will be thrown out; even though the other 
four may be eligible. You must vote for eligible persons. 


A Delegate: A great number of delegates on the floor of this General 
Conference are new. It would possibly be well to designate who is eligible 
for election as bishop. 


The Chairman: I will read it for you. At the bottom of page 16 of the 
Discipline, you will find the answer: “The General Conference shall at 
each session, elect bishops from among the elders throughout the Church 
who have stood six years in that capacity.” 

(Thereupon, the ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair 
declared the ballot closed and directed the tellers to retire and count the 
ballot, ns thereafter report the result of the ballot to the General Con- 
ference. 


The Chairman: We might have some special music. 


Ray G. Upson: We are very happy to have the man who was the host 
of the last General Conference at South Bend, the pastor of our First 
Church at South Bend, Indiana, bring us a special message in song. Rev. 
Roscoe F. Wilson. 

(The General Conference was delighted with a special musical selection 
by Rev. Roscoe F. Wilson, “Keep Looking Up.’) 


The Chairman: It has been our custom in a number of general conferences 
to lift an offering for our song leader. I refer to Rev. Mr. Upson. He has 
been serving us faithfully, and our arrangement with him this year was 
that we would lift an offering sometime during the General Conference 
for taking care of his expenses and an honorarium over and above his ex- 
penses. Now Brother Upson has been a very faithful steward. All we need 
to do as a Board of Bishops is to tell him to be responsible for the special 
music. In a few cases the bishops in setting up the program have indicated 
who shall have a part, for instance, next Monday evening the Evangelical 
Chorus will sing. Only in a few cases have we indicated who shall sing. 
All the rest has been left to Brother Upson. All matters pertaining to music 
have been referred to him. So he has had a good deal of responsibility. 
He is always here right on the dot, to begin on schedule. We appreciate 
that very much, and I am sure this General Conference and everyone here 
will want to make a contribution for his expenses and give him a fine 
honorarium. So I am going to ask you four brethren here, and you four 
brethren over here to come here and get plates, and let us make Brother 
Upson’s heart happy and his pocketbook full. 

(Thereupon, the offering was lifted.) 

F. H. Capehart: I have a call from home to conduct the funeral of C. D. 
Ball, who was an alternate to this General Conference, and had represented 
West Virginia at a number of conferences. I would like to be excused 
from the sessions of tomorrow. 

The Chairman: Doctor Capehart has asked to be excused. If you agree, 
say excused. : 

The General Conference by common consent agreed to Doctor Capehart’s 
request to be excused. 

F. H. Capehart: Dr. L. M. Hohn will act as chairman of the committee 
in: my absence. 

The Chairman: There is a matter of business which I think ought to be 
cared for at this time. It is usually done earlier in the General Conference, 
but it escaped our attention. We have not yet named the Editors for the

Discipline and the Proceedings of the General Conference. The Editors of 
the Discipline last Quadrennium, I believe, were Dr. John W. Owen and 
Dr. W. E. Snyder, and the Editors of the Proceedings were Dr. J. Gordon How- 
ard and Dr. E. E. Harris. Now we would like to have you to indicate at this 
time whom you will have as the Editors of the Discipline and the Proceed- 
ings, so they can be gathering material here which will be of value to them. 


R. L. Brill: I move that these same four gentlemen be elected as Editors 
of the Discipline and the Proceedings, respectively. 

L. C. Weimer: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: Brother Brill moves that these same four brethren be re- 
elected to these positions, but Doctor Weimer makes the observation that 
Gordon Howard will be leaving Dayton and it will not be convenient for 
him to act as one of the editors. Do you except him, Brother Brill? 


R. L. Brill: Yes, sir. 

The Chairman: Suppose we take the Editors of the Discipline first, Doctors 
Owen and Snyder. Do you wish to make a motion, Brother Brill, that 
they be elected? 

R. L. Brill: I so move, Mr. Bishop. 


V. C. Adcock: I second the motion. 
The motion for the election of J. W. Owen and W. E. Snyder as Editors 
of the Discipline, was put by the Chair, and prevailed unanimously. 


The Chairman: Now the proceedings. 

E. J. Haldeman: I would like to move the election of Dr. D. T. Gregory, 
with Dr. E. E. Harris, as Editors of the Proceedings. 

S. C. Enck: I second the motion. 

The motion for the election of D. T. Gregory and E. E. Harris as Editors 
of the Proceedings of the General Conference was put by the Chair, and 
prevailed unanimously. . 

The Chairman: I do not know what their salary is. That is included 
somewhere in the Discipline, is it not? Now, brethren, for a little further 
understanding, according to your action yesterday in overruling the Board 
of Bishops—a thing I have never seen in any preceding General Conference, 
a memorial is not before the General Conference until it is read. There 
are yet several memorials on the desk, and in order that we may not be 
delayed in the consideration of future legislation, I will ask that these 
memorials be read now, and that from this time on, the. memorials be 
considered in the hands of the General Conference. 

The Reading Secretary will please read those memorials. 

Paul R. Koontz: Resolution from Sandusky Conference with respect to 
the retention of Bishop A. R. Clippinger as their bishop. (Reads)

The Chairman: That memorial will go to the Committee on the Station- 
ing of Bishops. 

Paul R. Koontz: Memorial from Lima District Ministers with respect to 
placing all demands in one complete budget, and eliminating all special 


offerings, etc. (Reads)

The Chairman: That will go to the Committee on Spiritual Aims, Promo- 
tional Agencies, Salaries and Budget. 

Paul R. Kooniz: Communication from Mount Wolf, Pennsylvania to Dr. 
D. T. Gregory, signed Russell C. Oyer, concerning the Apostle’s Creed. 


(Reads)

The Chairman: I do not know specifically the committee to which that 
should go. If you are agreed, we will assign it to the Spiritual Aims Com- 
mittee. That would come as near to it as any I know of—or the Committee 
on changes of discipline. ;

It does seem to 
me you might do well to refer something of that kind to the Committee 
on Credentials, Rules of Order and Boundaries, and write a rule of order 
giving a definition of a memorial, and as to when a memorial is before the 
General Conference. _We got into that tangle yesterday because you over- 
ruled the Board of Bishops, and we were following precedent. 

E. J. Haldeman: If we all feel the same way, could it not be referred to 
the Committee on New Legislation, to determine what a memorial shall be? 


The Chairman: You could refer it there. 

E. J. Haldeman: I make such a motion. 

The Chairman: But I wonder whether it is not more a matter of rules of 
order than a matter of discipline? What do the bishops think about it? 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I think so. 

The Chairman: It seems to be the consensus here that it is a matter of 
ee of Order rather than discipline.

The Chair having asked for the wishes of the General Conference, the 
wanes voiced their desire not to have this part of the proposed changes 
read. 


The Chairman: Now, brethren, Brother Hunt informs me this completes 
the matter that comes from the Board of Christian Education. It occurs to 
the Chair that we ought to give Dr. O. T. Deever a few minutes to tell us 
how the Board arrived at these changes. We will not be able to discuss in 
detail the changes, but there are a great many changes here, a different 


a 
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setup from what we have had, in part, at least. I think some statement 
ought to come from him as to the reasons for these changes and how they 
were arrived at, for it may help you in your thinking. Will you hear Doctor 
Deever? sa 

(The delegates voiced their desire to hear Doctor Deever.) 


The Chairman: All right, Doctor Deever, will you come up here, please? 


_ ©. T. Deever: Mr. Bishop and Members. There has been a desire expressed - 
in many places, in many parts of the Church, for the simplification of our 
program of Christian education. Quite a good many people have thought a 
good many of our plans were designed especially for the large church. So 
beginning some months ago, we planned a series of conferences with con- 
ference boards of Christian education. We went to all of the bishops’ dis- 
tricts, and brought into the conferences all of the leaders in Christian educa- 
tion in the four bishops’ districts. And then on the West Coast, we sent to 
ak district the suggestions, so they also had an opportunity to consider 
em. 

In every district the bishop was present, and we studied very carefully 
the different plans, the different suggetions for simplification, not only sim- 
plification, but for legalizing some of the things that were in quite general 
practice, that were not quite in harmony with the Discipline, 

And then, following that, representatives of these areal conferences came 
to meet with the Board of Christian Education at Dayton, Ohio. We went 
into the matter very carefully, and arrived at certain decisions. Later on, we 
called a special meeting of the Board of Christian Education to go finally 
over all of this matter as it is here presented. I am telling you that, so that 
you may know we have gone into these matters very carefully and very 
thoroughly, and we think we have presented such suggestions as meet with 
the approval of the leaders of Christain education, at least, and we hope 
with the whole Church. 


V. G. Hunt: Mr. Chairmman, I move the adoption of this part of the 
report which we just read pertaining to the Board of Christian Education. 


The Chairman: The motion is on the adoption of the report. ; 

G. B. Wetherbee: Mr. Bishop, I rise to call attention to one article before 
the motion is put. 

The Chairman: Before you speak, we would like to have a second to the 
motion. 

Frank Cross: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: Now, Brother Wetherbee, we will be glad to hear from 
you. 

G. B. Wetherbee: On page 26, Item No. 12, the way this article is worded, 
it is possible for a Sunday-school council to be organized without the super- 
intendent of the Sunday school being a member of it. I should like to see 
the word “Superintendent” inserted there somewhere. 

The Chairman: Do you make a motion to amend? 

G. B. Wetherbee: I move that amendment be made. 

The Chairman: They call my attention here to the fact the Sunday-school 
superintendent is an officer. Will you permit the Chair to make this obser- 
vation? The whole thing, as Doctor Deever has indicated, has been prepared 
by what we may call the experts in the several conferences of all the areas, 
and their findings and their conclusions have been brought together and 
have been gone over again by the General Board of Christian Education. So 
it is not anything that has been arrived at in any haphazard way, but by 
specialists, if we have specialists in our conferences. 

S. A. Wells: It seems to me that it has been the objective of the boards, 
not only our General Board, but our local Boards of Christian Education, to 
combine the work of the Church School in such a way that it will be bound 
more closely to the church, instead of it being more or less of a separate 
organization, and lots of them regard it as such. It would seem to me that 
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it would be perfectly in order that this item that you were just talking 
about, be deleted entirely. 


The Chairman: Which one is that, Doctor Wells? 


S. A. Wells: Item 12 on page 26. May I just say this word in support of 
that. What we have now is rather confusing, perhaps, but if you will turn to 
page 24, at the bottom of the second paragraph there at the top of the para- 
graph, you will see: “The Board of Christian Education shall be a committee 
working under the direction of the Official Board, and responsible to it in 
all of its activities.” Now this executive committee we have over here on the 
bottom of page 26, which is recommended here as the executive committee 
of the Sunday-school council, is identical in personnel. Why could not that 
committee, which, in other words, would be the Board of Christian Educa- 
tion, constitute what we could call the Sunday-school council? If we want 
to do that, it would place the Sunday school under the direct administration 
of the Official Board, where I think it belongs, and the superintendent would 
be a member of that council, and therefore all of the activities in the Sunday 
school—that takes in the adult work anyway—children’s work and young 
Beople’s work, would be under the supervision of this Board of Christian 
Education. 


The Chairman: Thank you, gentlemen. Does anyone wish to answer that? 
Brother Fleming, do you wish to speak to that? 


M. R. Fleming: At Lancaster when we were discussing the formation of 
this Board—I happened to be a member of the General Board, and at the 
last meeting I voted in the negative. I thought I would have the privilege of 
saying what I am saying now. I took the stand that I believe the ministers, 
more than anyone else, are responsible for the carrying out of the program 
of the Board of Christian Education. I am opposed now, as I was then, to 
electing two ministers and six laymen. I think that ought to be six ministers 
and six laymen. And the other people mentioned on the board do not in my 
mind change the argument. 

The Chairman: Do you wish to make an amendment? 


M. R. Fleming: I should like to move that we change the two words, 
“Two ministers,” to make it read ‘Six ministers.” 

The Chairman: What page is that? 

M. R. Fleming: At top of page 21 of “Items submitted to the Delegates.” 

The Chairman: Is the motion supported? 

H. E. Schaeffer: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: The motion to amend is made and duly supported. Do you 
want to discuss it, or are you ready to vote? 


O. T. Deever: I think they ought to understand this. 
The Chairman: All right. Will you make the explanation? 


O. T. Deever: The Board of Christian Education is enlarged very much, 
and I think very wisely, to bring in representatives of annual conferences. 
Now, whether right or wrong, most of the general directors of the annual 
conferences are ministers. I have been hoping myself personally that it 
could be otherwise, but that is the way it is. So that there will be a pre- 
dominance of ministers, and if you have six ministers and six laymen 
elected, you will have 12 elected persons instead of 8. You will increase your 
board that much more, and make your disproportion of ministerial and lay 
representation still further out of balance. . 

(Cries for the question.) 

The Chairman: The question is called for on the amendment proposed by 
Doctor Fleming. The secretaries, I presume, have it. 

The motion on the amendment was put by the Chair, and was declared lost. 

George A. Heiss: On this same item, on page 21, I wonder whether we are 
considering this angle—I do not know whether anybody has figured out how 
many will be on this board. 


The Chairman: How large do you think it will be?

George A. Heiss: Sixty or 65 members. I think that is certainly out of 
proportion, to bring 60 or 65 folks into a meeting of the Board of Christian 
Education. The next thing is that the expenses of the general directors of 
the conference boards when attending meetings of the general board shall 
be pooled and paid by the annual conferences. I think that ought to be by 
the Board of Christian Education. 


The Chairman: Let us take one thing at a time. Do you wish to make a 
motion about the size? 

George A. Heiss: No, I want to call your attention to it. 

The Chairman: Do you want to make an amendment concerning the 
payment of expenses? 

George A. Heiss: Yes. I move that it shall read: “The expenses of the 
general directors of the conference boards when attending meetings of the 
general board shall be paid by the General Board of Christian Education.” 

The Chairman: Is that motion to amend supported? 

H. E. Sponseller: I second the motion. 

George A. Heiss: I would like to make the statement that the General 
Board of Christian Education has its own treasury, and in our conference we 
appropriate quite a sum of money for Christian Education, and that treasury 
ought to be responsible for the expenses of meetings of the General Board, 
and not the conference treasury. It belongs to that board. 

Paul R. Koontz: There seems to be a misunderstanding of what you mean, 
whether you mean the General Board of Christian Education, or the confer- 
ence board. 

George A. Heiss: The general board. 

E. E. Harris: May I have a word? 

The Chairman: Certainly. 

E. E. Harris: As a member of the General Board of Christian Education, I 
do not object to what Doctor Heiss is saying, but in view of the fact that 
some of the conferences do not follow the same procedure he is talking 
about, maybe you had better say the annual conference or the conference 
board of Christian education, so it will not be confused in some conferences. 
It does not make any difference to the general board whether the expenses 
are paid by the conference treasurer or the conference board of Christian 
education. But it can become complicated if we are not careful about it. If 
it is paid by the conference board of Christian education, it is really paid by 
the annual conference. I am sure we do not care how it is done, but some 
conferences are not organized like other conferences. 

George A. Heiss: If they do not have any board of Christian education, 
they will not have anything to pay. 

The Chairman: The amendment is before you, as made by Doctor Heiss. 

The motion to amend was put by the Chair, and carried. 

George A. Heiss: Now, Mr. Chairman, in the same item, I would like to 
ask for information. “Half the expenses of departmental representatives and 
the college presidents shall be paid by the general board.” Who pays the 
other half? 

The Chairman: Who will answer? I think the bishop of the district. 

George A. Heiss: If I were going as a representative, I would want to 
know who was going to take care of the expenses. 

The Chairman: Who will answer? 

©. T. Deever: I was trying to get that other clear in my mind. 

George A. Hesis: “Half the expenses of departmental representatives and 
the college presidents shall be paid by the general board.” Who pays the 
other half? 

O. T. Deever: The departments themselves. 

George A. Heiss: You ought to stipulate that. You ought to have an item 
to designate that. 


118 THIRTY-FOURTH GENERAL CONFERENCE 


The Chairman: Are you agreed that that should be inserted? If so, say 
agreed. 

The General Conference voiced their agreement. 

The Chairman: All right. Thank you. You will add that, please. 

As amended by common consent, the following was added: ; 

“The other half to be paid by the college or department from which these 
representatives are sent.” 


L. L. Huffman: In regard to the size of this board, I should like to ask 
the question, just exactly how many members this board will have, if that 
has been figured out. 

George A. Heiss: As nearly as I can tell, just by quick addition, there will 
be about 60 or 65 members. 


L. L. Huffman: The next question is, how many do we have now on that 
board? 


O. T. Deever: There are 19 now, and there are 28 annual conferences. You 
can put those two figures together. And then there will be two or three 
people in addition. 


George A. Heiss: You are increasing your other membership by your 
six ministers and six laymen. 

L. L. Huffman: Mr. Chairman, then one thing further: I have heard this 
discussed—I think in principle I can see some benefit in it. But at the time 
it was explained scmewhat to me prior to this General Conference, it was 
indicated that when the Board was increased this much, to this large number 
of members, that they would probably meet once in two years. 

I ask whether any provision has been made to change that part of the 
Discipline which provides for an annual meeting of this Board of Christian 
Education? 

©. T. Deever: The original idea was to meet every other year, as is 
planned in the discipline of the proposed united church, but there was a 
desire to meet every year, and in order to make that possible without adding 
too great expense to the general board, the provision was made that the 
annual conferences or conference boards of Christian education should pay 
the expenses of conference representatives. So that was the alternate sug- 
gestion to make it possible to meet every year. 


L. L. Huffman: Thank you. 


S. A. Wells: I have another question: If the expenses of the general 
directors of the conferences throughout the denomination are to be pooled, 
then that means that each conference will share equally in the expenses of 
the representatives of the different conferences, is that right? 


The Chairman: Will you answer? 


S. A. Wells: Iam wondering if that is a fair imposition on the conference 
boards without their considering it? I just raise that as a question. If the 
general board perhaps would be willing to share, maybe the rest of the 
conferences might be willing to consider it. 


S. Paul Weaver: As I understand it, every other general board pays the 
expenses of its representatives to their annual gatherings. Why should 
there be an exception in the case of Christian Education? Why load part of 
it back on the conference? If it is education, let the board take care of it, as 
the other boards do. 


George H. McAhren: I believe that the Superintendents’ Council, which 
meets in conjunction with the Board of Administration in February, has a 
similar arrangement, that a portion of the expenses of the Council is paid 
by ue Board of Administration, and another portion paid by the annual 
conferences. 


The Chairman: That is true. Is there any amendment anyone wishes to 
make? If not, are you ready to adopt the report as amended? 
(The question was called for.) 


P. B. Porter: I would like to call attention to one matter, at the bottom of 
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page 22. It says, “This committee shall report periodically to the executive 
committee of the Board.” I wonder how long a period, and when? 

ae Chairman: Who will answer that? Doctor Deever, how long is that 
period? 

O. T. Deever: The Committee on Investments? 

The Chairman: Yes. i 


O. T. Deever: There is not any provision for any regularity there. It is 
supposed that the Investment Committee will report when it has transac- 
tions, after its transactions it will report to the next meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee. There are times when the Investment Committee does not 
meet for quite a time. To say it has to report at any given time would hardly 
be appropriate. But after the Investment Committee meets and makes in- 
vestments, at the first meeting of the Executive Committee it reports and 
those investments go on record. 

The Chairman: Would it not be better to say “as the occasion requires’? 
I happen to be on a committee of that kind in Dayton. Sometimes we meet 
every few weeks; sometimes it is afew months. Does anybody wish to make 
such a motion? 


P. B. Porter: I move that the word “periodically” be stricken out, and the 


words inserted “as the occasion may require.’ 


Ray N. Shaffer: I second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

The Chairman: Anything else, brethren? 

E. J. Haldeman: Referring to the amendment which Mr. Weaver spoke to 
a minute ago. I voted against it, and cannot move for a reconsideration of it. 
However, the funds for our Board of Christian Education are divided be- 
tween the annual conference and the general treasurer. That is the general 
board. If that be true, and the general board is called, it means the confer- 
ence must deplete their funds to call this board together, and that lessens our 
program, in contrast with this. It does not seem fair to me. It seems to me 
we are asking the local conferences to support the general funds when there 
ought to be a division as to how the monies are divided. 

The Chairman: Is there any action you wish to recommend? 

E. C. Weaver: Mr. Chairman, I have not had time to think it through since 
this came to my attention. It seems to me altogether unfair that the General 
Conference should transact business and load back an expense on the annual 
conference. If this is the General Board of Christian Education, then it 
ought to be provided that the Board of Christian Education pay its own 
expenses, the expenses of its representatives, and I move to so amend. 

The Chairman: How would it read then? 

E. C. Weaver: Well, I have not thought it through—that the expenses of 
members of the General Board of Christian Education be paid by the 
General Board of Christian Education. 

The Chairman: Is that supported? 

E. J. Haldeman: I will support that. 

P. B. Gibble: I second the motion, and may I speak to it for a moment? 

The Chairman: Yes, sir. You may. 

P. B. Gibble: We have areal conferences over the Church. I am speaking 
for the East Pennsylvania area. It becomes a very difficult matter for key 
men to council together and allot expenses without getting authorization 
from their conference board if we go to a meeting where there are people 
from Virginia, West Virginia, Allegheny, as far west as Pittsburgh, and then 
East Penn, you have a smaller picture. Who is to do the allotting? On what 
basis is it to be allotted? Who is authorized to pay it? There are all kinds of 
complications in this small picture, and I could believe that there are very 
many complications in the larger picture. Consequently, I second that motion. 

The Chairman: Doctor Deever said he would like to explain the reason it 
was done this way, and then, Doctor Hayes, you may speak. 
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O. T. Deever: I believe if you will think it through carefully, you will see 
that while this does enlarge the board greatly, it at the same time simplifies 
the process. I mean to say, in either two or three quadrenniums, provisions 
have been made in the Discipline for areal, district meetings. It has seemed 
imperative. The Discipline provides there shall be.a general Board of Chris- 
tian Education and conference boards, and their duties somewhat overlap. 
It is very necessary that somehow they get together and confer. The Disci- 
pline has provided that there shall,be areal conferences in the different 
districts. That has been done now for quite a number of years and the 
expenses have always been shared. That is to say, the conferences have 
paid the expenses of their men to those areal meetings, and the general 
board has paid the expenses of its general representatives to those meetings. 
There has always been a sharing there. 

Now then, in addition to that, each quadrennium there has been a pro- 
vision for a convention, a general convention, and the conference representa- 
tives have paid the expenses of their representatives to that general 
convention. 

Now it is contemplated that there will be no general convention, and no 
district meetings, no areal meetings in the bishops’ areas. So that the con- 
ferences by this plan will still share in getting this total group together, 
without the necessity of these areal conferences, and without the necessity 
of a general conference in which they shared in the expenses. 


W. H. Hayes: As a member of the Board of Christian Education in our 
conference, Allegheny, we have only one source of income, a very limited 
source, and that is from the Children’s Day offering—a share of that—and 
in order to send representatives to these different gatherings, it has really 
meant taking funds from other funds, or for the individuals to pay their 
expenses themselves. 

I do think if the General Board of Christian Education is worthy of such 
a large representation, and they think it is necessary, that they should pay 
the bill. The general Church has a way they can get money. We have our 
budget, and we are trying to raise that budget, and we try to get something 
above that. It does not bring the income into your annual conference board 
of Christian education treasury. That is true in some of our conferences. 
When the Board of Christian Education was organized, the idea was not 
that there would be such a large organization. It is getting to be greater in 
numbers. If they meet together in an area for the purpose of concentration, 
that is all right, but when they try to take in all territory and get 65 men 
together, there will be so much difference of opinion and I doubt if they 
get very far. 


The Chairman: You must bear in mind, Brother, that is a very heavy drain 
on the amount of money that goes into the Board of Christian Education. 
They have to work on a very narrow margin. Brother Weaver’s motion is, 
if I get it correctly, that the General Board of Christian Education pay the 
expenses of all these delegates? 


S. Paul Weaver: To their annual meeting. 


George A. Heiss: May I make an observation? We have been told over 
and over again that we have our allotment from the general budget, when 
we raise that, we have met our obligation. The departments transact their 
business, and every time the departments come back with something else, all 
the time extras, and extras, and a lot of us are getting fed up on it. I am not 
an active minister. I am speaking from experience.. I am speaking for the 
men who speak about it. If we are going to have a budget, why always add 
something to it? 


The Chairman: The amendment is before you. 


E. B. Learish: Would it be possible to refer the matter back to the com- 
mittee, with the idea in mind of cutting down the membership to about its 
present number? 


The Chairman: I was hoping we could adopt this this evening. 
(The question was called for.) ‘ 
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The Chairman: The question is called for on the amendment. 
S.C. Enck: State the amendment again, please. 


The Chairman: Brother Weaver, state your amendment again. Turn 
around, so they can hear you. 


E. C. Weaver: I move to amend, to the effect that the expenses of dele- 
gates, or rather, of members of the General Board of Education be paid by 
the General Board of Christian Education at the time of their annual 
gatherings. 

(The question was again called for.) 

The Chairman: You just want to make an observation? 

E. J. Haldeman: In contrast to what Doctor Hayes has said, the Young 
Peoples Anniversary, the Children’s Day Offering, as well as the share of 
the budget, is pro-rated between the annual conference and the general 
departments. If we pay it, it deletes our funds and cuts down our program. 
If they pay it, it does the same thing to us. fA 

The Chairman: The question is called for. As many as favor the amend- 
ment will say aye; those opposed, no. The amendment seems to be lost. 

Now, brethren, are you ready to vote on the proposed changes as amended? 

(The question is called for.) 

The Chairman: The question is called for upon the adoption of this—is 
it a constitution, or what? 

C. V. Priddle: I appeal from the decision of the chair. 

The Chairman: You mean a division. You do not mean an appeal. 

C. V. Priddle: A division. 

The Chairman: All right. We will have the division, then. All who favor 
the amendment of Brother Weaver, will you stand and be counted? We 
can see you better then. All in favor of the amendment, which means that 
the General Board pays the expense, will stand and be counted. Those 
against the amendment will stand and be counted. 

The amendment carries by three votes, Doctor Priddle. (Applause) 

V. G. Hunt: I would like to move that the Board meet every other year 
instead of annually. 


The Chairman: That is an amendment? 


V. G. Hunt: Yes. 

The Chairman: Brother Hunt offers the amendment that the Board meet 
every other year instead of every year. Is that motion supported? 

E. J. Haldeman: I support the motion. 

The Chairman: Are you ready to vote? 

C. A. Lynch: I wonder if that does not come under the 24 hour rule? 
I just ask for information. 

The Chairman: No, sir. It is relevant to the subject on hand. You can 
vote on it now. All favoring meeting every other year instead of every 
year, will indicate by the uplifted hand; contrary, like sign. 

It carries. 

Now are you ready to vote on the adoption of the recommendations as 
amended? 

E. E. Harris: May I ask a question as a matter of information? 

The Chairman. Yes, Doctor Harris. 

E. E. Harris: In passing this amendment, you discussed only one thing. 
Maybe you were clear and you did not want to discuss the other. I am 
again speaking as a member of the general board. But this amendment 
said all members, which includes the representatives of the colleges, as 
well as the others. If that was understood, well and good, but you discussed 
the thing only from the angle of the board of education of the conference. 
Somebody will go back and say that is not what we want, unless we clear 
that question up now. 
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The Chairman: All right, what did you mean, brethren? Can anybody 
clarify the matter? 

P. B. Gibble: I understood Doctor Weaver to say all members of the 
board. 

E. C. Weaver: Yes, that is right. 

The Chairman: Is that what you had in mind? 

E. C. Weaver: Yes. 

The Chairman: No matter whether they come from the conferences or 
the colleges? 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: The representatives of the departments and 
colleges are not definitely members of the Board, according to this state- 
ment. Only the others are members, and these are representatives, sort of 
affiliated representatives, and half of their expenses are paid by their de- 
partments. : 

The Chairman: Is that your understanding, brethren? 

George A. Heiss: I think that is in error. I think the bishop is wrong. 
I am sorry to disagree. It says the Board of Christian Education shail be 
composed of these. Certainly they are members. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I think he’s right. He’s a D.D. 

The Chairman: All right. I think we are ready now to vote on the mo- 
tion that the paper pertaining to the Board of Christian Education and all 
that is included therein be now adopted, with the amendments. 

L. L. Huffman: When that motion was carried making this meeting every 
other year, just where does that amendment go in? 

The Chairman: I do not know where the editors will put it in. 

L. L. Huffman: Into what section does that amendment go? 

The Chairman: I cannot answer. They will find a place for it. (Laughter) 

(The question was again called for.) 

The Chairman: All favoring the adoption of the recommendations as 
amended, will indicate by the uplifted hand; contrary, like sign. 

It is carried. 

That is the finest vote you have given today. 

The Chairman: Brethren of the General Conference: I have a very happy 
privilege extended to me at this time. Mr. Upson, will you stand, please? 
Mr. Upson, like some of the rest of us, needs to have his vocal cords lub- 
ricated occasionally. So I am permitted, at your expense, to lubricate his 
vocal cords to the tune of $126.00. (Applause.) 

Ray G. Upson: Mr. Bishop, and Friends of the Conference: Thanks a 
million. (Applause.) 

The Chairman: The tellers have returned. Brother Ehrhart, have you a 
report for us? 

O. T. Ehrhart: Report of the Board of Tellers No. 1, election of bishop.

The Chairman: 

Dr. J. B. Showers having received the required number of votes for 
election, is therefore declared elected as bishop of the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ. 

(Applause.) 

Is Doctor Showers in the room? 

Martin Miller: He is confined to his room on the doctor’s orders. 

The Chairman: I am sorry. 

Martin Miller: He is unable to be present, on the doctor’s orders. 

The Chairman: I am very sorry if he is ill. Will someone bear the news 
to him, or have they already? 

Martin Miller: That already has been done. 
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The Chairman: We have about reached the time of adjournment. If you 
wish to see the picture that was taken yesterday, you will find Mr. Murphy 
on the corner out here to the left in the northwest corner of the church. 


S. C. Enck: I wish to make a very brief statement. 


The Chairman: Will you hear Doctor Enck? He has an important an- 
nouncement to make. 


S. C. Enck: We are coming now to the election of someone to fill one of 
the leading offices of our Church, and that is that of Publishing Agent. I do 
hope, brethren, that during the night we will think and we will pray, so 
that tomorrow we can act wisely and discretely and in the fear of the Lord, 
and elect a man, not because he is a minister, not because he is a layman, 
not because he is from the north or the south, the east or the west, but 
elect the best and the keenest business man, whether he is a member of 
the General Conference or not, but elect a man who is a real business man 
to be the head of the Publishing Interests. It is now out of debt, and, 
brothers and sisters, we must act wisely in the election of the proper man 
for this place. And I trust you will think this over tonight very carefully 
and very prayerfully, so that we may know tomorrow morning that we will 
be doing the right thing. (Applause.) 


The Chairman: At this time the bishops should name individuals to con- 
vene their district delegates, so that they may appoint three from each 
district to meet as the Stationing Committee to station the bishops. From the 
Central District I will name Dr. B. S. Arnold, who is the dean of the confer- 
ence superintendents of the Central District, and, Doctor Arnold, if you will 
indicate when and where the group should meet, we will hear you now. 


: es S. Arnold: I have not had time to think. Perhaps I can announce it 
ater. 


The Chairman: Now the other bishops. Whom will you name, Bishop 
Batdorf? 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I do not have any superintendents. (Laughter) I 
would like to name Dr. J. H. Ness, who is the oldest now, the senior super- 
intendent of the East District, to convene the delegates. 


The Chairman: I will give you opportunity in a moment to tell when and 
where you will meet. Bishop Warner? 


Bishop Ira D. Warner: I would like to name Dr. H. H. Heberly of Cali- 
fornia, who has represented that conference in previous General Confer- 
ences, as the convener. 


The Chairman: All right. Bishop Weidlier? There is no one here, ap- 
parently, to speak for the Southwest District. Doctor Priddle, will you 
assemble the group and name the place? Bishop Dennis? 


Bishop Fred L. Dennis: I will designate Dr. J. F. Hatton, who is the 
senior superintendent in the Northwest District. 


The Chairman: Let me say, brethren, we hope you will try to get this 
settled tonight, and be able to announce it tomorrow forenoon. 

Paul R. Koontz: Mr. Bishop, I have a resolution: (reads) 

“Whereas the Miami Conference has been unusually blessed with the 
capable and consecrated leadership of Bishop A. R. Clippinger as the bishop 
of the Central District, and 

“Whereas it is the earnest desire of the members of this conference that 
he be continued in his present place as our beloved leader, 

“Be it resolved, that we hereby petition the Stationing Committee of the 
General Conference to return Bishop A. R. Clippinger as bishop of the 
Central District for the Quadrennium 1945-1949.” 

“Note: This resolution was passed by the Miami Annual Conference at 


its session in 1944.” 
(See pages 585-594) 


The Chairman: That will go to the Committee on Stationing the Bishops. 
Brother Hunt informs me he has a paragraph or two that has not yet come 
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before the General Conference that ought to be read now, no action to be 
taken. It will only require a very few moments. 


V. G. Hunt: We have four short recommendations for the first reading: 

1. That the Board of Bishops be asked to prepare a ritual to be used in 
recognition of services rendered by retiring elders. - ' 

2. That the word “body” be substituted for the word “dead” in the last 
line of the Apostles’ Creed. , , 

3. That in Chapter 5, Section 2, page 30, in line 11, following the word 
“school,” there shall be added “and divisional superintendents.” 

4. I want you to get this one, if you did not get the other ones: The 
Committee recommends that there be inserted on page 116, chapter 16, under 
the title, “Executive Secretary” in paragraph 2, line 3, after the word 
“church,” the following: “His first duty’ (that means the Executive Secre- 
tary of the Board of Administration)—“His first duty shall be to prepare 
and promote an aggressive denominational program of evangelism in 
co-operation with the Board of Bishops.” 

Note: These four recommendations were passed to the proper Committees 
and were brought before the Conference later for action. 


The Chairman: This is the reading, and the recommendations are before 
the General Conference for action later on. I think we are about ready to 
adjourn. 

(At this point various announcements of a miscellaneous character were 
made.) 

D. E. Young: I move, Mr. Bishop, that we do now adjourn. 

The Chairman: Bishop Dennis. 


Bishop Fred L. Dennis: We have two very distinguished guests on our 
program tonight, Dr. Mark A. Dawber and Dr. E. M. Conover. I therefore 
move that the time of the evening service be at eight o’clock so as to permit 
these areal delegations to finish their work in time to attend the evening 
service. 

The Chairman: Is the motion supported? 


V. C. Adcock: I second the motion. 
The motion was put by the Chair and prevailed. 


The motion to adjourn, being seconded, was put by the Chair, and 
unanimously prevailed.

FOURTH DAY—MORNING SESSION 
Friday, May 18, 1945 
Bishop G. D. Batdorf, D.D., presiding 


The General Conference was called to order by the Chairman, and was 
opened by the singing of the hymn: “More Love to Thee, O Christ,” led by 
the chorister, Rev. Ray G. Upson. 


The Chairman: The Conference will remain standing while Dr. H. E. 
Schaeffer of the East Pennsylvania Conference leads us in our morning 
prayer. 

Dr. H. E. Schaeffer offered prayer. 

Peo OW TIE prayer, the assembly sang the hymn: “Simply Trusting Every 
ay. 

The Chairman: I am sure the Conference will be quite reverent and 

prayerful while Professor M. W. Harner brings us the second of his devo- 

tional messages on “Paul and Our Ministry.” Professor Harner. 

Professor Merl W. Harner, of Bonebrake Theological Seminary, spoke on 
the theme ‘Paul and Our Ministry.” In this message he emphasized the 
righteousness of God as Paul thought of it. 

(By later direction of the General Conference, the verbatim report of this 
message is not included in these proceedings.) 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Mr. Chairman, I have pleasure in presenting to 
you, Bishop J. B. Showers. 


The Chairman: Brethren of the Conference: It is my very great privilege 
and my sincere joy to present to you the newly elected bishop whom you 
have chosen as your leader, in the person of Dr. J. Balmer Showers. God 
bless you and the Conference. (Applause) 


Bishop J. Balmer Showers: Mr. Bishop and Members of the General 
Conference: One does not stand in an hour such as this without conflicting 
emotions. I am recalling now two very special moments in my life, the 
one when I stood on the doorstep of that little parsonage, and my mother 
in bidding good-by to her son who was going hundreds of miles away to be 
a pastor, put her arms about me and said: “My son, God’s word is that he 
that leaves father and mother for my sake, and houses and lands for my 
sake shall find in the land to which he goes” as Doctor Harner said, para- 
phrasing, really, the Scripture, “hundreds of mothers and fathers, and 
plenty of land.” 

My mother knew God, and when she said that word, she said the word 
that has been the experience of my life every hour since then. 


I am thinking of that other time, when I knelt before one of the greatest 
bishops that the Church has ever known, Bishop J. S. Mills, and when he 
placed his hands upon my head and asked me, among other things, this: “Will 
you submit yourself to the guidance of your brethren?” It was an unex- 
pected question. I hesitated, and then said “Yes.” And before God, and man, 
that vow has never been taken back until this hour. There have been times 
when I have questioned as to whether certain moves were the will of God. 
I have asked for proof. I asked that last night, and I am still asking it this 
morning. 

In these very fine and gracious words, coming from him who presented 
me to you, not only from his lips but from his heart, I can respond with 
equal sincerity and say, coming from the East District as I do, he is my 
bishop. And knowing the very critical situation in which you delegates 
found yourselves yesterday, if it were your mind to reverse the action of 
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yesterday, he will still remain my bishop, and I would go back to the 
Publishing House. 

The Chairman: Will the Conference please stand reverently, and thought- 
fully? I am sure we accept this offering of dedication and of high purpose 
and of Godly dedication in a new surrender to a challenging and an ap- 
pointed task from our brother, with deep sincerity and with great emotional 
appeal. " 

(Bishop Batdorf and Bishop Showers clasped hands.) 

The Chairman: While we stand, I am going to ask if our senior bishop, 
Bishop Clippinger, will lead us in a word of consecration and prayer. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Let us all unite in prayer. 

Our Father who art in heaven, in this solemn moment we seek Divine 
guidance and Divine benediction. We need Thee perhaps more this morning 
than we are conscious of our need. And so, according to our respective 
needs, with Thou bless us all in a very special manner. ; 

We pray thy blessing upon Doctor Showers, who has been selected by his 
brethren to preside as a member of the Board of Bishops, assuming new 
duties and new responsibilities. Give him wisdom, warmth of heart and 
courage of heart and mind. And grant, O Father, that together we may work 
for the glory of thy name and for the advancement of thy kingdom, through 
our beloved Zion. 

Put thy blessing upon him and upon the conferences over which he shall 
preside, thy blessing upon the ministers with whom he shall counsel from 
time to time. The way may be difficult at times, the problems large and 
difficult. Give him superhuman wisdom to make such decisions, such 
See ous and such progress that shall make for a better world and a better 
Church. 

And now bind our hearts together this morning in bonds of Christian 
love and Christian fellowship, and may we as a Board of Bishops seek in 
every possible way to lead on to larger and better things. Hear us in this, 
our morning prayer, and continue to let thy blessing rest upon this General 
Conference. We ask it all through Jesus Christ. Amen. 


Bishop J. Balmer Showers: May I have this additional word now? I am 
only in part, of course, conscious of the grave responsibilities developing and 
devolving upon one who is a bishop in the Church. But I am also conscious 
of the fact that I am just one of you, and I want you to make me feel and 
understand that by still calling me J. B. I shall always be J. B. and I shall 
be happy if you call me by that name. 

I have just been talking to my cashier in Dayton, and you cannot imagine 
what he said. He said to me, “I pity you,” in the beginning, and then in the 
end he said, “Good-by. I pity you.” (Laughter) 

Now will you let me say this. The thing just now that is very heavy on my 

heart is the Publishing House. I do hope and pray that you will treat this 
most seriously. There is no better hour in which to make a transition than 
just now, in many ways. We are out of debt in the Office Building. We are 
out of debt in the Printing Establishment. 
_ I just want to say a little bit more about that in detail. The Office Building 
is in very fine shape physically. We have in there a storekeeper, and the 
last three years from the store alone we have received not less than a 
hundred thousand dollars a year, for those first seven floors. And now, of 
course, the Annex is combined. 

Down at the Press it has been newly painted white, with a little brown at 
the base of it. So that it is not only clean of debt, but it is also clean in 
another way. 

Let me remind you that the man who stands there at the head must be one 
who will not only know something about the machinery and about the 
printing process, he must be one who can handle employees. One of the 
gravest problems lying ahead of us is the matter of the employees. I remind 
you that he must be one who will sit down in Washington, and probably near 
at hand, and talk to men who are in Government positions. He must be one 
who can talk to bankers and business men. ;

I am not patting myself on the back now. I am just telling you the truth 
when I say this. 

_ Last year our total gross sales were in round numbers $935,000—just a 
little less than that. Of that amount, the total of all literature, in the book 
department, in every possible way that could be said to have come from 
the Church, was $330,000. Nearly twice as much came from the outside— 
over $600,000 from businesses outside. That must not be forgotten. 

Now I know there are men sitting here this morning who can do that 
job. I know that. Iam asking now, most earnestly, for your very thoughtful 
attention today. Ministers of the Church, the greatest thing lies ahead of you 
in the Office Building there, and in the Printing Establishment. Let us by 
all means have prayer and thought in this. With all my heart, I thank you. 
(Amen) (Amen). 


Ray G. Upson: I am very happy to present to you this morning two sisters, 
one, Mrs. Orval M. Huffman of Logansport, Indiana, the other, Mrs. Doctor 
Gantz, of this city, known to a great many of you. They are sisters. These 
sisters are daughters of the late Dr. J. A. Grove, whose presence graced 
many sessions of the General Conference. Mrs. Huffman will sing for you at 
this time and Mrs. Gantz with accompany her. 

(Mrs. Orval M. Huffman, accompanied by Mrs. Gantz at the piano, favored 
the General Conference with a special selection entitled, “He Came to Me 
One Day.” 

The Chairman: Thank you very much for this very appropriate and 
appealing message in song. 

George A. Hei§s: May I have the privilege of the floor for a moment? 


The Chairman: We are not in session. We haven’t our journal read yet. 
We are still at the time of confession and of consecration. I do want to speak 
a word of appreciation to Professor Harner for this very discerning and 
deeply searching message which he brought to us this morning on the 
righteousness of God. I think all of us have been stimulated and stirred, and 
I think all of us have been made conscious of the sense of sin in our own 
hearts as perhaps we have not felt the consciousness, even as ministers and 
trained and mature laymen in the Church, for a long time, in the presence of 
this most searching, discerning insight. : 

Professor Harner spoke of a progressive experience, of a mysterious, mar- 
velous reality, and I think all of us are aware of it. Twenty-five years ago I 
stood in a great moment of crisis, at one of the two or three crossroads in 
my life. A committee of three men had come to see me from a distant city, 
and spent two or three hours with me in an afternoon, in talking over a 
problem and a prospect, giving me an invitation. I was settled comfortably 
and happily, and I think reasonably acceptably in a growing pastorate, with 
unlimited opportunities and with a great program already in progress that 
stretched over a period of twenty-five years. And by the visitation of these 
men, it meant the possibility of a sudden eruption and separation. They 
pressed for an answer, but I did not give it. And I spent the night following 
with great concern and much prayer, and on toward the morning—now Paul 
waited 14 years before he gave utterance to an experience he once had—I 
waited twenty-five years. I haven’t said a word of this in public before. I 
spent the night in walking the floor and in kneeling in prayer, and in seeking 
guidance. And then late in the night, I went to my cot and I think I slept. 
But all of a sudden a voice said, “Arise, go thee down and go with them, for 
lo, I have sent them.” I was wide awake when the last tones of that voice 
sounded in my soul. And I said, “What does it mean?” And I spent another 
day and another night, and then late in the night I read in the Book of Deu- 
teronomy, which is the record of the sermons of a great preacher, without 
very much light or direction, until I got to this record of his experience 
“When thou shalt come to worship me in this mountain, then thou shalt 
know that I have sent thee.” And after several days, I sent a wire, after I 
had consulted with my officiary, that I was coming. 

Ten years after that, the General Conference met in Lancaster, Pennsyl- 
vania, in my church. It was my mountain and the General Conference 
elected me to the office of bishop. All these experiences, as well as others 
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that lay back of that first experience, came with a suddenness that left me 
bewildered. 

I have continued in this office of the bishopric now for sixteen years. I 
have presided over the conferences in my home area and my own conference, 
which first gave me license and then ordination. And my brethren in these 
conferences have been my friends and helpers, and spiritual as well as social 
associates in these common tasks. 

Yesterday the General Conference said, “You have served long enough in 
this Church.” The continuing experience must interpret to me another 
mountain, which I assure my heart that He sent me. 

I have spoken to ministers in theological seminaries in a great many states 
in this nation. I have spoken to ministers in most of the large cities east of 
Chicago. I have always said that the ministry is twofold, it is a Divine call 
from God which, in the processes of mental and spiritual and emotional 
experiences, must finally become as definite and as clear as the ringing of a 
silver bell in the morning, and no one who has not that assurance in his 
soul has any assurance to be able to go on. But there must also be a call 
from the Church, from organized Christianity. I have often said that no 
man’s work can bear the stamp of validity and permanence and blessing 
that does not have upon it the stamp and authority of organized Christianity. 
I do not believe that these offshoots and erratic ministries that do not have 
the sanction of the Church, have any assurance of permanence or validity or 
fruitfulness. 

Now that leads me to say this other word: that since the call is first from 
God, and registers itself in an experience that is ineffacabl@ and immutable 
and irrefutable, it must also be a call from the church, and the church that 
gives a man the right, I mean the privilege to preach, must also have the 
authority to say when that privilege shall end. And I am not questioning 
that one bit. 

I hope that by these nearly fifty years now—forty-eight years—in some 
humble way I have earned the right to preach. I have preached in most of 
the cities in our nation. I have preached on the seven seas of the world. I 
have preached in the land where Jesus was born, and died, and in many 
other countries. 

I trust that by a life of sincerity and of honor and of purity and of con- 
tinuous study I have earned in a measure the right to preach. I cherish with 
very deep appreciation the privilege which my Church gave me, and which 
the organization of the Church afforded. 

And I accept, whether it was by envy or strife, or by love, whether by 
pretense or by love, I accept the verdcit of this Conference, as I said yester- 
day, with a very deep sense of contentment, and I wish for you all the very 
richest and finest and fullest. I crave for my Church that which I have 
craved for myself and my own loved ones, a deepening, conscious and con- 
tinuing sense of the presence and approval of Almighty God by his Spirit. 

And while I step to the side lines now—and a Bishop when he is relieved 
from office is junked—he has no place on any committee or any board or 
any advisory relationship to any ministry in his Church—he is just set aside 
on the side lines to watch the parade go by—I shall be very happy to see it 
move on toward the gates with a renaissance of an illimitable hope and an 
unbounded prospect in the onward move of our great Church in fellowship 
with the universal church of Jesus Christ in its ecumenical outreach and 
grip and faith toward that final day when the kingdoms of this world shall 
become the kingdom of our Lord and Christ, and we shall crown him King of 
kings and Lord of lords, in the dawning of a day in which there shall be no 
night, and the coming of a life in which sin and death shall be no more. 

God bless you all. This is not a valedictory. This is an impromptu con- 
fession. (Applause) 

(The assembly sang, while standing, “Blest Be the Tie that Binds.” spon- 
taneously.) : 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Thank you. Thank you. Now we will have the 
reading of the journal of yesterday’s proceedings. ° 
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(Thereupon, Dr. D. T. Gregory, Recording Secretary, read the minutes of 
the proceedings of the previous day’s sessions.) 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I would like for Doctor Gregory to read that 
statement again about the Investment Committee. 


D. T. Gregory: (Reads) “It was moved by Paul B. Porter and Ray N. 
Shaffer, that the word, periodically in the paragraph at the bottom of page 22 
in the printed report, with the caption ‘Committee on Investments,’ be 
stricken out, and the words, as occasion may require be substituted for 
same.” “It was voted.” 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I would like to ask this question. I may have 
overlooked it. There was a motion made that after Saturday noon there 
shall be no further memorials. Was that in the minutes? 


D. T. Gregory: Yes. 
The Chairman: Are there any other questions? 


P. B. Porter: My motion was, I asked that the words be inserted “As the 
occasion requires.” 

The Chairman: That has been corrected. Are there any other questions? 
If not, the minutes are approved, and I declare them the official record for 
yesterday’s sessions. 

Will the board of Tellers No. 2 come forward and distribute ballots for the 
election of an agent for the Publishing Interests of the Church? 


E. J. Haldeman: May I have just a word before that is done? 
The Chairman: Brother Haldeman wishes to speak. 


E. J. Haldeman: I have been deeply concerned, partially through the 
appeal of Doctor Enck last evening, and then by the repeated appeal of 
Bishop J. B. Showers this morning, with the importance of the election of a 
Publishing Agent. This is an important position. I do not question the 
wisdom of this General Conference in the ultimate outcome, but I do realize 
that to begin open balloting at this time will mean that much time will be 
consumed. 

My own mind is thoroughly open as to any personality. I have made many 
inquiries, and found all of those of whom I inquired like-minded. I feel 
much time could be saved, and we could be more efficient in our choice, 
very likely, if we would ask our board of the Publishing Interests to retire 
and bring to this Conference, not nominations, by any means, but the 
names of two or three or four willing and worthy prospects and possibilities 
for this post of Publishing Agent. If they were to go out and view the field, 
knowing the requirements and knowing the work, I believe that they could 
help us to make a choice more efficiently. And I should like to move that 
this matter be referred to the board of the Publishing Interests, for recom- 
mendations only. 

The Chairman: You have heard this statement, and the motion. Is it 
supported? There seems to be no second. 


R. A. Powell: I have been a member of this board now for 24 years— 
The Chairman: There is no second to the motion. 


S. C. Enck: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: I wish if a motion is to be seconded, somebody would 
make up his mind at the time, because a motion that is not seconded dies 
very quickly in this body. It is now before you. I think it is in order, if you 
want to do it that way, although it is not an accustomed procedure. The 
motion is before you. It will take a two-thirds vote, and therefore the vote 
needs to be counted. All in favor of the motion will please stand and remain 
standing until you are counted. 


A Member: Will you please state the motion? 

The Chairman: The motion is that the matter of selecting an Agent for 
' the Publishing House be referred to the board of trustees of the Publishing 
House to suggest names to be brought before this body. 
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E. J. Haldeman: Merely suggestions, not nominations. They may bring 
two, three, four or five. 


The Chairman: Suggestions is what I said. 


R. A. Powell: I will not ask the privilege of. the floor from now on. I 
have not made any speeches. However, I think there is a very erroneous 
idea here. Being on this board as long as I have—they say “I do not see 
anybody in sight.” There must be something wrong with the vision of a lot 
of people, that they cannot see, as they look out over this fine group of able 
people—somebody who can fill this place. We have gotten into the habit 
of talking about supermen. 


This Church never had in all its history a finer group of men, trained in 
the work of the Church, than we have today. I was elected on the board 
when nobody wanted it as badly as they do today. Seven floors of that 
building were not occupied, and we were in debt. I made no particular 
contribution to it, because I do not believe that I ever made a speech that 
would take up more than that much space (indicating) in all of these years, . 
but I tried to listen and help in every place I could. 


I am glad to know that you are going to let the people have a chance. First 
of all, let we tell you this: I do not want it. I would not consider it. But we 
do have men, and they are on the board, some of them, and they are here. 


There is one thing that we need in this man. It is not particularly that he 
be an outstanding business man, or that he has to know it all. He needs to 
be a man who knows how to deal with men. Our great problem from now 
on will be to keep our people who know how to do the work and make us 
the money, happy. A man who knows how to deal with people. I do not 
care who he may be, whether he comes from Pennsylvania, Illinois, or 
California. I am still on the board for four years—I am going to tell you 
that. (Laughter) 

Let us get away from this idea that if a man is elected to the leadership 
of that great institution that he must be a big man. The Church will make 
him a big man. The institution will make him a big man. He will have to 
be a big man. But make him out of just the ordinary common class of a 
eo U. B. who loves the Lord and loves his Church more than anything 
else. 

One more thing, and then I am through. I thought we ought to be careful 
in our vote. We ought to be thoughtful when we vote today on that man. 
It is going to take a good strong man, physically strong. He has the privilege 
of gathering around him the best brains of the United Brethren Church. And 
we have an organization down there that will help carry this thing on all 
the way through, and you do not need to worry about it. I have no worry. 
A man said, “I am so worried about it.” I am not now. There was a time 
when I was worried, but I am not worried now. I did not sleep many a 
time for two or three nights, but I am not worried now—if you will just give 
us any one of these I am looking at, and I can see a lot of them all around 
me, and if I have any insight, there are some folks that would take it. 
(Laughter) (Applause) 

(Cries for the question) 


_The Chairman: The question is called for. Let the chairman just defend 
himself a bit. This was a good speech, but it was out of order. Because he 
promised to make only one at this General Conference, I was indulgent and 
allowed him to go ahead. He did not speak to the motion. The motion is 
that the trustees of the Publishing House be asked to bring in suggested 
names of people as possible candidates for the office of Publishing Agent. 
The thought, of course, is that if they bring in suggestions, that this Con- 
ference can vote for any others if they wish to. 


Colonel H. E. Myers: Mr. Bishop— 
The Chairman: The question is called for and I must put the motion. - 


Colonel H. E. Myers: What was your motion, that the board of trustees 
bring in these names, or the Committee on Publishing Interests? 
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E. J. Haldeman: The trustees of the Publishing House. 

Upon the motion being put to a standing vote, the Chair declared the 
motion lost. 

(The ballots for the election*of a Publishing Agent having been dis- 
tributed and collected, the Chair declared the polls closed, and directed the 
tellers to retire and count the ballots.) 


The Chairman: Dr. E. E. Harris wishes to present a matter to the General 
Conference at this time. 


E. E. Harris: Bishop Batdorf. 
The Chairman: Doctor Harris. 


E. E. Harris: There are some problems concerning the matter of the 
General Conference Proceedings that should be settled now, I think. I have 
not had an opportunity to consult with Doctor Gregory about it, because he 
is very busy on the matter of the journal, but I have talked with the 
Stenographic Secretary, and he is very anxious, as well as the Editors of 
. the Proceedings, to know how many of the addresses should be included 
in the printed volume. 

The Stenographic Secretary tells me that half of the minutes of yesterday 
—half of the record of yesterday—was taken up with addresses. Therefore, 
you can understand that if all of these are included, that it is going to make 
a very voluminous volume, a very large book. 

Now I do not know what you want to do, but in these days of paper 
shortage, and labor shortage, if all of this material goes into the printed 
volume, the chances are it will mean a very great delay in getting out this 
volume, as well as very great extra expense. 

As editors, we have nothing to say about what you include, but we ought 
to know now about it, so that we can make our plans, and so the Steno- 
graphic Secretary will know something about the typing and including 
these addresses, particularly the devotional addresses. So, Mr. Bishop, I 
think the matter should be settled, for now we are well into the Conference, 
and we ought to know how to proceed. 


The Chairman: You have heard this statement. What is your pleasure? 
Do you have any direction? 


A. E. Moore: I would like to make a motion that this matter be left up to 
the discretion of the Editors of the Proceedings. 


The Chairman: The motion is that it be left to the discretion of the editors. 


Professor J. F. Smith: I think this gentleman knows more about the paper 
shortage than the rest of us. I would like to second Mr. Moore’s motion. 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: The Stenographic Secretary says that you have played 
the famous American game of ‘Passing the Buck.” (Laughter) 


E. E. Harris: Agreed. 


The Chairman: Now, the Chair wishes to recognize Doctor Heiss, who has 
a statement to bring to the Conference. 


George A. Heiss: Mr. Chairman, and Members of the General Conference: 
I just want to clarify a few things that have been brought to us this morning 
in just a casual way, relative to our Publishing Interests. I think it is very 
vital that we know this, and be on our guard. I am sorry Doctor Showers did 
not elaborate and give some of the facts that face us. 

We tell the national government that we are a non-profit organization and 
therefore we are not subject to Federal taxation. Three years ago the 
Federal government sent their investigators to the Publishing House, and 
they said, “You are not a non-profit organization. You have not paid any 
benevolent organization any money for a number of years, and therefore, 
you owe $75,000 tax.” I do not know how much they paid, or whether they 
paid anything, or what happened to that. But Doctor Showers said this 
morning two-thirds of that business is commercial, and one-third from 
the Church. If that goes out broadcast, no doubt, as has been indicated, the 
examiners will be around again. 
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I was told this morning by the highest authority in the Publishing House 
that if the proper man is not elected, who can contact the Government in a 
proper way, we will have a tax of $40,000 a year. We ought not go out and 
say to our people that we have done a business of almost a million dollars, 
but practically two-thirds or more of it was commercial, because if we are 
assessed a tax of $40,000 by the Federal government, and we have a drop in 
our business, as no doubt we will have when the reaction sets in, then you 
will readily see that the preachers are not going to get very much money. 

Because of that visit of those inspectors, and because of the challenge 
they gave, or the demands they made upon the Publsihing House, two years 
ago we received, after a number of years, a contribution from the Publish- 
ing House for retired ministers. And last year we received another, and that 
is why we received them—to escape that Federal tax. 

I am saying this so that those of you who are from the four corners of 
our conferences and even across the seas will see that we do not boast too 
much in public of what we are doing. 


Hon. J. Paul Rupp: Mr. Bishop, my position for the Church with respect 
to taxes is that whatever we owe, we pay. (Applause.) And we should use 
good business judgment, and if by doing a thing one way we can make more 
money for the Publishing House, that is the way we should do it. We should 
not do things to escape taxes, and we should not keep things secret that may 
cause us to escape what we justly owe. (Applause.) 


The Chairman: Thank you. A timely observation by a wise Judge. Judge 
Rupp is judge of the Court of Common Pleas of Dauphin County, Pennsyl- 
vania, one of the honored members of our Church, whose family background 
is honored and esteemed for generations. Now there is nothing before the 
house. If it please the Conference, we shall proceed with the reports. 


C. W. Winey: I have a resolution signed by two members of the Board of 
Foreign Missions. May I have it passed on to the Reading Secretary? 

The Chairman: Very well. Will the Secretary read it? 

Paul R. Koontz: The resolution reads as follows. (Reads) 

(See page 594) 

The Chairman: You have heard this paper. Will the conference receive it 
and refer it to the Committee on New Legislation? 

On motion of J. D. Good, duly seconded by V. C. Adcock, the resolution 
was received and referred to the Committee on New Legislation. 

Note: This resolution was passed to the Committee on New Legislation 
and was brought before the Conference later for action. 


Dr. C. A. Lynch: Because of the necessity of my attending the com- 
mencement: activities of Lebanon Valley College, I ask to be excused from 
the sessions of the Conference from tonight until Tuesday morning. 


The Chairman: Will the General Conference excuse President Lynch? 
It was so agreed by the General Conference. 


The Chairman: It is so ordered. The other day lawyers and professors 
read from the book of law, and it might be permissible for a priest to read 
a precept from the same book. “When a report is presented and read, or 
stated by the presiding bishop, or a resolution is introduced and seconded, or 
a motion is made and seconded, and stated by the Chair, it shall be deemed 
in the possession of the Conference.” 

We are now ready for the continuance of the report of the Committee on 
New Legislation. Doctor Hunt. 

I am informed the Board of Tellers are ready with a report, and we will 
hear this report before we proceed. 


K. K. Merryman: We hereby submit the report of the tellers relative to 
ballot for Publishing Agent. 
(See page 600) 


J. H. Ness: Mr. Bishop, I want to rise and say a very sincere word. 


_Bishop J. B. Showers: Mr. Bishop, pardon me for interfering. I would 
like to introduce the new Publishing Agent. } 
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(Bishop Showers proceeded to Brother Ness and sought to bring him to 
the platform.) 


The Chairman: He has not yet*been officially elected. 
Bishop J. B. Showers: He is not? 

The Chairman: It has not been so declared by the Chairman. 
Bishop J. B. Showers: I apologize to the Chairman. 


The Chairman: The Chair is just a little bit slow, due to the stupidity of 
one of the Pennsylvania Dutchmen, who were very seriously maligned yes- 
terday or the day before. 

Dr. J. H. Ness having received the required majority of votes for election 
to the position of Publishing Agent of the Church, is now duly declared by 
the Chair elected to this important office. 


Bishop J. B. Showers: Thank you, Bishop. 
J.H. Ness: Mr. Bishop, may I speak? 
The Chairman: Doctor Ness has the floor. 


J. H. Ness: What I am going to say has not been created by the impulse 
of the moment. What I am going to say has been the result of a night of 
prayer. One thing I know, I am not the man for this position, and I say that 
in all sincerity. I say it without one degree of mental reservation. And 
knowing the will of God as far as that will can be known by myself, and 
the ministry I have to give, I must, trusting to my soul and my conviction, 
decline this election. 

The Chairman: You have heard this statement by Doctor Ness. Does the 
Chair understand, Doctor Ness—and you understand my heart—that this is 
in the form of a resignation? You are duly elected now, and you are the 
Publishing Agent of the denomination. 

J. H. Ness: Mr. Bishop, I resign, because I feel definitely in my heart— 
and knowing my ministry as I must know it for myself—I feel totally and 
absolutely untrained and unfitted for this type of work in the Church. 

The Chairman: The Conference has heard this resignation by Doctor Ness. 

H. H. Heberly: Knowing Doctor Ness as I do—the pastor of my church in 
York, Pennsylvania—knowing his sincerity and earnestness, I move that 
his resignation be accepted. 

E. E. Miller: I second the motion, in the light of what Doctor Ness has said. 


The Chairman: The motion is before you on the acceptance of this resig- 
nation, which we all regret, I am sure. And yet we have very high regard for 
the sincerity and singular honor and highmindedness of Doctor Ness. Are 
you ready to vote? 

(The question was called for.) 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

The Chairman: The motion is carried. The ayes have it, and the motion 
prevails. The board of tellers will now come forward and distribute ballots 
for the election of a Publishing Agent. In order to expedite and simplify 
the work of the board of tellers, they request you not to fold the ballots. If 
you do not wish to show the vote you have cast, turn the ballot upside down. 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected by the tellers of 
Group No. 2, the Chair declared the polls closed.) 

The Chairman: Now the Conference will be in order, and we will proceed 
with the report of the Committee on New Legislation. 

George A. Heiss: It will be necessary’ for me to be away until tomorrow 
afternoon. This report of the Committee on New Legislation on the Minister- 
ial Pension Committee will not take very long, but there are a few things 
there that ought to be corrected, and I would like to ask the General Con- 
ference whether it would permit Doctor Hunt to turn to page 29 and take up 
this matter of Ministerial Pensions while I am present, so I can answer some 
of the questions, if there are any. 

The Chairman: I think the General Conference will agree to that. You 
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will turn to page 29 in the document, under the heading of Ministerial 
Pension Committee. 

V. G. Hunt: Pages 215 to 223, Chapter XXV. (Reads to and including the 
words “are no longer eligible to join”—end of first paragraph at top of page 
30.) 

George A. Heiss: Mr. Chairman, I would like.to make a statement and 
then make a motion. 


The Chairman: I wonder if we cannot do right through to the end of 
this, and then come back and deal with it? I think that will be better. 

George A. Heiss: All right. 

V. G. Hunt: (Reads balance of recommendations, down to and including 
“Page 224, Section VIII.) Add the following at the close of paragraph 2: 
“The widow of a deceased member of the Plan cannot withdraw premium 
payments.” 

The Chairmen: You have heard this report, with these recommendations 
from the Pension Committee. Do I hear a motion to adopt the report? 

V. G. Hunt: I do so move, Mr. Bishop. 

V. H. Allman: I support the motion. 

The Chairman: It is before you now. We are ready for any reactions. 
The Chair recognizes Doctor Heiss, who will come forward, please, and make 
the statement. 

George A. Heiss: I have a few statements I wish to make. First, during 
these years we have had considerable difficulty and trouble relative to 
evangelists, and I am going to ask you to consider this item here as far as 
evangelists are concerned, in Section 1 on page 29, which provides that 
membership in the Pension and Annuity Plan shall be limited to regularly 
ordained ministers, and missionary evangelists who are giving full time 
service to either the annual conference or the Church of the United Brethren 
in Christ. 

Let me say the reason I am saying that is that many of the conferences, 
if you will take their conference minutes you will discover that, have five or 
six people designated as evangelists. We have had appeals and demands 
from some of those folks, who have said they have been evangelists for ten 
or fifteen years. When it is investigated through the conference superin- 
tendent or the proper official, we discover they have not held evangelistic 
services for ten or fifteen years, the conferences simply carry them on the 
record as evangelists. We have had a great deal of difficulty, and this matter 
was brought to the Board of Administration, and the board gave us a ruling. 
I think it is only fair that we should have a very definite statement so that 
in the future whoever has charge of the office will know where we are going. 
I would like to move, Mr. Chairman, that this Section, Section 1, be changed 
as I have already indicated, to read: 

“Membership in the Pension and Annuity Plan shall be limited to regu- 
larly ordained ministers and missionaries, and evangelists who are giving 
full time service to either their annual conference or the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ.” And the rest of the paragraph to read as shown 
in the printed report of the recommendations. 

(See pages 556-571) 
The Chairman: Will you read it again now, just the amendment? 


George A. Heiss. The amendment is to add after the word “missionaries” 
the words: “and evangelists who are giving full time service to either their 
annual conference or the Church of the United Brethren in Christ.” 

The sentence as proposed to be amended will then read: 

“Membership in the Pension and Annuity Plan shall be limited to regu- 
larly ordained ministers and missionaries and evangelists who are giving 
full time service to either their annual conference or the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ.” 

The Chairman: Is this motion to amend supported?, 


V.H. Allman: I second the motion. 
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_ Bishop A. R. Clippinger: There are some evangelists who are giving full 
time, but not giving full time in the United Brethren Church. Now let us 
get it clear, Brethren. They hold perhaps the majority of their meetings in 
the United Brethren Church, but some—take Mr. Vinaroff for illustration— 
there are some evangelists who may hold one meeting in the United 
Brethren Church, and all the rest in the Episcopal or Presbyterian Church, 
or somewhere else. If you want to change it, all right. I think they ought 
to give service in the United Brethren. Church. If I were in the office and 
they would come and say, “We held fifteen meetings in the United Brethren 
Church and held two or three outside” I would say that is O.K. 

The Chairman: Are there any other questions? 

(The question was called for.) 

F. B. LaFavre: Does this mean these evangelists are to be ordained 
ministers? 

The Chairman: Oh, yes. 

George A. Heiss: They cannot join unless they are ordained. 

F. B. LaFavre: But you are changing this statement as to membership. 

George A. Heiss: There is only one change. You cannot join unless you 
are ordained. 

The Chairman: You have the word “ordained” in the paragraph? 

George A. Heiss: Yes. 

W. H. Hayes: The same point, whether they are regularly approved 
evangelists of the conference. 

George A. Heiss: They must be ordained men or women. 

Fred P. Geib: On Page 30, in Section 2— 

The Chairman: Please wait. We have an amendment before the House 
now, which we are considering. 

Fred P. Geib: I beg your pardon. 

The Chairman: On the first item, Mr. Geib. 

(The question on the amendment was called for.) 

C. W. Hiser: I simply want to ask what the status of an evangelist would 
be, if he did not have calls sufficient to employ his full time. 

George A. Heiss: Then he would not be a full time evangelist. A man 
may serve a supply charge and get a thousand dollars for that, and then do 
some evangelism on the side. He is not a full time evangelist. He is only 
adding a little to his income ina meeting or two. 

The Chairman: Doctor Moore. 

A. E. Moore: Suppose a man has the credentials of an evangelist in his 
conference, an evangelist at large. He is willing, but he doesn’t receive the 
calls to employ his full time. What about that man? 

George A. Heiss: That is his responsibility. If nobody wants him, why, 
he is no good. 

A. E. Moore: I think the conference determines that, and the Board of 
Bishops, whether he is good or not. 

George A. Heiss: Let me make that very plain. I am sorry to say this, 
but these are actual facts. There are some men who are ministers and 
ordained, who never succeed in the active work. Then they go out as 
evangelists in a year or so. They do not make good. That is what he is 
referring to. 

E. J. Haldeman: Just this phase, which isn’t quite covered in my mind. 
The regular ordained man, recognized and licensed in his own conference, 
offers his full time to his conference, but only a part is taken, and he goes 
out elsewhere, and is busy all the time, but not in his own Church. Is he 
only a part time man? 

George A. Heiss: He would be, yes. 

E. M. Horner: I would like for the chairman to define what is full time. 
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The Chairman: Twelve months of service, with a_month of vacation. 
(Applause) The question on the motion is called for. I think we are clear 
on this. 


George A. Heiss: Let me just say, Brethren, we are not trying to get back 
at anybody. But certainly the board ought to have rules to go by. If you 
were the secretary, you would certainly want to be directed what to do. 
We have had all these troubles on our hands for all these years. 


The Chairman: Dr. P. E. Wright seeks recognition by the Chair. Let us 
not talk too long. The question is called for on the motion. 


P. E. Wright: It seems to me the responsibility reverts right back to the 
annual conferences who grant such relationship. 


The Chairman: Exactly so. 
George A. Heiss: That is the point I made a while ago. 


The Chairman: That is the contention the committee has been baffled with. 
When an annual conference find a man who is not successful in the ministry, 
then they try to get rid of him by giving him evangelistic relations, and the 
Pension Committee has him on their hands. 

(The question was again called for.) 

The motion to amend was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


George A. Heiss: Now, if you will turn to page 30, I want to recommend 
a change here. You know, of course, the question is asked what we have 
been doing with the applications that came to us from ministers who did not 
get in before the deadline. I told you we have those applications on file, and 
after the General Conference, we will notify them of the action of the Gen- 
eral Conference. 

In the Board of Administration meeting I asked the superintendents—all 
of them were present—to find out how many ministers are in their confer- 
ences who are eligible and are not in the plan. Only two superintendents out 
of the 28 gave any report. I do not know how many are out, but I know 
there are men here who want to fill out applications after the first of July, 
if we open the doors, and who will come in. Possibly 150 are out, and I 
aa they ought to come in. Under the change I propose it will read like 
this: 

“After July 1, 1946, ministers who were ordained before January 1, 1941, 
and who are not in the Plan, are no longer eligible to join.” 

That will give everybody one year from July 1, 1945, to July 1, 1946, a 
chance to get in the Plan. ‘ 


V.C. Adcock: I move the adoption of this proposed amendment. 


S.C. Enck: I second the motion to amend this item. 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: The ayes have it. The motion prevails. 


_ George A. Heiss: In Section 2, Item 2, where it says “Federal System” 
insert the word “Reserve” making it read “Federal Reserve System.” We 
have some bankers here, and they say that is the proper designation. Simply 
add one word in there to make it read “Federal Reserve System” instead of 
“Federal System.” I do so move, Mr. Chairman. 

The Chairman: Will the Conference by common consent agree to that 
amendment? 

The General Conference voiced its agreement to the proposed amendment. 


The Chairman: It is agreed that that word “Reserve” shall be put in. 


_ George A. Heiss: Now under paragraph 3, to clarify some legislation that 
is already in this plan: We propose to amend this so it will read: 

“The Ministerial Pension Committee shall elect a secretary, a bookkeeper, 
and any other help necessary from time to time,” and the balance of the 
paragraph to read as it now does. 


That is only to harmonize with some legislation that has already been 
passed—not simply a bookkeeper, but a secretary and a bookkeeper, and 
other help, because that will harmonize with legislation that we do have. 
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The Chairman: Will the General Conference by common consent agree 
to this amendment? 


The General Conference so agreed. 
The Chairman: Now, Mr. Geib, of Michigan. 


Fred P. Geib: I direct attention to the last phrase in paragraph 2 of 
Section 2. The language is: “And such other high grade securities as the 
Committee may deem advisable.” 

I move that those words be stricken out, so that investments will be 


limited to such securities as are acceptable to the banks of the Federal 
Reserve System. 


The Chairman: Is this motion to eliminate these words, seconded? 
D.S. Mills: I support the motion. 
The Chairman: It is supported, and is before the General Conference. 


George A. Heiss: The committee has given this, I think, very careful 
consideration. The matter of investments is a problem, and we have one of 
the finest investment committees, composed of Doctor Ness, Doctor Enck 
and Mr. Clark, and concerning every investment that is ever made, Mr 
Clark makes a careful research of all the assets and liabilities, and so forth. 

If you pass this, you will never be able to buy any high grade securities 
except this one type. There are some securities the committee might buy 
that would be just as safe and bring in a better yield than what you are 
going to limit them to. 

I am sure the committee would never go into speculation, but you will 
limit them to nothing but strictly high grade, AAA bonds if you pass that. 
This simply gives the committee a little leeway, so that if there is something 
good to be had, they may buy it. It must first be reported and submitted to 
the full committee for its approval and investigation before the purchase is 
made. I have nothing to do with investments. 

S. C. Enck: I think this should be voted down. You have today about 65 
per cent of “Triple A” bonds as rated by Moody and Fitch. We have very 
few outside of that. The committee is acting according to this, and our 
purpose in investments is safety first. Therefore, I hope this will be voted 
down. 


Fred P. Geib: This phrase really removes the limitation that is contained 
in the prior language, and in effect leaves to the discretion of the committee 
the bonds in which they will invest. Of course everybody knows that every 
bank and trust company today that has funds to invest, does not know 
where to invest them, because of the greater ownership of money. That is 
not always going to be true. But it seems to me that the limitations that the 
Congress has put upon the national banks are no greater embarrassment 
to them than the limitation of this language would be to our committee. 
And it seems to me the striking out of these words, to protect the committee 
in making their investments secure against temptations that might be 
offered by persons who might have so-called gilt-edged securities to sell, 
which, nevertheless, could not be disposed of to the banks. I feel that the 
funds of this Pension Plan are entitled to the same protection as the funds 
that we have in the savings banks of the country. 


- The Chairman: Are there any other remarks on the amendment? 

(The question was called for.) 

The Chairman: The motion is to amend this paragraph by eliminating the 
last expression following the comma after the word “America’—‘“and such 
other high grade securities as the Committee may deem advisable.” 

The motion on the amendment was put by the Chair and was declared lost. 

George A. Heiss: Mr. Chairman, does that carry with it the addition of 
this word “Reserve”? 

The Chairman: The amendment is lost. 

George A. Heiss: You have not passed on the addition of the word “Re- 
serve” so as to make it read “Federal Reserve System.” 

The Chairman: Yes, we agreed to that by common consent. 
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George A. Heiss: Now, unless you have some questions you want to ask, 
I am finished. I would like to say this, Brethren, that Bishop Batdorf was 
jhe chairman of the national committee that sat down day after day to 
revise this whole thing, and make it as safe and explicit as possible, and I 
am sure that committee has done a fine job, except in these few instances. I 
think we ought to pass it now, just as it is. 

The Chairman: If there are no further questions, the report now as a 
whole is before you as you have amended it. 

W. H. Hayes: There is just one thing on the top of page 31, where it says 
“an annuity of $400 or his pro rata share thereof.” I wish we were in position 
to eliminate that whole phrase “his pro rata share thereof.” If some assur- 
ance could be given to the men who are required to join and required to 
make these payments, some assurance they would get the amount the 
Church has promised, I think it would be fitting. I am not ready to make or 
propose an amendment, but on account of it being planned, I think that 
assurance ought to go out if it can be done. 

George A. Heiss: That is impossible—impossible to make that statement, 
to change it. 

The Chairman: It would be a very hazardous promise to make. You 
cannot foresee everything. If you promise you will do it and cannot do it, 
then you are embarrassed. We appreciate the earnest desire of Doctor 
Hayes. And many of the rest of you feel the same way, but the plan seems 
to be safe to go forward, at least at present, on the present basis. Now the 
report is before you and the motion on its adoption as a whole, as amended. 
All favoring will say aye; contrary, like sign. 

It is so ordered, and is adopted, and becomes official. 

(See pages 556-571) 

The No. 2 Group of tellers is ready. We will hear their report. 

K. K. Merryman: We are reporting the result of the ballot for the election 
of a Publishing Agent. 

(See page 600) 


The Chairman: There being no election, the board of Tellers No. 2 will 
distribute the ballots, and we will try it again. 

Homer Kline: May I speak to the matter of the forthcoming ballot? 

The Chairman: Will you give your attention to Brother Kline? 

Homer Kline: I would like to say to the members of this General Con- 
ference: First of all, that this is my first General Conference, either as a 
delegate or a visitor. Therefore, I am purely a neophyte. Secondly, that the 
fact that 36 delegates (I believe that was the number) have accorded me 
their support in this second ballot, is perhaps the finest compliment I have 
ever been paid. 

However, may I say to you frankly and sincerely, and without going into 
the complexities of my personal situation as a private citizen, that I have 
prior commitments which would make it absolutely impossible for me to 
accept this position, and this honor—the same obstacles that prevented any 
serious consideration on my part as to accepting the suggestion of some of 
my friends relative to the presidency of Otterbein College. I most sincerely 
and earnestly ask you not to use my name. 

The Chairman: Thank you, Brother Kline. 

E. N. Funkhouser: May I havea word? _ 

The Chairman: Will the Conference please be in order, and hear Mr. 
Funkhouser? 

E. N. Funkhouser: Homer Kline just stated he was a neophyte. I do not 
know what a neophyte is. (Laughter) But I do know one thing, Mr. Bishop, 
that I could not accept this position if elected. I make that statement be- 
cause I am one of the triplets, one of the three men receiving the next high- 
est number of votes. I received 29 votes. — 

The Chairman: You have heard the statements by these two distinguished 
aymen. 
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(The ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair declared the 
polls closed.) 


The Chairman: Now we will proceed with the report of the Committee on 
New Legislation. Doctor Hunt: I think we can complete the latter end of 
this report, as Doctor Hunt suggests. If you will pay attention now he will 
read. Will the Conference please be in order so that you may hear? 

V. G. Hunt: Page 233, Chapter XXVIII, Section 1, (Reads as follows) 

In the paragraph in italics, in line 5, following the word “congregation” 
add the following: “(If there are those present who are to be received by 
letter from other United Brethren churches, the minister at this time shall 
announce their names and they shall come forward and stand with the 
other applicants while the minister reads aloud their letters of transfer. 
aed as remain at the altar and participate in the remainder of the 
ritual.)” 

B.S. Arnold: I move the approval of this item. 

R. A. Moody: I second the motion. 


Roscoe F’. Wilson: I rise to ask whether the word “altar” is the proper word 
to use, or whether it should be “chancel.’ 


The Chairman: “Chancel” would be the proper word, I should think, 
Doctor Wilson. 


Roscoe F. Wilson: I would move to substitute that word, sir. 

J. D. Good: I support the motion to amend. 

The Chairman: The motion to amend is to substitute the word ‘“‘chancel” 
for “altar.” As many as favor this motion to amend will say aye; contrary, 
no. 

The motion prevails. 

The Chairman: Doctor Owen. 


J. W. Owen: I would like to ask whether the addition of this matter is 
meant to take the place of that that follows in the Discipline now. 

The Chairman: No, this is just an addition. 

V. G. Hunt: An insertion. 

E. E. Harris: It is only an observation, but it seems to me we are a little 
unwise in the wording here. We do not receive members from other United 
Brethren churches by letter. We receive them by transfer. Therefore, the 
word “letter” is certainly not appropriate in this connection. That is all 
right in connection with folks coming from other denominations, but when 
one joins the United Brethren Church, he does not, in fact, join the local 
church, he joins the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, and therefore 
all that is necessary is to transfer his name. So the word “letter” does not 
belong in this at all. 

Ray N. Sheffer: Later in the paragraph it says “letters of transfer.” I 
wonder if that is not the correct designation, after all. 

The Chairman: I think that is, probably. I do not know who suggested 
this, but that is probably what was intended—“by letter of transfer.” If the 
General Conference is agreed to insert that phrase “of transfer,” I think that 
will clarify it. 

The General Conference agreed by common consent to the addition of 
the words “of transfer” after the word “letter” in the third line of the 
paragraph. 

The Chairman: It is so ordered. The motion is on the adoption of this 
item as amended. 

The motion for the approval of the item, as amended, was put by the 
Chair, and prevailed. 

V. G. Hunt: Page 266, Item III. (Reads, as follows:) 

In line 6, delete the word “confidence” and substitute the word “fellow- 
ship.” The paragraph then will read: 
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“3. Certificate of Dismissal and Recommendation. 

“Thiss tovcertily that ys wee.e cet ees has been until this date 
a member in good standing of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ at 
7 Ue NAR eS Sarre 3 Fa eee ee and at his (or her) request is hereby dismissed 
from its fellowship, and is affectionately recommended to the fellowship 
Of sake ee a ee Se Given by a vote of the official board 
this fete Gay: Ofsted ie Sees MOG ic Pastor. 

“(Note—This form of certificate should be given to members in good 
standing who wish to unite with another denomination.)” 


V. G. Hunt: May I give a word of explanation? 


The Chairman: Yes, Doctor Hunt. 

V. G. Hunt: This changes the open letter to churches at large, and makes 
it definite, so that the transfer will be to a definite church, instead of an 
open letter to any and all churches. 

Ray N. Shaffer: I call attention to the word “affectionately” which is 
‘used here. Sometimes it is a little bit difficult to be honest and use it. I 
would like to move as an amendment the elimination of the word “affec- 
tionately.” 

The Chairman: Would it be satisfactory for Paul’s expression to be 
used “as much as lies in you”? The motion is to amend by eliminating the 
word “affectionately.” Is that supported? 

P. E. Wright: I support it. 

The Chairman: It appears in the Discipline as we have it here, and has 
been that way for a long time. 

J. W. Owen: It seems to me it sounds cold and legal when you leave that 
word out, and put no other word in. I would suggest the word “hereby”— 
any sort of word to modify it. 

The Chairman: “and is affectionately recommended to the fellowship.” I 
think it would be rather Christian to say “affectionately” even if you do not 
mean it quite fully. 

V. G. Hunt: If you cannot recommend them affectionately, you should 
not recommend them at all. 

The Chairman: The amendment is before you. Are you ready to vote it? 

The motion to amend was put by the Chair and failed to prevail. 

The Chairman: The amendment is lost. You are still affectionate. Are 
you ready to adopt it as amended? 

ane motion on the adoption of the item was put by the Chair, and pre- 
vailed. 

V. G. Hunt: Page 291. Chapter XXXII. (Reads, as follows) 

“Add paragraph 9 under the section entitled ‘To Annual Conference 
Rural Life Commissions.’ ” 

Paragraph 9, as recommended, should read as follows: 

“The conference superintendent shall be responsible for the annual 
reorganization of the Conference Rural Church Commission and shall report 
the same to the Board of Home Missions and Church Erection as soon after 
the annual conference as possible.” 

The Chairman: What is your pleasure concerning this? Will you adopt it? 

Upon motion by V. C. Adcock, supported by Paul B. Porter, the General 
Conference voted to adopt the item as read. 

V. G, Hunt: Page 291. Paragraph 9. (Reads) 

“Under the section entitled, ‘To Rural Churches’ delete the entire para- 
graph numbered 9.” 

I think the next goes along with it. 

The Chairman: Well, all right. 

V. G. Hunt: Page 292, Chapter XXXII. (Reads as follows) 

“Add a paragraph which would be No. 8, to read as follows: : 

“Make a job or opportunity survey of your parish and present to the youth 
of your church or churches the challenge and opportunity of earning a 
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livelihood, of finding a satisfaction in living, and of serving Christ and the 
church in the home community.” 

It looks like your No. 8 is to be No. 9, if you will allow the editors the 
privilege of changing that to whefe it ought to be. 


ig the Chairman: What is your pleasure? Will you adopt this recommenda- 
ion? 


V.E. Hilton: I move its adoption. 


A. D. Haley: I second the motion for the adoption. 
The motion for the adoption was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: That completes the latter end of the report. There is a 
small item remaining, I understand, which can be taken up this afternoon. 
It the report ready from the board of tellers? We will have that report now. 


K. K. Merryman: We submit another report of the tellers relative to 
ballot for election of Publishing Agent. 
(See page 600) 


The Chairman: If it is the pleasure of the General Conference, may I 
suggest that we hold the next ballot over until after we have eaten our 
lunch? After you have eaten, perhaps you will feel better and maybe you 
can “get your heads together and make a pavement.” 


U. P. Hovermale: May I say a word? 
The Chairman: Yes, sir. 


U. P. Hovermale: One time I got up to make a statement and told people 
not to vote for me, but they said I would not be elected anyway. I am 
getting uneasy. I appreciate this confidence, but I am in the situation Doctor 
Ness and these other men are. I could not accept. I could not fill the position 
if I were selected. So guide yourselves accordingly, please, when you vote 
next time. 


The Chairman: Members of the General Conference: We are honored by 
the presence of an honored guest, and a heroic warrior in the mortal fight 
of our nation and the world against alcohol and all of its organized and 
insidious avenues of destruction. I have great pleasure in presenting to the 
General Conference the man whom you all know and honor, the organizer of 
the Anti-Saloon League of America, and a consistent fighter in those ranks 
all these years, until he is reaching toward the century mark. I am sure 
you will be glad to hear him for just ten minutes at this time. Dr. Howard 
Hyde Russell. 

(The General Conference arose in greeting to Doctor Russell.) 


Dr. Howard Hyde Russell: Brother Bishops and Delegates to this great 
Conference in Westerville: I was requested to tell the officers of our League 
at Washington what my choice would be for a place for a convention last fall. 
I said, “Go to Kentucky. Go to Kentucky.” And I gave them the reasons. 

Kentucky has had for the past six years a state superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon League by the name of Hoshol. Mr. Hoshol asked a gentleman 
who had worked in Michigan to come down there and live. He came down 
—his name escapes me. Perhaps some Kentuckian can tell me who it was. 
Never mind. He was one of our best men, getting along into years when 
he had wisdom, and he advised, while Hoshol did the work. The plan was 
to get a law in the state, providing that all counties should be open for six 
years to the passage of a law to bar liquor. And one after another Hoshol 
pushed those counties up to 90 counties of the 120 in the state, with a 
majority against liquor. And it practically has had to go out of Kentucky. 

I said, “Go to Kentucky with the convention, and study what has been 
done there.” And all the state superintendents from Maine to California, 
and many of the district superintendents went to Kentucky for that con- 
vention. They had a really good time, and they left resolved as they went 
back to their different states to do more splendid work than had been done 
before throughout the country, and that result is now taking place through- 
out the United States of America. 

Mr. Hoshol has been a splendid example, and I commend him to the 
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Kentuckians here, and to Tennesseeans, who are close neighbors, to take 
these methods and put them into adequate operation. 

Now I am in a sense retired, but I cannot retire entirely from a life work. 
And I want to say here today that in the different positions which you have 
in the leadership of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ throughout 
the United States of America, whenever you seé a chance for Russell, the 
founder of the Anti-Saloon League, to come where you are and put in from 
three days to a month, if necessary, to bring up the work of the Anti-Saloon 
League in the county in which you live, I will do my best to come, and do 
my best while there to push the work forward, as I have been doing now 
since 1894, when I started the Anti-Saloon League of America. 

Now I do not know, Brother Moderator, that I have very much more to 
say. I am here to fight liquor as long as I have the breath of life, to do the 
ultimate best I can to put it out of the United States of America. 

I make you a prediction now, before I sit down, I predict that on or before 
1950—we had a setback a few years ago—I make the prediction that on or 
before 1950 we shall have a remarkable and definite and adequate comeback 
of the work of the Anti-Saloon League of America. (Applause) 

The Chairman: I am sure we appreciate the presence of this honored 
servant of Jesus and of God, and the fine emphasis he has given us, and 
encouragement in the fight. It has been my joy to know him for many 
years. For fifteen years I have had the honor to be the president of the 
Anti-Saloon League of Pennsylvania, the keystone state of the nation. And 
we have more dry territory in the state of Pennsylvania today than we have 
had in the history of the nation, outside of the Prohibition period, and we 
are fighting up. We have a governor who stands by us. He said, “I am with 
Me to the finish to knock liquor out.” And we are very happy in our fight 
there. 

Everywhere the Anti-Saloon League under the new name, the ,Anti- 
Liquor League, is going to carry this fight to the very gates of hell, until we 
shall hoist upon the shattered battalions and fortifications of evil the white 
flag of purity and sobriety. 

Now I am very grateful to Doctor Russell in helping us to see light. You 
have put me out of the bishopric, and the way opens into the moderatorship. 
I may be a Presbyterian yet. At least some folks have accused me of having 
the Calvinistic philosophy. I am not ashamed of it. The greatest theologian 
of the centuries has been John Calvin. 

Now we will have announcements, and then we will entertain a motion to 
adjourn. 

(Whereupon, various miscellaneous announcements were made.) 

L. M. Curts: I move, Mr. Bishop, that we do now adjourn. 


Paul R. Koontz: I second the motion. 

The motion to adjourn was put and prevailed. 

The Chairman: Doctor Owen will lead us in a brief prayer of thanksgiving 
for our noon-day meal, and offer the benediction on this service. 

(Thereupon, Dr. J. W. Owen prayed the benediction, and the General 
Conference stood adjourned until 2:00 o’clock P.M. of the same day.) 


FOURTH DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION 
Friday, May 18, 1945

The Chairman called the General Conference to order, and Ra : 
led the assembly in singing the hymn: “Jesus Keep Me Near nie — 

The Chairman: You will remain standing, please. We will be in the 
spirit of prayer_as Dr. B. H. Cain, superintendent of St. Joseph Conference 
leads us to the Throne. 

Rev. B. H. Cain offered prayer. 

Professor Spessard introduced Miss Helen Hoelsher to the General Con- 
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alepien and she delighted the assembly with the selection, “On Eagles’ 
ings.” 

The Chairman: Thank you very kindly for this wonderful rendition. We 
will pick up the carryover fromthe morning session and yesterday, together 
with those listed in the program this afternoon. There are seven elections 
to be conducted. I think there are about fifteen members of the conferences 
absent, those that are on the committee to station the bishops, but I believe 
Wwe ought to proceed with the elections again. Unless there are objections 
registered now, the Chairman will ask the chairman of the No. 2 Group of 
tellers to come forward and distribute the ballots for the election of a 
Publishing Agent. 

W. J. Goldsmith: In view of the fact that the balloting was rather 
promiscuous this morning, I wonder if it would be in order at this time to 
suggest a reconsideration of a motion made by one of the members of the 
General Conference this morning, namely, a reconsideration of the motion 
to allow the trustees of the Publishing House to select a group of names 
of individuals who would be eligible, and who would accept if elected. 

(Cries of no, no, no.) 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Mr. Chairman. 

The Chairman: Bishop Batdorf. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I think in view of the fact that a number of the 
members of the General Conference are in committees, it would be en- 
tirely appropriate if we would extend to them the privilege of voting in 
this election, and I so move. 

The Chairman: That the ballots be taken to them? 


Bishop G. D. Baidorf: That the ballots be distributed to members of the 
General Conference who are in committee sessions. 

Maurice Nichols: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: I see the members of the committee are arriving. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I suggest they be given ballots. 

The Chairman: For the sake of those who just came in, ballots are now 
being distributed for the election of the Publishing Agent. 

A Member: There is still a committee out. I do not know the name of 
the committee, but the members are not here. I think they should ballot. 

The Chairman: Is the General Conference agreed that this courtesy should 
be extended? If so, say “Agreed.” 

The General Conference so agreed. 

The Chairman: The tellers will be authorized, after the ballots are dis- 
tributed here, to extend that courtesy. 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair declared 
the polls closed.) 

The Chairman: Doctor Koontz has a telegram. 

Paul R. Kooniz: Mr. Bishop, the telegram reads. (Reads) 

(See page 626) 

Paul R. Koontz: Titus 3:15 reads as follows as per request in telegram: 

“All that are with me salute thee. Salute them that love us in faith. 
Grace be with you all.” 

I. E. Runk: I would like to ask you to ignore that, because we have an 
asylum at Kalamazoo. 

The Chairman: Do you come from Kalamazoo? (Laughter.) 

J. F. Hatton: I hesitate to differ with my esteemed fellow delegate here, 
but if I understand that, that comes from the Evangelical Conference in 
session at Detroit. 

The Chairman: You had better rescind that statement pretty quickly. 

J. F. Hatton: He is secretary of the Evangelical Church. 

Paul R. Kooniz: It is signed by F. W. Kirn, Secretary, 775 Waterman 
Avenue, Detroit. (Laughter.) 
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The Chairman: Is it the pleasure of the General Conference to make 
reply to this telegram? You can be thinking about it, and do so at any 
moment. I see that the committee and the chairman of the committee for 
the Stationing of Bishops have entered the room. 

Doctor Young, have you a report? 


D. E. Young: Mr. Chairman, the committee is ready to report. 
The Chairman: You can come forward, please,.and we will hear it. 


D. E. Young: May I say, brethren, that the committee met at the hour 
appointed in room 23 of the Administration Building, and are ready to 
make its report. It will be written. It is now in the process of being writ- 
ten, so I will give it to you orally, and then it will be filed with the secretary. 

The committee appointed, may I say, had a very pleasant and delightful 
fellowship. (Laughter.) The spirit that prevailed in that meeting (and I 
am in all seriousness now) was beautiful, truly Christian and United Breth- 
ren, as we were delighted to find it. : 

May I say this, that finally the vote for our report was unanimous. There 
was not a dissenting vote. And now the report. sete 

The Committee appointed by the General Conference to station our 
bishops begs leave to make report. 

(See page 607) 

The Chairman: This report is before the General Conference. What is 

your pleasure? 


C. C. Rose: I move the adoption of the report. 
E. C. Brandenburg: I second the motion. 


Paul E. Holdcraft: Does that carry with it making Bishop G. D. Batdorf, 
Bishop Emeritus, or is that taken care of in a separate resolution? 


The Chairman: All who favor the adoption of this report will give your 
consent by saying aye; those opposed, like sign. 
The motion prevails and the report is unanimously adopted. 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Mr. Chairman, I want to express my very great 
appreciation of and gratitude to this committee. I should be very happy 
to have them name the district that I am to serve. (Laughter.) 


D. E. Young: The committee finds itself without a district to which to 
appoint him. 


William T. Barker: The world is his field. 


The Chairman: I am sure he is big enough to occupy that. There is one 
report listed in this ‘Blue Book” which has not yet received the attention 
of this body. The name of the reporter is not listed in the agenda. The 
Chair would-call your attention to the fact that we have a report of the 
Historical Society. 

Now Dr. Walter E. Roush has been chosen or named, not by the General 
Conference, but this Society as a creature of the General Conference. And 
therefore, this report ought to be submitted, unless you rule to the con- 
trary. The Chair would like to call the Curator, Dr. Walter E. Roush, to 
present this report in a very brief fashion, and then we will make it part 
of our proceedings. Will Doctor Roush please come and submit this re- 
port? It is on page 184 of your “Blue Book.” 


Walter E. Roush: I will not take time to read it, but merely take a 
moment to call it to your attention, and to remind you that this is a de- 
partment of the Church, a creature of the General Conference. It is a 
department of the Church that receives very little attention, and com- 
paratively little thought, apparently, out over the Church. I submit it to 
you, and beg you to consider at least the latter paragraphs, in which we 
plead for your co-operation in getting a historical mind into the Church, so 
that persons having articles or documents of historical value will consider 
placing them in the possession of the Historical Society, the one organiza- 
tion rome for by the Church as a repository for such articles and docu- 
ments. 
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We shall appreciate your co-operation. I shall let you read the report if 
you will do so. Thank you. (Applause.) 
(See pages 550, 551) 
The Chairman: Doctor Roush has the distinction, I think, of making the 
shortest report of the General Conference. Are you ready to adopt this 
report and make it part of the record? 


W. M. Sparks: I move the adoption of this report. 
W. C. May: I second the motion. 


The motion for the adoption of the report was put by the Chair, and 
unanimously prevailed. 


The Chairman: The report is adopted. I presume a curator is one that 
takes care of a creature, is that right? (Laughter) I see the group of tellers 
have returned. Are they ready to make a report? 


_K. K. Merryman: We submit report of the tellers on election of a Pub- 
lishing Agent. 
(See page 601) 
The Chairman: The Chair declares that there is no election. The tellers 
will distribute the ballots. 


F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman. 


The Chairman: Doctor Plummer. Just a moment. The Tellers will 
hold, please, until Doctor Plummer speaks. 


F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman and Members of the Conference: I do 
not know whether you have noticed it or not, but several times when I have 
come up here to give my reports as chairman of the Committee on Nomina- 
tions, I have held to this chair. And there is a reason for it. I am holding 
to the chair now, and there is a reason for it. I came to this General Confer- 
ence physically not well, but better. Two weeks ago on Tuesday morning at 
twenty minutes to four o’clock my telephone bell rang, and my brother said 
that a message had come to the hospital that if we wanted to see our mother 
alive, we had better come. And I told him that I could not come, I was sick 
all night. But a little later, I managed to get up out of bed, and went out to 
the hospital. I was there about an hour, but could not stay with my brother 
and sister, even though I knew that my mother was dying. She died later 
that night, and was buried two weeks ago this afternoon, at this very hour. 
And I was in bed, unable to attend her funeral. 


I had a case of laryngitis and some grippe with it. That left me in a 
very weakened condition. It was a question as to whether or not I would be 
able to come to the General Conference. My condition has steadily improved 
since I came, until today. It is worse now. (Laughter) So that I am a little 
bit wobbly on my feet. 


‘I am in my fortieth year as a pastor. I am in my twenty-fourth year as 
pastor of St. Paul’s Church, the pastorate in my home town, the home town 
in which I was born. I was born just outside of town and raised in that 
vicinity. I have had a very pleasant pastorate. I have had, as some of you 
know; opportunities for service outside of my own pastorate, service on 
various boards, which I have greatly appreciated. 


I appreciate the confidence that many of you evidently have in me and in 
my ability, as evidenced by this last vote. But I do not feel that I am 
qualified for this position, and I must say frankly, it is a million and three- 
quarters dollar businsss. I have had some little business experience—not 
very much. My life has been devoted to the ministry. And I come to re- 
spectfully request that you do not vote for me on the next ballot. I do not 
feel that I ought to assume the duties of this very responsible position. 

I have not had time to think the matter through—I have not had time to 
pray it through, I confess, because on the first ballot that was taken the 
votes that I received were so few I did not even write them down. I do not 
know how many there were. So that I confess that I am somewhat confused. 
But I would much rather—I would feel infinitely better if you do not vote 
for me on the next ballot. 
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The Chairman: You have heard the statement of Doctor Plummer. The 
tellers will come forward, please, and distribute the ballots. 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair declared the 
polls closed.) 

The Chairman: The Chair notes that the next report listed is that of the 
Committee on Nominations, to be continued. Doctor Plummer, have you a 
further report? 

F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, this is our sixth report. 

(See page 598) 

F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption of this report, and 
that the ballots be ordered printed. 

L. L. Baughman: I second the motion. 

E. C. Weaver: I second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and carried. 

F. Berry Plummer: Your Committee on Nominations presents its seventh 


report.

F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, I move that this report be adopted, and 
that the ballots be ordered printed. 
E. E. Miller: I second the motion.

F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption of this report, and 
that the ballots be ordered printed. 

G. W. Lilly: I second the motion. 

The motion for the adoption of the report of the Committee on Nomina- 
tions was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

The Chairman: Brother Merryman, you may come forward, if you have a 
report from-the tellers. 


K. K. Merryman: I have a report of the tellers on election of Publishing 


Agent. 
(See page 601) 
The Chairman: Having received the required number of the ballots cast, 
the Chair declares Mr. L. L. Huffman duly elected as the Publishing Agent. 


A Member: Let’s see him. 

(Cries for speech, speech.) 

L. L. Huffman: Brother Bishop, first from here, then if you will permit me, 
I will perhaps step up there. But first, before I come up there, I would like 
to make my peace with the bishops. It seems that perhaps I was kind of 
out of order the other day when I— (Laughter) 


The Chairman: Come on, Brother Huffman. 
(Mr. L. L. Huffman came to the platform, and was greeted with a warm 
handshake by all of the bishops.) 


L. L. Huffman: When I raised a point of order the other day I may have 
been out of order. And that is the first thing I wanted to do—was to purge 
myself of any contempt. (Laughter) 

I just want to say this: First of all, I realize that I was not the one you 
felt should have this position, and certainly L. L. Huffman was not the one 
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that I felt should have it, and I do not think so yet, and I do not think just 
oe I spoke out of turn the other day, you should hardly have done this 
Oo me. 

Seriously now, I realize two'things: First of all, my great incompetence 
for this high position. And secondly, I think I realize some of the grave re- 
sponsibilities you have placed upon me. 

I was sorely tempted, and I am yet, to do what these other brethren have 
‘done. But it is a faithful saying that fools rush in where angels fear to 
tread. There is only one way that I think L. L. Huffman can in any way 
carry on—not fill the position occupied by my predecessor, or the one who 
now holds that position, or others who have held it in former years—but 
jist merely carry on if I have your prayers and God’s guidance, and I crave 

at. 

I still do not know what this means to me. I do not know what it means to 
me to go home, yet. My wife is here. I do not mean from that standpoint 
at all. (Laughter) I only know this, that if future sessions of this General 
Conference are as shocking as this has been, I think a good many of us 
ought to have our hearts examined before we come here. 

But will you pray for me, and shall we bow our heads just now? 

“O, Heavenly Father, we love our Church. We love thy kingdom, and the 
part that our Church has in the extension and the building of the kingdom of 
Jesus Christ here in the world. We feel so inadequate today. Will you help 
us, strengthen us, will you guide us as we continue to do the business of thy 
Church and thy kingdom? In Jesus name we pray. Amen.” 


The Chairman: Brother Huffman, on behalf of this Conference and your 
friends, you have revealed in these expressions what I think is the best 
requirement, first of all, humility and trust in God. We believe that God 
has endowed you with the other qualifications. 

L. L. Huffman: Thank you, Bishop. 

(The Conference arose in appreciation of Brother Huffman. 

Bishop J. B. Showers: Mr. Chairman. 

The Chairman: Doctor showers. 

Bishop J. B. Showers: I was unduly detained. 

The Chairman: Bishop Showers. 

Bishop J. B. Showers: I beg your pardon. 

The Chairman: Bishop Showers. 

Bishop J. B. Showers: Just J. B. yet. I am sorry I was not here to escort 
this young man to the platform. But I want to say that he has in many ways 
the largest and most responsible position in the Church. I say that after years 
of being in it. And I want to say to him that honestly and truly, the larder 
is not absolutely bare. There is still something in the cupboard. I called the 
cashier this morning, and he told me there was just a little bit of a nest egg 
in the Otterbein Press of about $75,000, and about $20,000 in the Office 
Building treasury. 

The Chairman: Where? 

Bishop J. B. Showers: That ought to give you a start. And there is not 
any question but what he will make good in the first place. And in the 
second place, the only thing is, you must live up to that charter. Now when 
the plan of reorganization was made, it was moved just a little bit away 
from that charter. I told the committee when it was done that it was 
dangerous. And we came up to that point where the Government did ask the 
question whether we were living up to the charter or not, and I insisted upon 
living up to that charter. : 3 KH 

That charter requires that a certain percentage of the profits of the institu- 
tion shall be set aside for the retired ministers of the Church. And when the 
Church does not live up to the charter it has, we cannot blame anybody for 
taking it away from us. Now we must live up to that charter. So long as 
you do it, all right. ; } 

God bless you sir, and anything I can do I will. Lawyer and preacher 
together, it is going to be done. 
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L. L. Huffman: Thank you. 
Bishop J. B. Showers: God bless you. 


The Chairman: We will proceed with the next election, which is for the 
Publishing House Trustees. Before we present the ballots, the secretary has 
a statement to make. ; 


Paul R. Koontz: Mr. Bishop, I would like to ask the Nominating Com- 
mittee if they would like to substitute another name on this ballot, for the 
name of Mr. Huffman, who was just elected Publishing Agent. 


F. Berry Plummer: I think probably that should be done. We contem- 
plated that in the event of the election of Doctor Ness. We knew that he 
was being considered. There is a requirement that there be twice the 
number of nominees, and evidently Mr. Huffman cannot be the Publishing 
Agent and a director at the same time. 


The Chairman: If you will allow the Chair to make a suggestion, we will 
proceed with the ballot for the election of the Editor of the Religious Tele- 
scope. Then while the tellers are making the count, your committee may 
retire and bring in another name. 


F, Berry Plummer: Our committee will meet back in this lounge. 
The Chairman: After this ballot, please. 
F. Berry Plummer. After this ballot. 


The Chairman: Will No. 3 Group of tellers come forward and distribute 
the ballots for the election of the Editor of the Religious Telescope? 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected, the chair declared the 
ballot closed.) 


The Chairman: The Committee on Nominations may retire. 


The Chairman: Doctor Showers has asked the privilege of making another 
statement. 


Bishop J. B. Showers: Mr. Bishop, and Members of the Conference; While 
we are still on the matter of the Publishing House, a number of questions 
have been asked me in regard to the closing up of the mortgage on the U. B. 
Building, and so on. Now I read to you here from the paper given me by the 
bank, which is the trustee of the entire bond issue. 

Now what we had to do was this: In the final windup I placed in the bank 
an amount of money covering the principal of all outstanding bonds. Now 
those outstanding bonds are in two classifications, the registered bonds and 
the unregistered and unknown bonds. That is the ownership. There is 
only one registered bond that was not sent in for redemption. 

Is the new Publishing Agent here? I am sorry he is not here. Well, I will 
tell him afterwards, if that is necessary. There is only one bond outstanding, 
and that is a thousand dollar bond. That thousand dollar bond is owned by 
a brother of an individual sitting in this audience today, and that brother 
is a Chaplain in the United States Army. The word has been received by the 
family for the sending in of that bond. We have sent out registered calls, 
and we have on hand a letter indicating that the letter had been received. 
Now there is a thousand dollars put up for the covering of that bond. 

Now there are $3400 in bonds, just one $500 bond that was formerly owned 
by Mr. Kitzmiller. Now I do not know who the owner of that bond is, and 
we have tried in all sorts of ways to find out. And the superintendent of 
the Quincy Home is doing his best now to hunt that up for us. The rest of 
them are $100 bonds—twenty-nine $100 bonds, and we do not know who the 
owners of these bonds are. So we have placed in the bank the amount of 
$3400 covering those outstanding bonds. 

We have paid two years’ interest on the bonds, and we have placed in the 
bank $136.00, being two years’ interest on those outstanding bonds, the 
ownership of which we do not know. So that I placed in the bank the sum 
of $4536.00. And upon the deposit of that sum the trustee gave us this, re- 
leasing the mortgage, which will be placed on record as soon as I return to 
Dayton. (Exhibiting release.) 

Now is that clear? Is there anyone who has any question? I do not want 
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there to be a bit of misunderstanding. If you have a question about the 
bonds, will you raise it now, anyone? Some have come to me, and I want to 
clear it up. 

All right, then, about the notes: All the outstanding notes have been 
called in. There is one or two, the ownership of which we are not certain, or 
they have said they lost them, and we are trying to adjust that matter, and 
will do it. There is one note in California. I suggest you get it, Bishop 
Warner. That note is for $4,000.00, and that note is owned by a preacher. 


The Chairman: I know him. 


Bishop J. B. Showers: He says he knows him. Why in the world he does 
not send it in, I don’t know. If I had that note for $4,000.00, I would hold my 
breath. I have sent him letters under three-cent stamps, I have sent regis- 
tered communications, and still it has not come in. The money is there to 
pay it as soon as that note reaches us. And there are a couple of other notes 
for smaller amounts. And I have a check for the West African Conference 
of $1,096.00—I think it is for their note—as soon as it is placed in my hands. 
Now that is about the notes. 

Absolutely everything is covered. Now if you have any questions, I wish 
you would raise them now. Will you? 

U. P. Hovermale: We would be interested to know how much the amount 
of that mortgage was. 


Bishop J. B. Showers: You mean the original mortgage? 
U. P. Hovermale: Yes. 


Bishop J. B. Showers: $900,060. Is that the reason you did not want to be 
Publishing Agent? And the amount of the notes was over $400,000. If there 
are any other questions, please raise them now. Do not say, “Well, now, I 
wondered about this.”’ Let us have it now. 

C. A. Lynch: I rise to a point of question and personal privilege. 

The Chairman: Ask it. 


C. A. Lynch: I am almost a nervous wreck. A number of months ago, 
Lebanon Valley College procured the services of Bishop Showers to preach 
the baccalaureate sermon this coming Sunday in the City of Harrisburg. A 
large pentecostal evening has been arranged for next Sunday. He has had 
laryngitis. I have been very much worried about him. 


Bishop J. B. Showers: I rise to a point of order. He made no arrangements 
with “Bishop Showers.” He did not. 

C. A. Lynch: Mr. Chairman, inasmuch as I have a personal interest, in 
fact, an invested interest in the voice of Bishop Showers, I should like to 
request the Board of Bishops to silence him for the rest of this week. 

The Chairman: Doctor Lynch, how large a committee do you think it 
would require to do that? (Laughter) 

F. Berry Plummer: We are ready to offer a nomination, in place of the 
name of L. L. Huffman. Mr. Fred P. Geib of Michigan. I move that this 
amended report be adopted. 

E. N. Funkhouser: I second the motion. 

The motion for the substitution of the name of Fred P. Geib for that of 
L. L. Huffman as one of the nominees for the Board of Trustees of the 
Otterbein Press, was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

(See page 601) 

The Chairman: Is it necessary now to re-adopt the report? 

(The General Conference indicated in the negative.) 

F. Berry Plummer: We have printed these. Do you wish to use these? 


The Chairman: Just a moment, Doctor Plummer. Let us hear the report 
of the tellers on the election of the Editor of the Religious Telescope. 


F. Berry Plummer: I was wondering whether you want us to have other 
ballots printed. You could have these ballots distributed and have the 
name of Mr. Huffman stricken out, and then have everybody write in the 
name of Fred P. Geib. But if they wish to vote for Mr. Geib, they will have 
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to put an X in front of his name. (Reads list of nominations) This is an 
easy way, and would save some time. 


The Chairman: Are we agreed to that procedure? If so say “Agreed.” 

(The General Conference voiced its agreement.) 

The Chairman: That will be your order. I see the tellers have not returned. 

Vv. E. Hilton: If the telegram which we received has been straightened 
out, and does not come from the “asylum,” I think we ought to answer our 
Evangelical Brethren. I would so move. 

The Chairman: And instruct the secretary to send a suitable reply? 

V. E. Hilton: Yes, sir. 

C. W. Hiser: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: It is moved and seconded that we instruct our secretary 
to make appropriate reply to this telegram from our Evangelical Brethren. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. , 

And, later, the Recording Secretary sent a telegram in response to the 
message from the Evangelical Brethren.

The Chairman: The Chair is informed that the tellers have a report on the 

ballot for the election of an Editor of the Religious Telescope. 


Lloyd C. Nichols: I present the report of the tellers on election for Tele- 


scope editor. 
(See page 601) 


The Chairman: Having received the required number of ballots for 
election, I declare Dr. W. E. Snyder elected as the Editor of the Religious 
Telescope. Thank you. 

We shall next conduct the election of the Publishing House Trustees. Are 
the ballots in hand? Committee No. 1 of the tellers will please come forward 
and distribute the ballots. Instead of the name of L. L. Huffman, you will 
write in the name of Fred P. Geib. If you wish to vote for him, you must 
place an X in front of his name, as well. 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected for the election of the 
trustees of the Otterbein Press, the Chair declared the polls closed.) 


The Chairman: The committee will please be seated, and hold the ballots, 
and we will cast another ballot for the Editor of the Watchword, and then 
the two committees of tellers may count the ballots simultaneously, and 
Saye a little time. Will you place all ballots in the hands of the Chairman, 
please? 

Now will the members of this group of tellers please take their places 
within the bar of the Conference, and will the group of Tellers No. 2 please 
come forward and pass ballots for the election of an editor of the Watchword? 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected for the election of the 
Editor of the Watchword, the Chair declared the polls closed.) 

The General Conference thereupon was favored with special music num- 
bers by the Seminary Chorus, under the direction of Mrs. D. H. Gilliatt. The 
chorus sang, “Built on a Rock” and ‘Beautiful Savior.” } 


The Chairman: Let us be in an attitude of worship, and led by the chorus, 
sing “Rise Up, O Men of God.” 

(The assembly sang the hymn: “Rise Up, O Men of God,” led by the 
Seminary Chorus.) 

The Chairman: The Chair wants to take the personal privilege of intro- 
ducing one of the fathers of the Church. For all the years of my connection 
while I was active in the East Ohio Conference, he was a true and faithful 
pastor, Rev. J. F. Davidson. He does not look it, and he would not be 
ashamed to acknowledge it, but he is past the ninetieth milestone. I want to 
take his hand and present him to this General Conference. 

(The General Conference greeted Rev. J. F. Davidson with a round of 
applause.) 

The Chairman: Now before we continue our elections, we must have the 
other reports, and I think this Conference would like to hear a word from 
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the young man who has occupied the chair as Editor-in-Chief of our 
Sunday-school Literature, and distinguished himself in the field of young 
people’s work, and then in this field of religious journalism, in fact, in 
every field he has occupied. And we predict a great leadership as president 
of Otterbein College. I am going to ask him to please give us any personal 
word he may want to say today as he relinquishes this office. (Applause) 


_Dr. J. Gordon Howard: Mr. Bishop, and Delegates and Friends: I apppre- 
ciate this privilege before the election occurs for the Editor of Sunday-school 
Literature to just say a word. 

hen the great late Dr. J. A. Lyter passed to his crowning in the year 
1940, the Board of Trustees of the Otterbein Press elected me to fill his 
unexpired term, as Associate Editor of Sunday-school Literature. At that 
time, as you know, I was Director of Young People’s Work in the Board of 
Christian Education. And then in 1941, when Doctor Owen was unexpectedly 
given the relation of Editor Emeritus, I was elected by you and others in 
that General Conference as the editor. 

These have been rich years. Five years in the history of the Church is 
only a moment of time, and yet in one’s own life it is a considerable segment, 
particularly when it is filled with experiences that are delightful and en- 
nobling and inspiring. 

There are many people I ought to thank. I would like to thank Doctor 
Showers, who has been a good friend in so many ways. I would like to 
thank the other editors, who have been wonderful colleagues. I would like 
to thank Mr. John Lyter, who heads the department of circulation. I would 
like to thank the many contributors, the people who have done the writing 
for the Sunday-school literature. Well, I could go on indefinitely, but my 
heart is full of gratitude for all who have helped to do so much to make these 
years such pleasant ones. I ought to reserve my warm vote of thanks to my 
colleague, Dr. O. O. Arnold, who has been with me in this office the last 
four years. 

These have been years of spiritual inspiration in a real way, intellectual 
stimulation and fine social friendships. Now I go on to another post of duty, 
and you will understand, of course, that I am not available for the position of 
editor. I am not removing myself in any sense, I feel, from the Church or 
the life of the Church. I will still give my best efforts to the Church in 
which I was born and have been reared and to which I wish to give my life. 
Thank you. (Applause) 

The Chairman: Are there any reports from tellers on elections? 


K. K. Merryman: Report of the Tellers on the election of Editor of the 


Watchword. 
(See page 601) 

The Chairman: Having received the required number of ballots cast for 
election, the Chair declares Dr. E. E. Harris elected Editor of the Watchword. 
The other count will take longer, so we will ask the General Conference to 
turn to the next item, which is New Legislation. Will Doctor Hunt please 
come forward? 

V. G. Hunt: Commencing at the beginning of Report No. 2, Items of New 
Legislation, page 15. Page 26, Section IV, Item 6. (Reads) | ; 

In lines 1 and 2, delete the words “moves from a charge without a certifi- 
cate of transfer or dismissal, and.” The paragraph will then read: 

“Whenever a member fails either to support or to report himself to the 
local church, or to the pastor thereof, at least once during each conference 
year, he shall be marked, ‘Removed from membership without certificate’ at 
the end of three years;” and so forth. 


The Chairman: Doctor Hunt, you missed the very first item here. 


V. G. Hunt: Thank you. 
The Chairman: Doctor Hunt asks us to consider the one read. What is 


ur pleasure? igi 
he ee motion of Lloyd C. Nichols, supported by E. B. Learish, the recom- 


mendation as read was adopted by the General Conference, upon vote. 
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V. G. Hunt: Now back to the first item there. I was thinking that was 
part of the heading. (Reads) 

“Page 26, Section IV, Item 4. : , , 

“Delete the entire paragraph. Then items 5, 6, 7, and 8 will become items 
4,5, 6 and 7 respectively.” : 

The Chairman: The recommendation is before you. What is your pleasure? 

Upon motion of L. A. Rider, seconded by E. C. Brandenburg, the General 
Conference voted the adoption of the recommendation, as read. 


V. G. Hunt: (Reads as follows) 

“Page 34, Section IV. Delete item 3 at the bottom of page 34 and top of 
page 35 in order to harmonize with item 6 on page 26, noted above.’ 

The Chairman: Can we adopt this by common consent? If so, say agreed. 

The General Conference so agreed. 

V. G. Hunt: (Reads as follows) 

“Page 41, Section VI, Item 15 (second paragraph). } 

“In line 6, after the word ‘conference,’ add the following sentence: “The 
conference superintendent shall be the chairman of the conference council of 
administration.’ The paragraph then will read: ; HOt , 

“ach annual conference shall elect or appoint a council of administration; 
the bishop of the district and the conference superintendent or superin- 
tendents shall be members ex officio; three lay members of the council 
shall become members ex officio of the ensuing annual conference. The 
conference superintendent shall be the chairman of the conference council 
of administration. The council shall meet quarterly or as the work of the 
conference may require,...’” 

G. E. MacCanon: Mr. Bishop— 

The Chairman:: Let us have a motion, since you are going to discuss it. 

V. C. Adcock: I move the adoption of the resolution, as read. 

B.S. Arnold: I second the motion. 


G. E. MacCanon: Suppose a conference has more than one superintendent, 
who is to be chairman? 


The Chairman: I think they will have to fight it out among themselves. 

Raymond L. Coriner: I rise to ask a question: Is there such a conference 
in the denomination? I know of not one. 

(The question was called for.) 


The Chairman: The question is called for. The Chair places the motion. 
All who favor the recommendation will vote by saying aye; opposed, no. 
It is adopted. 


V. G. Hunt: (Reads, as follows) 

“Page 46, Section VII, Item 14. 

& Os ania the entire paragraph and substitute the following paragraphs as 
item 14: 

“The arrangement for the time and place of the General Conference, if 
not determined at its session, shall be referred to the Board of Administra- 
tion for final action. 

“The arrangement for the entertainment of the General Conference shall 
be left to the Publishing Agent and the board of trustees of the Printing 
Establishment.” 

The Chairman: What was the previous provision? 

V. G. Hunt: The previous arrangement. was that the Publishing Board 
had the responsibility of both of these. 

(Cries in the negative.) 

The Chairman: Is there a motion to approve this item, to have it before 
us? We must vote on it. 

Lloyd C. Nichols: I move the adoption. 

E. E. Miller: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: It is regularly moved and seconded to approve this item. 
cas item is properly before the General Conference. Do you wish to discuss 


. 


Z 
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Colonel H. E. Myers: As a matter of information relative to this section: 
Originally this responsibility was entirely vested in the Publishing Agent 
and the Board of Trustees. Later on the General Conference added to that 
the Publishing Agent, the Board of Trustees, and the Board of Bishops. 
Now that is what has obtained up to this present moment. The Publishing 
Agent, the Board of Trustees and the Board of Bishops, being there together 
in Dayton, determined upon the selection of this spot we are in now. That 
is the present condition. 

(The question was called for.) 

The motion to adopt the recommendation was put by the Chair, and 
prevailed. 


V. G. Hunt: (Reads, as follows) 

Page 48, Section VII, Item 21 (second paragraph). 

Delete the paragraph and substitute the following: 

“Provisions shall be made by the general boards and institutions whereby 
a retiring general official, who has served them ten or more years, shall 
receive a retirement allowance equal to one-fourth of his regular salary at 
the time of his retirement. This retirement allowance shall include the 
amount he receives from the Church Service Annuity Fund of the Ministerial 
Pension Plan of which, if he be eligible, he must be a member. In case a re- 
tiring general official has served for a period of less than ten years, his re- 
tirement allowance shall be determined proportionately on the above ratio. 
The widow of a general official shall receive an allowance equal to one-half 
the retirement allowance received by her husband, or to which he would be 
entitled, at the time of his death.” 


The Chairman: Do you undersiand the difference? Is there a motion to 
approve this item? j 


E. C. Brandenburg: I move the approval of this item. 
D. C. Kennedy: I second the motion for the approval. 


The Chairman: It is regularly moved and seconded that we approve this 
item. It is before the body. 


Dr. J. W. Owen: Mr. Chairman, by the indulgence of the General Confer- 
ence, I should like to make a statement bearing upon this item. The 
committee has improved the grammar, but otherwise it is just as objection- 
able as it was four years ago. 

Four years ago the General Conference undertook to mix things which 
can no more be mixed than oil and water. One of those things is the pension 
received by a retiring minister from the Ministerial Pension and Annuity 
Plan upon his retirement, by action of the annual conference, the amount of 
that pension to be determined according to the number of years of ordained 
service which he has rendered to the Church. 

The committee met subsequent to the sitting of the General Conference, 
studied my particular case, and set apart a certain amount which I was to 
receive from that fund. I regard that as a sacred fund, and am inclined to 
resent anything that would interfere with it. 

The second thing which they tried to mix with this is a retirement allow- 
ance granted to a general officer in recognition of special service which that 
officer has rendered to some institution or department of the Church. 

According to the wording of this item, the institution or department. to 
which such service has been rendered, is made responsible for taking the 
initiative and seeing that a certain retirement income is provided. 

Shortly after the adjournment of the last General Conference, Doctor 
Showers called me into his office for an interview, and announced that he 
had decided to pay the whole of that one-fourth salary which had been set 
apart as a retirement allowance. ; 

Brethren, he was right. That retirement allowance ought to be paid by 
the institution or the department which has benefited by that special service. 


Now I honestly tried during the quadrennium to reconcile these two 
opposing interests, and three separate times, at intervals of three months, I 
presented the check received from the Ministerial Pension Fund to the 
Publishing House, to reimburse the House for that portion of the retirement 
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allowance to which I was entitled and which had been paid by the Publish- 
ing House. Three separate times the check was refused. I finally gave up the 
struggle and decide to accept all the checks that came to me, (Laughter) 
and wait until the sessions of this General Conference to make whatever 
adjustment the Conference decides upon in the matter. 

But the thing I want to say above everything else is to strongly urge that 
all reference to the Ministerial Pension and Annuity Plan be eliminated 
from this item, and let the retirement allowance stand on its own feet. 


The Chairman: The item is before you as presented herein. Is there any 
amendment or substitution to be made? 
(The question on the adoption was called for.) 


The Chairman: The question is called for. 


Roscoe F. Wilson: I ask for information, does this item cover those 
secondary officials or assistants, for example, Doctor Deever has, I think, 
three in his command, and perhaps they might retire some time. 


The Chairman: This covers only officials elected by this General Confer- 
ence. 


Roscoe F. Wilson: Thank you, sir. 


The Chairman: Any other official of a department is taken care of by the 
board, if so desired. 

The motion for the adoption of the above item was put by the Chair, and 
prevailed. 


The Chairman: Is the group of tellers ready to report on the election of 
trustees? If not, you may proceed, Doctor Hunt. 


P. B. Gibble: I am very sorry, but there is another item in that section 
you have just passed which I think we all have not considered properly. I 
can refer to it and if you care to recommend it— 


The Chairman: You may state it. 


P. B. Gibble: In Line 4, “a retirement allowance equal to one-fourth of 
his regular salary at the time of his retirement.” I certainly believe that it 
should be the amount currently paid. The salary fluctuates. The salary may 
be $3,000 when he retired, or $2,000. The same conference at which he 
retires, may advance the salary, but he will receive the former compensation. 


The Chairman: Do you wish to open the matter? 


P. B. Gibble: It seems to me if the value of the service increases, the 
matter of the monetary value, the value of money itself, goes up or down in 
the course of years, it means something to an active individual. It means the 
same thing to a retired individual. 


The Chairman: Do you wish to open the question? You have the privilege. 
P. B. Gibble: I move reconsideration of the item. 
The Chairman: Is there a second? 


George A. Heiss: I would like to ask whether the brother voted for the 
motion or not? 


P. B. Gibble: No. 

George A. Heiss: Then you cannot move for reconsideration. 

The Chairman: Your point is well taken. Let us proceed. 

V.G. Huni: (Reads, as follows) 

Page 62, Section III, Item 6. 

Place a comma after the word “service” and add the following words: “‘and 
to maintain encouraging contacts with all who are in educational institu- 
tions.” The paragraph then will read: 

“The conference superintendents and the conference boards of Christian 
education shall make a study of their respective conferences relative to 
ministerial supply and demand, in order to maintain a proper ratio between 
the needs of the denomination and the number of applicants pursuing their 
ministerial education. The same conference officials are urged to aid such

applicants in their efforts to qualify for ministerial service, and to maintain 
encouraging contacts with all who are in educational institutions.” 


W. R. Monigomery: I move the’adoption of this item. 


R.M. Hilton: I second the motion. 
The motion was put by the Chair and carried. 


V. G. Hunt: (Reads, as follows) 

Page 64, Section IV, Item 1. 

In line 1, delete the words “a licentiate minister” and substitute the 
following: “An annual conference minister who has sustained that relation 
for at least two years.” 

And in line 4, substitute for the word “standard” the word “accredited.” 
The paragraph then will read: 

“An annual conference minister who has sustained that relation for at 
least two years may be presented to the annual conference for elder’s orders 
when he has completed the regular course of study in the Bonebrake 
Theological Seminary or any other accredited seminary, .. .”. 

Upon motion by A. B. Fulton, seconded by R. L. Brill, the General Confer- 
ence voted the approval of the suggested changes in the above paragraph. 


V. G. Hunt: (Reads, as follows) 

Page 66, Section IV, Item 6. 

Beginning in line 2, delete the words “or other similar institutions whose 
accreditation is approved by the same.” The paragraph then will read: 

“Any licentiate who has completed the full course of study in the Bone- 
brake Theological Seminary or who has completed satisfactorily the course 
of study and preparation prescribed in the Discipline for the exercise of the 
full function of the ministry. ...”. 


C. M. Bowman: I move the adoption of this item. 
A. E. Moore: I second the motion. 


I, E. Runk: It seems to me that does not complete the matter, or rather, 
it is not quite stern enough. I feel that licentiates who are taking the study 
course should not be privileged to be ordained. Now if that takes special 
legislation, perhaps I am getting too far ahead. But it really does seem to 
me that should be carried out further, and specify the number of years for 
which they must stand as members of the conference before they can be 
ordained. 

It is very good and proper for a young man to be ambitious, but he gets 
far more out of his work if he takes four years to his course than if he takes 
two. He will learn to study. And I think if there is any possible way of 
changing that from two to four, although that is not in this new legislation, 
I think it should be done. I leave that with you, Mr. Chairman, if you think 
that can be done. 

V. G. Hunt: Mr. Bishop. 

The Chairman: Doctor Hunt. 


V. G. Hunt: We meant only that they cannot become a member of the 
annual conference until they have completed their college work, which would 
give them just the three-year period if they take the Seminary course in- 
stead of the Course of Reading. If you specify four, then they would have 
to wait one year after they graduate from the Seminary. 


I. E. Runk: That is well and good, but I am speaking earnestly now about 
the young men who do not take the Seminary Course. They are not only 
professors every day, they are doing their work in the Church, and there 
is a likelihood that they will try to force the issue and say “I can become 
ordained in two years.” That is the reason I bring it up at this time. 

Raymond L. Cortner: I wonder if this action is passed it would make it 
impossible to ordain men who graduate from some other than our own 
Seminary, if it would not automatically eliminate all other men, if this 


action is passed? 4 
Then in the second paragraph on page 66 the word “standard” ought to be

deleted, and the word “accredited” inserted, to fall in line with the action 
that has just previously been taken. 


The Chairman: Above, you will notice “the regular course of study in 
the Bonebrake Theological Seminary or any other accredited Seminary, 
Doctor Cortner. ; 


Raymond L. Coriner: Well, Mr. Chairman, the words “or other similar 
institution” and so forth are by this action deleted, are they not? 


Vv. G. Hunt: Yes, they are, and then instead we have the words “or any 
other accredited institution” instead of the singular institution. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I think the point of that, Mr. Chairman, is that the 
Bonebrake Theological Seminary does not do the accreditation. It is done 
by a standardizing agency. So it takes it away from the prerogative of the 
Seminary to accredit any other seminary and puts it in the hands of the 
accrediting agency. That is the point in that. 

Raymond L. Cortner: Mr. Chairman, if I may speak again, page 66, 
Section IV, Item 6, “delete the words ‘or other similar institutions whose 
accreditation is approved by the same.’ The paragraph then will read: ‘Any 
licentiate who has completed the full course of study in the Bonebrake 
Theological Seminary’” and so forth. Does that not eliminate other 
institutions? 

I.E. Runk: We have already adopted that. We are not on that. 

The Chairman: You are correct on that. 


I. E. Runk: That is why I am talking about men who do not take the 
Seminary course. And I hold it should be completed—to require them to be 
in the conference four years before ordination. 


The Chairman: The Chair will present the motion, unless you have an 
amendment or a substitute. 


E. C. Weaver: Just to make this clear, according to the wording we have 
here, aman from any other seminary is not acceptable? 


Raymond L. Cortner: That is right. 
E. C. Weaver: If that be the case, I am strictly opposed to it. 


Dr. Walter N. Roberts: The question to which Doctor Cortner has just 
referred, and also Doctor Weaver, is answered on page 64, where it says “in 
Bonebrake Theological Seminary or any other accredited seminary.” 


The Chairman: That is not touched in this legislation proposed, is it? 
Dr. Walter N. Roberts: Yes, that is. It is on page 64. 
The Chairman: Then, Doctor Cortner, does that answer your question? 


Raymond L. Cortner: Mr. Chairman, it does not. I do not see it. As I 
understand, at least, the two are contradictory, to say the least. 


The Chairman: Now you are debating an item—unless you want to make 
a provision to include that here in this item. 

Raymond L. Cortner: I may misunderstand it entirely, but as this para- 
graph would read, it would be like this: “Any licentiate who has completed 
the full course of study in the Bonebrake Theological Seminary or who 
has completed satisfactorily the course of study and preparation prescribed 
in the Discipline for the exercise of the full function of the ministry, and 
shall have sustained the relation of an annual conference licentiate for at 
lease two years,” and so forth, and so on. It seems to me it automatically 
eliminates the graduates of any other institution. They must either graduate 
from Bonebrake, or take the course of reading. 


The Chairman: Now you can make an amendment, Doctor Cortner, and 
say “Any licentiate who has completed the full course of study in Bonebrake 
Theological Seminary or any other theological seminary.” 

Raymond L. Cortner: Mr. Chairman: “or any other accredited seminary.” 
I move to thus amend. 

E. C. Weaver: I second that motion. : 

The motion to amend was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 
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The Chairman: The item as amended is now before you. 


Raymond L. Cortner: Mr. Chairman, I move also to amend the second 
paragraph. , 


The Chairman: Is that under this same section? 


Raymond L. Cortner: This same section, Section 4, Item 6, paragraph 2. 
I move to amend that to delete the word “standard” and substitute the 
word “accredited,” which will fall in line with action we have just taken 
under Section 4, paragraph 1, line 4. 


The Chairman: Is this motion seconded? 


C. V. Priddle: I second the motion. 
The motion to amend was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


I. E, Runk: Before we go beyond that, I ask again this question: A 
seminary graduate, whether from any other seminary or from our own, 
may be allowed to be ordained in two years. I would like to make a motion 
that there be a distinction between seminary graduates and conference 
course licentiates, so that conference course graduates should have four 
years instead of two. You will notice by the Discipline they are on the same 
equality with the Seminary graduates, and can be ordained in two years. 

The Chairman: Then I think the Chair would suggest another paragraph 
be added, amplifying that statement. 

I. E. Runk: That is correct. 

The Chairman: Do you move that? 

I. E. Runk: Then I propose that instead of placing the two together, as 
they are in that paragraph in the Discipline, that it be stated that licentiates 
who have completed the four year study course shall be ordained, after 
four years of actual membership in the annual conference. 

The Chairman: Is this motion seconded? 

M. R. Fleming: Who is to interpret the meaning of the word “accredited”? 

The Chairman: The accrediting agency. 

M. R. Fleming: Some of us have an idea in mind, but that is not made 
plain in our Discipline. Shall each conference have the liberty of saying 
which seminary is accredited, or how is that to be decided? 

The Chairman: If you are in doubt you should write to our own Seminary. 

M. R. Fleming: What I have in mind is, we ought to have a uniform inter- 
pretation of it when it is carried down to the conference. I am in harmony 
with what you have, but the thing I fear is that many conferences, or some, 
will become confused in interpreting it, and each one will put his own 
interpretation on it. 

The Chairman: Doctor Roberts has been asked to answer this question. 

I. E. Runk: We are off the question. 

Dr. Walter N. Roberts: There is a definite list of accredited seminaries. 
Any conference desiring the list may secure it from the Seminary. It is the 
accredited list of the American Association of Theological Schools. 

M. R. Fleming: Now, Mr. Chairman, I am wondering whether we could 
not change this, or put in there, in the statement as Doctor Roberts gives it, 
so we would have it complete. That word “accredited” will cause confusion 
unless we have some kind of interpretation. If we use the wording as he 
he does, I think we would have it. 

The Chairman: Will you hold your question until we dispose of this 
motion of Doctor Runk’s? 

Paul B. Porter: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: The motion of Doctor Runk is before the body, which adds 
an additional paragraph here. Is it clear? Will our secretary read it now? 

(The Secretary read the proposed amendment) 


I. E. Runk: Then I propose that instead of placing the two together as they 
are in that paragraph in the Discipline, that it be stated that licentiates who 
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have completed the four year study course shall be ordained after four 
years of actual membership in the annual conference.” 

The Chairman: That is your motion. The Chair presents this motion. Do 
you wish to speak to this motion? 

S. A. Wells: I want to make a motion—I suppose it will be called an 
amendment. 

The Chairman: This motion is before you. 

S. A. Wells: I want to make this motion—I think it is in order—that this 
matter be referred back to the committee, that it might properly be re- 
arranged. 

The Chairman: And edit it? 

S. A. Wells: Yes, and bring it to us so that we might think it through 
again. 

The Chairman: Is that motion supported? 

Lloyd C. Nichols: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: The motion of reference is now presented by the Chair. 
All who favor this reference will say aye; opposed, no. : 

It is carried, and the item is referred back to the committee. 

The Chairman: The Secretary asks if you want to leave this item open. 
There is a motion to adopt the item, page 66, Section 4, Item 6. Just the 
motion was referred, not the full paragraph. I think it would be well to 
include the full paragraph. 


Bishop V. O. Weidler: It was all referred. 

The Chairman: All right, it was all referred. 

C. V. Priddle: Doctor Runk’s motion is not to be placed before us at 
this time? 

The Chairman: No, sir. It is out of our hands. It is in the hands of the 
committee: 


C. V. Priddle: Just so we have it tomorrow. (Laughter) 


V. G. Hunt: Page 80, Section 1, Item 1. (Reads as follows) 

Delete the words “any exceptions to these standards shall be made as 
provided for in chapter 7, section III, paragraph 2,” and substitute the 
following words: 

“Any exception to these standards shall be made as provided for in 
chapter 7, section III, paragraph (4), page 62.” 

That is just a correction. 


The Chairman: If you are agreed to this, say “Agreed.” 
The General Conference so agreed. 


The Chairman: The next. 


V. G. Hunt: (Reads, as follows) 

Paragraph 2, lines 5 and 6. 

Delete the words “except as provided in Section II” and substitute “In 
lieu of which he shall have completed the prescribed annual-conference 
course of study.” 

The Chairman: Are we agreed? 

The General Conference by common consent agreed to the above item. 

F. Berry Plummer: Just a moment before this next item is read. I think 
we could save some very valuable time. This refers to courses of study. 
All of you have had these in hand now for weeks, and I see no reason why 
all of them should be read. So I will make this motion: I move that be- 
ginning with the item there of page 81, that we adopt without reading all 
on the balance of that page, all on page 17, and all on page 18 and the first 
four lines on page 19. I move the adoption of all of that without reading. 

The Chairman: Is this motion supported? 

D. S. Mills: I second the motion. 
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. The Chairman: The motion is made and seconded. You have heard the 
inclusion of all of the items involved. Is there any debate? 
(The question was called for.) ~/ 


The Chairman: All who favor the motion will say aye; those opposed, no. 
It is adopted. 
(See pages 556-571) 
George H. McAhren: Is this section in this report completed? 
The Chairman: It is not. There are two other items here. 
F. Berry Plummer: I likewise move, beginning with Pages 86 and 87, 


Section III, page 19, down to page 88, be adopted without reading. It refers 
to Leadership Training Courses. 


R. L. Brill: I second the motion. 
The motion on the adoption of the above items was put by the Chair, and 


prevailed. 
(See pages 556-571) 


V. G. Hunt: The following has to do with the organization of the Com- 
mission on Christian Social Action. 


V. G. Hunt: (Reads from Page 88, Chapter 10, Section 1, to end of Article 
II—Purpose.) 

F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, before we proceed any further, I 
would like to ask a question. 

The Chairman: You are in order. 

F. Berry Plummer: Article 1, under the heading of Name and Member- 
ship, says at the close: “and three members at large.” Now does that mean 
that if this is adopted, our Committee on Nominations should make nomina- 


ies for those three members, to be voted on by the General Conference 
ater? 


The Chairman: What about it? 

O. T. Deever: I think that is what it means. 

The Chairman: In that case we will elect them here. 
F. Berry Plummer: If this is adopted. 

The Chairman: You must follow out this order. 

F. Berry Plummer: And bring in six nominations? 
The Chairman: That is correct. 


Roy D. Miller: That does not quite complete it, even yet. It seems to 
me the nominations will have to include the representatives from the vari- 
ous boards. Instead of the Nominating Committee nominating just six 
for members at large, would they not also have to nominate two from each 
of these boards? 

The Chairman: The boards do their own electing. It seems to be the com- 
mon understanding that the boards would do that. 

F. Berry Plummer: Usually they select their representatives, but it says 
“including two bishops.” Now that would mean that we should nominate 
four bishops, two of whom would be elected. Is that correct? 

The Chairman: That is correct. Proceed, Brother Hunt. 

V. G. Hunt: (Reads beginning with Article II]—Organization, to and 
including Article IX—Amendments.) This is No. 9. I do not know where 
No. 8 got to. 

The Chairman: That concludes this offering here under Chapter 10, Sec- 
tion 1. : 

V. G. Hunt: That is all the constitution. The other refers to that. 

The Chairman: Very well, then read the rest of it, please. 

V. G. Hunt: (Reads “Pages 93 and 94, Section 10.”) 

The Chairman: What is your pleasure now in regard to this full item? 

B. C. Rife: I move to adopt these recommendations. 
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D. C. Kennedy: I second the motion. 
The Chairman: The Chair recognizes Doctor Miller, of Miami Conterence. 


Roy D. Miller: It would seem to me the suggestion is a bit awkward. If 
you will turn to the first part of this recommendation, you will see it reads 
“Insert as part of Section 1 the following constitution:”. Section 1 is a 
statement of some 15 advocates of the Church on this matter. I would move 
to amend by making Section 11 Section 10, and making this Section 11. 
(This applies to re-numbering in the Discipline.) 

The Chairman: Just a change in sections? 

Roy D. Miller: That is right. 

The Chairman: Could we agree to that? If so, say “Agreed.” 

The General Conference so agreed. 

The Chairman: The motion for approval is before the body. 

F. Berry Plummer: It is not quite clear yet. This definitely states that 
this Commission shall be elected by the General Conference, and then it 
goes on to state who shall be on it—one representative each from the Board 
of Christian Education, and so on. Now, if they are to be elected by the 
General Conference, who is to nominate those, the boards, or shall our 
Committee on Nominations nominate someone from these boards? 

The Chairman: I think your point is well taken. I can see the conflict. 
The Chair would suggest that that motion be placed so that it would state 
that two bishops shall be elected by the General Conference, and the fol- 
lowing representatives by the boards. 

F. Berry Plummer: The bishops and three members at large shall be 
elected by the General Conference? 

The Chairman: Yes. Do you move to break it up in that fashion? 

F. Berry Plummer: I am satisfied, but I want to know what is to be done. 
I move to amend then, by saying that the Commission shall consist of nine 
members, including two Bishops and three members-at-large to be elected 
by the General Conference, and one representative each from the Board of 
Christian Education, the Home Mission Board, the Foreign Mission Board 
and the Women’s Missionary Association, to be elected by these said boards. 

The Chairman: Doctor Plummer’s motion is to amend Article 1, under 
Name and Membership. Is this motion seconded? 

C. W. Hiser: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: Doctor Miller, of Miami. 

Roy D. Miller: I just ask for a bit of information: Will these boards all 
meet shortly? 

The Chairman: They should meet following this General Conference, and 
make these elections, so they can be immediately placed for publication 
in the Discipline. All who favor this amendment to Artcle 1 will vote by 
saying aye; opposed, no. 

It is carried. 

Raymond L. Cortner: May I ask a question: Did we by agreement delete 
Section 11, page 94 of the Discipline? Has that been done? Doctor Miller 
suggested that be done, and that Article II, headed “Purpose” would then 
become Section 11. 

Roy D. Miller: No, the suggestion was already made that Sections 10 
and 12 be deleted. The thing we agreed on was that Article 11 will become 
Section 10—that this Constitution becomes Section 11. 

_ The Chairman: The motion now as amended for the adoption of this 
item is before you. 

The motion to adopt the changes recommended, as above amended, was 
put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

(See pages 556-571) 
V. G. Hunt: That is all of that. 
The Chairman: I think the Chair will ask that you break off at this point. 
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One of the most pressing matters is that of these elections, that are getting 


somewhat jammed up. I think the Chair will suggest that we hold an- 
other election now. 


Martin G. Miller: Our comfstttee has been here half an hour. 


The Chairman: Are you ready to report, Doctor Ehrhart? 
O. T. Ehrhari: We are ready. 


The Chairman: This is the report of the tellers on the election for the 
Board of Trustees of the Otterbein Press and the Printing Establishment. 


O. T. Ehrhart: The report of the tellers is hereby submitted. 
(See page 601) 


The Chairman: Will you read again, Doctor Ehrhart, the names of those 
who have received the majority of ballots cast and are elected? 


O. T. Ehrhart: H. E. Myers, Jesse Haines, Rev. B. H. Cain, Rev. J. H. Ness 
and U. E. Bethel. 


The Chairman: There has been an election in every case? 
O. T. Ehrhart: Yes. 


The Chairman: The Chair declares the brethren whose names have just 
been read by the chairman of the tellers, elected as members of the Board 
of trustees of the Otterbein Press, and the Board of Trustees of the Printing 
Establishment. 

Will the Group No. 2 of tellers come forward, please, and conduct the 
election of Editor-in-Chief of Sunday School Literature? 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair declared 
the polls closed.) 


George H. McAhren: Is an item of miscellaneous business in order at this 
time? 
The Chairman: It is. 


George H. McAhren: The Wisconsin delegation wishes to present a 
memorial to this General Conference, touching the annual conference 
evangelists, and reports. 

The Chairman: You wish it read? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Let us hear it. 

The Chairman: It is called for. Come forward, and read it, please. 

The memorial from the Wisconsin Conference was read to the General 
Conference by George H. McAhren. 

(See pages 585-594) 

The Chairman: The Chair would declare that this memorial is now be- 
fore the General Conference, and it is referred to the Committee on New 
Legislation. Doctor Showers has asked for the privilege of making a state- 
ment. 

George A. Heiss: Just a correction on that memorial. I think it is al- 
together out of order to say “the members of the annual conference.” It 
ought to be the ministers. It says the members of the conference. 


The Chairman: The committee will recognize that suggestion and make 
appropriate correction. 


The Chairman: Doctor Showers. 


Bishop J. B. Showers: Mr. Chairman, on page 15 of these items of new 
legislation, the second paragraph under page 46, Section VII, Item 14, says 
“The arrangement for the entertainment of the General Conference shall 
be left to the Publishing Agent and the board of trustees of the printing 
establishment.” : 

It should not be the Printing Establishment, but the Board of Trustees 
of the Otterbein Press. Strangely enough, the legal title of the Office 
Building still remains the Printing Establishment. But this should be the 
Board of Trustees of the Otterbein Press. That correction should be made. 


The Chairman: The correction is correct, and the item will be made 
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correct. Are there other matters? If not, I think we will turn at this time 

again to these fine young men, and listen to them with pleasure. , 
The Seminary Chorus favored the General Conference with the selections: 

“My Jesus, as Thou Wilt”; “Stout Hearted Men”; and “Keep Singing Along.” 


The Chairman: I think in honor to the Seminary, there are many of you 
here who are not acquainted with and have never seen the members of the 
faculty of the institution. I would like to call them, without any further 
word, to please come to the Platform. Doctor Roberts, let us have a pro- 
cession here. 

Dean Ashcraft, Professor Harner, Professor Gilliatt, Professor Roush, 
Professor Behney, Doctor Howard, Professor Platz, and Professor Miller. 

(The members of the faculty came to the platform.) 


The Chairman: Professor Platz has not been with them long enough to 
get the last qualification, and that is, to be bald-headed. 
Professor C. E. Ashcraft: These are some of your future bishops. 


The Chairman: Thank you. We are sorry we cannot have speeches from 
you all. Talk about the kind of men you need today. I wonder if these 
young fellows can qualify. Like the young Seminary student who had a 
charge as a young preacher while he was in the Seminary. Someone asked 
him how many members he had. He said “Fifty active members: twenty- 
five active for me, and twenty-five active against me.” 

(The General Conference roundly applauded the faculty.) 


The Chairman: The tellers are ready with their report. 


K. K. Merryman: The report of the tellers for Election of Editor of Sun- 
day School Literature. 

(See page 602) 

K. K. Merryman: May I state that we counted these ballots three times. 
It was so near an election that we wanted to be sure, and we counted the 
ballots three times. 

The Chairman: Necessary for a choice? 

K. K. Merryman: 109. 

The Chairman: There being no election, you will cast your ballots again 
for the election of Editor of Sunday School Literature. 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair declared the 
polls closed.) 

The Chairman: The tellers will make the count as quickly as possible, 
please. Are there other items of business to come before the General Con- 
ference at this moment? If not, are you ready to adjourn? (Cries of no.) 

R. L. Brill: I move you we do now adjourn. 

F. Berry Plummer: Are we going to adjourn now? 

The Chairman: There was no motion. 

F. Berry Plummer: Brother Brill made a motion to adjourn. 

The Chairman: There was no second. 

Harold T. Lutz: I second the motion to adjourn. 

Bishop Fred L. Dennis: I present an amendment to Section 8, Article 2, 
page 70, referring to Bishops Emeritus, as follows: 

Delete the remainder of said item beginning with line five, and substitute 
therefor the following: “In order to conserve to the Church his counsel, 
and such service as is consistent with his health, the Board of Administra- 
tion shall assign him to advisory membership on one or more of the 
departmental boards of the Church, said board or boards to assume the 
expenses involved.” 

_The item then will read: “A bishop emeritus, though unassigned to any 
district, shall remain qualified to perform such acts of a bishop, as, by 
agreement with the bishop of the district, may be desirable and practicable. 

“In order to conserve to the church his counsel, and such service as is 
consistent with his health, the Board of Administration shall assign him to 
advisory membership on one or more of the departmental boards or com- 
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piste of the church, said board or boards to assume the expenses in- 
volved. 


The Chairman: According to*your rules of order, it is now before the 
body, unless you want to vote it that way, and is referred to the Committee 
on New Legistlation. Is it agreed? 

The General Conference so agreed. 

(Thereupon, a number of miscellaneous announcements were made.) 


The Chairman: Mrs. Gilliatt will sing tonight, as well as this fine group 
of young men, in connection with the program. And the Church Treasurer 
says that the money is ready for those who have turned in their expense 
accounts. It is ready at his office in the Administration Building. He does 
not want to carry the money over tonight. Go and get your allowance, 
please. Are we ready to adjourn? 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

The benediction was prayed by Dean C. E. Ashcraft, and the General 
Conference stood adjourned until 9:00 o’clock a.m., Saturday, May 19, 1945.

FIFTH DAY—MORNING SESSION 
Saturday, May 19, 1945 
Bishop V. O. Weidler, D.D., presiding 


The Chairman called the General Conference to order, and the session 
was opened with the singing by the assembly of the hymn: “Come, Thou 
Almighty King,” led by Rev. Ray G. Upson. 

Rev. Paul E. V. Shannon offered the morning prayer. 

Professor ‘Merl W. Harner, of Bonebrake Seminary, was presented by the 
Chairman for his thrid message in his series with the theme, “Paul and 
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Our Ministry.” In this message, Professor Harner emphasized Paul’s at- 
titude toward faith in Christ. 

(By direction of the General Conference, the message of Professor Harner 
is not included in the minutes.) 


Ray G. Upson: We are to have a special offering in music by the three 
Whitesell’s, one preacher and two laymen: Rev. L. A. Whitesell, the pastor 
of oyr church at Peoria, Illinois; his brother, Merle, who has charge of 
the music of our First Church in Terre Haute, Indiana, and his son, Fred, 
who has charge of the music of our church in Bloomington, Illinois. They 
sing for us now. oa 

The General Conference listened with great delight to the rendition by 
the trio of “The Road Leads Home.” 


The Chairman: We will now have the reading of the Journal. 
L. C. Weimer: Mr. Bishop. 
The Chairman: Doctor Weimer. 


L. C. Weimer: I move the suspension of the rules and that the Journal be 
approved without reading. We can use the time to complete the elections. 


The Chairman: Is the motion supported? 
B. F. Bungard: I second that motion. 


The Chairman: The motion is that we suspend the rules and approve the 
Journal without reading it. I suppose that would be in order. 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: It seems to me that if you do that, you should make 
a motion to approve the minutes and make them official, otherwise, they 
have no official standing. 


The Chairman: The point is well taken. Doctor Weimer, would you put 
that in your motion? 


L. C. Weimer: In the first place, you have to suspend your rules, then you 
can make them official, but include it all in one motion. That is satisfactory. 


The Chairman: Well, I think you are right, Doctor. We will vote on the 
suspension of the rules first. ‘ : 
The motion to suspend the rules was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: Now let us have a motion that we approve the minutes 
without reading. 


Col. H. E. Myers: I move that the reading of the Journal be approved, 
without reading. 


The Chairman: Well, you know what the Colonel means. Who will second 
it? : 
Frank Cross: I second the motion. 
The motion to approve the Journal of the previous day’s sessions without 
reading the same, was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: Now we will have the report of the tellers. 


K. K. Merryman: The result of the second ballot for the election of 

Editor of Sunday School Literature is hereby submitted: 
(See page 602) 

The Chairman: Dr. O. O. Arnold having received a sufficient majority of 
votes, I declare him elected Editor of Sunday School Literature. 

You will now prepare your ballots for the election of Associate Editor of 
Banas School Literature. Brother Nichols’ group of tellers. That is No. 3, is 
it not? 

Lloyd C. Nichols: That is right. 

(The tellers of Group No. 3 distributed and collected the ballots for the 
election of the Associate Editor of Sunday School Literature, and thereupon 
the Chair declared the polls closed.) 


The Chairman: I have been requested to conduct another election. The 
tellers will hold the ballots on the preceding election. Will the tellers of 
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Group No. 1 distribute the ballots for the election of the Executive Secretary 
of the Board of Administration? 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair declared the 
polls closed.) er 


George A. Heiss: I should like to ask the General Conference to excuse 
me at the close of the afternoon session until Tuesday morning. 


The Chairman: You have heard this request on the part of Doctor Heiss. 
Are you agreed to that? 
The General Conference so agreed. 


Martin G. Miller: Mr. Carl E. Hart, president of the National Otterbein 
Brotherhood, is present. I move that we grant him an advisory seat in the 
General Conference. ; 


The Chairman: Is it supported? 


Paul R. Koontz: I second the motion. 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: Brother Hart, will you stand, please? 
(Mr. Carl E. Hart stood, and was applauded by the Assembly.) 


S. C. Enck: It has been our custom to lift an offering for the janitor, I 
think, in every General Conference. I move that we take an offering at this 
time for the janitor of this church. 


E. Ray Cole: I second that motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

(Thereupon, the offering for Mr. J. W. Sprecher, sexton of the church, was 
collected, and as noted later in the proceedings, amounted to $60.00.) 


The Chairman: Last night we had the report of the Secretary of the 
Board of Education, Doctor Deever. But we would like to hear from him 
again this morning, and then approve the report of last night. 


O. T. Deever: Mr. Bishop, and Members of the Conference: Last night we 
had a fine educational night. Unfortunately some of you folks happened to 
be on committees and were unable to attend. I take it for granted everybody 
else was here. The chorus of the Seminary gave us some wonderful numbers 
and Dr. Gould Wickey gave a magnificent address. And I had the happy 
privilege of presenting a very good report, I think. And some time, if it is 
convenient and opportune, I would like to have the privilege of introducing 
the staff of the General Board of Christian Education. 

Now the report is in the “Blue Book,” and I hope if you have not read it, 
those of you who could not be here last night—I hope you will read it 
carefully. 

The Chairman: Thank you. Now a motion would be in order to approve 
the report. 

H. E. Sponseller: I move the adoption of the report. 


V. H. Allman: I second the motion. 
The motion for the adoption of the Quadrennial Report of the Board of 
Christian Education was put by the Chair and unanimously prevailed. 
(See pages 476-486) 
The Chairman: Now we are under the head of miscellaneous business. 


F. Berry Plummer: We have another report of the Committee on Nom- 
inations. We gave what we thought was our final report yesterday. Here is 
another one. This is report No. 10. 

(See page 599) 

F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption of this report, and 

that the ballots be ordered printed. 


E. N. Funkhouser: I second the motion. 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


F. Berry Plummer: Now, Mr. Chairman, I would like to call the attention of 
the other committees of this General Conference and their chairmen to this 
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fact: This committee has submitted ten reports, which were immediately 
unanimously adopted. I commend that to the other committees. (Laughter) 

Now I want to call your attention to another thing: I received a telegram 
this morning that I think is unique. I wired my wife about some things 
that happened here yesterday, and she sent me a telegram to the effect that 
she and others were glad that I was coming back to St. Paul’s. I do not 
know whether any other member of this General Conference, bishop, dele- 
gate or visitor, received a telegram from his wife stating that she would 
be glad to have him come back. (Laugher) 


O. T. Ehrhart: Group No. 1 of the tellers is ready to report. 
The Chairman: We will receive the report of the tellers. 


QO. T. Ehrhart: I present report of the tellers. 
(See page 603) 


The Chairman: I hereby declare Dr. D. T. Gregory elected Executive 
Secretary of the Board of Administration, he having received the required 
majority of votes cast. 

Brother Lloyd C. Nichols, the chairman of the No. 3 Group of tellers, has 
a report. We will hear it. 


Lloyd C. Nichols: The report is hereby presented for Associate Editor of 
Sunday School Literature. 
(See page 602) 


The Chairman: There being no election, I therefore ask the Group No. 2 
of tellers to pass the ballots for the election of Associate Editor of Sunday 
School Literature. Brother Merryman, I will ask you to hold the ballots and 
let us call on Committee No. 3 to distribute the ballots. I want to declare 
this ballot closed before we start the other group in on the election of the 
Church Treasurer.

The Chairman: You have heard the motion. Is there a second? 
William T. Barker: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: It impresses the Chair that it is not quite in order, but 
the bishops think it is. 


L. C. Weimer: You will have to suspend the rules to do that. I move to 
mo eae the rules. Then you can bring the other motion up, and it will be in 
order. 


_The Chairman: I do not know whether you can suspend rules of that 
kind. I know you can suspend the rules of order we have passed, but the 
rules that are constitutional, you cannot suspend. All right, we will accept 
Doctor Weimer’s motion. Is it seconded? ; 


V.H. Allman: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: It is moved and seconded that we suspend the rules of 
order so that we can pass the other motion. 


M. R. Fleming: I am going to vote for the present treasurer. I would not 
thing of voting for anybody else. But I think we are setting a precedent 
here that is not wise. ‘ 

Cries of agreed, agreed.) 


The Chairman: That was my thought, Brother Fleming. 
(The question was called for.) 


The Chairman: The question is called for. All those in favor of the 
motion will say aye; those opposed, no. The vote is apparent. 

The motion is lost. The rule is not suspended. 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair declared 
the polls closed.) j 
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S. Paul Weaver: I have a memorial I would like to present. 
The Chairman: Very well. 


S. Paul Weaver presented a memorial relative to Budget item. 
(See pages 585-594) 


V. C. Adcock: I move, Mr. Bishop, that it be received and referred to the 
proper committee. 


A. E. Moore: I second the motion. 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: It is so ordered, and we shall assign it to the Committee 
on Spiritual Aims, Promotional Agencies, Salaries and Budget. 

And, brethren, all memorials must be in by the close of this session, 
according to your action. 


John H. Ness: May the Committee on Spiritual Aims, Promotional 
Agencies, Salaries and Budget be called out of this session immediately 
after the next balloting, for a very important meeting, only a few minutes? 
We are up against some almost impossible tasks, and we will not be able to 
finish our work until Monday unless we now go into session. May we meet, 
then, immediately after the next balloting? I think there is one more 
ballot to be taken. 

This is not the only item in questoin. There are other appeals that must be 
considered, and the Conference must be approached before Monday in order 
that we may know definitely what to do in regard to our assignment. If you 
will allow us a short session, it will help us tremendously. 


The Chairman: I think they will do that, Doctor Ness. I wish you would 
say the next two elections. 


John H. Ness: Immediately after the next two elections, our committee 
will meet in the rear of the Sunday-school room. 


The Chairman: Will the Conference grant that request? 
The General Conference so agreed. 


The Chairman: It is agreed to grant the request of the Committee on 
Spiritual Aims, Promotional Agencies, Salaries and Budget, to retire for 
afew minutes. Now are there other memorials? 

(An announcement with reference to the procural of photographs of the 
General Conference was made by the Reading Secretary.) 


V. G. Hunt: The report of the Committee on New Legislation has not 
been completed. Could we arrange to have that after the elections? 


The Chairman: All right. That will be proper, Brother Hunt. Will the 
chairman of No. 3 Group of tellers please come forward and give the report 
on the election? 


Lloyd C. Nichols: The report on the election of Church Treasurer. 
(See page 603) 

The Chairman: Wesley O. Clark having received the majority of votes 
cast, I declare him elected General Church Treasurer. Now we are under 
the head of miscellaneous items. 

Ray N. Shaffer: I move the reelection of Dr. J. W. Owen as Editor 
Emeritus of Sunday School Literature. 

Harry Miller: I second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair and unanimously prevailed. 

The Chairman: Doctor Owen, it is ordered that we give you your same 
credentials. (Applause) ; 

Is there a committee of tellers out? (There was an affirmative response.) 
We will hold off on the elections until they return, and then we might have 
the two elections, for members of theh Board of Administration, and the 
Trustees of Bonebrake Seminary. We can hold those contemporaneously. 

The Chairman: Are you ready to report, Mr. Merryman? 


K. K. Merryman: The report of the Tellers is hereby submitted. 
(See page 602) 
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The Chairman: I declare Dr. Paul R. Koontz, having received a majority 
of all votes cast, to be duly elected Associate Editor of Sunday School 
Literature. 

(Cries of “Speech” “Speech.”) 


The Chairman: We will ask Doctor Koontz to give us a word now. 


Paul R. Koontz: Mr. Bishop and Members of the General Conference: 
This is my sixth General Conference. I have seen quite a number of men 
called from their pastorates into general offices. I have often wondered how 
they felt. I am not sure I know even now. It is not an easy thing for a man 
to be taken away from a pastorate after more than thirty years and put 
down into a new job like this. Brethren, I hope that you will earnestly pray 
that my ministry may truly be a teaching ministry in this new work. I thank 
you for your confidence. (Applause) 


The Chairman: Doctor Howard told me that there is no joy that has come 
into his soul like that of being an editor. I wish Doctor Howard would offer 
a prayer in behalf of our new editor. Let us stand for a word of prayer. 

Dr. J. Gordon Howard offered prayer: 

Our Father and our God: We stand to honor Thee, to recognize thy majesty 
and power, thy infinite wisdom, and most of all, thy gracious presence in 
our midst. We thank Thee that the day of dedication and consecration is not 
over, and that as men are called to new duties, they come with a sense of 
doing thy will, and doing the bidding of thy voice. 

Be with Doctor Koontz as he makes adjustments in his life and his 
program. Be with him not only now, but in the days and months and years 
ahead. 

We ask thy blessing, too, upon Doctor Arnold. Make them happy yoke- 
fellows, with a real sense of the high calling to which they have been called 
by the General Conference. Help us all, in whatever way each of us can, 
to support them and reinforce them. All of these things we pray in Jesus’ 
name. Amen. 


The Chairman: Under the head of miscellaneous items, Bishop Clippinger 

has received a communication, which Doctor Koontz will read. 
(See page 627) 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I should like for the Conference to indulge me 
for a minute. It is not clear in my mind at this time which conference 
brother Simmermon comes from. 

(Someone indicated that it was White River Conference.) 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I very distinctly remember the name, having 
gone through the files, but I could not name the conference. You may be 
interested to know that we have approximately, as nearly as I can tell, about 
70 chaplains from the United Brethren Church, and the Moravian brethren 
get their ecumenical endorsement through our committee. 

I receive a great many inquiries as to how to get into the Chaplaincy. The 
thing to do, if any of yuu are contemplating it, is to write to Washington, 
1137 Woodward Building, and ask for the blanks, and for the instructions, 
and you will get blanks. And you will then place these in the hands of 
friends for approval. Each of these blanks contains, oh, probably 50 or 60 
questions to be filled out. Then you will get a few personal references, 
recommendations. And you will be requested to write out your life story in 
longhand. It must always be in longhand. They must have a chirographer. 
At any rate, they are always in longhand. And then a small photograph. 
Now that all goes into Washington and then comes back to the committee at 
Dayton, and we pass upon it, and indorse it, or refuse to indorse it, in tripli- 
cate form. I keep one, and send the other two back to Washington. One of 
them stays in the office of the Commission on Army and Navy Chaplains at 
Washington, and the other one goes to the Chief of Chaplains, along with 
all this material. 

Now there are yet quite a few men making application. I have endorsed 
very probably half a dozen within the last few weeks. I speak at this time 
to get your approval. I have been a member of the Executive Committee of 
the Chaplaincy Commission now for four years or more. Sometimes we meet 
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Me New York City, sometimes in Washington—most frequently in Washing- 
on. 

Bishop Edwin F. Lee of the,Methodist Church is the Director, but he is 
soon going to the Philippines. He has been detained from his missionary 
work in the Malay Peninsula and the Philippines, and he is going back to the 
Philippines now, at least on a short visit. And in his absence Dr. Jacob S. 
Payton, who is the publicity man, will be the Acting Director. 

The annual meeting was held a few days ago. I had the privilege of 
attending. I should say in this connection there are about 30 Protestant 
denominations co-operating with the Chaplaincy Commission. The Luther- 
ans have their own commission. The Catholics, of course, have theirs. But 
about 30 denominations are co-operating with this Chaplaincy Commission. 

The election took place a few days ago, and Bishop Henry K. Sherril of 
Boston, of the Episcopal Church, was elected chairman of the Commission to 
succeed Doctor Pugh, and your humble servant became the First Vice- 
President, and Doctor Fagley of the Congregational Church, who has offices 
in New York, is the Second Vice-President. 

The Executive Committee, then, is made up of about eight or ten other 
individuals who are elected. Now by being an official of the group, vice- 
president, I am on the Executive Committee. But we are entitled to three 
members on the Commission. At the beginning of this quadrennium, Dr. 
S. P. Daugherty, who is now Lieutenant-Colonel, a chaplain, at Augusta, 
Georgia, was a member, but asked to be relieved. But he is a chaplain, and 
very busy, and has attended only one or two meetings. 

I have been in conference with the Board of Bishops—and this has been 
an appointive committee—but I think I would like to name the persons 
suggested, so that you might have an opportunity of approving. As the war 
continued, I discovered the clerical work was becoming too heavy for me, 
and I asked the bishops to add to the committee Dr. E. E. Harris, for he is 
sercetary of the Wartime Service Committee, and doing a very excellent 
piece of work, very fine detail work, following up these chaplains in many 
respects. He also has clerical help, so they very graciously named him. 
Now Brother Daugherty asks that he might be relieved of any responsibility 
in connection with this committee, and I would like to suggest, in collabora- 
tion with the Board of Bishops, that Dr. Ira Sankey Ernst be named. He is 
right there in Washington, and I have discovered that Doctor Ernst knows a 
great many Government officials. And Dr. E. E. Harris, and if it please you, 
to continue me on that committee. 

I think that is probably all, except this further announcement. You have 
already received a communication from me, and probably one from Doctor 
Harris, concerning the offering for the Wartime Service Committee, which 
should be lifted the last Sunday in June. Our aim and hope is to raise 
$20,000, the same as a year ago. We did not quite raise it a year ago— 
eighteen thousand or something more. I am hoping, Brethren, you will not 
pass this by. This money is used for Communion Kits. All these chaplains 
going out get a Communion Kit, costing $50.00, in a metal case. We are 
putting out the devotional booklet. The third edition has just come off the 
press. That runs up into thousands of dollars. Prayer cards and blotters and 
literature of various types and character. ; 

The overhead expense is very nominal. Doctor Harris’ secretary takes 
care of the stenographie work, and he is making no charge for his work, and 
there is no charge for the work I do, except my traveling expense, which is 
a few trips to Washington and New York. I do not always go when there 
are meetings, but there are some more important than others. : 

I am hoping, pastors and superintendents, that this may be a universal 
offering, that every church in the denomination may lift an offering on the 
last Sunday of June, or about that time, and that that will come in, to 
carry forward this great work that is going out to our chaplains, along with 
the pastors sending these devotional books to the men in the ranks. 

That is all I have to say. And I ask you, Brethren, if you approve the 
committee which has been suggested. 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Mr. Chairman. 
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The Chairman: Bishop Batdorf. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I move, sir, that the General Conference put its 
approval upon the appointment of this committee which Bishop Clippinger 
has just suggested. 

J. D. Good: I second that motion. 

The Chairman: You were a little prior, but we deferred to the Bishop. 


J.D. Good: I always yield to the bishops. _ 5 
The motion was put by the Chair, and unanimously prevailed. 
(See page 625 for names of persons on the Commission) 


Dr. J. Gordon Howard: I cannot make a motion. I would like to make a 
suggestion that the bishops plan as the order of the day some time Monday 
or Tuesday, a short recognition service for our chaplains. If the roll of 
chaplains could be called, and some indication given as to where they are, 
then a prayer offered, I think it would be very appropriate. 

The Chairman: Will someone make a motion that that be placed in the 
agenda of Monday morning? 

W. H. Hayes: I am willing to include that in the motion I intend to make. 
In addition to what Doctor Howard has suggested, I would like to make a 
imotion that a letter be sent to all our chaplains, assuring them of our 
‘interest and our prayers. Many of these men are alone, and need the 
assurance. The general commission has asked that we give every assurance 
we can. I know of nothing better than a personal letter to every chaplain. 


R. L. Brill: I second the motion. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Doctor Hayes, perhaps not many of you know 
that a letter goes out from headquarters every week to the chaplains, so far 
as we have their addresses. A list is made out. This starts with me writing 
the first letter, and the next week somebody else, and the next week someone 
else. Sometimes some of the ladies write. Miss Bell, you wrote one one time, 
did you not? 

Miss Alice E. Bell: Yes. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: So every week every chaplain is supposed to get 
a letter from somebody around headquarters. Sometimes the pastors are 
included in that. 

W. H. Hayes: I understand that, and it is appreciated. Because it is ap- 
preciated, this additional message coming from this General Conference, 
representing our whole denomination, will do something that even the 
separate letters do not do. That is the reason I included that. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Just this additional statement: I do not have 
that list of chaplains with me, nor do I suppose Doctor Harris has it. He 
pas a complete list in Dayton. Whether he could get it by Monday, I do not 

now. 

The Chairman: It could be done immediately after the General Confer- 
ence, and sent air mail. 

Ppa A. R. Clippinger: He asks that the names be called, and prayer 
offered. 

The Chairman: Well, I think that could be done. You could get them 
from Dayton. The question is called for on the motion, which is to provide a 
place on the agenda Monday morning and the additional matter that a 
letter be sent. All who favor this motion’ will say aye; contrary, no. 

It is ordered. 

F. H. Capehart: The Committee on Credentials, Rules of Order and 
Boundaries has a supplementary report. 

The Chairman: We will hear the report. 

(See pages 280-284) 

The Chairman: Will you approve the report of the committee? 

Upon motion by B. F. Bungard, duly seconded by Arthur Atwell, the 
General Conference voted to approve the report. 
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Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Mr. Chairman, may I ask the Chair and the 
Conference for a moment of special privilege, and I think it will be delight- 
ful to the Conference when the privilege is extended. (The Bishops have a 
conference) (Laughter) 


The Chairman: It is a high privilege to extend this privilege to Bishop 
Batdorf. 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I have a friend here who is a friend of many of 
you. He has been in evangelistic work for a good many years as a musician. 
He and the party with whom he is associated, the O. E. Williams Evangelist 
Party, have had charge of the music of Erie Conference since I have pre- 
sided over that conference. And I have learned to know these folks, know 
them intimately, not only in this way, but in appreciation of their musical 
abliity and their consecration. This gentleman is here this morning, and I 
will be happy to introduce him to the Conference, and I believe the Confer- 
ence will be pleased to hear him play. He plays the trombone, he plays the 
trumpet, he plays the cornet, and he plays a good many other instruments. 
I do not know which one he has this morning, whether it is a trumpet or 
cornet. But he is going to play, and I think he will accede to my request and 
play the “Lord’s Prayer.” Mr. J. R. McMurray, of the O. E. Williams Party. 

Thereupon, Mr. J. R. McMurray played a cornet solo entitled ‘The Lord’s 
Prayer,” and in response to insistent encore, played a second selection en- 
titled ‘“‘The Old Rugged Cross.” 


The Chairman: I am sure the members of the General Conference are 
very grateful for your return visit, Professor McMurray, and we want you 
to know that you are to come again. 


Professor J. R. McMurray. Thank you. 


The Chairman: Now we have two elections. I think we can hold them 
practically at the same time. And then our agenda will be just about up to 
date when it comes Saturday noon. We are to hear from Dr. J. Gordon 
Howard, and we may have to defer one or two items, but we are doing 
pretty well. I wish Group No. 1 of the tellers, of which Doctor Ehrhart is 
the chairman, would distribute the ballots for the election of members of 
the Board of Administration. And after they have been distributed and 
collected, Doctor Ehrhart, you hold them and participate in the election of 
the Board of Trustees of Bonebrake Seminary, by Committee No. 3, of 
which Brother Lloyd C. Nichols is the chairman. Group No. 3 will conduct 
that election. 

The Chairman: Will you agree that the Committee on Spiritual Aims, 
Promotional Agencies and Budget can be included in this balloting, that 
the ballots may be taken to them? 

The General Conference so agreed. 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair declared 
the polls closed for the election of the members of the Board of Adminis- 
tration.) 

The Chairman: Now Doctor Nichols’ group will distribute the ballots for 
the election of the Seminary Trustees. 

John H. Ness: May the Commitee on Spiritual Aims, etc., retire, with 
the privilege, I understand, of voting there? 

The Chairman: Yes, the General Conference agreed to that. 

John H. Ness: Then the committee will retire immediately to the rear 
room in the Sunday-school department. We will receive ballots there. 

The Chairman: Brother Nichols, will you assign Brother LaFavre to wait 
on this commitee in their room, and be responsible for them? Is Doctor 
Ehrhart in the room? Would you count those ballots at the noon hour? I 
will tell you why: If we have two committees of tellers out, we will not 
have much of an audience left. 

O. T. Ehrhari: It is quite a large ballot to count. 

The Chairman: Well, we will have to defer to your judgment. You see 
what will happen. What do you say, Oliver? 
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O. T. Ehrhari: The committee prefers to count them immediately. 

Martin G. Miller: It could not be reported until Monday, then, at the 
next session. 

The Chairman: All right. We will defer to that committee. Doctor 
Ehrhart requests the tellers of Group No. 1 to retire with him and make the 
count. Brother Nichols, what do you want to do?. 

Lloyd C. Nichols: Some of of men have committee meetings at noon. 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair declared the 
polls closed for the election of the Board of Trustees of Bonebrake Sem- 
inary.) 

The Chairman: The chairman of the group of tellers indicates that they 
will count the ballots in one of the rooms in the gallery. 

Brethren, we have the Secretary of the Commission on Church Union, Dr. 
J. Gordon Howard, who will make the report of the Commission on Church 
Union. This is a preliminary report, and the main submission of this item 
will come on Monday morning under the head of “Address and Forum— 
The New Discipline, and Plan and Basis of Union,’ by Bishop A. R. 
Clippinger. But the secretary will now present the report of the Commis- 
sion. Dr. J. Gordon Howard. 

J. Gordon Howard: I am sure it would be more pleasurable to you and 
to me if I could cast aside this printed report and just speak extempo- 
raneously about some of the items in the Church Union enterprise, but there 
are some quasi legal matters that ought to be presented here. So at the 
risk of being tedious, I will read this report—portions of it—not all of it. I 
will read rather rapidly, and ask you to follow along in the “Blue Book.” 


It is on page 177. 
(See pages 543-549) 


The Chairman: Thank you, Doctor Howard. The report of the work of 
the Commission on Church Union up to this time is before you. Doctor 
Howard has been our most efficient secretary. 

M. R. Fleming: I move the adoption of this report. 

S. A. Wells: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: This report is before you for your action. It is not, of 
course, a vote on Church Union. It is a vote on the work of the Commission. 
All in favor of this work thus far, and the report, will say so by the up- 
lifted hand; those opposed, the same sign. 

It is carried. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Mr. Chairman, in order that there be no dis- 
appointment along the line, I would like to move that the program be 
followed as the order of the day for Monday forenoon to consider the New 
Discipline, Plan and Basis of Union; also on Tuesday morning, according 
to the program, when the vote is to be taken; everything else to be set 
aside for those two items. 

Bishop Ira D. Warner: I think we ought to set the hour, do you not? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: No, I do not believe so. 

Maurice Nichols: I would like to second that motion. 

The Chairman: Are you ready to vote on the motion? 

George McAhren: I raise to a question: Does that rule out the request 
pe shuts the action taken this morning; that the Chaplains’ hour be ob- 
served? 

_The Chairman: Well, no, that would not rule that out. It would simply 
give priority to this. The matter of the observance as to the Chaplains 
will not require much time. 

(The question was called for.) 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

The Chairman: We are honored this morning in the presence of Rev 
G. B. Cameron, the District Secretary of the American Bible Society, with 
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offices in Cincinnati. We are very glad that this great Society has honored 
us with the Secretary’s presence, and we are glad to hear him at this time. 

soe he B. Cameron, District Secretary, American Bible Society, Cincin- 
nati, 10. 


Rev. G. B. Cameron: Thank you, Bishop Weidler. I bring you greetings 
from the American Bible Society of New York. It so happens that May 
20 is our 129th Anniversary. So that in the name of that Anniversary I 
also bring greetings to you from the Society. 

I am very happy to be here before the United Brethren General Con- 
ference, and will ask your indulgence as I read the report. However, I have 
gone through this report and picked out the high lights, and I believe I can 
save time if I just read through the things that are more important to us 
in this particular time.

The Chairman: We certainly appreciate the organization that you repre- 
sent, and we know that they boys have a new sense of appreciation of the 
Word of God as it is distributed among the armed forces. We are very 
glad that you are here. There is a resolution that possibly should be re- 
referred to a committee, to indorse this work. I would be glad to have the 
General Conference refer this resolution to approve the work of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society to the proper committee. Do I have such a motion? 


A. E. Moore: I so move, Mr. Bishop. 


C. R. Beittel: I second the motion. 
The motion was put by the Chair and unanimously prevailed.

John H. Ness: Mr. Chairman, may the Committee on Spiritual Aims, 
Promotional Agencies, Salaries and Budget, present now to this body a 
preliminary report, particularly that section that pertains to the Budget? 
We simply must have counsel and direction by this body if we want to 
continue in our work. We are not only in a cloud, but we are in a cloud 
of contradictions, and we want the privilege of presenting a part of our 
report now. 


The Chairman: Now you have heard Doctor Ness’ request. 
Upon motion of V. C. Adcock, supported by Frank Cross, the General 
Conference voted to hear the report. 


The Chairman: Doctor Ziegler, do you wish to make some introductions 
now at this time? 


S. G. Ziegler: I would like to have the privilege of presenting to this 
General Conference Rev. Y. S. Tom, former Moderator of the Church of 
Christ in China, Secretary of the Kwangtung Divisional Council, a very 
close associate and co-laborer with Dr. C. W. Shoop in the Christian Church 
in South China. Rev. Y. S. Tom. 

(Rev. Tom was appropriately greeted by the General Conference.) 


John H. Ness: Your Committee on Spiritual Aims, Promotional Agencies, 
Salaries and Budget are coming to you for counsel and for help. You re- 
ceived a report as listed in this little booklet, from the Board of Admin- 
istration, indicating the allocations to the various annual conferences, and 
also the items in the budget. 

Now we have so many appeals that we cannot take care of these appeals 
according to the tentative agreement of the various conference groups, and 
I am going to ask Dr. B. S. Arnold, who is chairman of our subcommittee 
analyzing the various aspects, to present to you the situation, and ask for 
your counsel and authority. 

B. S. Arnold: Mr. Chairman, and Members of the General Conference: 
You will find in the printed report the original recommendations of the 
Committee on Spiritual Aims, Promotional Agencies, Salaries and Budget, 
as approved by the Board of Administration. I wish you would turn to 
page 11 in the white book. In connection with these figures you will find 
the method and basis on which these quotas were determined. | 

Since coming to the General Conference, as Doctor Ness said, the com- 
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mittee of the General Conference, charged with the responsibility of the 
budget, finds itself faced with the necessity of discussing the need for ad- 
ditional funds. One action already taken by the committee, which will be 
presented later, was that there shall be an increase in the salaries of gen- 
eral officers. 

We have a request from the Rural Life Department that provision be made 
for that department. A resolution was passed this morning, asking for 
$3,000 to be placed with the Board of Administration for evangelism. 

Now in order to meet one of these requests the committee has already 
taken action. We consulted with the various conferences, and we have a 
budget prepared, and we are ready to submit it. But these additional re- 
quests have now come, and the committee sees no way by which we can 
increase the quotas unless the General Conference speaks in the matter, 
unless we are given some instruction, or unless you determine the maximum 
budget for the next Quadrennium. The committee is helpless to make 
allotments to meet these requests. 

I think we should have, if we may, some committee of the tellers to dis- 
tribute them. We would like to have distributed a report covering the 
different items by which we have arrived at the budget as found in the 
printed report. 

The Chairman: Now is group of Tellers No. 2 in the room? Brother 
Merryman’s group will kindly distribute the work of the Committee on 
Spiritual Aims, Promotional Agencies, Salaries and Budget.

The Chairman: While this is being distributed, I wish Doctor Ziegler 
would bring the “war prisoners” to the rostrum. Bring Doctor and Mrs. 
Widdoes. We are not going to take any amount of time, but we want you 
to see Doctor and Mrs. Widdoes. 

(Thereupon, Dr. S. G. Ziegler escorted Doctor and Mrs. W. H. Widdoes 
to the platform. The assembly stood and cheered them, and sang, “Praise 
God from Whom All Blessing Flow.” 


The Chairman: Friends, I know you sang that from your hearts, and you 
have a full sense of the significance of the return of these ambassadors. 
I know that they have been doing a faithful work, and I think we can 
assure them that they were the object of the prayers of the Church. And 
we have reason to believe that the prayers were answered. 


The Chairman: I am sure that the folks will make provision for your 
rch Just stay with us, Brother and Sister Widdoes, right here on the 
cushions. 


B. S. Arnold: I only want to call your attention now to these columns of 
figures. We have a feeling that these figures may help the delegates to 
the General Conference, and assist the committee. 

We have in the first column the present quota, or that for the past quad- 
rennium. In the second column, we have the quota on the sixfold basis, the 
sixfold basis which has been used as our maximum yardstick in trying to 
arrive at a fair proportion or amount:for the different annual conferences. 
I think it ought to be said that no yardstick can be used over the entire 
Church without making some slight adjustments. 

The recommended quota as it appears in the printed report is in the 
third column, with a grand total budget recommended for this quadrennium 
of $665,000, an increase of $30,600 over the previous quadrennium. 

In the next column we have a comparison between these recommended 
quotas and what would be the quotas on the sixfold basis, indicating by a 
minus sign or no sign whether the conference is below or above the six- 
fold basis. 

The next column gives what was actually paid by the conferences the 
last year on their benevolences, and then the per capita giving on the 
benevolence budget, and the per capita giving for all purposes. 

_ These first six columns are the ones which you will need in your con- 
sideration of the quotas. As I said, we are faced with the responsibility of 
providing additional funds to meet calls that have come to the committee. 
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We had decided upon an increase in salaries, and the committee had 
worked out some adjusted quotas to offer in place of those in the printed 
report. And I should like to read at this time the quotas as we adjusted 
them to take care of two items—an increase in salaries and an allowance 
of $2,500 for Rural Life work. We will not go into the particular method 
by which that was to be accomplished. That will come later. But we were 
providing for $2,500. If you will put these figures on the margin of this 
list of figures given to you, then you will have the work of the committee 
up to date. 

Now this will provide for the two items to which I made reference, but 
it will not provide for all that the Rural Life Commission has asked for. 
Nor will it make any provision for the $3,000 for evangelism. In order to 
do that it will be necessary for us to increase the total budget somewhere 
around $12,000 or perhaps $15,000, because you must recognize the fact 
that when you put an item into general causes, when you include or in- 
crease any item in the general causes, you have to add an additional amount 
to care for the annual conferences, because of the percentage division. 
About 58% goes to the general causes and 42% to the annual conferences. 
And so if we need more money for the general causes, we have to increase 
proportionately in order to care for the allotment that goes to the annual 
conferences. 

Now the committee is faced with the responsibility of providing a larger 
garment, and we are asking the General Conference to provide the cloth 
with which to cut it. Unless the General Conference indicates its willing- 
ness to increase the quotas above those announced, it is impossible to put 
additional items in our budget. 


John H. Ness: May we make one notation, that for the $2,500 increase 
of salaries and the $2,500 for the Rural Life Commission, we took from one 
of the interests in the Benevolence Budget, namely, the Ministerial Student 
Gift Fund, we withdrew from the allocation $1,500, so that we have listed 
now in our report only $1,000 for ministerial gifts, is that right? 

B. S. Arnold: That is right. 

John H. Ness: Correct a statement on page 12. The Ministerial Gift Fund 
is only $1,000 instead of $3,500. 

B. S. Arnold: We took out $2,500. 

John H. Ness: Yes, that is right. 

B. S. Arnold: Leaving only $1,000 for that fund. 

The Chairman: Is there a motion? Does this come as a recommendation? 

A. E. Moore: I make the motion that this report be referred back to the 
committee, and that the Committee work out the quotas to include our re- 
quest for the work on evangelism. 

The Chairman: Is this motion supported? 

V. C. Adcock: I support that motion. 

The Chairman: It has been regularly moved and seconded. The motion 
is that we refer the report. Of course if we had a motion that it be odopted, 
that ought to come first. 

(Cries of no, no.) 

’The Chairman: All right. The motion is that we refer this back to the 
committee, to have them work it out on a similar basis, including an 
amount of $3,000 in favor of evangelism—that it be referred back. I do not 
think that is the way to do it, but then you say it is, so the motion is before 
you. 

George A. Heiss: I would like to ask the movers of this reference whether 
they ire willing that this committee shall assign that $3,000 plus, that will 
come to the conferences, to their conferences? 

A. E. Moore: Yes, sir. 


The Chairman: That is what they think. 
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George A. Heiss: Not what they think. I am asking if the are willing to 
have this committee add the $3,000 to their conferences. 

V. C. Adcock: No, sir, we are not. But we will take our proportionate 
share of it. 

George A. Heiss: That is very easy, Mr. Chairman. By this yardstick 
the Pennsylvania Conference has been paying $6,207 more than its quota. 
Now you are adding $1,700 more, which will be practically $8,000 more than 
our share. Now these brethren, who have small quotas, and who will get a 
proportionate share, which does not amount to anything, are perfectly 
willing to saddle it over on the conferences that are making large pay- 
ments. That is not fair. We are paying $8,000 more than our quota. That 
is the situation of the other conferences. I hope you will vote this con- 
ference down, and support this committee that has worked day and night 
for weeks on this program. 

The Chairman: The Chair feels you should make a motion first to adopt 
this as it is presented by the committee. Then a motion to refer would be 
in order. But you have it the other way. 

F. C. Wiimer: I happen to be a member of the (appropriation) committee, 
and I take objection to the motion. I think this should be raised in the same 
manner as the increase we arranged for prior to this. The increase in the 
budget was from the proposed $665,000 to $672,000, and the proportion to 
be retained by the conferences would amount to $4,716, which will be 
remitted to the General Treasurer—$4,716.40. 

I worked out the distribution. Who is paying this increase by conferences. 
I am wondering whether you would like to hear just who pays this in- 
crease of $4,700? 

(The General Conference voiced the desire to hear.) 

Allegheny $1,536; California $92.40; Colorado-New Mexico $7.40; East 
Ohio, $280; East Pennsylvania, $1,050; Erie, $43.00 less; Florida, $16.80; 
Illinois, $60; Indiana, nothing; Iowa, $9.40; Kansas, $20.80; Miami $453.60; 
Michigan, $37.00; Minnesota, nothing; Missouri, $11.40; Montana, $25.20; 
Nebraska, $92.00 less; Oklahoma, $93.60; Oregon, nothing; Pennsylvania, 
$1190; St. Joseph, $50.40; Sandusky, $185.60; Southeast Ohio, $270.00; Ten- 
nessee, no change; Virginia, no change; West Virginia, $630.00 less; White 
River, $50.40; Wisconsin, $41.40. 

In other words, three conferences, Allegheny, East Pennsylvania and 
Pennsylvania, will pay $3,776 of the proposed increase to the general budget 
of $4,716.40, or 80%. I contend that if there is an increase over the original 
estimated amount which has been set up by the Board of Administration 
and approved as what was just and equitable, any increase in that budget 
should be allotted in the same proportion that that bears to the amount 
the conference receives. 


The Chairman: Thank you. 


A. E. Moore: I think I have a right to explain the reason I felt I should 
make this motion which I made. 

We are a Home Mission conference, one of the smallest conferences— 
I do not say the smallest—but we are small. And if this goes through as it 
is, our quota would be raised $840 per year. 

Now we believe in evangelism. This Church believes in evangelism. 
And if it is necessary to raise our quota a thousand dollars, we are willing 
to pay our proportionate share, that we might have this money provided for 
evangelism in this great Church of ours. 

Surely it ought to be referred back to this Budget Committee, that they 
might give each of the conferences their share of the amount needed. We 
ought to go forward rather than backward. I think we have not challenged 
our people on this program. We should have a budget of a million dollars. 

John H. Ness: May we ask for guidance and instruction in regard to this 
motion? If we continue this increase on the basis of the original report 
from the Board of Administration, shall the increase and all increases here- 
after be allocated on the basis of a sixfold calculation? 

Now I am asking you that for this reason—I want to be fair with you— 
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if you require us to work constantly on the sixfold basis, East Pennsylvania 
and Pennsylvania Conferences will not receive one cent of increase over 
this original report, and it will throw the burden back entirely upon the 
conferences that are bearing the minuses or carrying very small parts above 
the norm. 

We were willing to take our share above, but if you are going to ask us 
—and I think we have a right to do it—to keep the norm of the sixfold, 
we would be very happy to do that, and go even much further, because 
it would not touch us. But I think we are willing to be touched to a cer- 
tain amount. 


O. T. Deever: I would like to ask the question of the delegates whether 
or not they realize that the manner of allocation suggested, takes a large 
share out of the young ministers of the denomination, that from the sum 
of money that we have sought for years and which was finally put in there, 
the sum of $3,500, that $2,500 is taken off of the training of the young 
ministers of the denomination. I just want you to realize that. 


E. J. Haldeman: If I get this correctly, we are raising the entire budget to 
get the share that goes to the general Church. As it now stands, you would 
also increase the giving by the annual conferences, would you not? 


The Chairman: Address your question to Doctor Ness. 
John H. Ness: Your increase then goes on the pro-rata basis. 
B. S. Arnold: The percentages to the conferences remain constant. 


E. J. Haldeman: If the program is set up, why could we not devise some 
plan whereby the increase should be taken just to the general Church? 
The last couple of years our special interests did not need special offerings 
to reach the budget .It would appear to me we could take some special in- 
terest and take an offering very easily without affecting the pro-rata 
between the conference and the general church. Perhaps you could find 
Sone way this money could be raised, and not affect your pro-rata basis 
at all. 


John H. Ness: Will you correct this report, the copy that you have? 
Parden me a moment. I am sorry to say the $3,113 for Sandusky is a minus 
instead of a plus—just a typographical error. 


The Chairman: Dr. Stanley B. Williams. 


Stanley B. Williams: If I may be permitted to speak, if I got the report 
correctly, you allot $2,500 for the Rural Life Commission. Now there is no 
need to do that, unless you intend to allow the $5,000. The Home Mission 
Board cannot work out the program which you want unless you allow the 
$5,000. And you might just as well deal with that now as have it come back 
later. 

And while I am on my feet, if I might be permitted to speak on the matter 
of an entire budget, an increased budget: Now I get all over the denomina- 
tion. I canvass a lot of churches, and I know that in the sections where I 
go, that the churches are capable and willing to assume larger budgets. 
If there is any difficulty, it is in the minds of the pastors, the leaders of 
the Church. There are some conferences, of course, which I very seldom 
reach. 

I regret to see this denomination assume a_ benevolent budget only 
slightly above what it was four years ago, when the income of those in the 
denomination is probably twice what it was at that time. 


George A. Heiss: May I ask the gentleman a question? 

The Chairman: Yes. Will you indulge the question, Doctor Williams? 

Stanley B. Williams: Certainly. 

George A. Heiss: You talk about assigning these budgets to the various 
churches. In how many annual conferences have you sat with the finance 
committee and made these assignments to the various churches? 

Doctor Williams: I have sat in annual conference board meetings of a 
great many conferences. 
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George A. Heiss: In their finance committee meetings when they make 
these assignments? 

Doctor Williams: But I never did that. I confine my remarks to saying 
I have solicited in many churches, not only for the Home Mission Board, 
but for the colleges, and other interests. ‘ 

George A. Heiss: That is not the point I am asking about. 


The Chairman: Well, he sat with a good many, but not particularly on 
that end of the work. 

George A. Heiss: That is what I want to know, if he knows the difficulty 
we have. 

Doctor Williams: I think I know something about it. 

The Chairman: Now, Judge Rupp. 

Hon. J. Paul Rupp: I want to ask a question. Do I understand this report 
is submitted to this body for action, or advice? _ 

(The indication was given that it was for advice.) 

Hon. J. Paul Rupp: It cannot be referred, as I understand there has been 
no motion on the part of the committee that it be adopted. 

The Chairman: I think you are right, Judge. That is what I was talking 
about. 

Hon. J. Paul Rupp: The only motion on the floor, as I understand, is that 
this be referred back to approve a certain item which has not been approved. 

B. S. Arnold: We are asking you to adopt these figures which were read. 
If you will adopt these figures, then we will know what to do. If you will 
not adopt them, then you tell us what to do. 

Hon J. Paul Rupp: But do you recommend them? 

B. S. Arnold: These are our recommendations. 

The Chairman: Does that constitute a motion? 

B.S. Arnold: We already have a motion. 

The Chairman: No, the motion is to refer. I think Judge Rupp has made 
a point. I believe Doctor Arnold would like this to be looked upon as a 
recommendation, and then the body could refer it or amend it. But if you 
present it with this advance of $7,000, I think you should make a motion. 

B. S. Arnold: I am willing to make that motion. 

J. F. Smith: A motion to refer takes precedence. That is what we have 
here today. When you adopt the motion, then you cannot refer it. The | 
only way you can get rid of a motion to refer is to defeat it. That is what 
Doctor Arnold has done, he left me in the air as to whether he meant us to 
adopt it, or whether he wanted advice. 

The Chairman: My opinion is if you have a motion pending that you 
adopt, then a motion to refer takes precedence. 


J. F. Smith: You cannot refer anything you have adopted. 


The Chairman: You would not need to adopt it. You could make a motion 
to refer. You see, a motion to adopt is a main question. A motion to refer 
is a subsidiary motion. Now if you make a motion to adopt, then someone 
could readily say “I move we refer it.” Then it would be before the group. 

Hon. J. Paul Rupp: I understand that the first motion on this floor was to 
recommit or refer, and subsequently in answer to my inquiry the com- 
mittee moved that we adopt the report. I believe the only motion before 
the floor is the motion to refer. 

The Chairman: The question is called for. 


C. V. Priddle: I would like to make a motion that we adopt these quotas. 
(The question was called for.) 


_ The Chairman: Now the question is called for. As many as favor the 
motion of Brothers Moore and Adcock will indicate their favor by the up- 
a ca. those opposed will lift the hand. 

is lost, 
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C. V. Priddle: Mr. Chairman, I move we adopt these quotas. 
George A. Heiss: I second the motion. 
The Chairman: It is before youfor debate, if you desire. 


V. H. Allman: I rise to ask the Chair to call for a standing vote on that. 
Certainly that vote called for a recommitment. 


The Chairman: Oh, no. There is a motion before the house. 


Paul E. V. Shannon: I wonder if this motion is timely or not, because 
there is so much involved, that strikes at the very heart of our whole 
church program. When we talked about the Publishing House the other 
day, there was sort of a hush-hush, holy attitude. Now we had to pray for 
the election of a Publishing agent. We did not think about that in the 
election of the bishops and other officers. : 

I am not trying to be humerous. I am sincere about this. 

Now the main problems of our Church are not material or financial. Those 
are incidental to the other problems. And this matter of evangelism has 
been a problem to all of us to know what to do with it, and how to get 
somewhere with it. 

The Committee on New Legislation suggested that the Board of Admin- 
istration, on the basis of a memorial—that the Board of Administration be 
responsible for a comprehensive program of evangelism. And then there 
was this memorial submitted by some of the earnest and influencial and 
honored superintendents of our conferences in regard to an evangelistic 
program. 

Now perhaps the funds cannot be provided. Perhaps that is true. Per- 
haps it is opening the whole question again, but it seems to me we would 
be very unwise to pass a motion at this time which would disturb the 
budget without any definite action upon so important a question. 

I realize, of course, that would be a fine thing to expedite matters, and 
I am sorry for the problems this budget committee has, but nevertheless, 
I feel that unless at least some opportunity is given for a provision to be 
made sometime and somehow, by this General Conference, for an adequate 
program of evangelism, that we are going to feel that we missed the train, 
sooner or later. ; 

If they have in mind a substitute suggestion, not necessarily a department 
of evangelism, but an adequate program of evangelism, and no additional 
funds are required and the budget does not need to be stretched any 
further, I will be willing to adopt this. Pe. 

But we ought to be cautious about a hasty and precipitate measure. 

D. E. Young: May I say I feel very deeply the problem that this com- 
mittee has to face, and it certainly deserves the gratitude of this Conference 
for its untiring labors. The committee has worked hard and long, and I 
deeply regret the necessity. a 

Secondly, perhaps we did not get this item to them soon enough. But we 
are still here, and we expect to stay here just a little while. And I believe, 
brethren, that this question is so vital to the life of this Church, which was 
born in evangelism, and if it is going to live must live on evangelism, and 
if it is going to complete its task under God, as it is called on to do, I 
believe we must put the emphasis at this point. (Amen) 

Now you know what my record is. I am certainly greatly in favor of 
every educational purpose, but you compare the amounts of money involved 
and which you are investing in education, with what we are giving to this 
cause, and brethren, if we stop and think, I believe every fair-minded 
person will say that is not a just policy. We want education. I want to 
continue that. I want to do more. But while we are doing that, let us not 

t evangelism. 
Pe craer to Doctor Shannon’s point, I talked with Doctor Gregory, and 
he referred to some denominations that are spending not three thousand, 
but fifty and a hundred thousand, and more, to promote this particular 
phase of their cause. And we are asking for only a very moderate sum to 
do this task. I certainly hope we will do it. es 

Roscoe F. Wilson: It appears that we will not be able to reach a decision 
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on the pending motion before the lunch hour, and in order that the delegates 
might study the matter more completely, I move that we do now adjourn 
and take this matter up in the afternoon session. 


C. V. Priddle: I made the motion, believing that was what you wanted. 
I will tell you what Kansas is willing to do. We are willing to come up a 
little if the rest will accordingly, and provide for the department of evan- 
gelism. But these are about as high as the committee will be able to do 
in the way of adjustments. , 

R. L. Brill: I second the motion to adjourn. 

A Member: You have this afternoon the program of the Brotherhood. 
That matter must be deferred until Monday. 

The Chairman: I would suggest— 

Roscoe F. Wilson: I believe my motion takes precedence. 

The Chairman: I would suggest you make a motion to refer this to the 
committee, again, and that takes precedence over your main motion. 

(A point of order was raised by a delegate, name unknown to your re- 
porter, that the motoin to adjourn takes precedence.) 

(The question was called for.) 

The Chairman: The motion for adjournment is before us. 

F. Berry Plummer: While that is pending, and before we adjourn, could 
we not have the reports of these board of tellers? 

The Chairman: Could they bring it in this afternoon? 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: There is no official session this afternoon. 

The Chairman: The question on the motion to adjourn is called for. 


Doctor Ness asks when we will meet to consider this. I would say Monday 
morning. 


A Member: It takes only a minute to vote down a motion to adjournment. 
The motion to adjournment was put by the Chair and did not prevail. 


Roscoe F. Wilson: I would like to call for a division on that. 

The Chairman: No, there is no division. That is very apparent, Brother 
Wilson. Now I would suggest you make a motion to adopt this report and 
then refer it. 

C. V. Priddle: The motion is to adopt. 


S. Paul Weaver: I realize that committee has done a hard piece of work. 
Instead of putting the amount up any higher, could you not decrease the 
percentage retained by the conferences, as you find them on page 11, and 
make up the difference in that way? The brother over here talked about 
reductions—said the Erie Conference would take $43,00 less. I do not know 


how he arrived at those figures, but if you will look over the figures here, | 


you will discover that Erie Conference’s quota has been increased $2,400. 


And we are willing to go up to the amount they ask for, in order that this 


item on evangelism can be included. But I think that suggestion about the 
reduction of percentages would help to adjust the thing without increasing 
our benevolence budget. 


John H. Ness: The request has been for increased percentages or con- 
ference retention, more than reductions. In fact, I do not believe we would 
get anywhere by changing those percentages, because the appeal has been 
in most cases upward, rather than downward. 

Bishop Ira D. Warner: Mr. Chairman, ‘just to clear the matter up, if we 
approve the motion that is before us, that means that we have then 
eliminated the matter of evangelism, does it not? 

The Chairman: I think so. 

John H. Ness: May I answer that? We have not yet been able to present 


the appeals that have come to the committee. The sentiment prevailing is 
that the committee has been killing these appeals. If we had a budget of 


a we would be able to make approximately an appropriation of | 


2,500 for evangelism, but we cannot do anything then for that department

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of the Rural Life Commission. We are willing to do what you instruct us 
to do. If you give us a budget of $672,000 and allow us to work within that 
area, then we can take care of evangelism. But we cannot take care of all 
the appeals which have comé to us. That is the predicament we are in. 


The Chairman: The pending motion is on adoption of these figures as 
they come from the committee. 


Bishop Ira D. Warner: If someone will make a motion that we amend this 
motion to adopt, to make the budget as Doctor Ness says, then we can refer 
it to the committee to bring in these new figures. And I therefore move 
to amend, that the budget of the Church shall be the figure Doctor Ness 
has stated, in order to include this item of evangelism. 


V.H. Allman: I second the motion. 


W. H. Hayes: I want to make it $675,000, and then make the motion to 
recommit, so evangelism will be included. The $672,000 does not take that in. 


Bishop Ira D. Warner: Then I change the motion to $675,000. 


John H. Ness: When you add that, you do not add that amount to the 
interests of the budget. You only add 58% of that to the general interest. 
Always keep in mind when you add a certain amount, you must do that 
much more to have it included. 


W. H. Hayes: What is the total amount that will take care of that? 
Bishop Ira D. Warner: Who seconded my motion? 
V. H. Allman: I did. 


Bishop Ira D. Warner: I changed the motion so that the figure shall be 
$677,000.00. 


John H. Ness: Our report was $672,000. 


V. H. Allman: I understood Doctor Ness to say it would increase it to 
$672,000. Is that correct? 


B. S. Arnold: We have recommended $672,000. That is the report you 
hold in your hand—$672,000. Doctor Ness says that to take care of evan- 
gelism, if we do nothing for Rural Life, and if we take out the item for 
student aid, if you want to include $3,000 for evangelism in addition to 
these others, you will have to go up about $5,000, or make it $677,000. 

Bishop Ira D. Warner: That is the figure I stated. That is my amendment. 

W. H. Hayes: I second the amendment. 


The Chairman: The amendment is before you. The question is called for 
on the amendment. Do you want to refer it, or finish it now? 


A Member: What is the amendment? 
The Chairman: State the amendment, Doctor Gregory. 


D. T. Gregory: The amendment as moved by Bishop Warner and seconded 
by Doctor Hayes is that the total budget be increased to $677,000, rather 
than $672,000 as now reported by the committee. 

B. S. Arnold: In behalf of the committee, I think you ought to understand 
exactly what you are doing. That means that the committee must go back 
and take $5,000 and put it on the quotas we have submitted here. If that 
is what you want to do, we are ready and willing to do it. We have no 
objection to doing the figuring, and we have some men who are good at 
figures. We have no objection to that, but we would like to know where 
we are going. That is what it means. I do not want to take any more time. 
But I feel i nfairness to my own conscience, I ought to say this much more: 
I should like to see this General Conference go to a total budget of $700,000. 
(Applause) 2 eee 

If you give us cloth enough, we can do most anything with it. If you 
will look at this column of figures, you will see that last year we paid 
$667,571 on benevolences. We actually paid over $667,000. And personally 
I would like to see this Church, this General Conference, throw out a 
challenge to our conferences and to our churches, our annual conferences 
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and our churches, and to our laymen. They can do it if we are willing 
to show the way. 
(The question was called for.) 


Fred P. Geib: I want to move a substitute, that the budget be fixed at 
not to exceed $700,000, and go back to the committee for proper allocation. 


Roy H. Turley: I second the substitute. 


The Chairman: As many as favor the substitute, will give their assent by 
saying aye; opposed, like sign. As many as favor it, will please stand. 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I am not sure we know yet what we are voting 
for. I think this body is in confusion. What are you voting on? 


The Chairman: We are voting on Brother Geib’s substitute amendment, 
that the ceiling be $700,000. 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: A substitute amendment is not before the house 
until the house agrees to adopt the substitute. I rise to this point of order. 
The main motion is before you, and you must decide that you accept an- 
other motion before you can act on it. 


The Chairman: Well, this is the vote on the substitue. 


Bishop G. D. Baidorf: The body has not agreed yet to accept the sub- 
stitute, therefore, you cannot vote on it until that is agreed. That is a 
point of order as clear as Roberts’ Rulers. 


The Chairman: Well, I do not so agree, but I will listen. What would you 
like to have, Bishop Batdorf? 


Bishop G. D. Baidorf: Well, the parliamentary situation is this, if I can 
interpret it right, Bishop Weidler: There was a motion before the house 
to amend this motion to adopt. That became the main motion for the time 
being, that amendment. 


The Chairman: Well, it is a subsidiary motion. 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Well, it was an amendment. Then somebody moved 
a substitute motion or amendment, which becomes the same as a substitue. 
Now the body must decide whether it will vote on the original amendment 
or accept the substitute, and when the body accepts the substitute, then 
you can discuss the substitute motion when you have agreed to bring it 
before the house. 


The Chairman: That is a parliamentary rule. I will accept that. Now 
you will vote-on whether you will accept the substitute for consideration. 
As many as will agree, will please stand. Those opposed. 

The substitute is before you. 

Now the motion is that $700,000 be the limit and that it be given back 
to the committee—Mr. Geib, will you kindly state it as you want it? 


Fred P. Geib: I move the substitute, that the budget be fixed at not to 
exceed $700,000, and go back to the committee for proper allocation. 


The Chairman: Now we will vote whether or not to accept the substitute 
motion. Those who favor the substitute motion will please stand. Those 
opposed. 

The substitute carries. 


John H. Ness: Now I would like the Conference to instruct us in another 
matter. The basic report, as it is in your little booklet (the white book) 
and that which has been approved by the Board of Administration and is 
before you, is built up on the basis of a sixfold calculation. That is our 
norm. 


George A. Heiss: I move that the committee work out the basis for this 
pei general benevolence budget on this sixfold basis for presentation 
ater. ; 
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C, V. Priddle: I second the motion. 
(The question was called for.) 
The motion being put by the Chair, prevailed. 


I, E. Runk: I move we do now adjourn. 
E. B. Learish: I second the motion. 
The Chairman: Are there any announcements? 


_F. Berry Plummer: Why can we not have the reports of these two elec- 
tions, and have that matter settled? 


The Chairman: By common consent, we will listen to the reports. 
O. T. Ehrhart: We submit report of the tellers. 
(See page 603) 


The Chairman: Will you mention the names of those who are elected? 
Then I will declare them elected. 


O. T. Ehrhari: D. E. Young, S. Paul Weaver, Homer B. Kline, B. S. Arnold, 
V. H. Allman, L. C. Weimer, V. G. Hunt, Fred P. Geib, C. V. Priddle, R. G. 
Trent, and J. Gordon Howard. 


The Chairman: These men having received the majority of votes cast, 
I declare them duly elected to the Board of Administration. Now we will 
have the report on the election of Trustees of Bonebrake Seminary. 


Lloyd C. Nichols: The report of the tellers is hereby submitted. 
(See page 605) 

The Chairman: For the term expiring 1949, I declare Professor J. F. Smith 
duly elected. From Ohio for the term expiring 1953, I declare C. A. Funk- 
houser and C. M. Bowman duly elected. For the term expiring 1953, I de- 
clare the following elected: Rev. D. T. Gregory, Rev. S. C. Enck, Rev. J. D. 
Good, Rev. E. J. Haldeman, Rev. Benjamin F. Smith. 

And, of course, the bishops, term expiring 1949. I declare the bishops duly 
elected as trustees. 

Bishop Fred L. Dennis: Mr. Chairman, I believe the report of the Com- 
mission on Church Union was adopted, but if the Committee on Church 
Union has anything before it, it seems necessary that that be referred to 
that committee. I so move. 

The Chairman: I guess that is right, to move to refer. Is there a second 
to refer it to the committee? 

Philip R. Haass: I second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair and prevailed. 

(Various announcements were made.) 

The Chairman: Now in the press of this parliamentary discussion, we 
neglected to vote on the adjournment, and you have granted that privilege 
by common consent, to hold the action until this time. Now we will have 
Rey. Frank Cross, of Oklahoma Conference, ask the blessing upon our noon- 
day meal, and incidentally, upon all of us. As soon as we vote the adjourn- 
ment he will do that. 

The motion to adjourn was put, and carried. 

The benediction was prayed by Rev. Frank Cross, and the General 
Conference stood adjourned until Monday, May 21, 1945, at 9:00 o’clock a.m.

SEVENTH DAY—MORNING SESSION 
Monday, May 21, 1945 
Bishop Fred L. Dennis, D.D., presiding 


The General Conference was called to order by the Chairman, and the 
session was opened with the singing by the assembly of the hymn: “I would 
be like Jesus.” 

Rev. C. W. Heiser offered the morning prayer. 

The assembly sang: “Simply Trusting Every Day.” 

Thereafter, Professor Merl W. Harner of Bonebrake Theological Seminary, 
brought his fourth message to the General Conference on the theme “Paul 
and Our Ministry.” In this, his fourth message, he emphasized the “Grace 
of God in Paul.” s 

(By direction of the General Conference, the verbatim report of the 
Devotional Address is not included in these proceedings.) 

Following the devotional address, the assembly sang: “Grace Greater 
Than All Our Sins.” 


The Chairman: Rev. D. S. Mills, pastor of our Avondale Church, in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, is going to bring us a gospel message in song. Mrs. Mills will 
accompany him. Rev. Mr. Mills has been in that pastorate eighteen years, 
and all that time he has been a radio preacher. He has a great program 
there in Columbus. 

Rev. D. S. Mills, accompanied by Mrs. Mills at the piano, sang “Beyond 
the Sunset.’’) 


The Chairman: In taking up the business of the morning, out first item 
is the consideration of the journal of Saturday’s session, to be presented 
by Doctor Gregory. 


Martin G. Miller: I move that we approve the journal without reading. 

J. N. Funk: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: Will you discuss it? 

(The Question was called for.) 
_ I.E. Runk: In reference to the reading of the journal, there is a question 
in the minds of a great many of us on a certain motion that was made, as 
to whether it was this or that. Possibly if he would just read that one 
motion, we could pass the journal, but we ought to know that. I think it 
would help.us a great deal when a certain matter comes up for discussion. 

The Chairman: Would you indicate what that is? 

I. E. Runk: That was by Mr. Geib. 


The Chairman: Mr. Geib of Michigan. Will you answer the question? 

D. T. Gregory: The question relates to the wording of the motion that 
was made in connection with allocating the budget, the second motion that 
was made when the matter was referred to the committee for allocation. 

The Chairman: We will ask Doctor Gregory if he will favor us with the 
reading of what he has in the minutes on that item. 


I. E, Runk: The question is whether the motion referred to using the six- 
point basis for the whole budget, or only for any increase in the budget. 
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D. T. Gregory: May we read the series of motions that had to do with this 
particular item, after the report had been submitted by Doctor Arnold? 
(Reads as follows) 


“It was moved by C. V. Priddle and G. A. Heiss that the report of the 
committee be adopted. 

“A motion to amend was then made by Bishop I. D. Warner and W. H. 
Hayes to increase the total budget to $677,000. 

“A substitute motion was then offered by Fred P. Geib and Roy H. Turley, 
to instruct the committee to refigure a total budget adequate to meet he 
iems mentioned, but not to exceed a toal of $700,000. 

Rig motion was then made to consider the substitute and this prevailed on 
vote. 

“The vote then taken on the substitute motion offered by Mr. Geib pre- 
vailed with a vote of 142 to 63. 

“Voted. After further discussion a motion by George A. Heiss and C. V. 
Priddle prevailed, authorizing the Committee on Budget to refigure a total 
budget of $700,000 on a sixfold basis.” 

(The question was called for.) 


The Chairman: The motion is on the approval. 


I. E. Runk: That was the information we wanted. 


The motion to approve the Journal without reading was put by the 
Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: We have a special order, the Forum on Church Union, 
which will be presented and led by Bishop A. R. Clippinger. Bishop Clip- 
pinger. 

(See page 331 for Bishop Clippinger’s address) 

The Chairman: Permit the Chair to announce that a distinguished guest 

has arrived, whom I desire to have introduced by our Senior Bishop. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Brethren of the Conference: I have the happy 
privilege and pleasure of presenting to you the Senior Bishop of the Evan- 
gelical Church, Bishop J. S. Stamm. ; 

(The Assembly arose and greeted Bishop Stamm with prolonged applause.) 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I just informed Bishop Stamm that there was 
not anything in my paper he did not know a long time ago. Now, Brethren, 
I do not propose to answer all the questions you can ask. In fact, I take 
a little pride in saying to you that I was in the Atlanta gathering twenty 
years ago when we came together in an unofficial way and expressed our 
greetings and good wishes, hoping that the day might come when we could 
unite. There was no official gathering until Bishop Stamm offered the 
proposition in Akron General Conference. From that day I have had good 
health and strength, and have had the privilege to meet in every meeting. 
I have served on one committee each time. There are some things I would 
have to look up in the book of Discipline, just the same as you have been 
looking up in our book of Discipline. 

I have back of me a group of men who have gone with me a number 
of times, who have been on this National Committee. It may be necessary 
for me to refer certain questions to them, if I am not clear in my mind. 
Now, Mr. Chairman, I am ready to have the first question. 


V. E. Hilton: What effect will this new setup of the Board of Missions 
have on commitments already made by our Home Mission Board, with 
regard to new building? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: It is my understanding all commitments, whether 
of the Home Mission Department or others, will be carried out. If Doctor 
Hovermale has any further statement he would like to make with respect 
to that, I would be glad to hear him. All contracts and all agreements of 
both denominations are to be met. Any other questions? ie 

H. H. Heberly: On page 99 in the New Discipline it says the ministers 
do not report to the quarterly conference. That may not be very significant, 
but they ask why that has been eliminated. Can you answer that? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: What page is that? 
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H. H. Heberly: Page 99. 

A Member: Section 99. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Not page 99. 

H. H. Heberly: I have a brother-in-law in the Presbyterian Church. He 
said “Your U. B. way of making the ministers report and pass on their 


character, is your safeguard against much that we suffer.” That seems to 
be eliminated. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Bishop Batdorf, will you answer that question? 
Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I am not quite sure I have gotten it, Mr. Chairman. 
H. H. Heberly Section 99, under page 66. 

E. B. Learish: Page 66, at the bottom of paragraph 99. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: May I say, if you do not hold the New Discipline 
in your hand, that Section 136 takes care of that. “The Annual Conference 
shall make inquiry into the moral and official conduct of its ministers. Any 
case requiring special consideration may be referred to the Committee on 
Conference Relations.” 


H. H. Eberly: Does that answer that? 
Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I think so. 


H. H. Heberly: The next question: Under No. 104, a minimum salary is 
provided for the ministry, and this is to be set by the annual conference. 
If I understand correctly, the assignment of a pastor depends upon that 
minimum salary being met. Is that correct? 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Is that not what we do at the present time, if 
there is a minimum salary—that the annual conference sets it? 
(The General Conference indicated its agreement.) 


H. H. Heberly: All right. In Section 111, provision is made for strict 
supervision of the actions of the quarterly conference by the annual con- 
ference. I do not believe that requires— 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I think in substance that obtains in both of our 
denominations at the present time, although we do not enforce it. Our 
Evangelical Brethren, I am sure, are more rigid at that point than we are. 
If I understand it, Bishop Stamm, you review your quarterly conferences’ 
actions in your annual conferences, am I correct? 

Bishop J. S. Stamm: That is correct. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I would be pleased if you would vote Bishop 
Stamm into an advisory relationship with me. 


M. R. Fleming: I so move. 


D. E. Young: I second the motion. 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: It is unanimous Bishop Stamm. 


H. H. Heberly: The next one, No. 146—Delegates to the General Confer- 
ence are to be elected at the Annual Conference instead of by the church 
members. Ministers in this case could gain almost complete control of the 
church organization. Local churches have no voice in selecting delegates to 
the General Conference. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: You will have your lay delegate representation 
in the annual conference. You will have your ministerial delegation in the 
annual conference. In many instances there has been an earnest desire 
in our denomination for years that the delegates to the General Conference 
be elected in the annual conference. Our Evangelical Brethren have had 


this provision for many years, perhaps through all of their history, from 
what I know. 


H. H. Heberly: Then the last one, Nos. 158 to 162. No provision is made 
for the wishes of the members of the local church as to the minister as- 
signed to them. It is believed some recognition of the local church should 
be provided for. If you will read that, it is much stricter than we have at 
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the present time. It is far from a large group of members. Will you answer 
that last, Bishop Clippinger? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Well, I did not so understand, that the laity do 
not have a voice in the selection of ministers. I did not understand that 
there would be any radical change at that point. 


Bishop Batdorf: You have your lay delegate from the local church to 
the annual conference, just as we have now in our present method of 
procedure, with the privilege of consulting and — 


H. H. Heberly: Thank you. 
Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Are there any other questions? 


Dewey Whitwell: Page 321, the paragraph at the bottom of the page, 
Article II—Organization of the Commission on Evangelism. It says: “The 
Commission on Evangelism shall elect for the quadrennium from among 
its members a Chairman, a Vice-Chairman, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, 
who shall be the General Church Treasurer. The officers shall perform 
those duties that usually pertain to such offices.” 

My question is this: The secretary of this department is elected from 
among the members of the commission, while the secretaries of all the other 
departments are elected by the General Conference. I want to know why 
the secretary of this department is elected from among the members of 
the department and not by the General Conference. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: It is the understanding that when you make 
reference to the secretary there, it is the recording secretary, and not a 
general secretary. Am I right, brethren? 

(It was so indicated.) 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Just the same as any other board. 


Dewey Whitwell: I fail to find where it says the secretary of this depart- 
ment shall be elected by the General Conference. I found where the other 
departments have their secretaries elected by the General Conference, but I 
have not found any place—maybe you can find it for me—where this sec- 
retary is elected by the General Conference. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: It will be for the General Conference to de- 
termine whether you want an executive secretary, the same as Doctor 
Gregory is the executive secretary of the Board of Administration, or Doctor 
Hovermale, the executive secretary of the department of Home Missions. 
But each of those boards has a recording secretary, and that is what this 
refers to here. ‘ 

J. F. Hatton: If you will just turn over to page 322, the very first item, 
you will find a clearer statement as to this matter: “The Secretary of the 
Commission shall be the denominational Secretary of Evangelism.” 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Thank you very much. Now, some one down 
here. 

E. J. Haldeman: That was my question, Bishop Clippinger. Now that 
explains that he shall be the secretary for the department of evangelism, 
but I want to know why he is elected by the local commission and the 
other secretaries are elected by the General Conference. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I cannot answer the question. If any of these 
brethren has an answer, I will be glad if you would give it. 

Roy D. Miller: Is it not true this is a commission and not a department? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I think your point is well taken. Any other 
questions? 

H. H. Heberly: Do I understand that this forum will result in any changes 
to this Discipline, or that it is simply to help us in the future? 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Your latter conclusion is correct. There is noth- 
ing we can do here, brethren, that can change a line in the plan and basis 
of union, or in the proposed Discipline. This was the Plan and Basis of 
Union and the Discipline upon which our Evangelical Brethren voted al- 
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most unanimously. Now the purpose of this forum now is that we might 
clarify anything in your minds. , ' ; 

The Committee on Church Union had a meeting this morning, and I 
presume will have another. Brother Huffman is the chairman of that com- 
mittee. They were having a meeting a while ago and they will bring in the 
results tomorrow before the vote is taken. Theré is nothing we can do 
here to change this. But we are here to give every opportunity for clarifica- 
tion of any problem in your minds before the vote is taken. There will 
probably be no discussion tomorrow, because this is the time for the 
discussion. When the report is brought in by the committee, then the 
vote will be taken. Any other questions? 


William T. Barker: When will be the first opportunity the General Con- 
ference will have to verify and make changes necessary? 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: It is understood that this book of Discipline 
will be the rules on which we will operate for the first quadrennium, and 
after the first quadrennium then, of course, changes will naturally be made, 
just as we make changes at the present time in our Book of Discipline. 
We made a lot of them here the other day. And so these changes evidently 
will be made. 


E. C. Weaver: Do we understand, then, that the first quadrennium refers 
to the first quadrennium after the first General Conference of the merged 
church? 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: That is correct. 


E. C. Weaver: And there will be no opportunity at that first General Con- 
ference to make amendments to the Discipline? Is that your idea? 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I do not believe there is anything in print to 
that effect, but that is generally understood, that for the first quadrennium 
we will go through on this, and in that time we will discover some ir- 
regularities, probably, and some crooks and turns we will want to change. 


W. H. Hayes: The question has been raised in regard to the status of 
ministers now in the denomination, both women ministers and others. Is 
there anything in the new legislation, any proposed basis that changes the 
status of any ministers, or would mitigate against women in the ministry 
of the merged church? 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Thank you for the question. There is a state- 
ment in here somewhere that whatever your status is at the present time 
in either denomination, you go into the new church with that same status, 
and there is nothing in here that will bar women from being ministers. 


L. A. Whitesell: We have been electing and will elect officers to serve 
for the quadrennium in our denomination. Shall that quadrennium be con- 
sidered from now, and will they hold office until four years from now, or 
until the opening of the combined Conference? 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: You raise a legal question which was under dis- 
cussion a while ago. The Discipline says that bishops shall be elected 
every four years. It does not say we are elected for a four year period. We 
go on that assumption, Brother Whitesell. I thank you. 

If this merger goes through and at the proper time Bishop Stamm raises 
his gavel and announces that the Evangelical Church and the Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ no longer exist, but from this time forward 
it is the Evangelical-United Brethren Church (raps gavel), I am out of 
office. And I think any jury or any judge in the land would state that— 
I would not have any show in a court of justice or equity in claiming any 
salary beyond that time. All of the bishops in both denominations will be 
up for re-election, and all other general officers. Is that your understanding, 
Bishop Stamm? 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Until their successor is elected. 
Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Until their successor is elected. 
H. E. Schaeffer: It simply means that when we take this vote in favor of 
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the merger, we are actually voting out of existence the United Brethren 
Church? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: As such? 

H. E. Schaeffer: As such; yes, sir. 


A. B. Cox: I would like to ask what the relation of the quarterly confer- 
ence preacher will be — 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Brother Schaeffer, this much further ought to 
be said. This is our first step. It must go down to the annual conference, 
and on down to the local church. But if all of these steps are favorable, 
then the Board of Bishops announce that everything has been accomplished 
and the required number of votes have been cast favorably, then it goes 
out of existence. 


_ Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Except this—may I make this observation? While 
in a sense it is voted out of existence, in reality we do not vote it out of 
existence. We vote it into a larger entity, with an unbroken continuity 
of history from the days of Otterbein until the Judgment Day. (Applause) 


Bishop Fred L. Dennis: Doctor Cox has the floor. 


A. B. Cox: The question is as to the relation of quarterly conference 
preachers. I understand there is nothing in the Discipline that provides 
for the quarterly conference preacher in the United Brethren Church if 
the merger goes through. I would like you to explain it. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: When you speak of the quarterly conference 
preacher, you ought to take into consideration along with that the order 
of Deacon which the Evangelical Brethren have yet. They have had two 
orders of ministers—the Deacons and the Elders. We never had the order 
of Deacon in our Church. They never had the quarterly conference preacher. 

And so, there was one clear case where a compromise was necessary, 
and they very graciously said “We will give up the order of Deacon,” and 
we then said “We will give up the quarterly conference preacher.” 

But I hasten to say that we have that in the New Discipline which com- 
pares and is almost parallel with what a quarterly conference preacher is, 
which is known as a Probationer. And with the necessary educational quali- 
fications, he moves up into the ministry, just about the same as we move 
our quarterly conference preachers up. But the quarterly conference does 
not license the young man. He is recommended by the congregation, 
according to certain rules and regulations here. He is recommended either 
in the presence of the superintendent or the bishop, and that is carried up 
to the annual conference, and the ministers of the annual conference grant 
the license to this young man. 

Now I may say parenthetically that there has been a feeling in our 
denomination for many years that the ministers ought to be the group of 
individuals who receive individuals into their ranks. 

A. B. Cox: Bishop, how about those who are serving? I understand many 
of our conference churches are being served by men who have quarterly 
conference licenses and probably will have nothing else. Do they go out 
of existence? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Their status remains the same, as I said a while 
ago. There is a provision here that the status remains the same. © 

Hon. J. Paul Rupp: I would like to clear up what I consider a misappre- 
hension, in the answer to Doctor Schaeffer's question. The question was, 
after there is church union, would the United Brethren Church cease to 
exist. And apparently the answer has been yes from Bishop Clippinger, 
with the modification by Bishop Batdorf. j 

In my opinion, under this church union, the United Brethren Church does 
not cease to exist as a legal entity. It attaches itself to another entity. 
With respect to local churches and local charters, there again under this 
church union, as I read it, there will be required no assignment. Churches 
which are now incorporated under the name of the United Brethren Church 
need not dissolve and take out a new charter and assign their present 
properties to the new entity. 
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This is a combination. The same body that now has the power to change 
the Discipline, will vote to change the Discipline to meet the new conditions. 
As I interpret it, we will have an entity which may be somewhat different, 
not an entity which requires an assignment of interests. And the United 
Brethren Church continues as before, and the annual conference has the 
power to determine when it shall terminate and when it shall join with 
other conferences, and until they do so, I do not see the power here for 
anybody to direct an annual conference to cease to exist. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Thank you. That is the legal answer. 

J. D. Good: Regarding the trustees elected to the Publishing House and 
the Seminary. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I would like for Brother Huffman to hear this. 
Will you stand up, Brother Huffman, and get this question? 


J. D. Good: With respect to the trustees elected by our General Confer- 
ence to the Publishing Interests and to the Seminary, and to our orphanages 
and homes, what will be their status when the merger takes effect? Will 
they be selected by the merged body, or will they continue to serve as 
elected by this General Conference? 


L. L. Huffman: It is my understanding they will continue in office and 
finish out their terms and then be re-elected by the United Church. I be- 
lieve I am right in that. 

Mr. Chairman, while I remain standing, I would like to ask a question. 
I need a little light here today. If I understood correctly, it was stated 
a little while ago that the Uniting General Conference, after the two 
General Conferences of the two Churches have met and then go into the 
Uniting General Conference, would have no power to change the Discipline. 
I think that was the answer. If that is true, I am looking now at page 31, 
at the last part of paragraph 14. It says there: 


“The members of the two General Conferences shall then constitute the 
membership of the first General Conference of The Evangelical United 
Brethren Church, which shall proceed in accordance with its Discipline.” 

Now, if you will turn in connection with that to page 87, you will find 
Articles 216 and 217 read: ‘ 

“The General Conference has the power to enact or amend laws, regula- 
tions, and ordinances, to govern the life and practice of The Evangelical 
United Brethren Church as follows: 

“917. Laws and regulations in Part 1, Constitutional Law, of the Dis- 
cipline of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, may be amended, and 
new laws and regulations enacted, by a three-fourths affirmative vote of 
the members of the General Conference present and voting thereon, and 
a two-thirds affirmative vote of the aggregate number of members of all 
the Annual Conferences in North America, present and voting thereon. 
When an act or amendment shall have received the necessary votes, it shall 
be declared by the Board of Bishops to be the law of the Evangelical United 
Brethren Church and be incorporated in its Discipline.” 

Then Article 218: ‘Laws, regulations, and ordinances in Part II, Temporal 
Economy, and in Part III, Rituals and Formulas, of the Discipline of The 
Evangelical United Brethren Church, may be amended, and new laws, 
regulations and ordinances in Part II and Part III may be enacted, by a 
two-thirds affirmative vote of the members of the General Conference, pres- 
ent and voting thereon.” 

Now following the reading from both, this one paragraph in the Plan, 
and then the paragraph on how we can change our Discipline in the united 
Church, this question: Is there anything to the contrary to those two pro- 
visions in the Plan of Union, where we are agreeing that in our first uniting 
General Conference we cannot proceed to change our Discipline? I do 
not know of anything. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I think it is, shall I say a gentlemen’s agreement 
that there certainly would be no radical changes in that Uniting General 
Conference. But it is, so I understood it, and I think that is generally 
understood, that for the first quadrennium we go through on this basis. 
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Now I suppose that it is within the bounds of possibility, in view of what 
you have read here, that changes could be made within limitations of these 
regulations. 


L. L. Huffman: You realize, of course, that this was worked out, prob- 
ably, for the Church for the first quadrennium. But I did not want any mis- 
apprehension of that to go into the record. I was not sure I was right at 
all, but I wanted it to be stated for the record, which is being carefully 
taken at this time. 


F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, the question I am about to ask is a 
relatively unimportant one, I realize, and yet it is the type of thing that 
will have to be settled in many local communities. I am wondering how 
this will be done. In the City of Hagerstown, there is a St. Paul’s Evan- 
gelical Church, located on West Franklin Street, which is a member, or a 
part of the Central Pennsylvania Conference of the Evangelical Church. 


On East Franklin Street, there is the St. Paul’s United Brethren Church, 
of which I am pastor. That is a part of the Pennsylvania Conference of 
the Church of the the United Brethren in Christ. » 

Now when there is a union, there will be two St. Paul’s Churches in 
Hagerstown, one on West Franklin Street and the other on East Franklin 
Street. (Laughter) Now evidently there will have to be a change of name 
of one or both of these churches, else there will be some confusion, naturally, 
not only in the minds of the people, but from a legal standpoint there may 
be confusion. 

Shah what provision will be made for the adjustment of such a situation 
as that? 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: My answer would be that that is a local situa- 
tion, and I do not believe even an annual conference would have much to 
say to that. 


Hon. J. Paul Rupp: I would like to answer that, Bishop, if I can. 


F. Berry Plummer: You looked over here when you said Bishop. You 
mean, Hon. J. Paul Rupp, Bishop Clippinger. (Laughter) 


F. Berry Plummer: I suggest the Judge look straight when he says bishop. 


Hon. J. Paul Rupp: I was looking at the man I wanted to answer. The 
East Pennsylvania Conference is chartered. It is under a special charter 
by the Legislature of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. And in there it 
says you are to worship God according to your ritual, and so forth, of the 
United Brethren Church. My local church is chartered, and it says that 
we are to worship God according to the ritual, canons, and so forth. 

And when you get into a legal question, it is only the question of the 
ritual that cannot be changed. Now you can change anything else in your 
church, as to how you hold property, but the form of worship is the only 
thing that cannot be changed. : 

So you as a local Church can do anything you want to do with respect 
to the name of your church. But you cannot change, and you must wor- 
ship according to the Discipline of your Church. 


F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, he has not told me a single thing that 
I do not know. (Laughter) 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Brother Shannon says to call it St. Berry’s 
Church. 

F. Berry Plummer: They know me too well. Getting back to this, I under- 
stand perfectly that my church, even today, under the charter that we 
have—and we are operating under a charter that was given by the Legis- 
lature of the State of Maryland in 1858 and amended in 1870—we have a 
perfect right to change our own name. We can do that. But that is not the 
question at issue. : 

Suppose we decide not to change our name, and suppose this other 
- St. Paul’s Church decides not to change its name? Then what? I realize 
this is relatively minor, Mr. Chairman, I am not making an issue of it at all. 
But I am wondering about the machinery a little bit, in a situation of that 
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kind. I am not making an issue, you understand. I am just trying to get a 
little light. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I think you have got all the light I could give you. 


Paul E. V. Shannon: Some matters ought to be cleared up in regard to 
these so-called gentlemen’s agreements. I think:the General Conferences 
ought not be bound by any unwritten gentlemen’s agreements. And is it not 
true that in this proceeding, what is written is the only action that we can 
depend upon? : 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: You are right in that. I would like to say in. 
that connection, after a little further conference here, a question was asked 
about these board members that are being elected. These brethren back 
of me say that in the Uniting General Conferecene, it will be their duty to 
confirm the elections, if they run into four or five years, whatever the term 
may be, that the Uniting General Conference will confirm the elections that 
take place here. 


C. V. Priddle: I would like to put a question into the hopper. Assuming 
that “the union will be formed, I would like to ask this question, just to 
be sure: In case a local United Brethren church should desire to purchase 
property in the future, would it not purchase it in the name of the present 
chartered body, fifty years from now, or a hundred years, or five hundred 
years from now? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Judge Rupp, would you answer that question? 

Hon. J. Paul Rupp: I would like to answer it, Bishop. If a local church 
should buy property, it would buy it under its chartered name. If the 
conference would buy it, it would buy it under its charter name. The 
General Conference, as I understand, has not been chartered. They work 
under a system of trusteeship. And the trustees of our general Church own 
the property, and those trustees would continue to own the property, same 
as a church that is operating under a trusteeship. 

You hold property one of three ways. You hold it as an individual, you 
hold it in trust as trustees, or you hold it under a corporate authority. 
Those who now hold property under corporate authority, will continue 
to hold it under the corporate authority. Those who hold it in the name of 
an individual, where an individual has the deed to the church, the property 
would continue to be in that individual. 

But our general Church, all the property, as I understand, of our general 
Church, our national Church, is held under a trusteeship. We do not have 
a charter for our general Church, so that you have trustees of this depart 
ment, and trustees of that department, and trustees of another department. 
In other words, those people who are trustees hold that propery in trust 
of all of us. And I do not see that it would develop in any other way, 
because the trusteeship is the ownership of these individuals in trust for the 
Church. Does that answer that question? 

C. V. Priddle: Thank you. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Mr. Chairman. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Bishop Batdorf. 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I think perhaps a statement something like this 
could be made and should be made, that it is very evident to all of you 
as a self-evident fact, that these Commissions could not foresee and provide 
for all detailed problems which will arise in such a great enterprise as this 
in the merging of these two great denominations. 

An attempt was made to cover as nearly as possible all these conditions, 
and make certain general provisions for them. But there are a great 
many details which will arise, such as these questions already indicate, and 
others that you will ask, or that may be asked, and that others will ask, 
that the Commissions could not foresee or could not make definite provision 
for in the written form. 

I think that the Uniting General Conference which will unite on the basis 
of this constitution, will agree to operate on the basis of this constitution, 
and that perhaps it would be hazardous immediately to start to make 
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changes, but that the uniting General Conference, or the united General 
Conference should in its first session be given an enabling act by which 
it could take care, through conferences of local churches and other local 
conditions, of many of these details which will arise from time to time. 

I think such an enabling act, Mr. Chairman and Bishop Clippinger, 
given to that Uniting General Conference, would enable the Church to 
take care of all these details which will arise from time to time. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I should like to make this further statement: 
Every legal precaution was taken, so far as we could see, for the protec- 
tion of the material interests of the two denominations. The Evangelical 
Brethren put Mr. Ewald on their commission, and another gentleman part 
of the time, who was an attorney. We had brother L. L. Huffman as one 
of our Commissioners, who went through with us on the Commission, 
and also brother Ray Engle. who, of course, died while in office. Then in 
addition to that we employed two attorneys, Mr. Charles Funkhouser, and 
Mr. Robert Cowden, both of whom have a United Brethren background, 
and are very faithful United Brethren lawyers at the present time. 

And they discussed and brought advice on legal matters. And then our 
Evangelical Brethren had an outside attorney, who was not a member of 
the Commission. So we had the legal advice and assistance of half a dozen 
minds concerning these material interests. 

Now that does not guarantee that all of the loopholes have been pulled in. 
But, nevertheless, we feel pretty safe. I wonder if there is anything; Bishop 
aoe we have brought out here which you would like to address your- 
self to. 


T. L. Miles: There is one question in my mind: In the united church, 
will the quarterly conference ministers continue as quarterly conference 
ministers until they die, or are regularly changed to Probationers, or will 
the quarterly conference ministers be automatically raised to Probationers 
in the united church? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I just consulted with these brethren back here, 
and it is my opinion, corroborated by them, that they will continue as 
quarterly conference preachers, in that status, unless they choose to move 
up, as they do now. But they will continue. There is no change in the status 
of the ministers as they go into the united church. But a new man coming 
into the Evangelical United Brethren Church will pursue the Discipline as 
we have it here. 

H. E. Schaeffer: I will have to answer this question when I get home. It 
will be one of the first ones asked, and I am not clear. I listened to what the 
bishop read, that these great streams, the Evangelical and the United 
Brethren Churches will merge into one. Then I made the statement that 
in the light of that, both the churches will be out of existence. Judge Rupp 
said No, and Bishop Batdorf indicated no. What I want to know is, wherein 
we do merge and unite. That is the question that was brought up by four 
churches before I came here. Wherein do we unite? On that issue we have 
to vote back home. I want to be clear on that one point. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Mr. Chairman, I think a very common and very 
sacred practice in our social organization would help to throw light on that. 
When a young man and a young woman who have fallen in love with each 
other decide to get married and unite, they do not vote themselves out of 
existence. (Laughter) They rather unite in a new union and continue their 
identity to the glorification of their individuality, but they merge into a new 
unity which fulfills and glorifies each one. : 

Now that does not answer fully, of course, your question, Doctor Schaeffer, 
but it seems to me there is an analogy there. We do not lose our identity 
and the rich heritage of our moral, spiritual and cultural background 
over many, many years. We do not lose that. But we unite with another 
one that brings to that another stream of rich spiritual heritage and racial 
and cultural influence, and we unite together. We do not lose ourselves. 
We find ourselves more fully in that new union, I think. 


E. C. Weaver: Just one more question, which has not been cleared up in 
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my mind, relative to the ministerial pensions. According to the New Dis- 
cipline, there will be an entirely new setup as designated here. And the 
question in my mind is this: Will those who are now members of the 
Ministerial Pension and Annuity Plan of the United Brethren Church, 
and of the Evangelical Church, participate in the new plan, or is the new 
plan for those only who are coming into the church as ministers? 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I will ask Bishop Batdorf to answer that question, 
for I was not on that committee. é 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I am not sure I can answer it fully, but as a gen- 
eral statement of the situation, I may say this: That it is agreed by our 
Discipline that at the time of the merger of the two churches, the Ministerial 
Pension and Annuity Plan of the United Brethren Church and the Super- 
annuation Fund of the Evangelical Church will each become sort of a frozen 
program and closed, and all the members, ministers, all ordained ministers 
in the United Brethren Church who are members of the Ministerial Pension 
and Annuity Plan will participate in the benefits of that Plan according 
to the provisions, until the last pensioner, or the last member in the United 
Brethren organization shall have passed to his reward, and no more will 
be left. 


And the same will be true upon the side of our Evangelical Brethren. 
They will maintain the same assured security through their Superannuation 
Fund for all their ministers. If at the conclusion of that period when the 
last pensioner shall have passed to his reward there are any funds left in 
one or both of these, they will become part of the new Plan in which the 
future ministers will participate. 


Now it is provided that at the time of the merger a new plan for min- 
isterial pensions shall be instituted, known as the Ministerial Reserve 
Plan, in which the minister himself and the congregation or the depart- 
ment which he serves will participate jointly in the building up of a 
reserve for his pension when he retires. In the first quadrennium, the min- 
ister shall pay an amount equal to two per cent of his salary into that 
fund, and his congregation will pay an amount equal to three per cent of 
his salary into that fund. Afterwards, this shall be increased until the min- 
ister shall pay three per cent of his salary and the church or organization, 
department or organization or institution which he serves shall pay five 
per cent. And it is understood upon actuarial estimates and conclusions 
that these amounts will build up a reserve sufficiently strong to take care 
of the ministers of the church, according to the amounts which he is to 
receive as long as he lives, and if his wife survives him, for his widow as 
long as she lives. If the reserve which he has built up and his church with 
him, shall be fully exhausted by that time, then that closes the book. If it 
so happens that there is an equity left in that fund for that particular 
minister, it will go into the total fund. If he lives longer that his allotted 
time, or his widow lives longer than her allotted time according to the 
provisions of this reserve plan so that the reserve he has built up will not 
be sufficient to take care of him or her, then he will live, not only on 
borrowed time, but on borrowed money, and somehow the plan will take 
care of that so he shall be taken care of and his widow as long as she lives. 


Now the United Brethren ministers who are now in our plan will 
participate in this reserve plan, Doctor Weaver. As soon as you are a 
member of the plan, and you pay your annual premium which is prescribed 
in our book of Discipline, you will be asked to pay two per cent of your 
salary, or an amount equal to two per cent of your salary, into that reserve 
fund, and your church will be asked to pay three per cent into that reserve 
plan. If the two per cent is more than your premium payments, then the 
difference between that premium payment and the amount you pay over 
that will go in credit to you, and will help to strengthen, reinforce and 


enlarge the benefits you will receive when you retire. And that holds true 
along the line. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: If you will turn to paragraph 1363 at the bot- 
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tom of page 293 and over to the next page, you will find some answer to 
your question. 


Colonel H. E. Myers: May I just raise the point as to when we hope to 
consummate this merger, what your plans are? As I understand we are 
voting upon this merger as a General Conference, and I think it will be 
approved. Then what is the procedure? It goes from here to the annual 
conference for their approval, is that correct? 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I will answer it for you, Colonel. If you vote 
favorably here, then it goes down to the annual conference, and if three- 
fourths of the annual conferences put their approval upon it, just as quickly 
as those conferences are held this fall, just as quickly as we can, ballots 
will be prepared and distributed to the local churches, I presume much on 
the same basis as we elect our delegates to the General Conference. And 
the churches will take a vote, and if they vote favorably, the bishops will 
announce it to the denomination, and the uniting General Conference will 
be held November 16, 1946. 


Colonel H. E. Myers: You hope, then, to have this merger Conference 
convene in November, 1946. If the merger is then and there completed 
entirely, this new proposed Discipline becomes effective on and after the 
completion of that merger, which would be for four years hence. We will 
follow the United Brethren Discipline up until the merger at this General 
Conference in two years, approximately; then the New Discipline will 
obtain. May I just ask this question: How do you plan to have representa- 
tion at this merger conference in November, 1946? Do these delegates hang 
Over or go Over, pass over, as delegates to that Conference? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: The Plan and Basis of Union very specifically 
says that the members of this General Conference will be members of the 
uniting General Conference. So also with the Evangelical Church. 


V. G. Hunt: The statement concerning the local church voting on this 
proposition is erroneous. The local church does not vote on it. It is the 
membership of the church. It gives the wrong idea. We do not vote as 
local churches. We vote as members of the Church of the United Brethren 
in Christ. It carries the wrong idea. It is the idea of the local churches that 
they can vote and settle the matter whether they go in or stay out. They 
vote as members of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: In answer to your question down here—please 
pardon the erroneous statement which I made—Doctor Hunt is right—to 
carry in the Church, it takes a majority of all the votes cast. Not the major- 
ity of the membership, but the majority of the votes cast. 

I think, brethren, we have gotten a lot of light here, and I do not believe 
we ought to prolong it more. 

The Chairman: We have a very full schedule, as you will observe. We 
did not want to close this discussion while there still remained a vital 
question on Church Union. For after all, many of us thought that was the 
important thing we were to discuss at this General Conference. ; 

I have this transportation notice, signed by Professor Lyle J. Michael 
“Will delegates who have not arranged their own transportation, but who 
plan to leave Westerville Wednesday, please consult the Committee on 
Transportation at the information desk today or tomorrow. Also kindly 
notify the committee if you are driving to Dayton Wednesday and have 
space for others.” : 

We_had voted another special order for today, or perhaps the motion 
said Monday of Tuesday—the memorial, or recognition service for our 
chaplains. I am informed that the list will not be here before tomorrow. 
Would it please this Conference to postpone that item until tomorrow? 

The General Conference so agreed by common consent. 


The Chairman: Thank you. I understand there are no more reports from 
the Committee on Nominations, unless we create some offices? 


F. Berry Plummer: That is right. 
The Chairman: We have two elections coming up. We should have these 
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elections, after which we will catch up two reports that were held over 
from last Saturday, if that meets with your pleasure. I have lost track 
of which group of tellers is due to function. Will tellers of Group No. 3 
come forward, please, and distribute ballots for the election of the General 
Secretary of Foreign Missions? 


V. G. Hunt: We have a question on seating a delegate. 


The Chairman: The Chair will rule that he will entertain a motion that 
it be done. : 


V. G. Hunt: U. E. Bethel. 


The Chairman: The motion is that the name of U. E. Bethel be referred to 
the Committee on Credentials. 


K, K. Merryman: I second that motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

The Chairman: That name is referred to you, Brother Capehart, as chair- 
man, in place of Arthur Atwell. 

I am informed that some do not know for what office we are voting. It 
is for the General Secretary of the Foreign Missionary Society. I declare 
the polls closed on this election. 

Will the tellers please hold the ballots? We will have the tellers of 
Group No. 1 come forward and pass the ballots for the election of the 
Members of the Board of Foreign Missions. 

(Thereafter, the ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair 
declared the polls closed.) 

The Chairman: You gave approval a while ago, so we can go back and 
catch up the two reports. The first is the report on Publishing interests. 

Thereupon, the Committee on Publishing Interests and Christian Liter- 
ature by the Chairman, Joe Hendrix, was presented to the General Con- 
ference, and upon motion by J. P. Hendrix, supported by J. F. Smith, the 
report was received and adopted by the General Conference. 

(See page 607) 

The Chairman: We will now have the report of the Committee on Chris- 

tian Education. 


W. Maynard Sparks: In the absence of Chairman H. L. Boda, I will pre- 
sent this report. 
(See page 608) 


W. Maynard Sparks: Mr. Bishop, I move the adoption of this report. 
Homer B. Kline: I second the motion. 


D. C. Kennedy: I also second the motion. 
Thereupon, the motion for the adoption of the report was put by the 
Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: We are now at the report of the Committee on Spiritual 
Aims, Promotional Agencies, Salaries and Budget, of which Doctor Ness is 
the chairman. While Doctor Ness is arriving, I see some of the tellers have 
returned. Brother Nichols, chairman of Group No. 3 of the tellers, will 
report, please. 

Lloyd C. Nichols: We make report of Election of General Secretary of 
the Foreign Missionary Society. 
(See page 603) 

The Chairman: The Chair declares the re-election of Dr. S. G. Ziegler 
to the office of Executive Secretary of the Board of Foreign Missions. 

Is the other board of tellers ready to report? Apparently not. Very 
well, then, Doctor Ness you may proceed. 


John H. Ness: We are glad to report on Spiritual Aims, Promotional 
Agencies, Budget and Salaries Part 1. Spiritual Aims. Spiritual Emphasis 
During the Next Four Years. (Reads) 


F. Berry Plummer: May I ask a question of Doctor Ness before he pro- 
ceeds further? 


The Chairman: Yes, sir. 
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F. Berry Plummer: Are there any thanges in Part 1 from what is printed? 


. John H. Ness: In Part 1 there is only one change, and that is under 
General Objectives.” In thesfirst paragraph, under. No. 2, there is one 
phrase changed. I will read it: 

‘2. Special emphasis in Evangelism and increase in Kingdom forces 
by the addition of at least 80,000 members by confession of faith.” 


F. Berry Plummer: I move the adoption of Part 1 without reading, with 
this change. 


W. R. Montgomery: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: The motion is on the adoption of Part 1 with this one 
correction Doctor Ness has made, but without reading the remainder. Those 
in favor of the motion will lift the hand; opposed, like sign. 

_ The motion is carried, and Part I of the report is adopted, with the change 
indicated, without reading. 
(See pages 572-584) 

John H. Ness: Under “Church Standard” there is no change in that section 

from the former quadrennium, as we have it here. 


R. G. Mowrey: I move the adoption, without reading. 

M. S. Livengood: I second the motion. 

D. T. Gregory: That is still Part I. That was adopted on this motion. 
The Chairman: We are over to Part II. The Denominational Budget. 


Roscoe F.. Wilson: Mr. Chairman, I believe Doctor Ness will observe at the 
bottom of page 9, “Plans for Special Gifts” there was a comma placed there 
after the word “institution” and the words added “or causes.” 


John H. Ness: Thank you for that correction. On page 9 the next to the 
last paragraph on that page there was inserted this one additional statement: 
rete for Special Gifts or Campaigns. No plan for soliciting ‘special 
gi s’ spon oA 

F. Berry Plummer: That is part of Part II, Denominational Budget, and we 
have not come to that. ; 

Roscoe F. Wilson: I beg your pardon. 

The Chairman: We have passed Part I. We are now ready for Doctor Ness 
to present Part II. 

John H. Ness: Now, Part II is exactly as you find it in our Church Disci- 
pline at the present time, with only two changes of any paragraphs noted 
here. There are a few editorial changes. One change is at the top of page 8, 
second line in that partial paragraph, “(Conference Benevolence allotment to 
the churches on the monthly basis.” 

And then on page 9, at the bottom of the page, the paragraph: “Plans for 
Special Gifts or Campaigns. No plan for soliciting ‘special gifts’ shall be 
undertaken and promoted by any department, institution, or causes until 
such a plan” and so on. That one phrase “or causes” will be inserted. 

R. G. Mowrey: Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption of Part II, with these 
suggested changes. 

E. N. Funkhouser: I support the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

(See pages 572-584) 

Jehn H. Ness: Now Part III, Budget Plans, we have changed somewhat, 
according to your instructions, and we are going to ask Doctor Arnold, who 
is chairman of the subcommitee, who, with a number of others, has been 
working out these reallocations, and so forth—we are going to ask him to 
present and to read the items in this Part III. I will ask Doctor Arnold to 
come to the platform. 

B.S. Arnold: Mr. Bishop. 

The Chairman: Doctor Arnold. 

B. S. Arnold: Beginning wtih Part III, Budget Plans, “Steps in Determin- 
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ing Budget Quotas,” permit me to read these first observations, because they 
are important. (Reads to end of paragraph numbered 1.) | ; 

The next paragraphs, Nos. 2 and 3, are naturally eliminated by the action 
of the General Conference on Saturday, giving direction to the committee to 
refigure on the sixfold basis for a budget of $700,000. We have those figures 
ready for distribution. : 


The Chairman: Will the tellers of Group No. 2 please come forward and 
distribute these to the General Conference? 
(The tabulations in question were distributed by the tellers.) 


The Chairman: We will give attention to Doctor Arnold. I think all of you 
have been supplied with the material. 


B. S. Arnold: I purposely read the provisions for the sixfold basis, so that 
you might know by what means we arrived at these figures. We have 
mimeographed them and placed them in your hands. If you want me to 
read them, I shall read them, but perhaps we could save time by accepting 
them as we have placed them in your hands. Mr. Bishop, in order to get 
them before us, I move the approval of these quotas as budgeted for the 
denomination in the respective Conferences. 


E. B. Learish: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: The approval of these quotas as budgeted is moved and 
seconded. The report is before you for discussion. Are there any questions? 


T. L. Miles: I would like to ask first what change was made in the per- 
centages, how the percentages on this new allocation have been figured? 


B. S. Arnold: We have not made any attempt to figure the percentages. 
You mean the percentages retained and percentages to the General Con- 
ference causes? 


The Chairman: That is right. 


B. S. Arnold: We have made no attempt to change the percentages, nor 
have we figured them, because, brethren, it would be useless to figure all 
those percentages until we know you are going to accept these figures. We 
are assuming the percentages are the same. 


T. L. Miles: May I make this statement relative to our own conference? 
West Virginia Conference has really been one of the backward conferences, 
and we are not proud of it. We are very sorry. We feel ashamed, in fact. 
And I feel sure some of us have been doing what we could to change 
conditions there. 

I am very sorry to say that following the last General Conference, we were 
able or felt we were, to apportion the full budget of $22,000, so there was 
simply an increase given to the churches coming up to last fall, when we 
gave them the full $22,000, and at present they are paying it. And when we 
gave them the full $22,000, we rather obligated ourselves that it would 
likely not be increased at this General Conference. So we face real difficulty 
with our churches. 

Now we admit that under the present financial conditions, that West 
Virginia likely could pay more, and we are willing to do our best. However, I 
would like to make this observation, that under the plan that was voted last 
Saturday, some of the strong conferences that have heretofore been paying 
their total quotas and more, are reduced. The weak conferences are in- 
creased. I wonder what this will do to the total budget program. Will it 
mean, if the weak conferences fail and the strong conferences do not pay up 
to what they have been, will it mean a decrease in our total income rather 
than an increase? 

Now I simply raise this question, and hope it will be considered carefully. 
We pledge to this General Conference that whatever is allocated to West 
Virginia, we will do our best. 

D. E. Young: You will notice on your sheet that we are to have the highest 
quota—$74,500. In the first place, let me say we would not want to go back 
to our conference with less than we had. We will start there. 

In the second place, the brethren of our delegation here feel that we would 
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like to help the conferences such as West Virginia, and we are willing to 
take a $2,000 increase, and that, I think, will help. I am just doing this to 
set an example. I hope others «will help also. (Applause) 


E. N. Funkhouser: Mr. Chairman, in consultation with the brethren from 
the Pennsylvania Conference, the delegates who are here, I am instructed 
to authorize the Committee on Budget, etc., to adjust, if they so desire, the 
allocation to the Pennsylvania Conference. We were originally assigned 
$70,000. Under the new sixfold division of $700,000, there has been assigned 
to the Pennsylvania Conference $67,221. I am instructed by my delegation 
to authorize the committee to up that $4,299.00. (Applause) 


G. K. Bergland: Speaking for Montana Conference, I see we have the 
lowest quota of $1,355, and we would like to be raised up to $1,440. 
(Applause) 


Homer B. Kline: I am authorized by my fellow Alleghenians to say we 
will agree to the acceptance of our share of this budget and bring our figure 
to $56,400.00. This is an increase of $2,400 over the Conference budget we 
have been paying heretofore. (Applause) 


B. C. Rife: This is the fifth General Conference that I have attended. I 
have never taken five minutes of your time to make any speeches, although 
I felt sometimes I might have improved a bit. But I want to call your atten- 
tion first of all to our bishop’s report the other day, when he disclosed the 
fact that Southeast Ohio Conference was being manned by quite a number 
of quarterly conference and lay preachers, and whosoever will. He did not 
go on to say that Southeast Ohio Conference had been furnishing ministers 
in the other Ohio conferences, as well as some west of Ohio throughout the 
years. Just as soon as any of those men that happen to find the Lord down in 
some of these little rural churches give themselves over to the ministry and 
come to Otterbein College and then on to the Seminary, we say good-by, and 
we are thrown on our own resources. 


Now you will notice that four years ago we were assigned $33,000. We 
have a conference debt. We have been trying to pay that conference debt. 
We have been assisting our churches that have debts, and we hope to keep 
on until all of our churches are out of debt. We would like to call your 
attention to the fact that Southeast Ohio Conference covers one-third of 
this Ohio, and that after you get below Lancaster and Logan, you get down 
into the mining districts, and in one of those districts there is only one 
ordained man for the whole group. 

Now it is certainly complimentary to raise our budget $4,500 down there. 
It is certainly a compliment to our quarterly conference laymen and preach- 
ers to raise the budget. ’ ; ; 

I hope the committee will take these things under consideration. I feel 
there is something wrong here. We must have some money down in these 
hill countries. The minimum salary down there ought to be at least $1,500 
for those who serve three, four, five and six churches. And it is out of these 
small churches down through the country that many of our ministers are 
coming. 

We ent to get our conference out of debt. We want to get the churches 
in our conference out of debt. We are paying our benevolences. We have 
been making forward strides. But I am just a little bit leary about going 
back to our churches and saying that our apportionment has been raised 
$4,500.00 We have been penalized for being good, trying to bring things 
up. So I hope this will be taken under consideration. 

The Chairman: Doctor Hatton, of Michigan. 

J. F. Hatton: I want to call attention to the fact that on this sixfold basis, 
which I presume is correct, Michigan, with a membership of $5,000, is asked 
to increase its quota $3,000, in round figures, which would simply mean that 
Michigan could not possibly, on the basis of their present giving and even 
that which has been given for purposes within the conferences, bring 100 per 
cent into this fund. And it would also mean that the program of increase in 
the size of the conference through the establishment of missions, will have 
to be abandoned. And these two items particularly are true with reference 
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to Michigan, if this quota stands. I presume it is figured correctly, but I 
certainly feel it is most inequitable when it comes to the actual situation we 
face. ‘ ; 


Fred P. Geib: I would like to suggest a remedy. I think that the difficulty 
comes in the instructions that were given to the committee last Saturday 
when we voted to apportion the whole budget on the six point basis instead 
of instructing the commitee to apportion only the $35,000 increase on that 
basis. Had we done that, the reported allocations in the original report 
would have been the basis, and to those allocations would have been added 
whatever part of the $35,000 might be allocated to each conference on the 
six point basis. That would prevent any conference from taking a less quota 
than was recommended in the first place. : 

Now in order to remedy that situation, I think a motion to reconsider 
would be required. And in order to get it before the General Conference, I 
_move that the action of the General Conference on Saturday last, instructing 
this committee to apportion the whole budget on the basis of the six point 
program, be reconsidered. If it is reconsidered, then I will make the other 
motion, that only $35,000 be distributed or allocated on the six point basis. 


John H. Ness: I wish the secretary would read the final motion which this 
Conference passed, and from which motion we got our instruction and 
guidance. I wish the secretary would read the final motion. 

The Chairman: Will the Conference hear the reading of this? 

(The General Conference so agreed.) 

D. T. Gregory: Mr. Chairman, the final motion was this. We read it a 
while ago. “After further discussion, a motion by George A. Heiss and C. V. 
Priddle prevailed, authorizing the Committee on Budget to refigure a total 
budget of $700,000 on the six-fold basis.” 

John H. Ness: I wanted you to read that motion, because the final motion 
is the motion of instruction, and we tried to follow in this case your instruc- 
tion, absolutely. 

(The question was called for.) 


William T. Barker: We all have a lot of sympathy for this committee, I am 
sure that is correct—every one of us. We are getting a fifty-six plus per- 
centage in Indiana Conference if this goes through this way. The impress- 
sion that was on my mind over the week-end was that the committee was 
instructed to apportion up to $700,000 if necessary, but they did not have to 
apportion it all. But I see by this report that we are. I talked with different 
ones, so I am heartily in favor of reconsidering. 

The Chairman: Will you hear a statement from the Chair, please? I 
heard no second to that. 


William T. Barker: There was a second right here. 


The Chairman: Then I would declare it out of order until we have disposed 
of this one way or the other. You can do it by voting it up or down, or you 
can_ask for a substitute or adopt these suggestions by various conferences 
asking for more, and so on, asking this committee on the budget to bring us 
at a later date their suggestions on the basis of these askings. 

John H. Ness: May I make a substitute motion? 

The Chairman: Yes, sir. We will accept a substitute motion. 


John H. Ness: The committee had a subcommittee to study readjustment 
of this budget. We anticipated your reactions. Therefore this subcommittee 
—I do not know whether this will be approved by the bishops or not, Sunday 
afternoon we worked a long while in the Administration Building to make 
these suggested readjustments. And I wish now that the chairman of this 
subcommittee would read those reallocations, and that would constitute this 
substitute motion. I make such a subsitute motion. 

J.D. Good: I second the substitute motion. 


B. S. Arnold: If you will take the list which you now hold, and copy the 
following figures. We were fortunate as a subcommittee in hearing from 
some of these conferences. In fact, we heard from both Sides, some who 
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said it cannot be done. But we could not do anything else. And there were 
others who said “We will help out.”” Now, through the generosity of these 
conferences, and may I say two other conferences that did not speak this 
morning have volunteered, since their quota is less by the six-fold basis 
than it was during the last quadrennium, they have voluntarily asked that 
their quotas be upped to where they were four years ago. So we had a fund 
to which or with which we could make some adjustment. We still have 
saueore the statement here this morning—if I understood, Montana wants 
G. K. Bergland: That is right. 


B. S. Arnold: We still have now $290 which can be adjusted, after these 
figures are read. 


_ The Chairman: You have heard this report. I think this is the proper 
time to have a motion that it be considered as the substitute. 


V. =. Hilton: I so move, Mr. Bishop. 
J. D. Good: I second that. 


The Chairman: First, we will have to determine whether you will con- 
sider this as a substitute motion, not voting on the merits. Will you accept 
it? If so, lift your hand; contrary, like sign. 

It is carried. 

It is now before us. 


A. E. Moore: I thought the motion was that we were not to exceed $700,000 
for the budget, so therefore, since our budget has been raised $1,200. I would 
like someone to take the two hundred. I will take a thousand. Maybe 
because I spoke Saturday they thought we would take twelve hundred 
instead of a thousand. 


B.S. Arnold: It would be the thought of the committee that the $290 could 
be used somewhere along the line in adjusting the quotas. We were not 
expecting that much liberality this morning. 

A. E. Moore: I would like to have that two hundred put on the Oklahoma 
$1200 budget . 


Murn B. Klepinger: I believe of you will check your total, it will be $390. 
Was it not $390 that was added to the original figures of the committee? 

B. S. Arnold: I think not, Brother Klepinger. I beg your pardon. That is 
correct—$390.00. 


Tke Chairman: The committee has $390 then to scale down some quota 
some place. Are there any other remarks? 


J. F. Hation: We are considering the adoption now on the substitute 
motion, which would involve this quota for Michigan Conference of $9400. 
That means that in the reconsideration we are allowed the maximum 
reduction of $4700. I rise to protest, making this statement, that either the 
adjustment must be greater than that, or we face immediately the absolute 
fact—not just merely a statement now trying to get a reduction, but fact, 
which I know to be true, that that is an impossible budget for Michigan 
Conference. Just whatever the Conference wants, but I am stating a fact in 
connection with it which I know to be true. Seventeen years in the superin- 
tendency of that conference has made me quite well acquainted with it, and 
I know whereof I speak as I make this statement. And in the adjustments 
which have now been brought in, it still leaves us with a 45% increase over 
our former budget. 

The Chairman: Do you wish to speak, Bishop Clippinger? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I think we might as well face the real issue in 
some of these conferences. The real issue is not here, but when you get 
back into the annual conference and attempt to parcel out these quotas to 
the several charges. rai ih ; 

I will speak for my own district. I think we ought to hear from Tennessee. 

V. C. Adcock: Our apportionment for the last four years has been $4,000. 
But I would like to clear up something that occurred in a committee a day or 
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two ago. Somebody said I said we would not take any of that $3,000. That is 
not what I said. I said we would take our apportionment, our proportionate 
share. In fact, we had already accepted a 20% increase, from $4,000 to $4,800. 
And we stand ready to take another five per cent, or 25% of our quota for 
the last four years. And I might say we have overpaid that the last four 
years. Now under this present allocation, our allocation is $5720, which ata 
43% increase over the last four years. Now I am not going to say we cannot 
do that. Perhaps we could, but it would be a mighty hard job. We could 
not allocate $5720. We might allocate a part, and the conference superin- 
tendent might raise the rest of it. I do not know. But I know we cannot 
allocate $5720. Now we can allocate $5,000, but I do not think we could 
allocate $5720. 

The Chairman: Is there any other discussion, or remarks? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I would like to hear from Miami Conference, for 
you have given a big jump there. 

Harvey C. Hahn: A question of information. Miami Conference has some 
task on her hands, like all the rest. We are not making a kick. 

The Chairman: Now Mr. Geib of Michigan. 

Fred P. Geib: A question of information. Did your committee in proposing 
this amendment follow any definite mathematical rule of allocation, or did 
it do it some other way? Michigan Conference seems not to have received 
very much consideration, and I am curious to know whether the result was 
reached on the basis of mathematical calculation, or, if not, what the basis 
was. 

B. S. Arnold: We had no mathematical basis we could use. We used our 
best judgment, which may be faulty. However, when we surveyed the 
picture after having made the computations on the sixfold basis, we dis- 
covered five conferences—or perhaps four—Erie, Indiana, Tennessee and 
West Virginia—four conferences which seemed to be considerably out of 
line. We recognized that, but you had given us our instruction and all we 
could do was to present the figures as we presented them. 

When it came to making adjustments, we tried to adjust those conferences 
so they would feel they had a chance. Then other conferences had agreed to 
take a generous amount, and we just put it where we thought it was needed. 
There are adjustments in a few cases of a few dollars up to a few hundred 
dollars. But we tried to work out all quotas so that we would have an equal 
division between general interests and conference—58% for the general 
interests and 42% for the annual conferences. It figured out to $17.00 of 
that amount. 

The Chairman: Is that a satisfactory answer, Mr. Geib? 

Fred P. Geib: Yes, it makes the method clear, but it does not give us any 
remedy. And for that reason, if the Conference will vote down this recom- 
mendation, I will renew my motion for a reconsideration, so that the com- 
mittee will have definite instructions. This committee has done just what 
we told them to do, except for this amendment. My purpose would be to 
give the committee instructions to allocate on the basis of our printed 
report, plus an allocation of this $35,000 on the sixpoint basis, and that it be 
on a mathematical basis, and that there be no charity, and no exercise of 
discretion on the part of the committee. It will be simply following 
instructions. 

C. M. Bowman: Since Bishop Clippinger has asked for an expression in 
the Central District, I would like to just make an expression from Southeast 
Ohio Conference. All that Brother Rife has said is true concerning our weak 
churches. But we have had five or six churches who had heavy debts, and 
we shielded them in our apportionments of benevolences up to the present 
time. They have liquidated their indebtedness. And some pastors are dele- 
gates here, and they have expressed their willingness, and I can see that we 
can allocate our difference here without any hurt to the smaller churches. 
And I think we can willingly accept the $37,750. 


H. E. Schaeffer: I.wonder if we could not hold this over until after dinner. 
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I think we can find some more money to get this straightened up. There is 
lots of money around, seemingly. 


H. H. Heberly: I would like*to make a suggestion, that every conference 
that can accept an additional raise, give that amount to you, or to someone 
specified, and then those conferences that need to be reduced, can also 
express themselves. That might be the basis of adjustment. I have no 
particular objection, except that we have been working under difficulties, 
and are also paying debts in the conference, but we will accept an increase 
with good grace. 


The Chairman: This suggestion hooks up with what Doctor Schaeffer was 
saying. If we hold it over for vote this afternoon, perhaps additional funds 
could be secured. 


Dewey Whitwell: Bishop, in thinking this over, if we think it over, I 
would like to remind the General Conference that when this report was 
submitted, yesterday, we were within $5,000 of allocating the amount we 
needed that took care of the Department of Evangelism. If the committee 
would just allocate that $5,000 in addition to the report they had yeserday, 
we would have the matter settled. 


The Chairman: I understand the motion that followed directed them to 
allocate $700,000. 


Dewey Whitwell: That was the ceiling. 


The Chairman: No, the Chair remembers that Mr. Geib’s motion was at a 
ceiling, but the motion that came through after we had voted that motion 
was that they be directed to apportion it on the sixfold basis. 


E. C. Weaver: I think our difficulty lies in the fact we did ask this com- 
mittee to apportion $700,000. That seems to be our difficulty. The highest 
estimate that was made by the various boards was $667,000. It was raised 
to $677,000 to cover Evangelism. I think with what we have heard from the 
floor that the conferences are willing to increase, and the conferences that 
have asked for a decrease can be taken into consideration, and we will be 
well within the $700,000. We will have no difficulty if we go back to that 
basis. 

(The question was called for.) 

The Chairman: The only way we can do that is to refer the matter back 
to the committee. That is not before us. The motion is on the adoption of 
this set of figures presented as the substitute. 

E. C. Weaver: The motion before us is to accept, is it not? 

The Chairman: That is right. 

E. C. Weaver: I move to refer it back to the committee. 

Professor J. F. Smith: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: To make it clear, it is not stated, but the inference is to 
bring that down from $700,000 to $677,000, or thereabouts? 


John H. Ness: Now let us get this straight. You say one thing here, not 
knowing the implications of your statement. You give us instructions and we 
go back and we simply cannot, if you confine us within the area of that 
amount, we simply cannot increase some of the items which you have 
compelled us, or instructed us, to include in the benevolence interests. 

And this statement also: Now I have not the calculation finally or abso- 
lutely, but as nearly as we can find, if you want these interests included, one 
of which we have not yet passed on, amounting to $12,000, approximately— 

B.S. Arnold: $13,000. 

John H. Ness: $13,000—you cannot allocate a budget less than $692,000. 
Now let us get it clearly, so we know where we are. If you want to include 
here interests, as you have instructed us to include, you cannot operate 
under a budget of less than $692,000. And then there is a question of 
jeopardizing to a certain degree the contingent fund. 

I. E. Runk: I am very sure Mr. Geib’s motion was not that this committee 
should consider it obligatory to make it $700,000, but that they should take 
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all the necessary demands and apply them even up to $700,000. That was 
his motion. 


The Chairman: You are correct, Doctor Runk, but the later motion is the 
one to which I refer, which directed the committee to allocate $700,000. Are 
you ready to vote on this motion? : 


T. L. Miles: I would like to ask a question of Doctor Ness. In the state- 
ment he has just made—what percentage are you using, the percentage that 
was printed in these rules that were sent out? In refiguring, are you thinking 
now of the percentages that were printed in this book of rules that was 
mailed to the delegates sometime ago? 


John H. Ness: We used the printed percentages as a basis. And I want 
you to understand very clearly, when I said $692,000, there is a possibility 
of a little variance there upward, because We have not worked it out to the 
last figure. But I just want to make clear to you that we are not far from 
even the ceiling, if we want to include these interests. 


V. C. Adcock: I would like to ask a question: Were you instructed to 
raise $3,000 for Evangelism? Was that all? 


John H. Ness: Oh, no. 
V.C. Adcock: What else? 


John H. Ness: Probably Doctor Arnold has the list, and in order that 
that list may be known to you, he will read it to you. 


B. S. Arnold: I do not have it. The secretary of the Committee, Mr. 
Brandenburg, has it. 


E. Craig Brandenburg: There are the items. When we first brought in the 
report to you in regard to the increased budget, you will not that there were 
increases in salaries, and it takes $3500 to take care of those increases in 
salaries. Then you instructed us with reference to the Rural Life Work or 
Commission, and asked for $5,000. After consideration we have made plans 
to appropriate $6,000, which seems advisable. And then you asked for $3,000 
more for Evangelism, which gives you a total of about $13,000, I think. 


John H. Ness: One additional item. Through your legislation, we had to 
include in the Board of Administration $500 to take care of a situation in the 
State of Kansas. I observe that that omits the $2500 that was taken away 
from the student fund. That is dear to the hearts of many of us. It would 
be nice to see that restored. 


B.S. Arnold: It has been restored in our calculation. 
John H. Ness: You did not read it, or my ears did not catch it. 
The Chairman: Are you ready to vote on the reference? 


E. J. Haldeman: If you are now voting to refer on the motion or acting 
making the $700,000 compulstory, what chance have they to change it? If 
you change your motion to a $700,000 limit, then they can act, but as it now 
stands, it seems to be they are still bound to do what they have done. 


The Chairman: Yes, sir. The Chair called attention, when the motion 
was. made, that it did not allow for any change in that. If you favor the 
motion on reference, lift your hand— 


B. 8S. Arnold: As a member of this committee, I ought to have the last 
word on this matter of reference to it. I have sharp pencils, and not a very 
keen mind. But I do know how much work is involved. Furthermore, you 
have not given any directive at all. You are turning it back into the com- 
mittee’s hands, and it is again a matter of our judgment. 

These conferences whcih have felt under the sixfold basis they have been 
carrying a disproportionate share of the load of this Church, our eastern 
conferences particularly, they have been very generous in consenting to 
bring up their amounts to the level we suggested the other day, not only the 
amount of the last quadrennium, but these conferences have gone up to the 
figures the committee suggested originally. 

There may be some other adjustments that ought ‘to be made, but it does 
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not seem to me this ought to be thrown back in the lap of the committee and 
that we be required to go over the figures again and use our judgment. 

If you want it on the sixfold basis, say so. If you want to put the budget at 
$690,000, all that will hapen will be that this sixfold basis will be reduced 
proportionately. What basis do you want us to use, if not the sixfold basis? 

I think you ought to give us specific instructions. I have no objection to 
using my pencils in figuring over and over. And by the way, let me say 
these figures have been verified over and over again. In a couple of cases, 
five different persons have verified them. It is not a matter of the figuring 
of any one person. We have others we have already completed, in anticipa- 
tion you might be willing to accept this budget. 

But if you put it back in our hands, please specify what you want us to do. 
We cannot spend much more time. Permit this other word, Bishop: While I 
recognize that there is a terriffic load put on some of these conferences, I 
think the generosity of these other conferences in being wliling to share a 
part of it ought to challenge every conference, and every layman and every 
church in our denomination to keep that budget at $700,00. (Applause) 


Paul Bilby: It seems to me that as the result of this discussion it is evident 
that the committee could not do anything more than it has done. But if we 
would go to lunch, and pray about this, and call a meeting of the delegations, 
and then after dinner come back to the conference floor, and each delegation 
inform this committee what it could do, then the committee would have 


something definite to work on, and I believe, the Lord helping us, we would 
have $700,000. 


F. C. Witmer: I made a statement on Friday in reference to the amount 
that would be required to be paid by three conferences to meet the increase 
in the budget to $700,000, the proposed increase to $700,000, and it would 
mean for general causes forty-seven hundred and some dollars, and 80% of 
that supposed to be borne by three of the conferences. - 

On the other hand, the conferences who are small, the percentage retained 
is greater. That will work in the other manner. That is, you will have to 
appropriate so much more money to make up for the amount retained, which 
we are trying to increase the budget for. 

It seems to me these conferences are in a position that they can help 
themselves. They are retaining a far greater amount for their own confer- 
ences, and a smaller percentage comes in for general causes. For that reason, 
I think we ought to think carefully over changing the amount of the budget. 


The Chairman: As the situation stands, there is a motion on reference. 


Maurice Nichols: This reference does not mean anything, simply puts it 
back in their hands. You would have rescinded the action of that other 
motion, if it amounted to anything. 


The Chairman: The question is called for. If you favor the reference, lift 
your hand; opposed, like sign. | 

The motion on reference is lost. We are back to the motion on the substi- 
tute list of quotas presented. 

(The question was called for.) 

The Chairman: Does the chairman of the Committee wish to speak? He 
will have the privilege to speak if he so desires. 

John H. Ness: There was a question back here? Was it Mr. Geib’s 
question? 

Fred P. Geib: My question. 

John H. Ness: I think you ought to have an answer, and I think we can 
give the answer satisfactorily. The $35,000 you requested to be allocated on 
the sixfold basis, is that right? 

Fred P. Geib: Yes, that is right. 


John H. Ness: And that is exactly what we did. That is exactly what we 
did. It carried a percentage of 5.273651, or something like that. 


Fred P. Geib: I may be mistaken, but I did not understand it that way. 
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The motion here was that the whole $700,000 be apportioned on the six point 
basis. 

The Chairman: Doctor Arnold has a statement to make to you. 

Fred P. Geib: I wanted to accomplish exactly what the chairman of the 
committee has suggested, that this go back to that.committee with definite 


instructions. : : 
Now those instructions did not mean to allocate $700,000 on the six point 


basis, but only to allocate any increase on the six point basis, and leave the 
rest of it just as it was. 

(The question was called for.) 

The Chairman: Doctor Arnold, please, who is the chairman of this 
subcommittee. 

B. S. Arnold: That becomes a virtual impossibility, Brother Geib, to 
allocate the $35,000, the extra amount, on the sixfold basis, because it was 
evident in this General Conference the other day that it was your intention 
that the entire budget should be based on the sixfold basis, and we figured 
it accordingly. It would be unfair to do it any other way. 

E. J. Haldeman: What is the motion? 

The Chairman: We are voting on the substitute. 

E. C. Weaver: Does that mean that these conferences that have asked, and 
we believe in very good faith, for reductions—that this closes that whole 
matter? 

The Chairman: Yes, with the exception of that $390 that the committee 
can just help along with a little. 

(The question again was called for.) 

The Chairman: If you favor the motion pending, lift your hand; those 
opposed, same sign. 

The motion prevails, and the quotas are adopted. 

(See pages 572-584 for revised and final figures of this report) 

S. C. Enck: I move wo do now adjourn. 

E. B. Learish: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: Will you hold, please, before I put it, for announcements? 

O. T. Ehrhart: We have the report of the tellers on the election of the 
Board of Foreign Missions. 

The Chairman: We have two or three announcements that may be very 
important. Will you hold for these announcements? 

(Thereupon, various miscellaneous announcements were made.) 

The Chairman: As many as favor the motion to adjourn will vote by 
standing; those opposed. 

The motion prevails. 

Iam going to ask Bishop Batdorf if he will please give us the benediction. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf prayed the benediction, and the General Conference 
stood adjourned until 1:30 o’clock P.M. of the same day. 


SEVENTH DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION 
Monday, May 21, 1945 
Bishop A. R. Clippinger, D.D., presiding 


The Chairman: Attention has been called to the fact that the hour of 
opening has been changed from 2:00 o’clock to 1:30. It is now 1:45, and we 
will proceed with our program. Brother Upson will announce a selection, 
and we will sing. 

Ray G. Upson: Please turn to page 26, Hymn No. 245. We will sing all 
verses. 

z ape the assembly joined in singing “Jesus, I My Cross Have 
aken.” : 
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The Chairman: Now I think there are some folks who are laboring under 
the same impression that I was, that the afternoon session did not begin 
until two o’clock, and they are not here yet. I think we ought to sing 
another selection, and I do not know of anything more appropriate than 
the hymn on page 24, “Dear Lord, Take Up the Tangled Strands.” 

(Thereupon, the assembly sang “Dear Lord, Take Up the Tangled Strands,” 
led by Rev. Ray G. Upson.) 


The Chairman: Brother R. L. Cortner, who has been pastor of our First 
Church at Wichita, Kansas, for fourteen years, will now lead us in prayer. 

(Rev. Raymond L. Cortner, of Kansas Conference, offered prayer. Fol- 
lowing the prayer, a number of miscellaneous announcements were made.) 


The Chairman: President Weidler, will you bring your father to the 
platform, please? Members and friends of the Conference: I have a very 
unique and very pleasant privilege this afternoon, of presenting to you 
the father of Bishop and President D. E. Weidler. This brother boasts of 
what no other man in the United Brethren Church can say, that he has 
held upon his knee two-fifths of the present Bishopric of the United Breth- 
ren Church. 

Rey. Z. A. Weidler, father of Bishop and President Weidler, was escorted 
to the platform and greeted with applause by the assembly.) 


The Chairman: As far back as memory goes, I remember this brother. He 
tells me that he, on his first charge, became the pastor of my father, my 
uncle, my grandfather and grandmother, when I was a boy four years old. 
I have a good memory, but I do not remember very much about that. He 
and I had a very delightful talk at the dinner table the other day. 

We are both evidently getting up in years, for we can talk about some 
bishops that some of you only know of by reading the pages of history. 
My memory goes back very distinctly to the days of Bishop Dickson and 
to the days of Bishop Weaver. I have very distinct recollection of Bishop 
Weaver, and a faint recollection of Bishop Glossbrenner. But it was 
interesting for me to hear him tell how far back he can go in naming 
bishops. I doubt whether he can go any farther back than Brother David- 
son. Maybe he can. But I want him to tell you how far back he can go 
in naming the bishops, and bring to us such greetings as he may have to 
bring to us at this time. Brother Weidler, I think you hold your member- 
ship in Erie Conference? 


Rev. Z. A. Weidler: I do. 


The Chairman: He holds his membership in the Erie Conference. I am 
very happy to present him to you at this time. 


Rev. Z. A. Weidler: Mr. Bishop, Members of the General Conference, and 
Friend: My history goes back to the very early Bishops of the Church. 
Bishop Jacob Erb was the first bishop I remember—elected in 1837. And I 
want to tell just one little incident concerning Bishop Erb’s preaching, that 
I remember from the time I was a boy about thirteen years of age. 

The bishops then were practical. (Laughter) I did not mean that as you 
thought. (Laughter) Bishop Erb was preaching, and as they did in those 
days—and now I am going to tell you some more about it. They preached 
all over the Bible every time, starting in the beginning and preaching the 
whole way through. One of the favorite topics of preachers of those days 
was on the subject of pride, because they did not have very good clothes 
themselves, and did not want anybody else to have any. Bishop Erb was 
preaching, and he was peaking about the women. That is one thing I never 
could understand—the preachers always gave it to the women on the 
matter of pride, when they were just about as proud themselves as anybody 
could be. Well, after he got through with his sermon on pride—in those 
days they had exhorters to follow the preacher. And my father followed 
Bishop Erb, and this is what he said: “I agree with Bishop Erb in everything 
he has said concerning pride, but I would sooner sit down beside a nice 
young woman with all her frills and furbelows, than beside a man with 
the tobacco juice running down both sides of his mouth. (Laughter, and 
applause) 
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A member whom my father loved very much, was a great tobacco chewer, 
and when he was excited, and he always was in listening to good preach- 
ing, his submaxilary was going fast, and the tobacco juice was running 
down on his hand. He looked up and said to one of his brethren, “I believe 
he’s talking about me.” And he started out to go to the woods, and it may 
have been Bishop Clippinger’s grandmother, or it-may have been one of 
his uncles, said to him: “Where are you going?” My father went by the 
German pronunciation of the name (Waedler). He said, “Waedler is up 
here preaching about tobacco, and I am going out here in the woods to 
settle the matter.” And he went out in the woods and got down behind 
a stump and prayed. Then he got up and reached in his pocket, took out 
his plug of tobacco, and threw it as far as he could, and never used 
tobacco after that. 

Now the first conference I attended was just over 69 years ago, held in 
1876, I think on the 12th of March. I do not remember about that. Bishop 
Edwards was presiding, so I heard Bishop Edwards preach his last sermon. 
He attended conferences, as I understand from his biography, at Allegheny 
and Parkersburg, as it was then known, and Virginia, but he was not able 
to preach at any of them, for he died in June of that year. i 

He was preaching on the subject of Elijah, which was always a great 
subject for him, and when he came to the point where Elijah was standing 
praying that the fire might come down and destroy the sacrifice upon the 
altar, he cried out with all of his voice, ‘Fire, Fire, Fire.” One brother, I 
guess, was asleep. He woke up and stood up and looked out the window and 
said “Where is it?” (Laughter) 

Now you talk about the quarterly conference, and about the preachers not 
being subject to the quarterly conference. Now in my early days they were 
in the quarterly conference, where Nehemiah Altman, the German Jew, 
who was so prominent in this Church, was the presiding elder. And 
Ezekiel Boring, who was the founder of Allegheny Conference, and Joe 
Little and Harry Steffy were going to this conference at Reading. And Joe 
Little said to Boring and Steffy, “Now,” he said, “We don’t treat these 
presiding elders right.” That is what they were called then. “Well,” he 
said, ‘Brother Joe, what is on your mind, anyhow?” Why,” he said, “The 
presiding elder encouraged pride in my family.” Harry Steffy was a rather 
peculiar sort of fellow, and he nudged Boring and he said, “Now, let’s have 
a little fun with Joe.” You see, the presiding elder, his character had to be 
passed first. He said, “Now when the presiding elder’s name comes up, 
why, you will protest and tell him why.” 

So the conference was called to order, and Henry Brown was the preacher. 
When Brown said “The name of Brother Altman is before you,” Joe jumped 
up, and he said, “I have got something against brother Altman.” “Well,” 
he said, “Whatever it is, say it.” “Well, now,” he said, “He came to my 
house and my girls’—this was long ago—the women here need not worry 
about that—he said, “My girls got to wearing hoops way out in every 
direction.” ‘Well,” he said, “I told him, ‘Now, I don’t like it; I don’t think 
it is right. Now I want you to talk to the girls about it.” Altman had a 
peculiar way of stating things. He said, “Yis, yis, Brother Little. This was 
done, Brother Little, this was done.” And Altman said, “Brother Little, I 
thought he was a man and eat meat, but I find ‘he’s a baby and eats milk 
with a spoon.” 

I had the honor of being possibly the only minister living, and I am sure 
I am, who knew anybody who knew Otterbein. Otterbein has been dead 
132 years, and yet I had very sweet conversations with a woman who was 
confirmed by Otterbein, a daughter of one of his vestrymen. So there is 
only one link between my life and that of the founder of the Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ. 

I had the privilege of being the pastor of two granddaughters of Chris- 
topher Grosh, who was a member of the first conference of the United 
Brethren Church, and possibly the first writer on doctrinal subjects in the 
Church. Now I do not know if it is in existence any more, but over fifty 
years ago I sent to Doctor Drury a little pamphlet, in which Christopher 
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Grosh had written a confession of faith for this Church in connection with 
two brethren of the Dunkard Church. I am afraid he kept it in his own 
private library. Maybe it is gone. 

I was the pastor of a daughter-in-law of John Neidig, the founder of 
Oberlin Church. Now I notice in this book which you have issued that 
somebody says it was the third church. Is that true? 


Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I think so, at least, that is according to the records 
that I have, the third oldest. 


Rev. Z. A. Weidler: Yes. Well, I was always under the inpression it was 
the first or second, and further, under the impression it was the first. The 
Geeting House was used as a schoolhouse. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: I think so. 


Rev. Z. A. Weidler: Now that is the reason the Geeting Meeting House 
was used not only as a church, but as a school. Our church at Oberlin, of 
which I was pastor some years ago, was a church always, pure and simple. 
I was always under the impression that it was the second building, and in 
my judgment would be the first church building in the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: It is the first, Doctor Weidler, that has had a con- 
tinuous existence on the same ground. The Geeting House changed several 
times, and the Hagerstown St. Paul’s changed, but the Neidig Memorial 
been doing business on the same ground since 1790—some time along 
there. . 

Rev. Z. A. Weidler: Well, I thank Bishop Batdorf for that correction. 
Now, I just simply want to say this: I will likely never be in the General 
Conference again, for the next time I will be ninety years old, and I might 
be getting a little feeble, and that would make me sorry. I do not care 
how long I live, if I have my health and strength. 

Now, I do not know whether it is pertinent, or whether it is something 
I ought to do or not, but I have always given attention to the study of the 
Hebrew language, and possibly I can recite, if I do not get stage freight, the 
first Psalm, in Hebrew. I studied it for this reason, that when I get to 
heaven, I would like to say to King David, “I can talk to you in your own 
language.” (Laughter) 

(Thereupon, Rev. Mr. Weidler recited the First Psalm in Hebrew.) 
(Applause) 

The Chairman: Doctor Owen. 

J. W. Owen: I am not yet persuaded that I am getting old, but I come 
pretty close to the memories of Brother Weidler. I never saw Bishop Erb, 
but I have been in his home many a time, and knew his widow. And one 
time when we were there, the widow of Nehemiah Altman came on a visit, 
so I knew her also. That is as far back as my memory goes. 

The Chairman: Doctor Sanders, can you go back to Bishop Erb? Is that 
as early as you go back in the memory of the bishops? 

T. J. Sanders: Now, I did not know him. I have known a few people who 
knew Otterbein. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: Mr. Chairman, I do not have any memories, but 
Doctor Weidler’s recital of the First Psalm reminded me of the Irishman 
who applied for naturalization papers. The Judge who presided over the 
court asked him if he could read the English language. Yes, he could read. 
And so he talked around a little while. He said, “Are you sure you can 
read?” He said “Yes, sir, your Honor, I can read.” And the judge handed 
him a Hebrew Bible. He looked at it a long while and was stalled. He said. 
“Your Honor, I can’t believe I can read that.” The judge said, “You said 
you could read.” He said, “No, I can’t read this, but I believe if I had my 
pipe here I could play it.” (Laughter) 

The Chairman: Brother Mowrey. 

R. G. Mowrey: May I make an observation? 


The Chairman: Yes, sir. 
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R. G. Mowrey: On last Tuesday, I believe, you called our attention to 
the effect of the march of time upon the personnel of the general officers 
of this Church. Now, somewhat in contrast with what we have heard today, 
I wonder if you realize the effect of the march of time on the membership of 
this body? I was a member of the General Conference in Indianapolis in 
1921. I have been a member of each General Conference since that time, 
except that I was not permitted to attend the General Conference four 
years ago, although elected delegate. That goes back twenty-four years. 
Do you realize how many members there are in this body who were mem- 
bers of that body in 1921? ' 

The Chairman: That is the Indianapolis General Conference. 


R. G. Mowrey: Indianapolis. There are just eight ministers and seven 
laymen who were memebres of that Conference in 1921 who are members 
of this Conference, which shows the inroads of time on this body. I thought 
you would be interested in that observation. 


The Chairman: Since you speak of that, I want to make a little cor- 
rection, as to the statement that there are no general officers in Dayton 
who were there when Doctor Ziegler and I came. Doctor Deever had been 
elected. as Secretary of Christian Endeavor eight years before, but then 
later on the Departments of the Sunday School and Christian Endeavor 
were united, and he was continued as secretary. That one exception per- 
haps should have been made. 

R. G. Mowrey: There were two of our general officers and two of bishops 
in attendance at that Conference. 

I. E. Runk: Since you are on this subject, we might as well spend another 
minute on what I think is a very important recognition. I think it was in 
1904 that Mr. Airhart was a delegate. He is here today with another lay- 
member of the East Ohio Conference, who had more to do with the estab- 
lishment of the Canton church than any other person, who has just com- 
pleted the payment of a great, gigantic debt. I want him brought up front. 
At one time when that church was threatened, he mortgaged his own home 
to save it. If every fellow had that same spirit, we would go places, 
wouldn’t we? 

The Chairman: Mr. Cogan, the Conference would like to see you. Come 
up to the platform. 

(J. M. Cogan came to the platform and was greeted appropriately by the 
Conference.) 

The Chairman: Have you anything to say? 

J. M. Cogan: I am very happy to have enjoyed the privilege that has 
been mine to help the Otterbein Home, and with your assistance, we have 
made good. That is all I have to say. (Applause) 

The Chairman: How many years were you superintendent of that great 
Sunday school at Canton? 

Bishop Ira D. Warner: Thirty-seven years. 

J. M. Cogan: Thirty-seven years. 

The Chairman: Now, Mr. Cogan has had a great record,.and has done a 
great piece of work with the Otterbein Home, too. Thank you very much, 
Mr. Cogan. (Applause) 

Now we have another matter here. 

G. B. Wetherbee: We overlooked Mr. Airhart, who is the successor to 
Mr. Cogan, following in his footsteps as superintendent of that same Sunday 
school. I have the privelege of being the pastor of these two men. 

The Chairman: When he gets as old as Brother Cogan, we will have him 
up here, too. Brother Airhart has been a very faithful member. His father 
was a pastor also. 

J. M. Cogan: Forty years ago this May, I attended my first General Con- 
ference, at Topeka, Kansas. 

The Chairman: Many of you saw this picture on the Church bulletin 
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yesterday. It has a history, and many of you perhaps will wish to order 
your bulletin from Brother Chester Rettew. He is with us, and I want him 
to tell you how he came to get this picture. Brother Rettew, will you come 
up here? - 

Rev. C. E. Rettew: I appreciate the privilege of thanking the pastors and 
the churches for making possible what is now the fifth year of the Worship 
Folders. In our presenting to the Church the Worship Folder, our thought 
is not a weekly church bulletin, not a few announcements or the order of 
service, but an aid to worship. 

About five years ago, or a little more, I found in the room of one of my 
sons a magazine with a picture on the cover that did not meet with my 
approval. I took the magazine to the study, and I thought I would read it 
and see what kind of magazines my boy was reading. After reading several 
of the stories, I discovered there was nothing wrong with the magazine. 
Ordinary romances and detective stories was the worst that could have 
been said about it. But the picture on the cover of the magazine was such 
as to lead any teen age boy to believe that there was something very real 
in that magazine. 

It occurred to me that if those who would exploit our young minds with 
literature that is not of the very highest and best calibre could do it by 
having a cover on a magazine that would be attractive and would sell their 
merchandise, that the church of Jesus Christ might be able to print their 
message so attractively that folks would want to read it. 

And so, a little over four years ago, we began this adventure of faith with 
the thought of a promotional medium for the Church, and primarily as an 
aid to worship, that would have a picture on the cover page. Our thought 
is to arrest the attention of the worshipper as he enters the sanctuary. 
With the design and prayerful creation and planning, the thought is that 
the worshipper will want to read this message in the Worship Folder. 

So far as I know, there is no other bulletin of its kind that synchronizes 
page 1 with page 4, and the though is the worshipper will carry over from 
page 1 and read the message on page 4, and that he will be in the attitude of 
worship before the minister anounces his text, so that he will be receptive 
of heart and attentive of mind as the minister begins to preach. 

With this thought in mind, we introduced this, with the help and en- 
couragement of Doctor Gregory, Bishop Batdorf, Doctor Enck and others. 
At the time of the last General Conference there was a circulation of but 
10,000 copies per week. Today there are 50,000 copies going out each week 
throughout the United Brethren Church. 

In the selection of these pictures and in the planning and designing of 
the worship folder, we try to capture the attention of the worshipper, as 
well as to make the worship folder seasonal. And when anticipating the 
General Conference, it occurred to the editor of this organ, the worship 
folder, that anything that would take us back to the conception of the 
United Brethren Church might be worthy at a time when our General 
Conference would be meeting perhaps for the last time as the General 
Conference of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ. 

So I wrote to the Publishing House and asked Doctor Showers to send 
me all available pictures of Otterbein. After studying those pictures, to- 
gether with a description of the appearance of Otterbein, I called on 
an artist friend of mine to make a portrait, an original portrait of Otterbein 
that would combine the likeness as it appeared in other pictures, but 
would set forth the benign countenance of this great man, of this great 
missionary, of this great churchman, that would set forth his picture and 
his zeal, so that you could read in his face the conviction of Philip William 
Otterbein, and at the same time note that this zeal and this conviction is 
blended with a kindness that has come down through the years. 

We tried to introduce a little symbol in arranging this. The thought was - 
that it might be sculptured out of a solid stone that might appear on some 
church, suggesting that Otterbein’s message and life rested upon the 
eternal Word of God. And so he is pictured holding his hand in front of 
him, and we have indicated in his hand this symbol. 
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I want to thank you, Bishop Clippinger, for this privilege, and thank 
again the pastors and churches for the fine co-operation in making this 
ministry possible throughout the Church. (Applause) 


The Chairman: We are glad to have you with us, Brother Rettew. We 
were in college together. He is making a real contribution to the worship 
of our people throughout the Church. 


J. F. Hatton: It might not be out of place at this time—I do hesitate a 
little to speak to this body since I received a little spanking before the 
recess this noon. 


The Chairman: That was the other officer. 


J. F. Hatton: I think it would not be out of place, since we are considering 
the matter of union with the Evangelical Church, if one of our own num- 
ber, a very dear friend of mine, an evangelist who has worked in both 
churches, were to be introduced to this General Conference. If I might by 
sufferance of the General Conference, I would like to introduce Rev. Edna B. 
Hughes, an evangelist who has worked in both churches, and is well 
acquainted with many of the pastors in both churches. She is seated in 
the balcony. 


The Chairman: Mrs. Hughes, will you stand? 
(Rev. Edna B. Hughes stood and was applauded by the assembly.) 


The Chairman: She has been sitting in the gallery from the first day 
of the General Conference. We are glad to have you here. 


F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, Doctor Cavert, the Executive Secre- 
tary of the Federal Council of Churches, is here. 


The Chairman: Doctor Cavert, we will be glad to have you come down 
front and join with us down here. 
(Thereupon, Dr. Samuel McCrae Cavert came to the rostrum.) 


The Chairman: I have the privilege and pleasure of introducing to the 
General Conference Dr. Samuel McCrae Cavert, Executive Secretary of the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America. (Applause) 

(The assembly stood in greeting to Doctor Cavert.) ; 


The Chairman: Bishop Showers has an announcement he wishes to make. 


Bishop J. B. Showers: Mr. Bishop and Members of the General Confer- 
ence: We have now been recalling the names of the leaders, past and 
present, of our Church, and it would be a shame not to have these marvelous 
words recorded by our Secretary, so that you could refer to them as often 
as you wish. 

I would like now to have John Lyter and anyone who can assist him, 
hand you out these order blanks for the Proceedings of this General Con- 
ference. I am sure you understand how precious they really are. 

We are saying now, in a pre-publication offer, that you may have this 
book, splendidly bound in cloth, for $3.00, but after the close of this Gen- 
eral Conference, the book will cost $3.50. 

Now will you please indicate the number of copies that you want, and 
whether you are paying cash for it or not. And be clear in giving us your 
postoffice address—your name, your postoffice address. And then you will 
be given a receipt, and the book will be sent to you as soon as it is 
published. 

Now the book costs a great deal more than we are charging you for it. 
The House is always out, and out a considerable amount. We never get, 
even at $3.50, the real cost of the Proceedings. But it does help to keep 
the cost down if we have a goodly number, up into the hundreds, ordered. 
Now sign up at this General Conference. And I thank you in the name 
of the House, and I thank you in your own name for getting something so 
worth while at such a very minor cost. 


_ The Chairman: Thank you, Bishop Showers. Now it has been the custom 
in previous General Conferences, when we have an organist or organists 
as faithful as we have had here, to give them an honorarium. Miss Harris, 
the niece of Dr. J. H. Harris, whom some of us so well remember, has been 
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most faithful. Every evening and in many of the days’ sessions, she has 

been here. And this young man up here is the son of Dr. A. D. Smith, the 

Field Secretary of the Otterbein Home. These folks have just been playing 

for us any time we asked them. We would like to have the plates passed, 

and remember them with an offering. If you are agreed, say agreed.

The Chairman: Very well. We will lift the offering.

The Chairman: We will have the report of the No. 1 Group of tellers on 
the election of the Board of Foreign Missions.

(See page. 604) 


The Chairman: Will you name the persons who have been elected, please? 


O. T. Ehrhari: Under the heading of pastors, Rev. C. W. Winey, and the 
laymen, Evan R. Kek and Harold T. Lutz. Also, Mrs. Mary R. Hough, 
Mrs. J. Gordon Howard and Mrs. C. C. Yund. 


The Chairman: These persons having received the required number of 
the votes cast, I therefore declare them elected to their respective positions. 


The Chairman: We have not yet finished the report of the Committee 
on Spiritual Aims, Promotional Agencies, Salaries and Budget. Is that 
committee ready now to come forward and take up the work where we 
left off? Evidently they are not present. All right. We will do some more 
voting, then. Will the tellers of Group No. 2 come forward and distribute 
the ballots for the election of the General Secretary of Home Missions and 
Church Erection? 


V. G. Hunt: Before you announce the next ballot, I have a delegate who 
has not been seated in the Conference yet, and I would like to have action 
taken. 

The Chairman: Has everyone voted who wishes to vote? If so, I declare 
the polls closed. , 

Now, is the Committee on Credentials and Rules of Order ready to report? 

Ira S. Ernst: I happen to know that report is in the hands of the typist 
downstairs. We can get it in very short order. I am not sure we have 
the notes we made, so we cannot make that report, unless you will excuse 
me for just a second. 

The Chairman: All right. We will excuse you, and you get the report 
and we will take care of that. 

Ira S. Ernsi: There is a report to be offered by our committee that brother 
U. E. Bethel be seated in place of Arthur Atwell. 

(See page 284) 

V. C. Adcock: I move the adoption of the report of the Committee on 
Credentials and Rules of Order. 

The motion was duly supported by H. E. Sponseller, and upon being put 
by the Chair, prevailed. 

The Chairman: Now will No. 3 Group of tellers please come forward and 
distribute the ballots for the election of members of the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Erection? Be careful, brethren, that you vote for the 
required number, no more or no less. If you noticed, in the last ballot there 
were quite a good many illegal ballots. You must vote for the required 
number. 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair declared 
the polls closed.) 

The Chairman: It is a fine thing when a minister has two talents. Most of 
us have only one. We have a few preachers in the Central District. who have 
two, three or more. Brother John Searle, now our pastor at Bowling Green, 
is one of the sweet singers of Sandusky Conference. He had a long, fruitful 
pastorate at Shelby. Last year we needed him over at Bowling Green, so he

was transferred to Bowling Green. Wherever we go, if John Searle is in the 
audience, somebody will say, “Won’t you have John sing for us?” So the 
request has come here, and if you will give us your attention, John Searle 
will sing for us now. 
’ (Rev. John Searle rendered the selection: “I’d Rather Have Jesus.’’) 

The Chairman: Thank you, Brother Searle. I do not believe the Commit- 
tee on Spiritual Aims, etc., is ready to report at this time. Doctor Hunt, have 
you some new legislation to present to us at this time? 


V. G. Hunt: Brother Bishop. 
The Chairman: Doctor Hunt. 


V. G. Hunt: First of all, I want to report on the matter sent back for re- 
consideration, which was Chapter 7, Section 4, Item 1, page 64. The action 
was this: It was moved that no change be made in Chapter 7, Section 4, Item 
1, Page 64 of the Discipline, except to delete the word “standing” in the 
fourth line, and substitute therefor “accredited.” The motion was passed. 

The Chairman: Is that a separate item? 

V. G. Hunt: No, that is just reporting on the item. It will be included in 
the bottom of the report. It is on page 16 of the printed report. The item on 
page 64, Section 4, Item 1, remains as it is stated there, so there is no change 
according to this action. ; 

The item in your printed report submitted by the Women’s Missionary 
Association is yet to be considered. You will find it on page 28 of your 
printed report. These are changes which have been voted upon by the 
Women’s Missionary Association. I was hoping someone might make a mo- 
tion that we adopt them without reading them. 

Miss Alice Bell: Since these changes that have been submitted by the 
Women’s Missionary Association are simply editorial changes that imply no 
change in the procedure of our organization, I move that they be adopted 
without reading. 

H. E. Sponseller: I second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

(See pages 556-571) 

V. G. Hunt: The following is proposed: 

Items on the Children’s Roll should be inserted as Articles 3, 4 and 5, under 
chapter V. section I, page 28 of the Discipline. 

(See pages 556-571) 

May I have a word of explanation? 

Ge delegates indicated their lack of knowledge of what was just 
read. ; 

V. G. Hunt: This is not in the printed report. 

E. Craig Brandenburg: I move that we adopt this item. 

A. E. Moore: I second the motion. 

r The Chairman: It is before you, and Brother Hunt has a word of explana- 
ion. 

_V. G. Hunt: This will give a record of the children who are consecrated 
either by baptism or without baptism by the parents, and enables the pastor 
to enroll the children of parents who are now members of the church. It 
also provides that they shall not become full members of the church until 
they themselves have publicly taken the church vows. 

E. C. Weaver: How shall these child members be designated in the record? 

V. G. Hunt: Under Children’s Roll. 

The Chairman: They are to be counted as full members when you report 
your total number of members? 

V. G. Hunt: Under Children’s Roll. They will be reported under Chil- 
dren’s Roll—number on the Children’s Roll. 

W. R. Montgomery: The statement is that if the parents are members of 
the church. Suppose the father is a member and the mother is not—suppose 
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it is the other way—do both parents need to belong to the church before 
these children can be placed on the Children’s Roll. 


V.G. Hunt: Well, that would be a matter of interpretation. I do not know. 
W. R. Monigomery: And another question—the age. I did not get that. 


V. G. Hunt: It says that they may be removed at the age of 15 if they 
have not taken the transfer formally and become a full member. 


W. R. Montgomery: Then when can a child become a member of the 
church? 

V. G. Hunt: When he is born, according to this. 

W. R. Montgomery: That is, the Children’s Roll? 

V. G. Hunt: That is right. 

W. R. Montgomery: He cannot become a full member until he is fifteen? 

_ v. G. Hunt: No. Whenever he accepts the church vows on his own 
initiative, whether he is six years of age, or fifteen. 

W. R. Monigomery: Thank you a lot. 

(The question was called for.) 

The Chairman: The question is called for. 

E. C. Weaver: One more question, please. 

The Chairman: Let us hear Brother Airhart. 

R. E. Airhart: I think we ought to clarify this matter of whether or not 
both parents should be members of the church or not. We have in our local 
church some families where one or the other are members of the church, and 
the other parent is Catholic. In some cases we are raising the children; in 
some cases the Catholics are. It ought to be clarified. 

G. B. Wetherbee: I should think that could be settled the same as baptism. 
In a case where we baptize the child, or at this ceremony the bishops are 
going to prepare for us, I think that should answer the question, that if this 
mother is the “man of the house enough” in religious activities and brings 
the child to us for consecration or baptism, I should think we should be 
allowed to put that child on the roll. 

Paul E. V. Shannon: We ought to have an amendment, or by common 
consent insert the phrase: “Where the parents or one of the parents is a 
member of the church.” 

The Chairman: Do you wish to make an amendment? 

Paul E. V. Shannon: Yes, if it is in order. 

The Chairman: Is the amendment supported? 

W. R. Monigomery: I support the amendment. 

Paul E. V. Shannon: With the parents or one of the parents. 

G. B. Wetherbee: Should not the word “guardian” be inserted? 

The Chairman: Do you agree to that? 

Paul E. V. Shannon: Yes, agreed. ; 

The amendment to insert the words “or one parent or guardian” after 
the words “shall upon the request of the parents” in paragraph 1 under 
Children’s Roll, was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

E. C. Weaver: Listening to the reading of this report, there is one thing 
that comes to me that needs clarification in addition to what was just done. 
In case the family should move away, there is no provision for the removal 
of the name of the child. Some provision should be made for a case where 
a child’s name is on there for fifteen years and perhaps the parents have 
not lived there for twelve years. There ought to be some provision for that. 

The Chairman: Are there any other remarks at that point? The point is 
well taken. If there is no action, we will pass on. 

J. D. Good: In regard to what Doctor Weaver has just stated, there are 
other communions that have a blank space on the back of the letter of the 
transfer which indicates the date of birth and the date of baptism. .It would 
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seem to me it wotild be well to do that with our records by passing a motion, 
if that would be in order, or when it will be in order I will be glad to make 
that motion. 


The Chairman: The amendment has been approved, but we have not 
approved the report as amended. Are you ready for the vote on the report 
as amended? : 

The vote on the adoption of the report as amended, was put by the Chair, 
and prevailed. 


The Chairman: Now, Brother Good, do you wish to make a motion? 


J. D. Good: I would like to make the motion that a blank space be pro- 
vided on the back of the form for transfer for the baptized children. 


The Chairman: That is, the transfer of adults—you mean parents? 
J.D. Good: Yes. 

The Chairman: Is that motion supported? 

W.H. Hayes: I support the motion. 


The Chairman: The motion is made and duly supported that provision be 
made on the back of the transfer, so when you transfer parents there will be 
a place to indicate the names of children and the dates of birth—TI believe he 
said. Are you ready to vote that? 

(The question was called for.) 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


V. G. Hunt: The next suggested change is as follows: 

jmmend Section VIII, Article 2, Page 70, referring to bishops emeritus, as 
follows: 

Delete the remainder of said item beginning with line 5, and substitute 
therefor the following: 

“In order to conserve to the church his counsel, and such service as is 
consistent with his health, the Board of Administration shall assign him to 
advisory membership on one or more of the departmental boards of the 
Church, said board or boards to assume the expenses involved.” 

The item then will read: 

“A bishop emeritus, though unassigned to any district, shall remain 
qualified to perform such acts of a bishop, as, by agreement with the bishop 
of the district, may be desirable and possible. 

“In order to conserve to the church his counsel, and such service as is 
consistent with his health, the Board of Administration shall assign him to 
advisory membership on one or more of the departmental boards or commis- 
sions of the Church, said board or boards to assume the expenses involved.” 

The Chairman: Is that all of it? 

V. G. Hunt: That is all. 

R. L. Brill: I move the adoption of this item. 

The Chairman: Is this motion supported? 

L. A. Whitesell: I support the motion. 

The Chairman: Do you wish to discuss it? 


Paul E. V. Shannon: I would like to ask for a ruling from the Chair in 
regard to the interpretation of the statement as to boards there. There was 
some discussion in the committee with regard to commissions of the church. 
Are they boards? Does this item as it stands now also include appointments 
to commissions, or is it limited to boards of the church? It is the feeling of 
pies pomunitiee that we ought to include commissions. If it is not included, it 
shou e. 


The Chairman: Do you wish to make a motion to amend, and then we 
will have it there? 


Paul E. V. Shannon: Well, is it the ruling of the Chair that commissions 
are not included? 


The Chairman: Well, it says boards. A commission is not a board. But I 
agree with you that it ought to include commissions as well. 
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Paul E. V. Shannon: I thank you for that ruling. If I am in order, I would 
like to move that we amend this item by inserting “or commissions’ after 
the word “boards.” The item then would read: 

“,.. shall assign him to advistory membership on one or more of the 
departmental boards or commissions of the Church, said board or boards 
or commissions to assume the expenses involved.” 


C. W. Hiser: I second the motion to amend. 
The motion to amend was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: May I answer a question that was asked me the other 
day right in this connection: Can a bishop emeritus, or any emeritus serve 
on a board? For illustration, Doctor Owen, can he serve on a board if 
elected? He certainly can if he is nominated and elected. He cannot serve 
because of his ex officio relationship, but if the nominating committee 
should nominate Doctor Owen and he were elected by the General Con- 
ference to the Board of Education, the Board of Administration, or any- 
thing else, it would be perfectly legal, for there is no age limit affecting 
elections to boards. Have you anything more, Doctor Hunt? 

V. G. Hunt: I have two pages yet. 

The Chairman: All who favor the approval of the report as amended 
will say aye; opposed, like sign. 

It-is carried. 

Vv. G. Hunt: The next is: We recommend that the Board of Bishops be 
instructed to prepare a ritual to be used in recognition of the services 


rendered by retiring elders. 
(See pages 556-571) 


V. G. Hunt: These are separate articles. 

The Chairman: They are different? 

V.G. Hunt: Yes, all different. 

The Chairman: We will take one at a time. 

W. M. Sparks: I move the adoption of this item. 

W. O. Simpson: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: I would like a word of explanation. If we are to ask 
the Conference to retire the elders, then we will have some form of ritual 
before the Annual Conference, is that it? 

V.G. Hunt: That is correct. 

The Chairman: All who favor the approval of this item concerning 
retiring elders, will please say aye; opposed, no. 

It is carried. 

V. G. Hunt: I understand Bishop Batdorf has already made a nice speech 
on that. It might be that if he remembers it, we would have a ritual. 

The Chairman: We will assign him that privilege. 

Bishop G. D. Batdorf: The Board of Bishops. 

V. G. Hunt: Delete the word “dead” and insert the word “body” in its 
stead in the last line of the Apostles’ Creed. (Page 264 of the Discipline.) 

“T believe in the Holy Spirit; the Holy Catholic Church; the com 
munion of saints; the forgiveness of sins; the resurrection of the 
body, and the life everlasting. Amen.” 

(See pages 556-571) 

Paul R. Kooniz: To bring it before us, I move the adoption of this item. 

The Chairman: Is the motion supported? 

R. M. Hilton: I support the motion. sb aceria Bogstes 

s z: I would like to speak a word further abou at. in 
ya Pane Seas far enough. I think we ought to keep the Apostles’ Creed 
in the traditional form. I do not know of any other communion which is 
using the form, “I believe in the Holy Spirit.” They say “I believe in the 
Holy Ghost.” It is confusing, when you teach the Holy Ghost and then 
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say “the Holy Spirit” in a statement so traditional as this. This ought to 
be the form from the Prayer Book. I would like to move to amend to make 
it that. 


B. F. Bungard: I second the amendment. 


The Chairman: You speak of two different things here in one breath. 
We should take one at a time. You are amending the Apostles’ Creed. I 
did not know we could amend the Apostles’ Creed. 


Paul R. Koontz: We are trying to get it to what it is in the Prayer Book. 


The Chairman: Maybe somebody back there made the mistake in changing 
it before. 


Paul R. Kooniz: That is the point. 


The Chairman: I was just about to ask who is interpreter enough to 
know which is the correct interpretation, the word “body” or the word 
“dead.” I do not know. 


J. W. Owen: May I call attention to the fact that the Confession of Faith 
says “We believe in the resurrection of the dead”? 


F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, I sincerely hope that this will be 
voted down. I believe it is more significant to say “the resurrection of the 
dead” than the resurrection of the body. I hope it will be voted down, so 
it will remain as it is. 

The Chairman: Doctor Owen gave a good statement here that it says 
“We believe in the resurrection of the dead” in the Confession of Faith, 
is it, Doctor Owen? 

J. W. Owen: Yes. 


Bishop G. D. Baidorf: I appreciate what is said here, but what Doctor 
Koontz said, I think has significance, that it is an advantage to maintain the 
unity of fellowship of language, we would say, in all Christian assemblies. 
The old historic Creed of the Apostles has in it the word “body” and says 
“Holy Ghost.” And after all, the only thing that is dead is the body, and 
that is the only thing that needs to be raised up. 

The Chairman: Well, I think the issue is clear. I am going to divide the 
question here. The one is relative to the word “dead” or the word “body.” 
And then we will take up Doctor Koontz’s statement. 

V. G. Hunt: His amendment, if I understood correctly, would include this. 

The Chairman: Well, he referred to other words. That was the reason 
I was going to divide it. 

V. G. Hunt: He later said according to the old Apostolic Creed. That is 
what his amendment was. I would like to have clarified what the amend- 
ment is. 

The Chairman: I was going to do away with the amendment and have 
two motions. I think it is the privilege of the Chair to divide a question 
at any time. I think it will simplfy it. Let us decide on whether you want 
the word “body” or whether you want the word “dead.” How have you 
got it worded? 

V. G. Hunt: “Delete the word ‘dead’ and insert the word ‘body’.” 

The Chairman: All who favor the deletion of the word “dead” and the 
substitution therefor of the word “body” will indicate by the uplifted hand; 
those opposed, like sign. 

It is carried. 

Now, Doctor Koontz. 

Paul R. Koontz: Mr. Bishop, I move that the words “Holy Spirit” be 
changed to read “Holy Ghost.” 

The Chairman: You make it as a motion? 

Paul R. Koontz: Yes. 

The Chairman: Is it supported? 


B. F. Bungard: Bungard of Allegheny supports the motion.

E. E. Miller: I have no disposition to disagree with Doctor Koontz, but 
would it not be in keeping with our usual, general reference to the third 
person to say the Holy Spirit? As one who knows the Greek, it seems to

Paul R. Koontz: May I answer that, please? 

The Chairman: Yes, sir. 


Paul R. Koontz: That is certainly true, but in almost any assembly where 
I share in repeating the Apostle’s Creed, it is said, I believe, “the Holy 
Ghost.” I am simply asking for uniformity, so in the teaching of the 
children and the use of it in our congregations we will conform to the 
traditional statement of the Creed. It does not make any difference at all in 
our meaning. 

The Chairman: The question is called for. All who favor changing the 
wording from Holy Spirit to Holy Ghost will indicate by the uplifted hand; 
contrary, like sign. 

It is changed.

_ V. G. Hunt: Page 116, Chapter 16 under the caption “Executive Secretary” 
in paragraph 2, line 3, after the sentence ending with the word “Church,” 
there be inserted the following: 

“His first duty shall be to prepare and promote an aggressive denomina- 
tional program of evangelism in co-operation with the Board of Bishops.” 

That is the Executive Secretary of the Board of Administration. 

And Doctor Cortner has an amendment to propose.

V. G. Hunt: Page 30, Chapter V, Section II in line 11 following the word 
“school” there shall be added “divisional superintendents.” It will then read: 

“The business of each local church shall be delegated to an official board, 
except as otherwise provided for in the Discipline. The membership of 
the official board shall consist of the pastor, all properly recognized min- 
isters and deaconnesses holding membership in the local church and who 
are not elsewhere employed, the secretary of the official board, the class 
leaders, the general director of Christian Education; the directors of Adult, 
Young People’s, and Children’s work: the superintendent and treasurer of 
the Sunday church school, the divisional superintendents of the Sunday

The Chairman: Do you understand the recommendation referred to in 
the motion? Are you ready to vote? 

(The question was called for.) 

The Chairman: All favoring the motion will signify by the uplifted hand; 
those opposed, like sign. 

It is carried. 

(See pages 556-571) 

The Chairman: Is that all? 

V. G. Hunt: No. 

The Chairman: All right. We will hear you again. 

Vv. G. Hunt: “All regularly approved evangelists shall make annual re- 
ports to the annual conferences of which they are members. The Board 
of Administration shall make available suitable blanks for these reports.” 

I move the adoption. 

The Chairman: Is the motion supported? 

George South: I support the motion. 

_ V. E. Hilton: I would like to ask what is an approved evangelist? Who 
is to approve? Does that mean he must be a member of the annual con- 
ference to have approval?

I have here a recommendation which changes the heading of the Con- 
ferences to “Co-operative or Fellowship Missions.” I think Doctor Ziegler 
should give us a word of explanation on this. 


The Chairman: Is Doctor Ziegler present? 
S. G. Ziegler: Yes, sir. 
The Chairman: All right, Doctor Ziegler. 


S. G. Ziegler: Mr. Bishop, these recommendations were made after con- 
ference with representatives from the mission fields in the Orient, and they 
simply state a condition that already exists. 

In our Discipline we call them Foreign Mission Conferences. 

Now the churches, the indigenous churches built up as the result of our 
mission work there, are part of the church in that particular field, so they 
are not distinctively foreign mission conferences, as our Foreign Mission 
Conference is defined in the Discipline, and we make this recommendation 
for the statement in the Discipline so that it may be in conformity with 
the actual existence of this now young church on the mission field. 

The Chairman: Thank you. Are you ready to vote it? 


V. G. Hunt: It has not been read. Do you wish to act on it without 
reading it? 
The Chairman: I thought you had read it. 


V. G. Hunt: No. That is the explanation. I move that it be adopted with- 
out reading. 


The Chairman: There is a good deal to be read there? 
V. G. Hunt: Yes. 


Raymond L. Coriner: I support the motion. 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed.

V. G. Hunt: Change the name of the “Rural Life Commission,” page 290 
of the Discipline to “Commission on the Town and Country Church.” 

I move the adoption. 

J. D. Good: I support the motion. ; 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed.

V. G. Hunt: Page 83 of the Discipline, Chapter 9, Section 11, Item 4, Line 
5. Delete word “six” and substitute the word “seven.” :

WHEREAS the ensuing church year will cover a period of special 
emphasis on evangelism interdenominationally. 

BE IT RESOLVED that our Commission on Evangelism plan for assem- 
bling the Conference Superintendents and other leaders, not later than the 
last week in June, for the purpose of planning a denominational program of 
evangelism to be submitted to the annual conferences this fall.

L. A. Whitesell: I move the adoption.

The question being called for, the motion was put by the Chair, and 
prevailed, unanimously.

L. M. Hohn: I rise to a question. Have we gone so far that we cannot 
bring up something to reconsider? Now two or three days ago we passed 
something that it seems to me we passed in too much of a hurry. It is not 
so very important in some respects, but it is in others. Is it too late? 

The Chairman: I think not. You can reconsider anything we have done, 
if you can get a vote on it. 

L. M. Hohn: In the report here, No. 2, page 41 of the Discipline, Section 
6, Item 15, second paragraph, the fourth line from the bottom of that 
paragrauph this reads: “The Conference Superintendent shall be chairman 
of the Conference Council of Administration.” 

I move that we reconsider that item. 

The Chairman: May I ask, Doctor Hohn, if you voted for the approval 
of the report? 


L. M. Hohn: I do not know. 

Bishop Fred L. Dennis: Nobody voted against it. 

The Chairman: Nobody voted against it, so evidently you did vote for it. 
It requires somebody who voted in favor of it to move the reconsideration. 
Nobody voted against it, so I will go on the assumption that you did not. 

L. M. Hohn: It seems so important to me that I ought to make a motion, 
or someone should. I am not sure what I did. 

The Chairman: All right, brethren. Going on the assumption that nobody 
voted against it, we will go on the assumption that Brother Hohn voted 
for it. Is his motion supported for reconsideration? 

Harvey C. Hahn: I support the motion for reconsideration. 

The Chairman: Let me say this brethren: You have not heard any argu- 
ment, and it will do no harm to hear the argument pro and con, and then 
you can either leave it as it is, or change or remove it. 

The motion was put to a standing vote by the Chair, and carried. 

L. M. Hohn: The reason for bringing this up, as I tried to, is, we have 
had some incidents not too long ago where the bishop happened to be the 
chairman of the council, and saved a great deal of: embarrassment for the 
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sake of the council and the superintendent, and all the rest. And in my 
thinking, I cannot conceive that we are out of order to delete it as we have it 
in the present Discipline. fc 


Another thought in that connection, to my mind, is that this conference 
council, as I understand, is the conference executive committee, and it is 
the bishop’s committee. He is the chairman of the conference. The super- 
intendent has an executive committee, as I have been thinking of it and 
practicing it, it has been and is the district leaders of the conference. And 
for that reason I make the motion, because I know some of us could get 
into trouble unless we have a referee somewhere in our councils. 


The Chairman: Is there any further discussion? 


Bishop Fred L. Dennis: When we passed this the other day, I made no 
remark. It seems perhaps inappropriate for a bishop to call attention, since 
it went by, but now it is up I would like to share with the Conference some 
of the thought that has come to me along this particular line. 

In the Board of Administration, it was stated that the conference council 
is the superintendent’s cabinet, but it is more than that, it is the super- 
inendent’s boss, it is the conference actually operating. This council can be 
appointed or elected. We have the option according to our Discipline. And 
if such a body is appointed, as it is in some of our conferences, and then 
it is the superintendent’s cabinet, it does not become as representative as it 
probably should be. 

I reason like this: In the local church the pastor is the chairman of his 
official board, but when it rises to the quarterly conference, on that charge, 
even though it is a station, the conference superintendent is chairman of 
that quarterly conference down in the local church. So likewise up in the 
annual conference level. 

It would. seem to me that rather automatically, the bishop of the con- 
ference should be the chairman of the Conference Council of Administration. 
Now that apparently has been the thinking of the Commission on Church 
Union, because in the Discipline of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, 
on page 162, referring to the administrative council officers, it reads: “The 
bishop of the area, the conference superintendent and the conference secre- 
tary shall be the chairman, vice-chairman and secretary, respectively, of 
the Conference Council of Administration.” 


The Chairman: Will you indulge the Chairman for just a word? Different 
districts have different practices and customs. But for the last twenty-four 
years I have been going up and down the Central District, and according 
to the rule you now have in your Discipline, the first meeting after the 
General Conference, these conference councils organize and without excep- 
tion they have elected the bishop as the presiding officer, and the super- 
intendent as his vice-chairman, or associate. Sometimes they use one word, 
sometimes another. ; ihiah 

It has been my practice to attend all the meetings of the Miami Council, 
because they are nearby, about two-thirds in Southeast Ohio and more than 
half of them in Sandusky, not quite so many in the East Ohio, and then 
when I get to Tennessee, we always have a meeting immediately before the 
annual conference, and I preside. ? 

Now, if any of my conferences would like to elect somebody else as the 
presiding officer, that is their high and holy privilege. But there is a pro- 
vision in the Discipline that even a superintendent shall not call a meeting 
of the council without the consent of the bishop. But if the bishop goes into 
the council and cannot preside, it is kind of an awkward situation, brethren. 

Now, if there is any Conference that wants the superintendent to be the 
presiding officer, that is your privilege. But I think, I am sure, brethr«n, 
that I have saved embarrassment for a number of my superintendents by 
being the presiding officer when certain things come up in the council. 

Not that I care to preside—bless your heart, I get enough of that, without 
seeking any more—but for the good of the conference and the work as a 
whole, it is my judgment that the Discipline is just the way it ought to be. 
Thank you for the privilege. 
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Maurice Nichols: The fact is, the superintendent is supposed to give a 
report to this council when it meets, and the council acts upon it. 


The Chairman: That is very true. Brother Nichols makes the point that 
the superintendent is supposed to make a report to this council. Are there 
any other statements? : 


J. F. Hatton: I just want to ask the question, in case of an emergency, 
if the bishop is chairman of the Council of Adminsitration and the superin- 
tendent is only vice-chairman, would the superintendent have the authority 
to call the council together, even in case of emergency? By this action 
making the bishop chairman, would it not be wholly his obligation and 
prerogative to call the council together? 


The Chairman: I do not know what your practice is over there. I do 
not believe any of my superintendents call a council meeting without con- 
ferring with me. They say we ought to have it at such and such a date. 
I say I will not be able to be there. You go ahead with the council meeting. 
They go ahead, and no question is raised. 

J. F. Hatton: Then this question in connection with that method of pro- 
cedure: We have had occasions when it has been wise to call the council 
together, and we knew it was time, but the bishop did not know, not until 
acquainted with that fact a little later. I suppose the procedure could be 
to leave the calling of the council until the bishop could consider it, and 
give it his attention. But that has been the case on more than one occasion. 

Raymond L. Cortner: Mr. Chairman, may I ask a question? I wonder if 
the bishops would have the time to attend the council meetings that will 
be necessary to be held in all of their conferences? I presume there would 
be at least four, five or six a year. Would there not be that many, four at 
least? Would they have time to do that? Would it be an imposition upon 
the bishops to make it mandatory to be chairman of the council? 

The Chairman: It is not mandatory. 


Raymond L. Cortner: According to the way this reads, the conference 
superintendent would now be the chairman. What would you say, either 
the bishop or the conference superintendent? 

The Chairman: There is not anything said in the Discipline now as to 
who shall be chairman. You simply meet and organize, just the same as 
any other organizations. And in all my conferences, they elect me as 
chairman and the superintendent as associate, and when I am not there, 
the work goes on. I get to as many as I can. 

John H. Ness: Bishop Dennis gave us the principle of the Council of 
Administration, but in Pennsylvania Conference we consider the Council 
of Administration the official board of the conference, and as the official 
board of the conference, the superintendent seems to be the only logical 
person to preside and to call that meeting, but that the bishop may at any 
time call a special session and preside over that special session. 

The Chairman: Where do you get the authority, then? 

John H. Ness: Well, the same place you get yours. (Laughter) 

The Chairman: Well, it is right here, it is in here, providing for a 
conference council, and it makes no provision for an organization, but you 
must have some organization. That has been the practice of your confer- 
ences. 

John H. Ness: I wish you would find it..We cannot find it in the Disci- 
pline, according to the pronouncement you make. I wish you would get the 
place and read it. We are fumbling over these pages, and cannot find it. 

The Chairman: What do you want? 


John H. Ness: Why, what you said. (Laughter) The bishop’s absolute 
authority to preside over the council of administration. 

The Chairman: I did not say that, no, I said the conference votes me as 
the presiding officer. This is conference action—council action—yes, that is 
the council’s action. 
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I. E. Runk: Mr. Chairman, the action of making the bishop the presiding 
officer and president of the administration board places upon him the 
responsibility of the actions of .that board. Suppose, therefore, they do 
outrageous things? What is hé going to do about it if he cannot come? 
Here are five or six conferences having board meetings at the same time. 
The bishop says “Go ahead and hold it,” and they hold it, and they abrogate 
a lot of things he would like to see done, yet the bishop is not there. You 
know in an official board no minister would let them hold the official board 
unless he absolutely knew there wasn’t any new business coming up. 
(Laughter) You know what I mean. The pastor is responsible for the 
actions of the official board. And the superintendent is absolutely respon- 
sible for the actions of the quarterly conference. They do not do any 
licensing, selling property or trading property, unless the superintendent 
is there. I wonder if they will not act the same way if you make the 
bishop the presiding officer. 


The Chairman: Did you ever hear of a deliberative body reversing the 
action of a presiding officer? 


I. E. Runk: Yes, sir; I have. I have seen it done, and I think it was good. 
(Laughter) 


The Chairman: When you make the statement that the superintendent 
is responsible for the actions of the council, I think you are touching the 
weak point of your proposed legislation, where I think a bishop can step 
in and help to hold things on a level. Now, brethren, I think we under- 
stand the issue. 


Martin G. Miller: The question has just been raised in our area—we 
would like to have Bishop Weidler state whether he would be able to 
attend four meetings each year in each conference in his Area. 


The Chairman: It does not mean that. 


Bishop V. O. Weidler: Well, Mr. Chairman, I am sure the provision in 
the Discipline indicates a responsibility only in the matter of calling the 
meeting. Whether that is right or wrong, should be for you to decide. It 
says the council of administration shall be called by the bishop and the 
conference superintendent. Now, of course, there is a great deal of differ- 
ence in attending a great number of council meetings in an area of a 
million square miles, than in an area the size of Ohio. Bishop Clippinger 
has something that is compact, and we have something that is very 
extensive. I feel that there is no guidance in the Discipline as it is, as to 
who shall be the chairman. Nothing is said about that. Neither is there 
any guidance as to how the chairman shall be chosen, and on what prin- 
ciple. However, there are some conferences that hold a great number of 
meetings of the administration council. Some others do not hold so many. 
I think the Discipline indicates there should be at least four. I would say 
that would place quite a burden on the bishop of the Southwestern District. 
I feel, however, that there are some meetings of the Council of Adminis- 
tration that are more strategic than other meetings, possibly the meeting 
immediately before an annual conference session, and especially after a 
General Conference the bishop possibly should be present and assist in 
outlining the program for the ensuing year. But we have great distances, 
and I feel confident that in a council of administration the bishop ought to 
be chairman when he is present, and the conference superintendent ought 
to be president when the bishop is absent. 

Bishop Ira D. Warner: Mr. Bishop and Members of the General Con- 
ference: I do not want personal matters to be injected in this, but as a 
bishop in the Church, and conceiving my responsibility not to end with 
the benediction upon the annual conference, as a bishop I feel I am to 
administer the whole program of the denomination in my area, and I have a 
very vital relationship to the Board of Administration which is the 
administrative body in the local church which carries out the annual 
conference program. That is a very vital principle in our Church, it seems 
to me, under our plan. And therefore, I hope you will sustain the present 
status in the Discipline. 
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Ira S. Ernst: It is very evident from the discussion here today that there 
is a variety of usage in our Church on this subject. We have our conference 
superintendent presiding most of the time. And yet it is evident that that 
is not the case everywhere, it is different in some sections of the Church. — 

Therefore, it would seem to me we ought not have to set a rule on this 
subject in our Discipline. I think we ought to allow for variety, and we 
ought also to respect and recognize the authority of our bsihops in this 
matter. 

And therefore, I should like to make a motion that this article on which 
we recently took action be deleted from our Discipline, and that this item 
be allowed to remain exactly as it has previously been in our Discipline. 


The Chairman: You make that as a motion? 
Ira S. Ernst: I make that as a motion. 

The Chairman: Is the motion supported? 

R. L. Brill: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: It is now before you. It is a clear issue, brethren. The 
issue is, if you vote the motion, this item will be deleted from the report, 
and the Discipline will remain as it is, and you will go on with your 
practices as you have been doing. 

The question being called for, the motion was put by the Chair, and 
prevailed. 


L. C. Weimer: We just heard a long, tedious report, a very excellent 
report by the conference superintendent, Doctor Hunt. I move that the 
General Conference extend to him a vote of appreciation for his patience 
and the good job he did. 


Roy Turley: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: It is moved and duly supported that you give Brother 
Hunt a vote of thanks. 


S. C. Enck: That should not be only one man. That whole committee 
should be included. 


a C. Weimer: Well, then, Mr. Bishop, we will include the whole com- 
mittee. 

The motion for a vote of thanks te the Committee on New Legislation for 
the excelient work done by that committee, was put by the Chair and 
unanimously carried. 


The Chairman: Now there are several reports of tellers to be heard, and 
we ought to have those now. 

If the tellers are ready to report on the election of Secretary of Home 
Missions and Church Erection, we will have that report, and then we will 
have the report of the tellers on the election of the members of the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Erection Society. 


K. K. Merryman: The report of the tellers for the election of Secretary 

of Home Missions and Church Erection is hereby submitted. 
(See page 604) 

The Chairman: Dr. U. P. Hovermale having received a majority of votes 
cast, I declare him elected as Secretary of Home Missions and Church 
Erection. Now we will have the report on the election of members of the 
Board of Home Missions and Church Erection. 


Lloyd C. Nichols: The report of the tellers is hereby presented on the 
election of the Board of Home Missions and Church Erection. 
(See page 604) 
Lloyd C. Nichols: Those elected are: 
Rev. J. F. Hatton (Michigan) 
Rev. Ira S. Ernst (Pennsylvania) 
Rev. W. E. Snyder (St. Joseph) 
Rev. V. C. Adcock (Tennessee) 
A. C. Spangler (East Pensylvania) 
L. L. Huffman (St. Joseph) 
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C. C. Rose (Illinois) and 
Harold L. Boda (Miami) 
and the three women nominated by the Women’s Missionary Association: 
Mrs. J. B. Showers, 
Mrs. O. E. Knepp and 
Mrs. O. T. Deever. 


The Chairman: These brethren and sisters having received the required 
number of votes cast, I therefore declare them elected to their respective 
positions. 

Now, brethren, I think we ought to elect our Secretary of Christian 
Education. There are two elections I would like to have yet this afternoon. 
Brother Ehrhart, I do not believe you folks have worked very hard. Will 
the tellers of Group No. 1 come forward and distribute the ballots for the 
election of a Secretary of Christian Education? 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected, the Chair declared 
the polls closed.) 


E. E. Harris: Mr. Bishop. 
The Chairman: Dr. E. E. Harris asks the privilege of the floor. 


E. E. Harris: Mr. Bishop, and Members of the General Conference: 
There are two items in relation to the General Conference Proceedings 
that I think should be called to your attention now. You have given the 
editors a good deal of privilege. I understand that. But tradition operates 
when it comes to doing certain things, and we do not want to run into a 
zone of severe criticism. 

The first item is a rather minor matter, I think. For a number of years 
we have inserted in the index of the Proceedings the name of every dele- 
gate that had anything to say on the floor. That takes up three pages of 
the index, and those references run anywhere from 1 to 75 times. Now I am 
not joking about that, and neither am I criticizing. I understand there may 
be a bit of vanity connected with such a listing, but really, that section of 
the index takes days and days to work out. I do not know whether it is 
used or not. 

Certainly we index all motions and everything of importance, but it would 
be a great relief if we could leave out that section. There appears the number 
of every page where you may have talked, even though you may have talked 
75 times. I do not know if it is used. I have my doubts. It would facilitate 
matters a great deal if that section could be eliminated. We would not 
eliminate any important matters. It would still refer to reports and motions, 
and what-not. That is item No. 1. 

Another item of more serious importance, I think, is this: I suppose from 
the very beginning of the Proceedings, and I know we have been following 
the practice during my day, we have inserted the reports at the time they 
appeared, as far as we could. That is in the Proceedings. 

I think that is bad practice. If you carefully check the Proceedings of 
four years ago, I think there was only one report, as I recall now, that was 
in the Proceedings in corrected form. Many of these reports are changed 
during the Conference. k 

Our suggestion, as editors, is this—and it may require more time—I am 
quite sure it will require more time than we have taken in years past to 
deal with these reports, but our conviction is this: That all these reports 
should be corrected in the light of amendments passed, and segregated in 
the Proceedings, with proper reference at the time they appear, so that you 
can turn to these reports in the back of the Proceedings, without working 
over a lot of material, say from page 210 to page 409. : , 

I understand there will be a good deal of work involved in doing that sort 
of thing, but that is certainly the scientific approach. Reference will be made 
to certain pages. The same thing will be true in the report of the Recording 
Secretary. As you read down in his report you will find reference to certain 

ages. 
‘i That is a better way to do it, but we have no disposition to do it that way 
unless you want it done that way. 
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The Chairman: Is not that the way most of our annual conference minutes 
are reported? 


E. E. Harris: Exactly. Nearly all of the annual conferences do that sort of 
thing. They segregate the item, but reference is made at the time the report 
is made. In this case we would probably use page numbers. I bring it to 
you for your instruction. 


The Chairman: Would you like to instruct the editors? 


V. C. Adcock: It seems to me the General Conference authorized the 
editors to edit the Proceedings. 


The Chairman: I think we had better have a motion. 


Roy Bender: I move that the suggestions made by Doctor Harris be 
approved, and the editors be authorized to follow the procedure as outlined. 


E. E. Harris: That means the elimination of this long list of names. (Cries 
of “Agreed.”’) 


E. E. Harris: Well, we will sleep better. 
V.C. Adcock: I support the motion. 


C. A. Sickafoose: If a man made a speech, we would not know, without 
that list of names, where to find what he said, unless we read the whole 
thing. You would have to read the whole Proceedings to find out what a 
man said. 

(The question was called for.) 


E. E. Harris: I do not believe it is important at all to know what anybody 
said, but it is exceedingly important that you find the motion that covers it, 
and that will be indexed. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: Let me ask a question which has been asked me a number 
of times, and I cannot answer it. I have been asked, will the stenographic 
report carry the addresses of Professor Harner? The stenographic secretary 
informs me that Professor Harner does not want his addresses in printed 
form at this time, nor any outline. He is giving them offhand, and does not 
want them recorded. 

V.C. Adcock: It will carry the adresses of Dr. Roy L. Smith? 


The Chairman: The Proceedings will include the morning address, I am 
told. Have you any answer for that? 


Bishop J. B. Showers: I think it ought to be kept very clearly in mind that 
there is a very distinct difference between the Proceedings or the report as 
given by the Secretary who takes the verbatim report of the Conference, and 
that which appears in the book that we call the Proceedings of the General 
Conference. 

Now in the Proceedings, not absolutely everything that occurs is recorded, 
but his notes are very carefully put away in the safe at the Otterbein Press, 
so that if anything should occur that we should want exactly what was said 
given to us, then we can refer to those original notes. 

If everything were to be put into the Proceedings, it would be a very large 
book. So that we should have very definitely in mind that these are two 
absolutely different things, i.e., the Proceedings as published, and that which 
is given to us in the verbatim report. 

Now we are sorry, of course. We sat down and labored, with all the 
powers of persuasion that the stenographic secretary and I had, with Profes- 
sor Harner. Is Professor Harner here? (No response) We tried to get him to 
let us put his addresses into the record, but he has in mind a little later 
putting them into rather extended form, and he wants them very, very care- 
fully prepared, and possibly prepared for sale. Of course the General 
Conference can order certain things done. If they do, we will try to do it. 


The Chairman: I think we ought to respect Professor Harner’s wishes in 
this matter, as much as we appreciate his wonderful addresses. 

T. L. Miles: I am wondering if the Episcopal Address of the bishops could 
not be made available in pamphlet form for distribution throughout the 
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denomination, either free, or at nominal cost. I wonder if the plates are 
still set up. 


The Chairman: Bishop Showers, can you answer that? 


Bishop J. B. Showers: Mr. Chairman, I am not certain, but I think the 
plates have not been destroyed, or that the type has not been redistributed, 
1 should say. So I think if there were a sufficient demand for it, it could 


be done. Now for any sort of economy, there should not be less than a 
thousand copies ordered. 


The Chairman: And what would it probably cost? 


Bishop J. B. Showers: Well, that would be difficult now to say, but it 
would not, of course, be anywhere near the original cost, and especially if 
we had orders for a thousand or five thousand copies, the cost would be still 
less. The Publishing House would like to have that extra work. 


H. E. Schaeffer: Was the question answered as to whether or not the two 
addresses by Doctor Smith will be included in the Proceedings? 


The Chairman: The answer was that the morning address would be, but 
probably not the afternoon address. Is there any instruction you wish to give 
concerning the Episcopal Address? Hearing none, we will move on. 


D. E. Young: I think it would be a very sad thing indeed if this wonderful, 
masterful address, as I consider Bishop Warner’s paper to be (and I believe 
you consider it to be a wonderful picture, a true picture,) with the wonderful 
presentation, in which he certainly must have put much time and thought 
and prayer, should be available only to this body. 

I should like to make a motion that at least that number of copies that 
Bishop Showers suggested, or beyond that, be distributed. I feel in our own 
Conference I would certainly like to see that paper get into every home of 
my churches. 


The Chairman: Brother Young, are you bearing in mind that Doctor 
Snyder carried the major portion of it in the Telescope two weeks ago? 

Bishop Ira D. Warner: But the thing that spoiled that was my picture. 

D. E. Young: That does help. I would like to make that as a motion, to get 
it before us, that at least another thousand copies be printed. 

The Chairman: Is the motion supported? 

A.C. Spangler: I support the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

F. H. Capehart: I have a couple of items from the Committee on Creden- 
tials, Rules of Order, and Boundaries. 

The Chairman: All right. We will hear it. 

F. H. Capehart: Do you want me to read it? It is already approved. We 
might read it so they will know what they have approved. 

The Chairman: Read the whole thing. 

F. H. Capehart: The Committee on Credentials, Rules of Order, and 
Boundaries submits the following supplementary report. 

The Chairman: Now will you approve the report? 

R. M. Hilton: I move the adoption of the report. 

The Chairman: Is it supported? 

V.C. Adcock: I second the motion. : 

The motion for the adoption of the report of the Committee on Credentials, 
Rules of Order and Boundaries was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

(See page 284) 

The Chairman: Doctor Ness informs me he has a supplementary report to 
what has been given before. We will hear it at this time. 

B. S. Arnold: The entire report is ready to submit, but in the judgment 
of those who have had to work with it, we feel that it would be better if we 
were permitted to mimeograph certain parts of it, and put it in your hands. 
But we do have some parts which we can submit today and have it out of 
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the way. If you will turn to page 12 of the printed copy, the Additional 
Benevolence Provisions printed in the report will be without change, except 
to conform with the action in adopting a $700,000 budget. 

(See pages 572-584) 

B. S. Arnold: I should like to stop there, because we have the next portion 
printed and ready for distribution. If it be the pleasure of the Chair, I move 
the adoption of these Additional Benevolence Provisions. 

The Chairman: Is that supported? 

C. M. Bowman: I second the motion. oe 

The motion for the adoption of the Additional Benevolence Provisions, as 
above set forth, was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

The Chairman: Will the tellers of Group No. 3 come forward and distribute 
the mimeographed copies of the Salary Provisions? , 

(Thereupon, the tellers of Group No. 3 distributed the mimeographed 
“Salary Provisions.”’) 

The Chairman: You will give your attention, please, and Brother Arnold 
will read. 

B. S. Arnold: This mimeographed paper is submitted in place of the 
Salary Provisions in the printed report. (Reads) nt 

Mr. Bishop, I move the adoption of these salary provisions. 

Martin G. Miller: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: I will ask Brother Arnold to make a clearer statement 
here of one item. 

B. S. Arnold: I may not be right. I have not checked this. But it was 
my understanding there are two editors of the Discipline and two editors of 
the Proceedings, they to receive $150 for the editing of the Discipline, and 
$150 for the editing of the Proceedings, which would make $300. 

The Chairman: It is not $150 for each man? 

B.S. Arnold: That was not my understanding. 

The Chairman: It has been. 

B. S. Arnold: If it has been, that was the intention, and it ought to be 
re-worded. 

The Chairman: Dr. Owen says it is about three months’ hard work, and I 
think it is. 

Martin G. Miller: I think there should be a little clarification in that first 
“Note.” The way it reads is, “In addition to the salary, each Bishop’s area 
shall provide a parsonage or house rent for their Bishop, and the Publishing 
Agent, General Secretaries, Editors, Treasurer, and Associate Secretaries 
and Editors shall be allowed $500 each for house rent.” 

There is only supposed to be one house provided, but it would indicate 
that each bishop’s area is to provide each bishop with a house. 

E. N. Funkhouser: I second the motion for adoption. 

The Chairman: The motion is made on the approval of this report. Are 
you ready to discuss it? Are there any further questions or remarks? 

The question being called for, the motion for the adoption of the report of 
the Committee on Spiritual Aims, Promotional Agencies, Salaries and 
Budget, on the matter of Salary Provisions, was put by the Chair, and 


prevailed.

The Chairman: It is approved. Thank you,:brethren. 


B. S. Arnold: Part IV in the printed report—“College Campaigns and 
Other Items.” (Reads first two paragraphs) 


John H. Ness: May I make a suggestion regarding a little change? In the 
fifth line of the second paragraph, following the words “to conduct a cam- 
paign for” the words “a minimum of ” should be inserted. 


B.S. Arnold: That was inserted, and I neglected to notice it. 
The Chairman: Will you approve this item? 
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B.S. Arnold: Mr. Chairman, I so move. 


C. V. Priddle: I second the motion. 
The motion for the adoption,of the items: “College Campaigns” and “Cam- 
paigns for Mission Funds” was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


B.S. Arnold: Bonebrake Theological Seminary Campaign. (Reads) 
Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption of this section. 


V. E. Hilton: I second the motion. 
The motion for the adoption of the Item on the Bonebrake Theological 
Seminary Campaign was put by the Chair, and prevailed.

B. S. Arnold: The item in the printed report that follows, has been 
deleted. This concludes our report today. 

Brother Bishop, if you are wliling that the committee shall mimeograph 
the division of the $700,000 budget into the respective conference retention 
funds and the General Conference fund and present our allocations to the 
enue agencies and causes, we should like to mimeograph it and present it 
omorrow. 


The Chairman: Are you agreed that we shall delay the presentation of the 
rest of the report until tomorrow? If so, say “Agreed.” 
(The General Conference so agreed.) 


The Chairman: We have now come to the conclusion of the printed 
program. Is there any item of miscellaneous character that you wish to 
bring forward at this time? 


Paul R. Koontz: I have replies here from several who were members of 
the General Conference. These are in reply to the letter sent out by the 
Recording Secretary to the members who were not able to be present. 

(Thereupon, the Reading Secretary read communications from G. W. 
Bonebrake and E. S. Neuding.) 


The Chairman: I saw Mr. Neuding’s pastor here a while ago. You might 
send word back through his pastor to Mr. Neuding that we did just what he 
requested—we got a good man as successor to Doctor Showers.

K. K. Merryman: You have elected Mrs. Virginia Brewbaker Copeland, 
Miss Mary McLanachan, R. G. Mowrey and J. R. Holbert. 


The Chairman: These individuals having received the majority of votes 
cast, I therefore declare them elected. Is there any other item of miscel- 
laneous business? Doctor Ziegler. 


S. G. Ziegler: Mr. Chairman, I should like to ask a question on a matter of 
information. There were two resolutions in the report on Foreign Missions, 
one pertaining to zoning the Church for cultivation. That was a_joint 
petition by the Women’s Missionary Association, the Home Mission Board 
and the Foreign Mission Board. And then a resolution on Religious Liberty. 
Was the ruling accepted here from the Committee on Credentials, Rules of 
Order and Boundaries saying those resoluitons, six copies of the same were 
to be presented to the General Conference and referred to the respective 
committees? I thought when my report was accepted and referred, that 
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those committees automatically got those resolutions. I am rising to ask 
whether I must have copies made to present to those committees. 


The Chairman: What is your pleasure? If you want them acted on, I 
suppose that would be the proper thing. The first one would go to the 
Committee on Departmental Activities and Policy. The second one, I do not 
know what committee it would go to. 


S. G. Ziegler: That would go to the Committee on Social Justice and Inter- 
national Relations. 

The Chairman: The Chair would so order, and ask you to please have six 
copies made and present them to the proper committees. 

A. L. Deever: I have been asked to say that Brother Lester Mellrose, one 
of the lay delegates of the Kansas Conference delegation, was called home by 
telephone, and asked to be excused. I so move. 


The Chairman: You do not have an alternate to take his place? 

A. L. Deever: No. 

The Chairman: Brother Lester Mellrose has been called home. Will you 
excuse him? 

The General Conference so agreed. 

The Chairman: He is excused. Brother Deever. 


Walter R. Thomas: I want to speak to that matter that Doctor Ziegler just 
referred to. I should think that this legislation would not apply to any 
reports that have come in during this session. I think that rule of order 
applies to another conference session. 


The Chairman: Has that not been the practice—six copies? It is in 
practice now, Brother Thomas. 


Walter R. Thomas: But the report has already been in. Some of those 
items have been considered by the committees. 


The Chairman: He would like for you to act on those recommendations. 
He is willing to have six copies prepared. 


Walter R. Thomas: That is fine. 


The Chairman: Is there any other item of miscellaneous character? We 
are about to adjourn.

There are still some who have not been 
there. I hope you will go. And I hope you will go down the street to the 
Hanby Building as you wander around, and look at the memorial there. 

E. C. Ward: Charles Pugh and F. G. Matthis have had to go home. I move 
they be excused. 


The Chairman: Will you excuse these brethren? If so, say excused. 

The General Conference so agreed. ? 

Sulne Say oi a number of announcements of' miscellaneous character were 
made. 

The Chairman: I will entertain a motion to adjourn, and I will ask Dr. 
Paul Herrick to come to the platform and pronounce the benediction. 


E. N. Funkhouser: I move we do now adjourn.

Thereupon, the motion to adjourn was put by the Chair, and prevailed.

EIGHTH DAY—MORNING SESSION 
Tuesday, May 22, 1945 
Bishop G. D. Batdorf, D.D., presiding 


The General Conference was called to order by Bishop G. D. Batdorf, 
Chairman, and the assembly was requested to sing “Come, Thou Almighty 
King” and “The Church’s One Foundation.” 

Rev. H. H. Heberly offered the morning prayer. 


The Chairman: We will now have the reading of the minutes of yester- 
day’s sessions by our Secretary, Doctor Gregory. 


H. F. Rhoad: I move that the minutes be adopted without reading. 
E. C. Weaver: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: Before the Chair puts the motion, I would like to say it is 
my judgment that you had better be sure what you adopt. You had a lot of 
business yesterday, and some of you may find some things that were done, 
which you do not know about—unless you are quite sure about it. However, 
the motion is before you. All favoring the motion will say aye; contrary, no. 

The motion is lost, and we will have the reading of the minutes. : 

(Whereupon, Dr. D. T. Gregory read the minutes of the proceedings of 
the preceding day’s sessions.) 


John H. Ness: In the items relating to the Committee on Spiritual Aims, 
etc., where you indicate that I presented the report, may I suggest that you 
state that part 3 and 4 were presented by Dr. B. S. Arnold? I think that he 
fully deserves that reference. 

The Chairman: Thank you. 

Harvey C. Hahn: The name of Mr. A. T. Morgan as a lay delegate is 
there, but he is not here. He did not come. 

D. T. Gregory: May we ask, just for information—the action actually was 
passed about Brother Morgan. How will we straighten it out? Shall we make 
a notation in today’s journal that he did not arrive? 
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Bishop A. R. Clippinger: The action is taken. It ought to stand as read by 
Doctor Gregory. If he is not here, we ought not change the record. 


The Chairman: If there are no other corrections or suggestions concerning 
this record, 

The Chair declares the minutes approved as read, and they become the 
record of your official actions for yesterday. 


E. C. Weaver: Mr. Chairman, for enlightenment, or perhaps ruling of the 
bishop, I should like to ask a question.) Yesterday_a motion was carried for 
a change of the Discipline relative to a Children’s Roll of Membership. This 
is my question: Shall children already baptized and consecrated by believing 
parents be entered upon this roll, or shall it be children only of those who 
are baptized or consecrated from this time forward? 

The Chairman: It would be the opinion of the Chair that it would be 
perfectly natural and appropriate that children baptized or consecrated 
prior to this action, could be enrolled on that record. The Chair would like 
to recognize Bishop Clippinger. He has some envelopes in his pocket. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: The General Conference very graciously and 
gladly lifted an offering for the organists. The total amount as reported by 
the secretary was $44.50, and it has been agreed that we divide it equally. 
Miss Harris is not present, but I am sure that Brother Smith will give her 
her half of it. Thank you. (Applause) 

Bishop Fred L. Dennis: I should like the privilege of saying to this Con- 
ference that this young organist can do some things besides playing the 
organ. He is only some five years, I think, out of Bonebrake Seminary. We 
assigned him to a vacant lot in Southern Indiana about three years ago, or 
less. He has constructed a church building, and is moving forward, and is 
proving himself to be adept in the field of evangelism, going from home to 
home, getting people down on their Knees and praying through to God. 

The Chairman: Thank you. 

Roscoe F.. Wilson: If the Chair please, I desire to make a motion as follows: 

That the moving expenses of a bishop, when moving under orders of the 
General Conference, be paid from the Contingent Fund of the General 
Benevolence Budget, and that the first moving expenses of a Bishop Emeritus 
after being elected to an emertius relation, be paid from the same fund. 
Furthermore, that the moving expenses of a publishing agent, general secre- 
tary, or editor, active or emeritus, under the same conditions set forth above 
for a bishop and bishop emeritus, be paid by the general department or in- 
stitutions from which he is paid his salary or retirement allowance. 


The Chairman: You have heard this motion by Doctor Wilson. 


L. C. Weimer: One word I think ought to be corrected in there: You have 
not taken in the associate editors. 

Roscoe F. Wilson: They are editors, are they not? 

L. C. Weimer: They may be in a sense. 

H. E. Sponseller: I second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

(See page 595) 

The Chairman: I am very glad that Doctor Wilson has made a specific 
recommendation concerning the first moving of a bishop emeritus. (Laugh- 
ter) And I hope on second moving, somebody else will furnish the chariot. 
(Laughter) Are there any other items of miscellaneous business? 

_E. N. Funkhouser: Mr. Chairman, I want to make a motion, but a pre- 
liminary statement first. It has been customary at our General Conferences, 
sometime during the sessions, to authorize our General Church Treasurer to 
borrow sums of money as may be required during the quadrennium. And 
with that explanation, I desire to make the following motion: 

Be is resolved, that Wesley O. Clark, treasurer of the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ, be and he is hereby authorized by the General Confer- 
ence in session assembled Tuesday, May 22, 1945, at Westerville, Ohio, to 
borrow on the credit of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ such

sums of money as may be needed by the General Conference Expense Fund, 
the Foreign Missionary Society, the Home Mission and Church Erection 
Society, the Board of Christian Education, the Bonebrake Theological 
Seminary, and the Ministerial Pension and Annuity Bureau to meet any of 
their current financial needs as they may arise from time to time, provided, 
however, that the total of such sums borrowed for all departments shall not 
exceed the sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) at any one time. 

Be it Resolved also, that, in case the office of Treasurer of the Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ should become vacant at any time and 
another be elected to fill the vacancy, then all the power and authority 
granted to Wesley O. Clark as to borrowing money on the credit of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ be and hereby is reposed in his 
successor, 


F. Berry Plummer: I second the motion. 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


Paul R. Koontz: I have a letter from Rev. and Mrs. Earl E. Redding. Rev. 
Redding was called home by the death of his daughter. 


The Chairman: We will hear this. 
(Paul R. Koontz reads the letter) 


The Chairman: Thank you. I am sure the Conference appreciates. this 
very gracious and moving response on the part of Rev. and Mrs. Redding, 
who have suffered a very great bereavement. If there is nothing further of a 
miscellaneous character, we are ready to proceed with the business of the 
Conference. 

E. Ray Cole: I should like to be excused from attending the sessions this 
afternoon and tomorrow morning. I have a daughter graduating from high 
school, and I should like to attend that ceremony. 

The Chairman: Will the Conference excuse Doctor Cole? 

The General Conference by common consent so agreed. 

V. C. Adcock: My brother, E. H. Adcock, lay delegate, was called home 
this morning, and I ask that he be excused. 

The Chairraan: Will the Conference give its assent to the departure? 

By common consent the General Conference so agreed. 

Mariin G. Miller: Last Saturday afternoon and evening, a great Otterbein 
Brotherhood session was held in this Conference. We noticed that neither the 
shorthand reporter nor the other two secretaries of the General Conference 
were present. Some of us are a little in doubt as to the record of that con- 
vention. We feel that a complete report of our Brotherhood meeting should 
be made a part of the General Conference proceedings of that day. Mr. 
Huffman, our secretary, took our minutes, and I am sure can furnish a 
complete report. So I move that a complete report of the Otterbein Brother- 
hood Convention of May 19, 1945, be made a part of the General Conference 
proceedings. 

Paul Bilby: I second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed.

E. C. Ward: I have a telegram from home. One of the older members of 
our Church passed away, and I have to be there for the funeral. I desire to 
be excused from the sessions this afternoon and tomorrow morning. 

The Chairman: Will you excuse Brother Ward? 

By common consent, the General Conference so agreed. 


The Chairman: We will have the report of the Committee on Church 
Union, which did its work under the chairmanship of Brother L. L. Huffman.

by the tellers of Group 1.) 
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L, L. Huffman: Report of the Committee on Church Union. (Reads pream- 
ble.) Now from here on the report is in two parts, and I think it is only 
logical that these two parts be considered separately, inasmuch as the con- 
sideration of Part 2 is entirely dependent upon what you do with Part 1. 

It may be that you only have one paragraph. There was one that was 
omitted, and in these official copies of the report, there will be two read. 
You might have only one in your copy. (Reads Part 1 of report of Commit- 


tee on Church Union.) 
(See pages 609-613) 


L. L. Huffman: That is Part 1 of the Committee’s report, Mr. Chairman, 
and after having served on the Commission for the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ in the meetings of the Joint Commission, and after 
having served as chairman of this committee, and as a member of this 
General Conference, it gives me great pleasure to move the adoption of Part 
1, with the approval and adoption of this resolution. 

The Chairman: You have heard the motion, that Part 1 of the Report of 
the Committee on Church Union, with the approval and adoption of the 
resolution that the Plan and Basis of Union and the proposed Discipline of 
the Evangelical United Brethren Church for effecting the organic union of 
the Church of the United Brethren in Christ and the Evangelical Church, be 
adopted. 

E. J. Haldeman: I had the pleasure of moving the adoption of Bishop 
Fout’s Resolution back in the Akron Conference. I would like to support 
this motion. 

John H. Ness: May I also have the pleasure to support this motion? 

The Chairman: It is now properly before the body. 

E. W. Coble: May I have the pleasure of supporting this motion? 

The Chairman: Brother E. W. Coble of East Pennsylvania gives it further 
support. 

Henry Green: May I second the motion? 

The Chairman: Are there any other who would like to give it under- 
girding? 

F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, I move to amend by stating that there 
shall be a yea and nay vote on the proposition. 

The Chairman: Well, this does not indicate the method of voting, and that 
is agreed upon already by the Joint Commissioners. 

a L. L. Huffman: It has to be that way according to the Plan and Basis of 
nion. 

F. Berry Plummer: I will withdraw my amendment. It is unnecessary. 

D. S. Mills: I would like also to support the motion. 

A. E. Moore: I would like to support it. 

E. E. Hosteiler: I also support the motion. 

F. D. Hickok: I support the motion. 

Paul Porter: As a member of the Commission on Church Union of the 
United Brethren Church, this is one of the most delightful moments of my 
life, and I want to add my word of approval. 

G. E. MacCanon: I would like also to second the motion. 

_L. A. Rider: As a member of the Commission on Church Union, this is a 
high spot in my life, and I want to second the motion. 

E. B. Learish: I would like to add my support. 

S. M. Renner: I wish to support the motion. 

E. C. Mignerey: I second the motion. 

E. C. Weaver: Having been born and reared in the Evangelical Church, 
and having preached in the United Brethren Church for nearly 35 years, I 
take joy in supporting the motion. 

L. M. Hohn: I stand to say we go along with the Union. 
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C. V. Priddle: I just want to remind you that in Kansas we are behind it. 
I support the motion. 

The Chairman: The Chair recognizes brother Eschbach of the Philippines, 
coming from the Allegheny Conference, but representing the Philippines. 

C. B. Eschbach: As a fraternal delegate from the Philippine Islands, I am 
not entitled to a vote in this General Conference, but I am entitled to the 
privilege of speaking to the Conference, and I want to register here the ap- 
proval of the Philippine Mission and our co-operating members in the Philip- 
pine Islands of this Church Union. Our Philippine region is noted for its 
advance in establishing the larger world church. And so I want to record 
our thought. 

The Chairman: Thank you. 

Ray N. Shaffer: As a member of the committee, I am very happy to sup- 
port the motion. 

The Chairman: Doctor Widdoes of the Philippines, and of the prison camp. 

H. W. Widdoes: Brother Eschbach got on the band wagon before I did. I 
want to support the motion. 

The Chairman: Well, we hear the music of your horn, too. 

J. N. Funk: As a member of the Committee on Church Union, I wish to 
support the motion. 

J. Paul Gruver: On behalf of the Virginia delegation, I should like to 
support the motion. 

R. A. Powell: This is my eighth General Conference as an official delegate. 
I have watched this courtship all the way, and I want to second that motion. 

B.S. Arnold: I would like to second that motion. 

The Chairman: It is duly supported by Dr. B. S. Arnold of East Ohio. 

B. H. Cain: I wish to second the motion. 

Maurice Nichols: I wish to second the motion. 

V. H. Allman: I second the motion. 

C. H. Crandall: I would like to second the motion. 

C. M. Bowman: I want to support the motion. 

G. K. Bergland: I want to second the motion. 

Y. S. Tom: In China, we have a united church, and the United Brethren 
Church has a great part in it, and has great force in the United Church. I 
do not know if I have the right to speak or not, but I express my heartiest 
approval of such a big union. 

The Chairman: Thank you, sir. Doctor Tom of China expresses the hope 
that since there is a United Christian Church in China, there will be one in 
America. (Applause) 

(The question was called for.) 

J. F. Hatton: I would like also, since there have been so many who have 
registered their approval, to be counted in that matter. 

E. C. Brandenburg: I want to second the motion. 

Virgil G. Hunt: I second the motion. 

O. O. Arnold: I have no vote. I cannot even second a motion. The men 
here think we have seconds enough. But with Doctor Weaver of Allegheny, 
I grew up in the Evangelical Church, and so am happy to give my support 
to this movement for the union of our denominations. 

George McAhren: I am sure we are impressed with the moment of this 
occasion. Before I speak further, I want to second this motion. I would like 
to suggest that before the roll call vote is taken, that this body stand, and 
Dr. J. Gordon Howard, who has served on this Commission, lead this Gen- 
eral Conference to the Throne of Grace in prayer. 

The Chairman: Thank you, sir. It is a very timely suggestion. 

M. R. Fleming: Before we do that, I do not believe there is a man here 
who expects to vote in the affirmative who would not like to have his name 
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on the record as seconding the motion. And I should like to move, if we can 
put that in at this place legally, that our secretary insert in the proceedings 
of this General Conference this vote. 

The Chairman: We have a motion: before the house. I think that will be 
part of the record, anyway. 

M. R. Fleming: What I mean is the names of those who vote. 

The Chairman: It will be there. ; 

L. L. Huffman: Mr. Bishop, before we have the prayer,—and I think that 
suggestion is very appropriate at this time—I forgot one thing in the ex- 
citement of reading this report a few minutes ago. When we considered 
this as a committee, it was suggested that the men might like to affix their 
names to this report, to make it permanent.

The Chairman: Thank you. This is a high moment in the spiritual history 
of this denomination, a moment for which hundreds of thousands of the 
membership in the Church of the United Brethren in Christ are waiting 
with trembling and expectation, and a moment, I am sure, for which the 
saints, who may be gathered about us nearer than we think, are likewise 
waiting with strained expectancy, that we might be worthy successors of 
their noble leadership through these years. 

Ad now we will stand, as is ordered, for our hearts have been melting to- 
gether under the ministry of the Spirit of God into a unity and into a fel- 
lowship such as we have not yet experienced, I think, in these General Con- 
ference sessions, or for a long time in our history. 

And we shall come into the climax of this uniting fellowship now as we 
stand together solemnly and reverently before Almighty God and before 
the expectancy of history and prophecy, while Dr. J. Gordon Howard will 
lead us in the prayer. 

Thereupon the following prayer was offered by J. Gordon Howard: 

Oh, God and Father, we recognize Thee as the God and Father of the hu- 
man family. We bring to Thee all classes and divisions of men, of all races 
and stations in life, of all occupations and pursuits and interests, of all faiths 
and religions. Oh, God, we bring them all to Thee, that Thou might touch 
them all, and that they may know the truth, and the truth may make them 
{Tee 5. (Amen) 

Forgive us, O, God, for the man-made divisions and strivings which break 
asunder the fellowship of the human race. We pray for an increasing meas- 
ure of unity and fellowship and co-operation and brotherhood to exist among 
men everywhere, particularly, O, God, in this solemn hour when the na- 
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tions of the earth are striving to perfect a unity so that they may dwell in 
peace. We ask that Thy church may lead the way, (Amen) and show by its 
‘own life and habits that it is possible for men and women everywhere under 
the leadership of our Lord and*Savior, Jesus Christ, and in accord with thy 
holy will, to dwell together in fellowship and unity. 

We pray for the Evangelical Church. (Amen) For the bishops and the 
general officers, and the superintendents and the pastors and the laity, and 
the children. (Amen) Bless them in their worship and in their preaching 
and in their teaching and in their serving and in their reaching out to the 
uttermost parts of the earth. 

O, God, let thy benediction rest upon this great denomination, our sister 
church. (Yes, yes.) 

And we would pray for the Church of the United Brethren in Christ. We 
thank Thee for its noble past, for its useful present, and for the future that 
beckons toward the high road and the horizon of increasing service in thy 
name for our fellowmen. 

We ask thy blessing to rest upon the bishops of our Church and the general 
officers and the conference superintendents and pastors, and the men and 
aa em age and the children, wherever they are in this land, and in other 
ands. 

And now, O, God, as we approach this sacred moment when we assert our 
will in terms of this important question, wilt Thou be the guide. Let thy 
wisdom prevail. Let thy will be done. (Amen) 

All of these things we pray in the name of our Lord and Savious Jesus 
Christ, whom we seek to honor and to serve. Amen. (Amen) (Amen) 


The Chairman: We are ready to vote now. 
H. H. Russell of the Anti-Saloon League: Mr. Bishop. 
The Chairman: Do you have a word to say? 


H. H. Russell: I have stood with my brethren of the Evangelical Church, 
I have been for a long time a member of the Congregational Church, and 
have seen the merger of the Congregational-Christian Church in connection 
with our own denomination. I have held the honor of a degree from a United 
Brethren college. I stand with you together to thank God for the growing 
union of the churches of the world, and I thank God for the privilege of be- 
ing with you all here this morning. 

The Chairman: Thank you very much. Now we will proceed with the 
vote according to your order. The secretary will call the names first of the 
Board of Bishops, then of the conferences in their order alphabetically. And 
as the names of these groups are called, the respective members of the same 
will stand and answer as their individual name is called. You will vote yea 
and nay, yes or no, and aye and nay. You will be in order. This is a sacred 
moment. 

Paul R. Koontz: Bishop H. H. Fout? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Have the bishops stand. 

’ The Chairman: Yes. Will the bishops stand? 

Paul R. Kooniz: The bishops will stand. 

The Chairman: (to newly elected Bishop J. B. Showers) You are a bishop. 

Bishop J. B. Showers: I am not on this roll. 

Thereupon, Paul R. Koontz, the Reading Secretary, called the roll of 
bishops and delegates. f 
(See page 553) 

The Secretary announced the vote as follows:

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(During the calling of the roll, the following ensued): 
C. W. Hiser: Mr. Bishop, I have the sealed ballot of Mr. Ruebush. Shall I 
present it to the secretary? I do not know what is in it. 
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The Chairman: It is the feeling of the bishops that such a vote should not 
be counted in this vote. 

E. Ray Cole: Mr. Moody left word that he wanted to vote in the affirmative. 
He had to leave because of his work. 


Paul R. Koontz: Bishop, that completes the roll. . 


The Chairman: The roll call is now completed, and all present have 
answered to their names. Are there any members of the General Conference 
who wish to change their vote from yes to no, or no to yes? If not, ane 

The Chair declares the motion to adopt this first part of the report which is 
for the adoption and approval of the proposed Discipline of the Evangelical 
United Brethren Church, Plan and Basis of Union, in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, carried. Amen. .... ; 

Let us stand together and sing “Faith of Our Fathers, Living Still.” 

The assembly stood and sang “Faith of Our Fathers.” 

The Chairman: Thank you. The vote on this motion stands as follows: 
Yes: 227; No: 2—overwhelmingly adopted. And those who are absent in 
most cases have expressed their favorable attitude toward this proposal. 
Now, Mr. Huffman will read the next part of the report. 

L. L. Huffman: (Reads Part II and Resolution No. II) 

Mr. Bishop, I move the adoption of Part II and Resolution II. 


The Chairman: Is it supported? 


K. K. Merryman: I support the motion. : 
The motion for the adoption of Part II with Resolution II was put by the 


Chair, and prevailed.

L. L. Huffman: The heading of Resolution No. III is changed to follow 
the wording of the Discipline, to read: “Relative to the Vote on Church 
Union by the Membership throughout the Church.” (Reads Resolution 
No. IIT) 

Mr. Bishop, I move the approval and adoption of Resolution No. 3 of the 
Committee’s report. 

F. B. LaFavre: I second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed.

L. L. Huffman: (Reads Resolution IV of the report) 

Mr. Bishop, I move the adoption of Resolution IV. 

F. Berry Plummer: I second the motion, but I would like to ask a question. 
In the sixth line: “and by a majority of the membership throughout the 
church.” Is that correct, or should it be by a majority of the members voting 
throughout the church? Is it a majority of the membership, or is it a 
majority of the members who vote? 


L. L. Huffman: That is well taken. 


The Chairman: That is a point well taken, Doctor Plummer. We should 
make that specific. I think in order that we may get it correctly, a motion to 
amend would be in order. 


F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, I do not know the exact phraseology, 
but to get the idea before the Conference, I vote to amend by inserting the 
words “by a majority of the members voting throughout the church,” in 
substitution for the words: “by a majority of the membership throughout 
the Church” etc. 


The Chairman: Is this motion to amend supported? 


W. H. Hayes: I support the motion. 
The amendment was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


_ The Chairman: And now the report as you have amended it, this Resolu- 
tion No. 4 as it is amended; those in favor of the adoption will say aye; those 
opposed, no. 

It is carried. It is ordered and adopted. 
(See pages 609-613) 
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The Chairman: Mr. Huffman will read the next resolution, No. 5. 
L. L. Huffman: May I make a word of explanation, Bishop? 
The Chairman: Yes. a 


L. L. Huffman: Now under the plan and the resolutions which you have 
so far adopted, to take this to the annual conferences it would necessarily go 
to the next sessions of the annual conferences, and then under the direction 
of the bishops to the membership of the Church for their vote. Then it 
would seem appropriate that we proceed, if it carries up to that point—that 
we proceed at once, and it would be necessary, in order to call our General 
Conference into a special session, that we amend our constitution. I think 
the resolution itself will explain that, but I wanted to make just a word of 
preliminary explanation. (Reads Resolution No. V.) 

Mr. Bishop, I move the adoption of Resolution No. 5 of the report of the 
Committee on Church Union. 


Mrs. I. J. Spangler: I support the motion. 


“ F. Berry Plummer: I move to amend the last Resolution, line 4, by insert- 
ing “by a majority of the members voting of said church.” 


B.S. Arnold: I second the motion. 


F. Berry Plummer: Substituting the words “members voting” for “mem- 
bership.” 


The Chairman: Yes, put in the word “voting” following “membership” or 
“members.” This amendment is before you. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Mr. Chairman, I think we ought to have a reading 
of the Discipline. The wording of the Discipline is not out of harmony with 
this wording altogether. Section 1, Article V, “Amendments to this consti- 
tution may be proposed by any General Conference, two-thirds of the mem- 
bers elected thereto concurring, which amendments shall be submitted to a 
vote of the membership throughout the Church under regulations authorized 
by said Conference.” Then follows: “A majority of all the votes cast upon 
any suggested amendment shall be necessary to its final ratification.” 

Hon. J. Paul Rupp: I might suggest that we pass a resolution amending 
wherever is necessary to conform with the articles of our constitution. Now 
in the last resolution, Resolution 4, my opinion is that the reference to the 
constitution would save any error in that resolution, but in this resolution it 
does not say—it does not refer to the article and section of the constitution. 
I should like to amend Doctor Plummer’s—or ask Doctor Plummer to amend 
his motion and refer to the article and section of the constitution. 

L. L. Huffman: That is in the last paragraph on the page. 

Hon. J. Paul Rupp: Yes. 

F. Berry Plummer: I shall be glad to do that, Mr. Chairman. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Brother Plummer, that would be Article 5, Sec- 
tion 1, Page 18. 

F. Berry Plummer: In accordance with Article 5, Section 1, Page 18 of the 
Discipline of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ. 

The Chairman: Now, can we have this before us just as it is supposed to 
be, so that the Conference will be intelligent in voting? 

E. N. Funkhouser: I think this is clearly set forth in these last two resolu- 
tions. The next to the last resolution refers to the Discipline, the article and 
section. The final paragraph says and when it is done in conformity with 
that, I see no necessity of including here in the last paragraph a repetition 
of the next to the last paragraph. 

The Chairman: That is right. The motion to amend is before you. It would 
seem to be the feeling that that would not be necessary because of the 


Discipline statement. : ; 
The question being called for, the motion to amend was put by the Chair 


and declared carried. 
The Chairman: Now the motion is before you as amended. 
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E. B. Learish: “The members of such Special Session shall be the dele- 
gates elected to the preceding General Conference.” Now some of the 
delegates, of course, could not be present in this Conference, and alternates 
have been seated. I wonder if this means now that in the special session we 
go back to the ones elected. 

The Chairman: It is the understanding of the Chair that this means the 
delegates elected, whether they sat in this session or not. If delegates cannot 
be here, they may be substituted by alternates, but the statement is the 
delegates elected to the General Conference. 


Henry Green: I want to raise a question along that same line. It says the 
membership, the delegates elected. How would that work with respect to 
ex officio members? 


The Chairman: What is that? 


Henry Green: It says the membership shall be the delegates elected. How 
would that work in respect to the bishops, the ex officio members. 

The Chairman: They are members of the General Conference. 

Henry Green: It says here the delegates elected shall be. 

The Chairman: The bishops are members ex officio of every General 
Conference. Now this Resolution is before you and the motion on its 
adoption requires a two-thirds vote. Therefore, we must count the vote. 
Those who are in favor of it will please stand, and be counted. We will have 
to count, because there may be an occasion for legal reference to this action, 
and you will have to report that so many voted yes, and so many voted no. 
(Those in favor of the motion for adoption of Reslution V, stood.) Those who 
are opposed will stand. 

The Chair declares the action carried. 

(See pages 609-613) 

The Chairman: Now, will you adopt this report as a whole? 

S. C. Enck: I move that we adopt this report as a whole. 

C. W. Hiser: I support the motion. 

The Chairman: It is properly before you. All those favoring the motion 
for adoption will say aye; contrary, no. 

It is so ordered. The report is adopted. 

(See pages 609-613) 

John H. Ness: I should like to make a motion, following the action of the 
General Conference in regard to Church Union. Those who are members of 
the Joint Commission, and especially those who have worked so continuously 
in the central committee, remember with profound appreciation the mar- 
velous leadership of Dr. A. F. Weaver, a member of the Evangelical Church, 
a leadership that was always gracious, but constructive. Doctor Weaver is 
critically ill, and we all hope and pray that he will live to see the consumma- 
tion of this great hope of his heart. 

I move, Mr. Bishop, that our General Conference send him our fraternal 
greetings and prayers, and that we also give him in that telegram the report 
of our voting. : 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Mr. Chairman. 

The Chairman: It is moved and supported. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I should like to support that, for it has been my 
privilege to enjoy a delightful fellowship in working with Doctor Weaver 
through all these years. I consider him one of the finest Christian gentlemen 
moe met, and it is with profound regret that we learn of his very serious 
illness. 

The Chairman: This motion is before you. I wonder if the General Con- 
ea would be pleased to include in this motion a telegram to Bishop 

amm. 

The General Conference by common consent, so agreed. 


The Chairman: Because he was anxious to know, and if you send him a 
telegram, he will know the vote. 
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Paul R. Koontz: I should like to suggest that that include all of the Evan- 
gelical bishops. The others will be just as interested as Bishop Stamm. 


The Chairman: Will you include that in the motion, Doctor Ness? 
John H. Ness: Yes. 
The motion as amended was put by the Chair, and unanimously prevailed. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I should like you to discover whether Doctor 
Cavert is with us yet. I wish he would come forward and make an announce- 
ment about these reports he distributed throughout the churches. 


The Chairman: The Chair would be glad to recognize Doctor Cavert for 
any statement, particularly with reference to these booklets, or anything 
else that may be on his mind to bring before us in this moment. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: May I say, while Doctor Cavert is coming up 
here, that he wrote me, asking if it would be possible to put this report in the 
Blue Book. It was too late at that time, so he has brought them with him. 

(Thereupon, Dr. Samuel McCrea Cavert came to the rostrum.) 


Samuel McCrea Caveri: Bishop Batdorf. 
The Chairman: Doctor Cavert. 


Samuel McCrea Cavert: I am very glad for the opportunity simply to say 
that in the pews I have placed a condensed summary of the report of the 
Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America for the present year, 
through your courtesy. I shall be very glad if you have opportunity at your 
leisure to read it. And if there are any further items of information which 
you would like to have, any of you may have, on application, the full annual 
report, which is a volume of some 300 pages. 

_ Imay also express my very great pleasure that my colleague Doctor Bader 
is to be with you today. 

The Chairman: Thank you, Doctor Cavert. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Bishop Batdorf, one more statement. 

The Chairman: Bishop Clippinger. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Yesterday, several brethren asked me which is 
the correct pronunciation, Evangelical (long “E’’), or Evangelical (short “E’’). 
I discovered the evidence, and it is used interchangeably. But I asked 
Bishop Stamm, and we usually think of him as authority in that circle, and 
he said while it is used by their brethren both ways, the correct pronuncia- 
tion is Evangelical (long “E’”’). 

The Chairman: That is right. I looked that up in Webster’s, and he gives 
the first E long and the second short. 


The Chairman: Are there any other items of business, or any reports that 
would not take too much time? We have an election scheduled, which we 
could take care of—for the Board of Church Trustees. Will tellers of Group 
No. 2 come forward and distribute ballots? 

(Thereupon, the tellers of Group No. 2 distributed and later collected the 
ballots, and after a suitable pause, the Chair declared the polls closed.) 


The Chairman: Now we will vote on the election of Trustees for the 
Quincy Orphanage and Home. The tellers of Group No. 3 will please dis- 
tribute the ballots for this election. 

(Thereupon, the tellers of Group No. 3 distributed and later collected the 
ballots, and after a suitable pause, the Chair declared the polls closed.) 


The Chairman: Will you give your attention for a moment, particularly 
superintendents of conferences? You understand it will be necessary to 
secure definite permission from the Office of Defense Transportation at 
Washington for the holding of your annual conferences. When Doctor 
Gregory and I went over to see them concerning the General Conference, 
the department announced its willingness and its co-operation with church 
bodies for the holding of such sessions of the Church as will involve legal 
measures, election of officers, legal contracts, licensing and ordination of 
ministers, and all such gatherings, but they cannot be held without permis- 
sion. Any conventions of an inspirational or social fellowship character only 
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are entirely out. But you must get permission to hold annual conferences. 
I understand that blanks have been distributed to the conference superin- 
tendents, and I am urging you now to fill out these blanks and turn them in 
to your bishop, so that they may be grouped together, and the application 
may be made for all these conferences at one time. Now please do not 
neglect this, or you may come up to the time of your annual conference 
sessions, when they should meet, and you will be prohibited from meeting. 


V. C. Adcock: Your statement about all other meetings but—does that 
mean our summer conventions are out? 

The Chairman: No, I said conventions of a purely inspirational character, 
but leadership training schools and such conventions that meet on their 
own grounds and have a scheduled program of study, are allowable, without 
any permission. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Doctor Gregory makes this additional point: I 
understand by action of the Board of Administration that the applications 
come back to Doctor Gregory, and they all go in together. Am I right in that? 

The Chairman: Doctor Gregory, will you answer that? Doctor Gregory 
will make a statement. 

D. T. Gregory: We had these applications, together with a mimeographed 
copy of the statement from the O.D.T. in Washington, for the superintendents 
in February, at the Board meeting. And then again we brought a supply 
here. And as you will recall, the announcement was made that they were 
here for distribution, early in the sessions of this General Conference. They 
are all gone. If there is any superintendent who does not have one, then 
somebody else has one somewhere. You all ought to have them. We brought 
fifty copies here with the information attached to them. If they are gone, we 
have no more now. 

The Chairman: I think we are through with this. 

Walter R. Thomas: There is a report that is yet to come before us. That 
provides for spiritual retreats in each conference immediately following the 
annual conference. Now that will be out of the picture, even though we 
pass it. Is that correct? 

The Chairman: Well, that report will properly come before the Conference. 


Walter R. Thomas: It will come before the Conference, but if the Con- 
ference should pass it, is it out from the Governmental standpoint? We 
understand you to say such meetings are out. 

The Chairman: Such a retreat would be out, I suppose, if it would include 
more than fifty people beyond the metropolitan area in which the retreat is 
to be held. 

D. T. Gregory: May I make a statement? Any superintendent who has not 
received or who does not have back at his study a copy of this blank, if you 
will give us your name before you leave, when we get back to the office we 
will mimeograph another supply and mail them out to you immediately. 
That is the best we can do. We will do that, if you will give us your name. 

The Chairman: Let us sing now. We will turn to No. 392 on page 42— 
“Faith is the Victory.” 

Before we sing, Bishop Showers has a word of announcement. 

Bishop J. B. Showers: Mr. Chairman, and Delegates: Please be advised 
that anything in the way of business that you want to transact with the 
bookstore, must be done during the noon hour, and sometime this afternoon. 
The bookstore will then be closed, and they will be packing things up, ready 
to return all that is left over to the Publishing House. So please go to the 
bookstore during the noon hour. We do not want to take anything back with 
us—and you need all that we have. 


The Chairman: Now we will have sometime after the address of Doctor 
Bader for any other matters of detail. The Chair requests of you now that 
we shall gather our thoughts for this special hour, and wait for any an- 
nouncements until after Doctor Bader has spoken. 

(The assembly stood and sang “Faith is the Victory.” 
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The Chairman: Brethren of the Conference, and Friends: 


We are honored and blessed in an unusual way by our distinguished guest 
and our brother in the gospel. .J think that the speaker of this hour knows the 
pulse beat of the church in this nation better than any other man. He has 
traveled and does travel constantly from one ocean to the other, and from 
the north to the south in the direction of the work of God through the Com- 
mission of Evangelism through the churches and the universities and col- 
leges, and prison and concentration camps, wherever folks are assembled. I 
think Doctor Bader knows more ministers in the Protestant churches of this 
nation, and can tell their names, than any other one man. 


He is greatly loved. He has endeared himself. His genial spirit and Chris- 
tion courtesy, his modesty, his humility, have so rooted themselves in the 
consciousness in the Christian communions of the Protestant churches of 
this country that we all think he belongs to us. He is ours. And I am very 
happy indeed to have this privilege of introducing not only my friend, 
although I call him my friend, for he has been my friend for many years, 
but the friend of all of us; Dr. Jesse M. Bader, of New York City, the Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Commission on Evangelism in the Federal Councli of 
Churches of Christ in America. Doctor Bader, it is a joy and blessing to 
have you here. (Applause)

Editor’s statement, based upon communication from Mr. E. L. Bettis himself: 

During the singing of this hymn, the assembly had the inspiring and 
soul-stirring experience of witnessing a lost sheep return to the fold, a re- 
dedication to Christ of one, who, though in earlier years a member of the 
Methodist Church and a church-goer, had wandered far from God. 


Edward L. Bettis, who had been the Stenographic Secretary of the General 
Conference beginning with the General Conference at Lancaster, Pennsyl- 
vania, in 1929, being urged by Brother T. L. Miles of the West Virginia 
Conference to take his stand again for Jesus, and being under profound 
conviction that he should realign himself with the church, and become in 
fact a United Brethren, having for those many years known and loved the 
leaders and the members of the Church with whom he associated in the 
General Conferences, approached the presiding officer, Bishop G. D. Batdorf, 
under the stress of great emotion and manifest sincerity, and stretching forth 
his hand to the bishop, declared his re-surrender to Christ and his desire to 
become a member of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ. 

Bishop Batdorf, joyfully responding, asked Bishop Clippinger to receive 
Mr. Bettis into the fellowship of the Church. Bishop Clippinger requested 
Dr. Ira Sankey Ernst, pastor of the Washington Memorial Church, in which 
city Mr. Bettis lives, to come to the rostrum to stand wtih Mr. Bettis while 
he was received into church membership. 

Following this, the assembly sang “On Christ the Solid Rock I Stand,” and 
a number of folk greeted Brother Bettis with a warm hand clasp of welcome 
into the Church.

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EIGHTH DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION 
Tuesday, May 22, 1945 
Bishop Ira D. Warner, D.D., presiding 


Bishop Ira D. Warner called the Conference to order, and the chorister led 
in singing the hymn, “O, Zion Haste.” 

The Chairman: We will be led in our afternoon prayer by Rev. J. Ralph 
Keene, of the Florida Conference. 

The Chairman: It looks as if the Conference is to be favored with a fine 
arrangement of music. Professor Spessard will announce the choir and the 
number. 

Professor A. R. Spessard: The Westerville Women’s Music Club is an 
important and active organization in the musical life of this community, and 
it is the chorus from this organization that is going to sing for us this after- 
noon, under the direction of Helen Holsher. Professor Grabill will be at the 
organ, and Lucy Hatch is at the piano. 

Thereupon, the chorus of the Westerville Women’s Music Club sang the 
selections: “The Lord’s Prayer” and “Onward, Ye People,” to the great 
delight of the assembly. 

The Chairman: We thank this chorus for the rendition of these excellent 
numbers. They have rendered one of my favorites. The Chairman has been 
approached almost a dozen times with the question, “Will it be possible to 
get through this afternoon?” That is your busniess, not mine. The Chair is 
going to insist, however, that before that item is considered, that we take 
the agenda of the afternoon and scan the prospect. Let me insist, however, 
that you give all of the business competent and adequate consideration. I 
hope you will not brush off material which is essential and vital to the 
church program. If you will take the suggestion that the Chair has made, 
and let us move through the afternoon session and the agenda, then if it 
is your mind, we may consider at that time whether we have the prospect 
of including in this afternoon’s session the session scheduled for tomorrow 
morning. The Chair wishes to be notified as to whether the committees of 
tellers have reports of election? 

K. K. Merryman: I have the report of the election of the Board of Church 
Trustees. 

The Chairman: Will you come forward, please, and read the report? 

(See page 605) 

Lloyd C. Nichols: I also have a report. 


The Chairman: The Chair declares the election of the following for the 
term expiring 1953. From the State of Chio four were elected: W. O. Clerk, 
Rev. R. A. Powell, Rev. P. E. Wright and Rev. John C. Searle. And then 
those outside of the State of Ohio, you have elected but one, Rev. Paul E. 
Holdcraft. The Chair declares these whose names have been read as duly 
elected. It is necessary for us to take another ballot for those outside of 
the state,—Rev. C. C. Grover, of Erie Conference, having received 104 votes; 
Rev. Homer E. Gauntt of Allegheny Conference 79 votes, and Rev. F. B. 
LaFavre of Calfiornia Conference, 52. 

May the Chair suggest that we have just a blank ballot, and then read 
the names over, and you write but one on the ballot? If you are agreed to 
that, say “Agreed.” 

The General Conference by common consent, so agreed. 

The Chairman: The committee of tellers will please distribute the blank 
ballots. The names which I read before, as those receiving the number of 
ballots designated, are: Rev. C. C. Grover, Rev. Homer E. Gauntt and Rev. 
F. B. LaFavre. 

(The tellers having distributed and collected the ballots, the Chair de- 
clared the polls closed.) 


The Chairman: We will have the report of the committee of tellers, of 
which Doctor Nichols is Chairman: ; 
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Lloyd C. Nichols: The report of the tellers is hereby submitted on election 
of Trustees of Quincy Home and Orphanage. 
(See page 606) 

_ The Chairman: Having received the required number of votes for elec- 
tion, the Chair announces the election of Rev. J. D. Good, Rev. D. E. Young, 
Rev. J. H. Ness, Harry Newcomer and Rev. M. R. Fleming. 

I understand the report of the Committee on Ministerial Pensions, Orphan- 
ages and Homes is ready to be presented by Dr. V. H. Allman. Doctor All- 
man. 


V. H. Allman: Report of Committee on Ministerial Pensions, Orphanages 
and Homes. ( Reads report.) 
(See page 613) 


I move the adoption of the report. 

C. V. Priddle: I would like to second that motion. 

The Chairman: The motion is now before the Conference. 

Maurice Nichols: Our conference made no such recommendation. The 
Colorado-New Mexico Conference had no part in this. We made no such 
recommendation. 

The Chairman: Is Doctor Nichols asserting a fact? 

Bishop V. O. Weidler: Yes. That is just an observation. I notice in the 
reat it is indicated with the exception of one conference. What conference 
is that? 

V. H. Allman: Iowa. 


Bishop V. O. Weidler: I ask for information only. Why was the exception 
made? 

V. H. Allman: I will be glad to answer that. There is a home at Cedar 
Falls, Iowa, in our sister Church, and it was thought that in union the Iowa 
Conference would have to go along. 

Bishop V. O. Weidler: Well, Mr. Chairman, I think that is anticipating 
too much. I think it would be a great deal better to delete that suggestion 
and give us the solidarity of the entire Southwest. Of course, these author- 
izations are not subject to the vote of the local conference, except the re- 
quest comes from this body. And I notice the resolution indicates that it is 
subject to the approval of the conferences. 

V.H. Allman: That is right. 

V. O. Weidler: But, nevertheless, I believe there is a certain responsibility 
on the General Conference in approving it, to give moral support and good 
direction, and I believe the Iowa Conference and all the rest of the South- 
west Area should be in. Anticipating the approval of all the conferences. 
The local vote on church union should not enter into this legislation. It. is 
a home for the Southwest Area. I move that that particular item be re- 
moved, and that the entire Southwest Area be urged to get back of this 
home. 

Raymond L. Coriner: Mr. Chairman, I second the motion. 

The Chairman: The amendment is before you. 

G. E. MacCanon: Of course I realize that the report is subject to the ap- 
proval of the vote of the annual conferences involved. We came to this 
General Conference with no authority from our annual conference to make 
such a change. We are not ready to be cut off from the Otterbein Home. 
And then another reason, since we have voted for church union this morn- 
ing, and the Evangelical Church has a home in the state of Iowa, we did 
not feel we wanted to be tied up with another proposition, and then in a 
few more years have to be changed again. That is our feeling in the mat- 
ter, and I believe I speak for the delegation. If they have any other idea, 
they are free to express it. 

The Chairman: It is not a mandate, just a little moral persuasion. 

Lloyd C. Nichols: This may be something coming from the General Con- 
ference. It would seem, however, that the Southwest Area should have 
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known something about it before it ever came up here. This is the first news 
we have ever had of it. As far as our conference is concerned, we have 
never had any news of it. It would seem that we should have been informed 
and interested in it before it came before the General Conference. 

Personally, I do not see the need for it. I think we have our hands full, 
and our hands tied, and so far as I am personally concerned, I am “agin” it. 


C. V. Priddle: I want you to understand that as far as we in Kansas are 
concerned, we are not against the Otterbein Home. We are and always 
have been supporting it. But we should like to have the opportunity of 
developing something in the Southwest District, and I hope you will give 
us an opportunity. : ‘ 

We would like to skim off some of the cream. It is a good time to do it. 
Now we can get the money in Kansas to buy the farm. Anybody who wants 
to raise money today can raise it in a short time. I know where some of it 
is coming right now. So we would like to have the opportunity. 

Now, we have no home in the Southwest Area. We think it is time we 
were starting one. The closest home of the Evangelicals, as has been said, 
is at Cedar Falls, Iowa. Now we have to do something out in Kansas. You 
know, we have to raise something besides sunflowers. But please remember 
that Jesse Bader, Bishop Stamm, Roy Smith and Merle Harner are natives 
of Kansas, so we have made a pretty good contribution to this Conference. 

Now I wish you would make a contribution to us in the way of an oppor- 
tunity. According to the last conference meeting, we have 17 retired min- 
isters and 30 widows, and we would like to give them some care. We think 
it is due them, and we would like to have an opportunity of canvassing our 
people in Kansas for something of this sort, and I hope you will give us the 
chance to do that. 

We have given a good deal of money and a good deal of land in Kansas to 
the general interests of the Church. Now we would like to have a chance 
to capitalize on some of our farms and some of our wealth out there to found 
a home in the Southwest District. 

Now it is true that memorials did not come up from the other conferences, 
but I did send a letter to all the superintendents and received favorable 
replies from a number of them. 

Now we do not want to force anybody into this proposition, but in the 
name of the kingdom of God, in the name of the United Brethren Church, 
I wish you would give us a chance to see what we can do. We would like to 
try our wings, and I hope you will at least give us a chance. 

If Colorado-New Mexico do not want to come in, that will be all right. 
Maybe the rest of us can go it alone. If they do not want to come in, we will 
try it ourselves—Kansas and Nebraska and Oklahoma—at least we can 
start out. ; 

So I hope that you will give us a chance, anyway. And coming back to 
Kansas, let me give you some lines: 

Kansas, where we have torn the shackles 

From the farmer’s legs; 

Kansas, where the hen that cackles 

Always lays an egg; 

Where the cows are fairly aching 

To go on with record breaking, 

And the hogs are raising bacon by the (keg). 

I hope you will give this favorable consideration. (Applause) 

(The question was called for.) 

The Chairman: The question is called for. The Chair therefore presents 
the matter, which is an amendment to the motion. Is it clear? Will you read 
it, Mr. Secretary? 

D. T. Gregory: The motion to amend by Bishop Weidler, and supported 
by Raymond L. Cortner, is to delete the reference to Iowa Conference being 
exempted. 

The Chairman: And the inference is that they should be united with the 
Southwest area. ; 

The motion on the amendment was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 
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The Chairman: Are you ready to vote the motion as amended? 


Maurice Nichols: Does this force every conference in the Southwest Area 
to go into that home? 


The Chairman: It does not. 


_ Maurice Nichols: I think if Kansas had brought in a memorial and then 
invited the conferences to vote, they might have had a better chance. 


Wesley O. Clark: I want to get the amount that you have for the Minis- 
terial Pensions. Is that investments in the total? 


V. H. Allman: Resulting in investments on December 31, 1944, of $1,- 
394,227.57. Is that correct? 


Wesley O. Clark: I did not have that. 

V. H. Allman: The subcommittee worked on that. 

Wesley O. Clark: I wonder if you are confusing it with the April report? 

George A. Heiss: I think the committee took the report as given them 
by the auditors at the close of the year 1944. This resume that Mr. Clark 
has is as of the close of April, 1945. It is all right to have the figures at the 
close, but they are not the present figures. 

V.H. Allman: Are the present figures better, may I ask? 


S. A. Wells: Doctor Heiss is correct. The figures were taken from the re- 
port he submitted, which covers the time up to the end of December, 1931. 


The Chairman: And these figures are correct? 
S. A. Wells: Yes, sir. 
The Chairman: The Chair then presents the motion as amended. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I hope you are clearer than I am, but it is not 
clear in my mind as to when these proposed trustees have authority to pro- 
ceed to establish a home in Kansas in the name of the Southwest District. 
Now we ought to have something a bit clearer, to know when it is a reality, 
and when it is a legal fact. As Chairman of the Otterbein Home Board, I 
think we have a right to know when our privileges cease in the Southwest 
District, and I do not believe this is clear enough, brethren. 

The Chairman: Bishop Clippinger raises a very pertinent question. 

Roy Bender: May we have a re-reading of this resolution? And I would 
like to make this statement: Oklahoma is in favor of this resolution. First, 
may I call your attention to the fact that the resolution does not say that 
his home shall be in Kansas. Kansas has been liberal enough to work with 
the district in the locating of-this home finally. Now may I ask that the 
resolution be re-read, which will establish the fact that the home is not 
recognized until it is established and so recognized by the General Confer- 
ence, or the Board of Administration. Thank you. 


The Chairmen: Read that item again for the clarity of the Conference. 

V. H. Allman: (Reads) “That until this home is established and so recogn- 
ized by the General Conference or the Board of Administration, the Christ- 
mas offering is to go to the Otterbein Home.” 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Let me ask this question: “Until the home is 
established.” If I understand it, they will proceed and establish a home and 
come back to the Board of Administratoin to recognize it. Is that the way 
you would understand it? 

V. H. Allman: That is correct. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: There is a great deal involved there, brethren. I 
have been connected with the Otterbein Home from almost since its be- 
ginning. It is one thing to buy a piece of land, as we have discovered, and 
another thing to operate a home. : 

Now if these conferences are going to get back of that and obligate them- 
selves and establish a home, that is your privilege, if you get the green light 
from this General Conference. But it does seem to me, brethren, that you 
are giving the green light here and then asking for endorsement after a 
while. 
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W. H. Hayes: Not only that, but in view of the action that was taken 
this morning, it would be a nice gesture in the way of really merging if the 
home that is operated by our sister denomination would become our home. I 
think that ought to be looked into, the possibility of merging and making 
that the home. That would really be a step toward. union. 

The Chairman: Are there any further remarks? 

A. R. Sweet: You would expect any Kansan who was entirely normal to 
be in favor of it, so I am in favor of it, It occurs to me, inasmuch as we are 
just asking the privilege of a start, the whole matter of closing the deal to 
be left to the Board of Administration—so far as I can see all we are asking 
is favorable action toward this, and it is merely giving us an opportunity. 

The Chairman: But after it is a baby and born, it is hard to put it out of 
existence. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: That is the point. 

A. R. Sweet: But I hate to see the baby killed too early. 

G. E. MacCanon: Suppose this is possible, or passed, and then the Iowa 
Annual Conference does not vote favorably, and the Colorado-New Mexico 
Annual Conference does not vote favorably, what will the rest of them do? 
What will be our status? 


Bishop V. O. Weidler: Doctor MacCanon is asking for wisdom. 
The Chairman: I am glad you are speaking. (Laughter) 


Bishop V. O. Weidler: There is great solidarity about the Southwest Area, 
and if we do anything as a constructive type of work, we ought to be to- 
gether. Some of the great problems of our denomination grow out of the 
fact that we have excessive democracy. We have autonomy, and there is 
an undercurrent in the Church that the allocation of territory for such insti- 
tutions should be a little different. But if we do not give a clear statement 
from this body as to what ought to be the territory, then I think the con- 
ferences will feel that it is their privilege to say yes or no. 

Now, we are a great distance from Otterbein. We love our Home, and I 
think there are a great many people who hesitate to break these connections, 
because they have been so interested. One of the greatest spiritual joys we 
have is to participate in the Christmas offering, and some of our most dis- 
tant churches have reached the dollar per member for our Home. 

Now if we are to have an institution of helpfulness, we get the inspiration 
from the Quincy Orphanage and Home—and I will have to get Doctor Enck 
to give me the correct designation of that great institution—and we get 
inspiration from the Otterbein Home. 

Now, if we start with eagerness and do not have the full co-operation of 
our entire area, I do not know that I am particularly in favor of it. But if 
the General Conference feels that the interest of helping those who are in 
need will be conserved by having an institution of this kind in that great 
area, and we could have the offering, we would have an income. And I 
know how the people of the Southwest can give. They are great givers. We 
would have an income possibly of forty thousand dollars a year. But we 
could not have that much unless we have all the territory. 

Now, as the motion is amended, it is at least the General Conference say- 
ing that we will let the conferences have their vote and register their ap- 
proval or disapproval. But as far as the General Conference is concerned, 
if there is to be another orphanage and aged people’s home, this would have 
tie SEPP Oh so far as the General Conference is concerned, of the Southwest 

istrict. 

_I know that it would be difficult for one conference to carry the institu- 
tion alone. I do think, however, the resolution as it is now is a good state- 
ment, and it is the statement that I would be for. Otherwise I am not so 
sure. And therefore, I am in favor of the amended motion. 


J. P. Vannice: Does not the resolution say subject to the approval of the 
conferences? Does not that mean all of them? 


The Chairman: Does the resolution say that? 
V.H. Allman: Yes. 
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Bishop A. R. Clippinger: No, I do not believe it does. 


_ The Chairman: Forgive the Chair for making the suggestion, but I be- 
lieve that it is the intent of this body that we want to give approval to it 
if all conditions can be favorable, if the conditions are favorable for the 
establishment of a home, and we have not arrived at that point. Could the 
conference somehow amend the motion by saying the Southwest Area shall 
conduct this investigation and then bring a definite report to the Board of 
Administration, which wiil be the final authority to grant the permission? 


J. D. Good: I will be glad to make that as a substitute motion. 


V. H. Allman: That is in here: “Whereas the Southwest District requests 
the privileges of organizing an orphanage and home subject to the approval 
of the conferences in that area.” Now that question was asked a few 
moments ago. It first has to be approved by the conferences of that area. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Now read on. 


V. H. Allman: (Reads) “Whereas it is proposed that the Christmas of- 
ferings be used for the maintenance of said orphanage and home, and 

“Whereas the said orphanage and home is to be under the control of a 
board of trustees constituted as follows; the conference superintendents and 
one layman from each conference; the bishop being a member ex officio, 
therefore 

“Be It Resolved 

“First: That we look with favor upon the stablishment of a home for 
orphaned children and aged folks in the Southwest District. 

“Second: That until this home is established and so recognized by the 
General Conference or the Board of Administration the Christmas offering 
is to go to the Otterbein Home. 

“Third: That all persons from the Southwest District being cared for by 
the Otterbein Home after the establishment of this new home shall be pro- 
vided for by the Southwest District.” 

That is to say, that if any one should remain in the Otterbein Home from 
that territory after the home is established, that territory must provide 
sufficient funds to care for that individual remaining in the Otterbein Home. 

B.S. Arnold: Mr. Chairman. 

The Chairman: The question is called for. 

B. S. Arnold: I think this is too important to pass by without making 
sure of the wording of this resolution. I purposely sat and listened very care- 
fully to this reading. My impression is that we are giving the green light. 
We say we favor a home in the Southwest Area. I think we have the cart 
before the horse. I think we should first submit this to the Board of Ad- 
ministration for approval. As it not stands, it seems to me we are giving 
the Southwest Area permission to go ahead and then the Board of Admin- 
istration will say that henceforth the Christmas offering shall be devoted to 
the institution of that area. 

The Chairman: Then will you make an amendment that the starting of 
the home be subject to the approval of the Board of Administration? 

B. S. Arnold: I do not have the text before me, but if that will cover it, 
I am happy to make the motion. I so move. 

The Chairman: Is there a second to this motion? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I will second the motion. 

The Chairman: The motion is made and seconded to amend the report so 
that the starting of the home will be subject to the approval of the Board 
of Administration. 

H. E. Schaeffer: I am not clear. I would like to know where is the high- 
est authority, is it the General Conference or the Board of Administration? 

The Chairman: The Chair’s interpretation is that this General Conference 
is, of course, the authority giving permission, but these details will have 
to be submitted to the Board of Administration, but when and if approved 
by that body, you carry out the dictates of this body. 
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A. E. Moore: I should like to call attention to the fact that we in the 
Southwest Area are still for the Otterbein Home. We appreciate all that the 
Otterbein Home has done, but this is the only bishop’s area in the Church 
that has no close connections with a_ home. And as our bishop has said many 
times, his territory covers a million square miles—eleven states. Now, we 
will be with the Otterbein Home until this is established, and then I think 
it is an opportune time to take this step. 

I want to give you an experience I had in my conference a year ago. We 
had a minister who was in need of a: home, and the application had been 
made to Otterbein Home, but a number of other applications had been 
made previous to his, and his could not be acted upon. And later on he 
was admitted by special action of the Board of Trustees. And that man had 
to be brought almost nine hundred miles in an ambulance to Otterbein 
Home. if we had had a home in our area where we could have taken care 
of this man, I think it would have been much better. 

So I ask you to remember that this is the only bishop’s area in the whole 
Church that has no home in its area, and has no close connections with a 
home. 

(The question was called for.) 


The Chairman: The question is on an amendment to the amended motion. 
Those who favor the amendment— 


C. V. Priddle: What is the amendment to the amendment? 
The Chairman: Read it, please. 


D. T. Gregory: The motion to amend as made by Doctor Arnold and sec- 
onded by Bishop Clippinger is that the starting of the home be subject to 
the approval of the Board of Administration. 

C. V. Priddle: I want to state this: We would rather that you give ap- 
proval or disapproval right here. 

(The question was again called for.) 


The Chairman: The question is called for. All who favor the amendment 
will say aye; those opposed, no. The motion is lost. The original question 
now as amended. 

(The question was called for.) 


Raymond L. Cortner: Mr. Chairman— 


The Chairman: The question is called for, Doctor Cortner. 
(The question was again called for.) 


The Chairman: I am sorry we cannot have more debate. All who favor 
the report as amended will favor by saying aye; opposed no. The’ Chair is 
unable to decide. We will vote by the uplifted hand. All who favor the ap- 
proval of this report as amended will lift your hand. Thank you. Those who 
are opposed, by like sign. The Chair is unable to determine. We will ask 
you to rise, please, and be counted. 


D. E. Young: Will you please have that amendment read once again? 
The Chairman: But we carried another amendment. We had another 
amendment which you did carry. That is why I had to state the motion as 


amended. You had another amendment which you voted upon favorably. 
The last amendment was not carried. 


Bishop V. O. Weidler: What you vote on now is this: That the General 
Conference approves of a home to be supported by the Southwest Area as 
now constituted, but you would allow the conferences to vote on this. And 
if they do not all vote favorably, I would like the Chair to indicate what 
happens then. ; 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: That is what some of us would like to know. 

(The question was again called for.) 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I think Bishop Weidler has touched the sensitive 
spot, and that is the reason I think we ought to have a clearer survey of the 
situation. It is very apparant that there are conferences of the Southwest 
District here who are not in favor of it. You have the one Evangelical home 
in Cedar Falls. There are so many things involved that a complete survey 
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ought to be brought to the Board of Administration. I am not speaking 
against a home down there, but I cannot, brethren, in the light of all that 
has been said here, vote favorably for this. I think the Otterbein Home can 
get along without the Southwest District. If you want a home there I am 
not opposing that. But certainly in the interest of the whole denomination, 
I think there ought to be some group that can speak with some authority 
after we have more of the facts. I would like to know how your annual 
conferences vote. If all of the conferences put their approval upon it, you 
have my approval. 


G. E. MacCanon: I should like to call your attention to this statement. 
The report says “Whereas the Southwest District has requested a home.” 
The Kansas Conference requested a home, and not the Southwest District. 


Raymond L. Coritner: I rise to a point of order. This question has been 
put and voted upon. Are we in order in making further remarks? 


The Chairman: The vote has not been taken on the original motion for 
adoption. 


Raymond L. Cortner: I voted on it a moment ago, Mr. Chairman. 
The Chairman: Then you voted on the wrong motion. 
Bishop V. O. Weidler: There was a division called. 


The Chairman: We are at the point now of counting the vote, which is 
on the adoption of the amended report. 


E. J. Haldeman: What is your interpretation about these conferences 
voting? 
The Chairman: I do not know that I can give that. It would seem if it 


is a home for the Southwest Area, then it must be unanimous, so far as con- 
ferences are concerned. 


V. H. Allman: May I add that that was the sense of the committee, that 
all of the conferences must approve and then the green light must be given 
by the Board of Administration. 

(The question was again called for.) 


The Chairman: Those who favor the motion on the adoption of this report 
will please stand. Those who are opposed will please stand. 
(Applause, and laughter.) 


The Chairman: Evidently a lot of you changed your mind in the last five 
minutes. The Chair declares that the motion is carried. The report of the 
Committee on Ministerial Pensions, Orphanages and Homes, is adopted, as 


amended. 
(See page 613) 
C. V. Priddle: Bishop Warner. 
The Chairman: Doctor Priddle. 


C. V. Priddle: Mr. Chairman, the decision of the Chair is that this must. 
be voted upon favorably by all the annual conferences of the Southwest 
District, is that correct? 


The Chairman: Yes, and supported by the chairman of the committee, 
who says that was the intent of the committee. 


C. V. Priddle: Now I should like to ask an alternative in my conference. 
I would like to have the privilege, in case it is not favorable—then in Kan- 
sas we would like the privilege of building up a foundation to take care 
of our aged ministers and their wives and others. Why should we not tap 
some of the resources of this Church? We might just as well have some of 
it. If you want to encourage us to have a home, then we would like to build 
up a foundation, and money, and bonds and stock, so we can help some of 
our people. I would like to have that as an alternate, because this Conference 
meets only every four years. I would like to have that so if we fail on this 
other, we will have something in our conference to help take care of our 
people. We need it, and have to have it. And I would like to have that priv- 
ilege in our conference, in case this fails. 
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A. E. Moore: We would like to have Doctor Priddle enlarge that to any 
other conferences in the Southwest Area. 


The Chairman: There is nothing before the house, and until a proper 
motion is made and seconded, the Chair will now allow discussion. 


C. V. Priddle: Brother Bishop, I move in case this matter fails that has 
just been passed, the conferences so desiring may have the privilege of 
building up a foundation to care for their aged ministers and laymen and 
others. 

The Chairman: It is seconded? 

A. L. Deever: I second the motion. 


L. C. Weimer: I am one of the persons who served a long time on the Ot- 
terbein Home Board, and served on the Publishing House Board, and we are 
out of debt. Now we are in a period of false prosperity, just as sure as you 
live. Are we going to go to work and load up these conferences with obliga- 
tions to carry them over another twenty-five years and put us in the hole? 
No one knows what these institutions mean. It is easy enough to start them 
and put a debt upon them, but going out and raising the debt besides taking 
care of these unfortunate people, is one tremendous job. And you ought to 
go awfully, awfully carefully before you take on any more of these heavy 

urdens. 

During the depression, I gave up almost one-half of my salary, and it was 
a good salary, too, to support the Otterbein Home. They ought to have a 
home, they ought to have people administer to them. Now for heaven’s 
sake, since were are out of this terrible debt, do not go ahead here and load 
yourselves up with debts. Miss Bell has gone to California to administer to 
her mother. Why not some of the other people, instead of shoving them over 
on to the home? About half of these people we get put up to us to take in 
a home, have parents who will not take care of them, they have sons and 
daughters who can take care of them. No, it is so much easier to haul them 
over to the Otterbein Home and the other homes. And you will find out you 
are walking into a sad situation when you get in this home business. After 
all, folks, we are out of debt once. Let’s stay out. (Applause). 


H. E. Sponseller: I move that the motion be laid upon the table. 


V.C. Adcock: I second the motion. 

(The question was called for.) 

C. V. Priddle: I would like to withdraw the motion I made. 

The Chairman: Does the seconder concur? 

A. L. Deever: Yes. 

The Chairman: Then there is nothing before the body. Let us proceed. 

Raymond L. Coriner: Last night standing on the stair I saw a man who 
wasn’t there. He wasn’t there again today. Oh, how I wish he would go 
away. A lot of problems are imaginary. We are not going to plunge and 
go into heavy debt and obligate ourselves, and obligate the Church. I think 
we ought to feel good and have faith that this is a step in the right direction. 

The Chairman: The Chair interprets that that we are all feeling good. 
(Laughter.) There is nothing before the house. They withdrew the motion. 
We have nothing to vote on. 

K. K. Merryman: I have a report from the Board of Tellers. 

The Chairman: All right, Brother Merryman, let us have the report. 

K. K. Merryman: Report on the election-of a representative outside of 
the State of Ohio to serve on the Board of Church Trustees. You elected 
only one. There should have been two elected. 

(See page 606) 

The Chairman: The Chair declares the election of Rev. C. C. Grover to 
the Board of Church Trustees. We have another election, and that is the 
Trustees of the Otterbein Home. Will the next committee of tellers, which 
is No. 3, come forward and distribute the ballots? 

(The Tellers of Group No. 3 distributed the ballots for the election of the 
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Board of Trustees of the Otterbein Home, and after a suitable interval had 
elapsed, the Chair declared the polls closed.) 


The Chairman: The Chair recognizes Bishop Clippinger. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: A few days ago you authorized a Commission on 
Evangelism. Doctor Gregory informs me that I am chairman of something 
around here, and asked me to make this announcement. I guess he has the 
minutes to prove it. After consultation with Doctor Gregrory, we would 
like to have a meeting of all the conference superintendents in Dayton June 
27th and 28th, meeting at one o’clock June 27th, the purpose of which is to 
outline an evangelistic program. This applies to all conference superintend- 
ents. June 27th and 28th beginning at one o’clock on June 27th. That will 
give you time to get into Dayton in the forenoon and then we can have 
an afternoon and evening session and close in good time the following day. 


The Chairman: Doctor Gregory also asks me to announce that the evangel- 
istic and stewardship literature is at the exhibit tables in the Association 
Building. The supplies are free. And those who want them ought to get them 
today. I think you will be glad to know, if you are not cognizant of the fact, 
that the Board of Administration has begun to create these supplies of re- 
ligious tracts, and as a denomination we ought to appreciate it, encourage 
it, and utilize it, when we spend money for them, and put them into circula- 
tion. Will you avail yourselves of these supplies of free literature? 


The Chairman: We pass to the next item. Let us hold steady now and 
everybody be in order. The report of Bonebrake Seminary and the Ministry, 
by Doctor Clyde Lynch. 

Clyde A. Lynch: Mr. Chairman, the report is ready for distribution. 

The Chairman: All right. Will you come forward? And the Chair will 
ask the next committee, No. 1 of the tellers to come forward and make the 
distribution. 

Dr. Clyde A. Lynch: (Reads report) Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption of 
this report. 

Paul Bilby: I second that motion. 

The Chairman: The report is now before you, properly moved and sec- 
onded. The question is called for. Those who favor the adoption of this 
report will vote by saying aye; those opposed, no. 

It is carried, and becomes your order.

The Chairman: The next report, will be by Doctor Wright, of the Com- 
mittee on Departmental Activities and Policies. 

Harlen Thomas: There is a mistake in the printed program. I have the 
report, instead of Brother Wright. 

The Chairman: Dr. Harlen Thomas, of Kansas, has the report. 

Harlen Thomas: Report of Committee on Departmental Activities and 
Policy. (Reads report) f 

Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption of the report. 

B. F. Bungard: I second the motion. 

The Chairman: You have heard this very excellent report covering 
the denominational activities. There is one item there touching this great 
brotherhood for missions that must receive more attention than just a 
passing notice. I would like to call on Doctor Ziegler. Is he in the room? 
Doctor Ziegler, will you come forward? I think maybe it was through your 
department that this first found its conception. I am going to ask you to 
speak very briefly and pointedly to that section of the report. 

S. G. Ziegler: Mr. Bishop, the three departments, the Home Mission and 
Church Erection Board, the Foreign Mission Board and the Women’s 
Missionary Association, are aware of the fact that there are churches and 
congregations in our denomination that in spite of a careful cultivation and 
field work by staff members and furloughed missionaries, which are not 
contacted. And we feel, in view of the great, tremendous world needs, and 
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the preparing of the Church for the conception of life that will have to 
dominate our thinking if we are going to meet the issues of the new age, 
that we shall have to get before not only the strategic churches and centers 
in our denomination, but all of these outlying, small churches, which in 
number compose quite a considerable group, this message and this con- 
ception. 

had for that reason these three boards ask for the privilege of system- 
atically zoning the Church and then organizing our field staff, that when 
we go into those zones, we will contact’ these uncontacted churches with a 
view of bringing the whole enthusiam and interest of the Church to the 
highest pitch, not simply in missions, for mission work after all is evan- 
gelism in its far reaches around the world. And that is the purpose of the 
departments in asking this privilege—that we might undergird and in- 
tensify the spirit that came to such a marvelous climax this morning in 
the closing moments of that session. pm» 

And we are glad that the Committee on Departmental Activities and 
Policy bring in a favorable recommendation. Doctor Hovermale and I, and 
our staffs, together with the staff of the Women’s Missionary Association, 
shall now address ourselves, if you pass this report, to the contacting of 
these churches all over our Communion. 


The Chairman: Doctor Ziegler, is this geared into the campaign for the 
half million dollars for these respective departments, or is it in the general 
program of education? 


S. G. Ziegler: We understand that the campaign for funds will not come 
until 1947. This is an endeavor to prepare the churches for that final 
effort. It has no financial purpose so far as the educational campaign itself 
is concerned. 

The question on the motion for adoption of the report of the Committee 
on Departmental Activities and Policy being called for, the motion was 
put by the Chair and prevailed.

The Chairman: Is the Board of Tellers on the election for trustees of 
Otterbein Home ready to report? If not, I think you voted yesterday that 
some time in this afternoon’s session we would pause in recognition of the 
fine group of chaplains representing the United Brethren Church in our 
armed forces. 

I am going to ask you now to carry forward that observance, and the Chair 
would be pleaased to have Dr. E. E. Harris, who is the Secretary of this Com- 
mittee on Wartime Service, to conduct this recognition. Doctor Harris. 


SERVICE OF RECOGNITION FOR CHAPLAINS 


E. E. Harris: Bishop Warner, and Members of the General Confer- 
ence: I certainly do not want to take time this afternoon, except to say this 
one word. It has been a delightful task, and yet a very exacting one across 
the period of more than three years to do the type of work that has been 
delegated to the Committee on Wartime Service of the Church. 

There has been the finest kind of relationship with our fine group of chap- 
lains. Hundreds of letters have gone out from the leaders of our Church, 
and from Chaplains themselves, to these Chaplains. That is not as im- 
portant as the fine responses that we have had from the men, who have 
said, over and over again, “I appreciate my Church more than I have ever 
appreciated it before. My Church has kept in touch with me on the far- 
flung battle lines of the world.” I have any number of letters in the file 
expressing that sort of spirit, and I am sure they will be delighted to know 
tee we paused long enough in this General Conference to give recognition 
o them, 

So I am sure we will all be in a very thoughtful mood this afternoon as 
I read these names. And it has been suggested, and I think appropriately so, 
that as the names are read, and there are only a few of the Chaplains here, 
maybe none this afternoon, that they should stand, and if as the roll is 
called a Chaplain is not here, I think someone from the delegation should 
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stand and remain standing, representing this good brother and servant of 
the Church that is out yonder somewhere giving service in our stead. 

And I shall not take more time, except to say that we have had alto- 
gether on our list since we began this important work, 70 Chaplains. Chap- 
lain Richert paid the supreme sacrifice several months ago. He was a 
member of Montana Conference. Two have been discharged, Chaplain 
H. H. Miller, and Chaplain Walter Peck, both of Miami Conference. Some 
others have had accidents, and been in hospitals, but by death we have lost 
only the one. And I am sure we are profoundly thankful this afternoon 
as a Conference that they have been so protected during these terrible 
years of war and with the hard service which they have rendered. 

I shall read the names, not attempting to give any addresses, and the 
conference, so that you may know the several conferences represented in 
this list. I shall read 66 names of those belonging on the regular list. And 
there is one that is probably in the chaplaincy, or who will soon be, whose 
recommendation was endorsed not so long ago. That name will be read, 
as we are quite sure his name belongs on this list. I shall not repeat the 
word “chaplain.” You will understand that that is not necessary. 

Thereupon, Dr. E. E. Harris read the list of Chaplains, and as the roll 
was called, a member of the conference of which each Chaplain is a mem- 
ber, stood in representation of the absent brother.

When the name of Chaplain Harvey Parker was read, Bishop V. O. Wied- 
ler called the- attention of the General Conference to the fact of Brother 
a presence. Brother Parker stood, and was applauded by the as- 
sembly. 


The Chairman: The Chair observes that East Pennsylvania has the honor 
of having the greatest number of Chaplains in the service. 


V. H. Allman: Who is second, may I ask? 


The Chairman: It looks like your Conference is second. Just remain 
standing, please. I know we pray for these men every day. I am going to 
ask this Conference to stand at attention, please, and we will ask Doctor 
Snyder to voice our prayer at this moment for these comrades of the 
Cross. Shall we all stand? 

Thereupon, Dr. W. E. Snyder offered the prayer: 

O, God, our Father, we present ourselves before Thee in this very sacred 
moment. We remember our young men who have been called to service 
in the armed forces, particularly those who have been called into the 
chaplaincy. We thank Thee for them, for the devotion that has prompted 
them to take upon themselves this responsibility. We thank Thee for the 
service they are rendering, for the good reports that come to us from time 
to time concerning the work which they are doing in thy name. 

We pray for them today. We pray that Thou mayest be very near to 
them, and may they at this very moment have the consciousness that we 
are praying for them, that they are remembered in the home Church. 

May they continue to be brave and gracious and loyal and spiritual. Give 
them strength, we pray, strength of body and of mind and spirit for the 
great work that they have been called to do, which is recognized by the 
Church of their choice. 

Bless, we pray, the loved ones that may remain at home, or who may 
be with them and near them in their field of service. May they be kept in 
power divine, and may anxious hearts be comforted and strengthened as 
this separation must continue. j av . 

Grant that the Church at home may keep its fires of spiritual interest 
and devotion burning brightly, and carry on the work in the home Church 
which is so essential to give the background and the reinforcement that 
our faithful Chaplains need, and may the time soon come when we will not 
need Chaplains in the armed forces (Amen)—in the Army (Amen) or in 
the Navy (Amen), but when peace shall prevail everywhere and the na- 
tions of the world be established in fellowship and brotherhood, when the 
spirit of friendship shall take the place of strife and hatred, and the world 
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shall go forward in that way that God has intended, and that mankind may 
be redeemed from everything that is out of harmony with the great will and 
purpose of our Lord and Savior. Guide us all in our devotions and our 
thinking. Give us deep conviction about the work in which we, with them, 
are engaged. And finally bring us, we pray, unto Thyself, we ask in Jesus’ 
name. Amen. 


The Chairman: Remain standing, please. In the abiding fellowship of 
the Church of Jesus Christ, and especially in that rich communion that 
we have in our own denomination, not broken by the many miles that 
separate us from them. Let us join in recognition of that unbroken fel- 
lowship in singing together now, “Blest Be the Tie that Binds.” 

(The assembly sang “Blest Be the Tie that Binds.” 


The Chairman: Thank you. Be seated. 


E. E. Harris: May I make this additional statement? We have on our 
record the names of two Chaplains who are ministers in the Moravian 
Church. Due to the fact that those in authority had ruled in the past that 
any denomination with a membership under a certain figure should have 
their Chaplains associated with some other denomination, therefore, these 
two Chaplains of the Moravian Church have been associated with those 
of our denomination. 


The Chairman: Will you indulge the Chair for just this additional word? 
You have already had a memorial service in which the fallen comrades of 
the Church have been honored. I have a great love in my heart and a 
great respect for the young Chaplain from our area who went to his 
crowning by a crash of airplanes in the sky over England one day, in prep- 
aration for his mission upon the Continent—young Chaplain Floyd N. 
Richert. I just want to share just this brief testimony and statement about 
his career with us. 

Up in the (little) Rocky Mountains one summer, when speaking to about 
one hundred young people from our churches in a delightful camp experi- 
ence, there motored into our camp one night in what we would call, in 
modern parlance, a jaloppy, two young men. They piled out of that car, 
came around and joined us on the fringe of the group. And I saw at once 
that they were very much interested, and keenly spiritual. The desire was 
implanted in their hearts that night that they would like to become minis- 
ters, or members, and then later ministers in the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ. 

Later this young man came and made his wishes know to us. Both of 
these young men became ministers. One of them is preaching for us today 
in California, and this other young man, just about 26 or 27 years of age, 
was the first fatality among our chaplains. 

He was sort of a mystic soul, and yet he possessed one of the most out- 
standing traits that makes a man and a minister successful—he had a pro- 
found passion for souls. He wrote me about every month, and in his letters 
he shared with me his experiences in reaching the boys for Christ. He has 
written some very interesting articles. Among the imperishable things he 
has left to us is not only the beauty of his consecration, his manliness and 
his character, but lines like these: 

When my life is past, how glad I shall be 

That the lamp of my life has been shining for Thee; 
I shall then not regret what I gave 

Of labor or money for sinners to save. 

I shall not mind that the way has been rough,— 

That my Savior leads me, 

That will be enough. 

When I am dying, how glad I shall be 

That the lamp of my life has been shining for Thee. 


And those of us who knew him well can say that his sun is still shining 
brightly, and leads us on, and challenges us to follow in his steps. My prayer 
is that God may bless his sweetheart, his family, and the conference that 
gave him to this denomination, for this world-wide service. 
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A. E. Moore: Mr. Chairman, a question of privilige, please. 
The Chairman: You may have it. 


A. E, Moore: I should like to have the privilege granted to Bishop Weidler 
that he may introduce our own chaplain, the only one that is present today, 
Chaplain Parker, from Oklahoma. 
re ops Chairman: Very well. Bishop Weidler, will you make the presenta- 

ion? 

Bishop V. O. Weidler: Come up, Captain, Chaplain. The Chaplain never 
uses his title. He is always Chaplain, no matter what his title. But brother 
Harvey Parker has reached the rank of Captain. I wish you would rise and 
greet him. 

p Sng — Conference and visitors rose in greeting to Chaplain Harvey 
arker. 


Bishop V. O. Weidler: He is a graduate of Bonebrake Seminary. He is a 
sterling young man of fine character, and loyal service. He has won recogni- 
tion, as he did in his pastorate, of his fellows. And we pray God’s blessing 
upon you as you continue your service. (Applause) 

The Chairman: The Chair recognized Rev. Mr. Bergland. 

G. K. Bergland: Bishop Warner, I had the privilege of introducing Rev. 
Mr. Richert to the United Brethren Church about twelve years ago, and I 
would like to make a motion that we as a conference convey a message of 
sympathy and appreciation to Reverend Richert’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
O. B. Richert, of Whitetail, Montana. 

D. E. Young: I second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair and prevailed. 


The Chairman: Bishop Clippinger has an announcement. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I must do some things when I think about them. 
We are in a rush this afternoon and evening. The Board of Bishops would 
like to reappoint the Commission on Rural Life, but the name has been 
changed to Commission on the Town and Country Church. They functioned 
so well during the past quadrennium that we desire to have them appointed: 

Rev. O. O. Arnold, Rev. B. H. Cain, Rev. A. B. Arford, Rev. C. R. Sch- 
wartz, Rev. J. P. Hendrix, Rev. Homer E. Gauntt, Rev. U. P. Hovermale, 
and Rev. G. E. MacCanon.

And while I am making that announcement, after conference with Presi- 
dent Roberts of the Seminary, it is highly important that we have a short 
meeting for reorganization of the new board, which consists of all the 
Bishops, the Bishops Emeritus, and Bishop Showers and the following 
(Reads names of members.) We will meet at seven o’clock this evening, in 
that room to your right there. I do not know what number or name it bears, 
but where we have been meeting, for reorganization. Kindly bear in mind, 
brethren, and come promptly at seven. It will only require a short session 
for reorganization. 

The Chairman: That is the robing room of the bishops. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Now, Mr. Chairman, the question has been asked 
repeatedly whether we propose having a session tomorrow morning. We 
have gotten along far enough now that I think the General Conference 
might determine whether you are willing to stand by this afternoon long 
enough and again long enough tonight, if need be, in order to complete 
the program. : y 

We have a program for tomorrow forenoon, but you have been brief with 
your business affairs the last day or two, and it appears to us that we may 
get through if we stand by patiently and carefully through this session and 
again tonight. Of course, there is only one address tonight and that will be 
by Doctor Bader, and you might discover whether those reports that were 
to be presented tomorrow morning will be ready this evening. 


The Chairman: I have anticipated so. The Chair announced at the opening 
of the session that when we completed the agenda up to the beginning of 
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tomorrow morning’s session, I would allow you this consideration. What is 
your pleasure? Shall we continue? 


E. N. Funkhouser: Do I understand that the business of this afternoon’s 
session is now about completed? 


The Chairman: So far as the Chair is able to ascertain. 


E. N. Funkhouser: I move that we continue with the business of tomorrow 
morning’s session. 


M. S. Livengood: I second the motion. 


The Chairman: The Chair interprets that that we shall go ahead with the 
business of tomorrow morning’s session, but that we will hold the inspira- 
tion session and hear the address tonight. ; 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


J. F. Hatton: I just want to make an announcement, Bishop, please. The 
Board of Church Trustees is called to meet for organizational purposes at 
seven o’clock this evening in the lounge room. 


The Chairman: The tellers are ready to report on the election of trustees 
to the Otterbein Home. 


Lloyd C. Nichols: The report of the tellers is presented on election of 
Trustees of the Otterbein Home. 

(See page 606) 

The Chairman: The Chair declares the election for the term expiring 1953 
of F. C. Grandey; for the term expiring in 1949, Rev. B. H. Cain. And the 
Chairman informes me there is another name still needed. 

And then for the five for the term expiring 1957, you have elected four: 
Bishop A. R. Clippinger, D. T. Gregory, John B. Lyter and Rev. I. E. Runk. 

The Chair declares these persons elected to this Board, the Board of 
Trustees of Otterbein Home. It is necessary that we now prepare our bal- 
lots to conduct an election first for the unexpired term of 1949 and then for 
the term of expiration in 1957—one additional trustee in each case. 

(The Tellers of Group No. 3 having distributed and collected the ballots, 
the Chair after a suitable pause declared the polls closed.) 

Thereupon, several announcements were made by Bishop A. R. Clippinger, 
of a miscellaneous character. 


George A. Heiss: Mr. Chairman, there are only two things I want to call 
your attention to. First, I have a supply of application blanks to unite with 
the Ministerial Pension Fund, with me. If you want them, you can see me 
before adjournment or tonight. You must remember that those who failed 
to come into the plan before January 1, 1945, will not be admitted until 
after July 1, 1945. So we have the balance of May and June. They can send 
in their application any time, but they will not be placed upon the record 
nor receive their certificate of membership until after July 1, 1945, and then 
they will have until July. 1946. So if any of you want to join, we offer you 
a chance to send in your applications, but you will not receive your certifi- 
cate until after July 1, 1945. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: That applies to contributory members only? 
George A. Heiss: Yes, contributory members only, of course. 
The Chairman: Doctor Haldeman. 


E. J. Haldeman: I should like to make a motion. If I can get someone to 
second it—I should like to have just a word on it. 

The Chairman: Doctor Haldeman, will you hold that motion for a moment? 
The Chair was just about to ask Doctor Ness to come forward and complete 
his report on Spiritual Aims, Promotional Agencies, Salaries and Budget. 
And that would come normally under that consideration. Doctor Ness. 

John H. Ness: Doctor Arnold will continue. 

B.S. Arnold: We have the recommended budget ready for distribution. 


_The Chairman: Will the committee of Tellers No. 1 come forward and 
distribute this sheet? , 
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(Thereupon, the tellers of Group No. 1 distributed the mimeographed sheet 
headed “Recommended Budget, 1945-1949.) 


S. G. Ziegler: I should like to call your attention to a matter I should 
not have overlooked, the fact that we have Edward Nagel as a member of 
our mission staff in the Philippine Islands—in order to help out in a critical 
situation in the Philippines he volunteered as a chaplain to our forces there, 
and I think of him as a missionary, and did not think of him as a chaplain. 
I would like to suggest that someone move that his name be added to this 
list of chaplains whcih was presented to us this afternoon. He is now a 
prisoner of war in Japan. 


Paul Bilby: I so move, Mr. Chairman. 
G. B. Wetherbee: I second the motion. 


E. C. Weaver: Owing to the fact that the Park Avenue Church of Johns- 
town, of which I am pastor, is supporting this man, I second this motion. 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed unanimously. 


The Chairman: Let the Conference rise in tribute to the service performed 
by Rev. Ed. Nagel. 
(Such tribute was paid by the Conference.) 


The Chairman: There are two sheets that you should have. 

(The General Conference Budget Apportionments had also been dis- 
— to the delegates, without specific mention having been made of the 
same. 


ph Chairman: Doctor Arnold will proceed with the reading of this re- 
port. 


B. S. Arnold: I will call your attention to only a few figures. Yesterday 
you adopted this budget, but there was the matter of the $390.00. lowa Con- 
ference agreed to take an additional $10.00, and we added the $400.00 to the 
credit of the Michigan Conference, so that those two items are changed in 
the column headed “Recommended Quota,” Iowa to $16,280, and the Michi- 
gan quota to $9,000, making a total budget of $700,000. 

Perhaps while the reports are being distributed, I can call attention to 
the changes in the next two sets of columns. You will find the perecentages 
retained by the Conferences and the amounts, and the percentages and 
amounts for general causes. 

There have been changes in the percentages of four conferences, by which 
we were able to maintain the ratio of 42 to 58, or approximately so, be- 
tween the Annual Conference fund and the General Conference. It comes 
out within $96.00. The changes are in East Pennsylvania Conference, 31 
and 69 per cent, instead of 30 and 70. In Illinois there has been a change 
from 39 and 61 per cent to 41 and 59. In Indiana we have given two addi- 
tional precentage points, from 58- 42 to 60- 40, and in Pennsylvania an ad- 
dition of one point, making it 31 and 69 per cent. 

The Chairman: Are there any changes to the report that was adopted the 
other day? 

B. S. Arnold: No changes except in the case of Michigan and Iowa. Mr. 
Chairman, I move the adoption of this recommended budget. 

The Chairman: You have already adopted it. Should we reconsider it? 

B. S. Arnold: No, the retention amounts have not been adopted. 

The Chairman: The retention amounts have not been adopted? Then your 
motion is in order. 

V. H. Allman: I will second the motion. 

The motion for the adoption of the recommended budget retention 
amounts, was put by the Chair and prevailed.

B. S. Arnold: I call your attention to the printed report on page 11 (under 
Part III. Budget Plans) “Steps in Determining the Apportionments.” Per- 
haps it is unnecessary to read these. If you want them read, all right. I 
take it for granted the Conference has read them.

Mr. Chairman, I move the approval of the General Conference Budget

Dewey H. Campbell: I second the motion. ; 

The motion on the adoption of the General Conference Budget Apportion- 
ments by the Committee on Spiritual Aims Promotional Agencies, Salaries 
and Budget, being put by the Chair, prevailed. ,

E. J. Haldeman: May I make my motion, and if I have a second, I would

Moved, that the Commission on Evangelism, for the promotion of its 
work, be authorized to draw from the contingent fund an amount not to 
exceed $3,000.00. This in addition to the budget apportionment of $3,000.00. 


The Chairman: Is that motion seconded? 
A. C. Spangler: I second the motion. 
The Chairman: You may speak, briefly. 


E. J. Haldeman: Mr. Bishop, this Church is paying $149,000 for education. 
I do not object. That is good. We have an apportionment of $6,000 for Rural 
Life, or Town and Country, and that is good. But the task immediately 
upon us now, with the major emphasis, is evangelism. We have given only 
$3,000, little more than they will need for postage and a few pamphlets. 
But it seems to me, with the task at hand, and with the thing we hope to 
be able to do, we ought to have the privilege of that if it is needed. This 
Church was born and reared in evangelism, the old fashioned mass evan- 
gelism, where there was a mourner’s bench, and where sinners prayed 
through. I do not believe we dare forget our mother. A soul can confess and 
serve the devil in the open. I believe it is needful that a soul confess and 
serve the Lord in the open. Men ought to be willing to openly confess 
Christ, and I believe our Church should put on a program of old fashioned 
evangelism, where men (and women) confess their sins. And it will take 
a real program to carry it back to the pastor, where he will believe it is 
his privilege to put on a program of evengelism. 

I should like to see this added fund, as a possibility only, added to the 
Commission on Evangelism, for the work just before us. 


The Chairman: It is not changing what you have adopted? 
E. J. Haldeman: Not at all. 
The Chairman: But is not this in the proposed budget? 


E. J. Haldeman: The contingent fund now carries an amount of fifteen 
thousand and some hundred dollars. If it is not there, of course we will not 
get it. But if the Commission, in studying their task in making the major 
emphasis of this quadrennium evangelistic, believe they need more money, 
I believe it should be given to them. And I shall be happy to tell my home 
church and others that we have given $6,000, if need be. 

George A. Heiss: I should like to know how that will affect the Contingent 
Fund. In case we have another General Conference, it will require money 
to meet the contingency, and meet the General Conference Fund. 

The Chairman: Will the Church Treasurer answer it? 

Wesley O. Clark: I was going to ask a question to clarify it. It does not 
mean by that motion that you will transfer the money, it is only in case you 
would need it, and it stays in the Contingent Fund until it is needed? 

E. J. Haldeman: Yes. 


Wesley O. Clark: That is convenient to us. And so that means you have 
access to it at any time. If they say they need more than the $3,000, they can 
go there and say “We can draw on the next three thousand.” I am not 
objecting, but I am raising a question if you are going to rob the Contingent 
Fund so when you go to pay the contingencies, it will not reach. 
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_ John H. Ness: What body determines this need, the Board of Administra- 
tion, or the commission on Evangelism? 


_ &, J. Haldeman: My motion says the Commission on Evangelism, which 
is the Board of Bishops and Doctor Gregory. 
(The question was called for.) 


Wesley O. Clark: May I ask: The Board of Administration administers 
the Contingent Fund. Ought that not be with the approval of the Board of 
Administration? 

The Chairman: This is a mandate by the General Conference. 

D. T. Gregory: May I ask Doctor Haldeman to read it again, please? 

E. J. Haldeman: (Reads) Moved, that the Commission on Evangelism, for 
the promotion of its work, be authorized to draw from the Contingent Fund 
an amount not to exceed $3,000.00. This in addition to the budget appor- 
tionment of $3,000.00. 

And I understand that the Commission on Evangelism is the Bishops and 
Doctor Gregory. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Is that for a year? 

The Chairman: Do you wish to speak, Bishop Clippinger? 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: Mr. Chairman, I think Doctor Heiss raises a very 
timely question. You perhaps would be interested to know from your 
treasurer what this General Conference is costing. And then this morning 
you voted that certain other affairs were to be paid out of the Contingent 
Fund. It is not just simply the matter of the Contingent Fund, but there 
are numerous drains on that Contingent Fund. I think Mr. Clark would be 
glad to tell you approximately what this General Conference is costing. And 
if we have a uniting General Conference it will come in the fall of 1946, and 
you will not have two years until that bill will have to be paid. 

The Chairman: That information is desired. Mr. Clark, if you can, will 
you furnish it? 

Wesley O. Clark: I just figured this up. The travel of all the delegates, and 
I find one more to be added to it—our travel expense is $12,160.00, if my 
figures are correct. I have not had a chance to develop them. Of course we 
have the honorariums that come in, naturally. I am just trying to figure it. 
It will run close to about $13,000, possibly $13,500. 

Paul R. Kooniz: Does that include meals? 

Wesley O. Clark: That includes travel and expenses—the entire amount 
of travel you have given me so far totals over $12,000. 

The Chairman: Can you answer this question as to how much is left in 
the Contingent Fund now after these bills will be paid? 

Wesley O. Clark: The General Conference Expense Fund now has $13,000 
—at December 3lst we had $13,516.26. To that add $375 for each of the 
months of January to May, inclusive, and you have the amount. 

The Chairman: So it is about exhausted? 

Wesley O. Clark: Just about, yes. Now at the last General Conference, we 
had an overdraft. 

The Chairman: I think it is clear. Do you want to debate it, or vote the 
motion? 

L. L. Huffman: I think in the interest of this motion, which we are all 
interested in if it is feasible, I might call attention to the fact—I believe I am 
right—that this Contingent Fund is annual. Therefore, probably we will be 
into the second year of collection under this fund, and probably our General 
Conference will not exceed, unless we go off some place farther, and trans- 
portation is higher—but we will have that second year to draw on, perhaps, 
and maybe we can arrange it. Anyway, it is in the discretion of the bishops. 
And if it is possible and there is enough money there to supplement this 
amount that is provided for evangelism, I think it is a mighty fine thing. 

(The question was called for.) 

The Chairman: You understand the motion presented here, that $3,000, if

it can be provided, is to be turned over to the Department of Evangelism— 
the Commisison on Evangelism. 3 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


The Chairman: Are there any other items in connection with your report, 
Doctor Ness? ‘ 


John H. Ness: No, sir. 


The Chairman: Then you have completed all the items in connection with 
this Report of the Committee on Spiritual Aims, Promotional Agencies, 
Salaries and Budget. Is there a motion now to give approval to the entire 
report? 

E. N. Funkhouser: I do so move, Mr. Bishop. 

Lloyd C. Nichols: I second the motion. 


J.D. Good: I second the motion. ; 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 
(See pages 572-584) 


The Chairman: We will have a report on elections. 


Lloyd C. Nichols: The second ballot on the election of Trustees of Otter- 
bein Home is now presented. 
(See page 606) 


The Chairman: The Chair notes an election in each case of Trustees of 
the Otterbein Home. For the term expiring 1949, you have elected Rev. L. A. 
Huddleston, and for the term expiring 1957, you have elected J. N. Funk. 
The Chair so declares. 


John H. Ness: May we ask you to reconsider the report of the Committee 
on Spiritual Aims and Budget? There is a slight mistake, and I think that 
ought to be laid before the Conference, so that the change may be justified. 


The Chairman: All right, we will listen to you, since you have a lot of 
wisdom and we respect you for it. 


John H. Ness: I move we reconsider it. 
The Chairman: Just state it, and then your motion. 


B. S. Arnold: Doctor Nichols calls attention to the fact that in the tran- 
scription of these figures, we have transposed the Colorado-New Mexico 
figures on the amounts retained for the Conference and for General Causes. 
The $3654 indicated for general purposes should be in the column retained 
for the Conference. Now I will give you the figures correctly. It will leave 
—the total amount retained for Conference would be $297,006 and for Gen- 
eral Causes $402,994, and will reduce the Contingent Fund by $1508 from 
what is reported in the General Conference Budget Apportionment. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: That is a typographical error. 
The Chairman: Since this is a typographical error, the Chair rules that 


we can adopt this by common consent. Those agreed, say agreed. 
The General Conference by common consent, so agreed. 


F. Berry Plummer: Another election that is not scheduled in the program 
is the Commission on Christian Social Action. I just call your attention to it. 


The Chairman: The Chair will ask that we have the report of the Commit- 
tee on Social Justice and International Relations. And we will then conduct 
the election. Brother Hilton will present this report. 


R. M. Hilton: Report of Committee on Social Justice and International 

Relations is hereby presented. 
(See page 618) 

Mr. Bishop, I move the adoption of this report. 

The Chairman: Is the motion seconded? 

W.M. Sparks: I second the motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

The Chairman: Is there some instruction for our secretaries to transmit 
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some portions of this report to the House and Senate Military Affairs 
Committee? 


Paul R. Koontz: Yes. 


The Chairman: They will observe it, please. The next report listed is the 
Report of the Committee on Resolutions. We will have the election of the 
Commission on Christian Social Action. The Tellers of Group No. 2 will 
distribute the ballots. 

(The ballots having been distributed and collected, after a suitable pause 
the Chair declared the polls closed.) 


The Chairman: We will have the report of the Committee on Resolutions. 
Forest A. Reed: Report of the Committee on Resolutions. (Reads) 

I move the adoption of this report. 

E. E. Miller: I second the motion. 

(The question was called for.) 


The Chairman: The question is called for. The Chair was a little reticent 
as to the bishops, but I have no reticence when all of the bishops are named. 


D. T. Gregory: In Item 12 on the last jage—I raised the question with 
Doctor Koontz whether we of the General Conference want to commend 
ourselves for what we have done. That is what this virtually becomes. 


The Chairman: Maybe the people would be glad to note that after sober 
reflection we were holding to our convictions. 


Bishop J. B. Showers: There were some names that were not read, and I 
would like to read those names. 


The Chairman: You have the floor. 


Bishop J. B. Showers: I thank you. One of the very serious and sometimes 
difficult duties of the Publishing Agent is the arrangements for a General 
Conference such as this. But I want to say very frankly that I have had in 
many ways the most delightful time in the preparations for this General 
Conference, and I want to call attention to the names of some people who 
have had the responsibility here locally upon their shoulders. They have 
not hesitated to do anything that was suggested, that other General Confer- 
ences have found necessary to the convenience and enjoyment of the dele- 
gates. Now I do not know where some of these people are. I have asked 
them to be-here. The chairman of the Commitee was Professor Mills and 
Professor Engle was the vice-chairman. I want these people and the pastor, 
Rev. J. Neely Boyer—you did say something about him—to stand up here. 
Will you come up here? And his assistant, Rev. Maurice Gribler. Now 
Professor Mills, is he here? Professor Michael, is he here? And of the 
Exhibits, Professor McFadden took charge of the installation of those things. 
For the meals, Mrs. Ralph Smith, in the church; Mrs. Porter in Cochran Hall.

The Chairman: By common consent, shall we include them in the proper 
place in the Resolutions? 

By common consent, the General Conference so agreed. 

The motion on the adoption of the report was then put by the Chair, and 


prevailed. 
(See pages 620-622) 


Ira S. Ernst: Since we have already voted a vote of thanks, and since 
these other committees, and particularly the Committee on Spiritual Aims, 
Promotional Agencies, Salaries and Budget (for they did a gigantic piece of 
work), have rendered yeoman service, I should like to move that we extend 
the thanks of the General Conference to the commitees. 

D. E. Young: I second that motion. 

The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: I take it we are about to adjourn. I would like 
to raise a question, then I want to read a list of names. It seems to me—I am 
not sure it is necessary—but most frequently we think of the evening session 
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as simply an inspirational gathering, or meeting. We ought by special action 
to make it a business session, as well as inspirational, and that the benedic- 
tion tonight be the official benediction of this General Conference. 


; The Chairman: Is that necessary? 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: The point is, if something should come up that 
you should need official action in the evening session, that it would be 
considered just as official as if transacted now. 


The Chairman: The Chair would state, and I think rule, that the report 
of the Committee on Evangelism is to be heard, a very important report, in 
connection with the General Conference, and we should like that to be given 
before the address tonight, and that we cannot officially adjourn unless the 
session is declared a business session. The Chair would therefore announce 
that we will be in official session this evening, and every delegate should be 
in his respective place. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: All right. If that is your ruling, that suits me. 
The mailman informs me the following letters, packages and papers are 
available, and I think the names ought to be read, for they do not care to 
have these on their hands. (Reads list of names of persons for whom mail 
was being held at the church postoffice.) 


The Chairman: I see the committee of tellers have entered the room, and 
are ready to report, I judge. We will have the report of the tellers on the 
election to the Commission on Christian Social Action. 


K. K. Merryman: Report of election for Commission on Christian Social 
Action. (Reads report) 


The Chairman: The Chair declares Bishops A. R. Clippinger and F. L. 
Dennis, and Rev. Harvey C. Hahn, Rev. Lorin S. Stine and Rev. Roy D. 


Miller elected. 
(See page 607) 


The Chairman: Are we through with all reports? Apparently that is the 
case. The next item, and a very important one, is the matter of invitations 
for the next General Conference. We will hear those invitations now. 


E. B. Learish: I arise to give you an invitation to hold the next General 
Conference at Johnstown, Pennsylvania. Johnstown is a city that has a 
large membership of Evangelicals, and also of United Brethren. There are 
seven United Brethren churches, three of them having a membership of 
approximately 1,000 each. There are eight Evangelical Churches, three of 
them having a‘membership of at least 1,000, or approximately 1,000, I should 
say. And these organizations have been very friendly. The Ministerial 
Associations of the two denominations meet occasionally, and fraternize. In 
a meeting they held together, they voted to ask the next General Conference, 
the Evangelical-United Brethren Conference, to meet in Johnstown. And 
letters were sent to Bishop Stamm and Bishop Batdorf telling of that action. 


Now Johnstown is noted as the flood city, and you might be afraid if you 
vote to go there, that you will be in a flood. But there is no danger of that 
any more. The Government gave us eight million dollars. They took some 
of it out of your pockets, of course. Perhaps you did not know that. But we 
are glad we got the money. The Government has dredged the stream and 
concreted the sides of the stream the whole way through the city, so when 
the floods came this spring the water flowed through very readily, and 
there was no danger at any time. But if you come to Johnstown, you can 
look over that work, and see where your money went and see if that was 
worth while. 

So we give you a hearty invitation to come to Johnstown. You will be 
within the bounds of the conference where the first General Conference was 
held, about an hour and a half’s drive over to the site. You will find warm 
hearts there in Johnstown, and a very active city. Someone has said, face- 
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tiously, that it is a place where we make iron and steel for a living. So we 
invite you to come to Johnstown. (Applause) 


The Chairman: Are there Other invitations? If not, what is the pleasure 
of the General Conference? 


Bishop G. D. Baidorf: Mr. Chairman, and Members of the General Con- 
ference: I should say that in addition to the invitation which came from 
the churches of Johnstown, there also came an invitation which was passed 
into my hands from our churches in Lancaster, Pennsylvania, for the 
meeting of the uniting General Conferences as proposed in November, 1946. 

I have felt, and I have so announced a number of times to the Joint 
Commissions on Church Union, that in my thought there is no place on this 
continent more appropriate, more fitting and more inspiring than Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania, which brings us back to the fountain springs of these currents 
and rivers of spiritual life which have been flowing on for 150 years or more. 

Lancaster is just about three miles from the Isaac Long Barn. And of 
course in the heart of Lancaster is the old Reformed Church to which Father 
Otterbein came in 1752, and to which he gave the first years of his ministry 
on this continent, and in the study of which he fought out the great fight 
that brought him face to face with Christ, and the assurance in his own soul 
which enabled him to give answers to questions that were put to him and 
which he could not answer. 

And we are not very far away from the community in which Jacob 
Albright was born and reared, and in which he found life and light under 
the ministry and direction of Adam Riegel, one of our preachers of the 
early Church of the United Brethren in Christ. 

I think it would be a wonderful inspiration for these two groups of 
Christian people to come back in their uniting meeting, and drink at those 
fountains again from which Otterbein and Albright drank, and once more 
shake hands in the spiritual unity into which these Churches are merging. 

Now I do not know if the Lancaster community has taken back that invi- 
tation or not. I do not think so. They were rather silent, and that is the only 
reason I am speaking. 

I think that this General Conference and these folks who bring us an 
invitation should bear in mind that in all probability the special session of 
the General Conference and the regular session of the General Conference 
of the Evangelical Church and the Uniting Conference of the two groups will 
in all probability last over a stretch of two weeks or so. 

Well, I shall be very happy to go to either of these places, as far as I am 
personally concerned, but I promised I would give this statement in recog- 
nition and appreciation of the invitation which came unanimously from 
Lancaster. Doctor Ehrhart is pastor of the Covenant Church, and E. W. 
Coble is the lay delegate from that Church. 


O. T. Ehrhart: Many of you were in attendance at the Conference held 
in 1939 in our church, and know of its location in that historic section of 
our Church, as the Bishop has just referred to. And if it shall please the 
General Conference to come to Lancaster on this momentus occasion, we 
shall be very happy indeed to entertain you again, and give you the com- 
forts and the social association of the folks of the garden spot of the world. 


The Chairman: The Chair states that there are two invitations now before 
the General Conference. Bishop Clippinger. 


Bishop A. R. Clippinger: In view of the contemplated uniting General 
Conference, and because we would have to take into consideration the 
wishes of the Evangelical Brethren, it would seem to me the proper pro- 
cedure would be to record these invitations. I have no preference. You 
can go either place, and I will be happy, if I am living at that time. But 
in lieu of the contemplated uniting conference, it would seem to me we 
ought to abide by our book of Discipline, page 46, paragraph 14: “Arrange- 
ments for the time, place and entertainment of the General Conference, if 
not determined at its session, or if satisfactory arrangements for the enter- 
tainment and care of the delegates and visitors and the proper expenses for 
the General Conference be not provided, shall be referred with full power 
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to act to the Bishops and the Agent and board of trustees of the printing 
establishment.” ‘ : 

f we were not contemplating the uniting General Conference then I 
could hope that you would decide the place, but discretion leads me to say 
that I think we should leave the place open. : 

F. Berry Plummer: Was there not an amendment passed to this provision 
that instead of the Publishing House Board it is referred to the Board of 
Administration? 

The Chairman: That is correct. 

F. Berry Plummer: I am not quite clear. Was it the Board of Bishops 
and the Board of Administration? The Bishops are on the Board of Ad- 
ministration. 

The Chairman: That is right. 

F. Berry Plummer: Mr. Chairman, I move that these invitations be re- 
ferred to the Board of Administration. ; 

The Chairman: Is this motion seconded? 

(There was a second to the motion.) 

B. S. Arnold: I am not seconding the motion. I rise to a point of order. 
By our action this morning, we proposed an amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the United Brethren Church for the calling of a special session of 
the General Conference, and in that action we specifically say that the 
time and place will be determined by the Board of Bishops. 

The Chairman: Then the Chair rules that this motion is out of order. 

E. N. Funkhouser: Are we talking now about the next meeting of the 
General Conference, or a proposed joint meeting? 

The Chairman: These invitations evidently meant the Uniting Conference. 

E. N. Funkhouser: If you are talking about the meeting of the next Gen- 
eral Conference, we have nothing to do with that here. 

Bishop J. B. Showers: There has been an amendment to what the Bishop 
read, and the amendment is to the effect that the time and place of holding 
a General Conference, if it is not set by the General Conference itself, shall 
be in the hands of the Board of Bishops, but that the arrangements for the 
General Conference shall still remain in the hands of the Publishing Agent 
and the Board of Trustees. You have already passed that action. 

The Chairman: The Chair rules that these invitations were for the Uniting 
General Conference, and you determine the time and place of that, and 
that action is closed. 

Bishop A. R. Clippinger: In answer to friend Funkhouser’s question, I 
do not know that there is anything written, but it is contemplated that we 
will meet as a United Brethren General Conference for a number of days, 
the necessary time, at the time and place immediately preceding the Uniting 
General Conference. Now I do not know whether that answers your ques- 
tion or not. 

E, N. Funkhouser: I am an optimist, but I was wondering if we had any 
provision in case the annual conferences and the churches do not sustain 
us, I was rising to that point, as to whether we would be at liberty at this 
time to determine on a place for the sessions four years from now. 

The Chairman: The Chair would rule that in case Church Union does not 
carry, that is already provided for by the Discipline. The Chair will say that 
we have come to the conclusion of our agenda. What about the adoption 
of the journal of the day? Do you want to leave that to the evening session? 

The General Conference by common consent so agreed. 

The Chairman: It will remain over, then, for the evening session. Are 
there any other matters of miscellaneous character? 

Ss parker of announcements of a miscellaneous character were then 
made. 

__ The Chairman: The Chair requests, Pastor Boyer, that you ask the ushers 
if at all possible to see that no one except delegates is seated within the 
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bousds of the Conference tonight. The Chair will entertain a motion to 
adjourn. 

On motion by V. H. Allman, seconded by E. N. Funkhouser, the General 
Conference voted to adjourn. 

The benediction was prayed by Rev. S. M. Renner, and the General Con- 
ference stood adjourned until 8:00 o’clock P.M. of the same day. 


EIGHTH DAY—EVENING SESSION 
Tuesday, May 22, 1945 
Bishop Fred L. Dennis, D.D., presiding 


The General Conference was called to order by Bishop Fred L. Dennis, 
D.D., presiding. 
The assembly sang “O Jesus, I have Promised.” 


The Chairman: We shall be led in prayer by the Rev. W. Maynard Sparks, 
of Allegheny Conference. 


The Chairman: With our tithes and offerings—I am advised that the 
offering is to be our token of appreciation to the local church, for there 
will be incidental expenses to them, of which we are not aware. So that 
whereas these other evening offerings have been going to the treasury of 
the denomination, this offering tonight is our gift to the local church. So 
let us worship at this time, please, with the evening offering. 

The local church choir sang the anthem “Stay Close to God,” with the 
solo by Norma Fiscus, a member of the Burgess Avenue Church at Colum- 
bus, and a student of Otterbein College. 


The Chairman: Thank you, Professor Spessard, and the choir for a number 
so appropriate, following as it does this great day of evangelism. We have 
one report yet to be submitted to the General Conference, and it will be 
submitted to you for action. It is the report on Evangelism, and will be 
presented by Bishop V. O. Weidler. 


Bishop V. O. Weidler: Bishop, Doctor Bader, Members of the General 
Conference: I want to offer the entire report, but in order to give Doctor 
Bader ample time so that he may catch a train, you will indulge an abridged 
reading. (Reads report.) 

Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption of the report, including the recom- 
mendations. 


L. M. Curts: I second the motion, 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 
(See pages 538-542) 


B. C. Rife: Would a motion be in order? Inasmuch as we had such an 
unusual service this morning in our General Conference, I should like to 
move that the rededication and the acquisition of Mr. Bettis be made a 
part of the official record. 


The Chairman: I was assuming it was in the record. 
D. T. Gregory: Mr. Chairman. it is already in the record. 


The Chairman: We could not possibly leave that out. Thank you very 
much for that suggestion. Now, because of the close time schedule, we are 
omitting the hymn listed here at this particular place, but in its stead we 
want to sing just one stanza without your books. However, permit me to 
make the statement of introduction, then we will sing, and then the speaker 
will speak. : ; 

To our guests who were not with us this morning, I should like to report 
that we had a most extraordinary session of the General Conference, in 
which I do not know whether it is proper to say there were two peaks, or 
whether it was just an ascending mountain until we came to a glorious 
climax as we adjourned. We voted this morning on Church Union, with 
an all but unanimous vote, with only two dissenting votes, and certainly we 
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were in a position to move on beyond that to hear Doctor Bader, repre- 
senting the Department of Evangelism in the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America. The Spirit of God was working as he preached, using 
the message, until a most natural and normal climax was in the public 
declaration of faith upon the part of our stenographer, who had sat through 
our sessions, and who has been a part of us for at least four General Con- 
ference sessions. That was a revival meeting we were having here this 
morning. And I am reminded that during these thirteen years since Doctor 
Bader has been in this office as Secretary of Evangelism, the Federal 
Council has enriched its program in the field of Evangelism, allocating 
not just $12,000 a year, which was the figure at the beginning and the 
figure under which the late Doctor Goodell labored, until now after thirteen 
years, $88,000 annually is set aside in the Federal Council budget for evan- 
gelism. Thirteen years ago, one denomination had a full time Secretary 
of Evangelism, and now seventeen denominations have full time Secretaries 
of Evangelism. We feel that this indicates that there is a rising tide of 
evangelism throughout the whole country, in all Protestant denominations. 
Before Doctor Bader brings us the message this evening, I think you will 
want to help sing, “Revive Us Again,” after which, without further intro- 
duction, Doctor Bader will speak to us. 
(The assembly sang “Revive Us Again.”’)

The Chairman: Thank you, Doctor Bader. 

There are two items of business we must care for this evening. One is, 
we must take some action with reference to the journal. Is it your pleasure 
to have the journal read? 


W. H. Hayes: I move that we approve the minutes without reading. 


A. B. Fulton: I second the motion. 
The motion was put by the Chair, and prevailed. 


Roy D. Miller: After the report of the Social Action Committee this 
afternoon, over the dinner hour some of us felt something more specific 
ought to be done on one particular item. And if it is in order. I would 
like to present the following resolution in the form of a communication. 


The Chairman: Proceed. 


Roy D. Miller: The resolution is hereby presented. (Reads) 
(See page 595) 


The Chairman: Is this motion supported? 
Frank Cross: I support the motion. 


The Chairman: It is before you for discussion. Have you any discussion? 
(The question was called for.)

May I call you back to the emphasis of the opening session as we close this 
historic gathering? I have before me the list of names included in the 
memorial service. Again and again during these four years I have seemed 
to hear the voice of the late Dr. L. S. Woodruff as he prayed in those 
closing moments of that General Conference four years ago. Twenty-two 
names are here, and probably a similar list as to number will be before 
the General Conference four years from now, or half that number by the 
time of the Uniting General Conference. Whose names will they be out 
of this body of delegates assembled here? Some of these were in their 
fifties, to my personal knowledge—not elderly people at all. And before we 
have this closing prayer and before we have the benediction by Dr. L. L. 
Baughman, of Bloomington, Illinois, shall we not face the fact that we 
should live triumphantly and aggressively, and serve devotedly, and make 
this covenant as we sing the hymn that is listed, “Work, for the Night 
is Coming’? I think we can take time to sing all three stanzas. It is No. 379. 

Thereupon, the assembly sang, “Work, for the Night is Coming.”

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RULES OF ORDER, CREDENTIALS, BOUNDARIES 


(Report of Committee) 
SECTION I 


Rules of Order Governing the 1945 General Conference 


Rule 1. Organization—When the General Conference has been convened 
in accordance with the provisions of the Discipline, after devotional exer- 
cises, and calling of the roll, if a quorum is present, it shall proceed to org- 
anize, by the election of a recording secretary by ballot, if there be more 
than one nomination; otherwise by acclamation; it shall also elect as many 
reading secretaries as deemed necessary. 


The Presiding Bishop 


Rule 2. The bishops shall preside in turn as provided by the official pro- 
gram of the General Conference. : 

Rule 3. The presiding bishop shall decide all questions or order, subject 
to an appeal to the Conference. In case of such appeal the question shall 
be taken without debate, except that the appellant may state the grounds 
of his appeal, and that the presiding bishop may state the grounds of his 
decision, two-thirds vote required. 

Rule 4. The presiding bishop shall appoint all committees, unless other- 
wise specially ordered by the Conference. : 

Rule 5. On assigning the floor to a member, the presiding bishop shall 
distinctly announce the name of the member to whom it is assigned and the 
annual conference represented by said member. 


Order of Business 


Rule 6. The order of business shall be that provided for by the officiallly 
adopted program of the General Conference. 


Duties and Privileges of Members 


Rule 7. When a member of the General Conference is about to speak in 
debate or to bring any matter before the Conference, he shall arise in his 
place and respectfully address the presiding bishop, announce his name and 
conference, but shall not proceed until recognized by the Chair. In making 
and seconding motions this method shall be followed also. 

Rule 8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the 
presiding bishop to call him to order when he departs from the question, 
but any member may call the attention of the presiding bishop to the sub- 
ject when he deems the speaker out of order, and any member may explain 
when he thinks himself misrepresented, the speaker holding the fioor. 

Rule 9. When a member desires to speak to a question of privilege, he 
shall state the question; but it shall not be in order for him to proceed un- 
til the presiding bishop shall have decided it a privileged question. 

Rule 10. No member shall speak more than once on the same question, 
nor more than five minutes at one time without leave of the Conference; nor 
shall any member speak more than once until every member choosing to 
speak shall have spoken; provided, however, that a committee making a 
report shall in all cases through itts chairman, be entitled to ten minutes 
to close the debate, either to oppose the motion to lay the report on the table, 
or to close the debate on the motion to adopt, or to close the debate even 
after the previous question has been ordered. ° 

Rule 11. No member shall absent himself from the sessions of the Con- 
ference, unless he is sick or otherwise unable to attend, or unless excused by 
the Conference. 

_Rule 12. Members of conferences presenting memorials, petitions, resolu- 
tions or other papers for reference, after reading the text or title, shall de- 
liver six copies directly to the secretary. The secretary in turn shall deliver 
these to the committee designated by the presiding officer. All memorials, 
petitions and resolutions shall be signed by the proper authorities. 
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Motions and Resolutions 


Rule 13. Six copies of all resolutions, motions and amendments shall be 
presented by the mover to the reading secretary, except motions pertaining 
to routine business, such as motions to adopt reports, adjournments, etc. 
Whenever any such matter is intended for reference to some committee, or 
is referred by the Conference to some committee, an extra copy shall be 
provided for the committee. 

_ Rule 14. All reports, resolutions, and written motions, after the first read- 
ing, shall be passed to the secretary to be read by him as the Conference 
may require. 

Rule 15. When a report is presented and read or stated by the presiding 
bishop or a resolution is introduced and seconded, or a motion is made and 
ee oon and stated by the chair, it shall be deemed in possession of the 

onference. 


Changes of Discipline 


Rule 16. When any member shall move the reference of any portion of 
the journal of an annual conference to any committee, he shall, at the same 
time, furnish a copy of the portion he wishes referred, prepared as in the 
case of memorials. 

Rule 17. No resolution or report which proposes a change in the Dis- 
cipline shall be considered until it has been in possession of the Conference 
for twenty-four hours, but when it is under consideration, amendments 
which are germaine and duly presented shall be in order. 

Rule 18. All reports or resolutions proposing changes in Discipline shall 
not only recite the paragraph and line proposed to be amended, but also 
the paragraph as amended complete. 


Nominations 


Rule 19. There shall be nominated for Church Boards two times as many 
members as are to be elected, and as far as practicable the nominees shall 
be selected from different sections of the Church. 


Reports 


Rule 20. There shall not be reported as coming from the committee any 
matter which has not been considered and acted upon by the committee 
duly assembled. A majority of its members shall constitute a business 
quorum of all committees. 

Rule 21. Committees shall not originate business, but shall consider all 
subjects referred to them by the General Conference. A committee shall not 
consider a matter which the General Conference has refused to refer to it. 

Rule 22. Six copies of the reports of all standing committees shall be 
made, and shall be printed in sufficient numbers to supply every member 
of the Conference with a copy of each report. This rule shall be in force 
in all cases except where the General Conference shall otherwise order. 


Voting 


Rule 23. Every member who is within the bar at the time the question 
is put, shall vote, unless the Conference for special reasons, excuses him. 

Rule 24. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not 
within the bar at the time such questions are put by the presiding bishop, 
except by leave of Conference. mee: 

Rule 25. Voting shall be by the uplifted hand; but on a division of the 
house, the delegates shall rise in their places, and stand until they have been 
counted. Votes may also be taken by ballot and by ayes and noes. 


Method of Voting 


Rule 26. It shall be in order for any member to call for the ayes and 
noes on any question before the Conference, and if sustained by forty mem- 
bers, the vote thereon shall be taken by ayes and noes. If not sustained, 
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members voting in the minority, if the number voting in said minority is 
less than forty, may have their votes recorded by name. 

Rule 27. A call for a vote by orders shall be made and seconded by mem- 
bers of the same order and shall require one-fourth of the order of delegates 
present and voting. ‘ 

Rule 28. When voting by orders, the separation shall be merely in regard 
to the taking, announcing, and recording the vote of each order on the ques- 
tion on which the separate vote is demanded. Any incidental matter bear- 
ing upon such vote shall be decided by the Conference acting as one body. 
In taking a vote by orders, it shall be by count vote, first of the order call- 
ing for the separate vote, and then of the order; but either order may call 
for the ayes and noes by one-fourth of its members, and if the call is sus- 
tained, the names of the delegates, first of the order calling and then of the 
other, shall be called and each member shall answer aye or no. 


Committees 


Rule 29. There shall be the following General Conference Committees: 
. Credentials, Rules of Order, and Boundaries. 
. Spiritual Aims, Promotional Agencies, Budget and Salaries 
. Church Union, 
Departmental Activities and Policies. 
. Publishing Interests. 
. Bonebrake Seminary and the Christian Ministry. 
. Christian Education. 
. Social Advance and International Relations. 
. Ministerial Pensions, Homes and Orphanages. 
10. New Legislation. 
11. Nominations. 
12. Resolutions. 
Other committees may be appointed as determined by the bishops.

Elections 


Rule 30. All elections of officers shall be by ballot, and a majority of all 
votes cast shall be necessary to a choice.

Rule 34. These rules shall not be suspended or changed except by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present and voting.

Rule 37. Reports of all committees should be given by chairman of said 
committee rather than the secretary. 

Rule 38. In all matters not included in these rules the General Conference 
shall be governed by Robert’s Rules of Order.

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THE EPISCOPAL ADDRESS 


Presented by Bishop Ira D. Warner 


To the Members of the General Conference of the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ, assembled in Westerville, Ohio, May 15, 1945. 


Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

These are momentous days in the life of the Church. and in the history 
of the nations. In this address, it is our desire to set before you as clearly 
as possible, a brief survey of the work of our Church, the state of the nation 
and the world and to issue a clarion call for all to seek a richer discipleship 
with Christ, to discover a more dynamic spiritual life that we may render a 
more helpful and fruitful ministry to a needy world. With special fervor we 
would invoke the benediction of Him who is the Head of the Church upon 
this Conference as we pray this prayer in your behalf: “That he would 
grant you, according to the riches of his glory, to be strengthened with might 
by his Spirit in the inner man; that Christ may dwell in your hearts by 
faith; that ye, being rooted and grounded in love, may be able to com- 
prehend with all the saints what is the breadth, and length, and depth, and 
height; and to know the love of Christ, which passeth knowledge, that ye 
might be filled with all the fulness of God.” 


Remembrance 


We pause to pay tribute to our comrades of the Cross, who were translated 
during the quadrennium. Already a fitting memorial service for them has 
been conducted. Our communion is richer because of the lives they lived 
and the service rendered. We would especially thank God for that radiant 
soul, dynamic personality, prophetic preacher, resourceful leader and 
general secretary, Rev. Samuel S. Hough, D.D., who went to his crowning. 
He was so outstanding in Christian character, consecration and leadership, 
that the Church throughout all time will bear the impress of his life and 
service. 

We thank God for our faithful and heroic missionaries who are carrying 
on during these stressful times and especially for those who have suffered 
hardships and imprisonment in the concentration camps of our enemies. 
Their lives and service bear the marks of Calvary. 

While we are gathered in peace and quietness, between fifty and sixty 
thousand of the brave young men and women of our church are in camps 
or on battlefields in the ends of the earth struggling to preserve our liberty 
and protect our Christian ideals. By their suffering and sacrifice, they are 
maintaining the principles of democracy and preserving the freedom of 
mankind. They shrink from no danger to preserve for us, the heritage of 
freedom. We can only pay our debt to them by laboring more courageously 
to build a world in which the sacrifices called for in war are no longer 
necessary. We pray for the preservation of their lives, the maintenance of 
their Christian ideals, a speedy and victorious end of this cruel war and 
their safe return to our homes and churches. We also pray for the members 
of their households that the heavenly Father may give peace and comfort 
during these testing times and painful separations. 

Another chapter of heroic and Christ-like service is being written by the 
sixty-six chaplains of the United Brethren Church who are with the armed 
forces. In the air, on the sea, and on the land; wherever our sons and 
daughters struggle to preserve our freedom, these faithful men are there 
to offer claims, challenge and consolation of the Christian Gospel. The story 
of their courage and service inspires us to more heroic living. They are 
exercising a powerful influence for good and by their witness and work, 
helping to make secure and strong the church of tomorrow. 


Holy Ground 


It is most fitting that this General Conference is called to meet on the 
campus of Otterbein College. In April, 1947, this institution will celebrate 
the centennial of its founding, although negotiations were begun several 
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years previous to this date. The college is now engaged in a challeng- 
ing campaign for funds to increase endowment, provide new buildings and 
equipment and help lay the foundation for another century of expanding 
service in the field of Christian education. The century has witnessed the 
record of notable achievements for this liberal arts college. From an un- 
pretentious beginning in 1847 with two buildings, two teachers, eight students 
and an investment of $1,300.00 the institution has grown to the following 
dimensions: thirteen buildings, forty-six faculty members and net assets 
amounting to $2,019,000.00. We note with just pride that Otterbein is 
approved by every important accrediting agency in America and ranks 
twelfth out of “45 undergradute colleges which furnish the highest per- 
centage of their undergraduate liberal arts and engineering school students to 
the graduate and professional schools.” 

National distinction is also accorded Otterbein in becoming one of the 
first, if not the first coeducational institutions in America. This can be said 
also in granting equal privileges to colored students. The college as well as 
the town of Westerville pioneered in the field of moral reform and became 
the headquarters of the National Anti-Saloon League. Her Christian asso- 
ciations have an enviable record in the annals of church colleges in Ohio. 
This beloved college has not only been the mother of higher education in 
the United Brethren Church but has made a mighty contribution in the 
education and training of missionaries, ministers and laymen. Her influence 
has gone out to the very ends of the earth. 

It is well for us to assemble here in this quadrennial session, to walk 
through these halls, to mark well her bulwarks, to recount her achievements 
and to give reinforcement to this Centennial campaign for a “Greater Otter- 
bein.” The whole church should rise up to thank God for those mighty men 
of faith and courage, W. Hanby, J. Dresbach and L. Davis who one-hundred 
years ago pioneered for our church in the field of Christian education. 

It is just as important, and maybe more so, for us to come together in 
this celebration to study how we can build here and upon the campuses of 
all our colleges, institutions which will be thoroughly Christian to the very 
heart and will be able to combat the rising paganism and infidelity of this 
modern day. The flower of youth in America is being trained under the 
withering influence of scorn of religion on the part of its teachers. We must 
meet this issue with colleges which are dynamically Christian and faculties 
composed of men and women who believe in and are loyal to Christ, the 
Church and the Bible. 


The Present Status of the Church 


The work of the United Brethren Church is carried forward through 
thirty-three annual conferences, 1674 itinerate elders and Annual Conference 
Licentiates, through 2,906 organized churches with a membership of 447,381. 
We registered 84,246 conversions, an average each year of 21,061. The 
churches received 89,758 members, an average each year of 22,439. The 
net gain in membership was 9,673. The Church Schools showed a decline 
in enrollment of 42,845 and in attendance of 44,171. These losses, which 
are the experiences common to most denominations today, should cause 
this Conference deep concern and arouse us all to greater activity. We 
believe the Church School is an indispensable agency for every growing 
church in the work of enlistment, teaching and evangelism. There has been 
a great upsurge of interest in Otterbein Brotherhood work throughout the 
Church. This is a good omen and augers well for a more dynamic church 
life. In the department of finance, we have made the most commendable 
gains, possibly in the history of our church. The salary level is the highest 
on record with a total paid last year of $2,638,792.00 or an average of 
$1,598.00 for the 1,651 charges. With the exception of the period of the 
United Enlistment Movement, we have maintained a consistent increase 
in payments on Benevolence Budget Apportionments so that the closing year 
of the quadrennium recorded a total of $670,986 on the quota of $634,400.00. 
The grand total of Benevolent giving for the quadrennium was $5,215,559 
and for all purposes, $25,434,294.00. 
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Depariments and Institutions 


The Christian Church today has been called to live and to give life, in a 
world shaken to its foundations. In the face of many obstacles brought on 
by the war which have greatly handicapped field operations and activities, 
our several departments have carried forward their work with commendable 
results. We limit our summarization because institutions and departments 
will make their reports individually. 

The Missionary Departments have been compelled to carry on their work 
in the light of the war and cataclysmic changes taking place in America and 
throughout the world. The quadrennium has witnessed fine gains in the 
Home Mission work. These gains include the payment of debts on many 
Home Mission Churches as well as assistance to others, the bringing of many 
fields to self-support, the development and stabilization of all the work 
including the expansion of the Kentucky Missions and our Spanish-American 
schools in New Mexico. The whole Church rejoices in the prospect of the 
erection of the new hospital at Santa Cruz. The Church Erection Depart- 
ment is impounding funds to aid in the construction_of 27 new Churches 
after the duration. More and more our Home Mission Department is sharing 
in ministering to the growing groups of those in our nation who possess un- 
American and un-Christian attitudes and others who have been held in 
the chains of poverty, ignorance and disease. 


In the face of tremendous handicaps and reversals, the Foreign Missionary 
Society has carried on its work. The war closed the fields in Japan, China 
and the Philippines and in the latter field many of the workers are still 
interned. With faith undaunted in the face of these tremendous odds, 
the Society is now impounding funds, laying plans and challenging young 
men and women to enlist and to secure adequate training to go forth after 
the war into the many fields of expanding service and fruitful ministry 
which we believe will open to the church. 


The Women’s Missionary Association has truly been the handmaiden of 
the Church in her missionary work. Their records reveal they now have 
2,294 societies with 65,562 members, almost 30,000 Evangel subscriptions 
and the total giving the last year amounting to $270,631.11 which was 
turned through the channels of the Home Board and the Foreign Society. 


Our Homes and Orphanages continue with an ever expanding ministry. 
The octopus of debt has been lifted at last from all these institutions and 
they are better prepared than ever to render a real Christ like ministry to 
orphaned children, the aged and infirm. Possibly, the greatest single achieve- 
ment during the quadrennium was the successful completion of the cam- 
paign of one million dollars for the Ministerial Pension and Annuity Plan. 
All hail to the Churches and pastors in making this victory possible. This 
will bring brighter hopes and Christian cheer to the growing list of our re- 
tired heroes of the Church and the Cross. 


It is a matter of great rejoicing that our colleges have been able to keep 
their doors open and continue their work in the face of greatly reduced at- 
tendance. Each of these institutions are now engaged in a financial campaign 
to provide funds for endowment, new buildings and an expanding ministry. 
Approximation of victory in these campaigns reveals the high place and 
essential position with which the church regards our colleges. At last, 
the cumbersome debt on Bonebrake Seminary has been liquidated. This is 
a victory of the first magnitude as for many years during the dark depression 
this institution was in a precarious financial condition. In all these matters, 
the General Board of Christian Education has’ given guidance and assistance 
and has also carried on a challenging program of activity. An additional 
executive has been added to the staff of this Department, Rev. W. R. Mont- 
gomery, D.D. who was called to direct the Brotherhood and Adult Work. 
He came to this task out of a rich experience in the pastorate and field of 
Christian education. 

We are justly proud of the excellent work and record of our Publishing 
Department. In the face of paper shortages and employment problems, the 
Otterbein Press has made a splendid increase in circulation of our literature 
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and the debt on the Publishing House has been materially reduced. We note 
with great appreciation, the increasing amounts of money given by the 
House to the Conferences for aid to our retired ministers. 


The Board of Administration occupies a strategic place in our temporal 
economy. It can be said that the fine spirit of understanding, harmony and 
cooperation which exists among all the General Departments may be largely 
attributed to this Board. 


Ecumenical Fellowship and Church Union 


It is a significant fact that, in a day when the world has been divided as 
never before, the Church is making such valiant efforts to reunite her forces. 
This ecumenical trend and spirit are symbolized in the World Council of 
churches composed of eighty-seven denominations in which we share as a 
member, in an enlarging ministry of relief and healing which knows no racial 
barriers or national boundaries. This constitutes one of the most hopeful 
signs on the horizon of the Protestant churches and augers well for a more 
healing ministry to our torn world. We believe this is in the will of God. 


There will be given to this General Conference the report from the Com- 
mission on Church Union which will present The Plan and Basis of Or- 
ganic Union with the Evangelical Church. This document is the result of 
twelve years of thorough study, sincere prayer and Christian collaboration 
by the Commissions on Church Union of these two denominations on the 
proposal submitted by Bishop Maze twelve years ago. The work of these 
Commissions has been characterized by Christian fellowship and deep 
sincerity. 

While this proposal will be submitted through our Commission, it must be 
remembered that during these twelve years there has been much of inter- 
change and reaction so that the report may be said to be the result of wide 
consultation and counsel. This document comes to us with the signatures of 
53 names, which constitutes the full membership of the commissions of both 
churches. The General Conference of the Evangelical Church in their ses- 
sion of 1942 voted overwhelmingly for the Union. It will be presented to this 
General Conference for our consideration. Each delegate should consider 
this matter in the spirit of sincerity and earnest prayer and render his verdict, 
not on the basis of selfish interests or local and inconsequential issues but 
in the light of more effective service and larger ministry which the united 
church can give to the Kingdom. 


It is not our purpose here to present an extended brief in favor of this 
proposal. But, let us not forget the cry of our modern world which is for 
friendship. Nations are trying desperately to save themselves from isolation. 
The world is too small for peoples to go their several ways. The trend is for 
unity. So, it is in religion. The Church is becoming conscious that we must 
not magnify our differences but seek to unite in closer fellowship and join 
our forces for a more dynamic ministry to the world. In a day when the 
world must be saved from isolationism, the Christian church must set a 
better example and come to a new oneness. That was Christ’s ideal for the 
Church. He hoped that it might be one. In the high priestly prayer which 
John records in the seventeenth chapter of his gospel, he prayed in the 
agony of his soul, that “they all may be one, that the world may believe 
that thou hast sent me.” It was as if he said, “the world will believe in Me 
when those who name My name are united.” He staked the world’s accept- 
ance of Him upon the oneness of all believers. It is a solemn and sobering 
fact that the world’s acceptance of the Diety of the Son of God is at stake 
in the oneness of the church. In this day of crisis we must give a more chal- 
lenging demonstration that it is possible for people to live and work together 
in Jesus Christ. We must go back to the motto of the first century dis- 
ciples, “Ubi Christos, ihi ecclesia”—“where Christ is, there is the Church.” 

The two communions, the Evangelical and the United Brethren in Christ 
have walked side by side since their beginning. They possess a similar 
background, a common heritage, a like confession of faith, a_ temporal 
economy that is almost identical, the same evangelistic passion and mission- 
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ary zeal. We believe it is the will of God that these two churches should now 
come together in organic union. Years ago, Philip William Otterbein and 
Martin Boehm, following a Pentecostal experience in Isaac Long’s barn, 
clasped hands and said, ‘We are brethren.” That was the genesis of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ. We believe the Holy Spirit is 
brooding over our churches now with the earnest belief that through organic 
union we may fulfiill our divine commission in a richer life and fuller min- 
istry to the whole world. 


The Tragic State of the World 
No one will dispute the truth of the line which says: 


“We are living, we are dwelling, 
In a grand and awful time.” 


Not since life began has history followed so tumultuous a course, over an 
area so vast, as it has in these last years. We have been passing through one 
of the most tremendous apocalyptic periods of all time. Every day is fraught 
with changes so far-reaching as to affect the future course of all nations and 
people of the earth. This report is being written as Allied armies are 
storming the bastions of Germany’s defense, plunging the whole nation into 
despair. The radio and press state that panic-stricken refugees fleeing the 
path of avenging armies are streaming in and out of rubble-strewn Berlin. 
Endless caravans of baby carriages and wheel-barrows of household goods 
line the roads while thousands including the children and aged drop along 
the highways. 


This situation thrown in cold relief on the world’s map, but reflects the 
sad plight of 990 million people involved in this global war. It is estimated 
that from 10 to 12 million foreign workers, taken from at least 25 different 
countries, are scattered inside Germany. Some 10 million Russians had to 
leave their homes in the western part of their country, when the Germans 
entered. When this war is over, one out of every 17 Europeans will have to 
be moved. If 100,000 can be moved daily (a very unlikely situation) it 
will rane more than a full year to transfer displaced civilians and demobiliz- 
ed soldiers. 


To date, the number of homes destroyed in Germany by bombing is 
estimated to be over 4 million, nearly one-fourth of the total. 


_ We have had within the United States a migration never before equalled 
in this country. Nearly ten million persons have pulled up stakes and moved 
to another state in search of war work in the past three years. 


The sense of physical disruption and dislocation caused by this war is a 
faint picture which is going on, and has been in progress, in the souls of men. 
There is what may be truly called, “The War Beneath the War.” Many 
people are looking at this great conflict through the eyes of a journalist or a 
commentator; to such it is merely a succession of events without any remote 
cause in the past or any great purpose in the future. As churchmen, we must 
see that the determining factors are beneath the physical and political mani- 
festations—and that the curative results of this horrible war will not be 
procured by the armed forces. The real battle is in the spirit, the soul of 
man, and victory must be won on that field. 


We are appalled today, as we behold 4,000 churches in England alone, 
including City Temple and St. Paul’s Cathedral in ruins; the whole con- 
tinent of Europe, rich with the music of Bach, Beethoven, and Brahms, with 
the creative culture of Shakespeare and Dante, with the spiritual leadership 
of Luther, Calvin, Huss and Zwingli, become suddenly, a shameful con- 
centration camp filled with dirt, lice, starving children, hungry scholars 
and artists, weeping fathers and mothers. These camps have been trans- 
formed sometimes into a cauldron of death in which millions of lives have 
been mercilously destroyed by the venom of hate, lust and murder under 
the order of totalitarian dictators. 


All the tragedy of this war comes out of the tragic culture and nature 
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of a world which dethroned God, set up its own idealogy and followed 
madly its will for power. 


In analyzing the aspects of this conflict, we see there are many. A recent 
writer expressed it thus; the’struggle of a new socialism against an ir- 
responsible capitalism, of collectivism against a degenerate liberalism, of 
an Iron age against a soft decadent era, the economic strangulation of the 

have not” nations by the “have” nations. It is all this—and something 
else, something more, something deeper and more mysterious, which should 
frighten us. It is the wisdom and the power of the natural instincts, of 
blood, of race, which is found in National Socialism, in the social mysticism 
of the German Reich, Fascism and the Bolshevist classless society. It is 
the religion of man, a religion of secularism and naturalism, with all its 
pagan philosophy. Its god is the human leader, whose virtues are physical 
strength, self-assertive egoism, aggressiveness, lust for power at whatever 
cost. It is a society in which the virtues of Christianity, humility, com- 
passion, sacrifice, self-abnegation, whose symbol is expressed in Christ, the 
slain Lamb, are regarded as “virtues of the weak” and looked upon with 
scorn. It is life on a horizontal plane, a society with God left out. 


Not only the rise of these totalitarian schemes of government, but the 
breakdown of Utopian dreams and the awful realization that the best laid 
schemes for the betterment of man have gone awry, which has brought a 
sense of disillusionment and disappointment to the peoples of the world. 
The optimism expressed by Victor Hugo a generation ago when he proph- 
esied, “In the twentieth century war will be dead, a scaffold will be dead, 
dogmas will be dead, man will live,” now brings a cynical smile. Such 
humanistic philosophy with its purely scientific view of man, has left the 
human family defeated. 


_All of this insecurity and confusion about human values, coupled with the 
disillusionment following the first World War, the terrible fact of man’s 
inhumanity, the enthronement of pagan gods and values, the shattering of 
hopes for peace, the failure “to make the world safe for democracy,” have 
led to the fact that something serious is wrong with man. Why not call it 
by that familiar name of sin? This present revolution is the ripe fruit of 
years of deep-rooted trust in human strength and the ability of mankind to 
make a success of life without God. That is sin in its fullest and vilest form. 


The American Way of Life 


Emblazoned on the bill-boards of this country and fostered by the Na- 
tional Chamber of Commerce is the catchy slogan, the American way-of- 
life. It is a type of life usually interpreted in terms of a high standard 
of physical living, by which is meant bathtubs, automobiles, model kitchens, 
techniques—and even gadgets, rather than in terms of democratic or re- 
ligious ideals. 

We are beginning to realize that what we call the American way-of-life 
is nothing more than an objective expression of a deeply rooted materialistic 
philosophy. The average American takes the church for granted and con- 
fesses unshamedly to an alarming ignorance of the political and religious 
principles which lie behind the founding and development of our country. 
We denounce class society in Europe, but witness here in our country a 
growing and alarming antipathy between capital and labor. We decry 
racism across the Atlantic and repeat in glowing oratory the Four Freedoms, 
but must confess that here under the Stars and Stripes, there is un-Christian 
discrimination against the Japanese, the Mexicans and the Negroes as well 
as other races. We glibly talk about the rights of human personality, but 
exalt and extol the accomplishments of the white race to the exclusion of 
other races. We Americans denounce communism abroad, but condemn un- 
Christian ideals and practices which are fast becoming the very soil in which 
this conception germinates and grows. Americans are giving their sons by 
the millions and money by the billions to win this war for the American 
way-of-life but woefully neglect to share Christ and the Gospel in the great 
missionary task of the Church, the author of all our privileges and spiritual 
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blessings. The question which should alarm us is how long can such a sensate 
and materialistic society, which we proudly call the American way-of-life, 
survive? 


A Christless society in this country? Who can dispute that when the 
American people spend eight times more hours in the movies than in Sunday 
school, when only one out of every twelve attend church, and seven out of 
every eight children quit Sunday school before they are fifteen; when fifteen 
million sex magazines are read every month by one-third of the people of 
this nation; when there are three times as many criminals as college students; 
when sixty suicides occur every day, a murder every forty minutes, and a 
major crime every twenty-two seconds; when liquor costs this country 
twenty-one billion dollars annually which is more than we ask for war loans; 
when the brewers and distillers are given unlimited privileges to manu- 
facture and distribute their body and soul-damning wares in the face of food 
and supply shortages at the battle-fronts; when, for every dollar spent for 
Foreign missions, $750 goes for sinful pleasures and amusements; when the 
Sabbath Day is desecrated and many churches are closing on Sunday evenings 
while taverns, theaters and places of amusement are overcrowded. Such 
social conditions are alarming! Even a noted war correspondent voices the 
fear that “when the reaction comes to the nation, it may come with the 
brutality and force of a tornado.” 


All of these facts clearly reveal that our nation is not on a spiritual basis 
and unless changed, will eventually bring us to destruction. The saddest fact 
of all is that the people are not aware of this danger. We are obsessed with 
the idea that if we win this war, our future will be reasonably secure, pro- 
viding we can secure the right kind of a peace treaty. But as Trueblood 
says in his book, The Predicament of Modern Man, “Treaties are superficial 
remedies indeed when the trouble is as deep as ours now. Neither political 
nor economic re-arrangements will suffice.” 


We must come to the confession, that the whole social body is sick today. 
“From the sole of the foot even unto the head there is no soundness in it,” 
as Isaiah wrote of his own day. We are sick economically, politically, 
morally, spiritually. Where shall we turn? A bewildered humanity with fear 
in its heart and darkness in its mind, cries out, “Is there no hope?” A 
morally diseased and crumbling social and world organism, with a wild and 
feverish look in its eyes stares at our face and says, “Have you any re- 
eure word for us? Can you bring a ray of light into our present dark- 
ness?” 


The Answer to the World's Need 


Amid the chaos and welter of our time, we take our stand beside the 
Christian seer of the first century on the lonely Aegean isle, and present 
Christ as the answer to the world’s desperate need. John saw Him the 
“Christus Victor” then; He can be that now. For, He is the “Lord of years, 
the Potentate of time,” the only one who can open and read history’s scroll. 
He holds in His hands the keys of death and of hell. Today, as of twenty 
centuries ago, He is, “the power of God.” As we face the confusion of 
as ae and anarchy of our day, we declare, “Jesus I know, and He is on 

e throne.” 


Christ is the Answer to Man’s Longing for Deliverance. 


Let us face frankly the very heart of our difficulty which is with ourselves. 
To put the matter in personal terms, I need to be delivered from the guilt 
of moral break-downs and violation of God’s laws. I need release from the 
sense of futility, from the feeling that life is a meaningless clash of forces. 
I have myself on my hands, a self torn by all sorts of contrary impulses, 
desires, hatreds, fears and weaknesses; yet a self that yearns to live tri- 
umphantly and to reflect the glory of God. 


Christ, in whom is revealed the grace and love of God, is the answer 
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to that need. He is the “Power of God.” He came to deliver us from the 
guilt and thralldom of sin. 


“Emmanuel! Godwith us! 
God’s eternal purpose consummated; 
Love’s eternal dream dramatized. 
Pity’s tears in bloody crystals; 
Justice married to mercy; 
Righteousness and peace in fond embrace; 
The Creator wedded to His creation; 
Eternal beauty adorning appalling deformity; 
Divine sinews woven and interlaced with mortal woof.” 


Christ is the answer to the sin problem. But He is more; He is the dis- 
closure of that moral order in the universe with which men and institutions 
alike must come into harmony if they are to endure. He is the “Way, 
the Truth, and the Life.” His standards and precepts are final for the in- 
dividual and for society. By accepting Him and entering fully into His 
AS Sela) we find it possible to live peacefully, serviceably and trium- 
phantly. 


Christ is the Answer to Man’s Longing for a Better World. 


One of man’s undying hopes is that of a better world—one in which 
cruelty, lust, hate, and oppression are subdued, and justice, brotherhood, and 
peace reign. Such a hope burns low in the hearts of many millions. It 
flickers like a candle in the wind. Evil is so prevalent in our world, but man 
does not give up hope. Something within him whispers in the darkest night, 
“It must be.” The revelation of God in Christ tells man, “It shall be.” 


There are many voices crying above the din and confusion of our world 
claiming to have the remedy. Some of the voices are Nationalism, In- 
dustrialism, Socialism. But their appeals are geographical and racial. They 
are, therefore, inadequate and incompetent to meet the problems of the 
world. No remedy is adequate and complete which does not have universal 
significance and application. 


There are two voices which claim universal application. One is Commun- 
ism, the other is Christianity. Communism claims to transcend all boundary 
lines. It asks for nothing less than world dominion and is definitely opposed 
to Christianity which is universal in its application. Communism is the one 
supreme challenge to Christianity. As Stanley Jones well says, “We must 
provide a substitute for Communism or succumb to it.” 


To personify the situation: There are two Jews who challenge the world’s 
attention and ask the world to follow them. One is Karl Marx, Communist; 
the other is Jesus, the Christ. But they are going in opposite directions. 
Communism is motivated by selfish ends; Christianity by benevolent pur- 
pose. Communism says, “What is thine is mine; I will take it.” Christianity 
says, “What is mine is thine; you may have it as you need it.” Communism 
is propogated by hate; Christianity through the spirit of love. Communism 
is material; Christianity is spiritual. Communism starts and ends with 
temporalities; Christianity deals with eternals. 


Unless we solve this problem of the “eternals’, which is spiritual, civiliza- 
tion will fail and come to tragedy. We have seen this enacted all over the 
world. “We witnessed it first in Japan, a country which took over the in- 
struments of power without the moral and religious principles of Christianity. 
We saw it in Germany, and to some extent in Russia, where the moral and 
religious conceptions of Christendom have been rejected. It is seen in our 
country where we still pay lip-service to the moral and religious principles 
of Christ, but have actually lost a great part of this heritage.” 

Machines, science, technical achievement, man-made ideologies, are not 
sufficient to make a safe and better world; only a brotherhood of love of 
the Sons of God is enough. Jesus’ teaching of the Kingdom of God on earth 
answers this hope of man. 
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Christ is the Answer to the Problem of Peace. 


We are desperately concerned about the peace to be achieved following 
this colossal conflict. Much is being said and written regarding this matter 
and we hail with joy the fact that national conferences and international 
councils are meeting to face this problem which is of the greatest magnitude. 


Much will depend upon the character and attitudes-of the representatives 
who sit at the peace table. They must be men who possess a deep sense of 
justice, tolerance, charity and good will. A just and durable peace cannot 
be written without the embodiment of these elements which Christ alone 
can give. 

In the shadows of that peace treaty conference will stand the Christ. He 
must be consulted and share in the deliberations. The peace makers will 
have to come to terms with Him for we know He has a way of having the 
final say in everything. We are beginning to see that everything that opposes 
Him goes wrong. It was so in the treaty following the First World war. 
We must build this peace, if it is to be a real peace, upon the precepts of 
His Kingdom. Christ is the only answer. 


The Bible as well as history and experience sustain the proposition that 
man-made peace has and will fail; that a lasting peace cannot be built upon 
man’s frail philosophies, but upon the principles of life redeemed by Christ. 
William Penn warned long ago, “‘A nation shall be ruled by God or governed 
by tyrants.” Today as the world seeks earnestly for peace, it is the mission 
of the church to insist there will be no lasting peace until civilization is 
be upon the foundations given us by the Master-builder, the Prince of 

eace. 

“Peace does not mean the end of our striving, 
Joy does not mean the drying of our tears; 
Peace is the power that comes to souls arriving 
Up to the height where God himself appears.” 


Christ is the Answer to Man’s Longing for Survival. 


The desire to survive our physical existence is not necessarily selfish. A 
man might honestly and sincerely say he has no interest in continued ex- 
istence beyond the grave. But the issue is not so simple as that when 
viewed in its social significance. One might calmly state he has no desire to 
remain a selfconscious personality beyond his biblical three-score and ten, 
but can he look into the face of his mother and dispassionately affirm, “I do 
not care whether you survive or not.” Are we living in a universe where the 
highest values we know are only temporary in character? Do the spirits of 
great souls exist only as the ripple of the pond, exist for a brief moment and 
then forever lose their identity? Is all that we find in Jesus limited to an 
ancient historical event and without permanent and eternal significance? 
Are those of us who know the loss of a loved one to know no relief from an 
aching void? Is all that we hold most dear to be finally and forever lost? 
Job put the cry of the human soul into unforgettable words long ago when 
he asked, “If a man die shall he live again?” And the only answer to that 
question is found in Christ who said, “I am the resurrection, and the life; 
he that believeth in me, though he were dead, yet shall he live; and whoso- 
ever liveth and believeth in me shall never die.” 

This is the Christ we proclaim; the Christ who alone can meet the deepest 
needs of mortal man; the Christ who can inspire and impower a man to 
moral achievement; the Christ who shows the way to a better world; the 
Christ who is the hope of a lasting peace; the Christ who lifts us out of our 
little world of time and space and sets us on our way to live as eternal beings. 
Hallelujah, what a Savior! 


“Man of sorrows,” what a name! 
For the Son of God who came, 

Ruined sinners to re-claim! 
Hallelujah! What a Savior! 
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Lifted up was he to die, 
“Tt is finished,” was his cry;

Christ’s Call to the Church 


There is no more entrancing story in all the world than the founding and 
growth of the Christian Church. In the Upper Room of a widow’s home in 
Jerusalem, one hundred and twenty followers of Christ met to experience 
the unction of the Holy Ghost. Something happened in that hour which 
changed them. Politically discredited, socially outcast and economically en- 
slaved they went into a world which hated them and to a generation which 
cursed them, with an adventurous faith. 


Unperturbed by cross-bearing they carried that story one thousand miles 
north and south, fifteen hundred miles east and west until within the span 
of a St generations, the fellowship of the Church grew to seven million 
converts. 


What was the secret of that early Church? Those disciples experienced 
Christ and Pentecost. Christ to them was not a memory, but an experience; 
not a history, but a presence; not someone who had lived, but someone who 
lives. They went up and down their world proclaiming an experience 
through which they had lived and bearing testimony to the power of Christ 
to change their lives. Their message was, “that which we have seen and 
heard we declare unto you.” They practiced what they preached and preach- 
ed what they practiced. That was the first century church; a blessed com- 
munion, a divine fellowship, a radiant company, a triumphant host. 


But that is not a popular conception of the church today. Many people 
think of the church as an outmoded institution which has become both an 
impertinance and an inconvenience. It is rather common to think of the 
church as a place where the air is bad, the architecture poor and preaching 
stupid. In some quarters the church is supposed to be a place where smug, 
self-centered and self-sufficient people gather to have their prejudices con- 
firmed, where they indulge in all manner of small talk and trivial non-es- 
sentials; where one hears little except the rattle of machinery and the 
promotion of programs. As a result, membership in the church continues 
to hold an even keel, but spiritual vitality has waned. The prayer meeting 
and evening services have been liquidated. The authority of the church in 
many places is questioned and the type of lay leadership has declined. 


The present situation of the church in Europe is fraught with much danger. 
The totalitarian countries of the continent have emerged with a new religion 
founded on race and blood. While religion is still functioning, the church is 
under the strain of persecution, and often presents a picture of a house 
divided against itself. In France, it is conceded that the soft, moral and 
spiritual fibre of the people was the real reason for the nation’s downfall. 
It is said that of the 550 million population of Europe, 400 million need 
now to be evangelized. 

God’s judgment is upon the churches today—so enmeshed in the world 
that they cannot speak God’s full word of truth; so divided that they 
cannot speak that word with full power; so hurt by pettiness and worldliness 
that the face of Christ cannot be clearly discerned in them, or His power 
go forth in the work of redemption. 

We hang our heads in shame because of these conditions. And yet, for 
all its blunders and foibles, the church is the one institution which has lived 
through the centuries. It is the one organized enterprise which has lifted 
the level of life, exalted womanhood, restored man to fellowship with God 
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and emancipated him from fear and sin. It has dedicated itself to proclaiming 
a gospel of hope and redemption. It has concerned itself with the outcast 
and underprivileged. It has befriended the poor; it has brought light to 
those who are darkened, hope to the disillusioned and forgiveness to the 
penitent. If you were to take out of the world, all that the Christian church 
has brought—and is giving today, black despair would reign everywhere. 


Christ stood amid the churches of Asia Minor and gave to them_a clarion 
call of faith, of repentance and to hear what the Spirit had to say. We believe 
He stands amid the churches today, yes' amid the United Brethren Churches 
and calls them: 


To Return to Reality. 


Too many of our members have had no vital experience with our Lord and 
therefore their lives lack reality, radiance and contagion. Jesus faces all 
such with this searching question, “This gospel which you affirm, did you 
get it out of a book or at the cross? Is it an opinion or a conviction? Is it 
a voice or an echo? Is it a tradition or a vibrant, living experience?” 


To Prayer. 


“My house shall be called a house of prayer.” We have not made it that. 
We have done many excellent things, which have cost us money and labor. 
We have built great organizations, and when matters have not gone well, 
we added another wheel to the many others; but we have not prayed as we 
should. This has often resulted in futility and disillusionment because the 
results are disappointing. 


The world listens at our Church doors and peers through the windows, 
pursued by the idea that a rushing mighty wind may be heard, and the glow 
of Pentecostal fire be seen. When it discovers that the mystic place of prayer 
is as dark to the church as the world itself, the world ceases to trouble about 
our half-filled temples. The world is saying to us, “Oh, that I knew where 
re find Him?” and too often has to be denied that answer at our barren 
altars. 


In this time of testing, the church must pray. Through prayer, she must 
discover God’s will and God’s way for us. We do not minimize great preach- 
ing; that has its place. If good preaching is all that is necessary, then we 
ought to be effective, for we never had better preaching than we have today. 
But we believe that in this solemn hour the church must give herself to pre- 
vailing prayer, if we expect the miracle of divine guidance. 


To a Clear, Positive Faith. 


Much of our modern Christianity has become superficial and artificial, 
and therefore helpless before the world, because our theology is so confused 
that it is no longer a source of guidance and inspiration for the people. We 
remember John B. Gough’s clock which was so uncertain that when it point- 
ed to half-past two, it struck five, and then he knew it was half-past eleven. 
Such an instrument is of no use and a theology which is not clear-cut and 
poe will not issue in deeply-spiritual and granite-like, Christian char- 
acter. 


Our spiritual fathers laid the foundation of the United Brethren church 
by believing and preaching the Bible as the authentic, inspired Word of God 
and the final authority of faith and practice. They believed and preached 
with profound conviction, the Deity of Christ, His Virgin birth, his stain- 
less life, His miraculous deeds, His authoritative teachings, His atonement 
for our sins on the cross, His bodily resurrection, and His Lordship over all 
of life. They witnessed to the power and presence of the Holy Spirit in 
their lives and ministry. They declared with deep conviction, the doctrines 
of repentance and the new birth, and that the church is composed of re- 
generated believers, known as the body of Christ. 


We call upon the church to take a clear, positive stand for these great 
doctrines that made us what we are. Such doctrines constitute the frame- 
work upon which we too can build a deeply spiritual church for these tragic 
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times. Let us be forever done with this modern, naturalistic philosophy and 
humanistic literature that denies the fact of God, the Deity and teaches that 
man is the product of physical forces evolved from some primeval ether and 
that conscience is the result of an evolving process that creates its own ideals 
and standards for living. Great lives and fruitful service can only come from 
a great creed. “By their fruits ye shall know them.” 


Belief and Christian Experience 


It is impossible to separate experience from belief. There is a profound 
connection between the character of the belief and the character of the 
experience. Contrast for example these two types of beliefs. One man says 
that he believes that Jesus Christ was a man of unusual, spiritual insight, 
who taught and exemplified “the good life.” Another man says that he be- 
lieves that Jesus Christ was the Eternal Son of God manifested in the flesh, 
suffered and died for the sins of the world, and who by the miracle of his 
resurrection and ascension, continues to be, through the Holy Spirit, the 
source of miraculous power in his life. To say that it makes no difference to 
his Christian experience which of these two beliefs a man accepts, is to be 
blind to an absolute law of life. One makes a man moral, the other a son of 
God. One sets before the inquiring soul, a bewitching ideal, the other makes 
possible the incarnation of the Divine life and attributes. We need to 
recover the New Testament evangel—the Son of God, suffering, dying, rising 
again in order to recover the transforming experience of God’s grace and 
power in the hearts of sinful men. We must declare again the ghastly reality 
of sin and that the Cross of Christ with all it typifies is more than an ex- 
ample of how a good man may bear pain. This generation with all its science, 
its pholosophy, its intellectuality must come to see that sin is the gulf which 
separates a man from God and must accept by faith, Christ, crucified for 
sin, if it is to be saved. 


To a Dynamic Evangelism. 


The United Brethren Church was born in hearts aflame with the love of 
God and a passion to give the Christian evangel to men. While other de- 
nominations have had to acquire evangelism our church was born evangelis- 
tic! The founders and fathers of our communion were not only evangelistic 
but eternally and enthusiastically so. Indeed, their enthusiasm at this point 
amounted almost to fanaticism. They majored in evangelism and a passion 
for the lost was everywhere in evidence among our spiritual forebears. There 
was unction in the pulpit and fervor in the pew. Parents and preachers 
preached and prayed together for the lost of their homes and communities 
and “they went everywhere preaching the gospel.” In so doing, they helped 
to lay well the foundation of our nation. 


We must remember that practically everything we ever gained in the 
history of our denomination are the results of a dynamic and spirit-filled 
evangelism. If we ever come to the time when we are too respectable, too 
intellectual, too cultured, too formal to be concerned about the souls of men, 
we ought to surrender our credentials as a church of Jesus Christ.. 


However, we must acknowledge that some of our churches have let the 
evangelistic fire die out, while some are openly opposed to evangelism; 
others still have the vocabulary but have lost their fervent Christian ex- 
perience. Too many are complacent and content to run on the spiritual 
momentum of earlier days. Many others refuse to pay the price for victory. 


A number of things are contributing to these conditions. We have been 
absorbed in causes and forgotten sinners; too mueh engaged in promoting 
and not enough in praying. Some pastors are more concerned about an 
orderly service than one unctionized by the Holy Spirit. Some have for- 
gotten the purpose of preaching; while others have lost faith in the efficiency 
of the Gospel to save. The latter are openly opposed to evangelism. It is 
always true that a man without the Evangel is a man without the spirit 
and fervor of evangelism. With these, there must be the recovery of the 
Evangel, before we can expect the recovery of evangelism, 
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One of the most hopeful aspects at the present is the post-war planning 
to bring about a just and lasting peace; to feed the starving millions; to 
prepare for relief and reconstruction and to aid in the repatriation and 
rehabilitation of refugees. To this gigantic task, the church must give her 
leadership and resources. : 

But the church must remember that physical hunger is not the deepest 
hunger. In the heart of man is hunger for God. It is the supreme business 
and challenging task of the church to discover that hunger and to meet it. 
This is the genius of evangelism. 

We would not urge any particular method or plan of evangelism. The 
matter of chief concern is the vitalizing power of the Holy Spirit. Life will 
. find its own forms. We would call the church to repentance, to wait before 
God for a new infilling of power until holy fires of evangelistic fervor are 
kindled in our hearts and we are awakened to the tremendous and challeng- 
ing task which the church faces today. Against the background of man’s 
sin and hate, we see with increasing clarity that only the radiant Evangel 
of the Son of God can redeem this troubled and distressed world. 

Some of the very hopeful signs for the work of evangelism today are as 
follows: the failure of a pagan civilization; the ploughing of human hearts by 
suffering; the desperate need for certainty; the failure of materialism and 
humanism; the rediscovery of spiritual values; a new appreciation of the 
sinfulness of sin; the increasing recognition of the moral and spiritual 
supremacy of Christ, and a growing conviction that His way is the only 
way. Multitudes, betrayed by human leaders, are turning to Christ with the 
question, “Lord, to whom shall we go. Thou hast the words of eternal life.” 
With a confidence that many did not have a few years ago, we now boldly 
proclaim, “And this is life eternal, that they might know Thee, the only 
true God, and Jesus Christ whom Thou has sent.” 


To Build Christian Homes. 

The war is playing havoc with many homes in America, and this condition 
is one of the most alarming trends in the nation. However, this physical 
breakup of homes is not nearly as devastating as the moral and spiritual dis- 
ruption. Pleasure-mad couples are crowding places of disreputable enter- 
tainment where Christian ideals of purity and decency are cast aside. Con- 
sequently, the number of homes shattered by desertion and divorce is 
increasing at a shocking rate. This great republic was founded on the little 
group of sturdy Christian homes that constituted the Plymouth colony, and 
it is to the American home that this nation owes its greatness. 


Just now, and especially after the war, we shall hear much about child 
clinics, counseling services to mothers, recreational projects for young people, 
improved playground facilities and public nurseries. But we would call upon 
our families to hear the words of wisdom given by Gideon to the Hebrews, 
“Throw down the altar of Baal that thy father hath, and cut down the grove 
by it, and build an altar unto the Lord, thy God.” 


To Rebuild the Church Schools. 


There is no more tragic situation confronting the church than the decline 
in Church School attendance. During the last ten years, most denominations 
showed decreases in enrollment and attendance ranging from ten to thirty 
per cent. Our decline during the past quadrennium in enrollment and at- 
tendance has continued. 

_ During this same period, there has been a large increase in juvenile de- 
linquency in America. We believe there is a strong relationship between 
this delinquency, the falling off in Church School attendance, and the dis- 
integration of the American home. Civilization goes forward on the feet 
of its children. At the rate we are going, civilization will soon be at a 
standstill, if not actually in retreat. 

Communism gives attention to its children. They are trained in its 
principles from childhood. Hitler borrowed his youth movement from the 
Communists and made Germany over in ten years. Unless we launch a 
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great and mighty movement for Christianizing our childhood, within another 
decade the sixty per cent of American youth who have no Christian training 
will have their hands uvon the helm in directing the destiny of this nation. 
No nation is safe in the hands of leaders who do not know God. 


The day of our opportunity is here. We can make tomorrow what we 
want. But we must rebuild our church schools at whatever cost, and make 


them strong recruiting agencies for Christ and the building of Christian 
character. 


To Plan for the Returned Soldier. 


Our service men are already returning with broken bodies and shattered 
minds. They have been exposed to death and danger and are disgusted with 
the behaviour of the people back home. Many are hot with indignation at 
strikes when they have been at war, facing hardships, danger, and death. 


As for the religious aspect of our soldier population, let us be frank. Most 
chaplains are doing a fine piece of work, but the same indifference to the 
church obtains in the armed forces as obtains in civilian life. There are 
outstanding feats of faith and valor, but let us realize that there is no re- 
ligious revival connected with this war. 


Foxhole religion may not persevere when readjusted to civilian life which 
will be tame as compared to war. They may revert back to a life of in- 
difference to organized religion, unless the church makes a strong appeal 
to them. 


Our task is not to wait until this war is over, but rather to do now, with 
vigor and understanding the things we shouid be doing. We call upon our 
pastors now to give vital messages which will awaken the churches and 
inspire them to create a warm, spiritual atmosphere which will appeal and 
be helpful to men who have seen life, death, and hell. No cheap flattery or 
a program confined to a few socials will hold the men in the armed forces to 
the church upon their return. We must challenge them to be truly Christian 
and render service to Christ and the Church which calls for sacrifice and 
hardship, comparable to what they gave on the battlefields. 


To Accept and Consecrate Ourselves to the World-Mission of Christianity. 


This global struggle has revealed the hidden worth of the missionary 
enterprise. It has produced a new type of missionary advocates among our 
fighting men who have received help and healing from the hands of mis- 
sionaries and native Christians in the jungles of the far Pacific islands. 
Secular magazines have declared that the missionary saved the prestige of 
the white man in China and the Philippines. The considered judgment of 
Wendell Willkie was that it was difficult to find words to describe the in- 
fluence of the missionaries. 


The was has not only revealed the worth of missions, but that the 
establishment of a lasting peace is contingent upon the work and program 
of the missionary enterprise. Its place in the post-war world is clearly set 
forth by one of its proponents in these words: “The Missionary enterprise is 
the supreme adventure of history. It is the sole claimant as a substitute for 
war. It is the only accredited messenger of good news to a bewildered world 
and the lone champion of love and good will in a world of hate.” Unless we 
expand this missionary enterprise of the Christian church, there remains 
nothing but a hopeless looking forward to recurring war, hatred, greed, and 
chaos. 

Several years ago, a representative of Chiang Kai Shek’s commission of 
propaganda said to a group of missionaries: “China wants something more 
from America than airplanes, ammunition, even food stuffs—she _wants 
something more than even five hundred million dollars to help stabilize her 
currency. China wants young men and women with Christian character, to 
help lead our people in building a new China!” That is the cry whether 
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expressed or inarticulate from all the nations, now broken and sitting in 
darkness. 


“The soul of Jesus is restless today;

Through Russia, through Finland, through Poland,

To the Dedication of Life. 


By this we mean the acceptance and practice of the principle of Chris- 
tian stewardship. 


We contend that this principle must apply to the United States as a 
nation. In the war effort, we are pooling all our resources and cooperating 
with all the Allied nations to bring about victory. In the winning of the 
peace, we dare not revert to the old status quo of maintaining economic 
barriers, white race supremacy, military alliances and isolationism. Despite 
all our prayers and plans for a lasting peace and a better world, these cannot 
be realized unless we recognize God as the Ruler of the world, and are will- 
ing to share our liberties and possessions for the betterment of mankind. 

The principle of Christian stewardship must be accepted and practiced by 
all members of the church. The unreleased resources in the church con- 
stitute our major problem. We must acknowledge that selfishness is the 
ruling motive of many so-called Christians. This condition must be changed 
or a tragedy greater than this war will befall us. 

We must put Christ and His cause at the center. We must dedicate 
ourselves, our minds, our hearts, our pocketbooks, and our personal ambi- 
tions that life, hope, and salvation may be brought to human society, sick 
almost to death. Our church is not the largest contingent in Christendom, 
but it can be the most powerful force for the spreading of the gospel if we 
will make this dedication to His will in the principles and practice of Chris- 
tian stewardship. 


The Victory of Our Faith 


The hour has now struck when Christians everywhere need to lift up 
their eyes and face the challenge of their day with an eager expectancy. It 
has been a long time since the shepherds near Bethlehem beheld in a clear 
sky the glory of the Lord and heard the heavenly messengers announce, 
“Behold I bring you good tidings of great joy.” Centuries have passed, but 
the luster of that night has not passed away and the tones of that announce- 
ment have not died out upon the ears of mankind. Christ is still the hope of 
the world and the Savior of men. . 

Jesus never doubted the ultimate triumph of his gospel. In Him is the 
solution of the burning issues of the world’s life. There is no problem that 
baffles Him. There is no need, personal, social, or racial, that He is not 
adequate to meet. 

The world of today desperately needs a church full of faith and courage. 
All are tempted at times to despair and conclude that the battle is lost. 
But, let us take our stand firmly upon belief in the sovereignty of God, and 
the ultimate supremacy of His righteousness. We would not debate about 
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with conviction that God is on His throne, that J oseph’s sepulcher is broken, 
that sin is a defeated power, that love can triumph over hate, that Jesus 
Christ will not cease his work until His Kingdom is established. The Church 
must hold fast to an unconquerable faith that some day, Christ will subdue 
all to His authority, and the kingdoms of this world will in deed and in 


truth become the kingdoms of our Lord and He shall reign forever and ever! 
Hallelujah! and Amen! 


Jesus shall reign where’er the sun 
Does his successive journeys run;

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COMMUNION ADDRESS 
By Bishop A. R. Clippinger 


In this communion meditation, I desire to speak to you upon the general 
theme of Closer Fellowship, closer fellowship with God, and closer fellow- 
ship with our fellowmen. The Scripture which I have selected as the 
background for what I have to say is found in the book of Hebrews, the 
tenth chapter, the 19th to 24th verses: 

“Having therefore boldness, brethren, to enter into the holy place by the 
blood of Jesus. ... Let us draw near with a true heart in fullness of faith, 
having our hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience and having our body 
washed with pure water, let us hold fast the confession of our hope that 
it waver not; for he is faithful that promised: and let us consider one 
another to provoke unto love and good works.” 

When Israel followed Jehovah afar off they got into trouble. So also did 
Peter when he followed his Master afar off. This follows the law of cause 
and effect. The same conditions and relationships that obtained then will 
apply today. 

When Asa was king of Judah, the Spirit of God spoke to Asa through 
the prophet Azariah, saying: “Jehovah is with you while ye are with him: 
and if ye seek him he will be found of you; but if ye forsake him he will 
forsake you.” 

For a long time the Children of Israel were without the true God. They 
were without the teaching priesthood, and without the law. But in this 
time of distress they turned to Jehovah, the God of Israel, and sought him, 
and he was found of them. 

When Asa heard these words, he took courage and put away the abomina- 
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tions out of all the land of Judah and Benjamin. He renewed the altar 
that had been broken down. He cast down the idols of Baalim. Moreover, 
he offered great sacrifices to Jehovah and all Israel entered into a new 
covenant, and all Judah rejoiced at the oath of allegience. Jehovah gave 
them rest and for thirty-five years during the remainder of the reign of 
king Asa they had no more wars. : 

The prophet Malachi said “Return unto me and I will return unto you, 
saith Jehovah of hosts.” And in II Chronicles we read: “If my people, 
who are called by my name, shall humble themselves, and pray, and seek 
my face, and turn from their wicked ways; then will I hear from heaven, 
and will forgive their sin, and will heal their land.” 

That mankind has forgotten God at times and has wandered far away, 
requires no stretch of our imagination. Each generation has its own tempta- 
tions, and each generation has its own failings, and we need a special type 
of religion for each failing. 

In the text the apostle Paul conveys the idea of meekness, of unworthi- 
ness, for he tells us it requires boldness upon our part to enter into this 
holy place. We are altogether unworthy, and only through the blood of 
Jesus Christ can we draw nigh to God and thus be sanctified and made pure 
and holy. Through the shedding of blood we are made partakers of this 
high and holy privilege. 

When Jesus hung upon the cross, the veil of the temple was rent and 
now we have immediate access to the throne of God. We can now enter 
into the Holy of Holies without a high priest, without an intermediary. 
We need no intermediary to talk to God. We have access to the throne 
through Jesus Christ, for Jesus said “He that cometh unto me, he also 
shall see the Father.” The apostle Paul said, “Apart from shedding of 
blood, there is no remission of sin.” 

Then too, many times we have a feeling that there is a great gulf between 
us and our God. There is a feeling of loneliness. God is afar off. He is 
nigh and lofty, high and lifted up, and we must call aloud if God is to 

ear us. 

Now the purpose of all worship is that we might draw near to God, that 
we might enter into immediate communion and fellowship with him. 
For that purpose we have established ritual and liturgy, all for the pur- 
pose of bringing the worshiper and the being worshiped, the Deity, into 
more immediate fellowship and communion. 

In the person of Jesus Christ, God manifests himself in human flesh. By 
all these acts of worship, we seek the presence of God. The joy of the 
Christian religion is a consciousness of the immediate presence of God 
under any and all circumstances. 

In Proverbs we have these words: “Those that seek me diligently shall 
find me.” The prophet Jeremiah said: ‘And ye shall seek me and find me 
when ye shall search for me with all your heart.” And Jeremiah said, 
“Call unto me, and I will answer thee and will show thee great and 
marvelous things which thou knowest not.” 

A very beautiful story is told concerning Horace Bushnell. Late in life 
he contracted the dread disease of tuberculosis, and his doctor said if 
he wished to prolong his life it would be necessary for him to spend the 
remaining years of his life among the pines. So he found a tract and 
erected for himself a cottage in the Green Mountains. Doctor Twitchell 
was a very dear friend of Horace Bushnell, and knowing the serious nature 
of his disease, he desired to spend a little time with Horace Bushnell before 
he died. And so he, too, made his way up into the pines. The story goes, 
according to Doctor Twitchell, that one night they sat out under the pine 
boughs late into the night, and when it came time to retire they knelt 
upon the pine needles. The stars were shining like jewels in a diadem. 
And when they knelt, Bushnell insisted upon Doctor Twitchell praying. 
“No,” said Doctor Twitchell, “ve come up here to hear you pray once 
more.” Doctor Twitchell said he never heard a prayer like that, prayed 
with such piety and such passion, that said Twitchell, “the presence of God 
was there to the extent that I was afraid to reach out my hand in the 
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dark, lest I might touch God.” What a marvelous experience that must 
have been. 

Some of you perhaps heard the late Dr. S. D. Gordon tell that when 
he felt he was afar off, he set a chair in his study, then he began to un- 
burden his heart to Jesus Christ, and Jesus would answer back in the 
language of the Scriptures. Then he would tell Jesus more of his heart’s 
desires, and Jesus would answer back. He said, “We kept that conversa- 
tion up until Jesus was just as real as though an earthly friend sat in 
that chair.” That must be a marvelous Christian experience, when we 
can have the consciousness of the immediate presence of Jesus in our lives. 

But the apostle Paul also commanded us to draw near with a pure heart, 
a heart that is made pure and clean from an evil conscience, having our 
body washed with pure water. In the Beatitudes, Jesus said: “Blessed 
are the pure in heart, for they shall see God.” A pure heart, as over 
against a heart of sin and deception, is the condition upon which a vision 
of God is dependent. A pure heart is always at a premium. Nothing must 
be done through vainglory. 

An unknown poet has written these lines: 


“Tf clearer visions Thou impart, 
Grateful and glad my soul shall be; 
But yet to have a purer heart 
Is more to me. 


“Yea, only as the heart is clean 
May larger visions yet be mine, 
For mirrored in its depths are seen 

The things Divine.” 


It is a glorious privilege to have a consciousness of God, to know that 
God is with us, to know that we have the guiding spirit of God in our 
hearts and in our lives. Tennyson said: “Closer is He than breathing 


“And nearer than hands and feet.” 


Jesus knew that his disciples would be lonely when he left them, so he 
said, “I will pray the Father and he shall give you another comforter that 
he may: be with you forever, even the Spirit of truth, that he may guide 
you into all truth.” 

We need that guiding Spirit of God this morning, brethren, before we 
enter upon our deliberations, for in vain would we transact the business 
of this General Conference without the presence of God, the guiding Spirit 
of God. So let us seek his presence in this Holy Sacrament. 

The Apostle also exhorts these Hebrew Christians to hold fast the con- 
fession of their faith that it waiver not. The enemies of our faith will do 
all they can to undermine our hope and destroy our faith. There are 
many temptations today. Paul exhorted the Corinthian brethren to be 
steadfast, unmovable, always abounding in the work of the Lord. When 
one begins to waver and doubt, there is great danger of falling away 
from God. 

There are so many Christians today who are vascillating, sporadic, 
fluctuating, undependable. They are pulled hither and thither by every 
doctrine, by every sect and cult and ism that is abroad in the land. They 
lack stability. They are not well rooted and grounded in the faith of our 
Lord, Jesus Christ. : 

The apostle Paul said “I am determined to know nothing but Jesus Christ 
and him crucified.” And again, “For me to live is Christ, and to die is gain.” 
So he is our confession this morning. If we confess him, he will confess us 
before our Father in heaven. He will forgive us of our sins and cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness. , 

Paul’s last consideration is that of Christian fellowship—have considera- 
tion one for the other. The Christian religion is a society of believers. 
It is a family of friends. It is a fellowship of saints. We are bound 
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together by the bonds of love. I once heard Dr. Robert E. Speer say there 
were three things that bound the hearts of men together; a common love, 
a common danger, and a common task. Well, we have all three of those 
this morning—a common love, a common danger, and a common task. Had 
I the time, I would like to develop them. 

We must be altruistic this morning. As Christians we cannot isolate our- 
selves behind closed doors and plate glass windows and see the world 
of sin go rushing by. We must be altruistic, and charitable, benevolent, 
and kindly disposed. We have an obligation to perform, as Christians. 
We must love God and our fellow men. It may require grace and effort on 
our part, but this is the will of God. 

As we partake of these emblems, the love of God should abound in our 
hearts. All differences must be forgotten. Here, as in no other place, we 
meet upon a common level. There is one Lord, one faith, one baptism, one 
God and Father of us all. 

Our hope is in Jesus Christ this morning, for he is the propitiation for 
our sins. In him we live, and move, and have our being. He is the con- 
fession of our faith. And so may God speak to every longing heart as we 
partake of these Holy Sacraments. 

Ours is a Christian fellowship. We have assembled this morning for one 
common purpose, with a mutual interest, with one determination. So may 
our prayer be that of the Psalmist: 

“Create in me a clean heart, O God, and renew a right spirit within me. 

“Cast me not away from thy presence; and take not thy Holy Spirit 
from me. 

ene age unto me the joy of thy salvation; and uphold me with thy free 
spirit.” 


MEMORIAL ADDRESS 
By Bishop V. O. Weidler 


In one of the very beautiful odes of William Cullent Bryant, he makes 
this simple, but forceful declaration: Memory Hath Power. And I take 
from that the subject this morning: ‘‘Memory’s Power.” 

It is not an idle gesture that we perform this rite this morning, but 
there is in it a formal service that brings us all at once into memory’s 
process. It is our wont to use this daily, but now in these moments we 
together exercise this God-given, powerful privilege of remembering the 
past and those who are gone. 

Memory has many devices. She recognizes her power. Someone might 
come and say: “What is the greatest memorial that was ever devised?” 
Well, you know they came to Jesus at one time and said: “Master, what 
is the greatest commandment?” and Jesus said, “Thou shalt love the 
dng te God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
might.” 

“And the second is like unto it: Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” 

What is the greatest memorial? Oh, there have been so many—the 
granite shaft, the cathedral. And you know the great architect seems to 
share with Jesus himself in the memorial power of St. Paul’s in London. 
There is inscribed on the walls of that building: “If you want to see his 
monument look about you.” 

_We might well say, of all the memorials devised by memory, from the 
simple stone, the wooden cross, the great statue, the monument, the 
cathedral, the greatest of all has been through the ages the simple service 
(Communion service) we have just concluded, that has been regnant 
with more power than any other device of memory. It is a great leveler, it 
makes us one, it overthrows the barrier of race and class. It makes the 
world one, That is the greatest. 

_ The second is like unto it, coming not from the words of Jesus, which 
inspired the principle: “Do this in remembrance of me,” but another, a 
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lowly man, gave expression to the attitude of all our hearts when he said: 
“Remember me when thou comest into thy kingdom.” 


Oblivion is to us a repellant thought. Man cries out to be remembered. 
You know the gentle Cowper had given to him the portrait of his mother, 
and he cried out in such great joy and delight: “Blest be the heart that 
can immortalize, the art that bafiles.” 


Thomas Gray visited the churchyard and he found the grave of a poor 
fellow who was to be forgotten—not even a stick or a simple stone marked 
his resting place. “Nor you ye proud impute to these a fault. If Memory 
o’er their tomb no trophy raise,” said Gray. How happy we would be if 
all could have a true memorial. 


Yes, Memory has great power. Blest be the art. Memory’s art dictates 

to us that we should set aside this moment, that our memories may func- 
tion, to our great and wonderful profit. 
_ Memory does four things in exercising its power: It brings coherence 
into life, into the personal life, into the life of a state, into the life of a 
church. Memory brings coherence. It brings power. It imposes a chal- 
lenge, and it tells of heaven. That is the process of memory. Let us think 
a little about coherence. 

We are today as a nation somewhat as Thomas Jefferson wanted us 
to be. He wanted us to go to the polls and vote. He wanted us to be a 
democracy. Our late President reminded us many times, when we said 
that new ideologies were taking us away from the simple concept of our 
national beginning, he said ‘We still go to the polls. The voting place 
will be open.” And I think we could say to that great Democrat who had 
something to do with defining what our spirit should be, were he to 
come back, that he would recognize his principles, his philosophy as being 
extant and living in our practices as a great people. 

And we might say the same thing concerning the coming of Otterbein 
and Boehm and Newcomer. If they were to come back and visit us now as 
a church in this generaticn, would they know us? I think they would. 
They would recognize that here in the bosom of this great Church is the 
same warm-hearted evangel that they projected, the same joy in the 
regenerating power of the Christian gospel. Yes, the service of memory 
down through the decades has brought us to our present place in church 
life, possessed of the same genius that they transmitted to us. 

Every four years we have remembered our fellow men. I went with a 
dear pastor a few weeks ago to seek to win three brothers—farmers. We 
- talked with them. They said “Yes, we know that.” We went to another— 
“Yes, I know that.” And to the third, and he said, “Yes, I know that.” 
And the good pastor said “They know everything. We can’t tell them any- 
thing.” He was discouraged. Twenty years ago they learned something. 
They saw some of their comrades making a great decision. They under- 
stood it. Memory had been active in their lives, and all that we could 
provide to those men was the simple opportunity, and one after another 
they came in an old-fashioned way to find deliverance from sin. 

The same joy was there that Otterbein knew, the same reality. It is 
with us as an experience, living in the hearts of all our people today. 
Surely it changes not. The great text of coherence is this: Jesus Christ, 
the same yesterday, today and forever. But memory’s stream is like the 
bloomstream, it seeks to put aside the unworthy and perpetuate and im- 
mortalize that which is true. And so this process which we honor today 
is a great help to us, and we remember that which is good, and that which 
is eternally true, and there is delivered to us today the great. stirring 
principle that gave our Church its initial power. 

In the second place, memory transmits power. Of course that is the 
whole theme, but it does the transmitting, it does the work. I think pos- 
sibly there is no portion of the Scriptures that illustrates it so much as 
when Elijah gave the pallium of power to Elisha. He made a test: “If ye 
see me when I am taken, His mantle shall come.” And the church ever 
since talks of the mantle. The mantle comes down upon the church. The 
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mantle of the past comes down upon the present generation. We exult in 
the truth that memory transmits great power. 

When we enter this great war, possibly the greatest cartoon had a re- 
ligious flavor. Harold Chandler Christie portrayed our nation at prayer, 
and in the background we could see the struggles of the past, and in the 
foreground the great preparation for this warfare, and the title of it all is— 
I do not know whether it is sacrilegious—“Thine be the Kingdom and the 
Power and the Glory’—a prayer to God that as he was the deliverer in 
the past, “Thine be the Power” now. 

A few years ago I went into a theatre in New York City to see a drama 
entitled “The Eternal Road.” It was a portrayal of Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, 
Joseph, Moses. And I said, “What is the purpose of this great drama?” 
And the answer was, “The purpose of it all is this, to bring back through 
memory the young Jew to the synagogue again, to win the wayward 
Jew to his worship with God. And when we heard Abraham pray, and 
Isaac and Jacob, we saw the Ghetto in all its squalor and filth. Uh, tnere 
seems to be a kind of prescience in the playwright, for did not the ghetto 
come to a sordid, debauch, more than ever in all its history, in the years 
that followed? But the purpose of “The Eternal Road” was to show to 
the young Jew the God of Israel, and they believed that in memory there 
would be power. 

One of the great anthems that has come to us, celebrates the story of the 
deliverance of God for his children—the pillar of cloud and the pillar of 
fire, and it ends with a great appeal, which we might well crave now— 
“Let the fiery pillar guide us now we pray. Let the fiery pillar guide us 
now, we pray.” Memory went back to the deliverance of God. That deliv- 
erance might well come with a fiery pillar again. Who can say that we do 
not need it? Through memory must come an adequate power. 

In the third place, memory transmits a challenge. The church must 
come to its nettle. It must come to a proper tension. It must come to the 
forefront and engage a terrible enemy. If we are going to have a post-war 
world, we must have a post-war church. And we can think back over the 
great saints of our Communion, and ask how they would face the challenge, 
which is implicit in this hour, and as we think of them one by one, we say 
they would have had a conviction. And if we go back in this surge of 
Peery we will know that they come to us with a challenge to meet this 

our, 

Alfred Lord Tennyson says this, that all experience is an arch that is 
static, that is like a Gothic structure. All that experience, all that memory 
can contemplate is an arch “where through gleams the untraveled world © 
whose margin fades forever and forever as I move.” The arch is the con- 
she the untraveled world is the variable. Who will predict what it is 
to be. 

There is only one equipment we can have, and that is the equipment of a 
faith and a resolution and a religion transmitted to us that will sustain 
us in this great hour. There is Memory’s triumphal arch—the Christ of 
God, the cornerstone, but the untraveled world is both alluring and in- 
riguing. 

Nothing but the strength of a holy faith, brought to us in the form of 
triumphs of men and the deliverance of God—and they are one and the 
same—brought to us, I say, on Memory’s wings, can make us adequate. 

Memory functions best, however, in the immediate past. Our first stim- 
ulation must come from those most recently taken from us. 

_ They have gone from us so recently that we can all but sense their 

living presence. We seem to know what their reactions would be as we 

face the ghastliness of a wounded world. We know what their answer 

Route be to the piteous pleading of the despairing, heartbroken children of 
od. 

Now as memory calls to mind the soul life of these who have left us 
during these recent years, we are challenged. Being dead, they speak, and 
we are humbled in the assumption of their unfinished labors. 

The laymen of this roster have earned a distinguished appellation. They

are called, they have been called churchmen. Qualifying superlatives are 
often earned and are readily added to the unique designation. 

Most of these laymen were known personally to me, as they are to you. 
We. have been in the sweet intimacy of their homes, we have prayed at 
their bedsides when we knew that the grim reaper had made a summons. 
We have been enriched by their firm faith and glad hope which dispelled 
gloom and heaviness of heart. 

They all deserve individual eulogy. What we can say of one in large 
measure can be said of all. 

Engle, Bachman, Coe and Caldwell. Here are four laymen who have 
earned the designation of churchmen. J. R. Engle conceived a worthy 
ideal for service as a layman. In large measure he inherited this concept 
from his father, a staunch churchman before him. He became a champion 
of the larger denominational interests. We owe him much. 

S. C. Caldwell was son of a pioneer preacher. He inherited a toga of 
true churchmanship. The interests of the church were first in his thinking 
and he furthered these interests with genuine personal sacrifice. 

Here follows a group of names which calls to mind practically every 
quality which could be desired in the lay fellowship: 

Boe MONEY, BREEDEN, LONG, MILLS, WAGNER, WATE and 


C. I. Raymond made an outstanding record in successive membership 
in the general conferences. This fact alone attested to his worth as a lay 
leader. He enjoyed the confidence of a wide conference constituency. 

I. J. Good served long and honorably as a college president at Indiana 
Central College. His name will be indelibly inscribed upon the heart of this 
mid-western institution, which was the object of his life’s devotion. He 
sought to define the basic meaning of Christian education as promoted by 
the church-related college, and he succeeded in unusual measure. 

All the above-mentioned laymen were good stewards of God’s benefits. 
They loved God, they loved the church, and they loved their fellowmen, 
and they labored for the salvation of men near and far. 

Seven stalwarts from the ranks of the Eldership of our Church are 
brought to our respectful and mournful contemplation. These were truly 
worthy apostles of God. 

Rev. Warren S. Wilson was a highly respected leader. His Christian 
idealism was in no wise impaired by his discerning and realistic con- 
servatism. 

Rev. L. S. Woodruff was honored and respected for a forceful, fearless 
and aggressive ministry. His notable accomplishments gave confirming 
evidence of his valid judgment. 

Rev. Sager Tryon was adjudged by his fellows as a wise counsellor, a 
safe and effective leader, greatly used of God in fruitful ministry. 

Rev. T. J. Barnhart was possessed of a shepherd’s heart, and carried a 
winsome ministry throughout a great parish, eventuating in both spiritual 
and material accomplishments. 

Rev. F. A. Riggs gave to his ministry uncompromising convictions. He 
delighted to champion the causes of righteousness, and he was always 
glad to stand for the right, as God gave him to see the right. 

Dr. E. H. Waters was a forthright prophet of God. He knew the joy of 
victory under God’s leading. He commanded the respect of all for his 
aggressive and lofty ideals. ‘ 

Dr. J. S. Fulton exalted the functions of the denominational life. He paid 
worthy deference to the divinely appointed labors of the church, and he 
was wont to require of others this same high esteem. Much remains as a 
witness to his administrative and executive talents. 

Rev. M. B. Leach heard the summons too late to be included in the 
printed roster of the departed. His was a wholesome life. His were labors 
of love. He was an able administrator and a good counsellor. 

Mrs. W. M. Weekly, in passing from us, calls to mind the faithful help- 
meet who lends inspiration and comfort to the minister’s home. While 
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she lived her own life of piety and devoted Christian service, she rightly 
shared in the triumphs of her minister husband. Her passing calls to mind 
the fruitful ministry and administrative labors of the late Bishop W. M. 
Weekley. 

The physical presence of Rev. Samuel S. Hough is not with us at this 
General Conference. His spiritual presence, however, will not be denied. 
The span of his natural life covered four score years. One-half of that 
time was given in achieving a pattern for his great life, the other half was 
given in zealous labor to the general interests of the Church he so 
greatly loved. 

From the life pattern he so carefully devised he built a life structure. 
He built both consistently and persistently, always acknowledging his 
Christ as the Master Builder. 

Four great consuming energies directed his labors: First, the telling of 
Christ’s redeeming love as a pastor to his people; second, the world-wide 
telling of the same message, which made him an apostle of World Missions; 
third, challenging the Church to growth through stewardship of all God’s 
benefits to mankind; and, finally, appealing for constancy in Christian 
fervor through the message of history. 

What a pattern, and how wonderfully there ensued the great spirit en- 
shrined as it is in the heart of our living, moving Church. 

In reverence we give ourselves to Memory’s embrace, and from this 
solemn exercise of the soul and spirit we receive the challenge of these 
‘translated spirits. 

They bid us face the labors ahead with urgency and faith. 

Memory tells of heaven. You cannot exercise memory until you stand 
by the open grave and hear the preacher say, “I am the resurrection and 
the life.” You cannot divorce the concept of eternity from contemplation 
of the past. 

A-dear old man came to me the other day and clasped my hands. He is 
thinking of the journey. He gave me this. This was written by John Todd 
Killingsworth, known, no doubt, to all of you. He was left an orphan when 
he was a little boy, and now his aunt, who cared for him, was about to die, 
and he wrote her this letter: 

“It is now thirty-five years since I a little boy of six, was left quite 
alone in the world. You sent me word you would give me a home and be 
a kind mother to me. 

“T have never forgotten the day when I made the long journey of ten 
miles to your house in North Killingsworth. I can still recall my disap- 
pointment when, instead of coming yourself for me, you sent your colored 
man Caesar to fetch me. I well remember my tears and anxiety as, perched 
high on your -horse and clinging tight to Caesar, I rode off to my new 


ome. 

“Night fell before we finished the journey, and as it grew dark I became 
lonely and afraid. 

“Do you think she’ll go to bed before I get there?’ I asked Caesar 
anxiously. 

“Oh, no!’ he said reassuringly. ‘She’ll sure stay up for you. When 
we get out of these here woods you’ll see her candle shinin’ in the window.’ 
Presently we did ride out into the clearing, and there sure enough was 
your candle. 

“I remember you were waiting at the door, that you put your arm close 
about me, and that you lifted me—a tired and bewildered little boy—down 
from the horse. You had a fire burning on the hearth, a hot supper wait- 
ing on the stove. After supper you took me to my new room, heard me 
say my prayers, and then sat down beside me till I fell asleep. 

“You probably remember why I am recalling all this to your memory. 
Some day soon God will send for you, to take you to a new home. Don’t 
fear the summons, the strange journey, or the dark messenger of death. 

“God can be trusted to do as much for you as you were kind enough to do 
for me so many years ago. 

“At the end of the road you will find love and welcome waiting, and 
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you will be safe in God’s care. I shall watch you and pray for you until 
you are out of sight, and then wait for the day when I shall make the 
same journey myself and find you waiting at the end of the road to greet 
me. Ce 

_We had in our mid-western area the passing of possibly our greatest 
citizen within this past year. He had earned great fame, international fame— 
William Allen White. He was an editor. His works were read. He wrote 
on economics, politics, morals, patriotism. There came a time when a sore 
calamity visited his life. His little daughter was taken from him. It was 
sad, but he sat down and wrote “The Last Horseback Ride” for his little 
girl, and he said this: “If I ever have one claim to fame, it is the editorial 
that I wrote about her death and her funeral.” High schools and colleges 
have studied that throughout our land as the best piece of idiomatic 
English that is available. 

He told the story of her life, and then he described the funeral. He told 
us about the roses. There were no other flowers. Mary would have loved 
the roses that came from her brother’s classmates at Harvard. He told 
of the reading of the essay on love, of St. Paul. He spoke of the prayer. He 
spoke of Beethoven’s “Moonlight Sonata” and a cutting from Tschaikowski’s 
“Pathetic Symphony.” He told of the traffic cop who said “I want to direct 
the funeral procession’”—one of Mary’s friends. And he takes us in imagi- 
nation to the open grave, and he says this in a great, rushing climax: 

“A rift in the clouds in a gray day threw a shaft of sunlight upon her 
coffin as her nervous, energetic little body sank to its last sleep. But the 
soul of her, the glowing, gorgeous, fervent soul of her, surely was flaming 
in eager joy upon some other dawn.” 

And William Allen White was greatest when he taiked of heaven. No 
theme that inspired his pen gave it such facile power as came to him 
when his soul reached out after the great comforting assurance of Jesus. 
He dipped his pen in the azure blue of heaven and wrote because an 
angel of God stood by his side, and revealed to us the great truth of 
sorrow and lifted face of hope. Let us join in singing a hymn.

ADDRESS 
“Earning the Right to Preach” 
By Rev. Roy L. Smith, D.D. 


Bishop Warner and Members of the General Conference of the Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ: 

It is a very great privilege—a very great privilege I have in being with 
you. I greatly appreciate this introduction and the reference to the radio 
service. You really never know who is listening in, do you? That is one 
of the advantages of talking over the radio. If they ever get to the point 
of television, it is going to be something else. I was in New York City 
not long ago. They told me there about an invention perfected for the 
telephone, a little glass screen alongside the receiver, and when you take 
down the receiver to speak into the transmitter, there flashes on the screen 
the picture of the one to whom you are speaking. That is going to make a 
lot of difference in a lot of telephone conversations. (Laughter ) 

I confess that I am slightly disappointed in the fact that Bishop Warner 
did not mention the fact that I am editor of the Christian Advocate, the 
official publication of the Methodist Church. I am not here to secure sub- 
scriptions. I am rather proud of my newspaper connections, having been 
in the newspaper business at the same time I was in the pastorate, for a 
good many years. i 

Occasionally, I am badly deflated on the subject. Some months ago, I was 
to speak in one of our annual conferences in Pennsylvania. I had gone up

from Philadelphia to Wilkesbarre. I got in at 4:30 A. M. I was to go 
across by bus to the point where I was to speak to the conference at 7:30. 
I do not know whether you ever tried to kill the time between 4:30 and 7:30 
A. M. If you ever did, there is nothing in the world to do. The windows 
are all dark. (Laughter) Oh, does the General Conference know what I 
am talking about? You cannot go window shopping. There is nothing in 
the world to do but eat, and you are not hungry. 


Well, around five o’clock in the morning, I dropped in on a little frowsy 
restaurant alongside the bus station. ‘That is the kind that is usually next 
to the bus station. I sat down and ordered my breakfast. I hoped it would 
not come. It didn’t. As I was sitting there, a couple of girls came in, 
and sat at a table behind me. I could overhear their conversation. 


In a moment or two a newspaper boy came in and called: “Morning 
papers. Morning papers.” He came over to the girls and said “Morning 
papers.” Remember, it was five o’clock in the morning. One of the girls 
sald “I don’t think we want a paper. We can’t read, and we don’t enjoy the 
pictures.” He laid the paper down on the table and he said, “Well, smell 
it. Most of it is ‘bologna,’ anyhow.” (Laughter) 


I want to talk with you this morning on a rather earnest and rather 
serious theme—‘“Earning the Right to Preach.” A number of years ago in 
Los Angeles, we invited a woman, internationally famous as a phychologist, 
to come and spend a month psychoanalyzing us. She attended the Sunday 
school, the women’s meetings, the young peoples’ meetings. She held, I sup- 
pose, in those thirty days somewhere in the neighborhood of five hundred 
personal interviews with leaders of the church in various groups. She 
spoke to various groups. And then the last night of her stay, she met with 
the official board to give her report. 


I will never forget one sentence in that report. Said she: “I have made 
the discovery that in this church there are a very, very great number of 
people who are criticising, who have never earned the right to criticise.” 
— one has the right to criticise,” said she, “who has not earned that 
right.” 

And it suggested to me this theme of “Earning the Right to Preach.” 
Now the Methodist Church granted me the privilege of preaching thirty- 
seven years ago. The hands of Bishop William Frasier McDowell were 
laid upon me in blessing, and I was granted the privilege of preaching from 
Methodist pulpits. I was not born with that right. It was a privilege that 
was granted me. I had to earn the right. And there is something interesting 
there, that I must continually earn the right to preach. 


The only way I know I can earn the right to preach is by presenting three 
credentials. -First, I believe that every man should bring to his ministry 
a trained mind. There was a day when the preacher stood in the average 
community as the one learned man in the community. In the pioneer days, 
here in Ohio and in my own state of Kansas, through a good many years 
the frontiersmen had no time for books. They were struggling with the 
wilderness, they were pitting their bare hands against the wilderness to 
earn a living. They were not educated men. When the preacher arrived, 
that circuit rider, with a bunch of books in his saddle bag, he represented the 
most scholarly, the most learned, the best read, the most thoughtful, the 
best trained mind the frontiersmen had ever met. 


But with the development of these colleges of ours—and we stand here 
today on the campus of a great school that has made its contribution to 
Ohio in this field—as we build our colleges, our people have become trained. 
And the need of a trained leadership on the part of the preacher, the need 
of a trained leadership in the church, is as serious today as it was in the 
days of the frontier, and the preacher ought to be as far ahead of his 
people now as the preacher of seventy-five and one hundred years ago was 
ahead of his congregation in those days. 


Mind you, beloved, the preacher who stands in the pulpit stands as a 
ambassador of the Kingdom of Truth. Wasn’t that he nibece sas thintg 
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that Jesus said, when standing in Pilate’s judgment hall, accused of sedi- 
tion, when he admitted his kingship in the Kingdom of Truth? 


I hope that I am not seemingto be personal in any respect, but I do not 
believe the ministry is any place for an ignoramus, no matter how pious 
his phraseology. We are representatives of the Kingdom of Truth. 

I remember a woman who had been a member of my church, who went 
over to the Christian Science organization. She met me on the street 
one day and said, “Well, Brother Smith, you know I really didn’t want 
to leave you. I enjoyed your preaching so much. But I have gotten 
something,” she said, “you know we believe things that you can’t, you 
Methodists.” I have prayed sometimes, “Oh, Lord, deliver me from a 
superiority complex.” But I said to this woman: “If you believe something 
I can’t, then it isn’t true.” And I meant exactly that, for I worship a God 
of truth, and anything that is truth belongs to me as a Christian—incidentally 
as a Methodist. I am worshiping a God of truth. If there is anything true 
in all the world, God gave it its trueness. It couldn’t be true without his 
making it true, and if he made it true, it belongs to me as a representative 
of the Kingdom of Truth, and there is a place in my pulpit for spiritual 
interpretation. 

That means, you know, that a man must come to his responsibility as a 
preacher, a man must come to his ministry ready to interpret truth, ready 
to declare truth, ready to discern truth. He must bring to his ministry 
a trained mind. 

I believe in emotion. I believe in enthusiasm, but the most effective 
emotion I know is that intelligent emotion that arises from a mind that is 
trained to distinguish between vagrant impulses and dependable impulses, 
a mind that has been trained to see the difference between the temporary 
and the permanent, to see the difference in the relative sizes of two facts, for 
all facts are not the same size. And no man can be a representative of 
Jesus Christ who is not an ambassador for truth. 

I think we are going to have to face that situation. I am saying to you 
very frankly, my brothers and sisters, that the Christian church during 
the next fifty years perhaps is going to be under the necessity of facing a 
struggle for existence, and that struggle for existence in large part is going 
to be fought out in the area of the intellectual. 

Let me give you just one simple illustration of what I mean. My daughter 
is a graduate of the University of California, at Berkeley. Her mother and 
I sent her through the school and provided the financial support and the 
moral encouragement to get her through. We finished working her way 
through about two years ago. Now I think it was the expectation for her 
to become a teacher of political science. We spent several thousand dollars 
on her voice to make her a contralto soloist. Now she is a member of 
the Boilermakers Union, employed by the shipyards. 

But I sat the other day with the ministers group, the ministers federation 
of Berkeley. They represented all of the generally accepted denominations. 
There are one thousand, six hundred members on the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley, and those preachers could not count 
more than twenty-five out of one thousand six hundred that attended any 
church, Catholic or Protestant. 

I talked with a college president the other day. I suppose there are 
college presidents in this audience, perhaps, and they will probably sub- 
stantiate the thing I am saying. This college president said to me, “I do 
not know where to go to get Ph.D.’s for my faculty who are loyal church- 
men, for there is not a graduate school in America that is not pagan.” You 
cannot have a college without Ph.D.’s. Oh, you can have a college without 
Ph.D.’s, but then you do not get recognized. You do not have a college 
faculty without Ph.D.’s, and the great graduate schools of America that are 
producing doctors of philosophy capable of handling the scholastic re- 
sponsibilities of faculty posts are almost without exception pagan. I am 
saying out of a profound conviction that there is not anything more seriously 
needed in the religious life of America than a great graduate school under 
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Christian auspices that will produce college professors who will be loyal 
to the fundamentals of the Christian faith. (Amen) 

The great struggle of the Christian church in the next twenty-five to 
fifty years is going to be, in my opinion, in the intellectual field, where 
we are going to have to go in with a new apologetic, and declare the 
confidence we have and the faith we have in intellectual terms in the 
divinity of Jesus and the fact of the resurrection, and the fact of a personal 
God. 

Bishop Brashares told me the other day of a meeting of a group of 
students at the University of Michigan, some four hundred of them, on the 
subject of religion. And the associate pastor of a church in Ann Arbor 
said, “Now, if we are going to talk about religion, we are first of all going 
to have to get away from the idea of prayer. No intelligent person believes 
in prayer any more,” this associate pastor said, “and of course we will have 
to abandon the idea of a personal God. Now let’s clear the ground and 
start from there.” ; 

Well, you cannot start from nowhere. And I am saying to you, my 
dear friends, my Christian friends, we are going to have to face a world 
that has been produced in large part by an educational system that has 
shaken men’s faith in the fact of a personal God. 

I am saying to you, my good friends, again, that you cannot do that on 
the basis of enthusiasm. You are going to have to have men, you are 
going to have to have trained minds that can walk right out into the 
farthest horizons of thought into which any pagan philosopher has gone 
and stand there and declare “I know whom I have believed.” (Amen) 

The preacher is going to have to come to his ministry with a trained mind. 
This is no field for men with half formed opinions. This is no responsibility 
to be assumed by men who have not thought their way through. If I were 
speaking to an annual conference, I would say that no preacher has a right 
to go home from the annual conference without buying a book, or without 
taking a book home with him, not one of these easy things that can be 
read late at night when one is half asleep, but something that is so serious, 
something that takes so much of mental effort, so much of intellectual 
investment, that a man has to get up in the early morning, or read it 
while he is fresh and his mind is vigorous and takes hold of it, and wrestle 
with it and read a page over and over and over again until he knows what 
that author is saying. Incidentally, that can go for laymen, too—that can 
go for laymen. A preacher who is dealing in profound themes finds himself 
helpless before a congregation that has never thought further than this 
morning’s headlines. And one of the reasons for the ineffectual efforts of 
many a church is the fact that the laymen are not reading. 

Isn’t that a great text? When somebody asked Jesus what was the 
greatest of all the commandments, he said “Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy mind.” The 
ancient prayer of the Jews was “Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart and with all thy soul” and the Hebrew says, “with all thy 
might.” Jesus said “with all thy mind.” 

I want to tell you, dear friends, that profound thinking on a religious 
theme is as pious as a long prayer. No man has earned the right to 
preach who does not come to his pulpit, come to his ministry, come to the 
morning hour with a trained mind. 

Do not for a moment get the idea that I am not in favor of an emotional 
experience. Iam. It is highly important. But the thing that gives an emo- 
tional experience any meaning whatever is the thinking that goes along 
with that emotional experience. 

Paul was an emotional sort of man, but you would have called him a 
scholar, Think of Jesus himself—a carpenter by profession or training. 
You remember what Nicodemus said to him. Nicodemus was a scholar. 
He was the equivalent of a doctor of philosophy. He was the head of a 
department at the university. When Nicodemus met Jesus up there in that 
quiet, personal conference, he said to him “Rabbi, we know thou art 
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a teacher come from God.” What did that word “Rabbi” mean? It was 
the equivalent of the modern title “Professor.” It meant teacher, professor. 


Imagine the president of one of your colleges meeting a carpenter from 
your town, ahd sitting down with him and saying to him, “Now, Doctor, 
let’s compare ideas on this thing.” Jesus left the impression on his own 
generation that he was a learned man. 


All right, my brethren, you belong to the Rotary Club if you want to. 
I happen to belong to the Masons. If you want to belong to the Lions Club, 
or any of these social organizations, all right, or be a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce; be a good sport, be a man among men, but be a 
thinker first. Go into your pulpit able to convince men that you know 
your way through the great ideas. 


I think the second credential any man must present if he is going 
to earn the right to preach is a personal experience of God. In my preach- 
ing I have made a very interesting discovery. When I stand before a 
congregation and quote to them something that I have read from Reinhold 
Niebuhr, they listen respectfully. When I say “Gilbert Chesterton said this 
about God,” they listen respectfully. But when I say “Dear friends, I met 
God this week,’ everybody leans forward. to have the last word from him, 
to know what he said. There is nothing, Bishop Warner, I have ever said 
to a congregation that has elicited the same interest as when I have been 
able to say “God said to me this week” and so on. And incidentally, I think 
we ought to be able to say he said it to us “this week.” 


I am not a member of any Oxford group, and I find myself in small 
sympathy with a great deal of what they stand for. There is one thing 
I have very great sympathy for. They have a saying concerning their 
sharing meetings—the kind of meetings we Methodists and you United 
Brethren used to eall a testimonial service, now it is a sharing meeting. 
It is all the same thing—just a different name. In one of those sharing 
meetings, they say nobody is to be permitted to talk about a spiritual 
experience that is more than seven days old. It is a little bit like asparagus 
and strawberries—it kind of runs down after a while. 


A good many years ago out in Kansas I was pastor of a little circuit 
which had three churches. One Sunday morning I went here, and the next 
Sunday I went to this one, and the next Sunday I went to that one. When 
I was over here, these people in the other churches would hold what they 
called their class meeting. There were a couple of dear brothers in a 
class meeting one morning. One of them got up and offered the same testi- 
mony he had offered every other Sunday for, I suppose, many years, 
probably. He said, “Well, brothers and sisters, forty-two years ago the 
Lord saved me in a little schoolhouse in Illinois. He filled my cup full. He 
ain’t never put none in since, he ain’t never took none out. It is full this 
morning, praise the Lord.” (Laughter) 

The other dear old man, who had heard that testimony a good many 
times, said, “Well, now, listen, Uncle Jimmy. You say when the Lord 
filled your cup, he filled it full?” “Yes, sir.” “He ain’t never took none 
out?” “No, sir.” “He ain’t never put none in.” “No, sir.” “Well, then, 
I will guarantee there’s wiggle-tails in it.” (Laughter) 

What I am pleading for this morning, dear friends, is a personal, vital 
experience with God that is recent enough that it is news. I shall not soon 
forget when in a service in a little bit of a country church in Iowa, at 
least twenty-seven or twenty-eight years ago, a very humble man came 
into the pulpit. It was a stormy Sunday. There were not more than 
twenty people there. They did not have many preliminaries. They had a 
hymn and a prayer, and a Scripture lesson. Then the good man began 
to preach. And he walked out beside his pulpit with his Bible open in 
his hands and he said, “Beloved, I want to tell you what God told me this 
week.” He did not have to worry about attention after that. “I want 
to tell you what God told me this week.” I think it is a good idea to 
quote from Reinhold Niebuhr, whether you understand what he says or 
not, but the finest quotation I have ever been able to find is a quotation 
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from God—not just a quotation from the Book. Certainly the preacher 
ought to know his Bible. 


A man who can go into the pulpit and say, in the midst of anxiety and 
in the face of discouragement: “This week God came and said to me, ‘Let 
not your heart be troubled, for ye believe in God, believe also in me.’ The 
man who can say he has had that experience, is going to find the people 
crowding around him quietly, gently, tenderly, wistfully saying “Come 
to our house and introduce us, introduce us to God.” 


A personal experience. Along with that, I think that personal experi- 
ence ought to be kept up to date. I am not quite familiar—I wish 1 
were—I am not quite familiar with your ordination service. I am not 
quite familiar with your ordination vows. I cannot think they are very 
different from those we use in the Methodist Church. But I am asking 
you, my ministerial brothers, what would you give—what would you give 
this morning to be able to go back to that day when you stood before the 
altar of a United Brethren church somewhere and looked into the face 
of your bishop and gave answers to those questions, and were ordained 
into the ministry of the church of Christ? What would you give to have 
that thrill again that came to you that morning? 


You laymen and laywomen, you will forgive me if I talk to my brothers 
in the ministry for a moment. A thing happened to me in Great Bend, 
Kansas. I was only a little while out of college. I had not had my semi- 
nary work as yet. Bishop McDowell was in charge of our conference. At 
the appointed moment he called the class forward, and we stood before 
the altar. I say “we” did. I think there was somebody else there, but 
I colt remember. So far as I can remember I could have been the 
only one. : 


In those days we had a question. The question was: ‘Will you give dili- 
gent care to the instruction of the children?” There was another ques- 
tion: “Will you give all of your time and all that you are to the ministry 
of the gospel of Christ?” Most of our bishops now do this thing, but 
it was not done then. Bishop McDowell did it for the first time. They 
call the wife of the preacher forward, and she stands just in behind her 
pastor husband. This is the wife’s place, you see, to stand behind him. 


You laymen keep this in mind: The preacher was called to his min- 
istry. His wife married a man who was called. Maybe she was called, 
and maybe she was not. She got her call by transfer. And God bless 
these women who love a called man well enough to stand behind him 
through a lifetime in the ministry of the gospel of Christ—a woman who 
will tell her husband it was good when she knows he needs to hear that it 
was good, whether it was or not. 


I was complaining one morning over the fact that people were not coming 
to church. I was rather caustic about it. One Sunday morning Mrs. 
Smith said to me, “Now let me ask you a question: How far would you go 
this morning to hear the sermon these people are going to have to listen 
to?” (Laughter.) That is the kind of wife I married. It has been mighty 
wholesome, for if I have ego, it is not because she fed it. 


Bishop McDowell asked the wives to come. They stood in behind us. 
Mrs, Smith stood there. He went down the line and asked that question 
of each one. He came to me. He said “Roy, will you be diligent in 
instructing the children?” I said “Yes, sir.” He said, “Will you?” “Yes, 
sir.” “Will you?” “Yes, sir.” “Will you give all your time and all that 
you are to the ministry of the gospel of Christ?” “I will.’ “Do you mean 
it? Does this mean forever and forever?” “I will.” And in that moment 
the church and the rest of the class, and everything and everybody in the 
world slipped away. I was giving my word to the Bishop of the Church, 
through him to God. My brothers, do you remember when you stood there? 


They pronounced the benediction a few minutes after that. Mrs. Smith 
took me by the arm—not a word. We went out a side door. Not a word. 
Two blocks away from the church she clutched my arm and said, “Now 
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we are in the ministry, aren’t we?” Oh, my brothers, what would you 
give to get back there? 

There is a text in the Psalms I intend to preach on for a moment. I 
will just give you the text. You can preach it. “Restore unto me the 
joy of thy salvation.” I had spoken before an annual conference in New 
York state. At the close of the service I was on my way back to the hotel. 
A preacher hurried up alongside me, slipped his arm with mine and said, 

Do you mind if I go over to your hotel with you?” I said “No, come on.” 
He did not say anything until we got up to my room. He said, “I want to 
tell you what happened.” He said, “I am fifty-three years old. I have been 
preaching now twenty-seven years.” “Well,” he said, “I have actually 
preached seventeen, and I have been occupying a pulpit for the last ten. 
I haven’t really been preaching. I have just been repeating the sermons 
I worked up during those first seven years. Something has gone out of 
me, something has gone out of me, but this afternoon while you were 
speaking, the spirit of a great conviction came over me, and I knew that 
the God I had been talking about in my pulpit last Sunday was one I 
hadn’t met personally for months, and I laid my head over on the back 
of the pew in front of me, and I prayed forgiveness. I don’t remember 
anything that you said after a certain point in the address. I was settling 
some things with God. I want to tell you, Brother Smith, the bishop 
is going to assign a new preacher to my church. Whether I go back 
or not, he is going to assign a new preacher.” 

You know every bishop makes some appointments, and announces 
some sentences. (Laughter) What would you give to be back there? Lay- 
men, you remember the night that you knelt at the altar and gave your 
heart to Almighty God. And do you remember the joy that came into 
your life in that moment of the realization of the forgiveness of sins and 
the unloading of the tragedy you had carried on your soul for months 
or years? What would you give to be back? What would you give to be 
back? What would you give to kneel again at that altar and pray 
again the prayer of penitence: “God be merciful to me, a sinner’? 

I tell you, if that thing could become universal in the United Brethren 
Church during the period of the next ninety days, you would not need 
to worry about any evangelistic campaign—the thing would happen auto- 
matically. No man has earned the right to preach who does not come to 
his pulpit with a personal experience of God, and that personal experience 
must be kept fresh and new and real and vital. 

And then no man has earned the right to preach who does not come 
to his pulpit with a consecrated life. A good many people are mistaken, 
in my opinion, in this matter of conversion. A lot of folks have had the 
idea when one was converied that he was saved, and by saved they have 
meant preserved. 

I am speaking now as an editor. Whenever I receive a letter that begins 
something like this, ‘Dear brother: I have been reading your paper and 
I have one or two comments I want to make. I would like to say in the 
first place I am a Christian,” I know from that time on that is going to be 
a nasty letter. Conversion means a turning about and a beginning. So 
many folks have thought it meant a turning about and a standing still. 

In China, in Peiking, an old Chinese scholar came to visit me one 
morning at the hotel, and said, ‘We in China have a compass very much 
different from yours. Your compass has four points. Ours has five.” I 
said, “Five points in your compass?” He said “Yes. Your compass has 
four points, north, south, east and west. Our compass has north, south, 
east and west, and where are you. You never know what is north or west 
or south or east until you know where you are.” ; 

Conversion is a matter of establishing the fact as to where we are in 
relation to God and, from then on, we start to move. , 

I think we are going to have to enlarge our idea of consecration. I think 
we are going to have to amplify the whole question of consecration. I 
remember when I knelt at the altar of a little Methodist church in 
Dexter, Kansas and was consecrated, I made certain promises. I promised 
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the Lord that everything I owned should be his, and that meant he got a 
slide trombone. That is all I had. 

It reminds me of a wedding that:occurred when I was a boy. The young 
bandmaster in our town was marrying the daughter of the local grocer. 
It came to the point where he said, “With all my worldly goods I thee 
endow,” and his father said, “There goes his trumpet.” All I had to dedi- 
cate was a slide trombone. I mean in the way of property. 

Then there came a day when I owned something else, and that consecra- 
tion had to be moved up to that new possession. A little fifteen or sixteen- 
year-old girl in my church in Los Angeles said to me one day “Pop”’— 
she was an intimate friend of my daughter, and used that rather familiar 
term “pop’—““Tell me: I was at the Institute last summer and I made a 
consecration. Last winter I made a consecration. I was at the Institute 
this summer. I made a consecration. And here tonight you asked us to 
make a new consecration. Why do I have to go on making all these 
consecrations?” 

I said, “Dottie, do you remember the first time that Christopher Columbus 
arrived in the western hemisphere at the little island of San Salvador, and 
he put up the flag, to claim the isle in the name of the king and queen 
of Spain? Then he landed at a new spot and put up the flag of his monarch 
again. Every time Columbus found new land he put up a flag. A year ago 
at the Institute you had landed and found one area of life, and you put 
up the Cross and claimed it for Christ. Last summer you found it again. 
Tonight you have found another piece of land.” Then I looked the little 
girl in the face, and I said, “Some of these days you are going to meet 
the Prince Charming. That is going to be an entirely new continent, not 
just an island. It may be deep water, but it is going to be a new continent, 
and you are going to have to put up the standard of your Christ.” 

Some months ago, out in San Francisco, I found her with her baby 
and that lovely young doctor husband, and I said to her, “Dottie, have you 
put up the flag?” “Yes,” she said, “That flag is over my baby now.” 

Don’t you see what I mean? The consecration of twenty years ago, be-~ 
loved, may leave out a lot of territory that has been included since then. 
We have had a new deal since that day. Beloved, run up that flag—run up 
that flag. There has never been a time when the United Brethren ever 
had as much money as now. One of the tragedies is there is so much of 
it that is out from under that flag. 

What do you suppose God could do with the United Brethren Church— 
what do you suppose God could do with the Methodists, if God had charge 
of those funds? Well, among other things, it would relieve a lot of us of 
a lot of anxiety. One of the bishops of our church tells about an old 
farmer who had had a terrible time with tithing. He debated it for weeks 
and months and years. Finally, in sheer spiritual. weakness, he said, “Oh, 
Lord, if you let up on me I will tithe.’ He had a fine farm—a fine farm. 
He said “Yes, sir; from this day on it is your farm. I will take a living. I 
will administer it as though it were mine. I will use all the skill and 
intelligence of which I am capable, but this is your farm.” And he had 
spiritual peace such as he had not had in his life before. 

Two weeks after that the grasshoppers came and settled down all over 
that farm. He looked out over the fields, and he saw them take everything 
except the mortgage. He went down town. Somebody met him at the 
post office and said to him: “Fred, the grasshoppers are just about to take 
your farm.” “Yes,” he said, “Looks like they are going to get it pretty 
clean.” “Aren’t you worried?” “No, not particular.” “Man, if I saw my 
crops going the way your crops are going, I would certainly be worried.” 
“Well,” he said, “about two weeks ago I turned that farm over to the Lord. 
It is his. It is the Lord’s farm, and it is the Lord’s grasshoppers. If he 
wants to pasture his own grasshoppers on his own land, that is all right 
with me.” (Laughter) 

Back of that jest, dear friends, there is a very profound spiritual experi- 
ence. If you put God in charge, it becomes God’s responsibility. No man 
is prepared to preach the gospel from the pulpit of a Christian church

who has not put everything he has into the task. “Will you give all that 
you are, all that you have?” “I will. I will.” “Will you match your 
Lord’s dedication with one of your own?” He said, you know, “Greater 
love hath no man than this, that he would lay down his life for his friend. 
I have laid down my life for you.” 


Does any man have the right to stand in the pulpit of the church of 

Christ and plead with the laymen to give their all when he himself has 
given a fraction? It cannot be done. 
_ A young fellow named Jimmy Roberts was the teacher of a boys’ class 
in our Sunday school in First Church in Los Angeles. Jimmy was an 
eccentric young fellow. He came to me one day and said, “My mother 
thinks I ought to be a preacher.” It is too long a story. I am not going 
into the details of that. Eventually he went to the University of Southern 
California. He graduated and then took a little church. He was in some of 
the classes I had at the University in the School of Religion. I talked with 
him frequently. Finally, he went back to Drew Theological school in 
Madison, New Jersey. : 

About six or eight weeks before his graduation, he wrote to the bishop 
and his district superintendent, saying, “I will be at conference ready to 
receive my appointment.” According to our Methodist system every 
member of the annual conference, and Jimmy was a member—every 
member of the annual conference is to be given a church—he must be 
given a church. It is the law. Jimmy wrote, saying, “I am coming back 
to receive an appointment. I will go anywhere. I will take anything.” 

He arrived. I met him a few hours after he got to town. I said, “Have 
you talked to your district superintendent?” ‘‘No,’’ he said, “I am leaving 
this to the bishop and the district superintendent. I am not going to talk 
to them.” We sat through conference, and I asked him once or twice if 
he had any hint as to where they were going to send him. He said, “No. 
I don’t want to polish any apples, and I have kept away.” He was a very 
young man. Came the hour when the appointments were to be read, late 
in the afternoon, about five o’clock, a little before, perhaps. The bishop 
stood. with the list. He was reading them. Jimmy Robert’s name begin- 
ning with R, came well down on the list. Jimmy was listening. One name 
after another was read—one name after another. Several of the young 
fellows he knew received their appointments, but Jimmy did not hear it, 
he was listening for the name James Roberts. 

Then suddenly there came this announcement: “James R. Roberts, 
Rolanda Park, San Diego.” Jimmy turned to the young fellow sitting 
next to him and said, ‘“‘Where is that?” He said “I don’t know.” His name 
began with W. He said “Rolanda Park, where is it?” “I don’t know.” 
They were listening for their own appointment. They had not heard his. 

When it was all over, Jimmy had the conference minutes, and he could 
not find any mention of it. He hunted up his district superintendent. 
He said, ‘Doctor Buckner, was I mistaken? I thought I heard my name 
read out for Rolanda Park.” “Yes, Jimmy, that is where you go.” ‘“Rolanda 
Park—I did not find it in the minutes.” The district superintendent said, 
“No, it is a new work.” Jimmy said, “Who is the chairman of the pulpit 
committee?” “They don’t have any.” “What kind of a plant do they 
have?” “They don’t have any.’ “How many members are there?” 
“There aren’t any, Jimmy. It is a new church we are starting out in a 
new section. There are several thousand new homes being built. The 
Missionary Society will stand by you for a year. We have three lots. 
You go out, spend the year, organize a church, and get a building up.” 
Then he said to Jimmy, “But it is a great opportunity.” Whenever they 
cannot say anything about a church in the Methodist denomination, they 
call it a great opportunity. “It is a great opporunity, Jimmy. It is a great 
opportunity.” : ; 

Jimmy got into his car. As he drove away, he said, “What is the matter? 
Didn’t they think I could handle a good church? They start me out like 
this.” He went out and found three empty lots. He stood in the midst of 
this, looked around. There were buildings just going up—no member- 
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ship, no pulpit committee, nothing. With leaden feet he turned away from 
rae an lots, got into his car and drove to First Church, where he 
had knelt at the altar and where he had gotten as near as he could to 
God, where he had knelt in dedicating his life to the ministry. 

For an hour he prayed. Nothing happened. He went home. His, mother, 
a rather odd kind of woman, met him at the door. She asked him, “Jimmy, 
where did they send you?” He answered: “Rolanda Park.” “What kind 
of a church is it?” “I don’t know. I haven’t seen it yet.” Then he had a 
headache. There were those who said he had. He did not want anything 
to eat. He excused himself and went to his room. All night long he rolled 
and tossed. He arose early the next morning, swallowed a bite of break- 
fast, got into his car and came to First Church. He knelt at that altar 
for half an hour. And then he went out and went to those three empty 
lots. 

He told me afterwards he went across those lots in this direction, and 
this way, and this way, and this way, until he said, “I am perfectly sure 
my feet had rested on every square foot of those three empty lots, and 
finally I dropped on my knees in the midst of them, and I began to pray, 
And then I knew when I wrote to the bishop saying ‘I will take anything 
I meant anything that paid $1,800.00 and is well organized. As I knelt 
there in the midst of those empty lots, I began to feel the walls of a 
building going up about me. I felt the roof going on, the sky shut out, 
and I heard the voices of little children singing. I felt myself in the pulpit 
and saw the faces of the people as I declared to them the unsearchablee 
riches of Christ. I arose and dusted off my knees, and without putting my 
hat on, I walked straight across the street to a half finished house. I rang 
the door bell. A woman opened the door just about that far. She thought 
I was a Fuller Brush salesman, I suppose.” 

He said, “Good morning, madam. I am the pastor of these three empty 
lots across the street, and I have come to you to talk with you about 
our new church.” She said, “Come in, come in, come in. I have three 
children. Ever since I came to this place, they told me there was going 
to be a church. I prayed the day might come.” 

Twenty minutes after that, that boy and that young wife were down 
there on that bare floor, praying their prayer of dedication to the church 
that was not built yet. She called a neighbor over the phone. He went 
with that introduction and talked with that woman, who had two children. 
Before night he had been in fifteen homes. And that night he found 
fifteen husbands. On the following Sunday morning, thirty-one families 
gathered in one of these unfinished houses and dedicated the new church. 
A letter not long ago said, “We have the building up. We have three 
hundred families. We have it all paid for. I wish you could have seen 
my Sunday school of 450 children last Sunday.” 

A man has to be willing to go to three empty lots before he can stand 
before that kind of congregation. I think that is one of our credentials— 
a consecrated life. 

No man has earned the right to preach who does not bring to his min- 
istry a trained mind. No man has earned the right to preach who does not 
bring to his ministry all that he has. 

In the Methodist annual conference two years ago in Alton, Illinois, I 
had preached as best I knew, and then I did a thing I had not at all planned 
to do. I believe the Spirit of God moved upon my spirit and gave me the 
suggestion. I said, “Every man, every woman in this congregation who 
would like to dedicate anew, I want you to come to the altar.” And then 
I said a very dangerous thing: “If there is any preacher in this congrega- 
tion who holds a grudge against another preacher and won’t speak to 
him, he had better come to this altar and get that thing cleared up, other- 
wise the bishop will have a source of infection. No bishop would send a 
typhoid infection, but many a bishop has had to send a man with a grudge.” 

I made that as personal as I knew how. Then when the moment came, 
they swarmed down to that altar. I invited them to pray. I heard a voice 
sobbing. I peeped, I looked out through my lashes, and saw right down 
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in front of the pulpit a young chap, about twenty-eight, with his face 
turned up toward God. And suddenly he flung his arms wide, and he 
said, “Oh, God, Iam not much. You can have all there is of me.” He had 
earned his right to preach.” —~ 


ADDRESS 
“The World in Which We Are Going to Have to Live” 
By Rev. Roy L. Smith, D.D. 


Bishop Weidler, and Members of the General Conference and Friends: 
What Bishop Weidler has said about the Methodists reminds me of the 
answer an Episcopal clergyman gave when he was asked how many mem- 
bers he had. He said, “About 200 souls and a few heels.” (Laughter.) 

If it should so happen that we slip into the peace as unprepared as we 
slipped into the war, it will be tragedy multiplied, for the simple reason 
that peace is as complex as life, whereas war is as simple as death. Peace 
is a matter of building; war is a matter of destroying. And you and I are 
face to face with the responsibility of moving over into a new world, such 
a world as none of us have ever lived in before. 

We will never again live in the world of 1938. As a matter of fact, we will 
never again live in the world of 1944. We are going to be living in a world 
that is altogether different. They say that Christopher Columbus discovered 
America in 1492, and that America discovered the rest of the world in 1942. 
There is more than a little truth in that epigram. More Americans have 
learned to mispronounce more foreign names in the last two years than 
ever before in history. 

Take the case of the Solomon Islands. If anybody had suggested a few 
years ago anything about the Solomon Islands, you would immediately 
have assumed that they belonged to the House of David. Now you know 
they belong to the Marines. We are talking in new terms, thinking in 
new terms. 

Here at Westerville this afternoon, we are not more than sixty air hours 
from any other spot on the globe. It takes an altogether different attitude 
of mankind and heart to live sixty hours away from people than to live 
10,000 miles away. 

A man and his wife, a rather elderly couple, living out of Kansas City 
some forty or fifty miles a number of years ago, decided to move to Kansas 
City. They had lived on a farm for forty years and reared their children 
in that country neighborhood. They had gone to the little country church. 
Their children had gone to the public school down at the corner. And now 
with the children gone, the old folks decided to move to the city. 

They went into Kansas City and bought a lovely little cottage. Another 
family that had lived approximately three-quarters of a mile away from 
them, belonged to the same church. Their children had gone to the same 
country school. For 35 years at least they had been the most cordial, warm, 
intimate friends. 

When the first family moved to Kansas City, the second family said 
“Wouldn’t it be fine for us to retire? We have been such good friends, 
wouldn’t it be lovely to get a house near them, live close to them, and 
continue this friendship on through the sunset of life?” 

They bought a house 15 feet away from their friends. The first family 
took chickens to the city, and the second family took garden seeds. And 
six months later, one family went over and joined the Presbyterians. They 
had been able to live together at a distance of three-quarters of a mile in 
perfect Christian grace, but to live together at fifteen feet presented an 
entirely different spiritual problem. 

If I may use a slang expression in a perfectly serious way, I would like 
to call your attention to the fact that during the last five years, the whole 
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world has gone to town, and we are living closer together than ever be- 
fore. And I am saying very earnestly it is going to take far more Christian 
grace to live together during the next twenty-five years than ever in all 
of history before, because we are living so close together. 

And so I want to talk with you this afternoon akout the world in which 
we are going to have to live. The first thing I want to say about that 
world is that it is one for which we have taken responsibility. It is our 
world. Again using a slang expression, it is in our lap. That is what 
unconditional surrender meant. 

Do you know what unconditional surrender means?” Of course any 
married man does. (Laughter) But unconditional surrender means that 
one party imposes the terms and the other party accepts them without 
debate. 

At Casablanca when Winston Churchill and President Roosevelt an- 
nounced to the world that the only terms granted to Germany, Japan and 
Italy would be those of unconditional surrender, we accepted the responsi- 
bility of the world from that time on. If peace is to be permanent, we will 
get the credit. If it is temporary, we will have to take the blame. It is 
our world now. 

Neither Hitler, Himmler, Goering nor any other Nazi is responsible now 
for the feeding of the Germans, nor for the feeding of the Dutch, nor the 
French, nor the Belgians. That is our job. We accepted the responsibility 
when we said unconditional surrender. Those words “unconditional sur- 
render” sounded very important, they sounded very imposing, they sounded 
very severe when they were announced by President Roosevelt and Mr. 
Churchill. Now that we have the responsibility on our hands, those words 
have a new meaning. 

This is our world. This is our world. If it is our world, we ought to get 
acquainted with it. We ought to know something about it. We ought to 
know what kind of world it is. We ought to know what the problems of 
our world are. And just because, as I have already said, it is going to take 
more Christian grace to live in this world than any world in which we ever 
tried to live before, and just because of the peculiar conditions that domi- 
nate this world, you and I as Christians had better face this world, and 
face it frankly. 

Hostilities have ceased now for approximately one week officially, and 
at the present moment we are responsible for a world that is hungry— 
desperately hungry. The soil of Europe is very thin. It will not produce 
as the soil of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, lowa, Nebraska, or my own state of 
Kansas. It is a thin soil. For a hundred years they have had to add 
fertilizer in order to produce even enough crops to make a showing. 
Europe has never been able to feed herself. Thy have always had to 
import foodstuffs. And this year the crops will be less than 50 per cent 
of normal. 

Some weeks ago General Eisenhower broadcast an appeal to the German 
people to sow the last possible foot of ground, to plant the last possible 
seeds. Some Germans accepted the advice. A good many, still persuaded 
German victory was a possibility, refused to plant, lest the crops should 
fall in the hands of the Allies. The season is so far advanced that only 
limited crops can be planted, with the result that by the first of next 
November Europe will have the smallest food supply it has had in a 
ales de “¢ 

ong with that goes the fact that for the last five years no fertilizer 
has been added to the soil. There has not been a nora crop anagtee 
many invaded Poland, both due to the depletion of the soil and the move- 
ment of workers, the outcome of which means, according to soil experts 
I have talked with, that it will be necessary to spend at least 15 years in 
rehabilitating the soil so it will be capable of producing a normal crop. 

Add to all these facts this simple fact, namely, that Germany has de- 
spoiled every liberted nation, taking all of the food supplies she could get 
her hands on, together with other supplies, and you have at least 225 miJ- 
lions of despoiled and destitute people in Europe. — 
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Let us take the Dutch as an illustration. As the German army left 
Holland, they went into every home, every village, every town, every 
little hamlet, every private room, and took everything woolen out of it— 
the blankets, the coats, the raw woolens—everything. Unless the Allies 
come to the assistance of the liberated Dutch before the rigors of the next 
winter begin, there will be literally millions of the Dutch that will face 
the imminent possibility of freezing. 

Not so long ago General Eizenhower sent a cable to certain individuals 
in the United States. They relayed it to the religious press. The Christian 
Advocate published the cablegram, in which General Eizenhower asked 
for one million blankets for the Dutch. There have been shipped from 
New York hundreds of thousands of blankets, but there is still a need, a 
desperate need, for this elemental thing of bed covering, just for the 
maintenance of actual existence. 

We are going to be face to face with a world that is hungry, and in 
Europe we have a continent that is hungry. It is going to be necessary 
for food supplies to be drawn from North America and from South America 
in order to prevent actual starvation. We have on our hands a continent 
incapable of feeding itself. 

Alongside of the fact of the lack of food, there is serious disruption of 
transportation. The highways have been blown to bits. The railroad 
equipment and railroad rolling stock, and rails themselves, throughout all 
of Central Europe, are blasted to bits. Someone made the statement the 
other day, and I think it is probably correct, that there is not an uninter- 
rupted railroad line forty miles long anywhere in Germany, which means 
that 40 miles from here there can be a community with some food, and 
over here a community with no food, with no way of getting the food from 
there to here. It is not only a matter of carrying food into Europe, it is a 
matter of distributing that food. You can wait for the adjustment of the 
Polish boundary. You can persuade a people to stand in patience while 
you decide who is going to be their ruler, but empty stomachs do not wait— 
empty stomachs do not wait. 

So we are going to be face to face with a world that is hungry. And 
incidentally, dear friends, that hunger is going to reflect itself in their 
attitude toward the United States. That is what unconditional surrender 
meant. 

Alongside of that fact of hunger, there must go the fact that the world 
into which we are moving, that we have on our hands, is a psychopathic 
world. Let me illustrate: ; ‘ 

A number of years ago I was involved in a rather serious automobile 
accident, that left me unconscious by the side of the road. I was hauled 
in to a hospital some three or four miles away. About twelve or fourteen 
hours later I came out of the fog of unconsciousness, and I was in a cast 
for twelve weeks. And then they let me out. I confess to you I never see 
a car hurrying up on me from the right to this day—and that has been 
seven years ago now—I never see a car hurrying up on me from the right 
that I do not break out in a cold sweat. 

That happened when I was 51 years of age. My mind was mature, and 
set. There are those who say it is concrete. (Laughter) But at least it 
was set. And if that thing can happen in the case of the mature mind of 
an adult, what do you suppose happens in the case of a child, an impres- 
sionable child? : 

I have in my files a semi-confidential report from a group of psychologists 
in London, to the effect that the mental hospitals of the British Isles are 
going to be receiving mental patients for the next fifty years—the product 
of the bombing of British cities. 

Let us take the city of Hamburg as an example, with a population of 
1,600,000. The lowest estimate that I have been able to find of casualties 
there indicates that during the earlier bombings of Hamburg there were 
at least 200,000 casualties, of which 30,000 were children under 15 years 
of age. That does not mean they were all killed. It means they suffered 
in one way or another from shock. 30,000 children in one community. 
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Add to that, if you please, the children of Berlin, who lived through 
saturation bombings, who lived through these blitzes that came day after 
day, and all of the other cities and places, and throughout Europe you have 
children to the number of literally millions who will suffer mental trauma, 
wounds on the mind, as long as they live. , 

Incidentally, those are the people we are going to have to live with— 
those are the people with whom our children will. have to live—those are 
the people we have to make peace with. 

I was on a train the other day, and saw a soldier and his wife sitting in a 
seat together. They had a little child, about four years old. The little 
fellow was playing on his daddy’s lap. Every once in a while he would 
pull his hat down and say “I am a soldier now, too.” I said to myself as I 
watched the performance, “How long will it be before that little boy has 
a soldier’s cap of his own?” 

Careful estimates that have been given to me through various sources 
indicate that there are between four and a half and five millions of dis- 
placed, orphaned children, uprooted from their homes, some of whom are 
wandering as bands of wild children, some of whom have been in concen- 
tration camps, tens of thousands of whom will never know who their 
parents were, scattered all over Europe today—the forgotten children—no 
one responsible for them. 

They will be the last to be cared for—every one of them with their hands 
raised against society because of the injuries they have suffered as children. 
Suppose in your home town, for instance, suppose in your home town that 
for five years ail the children had been taught that the great, the heroic, 
the splendid and the admirable children were the underground leaders, 
the guerrilas, those who stole out by night, sank a dagger into the back 
of an enemy. Suppose your children for five years had been taught that 
every officer of the law was an enemy, that every responsibly authority 
was a foe, that all law represented injustice and oppression. 

Then suppose that suddenly the whistles should be shrieking, and bells 
begin to ring, and they would say “As you were.” You cannot restore those 
children to normalcy that way. You have got a Europe with a total popula- 
tion of approximately three hundred million people, with literally millions 
of children who in the most plastic, formative, creative years of their lives 
have been taught that government and law and authority was diabolic, and 
that virtue and honor consisted in striking and killing if possible. 

The story of a French mother of a twelve-year-old boy is typical. He 
went into the Maupis at the age of 12. He was an underground leader of 
youth. He carried messages back and forth, sometimes traveling for scores 
and scores of miles to deliver secret messages to other underground leaders. 
He had been at it for three years. His mother talked with him immediately 
after the liberation about going to school. He said, “What, me go to school? 
Iam aman.” Iamaman. You multiply the case of that one boy by the 
cases of literally tens of thousands of boys all over middle Europe, and you 
have a continent that presents a psychological problem, a moral problem, a 
social problem absolutely unparalleled in human history. 

We are face to face with a relief problem such as the world has never 
known. We are going to have to solve a relief problem the like of which 
we never heard of. We had a relief problem. We solved ours in a very 
simple way. We killed off little hogs and put big hogs on relief. (Laughter) 
But you cannot do that in this emergency. We have an altogether different 
situation on our hands. , 

We have racial culture to consider—age old animosities to take into 
account. We have the uncertain equilibrium of a nervous, restless world 
that is hating, and we have to try to build a world out of that, and it is 
our job. We took it. We asked for it, and we will have to do it. 

We are going to be dealing with a world that is hungry. We are going 
to be dealing with a world that is psychopathic. We are going to be dealing 
with a world where the children of a whole continent have been trained 
for five years as desperados. 

In addition to everything I have said, we are going to be face to face 
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with Europe, with a continent in which there is not one strong, stable 
government, not on the entire continent. There are four small independent 
governments at the present mioment—Spain, Switzerland, Portugal, Sweden 
—none of them large, none of them strong, not more than three of the 2 
stable. A man by the name of Franco is looking around for friends. 

_ Let me call your attention to another thing: Whatever government there 
is to be in Europe will be a government that will be set up by the United 
Nations. That means the United States, Great Britain and Russia. We are 
going to have to set that government up. 

There is no government now in Central Europe, and so far as I can see 
at this moment, there is no individual, with one single exception, there is 
not one individual who can be trusted. The only individual I know of who 
offers any promise of being capable of being trusted is a conventional 
preacher by the name of Martin Niemoeller. 

If there will have to be government, that means we will have to ad- 
minister government, and there enters there immediately a very interest- 
ing, delicate and difficult problem. No government will be allowed to be 
set up anywhere in Central Europe that does not meet with the approval 
of Russia. And we are saying that no government can se set up in Central 
Europe that does not meet with the approval of the United States. How 
can you get a government mutually satisfactory of Josef Stalin and Martin 
Dies? I do not know, but that is the government you will have to have. 

There is a second fact. I do not want to argue it. I only call your atten- 
tion to it. At the end of the peace of Aix-les-Chapelle, the Vatican could 
work through the Bourbons. At the end of the peace of Vienna, they could 
work through the Hapsburgs. There is no reigning house anywhere in 
Europe through which the Vatican can now work. 

There is a third fact, alongside of that. The Russians have been given 
authority in Germany )as far west as the Elbe, which means one of the 
most predominantly Catholic sections of all Germany is now to be under 
the rulership of the Soviets. We know pretty well the attitude of the 
Vatican toward the Soviets. We know the attitude of the Soviets towari 
the Vatican. 

The Soviets have been using the Greek Orthodox Church as a foil fo- 
Roman Catholic influence in Luthania, in Bulgaria, in Czecho-Slovakia— 
the Greek Orthodox Church, which is very strong. When it came to the 
point where it was wise and politically strategic for Josef Stalin to use the 
Russian Church in the Balkins for the purpose of outwitting and defeating 
and destroying German power, the Greek Orthodox Church came into a 
new status. 

The Russian Church. can very easily become the weapon which the 
Russian government uses to defeat the Roman Catholic Church, and it is 
altogether possible—I am not making a prophecy—only stating a possi- 
bility—it is altogether possible that we will witness in Central Europe, in 
the Balkans and in Eastern Europe a conflict between a great governmen’ 
and a great church that will present intricate and delicate problems suc > 
as we have never dreamed of before, and conceivably can draw in other 
nations like the United States by political connivance to get us to fight a 
religious war. 

I am not indicating these things will happen. I am only indicating t> 
you that they are possibilities. And we are moving into that world wher> 
those things are possible. All of which brings me then, dear friends, to say 
that this world into which we are moving will be a world in which Russi2 
will emerge as the most powerful nation in the world. 

Somebody says “How about the United States?” Well, we are not verv 
far from the political campaign. We can remember how they used to say 
“Let’s look at the record.” In this case, let’s look at the record. 

The United States has approximately 135,000,000 population, somewhere 
in that neighborhood—about 130,000,000 civilians, and 3,500,000 govern- 
ment employees, and about half a million Republicans. (Laughter) There 
are somewhere in the neighborhood of 135,000,000 of us, and 135,000,00) 
different opinions this morning, and another 135,000,000 different opinions 
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tomorrow morning, depending upon tomorrow morning’s headlines. The 
unfortunate part of American public opinion is that it waits on the morn- 
ing’s headlines. 

I got into an elevator in Chicago the other day. Another man was 
already in and a third was coming in. The second said to the third “Hello, 
Jim, how are you this morning?” He said, “I don’t know. I haven’t seen 
the paper this morning,’—which is typical of our American attitude. 

The United States has 135,000,000 people, and 270,000,000 opinions in two 
days. Russia, with 185,000,000 people, and one opinion. To my mind, the 
San Francisco Conference came at an extremely fortunate time, and it has 
already had an extremely fortunate effect. It has demonstrated the fact that 
we can sit down with Russia, have our differences, let Russia explode, 
submit the case to the nations of the world, large and small, see Russia 
approved in one case and disapproved in another, and the thing holds 
together. (Amen) 

I do not know how you feel, but the very fact that they have been able 
to meet this long, the fact that they have been able to meet this long and 
not change the discipline, is a sign they will get somewhere. (Laughter) 

We are going to be living in a world where Russia will emerge undoubt- 
edly as the great world power. No nation can hope to be great in this day— 
no nation can hope to be a dominant world power—no nation can hope to 
be one of the great world powers, that does not have access to or possession 
of great industrial areas, iron, coal, copper, cotton, rubber. It is impossible. 

Take the case of coal. Russia has coal. Here in the United States the 
thickest vein of coal of which I have knowledge is in Pennsylvania, a vein 
four feet three inches thick. We are getting along very well on a four 
foot vein of coal in Pennsylvania—doing a lot of things on a four foot vein 
of coal. 

I have myself ridden over a vein of coal in Manchuria, right at the edge 
of Russia, where the coal comes so close to the surface that they have to 
take a steam shovel and scrape the soil off, and with the same steam shovel 
scrape the coal off and haul it away to the coking furnaces. And that vein 
is 283 feet thick. It is a low grade bituminous coal, but does very well for 
coking. It is only one of six great coal deposits known, surveyed and 
weighed, which are at Russia’s disposal. At the present rate of coal con- 
sumption in Russia, which is abnormal due to the war—at the present rate 
of coal consumption, Russia now has coal deposits known, identified, sur- 
veyed, estimated, sufficient to provide her with an abundance of coal for 
the next 300 years. Russia has coal. 

Russia has iron. Some of you no doubt have visited the great Mesabi 
range in Minnesota. A little farther over in Wisconsin they have to go down 
several thousand feet to get the iron ore. But at the Mesabi range, they do 
the same thing I described with respect to the Russian coal, they gather it 
up with steam shovels. We used to have what was said to be the greatest 
open pit mine in the world. That was before Russia opened hers up. There 
are four great iron deposits in Russia, and out of one of them they are 
taking at this moment more iron ore than is being taken out of all the iron 
mines of the United States combined. Russia has iron. 

No nation, I imagine, in modern times has applied science in so many 
ways and so effectively as have the Russians. I said some of these things 
a few weeks ago, and some man said “They are just Russians.” Ask a man 
named Hitler about those “just Russians.” No nation in the world has 
applied science to her technical processes as have the Russians. 

Are you aware of the fact, dear friends, that the Russian army moves 
on the basis of synthetic rubber, that the tires of their tanks and lorries and 
self-propelled machines, her ships and planes, her telegraph and telephone 
communications are all possible as the result of the use of synthetic rubber? 

We thought we had accomplished something, didn’t we, when we pro- 
duced some synthetic rubber? The Russians turned over some of their 
process of making rubber, to us. In addition, their medical corps has 
turned over to the Medical Corps of the American government some secrets 
they discovered before we got into the war, that have saved the lives of 
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thousands of American boys. I suppose you are aware of the fact that less 
than two per cent of wounded Americans die as the result of wounds. 
Ninety-eight per cent of them are rehabiliated. A large percentage of those 
are put back in combat service. And literally tens of thousands of Ameri- 
can boys owe their lives to the discoveries of Russian scientists. 

I was in Mississippi a few months ago. In a conversation with Governor 
Bailey, he told me the average Mississippi family would spend $84 for 
fertilizer a year, in order to make the acres of Mississippi produce the 
necessary crops of corn, cotton, tobacoo, and so forth. I said “Governor, 
where do you get that fertilizer?” He said, “Oh, we get it from Chile; it is 
brought up on the Panama Canal and loaded at Mobile, New Orleans and 
Biloxi.” “How far is it?” “About 3500 miles.” It ds brought up by train, 
spread on the land, and the land produces. Then*next year there has to 
be new fertilizer. 

Russia does not send to Chile. The Russians have discovered some 
process by which they can send an aerial up—it has the appearance of a 
radio aerial, which goes a great distance into the air, and discharges a 
radio wave into the stratosphere, and the nitrogen is precipitated like snow, 
and gathered up and hauled out on the land. We send 3500 miles and pay 
the freight. They send three and a half miles and gravity pays the freight— 
that is the difference. “Just Russians,” you know—‘“Just Russians.” 

One of the most interesting things that has occurred at San Francisco 
has been the presence of representatives of color races. There have been 
men from South Africa there—North Africa—there have been the browns 
and the yellows and the reds and the blacks at San Francisco. The hotels 
have admitted more colored men in the last month in San Francisco than 
ever before in the history of the city by the Golden Gate. 

We will have to deal with the question of color. And that suggests, dear 
friends, another thing: We are going to have to live in a world with the 
colored races of the world, and some of these days we are going to make 
the discovery that the white man is in the minority in the world. The rest 
of the world knows that now. 

Some of these days the white man will learn it. He would have known 
it now if he had not been naturally bright. It takes that kind so much 
longer to learn. We are in the minority in this world. If the time ever 
comes that the yellow races and the brown races and the black races lead 
together against the white race, then we will have a world convulsion that 
will be a convulsion. 

It is at that point that we must go back to Russia for just a moment. 
According to the Russian constitution, no door can be closed on a man 
because of his race or his color—no door, economic, social, political or 
religious. It is written into the constitution of Russia, and they are making 
it work. Josef Stalin himself is a man of mixed blood, with a strong strain 
of Mongal blood. If he were in the United States—I am saying this very 
carefully, and I hope you will listen as carefully—if he were in the United 
States and that Mongol blood were negro blood—it is not—it is Mongol 
blood—I say this so very carefully, because so very many people have 
misunderstood it on other occasions—if he were in the United States and 
that Mongol blood were negro blood, we would call him a Mulatto. Ac- 
cording to American standards and judgments of mixed blood, he would 
be called a mulatto. 

And yet Josef Stalin, a man of mixed blood, stands at the head of the 
Russians, and is in my opinion the most powerful single individual in the 
world today. And when they come together, there are going to be four of 
them, perhaps four. There will be there General Chiang Kai-shek. There 
will be there Winston Churchhill. There will be there Josef Stalin. And 
there will be there President Truman, or if he chooses, his Secretary of 
State. And those four individuals will come together and determine cer- 
tain matters, as certain other matters were determined at Yalta. 

And on that fateful day of destiny when they come to discuss the ques- 
tion of color, if Winston Churchill undertakes to say anything about color, 
somebody will say “What about India?” If President Truman undertakes 
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to say anything about color, they will say “What about the Detroit race 
riot, and Harlem?” There will be only one man there that can discuss color 
and make the world listen, and that will be Josef Stalin. And he will have 
behind him one and one-half billion people of the world’s population. 

I am telling you ,dear friends, that you and I cannot ignore what a billion 
and a half of the people of the world think. You cannot ignore what a 
billion and a half people think, any more than you can ignore what your 
wife’s people think. 

We are going to have to take these color races of the world into con- 
sideration. We are going to have to live in a world with them. And that 
brings me to suggest to you that we are going to discover China in the next 
ten years. Along with that, I am saying very earnestly, very frankly, that 
the United States had better stand by Chiang Kai-shek. There are only 
two possible governments in China. There is the communist government 
and there is the Chiang Kai-shek government. The communist government 
is anti-white, anti-American, anti-Christian. The Chiang Kai-shek govern- 
ment is pro-white, pro-American and pro-Christian. You had better stand 
by Chiang Kai-shek, certainly as long as China does. 

I know all about—I should not say I know all—I know enough about the 
charges of graft and corruption and weakness, and all of the charges made 
against China. I read some months ago a very interesting article by a news- 
paper correspondent, who was criticizing the graft going on in connection 
with the Burma Road and other roads in China. 

Well, you have to understand China to understand that. Let me illu- 
strate. For centuries a Chinese coolie has carried a load by means of a 
bamboo pole suspended on his shoulders—one basket in front, and one 
basket behind—75 pounds of freight in the front basket, 75 pounds of 
freight in the rear basket. And he will go over the mountains, and he will 
go down in the valleys, mile upon mile, carrying the two baskets, with the 
understanding that when he gets to the end of the road, what is in the 
basket at his back is to be his for carrying what is in the basket in front. 

Now you take that same coolie and put him into an international truck 
with three tons of freight behind him, and it is perfectly natural that 
when he gets to the end of the road he will figure that half of it belongs 
to him. His mind cannot be changed, because he has had this idea for cen- 
turies. We are not going to understand this situation until we understand 
China. 

Somebody says “They are only Chinese.” Yes, only Chinese, that is true. 
In 1934 I stood on the Drum Tower in Nanking and looked out on the city 
that had been a city for only six years—a modern capital. At that time 
there were six buildings in excess of six stories—all of them new. Two 
years later I'stood on that same tower. There were now 23 buildings in 
excess of three stories. 

In 1934 the Standard Oil Company showed me a little map showing the 
paved roads in (Chunghai)—slightly less than 300 miles of road. Two 
years after they gave me a map showing slightly in excess of 5800 miles 
of paved roads leading into (Chunghai)—4500 miles of roads completed in 
two years. 

I sat in the office of the Minister of Communications in Nanking. He 
said there is not a city of 50,000 in all of China that is not being reached 
today by air mail, under the direction of the Minister of Communications 
of the Chinese government. 

In 1934 I sailed up the Whangpoo and saw on the banks 16 factories 
that were Chinese operated. Two years after there were 97 factories owned 
and operated by the Chinese. Had it not been for the Japanese invasion, 
in 1937, we would have seen the greatest industrial revolution and the 
greatest cultural renaissance in China that has occurred in 3,000 years. 

We are going to be dealing with a new China. Was it not an interesting 
thing that when the Chinese delegation arrived in San Francisco to begin 
their deliberations with the representatives of the other nations of the 
world, that the first thing they asked for was an international worldwide 
bill of rights for all men? ,

Bless my soul—that, from the land of the Manchus—that, from the land 
of the old dowager emperors—that, from the land of the long finger nails 
and the queque—pig tail—that, from the land of Confucius. 

I stood in the home of Doctor Kung, Minister of Finance of the Chinese 
Republic—the 63rd grandson, that is, grandson in the 63rd generation, of 
Confucious—a direct lineal descendant of Confucious, a graduate of 
Harvard, with the finest Harvard accent I have ever heard. I had a won- 
cerful visit as his guest. As I was about to leave, I said to Doctor Kung: 

I will have an opportunity, because I have some access to American public 
opinion—I will have some opportunity to say something about China. What 
shall I say?” 

He laid his hands on mine, clasped my hands in both of his. He said, 
“When you get back to America, ask the people of America to pray for 
China.” Think of it—the grandson of Confucious asking a Christian min- 
ister to plead for prayers for China. Bishop, that means something has 
happened. You will forgive me for reminding you of the fact that he is a 
Methodist. There is a jest in that, but there is something very rare and 
serious, too. 

The story of the Soong family, one of the daughters of which is the 
wife of Doctor Kung, is one of the greatest stories I know of. You may be 
familiar with it. I am giving you only the very barest outline. 

Charley Soong left China and arrived in this country as a stowaway at 
Newport News. He swam ashore. He became quartered in the home of a 
Methodist minister and was converted. He went to Vanderbilt University 
and later returned to China. There he married a beautiful woman, and 
set up a Christian home. He became the father of three sons and three 
daughters: Madame Sun Yat Sen, Mrs. Dr. H. H. Kung, Madame Chiang 
Kai-shek, T. V. Soong, T. A. Soong and T. L. Soong. 

His son, T. V. Soong, became the Minister of Finance and Vice-President 
of the Executive Yuan of the Chinese Republic, and is now Premier and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. And in the hands of the six children of this 
Christian Chinese who came as a coolie boy to the United States, there 
rests today the destiny of four and a half billion Chinese, and they have 
done more to Christianize China than any other single force in all the 
history of the Celestial Land. I am saying to you, dear friends, there is a 
missionary story you can tell. 

Only Chinese—only Chinese. We need a little more light on this whole 
situation. We have been dealing too long in emotions. We have been 
talking altogether too long about the heathen Chinese and the inscrutable 
Chinese. We have come to the time when we are dealing with human 
beings. 

Are you aware of the fact that at this time, when China has been engaged 
in war with Japan, the most terrible war China has ever known—and she 
has suffered as never before—are you aware of the fact that at this time, 
during this period of the war, in the neighborhood of fifty million Chinese 
adults have learned to read and write? 

It is a simple plan. A teacher goes out and gathers some children to- 
gether, and stays three months, teaching them the rudiments. Then she 
moves on to another village and stays another three months. While she is 
gone, the children have gone into the community. They have gotten their 
fathers and mothers, and they have taught the old folks what the teacher 
taught them. When the teacher gives them a post-graduate course, they 
give it to their fathers and mothers. In this fashion, fifty million Chinese 
have learned to read and write since the war began. 

The Chinese have stood up against Japan now for nearly eight long 
years. We have been at war now for about three years. They have had it 
for eight years. I want to tell you, dear friends, that any people who 
could stand up against Japan for eight years are entitled to our respest. 

We have gone a long way toward the reestablishment of white prestige 
in the Orient by the abrogation of the extraterritorial treaty. And by put- 
ting China on the quota basis, we are admitting now 104 Chinese per year 
into citizenship. There were those who argued against it, and said it would 
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upset the labor market. We got over that fear and we are admitting now 104 
Chinese each year into American citizenship. But the great argument Japan 
used all over the Orient—the great argument she would use if she got a 
chance again, was to the effect that we were a class nation, and that we 
had raised impossible barriers against folks because they were yellow. Thank 
God we have overcome that by admitting 104 Chinese per year into 
American citizenship. é 

We are not through. There remains work to be done. We are going to 
have to deal with the Filipinos, and we are going to have to open the doors 
of citizenship to the Filipinos. If there is any group of people on the face 
of the earth who have earned the right to high respect, if there are any 
people who have earned the right to our confidence, it is the Filipinos. Their 
sons stood with ours at Bataan. Their sons went to Corregidor. Their sons 
were on that death march. (Applause) You are going to have to admit 
Filipinos into citizenship as though they were human beings, not as 
though they were yellow or brown folks. 

We have come to a new era in world affairs. First, we have made the 
discovery in these last months, these last years, that men everywhere are 
important to men anywhere. Why is it that we are rationed today on tires? 
I will tell you why it is. Because some little yellow men took away from 
some little brown men some rubber that had been taken away from them 
by some little white men. 

We are beginning to get back on to our feet. We are beginning to go 
again, to get access to the riches and the wonders and the resources of the 
South China Sea area. But when the time comes that we move into the 
Dutch Indies and the Malay Peninsula and all the other places, we are 
going to have to move in as brothers and not as exploiters. The whole of 
Christian civilization has a stake in what America does. 

I said a moment ago that we had made the discovery that men every- 
where are important to men anywhere. 

You remember how we watched the British being crowded down the 
Malay Peninsula, yielding mile after mile until at last they lost Singapore. 
We said why didn’t the Malayas come to the help of the British. We found 
che ei driven out of the Dutch Indies. We said why didn’t the natives 

elp us. 

I will tell you. We had been more interested in East Indian oil and 
Malay tin and Filipino manganese than in the Indians and the Malays and 
the Filipinos. When we get as much interested in men as the minerals 
under their feet, we will build a brotherhood. 

I sat in a home in Chicago some time ago with Bishop Edwin Lee, a 
Methodist missionary bishop from Malay. He had come by boat from 
Batavia, then to Melbourne and arrived finally in California, and then went 
from California to Chicago. As we sat at breakfast, I said to him, “Bishop, 
you have told me about the destruction of churches, you have told me 
about the demolition of mission stations and mission work. You have told 
me of the scattering of forces; you have told me that there are only 200 
pee ee left. What is going to happen to the Christian church over 

ere?” 

He looked at me and said, “Smith, you remember the night you knelt at 
that altar in a little Kansas church and dedicated your life to the ministry?” 
I said, “Of course.” He said, “You remember how the Holy Spirit laid his 
hand on you, and you felt a thrill and knew the touch of the Divine.” I 
said, “Certainly.” He asked me, “Do you:remember the first time you 
knelt in confession of sin and felt the joy of forgiveness? Do you remem- 
ber?” I said, “I do.” “All right,” he said, “Then Smith, this is what it 
means. The same God who touched you at that altar, the same God who 
touched you when you dedicated your life for the ministry, has been 
blessing those Indians, Malayans and all the rest of them, and God has 
not been evacuated.” “Only a few missionaries have come home.” 

I will never forget it—“God has not been evacuated; only a few mission- 
aries have come home.” He is still over there, and the story of the heroism 
of some of those missionaries, the story of the heroism of some of the 
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natives, the story of the heroism of some of those Christian men and 
women, Burmese, Filipinos, East Indians, Javanese—the story of the hero- 
ism of these folks is something that some day will thrill the world. 

There is scarcely a day that I do not get a letter from some soldier or 
officer, telling his impressions of missionary work. Day before yesterday 
there reached my office in Chicago a story told by a Methodist boy. He 
had gone to a Methodist Sunday school when he was a little boy. He came 
down. There were four of them altogether, who made a crash landing, and 
after drifting for three days in their rubber raft, they were washed ashore 
along toward sundown, and they crept up on the sand and tried to secret 
themselves in the bush. And a great towering native with a fuzzy top 
came down. Not having the slightest idea whether he was friend or foe, the 
boy who wrote me said, “I got my revolver out. I was going to shoot, be- 
cause a man shoots first and asks questions afterwards over there. And 
the native said in pidgin English, ‘American, English?’” They said “We 
are Americans.” He said, “Jesus men, come along.” And so this native got 
them down a jungle trail, got them to the villege, sent other natives to pick 
up the boy who was wounded. And for three months those natives piloted 
those boys back and forth, keeping them out of the hands of the Japanese. 
Every night and morning the natives held a prayer meeting in English for 
these four American boys. One of them was a Catholic. From some source 
or other he had gotten hold of a little rosary. It did not make any differ- 
ence with these natives. They prayed for the Catholic along with the other 
boys. And one night the boy who wrote the story said to Jim, the chief of 
the tribe, “Your prayers and your faithfulness have made me want to be a 
Christian.” And that fuzzy top native knelt by the side of that American 
flyer, and the two of them prayed to God. And the American boy rose 
from his knees with his sins forgiven, and he took the hand of the fuzzy 
top chief in his. Before those boys got off that island, every one was con- 
verted, and confessed their faith. 

And then there came a night when the natives said “We can get you 
away.’ They put them in a dugout canoe, and went with them in their 
canoes out to sea four miles. Then they gathered their canoes around, 
twenty or more canoes loaded with natives, and there, four miles from the 
island, the natives sang “Onward Christian Soldiers” and “Jesus Lover of 
My Soul,” some of them in Eiglish, some of them in native dialect. And 
there sat four American boys in a little dugout canoe, crying like children 
because they were leaving the natives who had brought them to the Lord 

rist. 

This boy wrote and said “They made a Christian out of me. I have come 
home to be a Methodist. If you know of any place where I can tell them a 
missionary story, let me tell it.” Yes, beloved, men everywhere are im- 
portant to men anywhere. 

Several years ago a man and wife, members of my church, made a trip 
to the South Seas. After they had come back, I happened to meet the wife. 
I said, “I am glad to see you back. What kind of a trip did you have?” Oh, 
she had the most wonderful trip in the world—wonderful. She said, “You 
know, I got so tired of those fuzzy wuzzies. You can’t tell me they have 
souls. They are not human like we are.” 

But that was before Tarawa or Saipan or Bougaineville. You remember 
the story, don’t you, of the Owen Stanley Range, and how the Japs were 
driving the Americans and Australians back, and forcing them back to 
Port Moresby, and if Port Moresby fell the last bastion in the defense of 
Australia was gone? é 

Then something happened at the edge of the jungle. The Americans and 
Australians began driving them back, back, back, until at last they crossed 
the crest of the ridge, 6800 feet, and stepping from rock to rock, they drove 
them back down. The American boys were dyeing the jungle red with 
their blood, and they forced the Japanese out. We watched, we picked up 
the newspapers to find out how many more yards they had forced their 
way. We did not know then that every bullet, every K ration, every 
bandage, everything used by those American boys was going over that 
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awful ridge on the backs of fuzzy wuzzies, for there was no trail over 
which a wheel could roll, and an army of 20,000 fuzzy wuzzies were keep- 
ing the supplies going across to the boys. 

An American boy from Long Beach, California was wounded, and two 
fuzzy wuzzies crept out into no man’s land, picked him up; snaked him 
through the jungle and got him on their shoulders, and in some way made 
a litter of-some sort, and then they began that: awful climb over that 
terrible ridge until at least they crossed the ridge, and then down, and he 
was at last again between soft, cool, sweet, clean sheets in the hospital, his 
wounds dressed—all the way on the backs of the fuzzy wuzzies. 

An Australian boy on the cot next to him handed him a crumpled piece 
of paper. The Australian boy was leaving the hospital to make room for 
another. The American boy read the paper. He put it in an envelope and 
sent it to his mother in Long Beach. She sent it to the Christian Advocate. 
We spent a year and a half trying to find out who wrote this poem.

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ADDRESS 
“The New Discipline, and Plan and Basis of Union.” 
By Bishop A. R. Clippinger. 


Mr. Chairman, Bishops, and Members of the General Conference: 

This thirty-fourth quadrennial session of the General Conference of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ promises to be a very interesting 
and significant one, for numerous reasons, but chiefly because we are 
about to decide whether we favor a union with our Evangelical Brethren. 
What we do now will go down in history as a very important decision. We 
cannot afford to make a mistake. We need the guiding power of the Holy 
Spirit in, all our deliberations and superhuman wisdom to make right de- 
cisions. The fact that these two great denominations have flowed along 
in separate channels, parallel to each other, is no valid reason why they 
should not converge now. Past achievements will not suffice for the future 
challenge, 

“New ages teach new duties, 
Time makes ancient good uncouth; 
We must upward still and onward 
Who would keep abreast the truth.” 


This proposed merger is not of recent origin. Our church fathers 140 
years ago saw the futility of these two groups of Christians, that had so 
much in common, going their separate ways. Differences, which seem to 
us quite trivial today, kept them apart. But through all these years there 
has been delightful Christian fellowship. 

The present effort and negotiations date from the General Conference at 
Akron in 1933, twelve years ago, when Bishop M. T. Maze brought fra- 
ternal greetings to the Conference and said: “The Evangelical Church is 
now ready to enter into negotiations with the United Brethren Church, 
looking toward merger.” Bishop H. H. Fout, then Senior Bishop, responded 
in his usual gracious manner. I desire to quote just one sentence from 
that response. Bear in mind that was twelve years ago. I quote: 

“Multiplied thousands of the good people of both denominations are 
hoping and believing that the time draweth near when the springs which 
were so near to each other in their origin and so alike in their healing 
qualities of the waters, will flow together in a river which shall make glad 
the city of God,” . 

This sounds like prophesy and pray God it may become a reality. 

At the call of the Senior Bishop of each denomination, on October 17, 
1933, the Boards of Bishops along with a few other denominational leaders 
met in Dayton, Ohio, to consider more definitely and with some detail the 
next steps in this proposed merger. Certain committees were appointed and 
assignments made. 

The Executive Committees of the Commissions met in Dayton, February 
16, 1934 to hear these reports and take further steps. The Executive Com- 
mittee later came to be known as The Central Committee, composed of nine 
members from each of the denominations. This committee has had many 
meetings. : 

The first joint meeting of the Commissions on Church Union was held 
in Cleveland, Ohio, November 11, 1935. Bear in mind, ten years ago. Each 
denomination has approximately twenty-six commissioners, thus making 
a joint meeting of about fifty-two leading churchmen. : 

Off the record, I say approximately. You will find me making use of 
that word “approximately,” because the number of commissioners has 
fluctuated a little. A number have died, and then we were without com- 
missioners to take their places for a year or two. And then others were 
named, and the commissioners were increased from the number there 
were in the beginning. So when I make use of the word “approximately,” 
you will understand what I mean. ~ ai 

It should be said in this connection that a number of the commissioners 
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have died, and will not see the fruition of their fondest hopes. From that 
day to this, each General Conference has passed favorable resolutions 
and has put its approval on the work of the commissioners. Only those of 
us who have been with this movement from the beginning know the great 
amount of work required to prepare the Plan and Basis of Union and to 
write the New Discipline. This is not a work of a few weeks, but of years, 
with many meetings and the expenditure of gray matter and deep con- 
secration. ' 

The culmination of all our efforts, so far as advance preparation is con- 
cerned, was reached February 20, 1942. The Commissioners were assembled 
in the Cleveland Hotel. Bishop Stamm announced that “The book of Dis- 
cipline is finished and the Plan and Basis of Union is now ready for the 
signatures o fthe Commissioners.” That was a happy day. A day of rejoic- 
ing. The roll was called and each Commissioner went up to the desk and 
signed duplicate copies of the Plan and Basis of Union. On page 36 you 
have a photostatic copy of that historical document. Some tears were shed, 
others laughed and all sang “Praise God from Whom All Blessings Flow.” 
Through years of prayer and consecrated leadership we come to you for 
your endorsement. 

As I study these two denominations, this is an opportune time to unite 
them in one great religious body. When this effort was launched, I fre- 
quently said, “Our debts and our endowments are our highest hurdles.” 

At that time both denominations had large financial obligations, some on 
institutions, others on conferences and local churches. Most of these debts 
have since been liquidated or nearly so. At that time our Evangelical 
Brethren had a large Superannuation Endowment Fund. Ours was quite 
small as compared to theirs. We have now increased ours until it compares 
favorably. These two denominations are today more nearly on a common 
financial basis than ever before. 

Furthermore, church union and unity of faith and doctrine are live topics 
in all Protestant circles today. In the last two decades something like 
twenty-five unions of churches have been effected. This movement obtains 
all over the world, in every country where the Protestant Church is found. 
Perhaps the most remarkable is that of Methodism in Kansas City in 1939 
when the Methodist Episcopal ,Churech, Methodist Church South and the 
Methodist Protestant Church came together under one ecclesiastical organi- 
zation. This communion now represents about eight million members. 
When our union is effected it will represent approximately 800,000 church 
membership. 

The question has often been asked, “What effect will this union have 
on the local church?” The effect will be least perceptible there. You will 
have the same organization which you now have, you will have the same 
objectives and goals, you will sing the same songs and hymns you now 
sing. There will be a united financial program. There may be some new 
faces coming round in the capacity of general officers. There are a few 
minor changes in the organizations, but nothing of a revolutionary character. 

Perhaps the most radical change is in the missionary setup. Instead of two 
three or four boards, there will be one large board known as the Board 
of Missions. This board will deal with both Home and Foreign Missions 
the Church Erection or Church Extension Society and the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Societies.

It will consist of about fifty persons and at least one-third of wh i 
be Women’s Society of World Service. This Missionary Board Hill kee Ate 
with all the departments of the Church. It will meet biennially. There 
is provision made for an Executive group of about twenty persons, and it 

will meet bi-monthly. ; 

The work of the Board of Missions will be divided into three departments: 
2 1. The Department of World Missions, which takes in both Home and 

oreign; j 
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2. The Department of Church Extension; 
3. The Department of Women’s Service. 


These also have subdivisions. 


There are also some changes in the field of Christian Education. It 
should be said that our present leaders in Christian education of both 
denominations conferred with one another and what we now have in the 
book of Discipline which you adopted a few days ago, is very largely the 
product of their prayerful deliberations. 

It was the policy of the Commissioners to harmonize the two books of 
Discipline so far as possible. When that was impossible of course some- 
thing new was created. The book of Discipline as we now have it will be 
the guide and basis for operation the first quadrennium. That some 
changes will be made thereafter, we fully expect. With each General 
Conference, we make some changes in our present book of Discipline, 
although we have been tinkering at it for more than a century. Just as a 
new piece of machinery needs some adjustment, so this new organization 
will need some changes. A new machine does not always run smoothly. 
It must be broken in and lubricated quite well. So this ecclesiastical organi- 
zation must be lubricated with the oil of patience, good will and the grace 
of God. After a few years of earnest effort, this Christian organization will 
function smoothly with increasing power and influence. 

There is nothing in the book of Discipline compelling a local United 
Brethren church and an Evangelical church to unite. Neither is there any- 
thing to compel annual conferences to unite. That must come from below 
up, and not from above down. The annual conference is the judiciary 
body to which the local churches will go to effect a union. Likewise annual 
conference will appeal to the General Conference when a union of two 
conferences is desired, or for a change of boundaries. Since there is much 
over-lapping of conference territory, with many conferences of each de- 
nomination carying the same name, it is quite within the bounds of reason 
to believe that conferences will be united very rapidly in the early years 
of this proposed union. More rapidly, I presume, than the uniting of local 
churches, although that will take place rapidly in some localities where 
both churches are weak, and in close proximity. 

The itinerant system of assigning ministers will continue as in all the 
previous years without change. There will be equal representation between 
the laity and the ministry in the General Conference, excpt for the bishops, 
who will be members exofficio. 

In this brief dissertation it is impossible for me to touch all items con- 
tained in this book of Discipline. Perhaps there are questions in the minds 
of some of you that shouldbe cleared up, hence we will give you opportunity 
for questions. Many of our Commissioners are members of this august 
assembly, and if I fail to make clear any answer, I am sure they will come 
to my assistance. } ; 

In conclusion, permit me to say that I believe God has been in this 
proposed merger. I can hardly conceive of fifty God-fearing men, men 
who love their respective churches and are seeking to know and do God’s 
will, erring in their deliberations and purposes across a period of ten 
years. Many were the prayers of these Commissioners, asking for Divine 
guidance. We now wait upon God for direction, believing that through 
good will and human understanding he will speak to us once more. ‘ 

With this, we wait upon you for any further statement or questions.

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FRATERNAL ADDRESS 
Unity and Union 


By Bishop J. S. Stamm, Senior Bishop of the Evangelical Church 


Bishop Batdorf and Members of the General Conference of the Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ and Friends. 


Esteemed Co-Workers: : 

It was our very great privilege and distinct honor to have as your official 
representative at the General Conference in 1942, your Senior Bishop, 
Bishop A. R. Clippinger. We were also honored by the presence of Bishop 
F. L. Dennis and a number of ministers and laymen of your Church. The 
fraternal message delivered by Bishop Clippinger was a clear, challenging 
and informative setting forth of the program, progress and purpose of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ and the challenge of the ongoing 
Christian movement, expressed in such a kindly spirit that the message 
made a profound impression upon both the members of the General Con- 
ference and the large congregation which had gathered for this memorable 
occasion. I want to pay high tribute to the masterly and statesmanlike 
address of your fraternal delegate. The fraternal message of Bishop 
Clippinger did much to strengthen our sense of oneness and enhance the 
cause of union. 

To me has been given the very pleasant assignment to bring to you the 
fraternal greetings of the Evangelical Church. We as a Church are follow- 
ing your course of action, and are taking note of your progress, with great 
interest. We rejoice with you in your ever increasing achievements. Your 
aggressive Evangelistic spirit of advance is giving you an ever enlarging 
place in the whole Christian movement. The influence of your Church is 
more and more manifest in this and other lands. In the language of the 
Apostle Paul, “We give thanks to God always for you all. . . remembering 
without ceasing your work of faith and labor of love and patience of hope 
in our Lord Jesus Christ before our God and Father,” and we pray that 
coe Shee began the good work in you will perfect it unto the day of Jesus 

rist. 

In 1929 I had the honor of sharing with you in a similar capacity. Your 
very gracious reception and cordial response are remembered with great 
joy and sincere appreciation. At that time the question of opening negoti- 
ations, looking toward the union of our two churches, was being carefully 
weighed. In 1924 the representatives of your Church, attending the Biennial 
Meeting of the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America in 
Atlanta, Georgia, opened the question of union with the representatives of 
the Evangelical Church in a very cordial, although somewhat informal, 
manner. The suggestion of such a union awakened many favorable re- 
sponses in both churches. The Evangelical Church, having only two years 
before that time effected the union of the Evangelical Association and the 
United Evangelical Church, needed time to work out the involvements and 
adjustments of that union and, therefore, felt necessitated to defer answer 
until a later time. The proposal was, however, not forgotten. In 1933 the 
way opened for the answer, and during that year preliminary explorations 
were begun. 

In my address to the General Conference in 1929, I called attention to 
some of the implications which are involved in an effort to bring churches 
into the experience of union. Although I spoke in general terms, some of 
these implications had very definite meaning for our two churches. This 
became even more evident as we began to plan for such a union. There 
were some things which presented real problems. The way of advance 
was not easily charted. There were times when it seemed difficult to 
reconcile differences and work out satisfactory adjustments. The members 
of the Joint Commission on Church Federation and Union were, however, 
not intimidated by the problems. They recognized the problems and were 
willing to take time to seek the answers and effect reconciliations. The 
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Commissioners were moved by a great purpose. Their objective was the 
order of the Kingdom of God. In the light of that order, many things which 
otherwise might have blocked the way were brought into satisfactory ad- 
justment. 

The progress which has been made during these years of negotiations is, 
of course, known to you. After much thought, prayer and patient en- 
deavor, the Joint Commission on Church Federation and Union prepared 
a Discipline and a Plan and Basis of Union which have received the 
approval of all the members of the Joint Commission. This achievement 
has elicited general approval on the part of many of the members of both 
of our churches. It has also called forth favorable comment on the part 
of other denominations. Many Christian leaders and Christian groups are 
deeply interested in the consummation of this union. The inception of this 
movement began in the environment of the larger fellowship of believers. 
Its consummation will mark a definite step of advance in the effort to 
translate the spirit of unity into union. 

Iam glad now to announce to you officially that after careful and prayer- 
ful consideration of this proposal, the General Conference of the Evangelical 
Church by an almost unanimous vote, (only six votes recorded in the 
negative), adopted the following resolution: 

“Resolved that the proposed Plan and Basis of Union and the pro- 
posed Discipline of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, including 
the Confession of Faith contained therein, submitted to this 33rd session 
of the General Conference of the Evangelical Church, by the Joint 
Commission on Church Federation and Union of the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ and the Evangelical Church, for effecting 
the organic union of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ and 
the Evangelical Church be and the same are hereby approved and 
adopted.” 

To all those who were privileged to share in, and to witness this vote, 
this will remain as a memorable occasion. As the Secretary of the General 
Conference called the roll of the annual conferences, the members arose 
in their places and announced their vote. The thrill of this experience will 
not soon be forgotten. The leadership of the Holy Spirit was clearly evident 
in this hour of prayerful commitment. Since the General Conference there 
has been a very general expression of approval in the whole Church. 
There is every indication that the heart of the Evangelical Church found 
meaningful expression in the vote of the General Conference. 

It is, of course, difficult, if not impossible, fully to evaluate such an action 
in terms of the thought and purpose of the whole Church. It has often 
been pointed out that the Evangelical Church looks upon this union as a 
step of advance in terms of the Kingdom of God. Through such an en- 
largement of fellowship and service, the Church believes it will be possible 
to make more effective, in terms of the Kingdom of God, its own life and 
ministry. While this action marks an epoch in the life of the Church, it is 
not unrelated to the motive and purpose of the Church throughout the 
years of its history. The General Conference in the report of the Com- 
mittee on Church Federation and Union called attention to this fact in 
these words: “The Evangelical Church has always been ecumenical in 
spirit. It has been a member of the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America from the beginning of that Council. It was the first 
denomination to join the World Council of Churches by formal vote. It 
sent an official delegate to the Oxford and Edinburgh Conferences on Faith 
and Order and to the World Conference of Christian Youth at Amsterdam. 
The union of the two Evangelical bodies in 1922 and the present negotiations 
with the Church of the United Brethren in Christ are additional evidences 
of this ecumenical spirit among us.” 

The experience which has come to our Church through the union of the 
two Evangelical bodies in 1922 has greatly stimulated and strengthened 
this ecumenical spirit. Through this union an enlarged and enriched 
fellowship has been realized and added strength for a spiritual advance 
has been accumulated. It has been a most satisfying experience to walk 
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in the way of this larger fellowship. It has not only brought satisfaction 
but challenge. This achievement has given assurance that a larger union of 
believers is possible. It has also helped to create a greater desire to share 
in the realization of such an enlarged fellowship. In this spirit the Com- 
missioners of the Church have approached the union with your Church. 
In this spirit they have worked with the Commissioners of your Church 
to make such a union possible. It is in this spirit that we seek to bring 
this effort to its desired consummation. ais 

This ecumenical spirit of our church is the expression of the missionary 
and evangelistic passion and purpose of the Church. The Evangelical 
Church did not come into existence through a revolt against historic 
theology. The founders of the Church exercised spiritual discernment in 
formulating the doctrinal standards of the Church. Their primary con- 
cern, however, was that the Faith “once delivered unto the saints” should be 
preserved and that the redemptive power and grace of that Faith should 
be the conscious experience of all those who profess the Faith. The Evan- 
gelical Church came into existence as a revolt against the low-tide_ of 
spiritual life and experience so widespread in this land at the beginning 
of the nineteenth Century. The primary purpose of our Church has been 
and today is to win others to Christ and to build up the believers in the 
way of holy living. The Church believes in the gospel of Conversion. It 
believes that men need to be saved from sin through a definite experience 
of personal salvation; that they need to enter into the fulness of that 
experience through growth “in the grace and knowledge of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ,” and that they need to be led into, and built up in, 
the life of self-giving service for Christ and his Church. This has been, 
and today is, the passion and purpose of the Church. The fires of evan- 
gelism, although at times burning low, have never died out on the altar of 
the Church. Today our Church is experiencing an evangelistic requicken- 
ing and renewing which is bringing renewed life and purpose to the whole 
Church. This same evangelistic spirit also has been, and today is, the 
dynamic passion and purpose of your Church. In our union there will, 
therefore, be full agreement in this primary task of the Church. Together 
our churches will be able to do more effectively that which each Church 
has been, and now is, doing. Both of our churches were born in an evan- 
gelistic movement; both have preserved an evangelistic spirit, and both 
will, we believe, be strengthened in this basic ministry through this union. 

This passion and purpose is also revealed in the missionary activity of 
the Church. It is worthy of note that each quarter century of the history 
of the Evangelical Church marks a definite advance in terms of missionary 
outreach. The close of the first quarter century revealed the westward and 
northward movement of the Church leading to the establishment of the 
work in Canada; the second marks the beginning of the work in Europe; 
the third the opening of the work in Japan; the fourth the beginning of 
work in China; the fifth the official acceptance of Africa as a mission field. 
We are now nearing the close of another quarter century and there is a 
growing urgency in the Church to enlarge the borders of our missionary 
endeavors. 

The war has greatly disturbed our missionary operations. There are 
fields with which we have lacked contact for some years and from which 
we have no reports. In all of these fields there has been suffering and 
loss. In all there will need to be far-reaching readjustments. What the 
tomorrow will reveal and demand we cannot now predict. I am, however, 
glad to report that these things have not been able to quench the mis- 
sionary spirit nor alter the missionary purpose of the Church. The Evan- 
gelical Church believes that the missionary cause is an on-going cause. 
The field is the world. The world today needs the reconciling, healing and 
rebuilding spirit of Christian missions as much, and perhaps more than 
ever before. We, therefore, purpose to go forward with Christ in this great 
service. A Commission has been appointed and is now studying the pro- 
gram and soliciting the funds for an aggressive missionary advance as soon 
as the way opens. Young people are recording their dedication of life and 
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are giving themselves to preliminary preparation for this service. The 
foundations are now being laid for a greater missionary service. 

In seeking to give expression to this evangelistic and missionary passion 
and purpose, the Evangelical Church is also conscious that there must be 
strength in the Church if there is to be strength through the Church. From 
the very beginning the Church has stressed the need of a strong denomina- 
tional organization. Much attention has been given to the development of 
a constructive and cooperative program of church administration. During 
recent years, several achievements have marked progress along this line. 
The organization of the Administrative Council in the denomination, the 
conferences and the local churches has greatly facilitated and strengthened 
united action. The adoption of the Enlarged Missions and Benevolence 
Plan is a significant step toward a unified budget, which your Church is 
finding a valuable asset. The lifting of indebtedness from our boards, 
agencies and conferences has not only brought great relief but made 
possible enlarged service. The strengthening of our Educational Institutions 
and the emphasis upon a better trained ministry are bearing rich fruitage. 
The general program of leadership training is bringing added strength to 
the local Church. A renewed interest on the part of the youth of the 
church is bringing hope and strength to the whole Church. This movement 
has taken on the name and character of a fellowship. The program and 
spirit clearly indicate that young people are spiritually alert and spiritually 
responsive. At the heart of this movement is a missionary purpose and 
evangelistic passion. This movement on the part of the youth of the 
church for Christ and for the Church holds great promise for the future. 

While there is yet much in the Church which should be better, I am 
happy to say to you that our hand is today extended to you in a stregnth 
which we did not possess when first we began our negotiations. The 
Evangelical Church has been and today is growing in organizational and 
spiritual strength and service. We have not built up a great organization 
in terms of numbers, but we have cultured a people zealous unto good 
works. We face the tomorrow with confidence and hope. We believe that 
tomorrow is assured in the promises of God. We also believe that the 
tomorrow can be greater, in terms of the Kingdom of God, in our union 
than in our aloneness. We are, therefore, praying that through the guid- 
ance and inspiration of the Holy Spirit we as churches may catch the 
rhythm of step with Christ and with one another in translating unity 
into union. 

There is a law in the universe that through union new qualities and 
new resources are revealed and released. Chemical elements combine and 
in their union give forth that which neither element in itself seems to be able 
to release. Hydrogen and Oxygen unite and form water which has the 
power to quench thirst which quality neither element in itself possesses. 
Through union new powers are made operative in the physical universe and 
in the order of life. In the cross-fertilization of plants new beauties and 
new values are revealed. In the fine arts the union of colors and tones are 
basic requirements. Through the union of colors a picture is revealed. 
Through the combination of the musical notes harmony and melody are 
produced. The whole universe makes for unity. Disunity is discord, and 
nature reacts against discord. 

We are today discovering the drive of unity in a new and most con- 
vincing way. The welfare of humanity is possible only through the unity 
of humanity. Failure to accept this fact and incorporate it into the social 
and political structure has brought us into this global war. Failure to 
enter into the way of unity will mean failure to find the way of peace. 
Our distresses as human beings are today enforcing the need of unity. It 
is but another way of reminding us that full and meaningful life is possible 
only through united action. The most urgent question before the human 
race is the question, can men enter into a larger unity in terms of human 
welfare? Upon the answer to this question rests the whole matter of social 
progress and an ordered world. , 

This need is today enforcing itself with ever increasing urgency. The 
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nations of the world are waiting anxiously for some word of assurance. 
That is why attention has been directed so earnestly toward the Worid 
Security Conference. There is an inescapable conviction that some organi- 
zation must be established in and through which the people of the earth 
can find a way of adjusting their differences and enter into an order of 
mutual service and peace, without resort to war. Unless such an oppor- 
tunity for collaboration is made possible, there will be no hope for this 
disturbed and suffering world. After the first world war, President Wilson 
pleaded for such an organization and warned that if this is not achieved there 
will be another war. What was true then is still more true today. The 
world has been brought together through science and applied sciences. It 
has become a neighborhood. It must become a cooperative society. The 
need of finding a way to articulate the unity of humanity in union is so 
urgent that it dare not be neglected. Either men must learn to work to- 
gether or they cannot live together. Of course this implies more than an 
organization. There must be created a spirit of unity. There must be an 
ever increasing practice of unity. If we were merely to depend upon an 
organization we would fail. There must be an organization, carefully 
built, but that organization must be made dynamic with the spirit of unity. 
We stand today as.a world in the valley of decision. Either we will choose 
to enter into an enlarged and enlarging fellowship or we will miss the 
great objectives for which we have fought in this war. 

This fact gives to the endeavor of our two churches to enter into union 
new meaning and challenge. It calls for added vision and purpose. Jesus 
himself stressed this in his great high-priestly prayer. As he looked down 
the centuries, he prayed, “That they all may be one.” We have, there- 
fore, a twofold urgency: There is the drive of the universe and there is 
also the drive of the love of Christ. There is the challenge that through 
union we as churches may help to realize this basic urge of the universe 
and that we may help to answer the prayer of Jesus. It would, of course, 
be presumptuous to assume that through our union the need of humanity 
would be fully met. There will be much more needed than the organic 
union of two or more denominations. There is, however, this to be noted, 
our union will be the acceptance of this fact and a definite step toward its 
realization. Through our union we will strengthen the cause of union. 
Through our union we will also strengthen our own churches for more 
effective service in helping our world to come into a new experience of 
the unity of humanity. This step we are contemplating is both a witness 
to the grace that unifies and a commitment to the task so urgently awaiting 
to be done. It is, we believe, the will of God. 

The Commissions on Church Federation and Union of our two churches 
have prepared the way for a new expression of unity in terms of union. 
They have built the instrument. It has been well constructed. It is now 
ready for use. Through its use there may be released a new melody of 
redemptive grace and love. This instrument is like unto a great organ. 
The console has been built; the keys have been placed into their proper 
relationship. The master musician is ready to take his place at the organ 
for the rendition of a new symphony of redemption. HI understand the 
vote of the General Conference and the expectant Spirit of the Evangelical 
Church, we as a Church are ready to say to the great Master musician, 
Jesus Christ, “Come take thy place at the organ and touch the keys of our 
churches now set together in a great purpose through a great consecration 
and let the music of Christian love and Christian fellowship fill our churches 
and our world with the melody of unity in union.” If it is your mind to 
join with us in this prayer, then let us unitedly seek the guidance of the 
Holy Spirit to lead us into a union of our lives and our churches in Christ 
into a fellowship of oneness for the honor and glory of God and the coming 
of his kingdom. 
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RESPONSE TO FRATERNAL ADDRESSES 
By Bishop H. H. Fout, D.D., 
Bishop Emeritus of the United Brethren Church 


Mr. Chairman, Bishop Stamm, Doctor Cavert, Members of the General 
Conference, and Friends: 


On behalf of the Conference, I have great pleasure in expressing to you 
what I know to be the deep sense of appreciation for these great messages 
enforced with brotherly love and eloquent words. I should count myseli 
happy if I had the gifts to place my words of response on the high plane 
to which they have lifted us. 

Permit me to borrow for my comfort the following expression from the 
gentle William Cowper, which seems to fit my situation perfectly: “Oh, 
that these lips had language,’ language that would convey a response 
worthy of this high and significant occasion. 

We have spent this unforgettable hour on a high altitude of brotherly love 
and fellowship. “One is your Master, even Christ, and all ye are brethren.” 
Thus spake the great brother—a master by virtue of his vision of truth and 
his power of love—and the throb of his heart is felt in this far-off day, 
even here tonight, though ages have come and gone. 

If we have any right to interpret God’s will by the signs of the times, 
the way of his leadership in these recent times is as clear and definite as 
was the pillar of cloud and fire in the olden time. 

The following famous statement of the late Doctor Gunsaulus, I quote: 
“Tt is for the church to see which way God is moving, and be ready to get 
in line without a question.” It is not to make reply, it is not to reason why. 
To discourage or to oppose the movements of God for his church is a 
serious matter. The effort to realign American Christianity is not inci- 
dental. It is providential, looking to the more speedy evangelization of 
the world. 

There are epochal events of which it is especially and signally true that 
they make plain to the dullest vision the design and will of God for the 
people. These epochal events are the visible links in an unbroken chain of 
spiritual forces which hold together in one continuous movement the un- 
failing purpose of God which through the ages runs. 

The providential organization of the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America and its marvelous growth in power and influence are 
without question epochal. 

The Council composed of representatives of twenty-two denominations 
with more than twenty million communicants, is the outstanding Protestant 
organization in America. While not a body with administrative functions, 
through its secretaries, commissions and executive committee it keeps in 
close touch with practically every phase of social, moral and religious 
activities. It never speaks excathedra. But generally speaking it more 
effectively represents the views of American Protestantism than could be 
done by the several denominations speaking separately. 

The Federal Council has so commended itself to Christian leaders that 
it has been extended to the churches of other lands and has been embodied 
in the World’s Council of Churches. The Ecumenical Conferences of 1937 
held in Oxford and Edinburgh focused the attention of the world upon the 
problems of Christian unity, and phenomenal advance was registered. 

The year following these councils, the World Council of Churches was 
organized, designed to unite all the Protestant bodies of the world into a 
working Christian unity. The organization has been officially approved by 
more than sixty of the denominations of the different continents of the 
earth. In May of that year Doctor Cavert was called to Holland to assist 
in drafting the constitution for that mighty organization. A great honor, 
indeed, perhaps none greater ever has been conferred upon an American 
churchman. That event will go down in history as probably the most 
significant in the annals of Protestantism within a period of four hundred 


years. 
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Hear me when I say there is today no great world community existing 
except the Christian church, which now exists in approximately one hun- 
dred nations. The only hope of the unity of mankind in this day in a 
broken world is the church. David may have seen this day when he wrote 
“Beautiful in elevation, the joy of the whole earth is the church.” 

Never has there been a profounder yearning for Christian unity or a 
keener sense of its necessity. Facts are the presence of God to such as have 
eyes to see. The signs of the times will admit of only one interpretation. 
Surely such a world-wide uprising and yearning for unity cannot be inci- 
dental. God wills it. The world is too strong and the opposition is too 
great for a divided church to conquer. The problems and tasks are too 
tremendous for divided Christian forces. 

Conditions make it well nigh impossible to accomplish the task by fight- 
ing in independent and unsupported detachments. This is the decision of 
councils of Christian leaders that are being called to survey the problems 
and plan an adequate offensive. They declare that the hour is striking 
which calls for the greatest effort the church has ever made to win the 
world for Christ. They tell us that we stand today at the crossroads of the 
ages where the fingerboard of God is pointing to one roadway of co- 
operation upon which the Christian forces must march if we are to meet 
successfully the present assaults of the enemy. This is the Gettysburg age, 
our planet is the Waterloo of the moral universe. 

Twenty-seven separate denominations are fighting bravely and well, but 
each fighting in its own way. These denominations, it is claimed, have 
resources enough in the aggregate to insure victory, but they fail because 
their forces cannot be brought to the point of contact at the crux of the 
battle. Diffusion of forces where there should be concentration. Division 
where there should be unity. 

The real objective is not the composition of the church of the future, but 
the service it is to render. Getting together to save several hundred thou- 
sand dollars, or to prevent some embarrassing overlapping must have due 
consideration. But these do not constitute the major objective. The out- 
standing objective is the winning of the world to Christ. If we are to 
carry forward the great commission of our Lord, to make disciples of all 
the nations, the whole church of God must move together upon the task. 
The cause demands a working Christian unity. We may be denominationally 
distinct as the billows, but at the same time be one as the sea. 

In the days of chivalry and romance, during the Middle Ages, the Chris- 
tian churches of Europe united under a common. Christian impulse to 
rescue the Holy Sepulchre from the hands of the infidel. They poured out 
their best blood to secure an empty tomb. Is it not possible that the throw- 
ing together of all doors of missionary opportunity, and the drawing 
together of the various branches of the Protestant Church are but a provi- 
dential preparation for a greater crusade under a nobler impulse, and a 
worthier Christian ideal, not to rescue the tomb of a dead Christ, but to 
present to the world their Lord and living Savior? 

Nineteen centuries ago the shepherds watching their flocks by night 
were stirred by a shout in the skies from angels’ lips, rising into the 
ecstacy of a song announcing in a message, glad and sweet, the coming of 
the Prince of Peace. Today the nations of the earth are hearing that cry, 
first given to humble shepherds. 

Now it is making its way into the international relations of the world. 
It is the yearning and prayers of all the nations, and the day is coming 
when war shall be made no more; when ‘the carnage of the battlefields 
shall be but a barbaric memory, when the barracks shall forever be aban- 
doned and the drum taps calling to battle will be heard no more. 

Once while standing beside a sacred enclosure where the fallen were 
sleeping together in crowded lonelinss, one of the party broke the silence 
by quoting Hebrews 11:40—“God hath provided some better thing for us 
that they without us should not be made perfect.” The world has had its 
dreams—the ideal republic of Plato, the Augustinian City of God when 
the eternal city was shaking to its fall, and modern Utopias not a few. But 
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these are eclipsed by the dream of Jesus when all the kingdoms of the 
earth shall become the kingdom of God, and he shall have dominion from 
sea to sea. Christ must be judged and appraised in the light of that 
sovereign vision. 

Another reason and the greatest assigned for Christian unity is in the 
Masier’s prayer the evening before he went to the cross. “That they all 
may be one that the world may believe that Thou hast sent me.” These 
are tender but tremendous words. He makes the proof of his person and 
the power of his gospel depend upon the unity and fraternity of his follow- 
ers. Surely he is dead of soul who does not feel the pathos and challenge 
of that prayer. He says the world will never believe in me until those who 
love me love one another well enough to live and toil in the spirit of my 
life and service of faith. Even today our religion awaits its final apologetics. 

Shakespeare quotes Hamlet as saying ‘“‘the time is out of joint, O cursed 
spite that ever I was born to set it right.” I like to quote a contrasting line 
from Rupert Brooke. When leaving his English shores in command of his 
regiment, he exclaimed: ‘Now God be thanked who has matched us with 
his hour.” Movements and conditions would seem to indicate that the time 
may be drawing near that he will match the church with his hour for a 
world victory. The late President Faunce of Brown University termed 
this a volcanic age, and said it is preferable to a glacial age, because a 
volcanic age is never static. It is creative. May it not be that God is here 
matching his church with his hour of opportunity? The supreme event 
toward which providence points may be nearer than we are prone to think. 
Let us hope that out of the anguish and heartache of these solemn times a 
new world will be born. 

Another remarkable result of this movement is the uniting in organic 
union of churches that are in essential agreement in doctrine and polity. 
In less than a generation twenty-eight of the denominations have been 
merged into twelve. The next to be recorded, God willing, will be the 
union of the Evangelical and United Brethren churches. 

For a hundred years and more these two churches have had a common 
doctrinal heritage and a common history. They have been united by the 
ties of friendship, bonds of fellowship, and memories old and sacred. 
Thirty-four courtships have been recorded—a marvelous example of 
patience, perserverance and affection. They cannot live contentedly apart. 
They belong together. Why should they remain apart? Should they remain 
twain another century and a half, this relationship would remain the same. 

The following words of Mr. Lincoln to his first and only true love, Ann 
Rutledge are apropos: “He -who has found a new star in the heavens is 
not so fortunate as one who finds a new deep hearted friend like you.” 

Eight years ago commissions were appointed to which the matter of 
negotiating a union was committed. Since that time the Spirit of God has 
been leading them into relations more intimate and affectionate than any 
of which we had dared to dream since the days of the fathers. 

Four years ago the General Conference with a hearty vote of approval 
and confidence, gave enthusiastic endorsement to what the Commission 
had accomplished. Authority was then given the Commission to proceed 
to work out a plan and basis of union. This required careful procedure 
and much time. It was finally accomplished and each party personally 
fixed his name thereto. It is now before the General Conference, accom- 
panied with a halo of prayers that it have an endorsement equal to the 
first report. It will be submitted with a profound conviction that it has the 
Divine approval, and the seal of heaven attached. : ; 

The preliminary work has been carefully performed. The testimony is 
in, and the arguments are in. The one family has given its consent, which 
is quite unanimous. The time is at hand for the opposite family to speak 
its approval. Tomorrow morning the clock will strike the hour for our 
decision. It is the third greatest adventure our General Conference has 
been called upon to make within a hundred years. 

The light of a century and a half will be trained upon us as we cast our 
votes. The praying hands of the infinite future will be lifted upon us, 
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Generations past and generations to come will hold us responsible for 
our action. : < 

On the walls of our God-consciousness hangs the untarnished image of 
the warm-hearted Otterbein to look down on this gathering with fatherly 
interest. In spirit Otterbein and Albright will be with us tomorrow. As I 
speak to you now, I feel invisible hands laid upon my head, and see 
radiant forms about me, hands of these apostolic fathers in benediction 
toward us, and their lofty spirits bending lovingly over us. They seem to 
tell me that the Union is already recorded in heaven. 

Prophets of God, epochal men grow in the perspective. Brave are the 
fingers that would aspire to twist a wreath for brows upon which long ago 
rested the green laurels of history’s immortality. If they could be with us 
in the flesh after a vote of approval is announced, they would give us a 
- reproduction of that immortal scene in the Isaac Long barn when, on the 
high tide of spiritual life and power in that pentecost, before the preacher 
could resume his seat, Otterbein threw his arms about him and uttered 
the beautiful and immortal words that have been wafted down over eighty 
and a hundred years: “We are brethren.” Their taciturn lips would shout 
hallelujahs, and the saints in heaven who exchanged worlds with the hope 
of this union would echo with an antiphonal grand Amen. 

Father Otterbein and Father Albright, we salute you, and here highly 
resolve to be faithful to the trust you left us, and to increase the glorious 
inheritance which you bequeathed to us. In this holy hour we, your suc- 
cessors, pledge anew our fidelity to the gospel which you preached, and to 
the God whom you served. 


DEVOTIONAL ADDRESS 
“Living Victoriously in a Time of Crisis”

Bishop Batdorf, members of the Conference, and Friends: 


I am deeply grateful to the Bishop for his very gracious presentation, 
and I want to assure him and you what great delight and sense of privi- 
lege and honor I feel in being invited to participate on the program of so 
great and historic a Conference. 

There are many things I would love to say by way of greetings and 
felicitations. But may I go at once into the program in hand—and I am 
taking the program committee very seriously in the call for a devotional 
address, and I am going to preach a sermon. I do not know how many 
sermons you have had in this great Conference, but I would like to have 
the privilege of bringing a sermon into our thinking and fellowship of 
these days. 

In the words of the song that was just sung—and I presume the one who 

called for the song did not know the subject of the sermon of this time, 
but it is quite a coincidence, if not providential. The text is the First John, 
fifth chapter, fourth verse: “This is the victory that overcometh the world, 
even our faith.” And from that text, I should like to speak with you on 
the subject “Living Victoriously in a Time of Crisis.” 
I have a friend in London by the name of’ Leslie Weatherhead. He is 
pastor of the City Temple Church, At the beginning of the war, the 
Germans destroyed his church by fire and bombs, and while they were 
raining down their bombs upon his church, he was writing a book entitled: 
“This is the Victory.” You see, they could destroy his church, but they 
could not destroy his faith in God. They could demolish the sanctuary in 
which he preached, but they could not destroy his faith in the message he 
preached. 

And in these days, through which we have been passing, many things 
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have been destroyed, but for some of us, and let us pray for all of us, 
these terrible days have not destroyed or weakened our faith in Almighty 
God. We see these “V” signs all over the countryside, on billboards, in our 
cities, in our magazines. And in the way they have been making the sign 
like that, that has been standing for a military, an outright military victory 
in the war whenever that sign has been lifted. But I would like this 
morning for us to lift that sign in our own hearts and within our churches 
and then read the text together again: “This is the Victory that over- 
cometh the world, even our faith.” 

Jesus was always talking about faith. He seemed so disappointed when 
he did not find it. When he was in Nazareth, he marvelled at their un- _ 
belief. In that story, in the boat on the sea of Galilee, when his disciples 
were filled with fear, he rebuked them, saying, “O, ye of little faith, why 
are ye fearful?” 

But he was always glad when he found faith, saying “I have not found 
so great a faith, no, not in all Israel.” He was calling men and women to 
faith when he said “for verily I say unto you, if ye have faith as a grain 
of mustard seed, ye shall say unto this mountain, remove hence to yonder 
place; and it shall remove; and nothing shall be impossible unto you.” 

In other words, if you have faith, you can do the impossible. Faith is 
the means to the impossible, when it is faith in Almighty God. Faith is more 
than feeling the impossible. Faith—Christian faith—is seeing possibilities 
in the impossible. 

I was out in California several months ago, and a friend of mine who 
was a native son said, “You know, you are not a real Californian unless as 
a preacher you can preach on the redwoods.” And I said, ‘“Well, have you 
got a sermon on it?” He said “Yes.” I said, “Can you_give me your out- 
line?” And he did, and so when I am in California, I fall back on that 
outline now and then, not to be a true native son, but to be in the proper 
atmosphere and to be on a par with my friends in California. 

But when going through the redwoods, you can get a seed, and you can 
hold it in the palm of your hand. It is not much larger than a small navy 
bean, but out of that seed comes a tree that is 3,000 years old—the oldest 
living thing, thirty feet through, three hundred feet high, and stands like 
a giant against the storms of the years. But it comes from so little a seed. 

Jesus, when he was talking about faith as a grain of mustard seed, was 
not calling attention so much to the presence of faith as he was talking 
about the possibilities of faith—if you have that much to start with, then 
see what will come of it—how great a thing will happen. 

No wonder our Lord put such emphasis upon faith, because of its cen- 
trality in the Christian life. In our Christian gospel it is basic—it is basic. 
No wonder he was all the time talking about it. We have so much faith in 
the world today. Faith for the Christian saves men, but the opposite is 
true, faith destroys men. Our world is full of faith this morning. Never 
were people holding so tenaciously to their faith. Faith saves, and destroys, 
but it depends upon the object of faith whether it destroys or whether it 
saves. 

Coming out of Germany just before the war broke—in fact, I came out 
of Poland ten days before Hitler marched in—I was up near what was then 
near the Russian part, in a church convention of about 1500 members of my 
own communion, which had been together about a week. And coming out 
of Poland, and getting on the German train, I was seated by a young Nazi. 
I had not been seated by him more than five minutes until he began to tell 
me what he believed. And now and then to emphasize how firmly he be- 
lieved what he was talking about, he would hit one open palm with the 
clenched fist of the other hand. He believed something, and he believed 
it tremendously, but the end of his faith was destruction. i 

Faith not only saves men, it destroys men. And one of the worst things 
about the new paganism that has been released in this world of ours is its 
tremendous faiths. They believe something, and they are willing to die 
for it. On the other hand is the Christian with his faith, and he has been 
willing to die for that. We sang “Faith of our Fathers” a while ago. My

mind reached quickly to those occupied countries, to think of Niemoeller 
and Bishop Bergrav, of Norway, and all of those who have stood up for 
their faith in the face of death, and who would rather give up their life 
than give up their faith in the living God and the Christ of the living God. 
Why, you see it amounts to this for the Christian, does it not—it is the 
object of our faith that makes the difference in faith. 

The object of Christian faith is God almighty in heaven and earth, the 
God that not only created the world, byt the God of our Lord, Jesus Christ, 
our Heavenly Father who is the object of our faith this morning. He is the 
sovereign God. He does not get off his throne in time of peace or war, or 
times of depression or prosperity. God is, he rules, he is sovereign. He 
does not get off his throne for every little Hitler or Mussolini or Hirohito. 
He rules now and he is upholding his moral and his spiritual universe. 

Some of us have been to Monticello, Virginia: * * * At Monticello is the 
home of Thomas Jefferson. The guide shows you throguh the home, he 
points out the weathervane on top of the home, the old clock in one of the 
rooms and the compass on the fioor of the porch. The weathervane changes 
with every changing wind, the old clock changes with every tick of time, 
but the compass never changes, because east is always east, and west is 
always west, south is always south, and north is always north. And there 
are some things in life for us that never change. God is our timeless, age- 
less, changeless Heavenly Father, who rules over nations and men, and 
will have his way. Our faith is in God, and the taproot of faith of Chris- 
tian men and women must always be rooted in God. 

Elton Trueblood, the chaplain out at the great school on the Pacific Coast, 
Leland Stanford, says this in his recent book, that our civilization today 1s 
a good deal like cut flowers, it is a cut flower civilization. He says cut 
flowers are beautiful, but they do not last long in their beauty, because 
they are severed from their sustaining roots. And in America, of all 
places in the world, we ought to be concerned this morning lest our 
American civilization be severed from its sustaining root, which is faith 
in God, which was the faith of our fathers, and may it be faith living still. 
(Yes, yes.) 

Then my faith, as yours, is in the living Christ, not the Christ on the 
cross. The cross is empty, the tomb is empty, and we worship and serve 
the living Christ, who is the same today and forever. He is the Christ, the 
ive of Mie living God, and the church must never lessen her faith in him. 

men). 

He is the regal, living Jesus Christ. I believe in his deity, I believe in 
his divinity, if you want to put it that way, I believe in his humanity, and 
I never believed in him more. If I know my own heart in him, which I do 
this morning, -that he has the answer, he is the world’s Savior, he is the 
world’s Redeemer, I think we preachers ought to confess our faith in him 
more from our pulpits. And in our lives, our teachers in their teaching, he 
is central, and if he is not, then he is not in his proper place with us. 

This morning, in this time of storm and stress, and tension and crisis, our 
faith is in Jesus Christ. (Yes, yes.) 

Then my faith also, as yours is, is in the church. I never believed in the 
church more than I believe in the church now. I never have believed more 
in fellowship or appreciated it more than I do now. I listened to Dr. Viser 
Thooft of the World Council the other night, in the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine. I listened to the Bishop of Chichester, William Bell, of England. 
I listened to Dr. Mark Bergner, of France, who heads up the Protestant 
churches of France, and heard him tell how the church has remained true 
in this time of persecution. 

Some of those who were in your last General Conference are not here 
now, and some who are here now will not be in the next General Con- 
ference. The church triumphs. We are linked to the church now, through- 
out the church. I believe in the church of our Lord Jesus Christ. I believe 
in her purposes, her fellowship, her program, her destiny. 

Then I have added another article to my creed. I do not know whether 
it is in your creed or not, but I recommend it for consideration. I believe 
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in man. I believe in his possibilities under God, through Christ. When I 
think of what Christ could do with Paul, called Saul, how he could take a 
man breathing threatening and slaughter against the early Christians, and 
so change him that he could write First Corinthians, 13th chapter, I say I 
believe in man. 

Someone has said every weed in the hand of a Burbank is a possible 
flower, but every sinner in the hand of Jesus Christ is a possible saint. 
And I believe in man like that. If God could get a chance at us, if the gospel 
of Jesus Christ could be believed and accepted, and men would live by it, 
and upon it, my, what a different tomorrow we would have than today. 

I believe in man. God made him a little lower than the angels, and 
crowned him with glory and honor, but how he slipped from that high 
estate. And when saying that I am not a humanist who has stopped wor- 
shipping God and is worshipping man. But through Jesus Christ and his 
message, I believe in man and his possibilities here and in the tomorrows. 

Well, then, may I read my text again like this, but with this change for 
us: “This is the victory that overcometh this inner world within ourselves, 
even our faith.” 

It is sometimes easier to get these outer victories than inner victories. 
It is not so much what happens to you that makes much difference, it is 
what happens within you, (Amen) that makes the difference. 

I am concerned, with you, that while our allies have gotten an outer 
victory, and will eventually get it, yet here in America and even through- 
out the world we may lose the peace again. 

This is the victory. Can you raise the V sign, preachers and laymen alike, 
this morning on the inside of your heart? May I help us, then, by inserting 
several words? 

This is the victory that overcometh our world of disillusionment, even 
our faith. 

Once in a while, not often, you come upon a preacher who is whipped, 
who has a sense of defeat. He may not say it in words, but his actions and 
his preaching and his work, indicate that he is disillusioned, he has thrown 
up the white rag, saying ‘““What is the use? What is the use?” We have 
laymen that are saying that life has no purpose, what is the meaning to it? 

Faith can help us put meaning into life and things begin to fall in their 
proper proportions, and we get answers to problems and difficulties that 
we cannot get answers for in any other way. When God becomes central, 
and the Christ, the revelation of God, becomes central, and we make him 
central in life, as well as for the Church in our program, then things begin 
to fall into their proper places. No wonder Jesus could say “To this end 
was I born, and for this purpose came I into the world.” 

God has a plan for every life, and faith in God can help us to see that 
plan for ourselves and give us the inner power and motive to work toward 
those ends. Let me read it again like this: 

This is the victory that overcometh our inner world of fear, even our 
faith. 

The psychologists tell us we were born with only two fears, the fear of a 
loud noise, and the fear of falling, and that all other fears are acquired. 
One cannot live life to its fullest by fear, but one can live life to its fullest 
by faith. 

"the fifth columnist is fear. The man said I was afraid, and hid my 
talent. We are afraid of sickness. We are dfraid of old age. We are afraid 
of losing prestige. We are afraid, so we do not do very much. But when the 
man of faith comes along, you had better get out of the way of faith, for 
faith, if it is really vital, is always active. 

The eleventh chapter of Hebrews gives the story of those who learned 
how to make faith work. They seem to have had no fear. The early dis- 
ciples before Pentecost quaked in their sandals. They were afraid. They 
hid themselves behind locked doors. But Pentecost called them out from 
behind locked doors and they were turned loose on the world with their 
hearts aflame with faith in the living Christ, and it made all the difference 
in the world. They knew he lived, they believed in him, and it made the 
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difference, and they went out to conquer the Roman Empire and to change 
their day. 

I tell sos there is enough power left in the two communions you repre- 
sent here today in getting together the Evangelicals and yourselves—there 
is enough power to let loose on America to change.it within the next five 
years. (Amen) / ; 

Men will really get fear out of their hearts if they will let faith replace 
it. I tell you things must get out of the way. 


A man went down to Panama

Faith in Jesus Christ is the Christian’s answer to the impossible. We 
specialize in that. May I read the text then this way: ane 

“This is the victory that overcometh our inner world of prejudice, even 
our faith.” 

When has our America needed that interpretation of the text more? Our 
class prejudice—between organized labor and management—race preju- 
dice. Most any city in America is living on a voleano that can be caused to 
erupt most any time, like Detroit and several other cities where incidents 
have occurred recently. I tell you, we cannot tell business and the world 
outside the church very well how they ought to behave with reference to 
race prejudice when we have got so much of it in our own church member- 
ship. 

Saree brought up in Kansas, in a little town that has never had more 
than 1200 people in it, but that little town, within 75 miles of the Oklahoma 
border, has never had a negro stay overnight in that city. He is not allowed 
to. And one of these days, God being my helper, I am going to take some 
of these fine negro friends of mine, and take them down to that little town 
and keep them overnight. (Amen) I tell you, some of us have got to goa 
little further than we are now going with reference to this whole matter 
of race prejudice. 

May I say this to the church, as a churchman? I think we have to be 
very careful in this war that our race prejudices are not heightened. A man 
is a man for all that. And we have got Christian brothers and sisters in all 
these countries of the world. The Christian goes across race lines, and 
class lines, and geographical lines. In Christ there is no east or west in 
him, no south or north, but one great fellowship of love throughout the 
whole wide earth. (Amen). The Christian must live up to his cross. I 
had an awful time getting race prejudice knocked out of me. I had a lot 
of it. And when I went to college, it was a black young man that threw 
cinders in my eyes at the track meets at the university, and I got a new 
respect for him. (Laughter) And it was a Chinaman that out-did me in 
Hebrew, and I got a new respect for his color and his race. It was a 
Filipino boy that outdid me in Greek for five years, and I got a new respect 
for him and his race. And I suddenly woke up to the fact that not all the 
abilities, not all the hopes of God are founded on the white skin. 

I do not know, but this may help you as it helps me now and then, when 
I think of this, that our fathers in the days before Christ were drinking 
blood out of human skulls in the forests of Germany. We have come a 
long ways, haven’t we? The Romans said that the stupidest slaves in the 
market are those from Britain. We were once a slave race—we white 
folks. How did we get this way? Well, mostly because a little man by the 
name of Paul went west instead of east. Had he gone east, then perhaps 
China and India and Japan would be where we are, and we would be 
where they are. That is why I believe so tremendously in world missions. 
We have received something as a race, and we are debtors to the last person 
who does not know Jesus Christ. This is the victory that overcometh this 
inner world of prejudice—even our faith. 
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This is the victory that overcometh our pride, even our faith. Self respect 
pushed too far becomes arrogance and haughty pride. Every one of us 
must have self-respect, but when that is pushed too far it becomes haughti- 
ness and arrogance. It is the opposite of humility in the Christian sense. 
And I tell you preachers and laymen alike, we need to bow before the 
Master this morning, and ask for more of this grace of humility, to be able 
to gird ourselves with the towel and the basin, and serve, rather than be 
served, knowing all the while that word of Jesus, “He that would be the 
greatest among you, let him be servant of all.” 

That is the measuring rod for the Christian. That is the measuring rod 
for a nation like ours, that is the measuring rod of a great communion like 
yours—he that would be greatest among the denominations, let him be 
servant. To overcome pride and have humility put in its place because of 
faith in him, who was the humblest of all. 

This last word: May I read our text like this: This is the victory that 
overcometh our dread of death, even our faith. 

I am in a camp almost any or every week in the year. At first I stayed 
away from the subject of life immortal and eternal, but I found that the 
boys and girls in the camps in uniform were as much or more interested 
in that than any subject I could bring. About the second question I ever 
get following my sermon or address to these boys and girls of ours is, 
“Mr. Bader, do you believe in a life after death?” and “If so, will you tell 
us why you believe so?” 

They want to be sure, and I think we ought to be preaching more Easter 
sermons than at Eastertime. (Amen) That is at the heart of our gospel— 
Jesus Christ crucified, Jesus Christ buried, Jesus Christ risen from the dead. 
That is the heart of our gospel. And now anyone can preach a whole year 
without referring to the resurrection, except on Easter, is more than I 
know, if he is preaching the full gospel of Christ. Jesus’ death was so 
inexorable, and final, but he stepped out, saying “I am the resurrection and 
the life. He that believeth on me though he were dead, yet shall he live, 
and he that liveth and believeth on me shall never die.” 

And when a person believes that, he believes that death is not extinction, 
but he believes that death is transition, going out from one room into the 
other. A bird in a storm on a twig can say to an awful storm, “Push me 
off if you can. I have got an alternative. I have got wings.” And the 
Christian can look death in the face and say, “All right, come on. It is all 
right. I have got wings. There is another life, and another world for me, 
far better than this one, where I will go, increasingly doing the will of 
my Heavenly Father.” Oh, I believe he has got much more for us to do on 
the other side than he has had for us to do here. I believe that we will be 
his messengers and his servants there, far more completely than here. 

Then that other word that means so much to these homes that have gold 
stars in the windows: “Let not your heart be troubled. Ye believe in God, 
believe also in me. In my Father’s house are many mansions. If it were 
not so, I would have told you. I go to prepare a place for you. And if I go, 
I will come again and receive you unto myself, that where I am, there ye 
may be also.” 

A doctor was called to the home of a man whom he had visited many 
times. He had told the man on a previous visit that he could not get well— 
it was a question of time. The man sent for the doctor again and said to 
him, ‘Doctor, I have sent for you, not for more medicine, but you are a 
Christian, and I am not. Will you tell me what you believe about life after 
death?” And the doctor went to the door of the sick man’s room and 
opened it, and in bounded the Doctor’s beautiful collie dog, and leapt up on 
the doctor as though he had not seen him for a month. And the doctor 
quietly turned to his patient and said, “You see this dog has never been in 
this room before. He had no idea what was here, except that he knew I 
was here, and that made the difference. I know that Jesus Christ is there.” 

I know that mother and grandmother, who used to be a member of your 
communion until her ninetieth birthday, when she passed away, will be 
there. I know that preacher friends of mine will be there. I know whom 1 
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have believed. I have not seen nor yet heard, neither hath it entered into 
the heart of man the things that God hath prepared for those that love him. 
That is the victory that overcometh the world, even our faith. May we 
ray? 
tf O. God, our help in ages past, our hope in years to come, we bow before 
Thee. Thou art our God. We are thy children. Thou hast redeemed us 
through Jesus Christ, our Lord. We do thank Thee this morning for all 
thy goodness. And while we have been thinking about our faith in Thee, 
we do now recall thy faith in us. (Amen) Thou dost depend upon us, 
Thou dost believe in us. Help us not to disappoint Thee. (Amen.) (God 
help us.) And may the burden of our prayer be this morning: Lord, I 
believe. Help Thou my unbelief. Through Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen. 


ADDRESS ON EVANGELISM 


“Revive us Again” 


By Rev. Jesse M. Bader, D.D. 
of the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America 


Bishop Dennis, and my brethren in Christ: 


This has been a wonderful day for me. I never will cease to be grateful to 
you for your gracious invitation which brought me into this wonderful 
fellowship. For this is a historic Conference. You have made history since 
you have come to this place, as perhaps you have not made history in many, 
many years of your denominational life. It was an honor to sit in your 
fellowship when the vote was taken, when you voted almost unanimously 
to unite with the Evangelical Church. Their vote was almost unanimous 
to unite with you, when it was taken, with only six dissenting votes, as I 
understand. 

You have set an example here of an inspiration to other communions, 
for there are many, many communions across America who are considering 
the same action that you have been considering, these months past. The 
Disciples and the Northern Baptist Convention are planning to get together, 
and have had several conversations. 

I happen to be a member of the Committee from the Disciples of Christ, 
and in my judgment these two communions will be together in the next 
ten years. 

The Congregational-Christian and the Evangelical-Reformed, those two 
bodies which had united, you see, before, are now talking union. The 
Presbyterians North and South are both talking of union, and on it goes. 
So that what you have done will put a tremendous emphasis upon this 
whole movement of union among the Protestant Communions of our 
America. 

I want to say just a word. I would like to take longer to say it, but I 
am in and out of these denominations so much, that I want to say to you 
that the men you have selected to be your leaders, your bishops, are held 
in high esteem by all of our Protestant denominations, and no denomination 
has a group of men as their leaders who are more devoted to Christ and 
his church, than these men whom you have selected. I know them per- 
sonally, some of them longer than others. Bishop Fout was among the first 
of the bishops of any church that I came to know intimately, when I 
was just a young fellow leading as best I could in evangelism in my own 
communion. But I was fortunate to make his acquaintance early in my 
ministry, and I have never lost my deep friendship for him. 

Then I want to congratulate you that you have this fine Commission on 
Evangelism, and that you have put upon the shoulders of Doctor Gregory, 
particularly, the load for carrying this plan along and leading you, 
along with your bishops. And I was telling him tonight in a brief conver- 
sation that if there is anything that he or the Commiission think of that 
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they would like to have the Department of Evangelism of the Federal 
Council do, you call on us, and we are at your service, and gladly so, for 
no communion has been supporting the work of my department more than 
this communion, and so in return you can have anything we have, just so 
that you ask us in time, and we are at your service. 

I congratulate you, Bishop Weidler, and your committee, upon this fine 
report you made here tonight, and say that your vision made heart beats, 
drum beats, and I hope all of us will catch step and will make these next 
four years the greatest years we have known for evangelism in our churches. 

I am going to speak tonight on the subject “Revive Us Again,” and I 
am going to go back to Habakkuk, the third chapter, second verse for my 
text. I presume every preacher here has preached on that subject at 
some time or other. I would like to bring my talk tonight upon it. 


“Oh, Jehovah, revive thy work in the midst of the years; 
in the midst of the years make it known.” 


Revive means to animate. It means new life. With that in mind, may 
we talk just a moment about our present situation, which calls for a 
revival of the Christian faith here in America. What are our situations? 
What circumstances do we find ourselves in just now? Two or three things, 
briefly, to bring these things to your minds. First, it is my conviction that 
we here in America right now are in a moral sag. Anybody who can read 
his newspapers and listen to the radio and listen to conversations and go 
up and down our streets and around our countrysides and not see that we 
are in a moral sag in America, is not seeing clearly. It gives men pause 
and concern as we look over this nation of ours now. The war has had a 
lot to do with it, but even before the war that moral sag had been setting in. 

Take for example our consumption of liquor in America now. We were 
promised that the saloon would not be returned, but what would come 
back in its place, if Prohibition was done away with, would be something 
very refined and beautiful. But what we have got makes the old saloon 
rather respectable. Seven billion dollars was spent last year in America 
on liquor. The brewery interests in an article I got the other day, boasted 
that one bottle out of every four that they were manufacturing was being 
sent overseas to our boys. And when you think of the space in shipping, 
when you think of the space on our railroads, and the burden put upon 
them, when you think of the man hours it takes to make the stuff, when 
you think of the shipping room that is needed for food for starving people, 
and implements of war, you become deeply concerned, and a righteous 
anger takes hold of you. : 

I tell you, we are not through with that business. I was brought up in 
Kansas. Therefore, I presume I can be pardoned for feeling as deeply as 
I do. I never saw a drunken man until I was eighteen years old. I do 
not believe Kansas is less a state because it has had Prohibition. 

Then the gambling. The race tracks have had the ban lifted, and at New 
York on last Saturday, at the racetrack there were 40,000 people, and not 
all of them came within the O.D.T. order, either, which says that people 
can only come to the races on the trolleys. Nobody is at the gate to ask 
anybody if he came by trolley. And the millions that change hands. And 
over against that, as Bishop Batdorf told us, today our church conventions 
in so many instances cannot be held, and we are having difficulty in holding 
those that we are holding. I do not believe there is anything square or 
fair about it. (Amen) Somebody in Washington has lost his sense of 
values when sports take the place and are given preference, may I say, over 
religion. (Amen) 

Take our broken homes. About one in five now goes on the rocks. 
Some are saying that perhaps it will go up to one in four before the next 
several years have passed. There is another indication of the moral sag. 

Take our Continental Sunday. With the Sunday shows and Sunday sports, 
we are in danger of losing our Lord’s Day in America. Again we have lost 
some of our sense of values. It was the Archbishop of Canterbury, Doctor 
Temple, who tells the story of a man who got into a hardware store at 
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night as a prankster, and in playing his pranks, he changed the tags on all 
the things in the hardware store, so that lawnmowers had a tag on them to 
be sold at five cents each, ten penny nails priced at $25.00 each. The price 
tags were all mixed up. And here in America we have got our price tags 
on so many things in a wrong way. And said the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, as he closed his illustration: “We will never find the situation as it 
ought to be, or have it as it ought to be, until we put God’s price tags 
back on things where he put them.” (Amen) Where the price tag goes 
back on personalities, on the boys and girls. 

Take last year, we spent 55 times as much money in municipal research 
in America as we did for health. For every dollar we spent for health, 
to give men and women strong bodies, we spent $55.00 in municipal and 
in business research in America. And yet cancer and heart trouble and 
tuberculosis are still taking our people by the thousands. Our price tags 
are on so wrongly on so many things in our America. 

And then I am thinking of the church. We have 6,400,000 more people in 
America now than we had five years ago, which gives us 138,000,000 people. 
But of that great number—just recently given us—at least half are not 
members of any church, Jewish, Catholic or Protestant. So that we have 
to say that here in America every other person you meet is not a member 
of any church whatsoever. That is part of the picture you see in our situ- 
ation. 

Then when you come to ask yourself what the answer is, you come back 
to an old Book again, and you read II Chronicles 7:14, what God has to 
say about his people in that day, and he said: “If my people, which are 
called by my name, shall humble themselves, and pray, and seek my face, 
and turn from their wicked ways”’—that was their part—then “I will hear 
from heaven; I will forgive their sins, and heal their land.” That was the 
way of revival then for the people of God. (Amen) 

What is the way of revival now? I think, Mr. Chairman, we are going 
to have to begin with the church. Judgment must begin at the House of 
God, and the revival must begin there, if the situation here is to be made 
much different in the years, the immediate years that are just ahead. 
(Amen) 

Jesus shed tears twice, once over a dead man, and again over a dead city, 
his own capital city, Jerusalem, and when he shed his tears and wiped them 
from his face, he went down into the city and the first thing he did was 
to go to the temple, and cleanse that. He knew he could never have any- 
thing different in Jerusalem until those who were there were different, 
and the temple had to be cleansed. 

No institution goes ahead of its leadership, and a country is not made 
better spiritually and morally unless the people who are responsible for 
that see their duty and do it with great devotion. 

Now may I call your attention to several things. If you had your way 
tonight, what kind of a revival would you like to see in America, and along 
what lines? As you think of the church first, what would you put down? 
Where would you like to see it begin in the church? What form would 
you like to see it take? 

I wonder if I could interpret your minds as I seek to_interpret my own, 
and say that I think that this revival that we need in the church in order 
to change this out here that we talked about a moment ago, is first to 
have a revival of prayer. That sounds trite, but I wonder if any of you 
church historians know of a single revival that has ever swept any nation 
or any part of any nation, that was not conceived in prayer and continued 
In prayer. Somehow prayer and a revival of Christian faith are linked 
very closely together. 

George Adam Smith, climbing the Alps one day with his guide, after a 
long tortuous way they got to the top and when George Adam Smith got 
to the top, he was so glad and so enamored of the beauty of it all that he 
stood up to look all over the landscape from so high a place in the Alps, but 
his guide said to him quickly, “Sir, on your knees, on your knees. It is 
dangerous to stand up like that against the winds that blow up. here.” 
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And so one can say to the church of Jesus Christ, “In this time of storm, 
your place is on your knees.” The early church advanced against the Ro- 
man Empire in that day of the storm of paganism, on their knees. Prayer 
is mentioned twenty-nine times in the Book of Acts. “And when they 
had prayed,” says the fourth chapter of Acts, beginning about the 33rd 
verse, “And when they had prayed, the place wherein they were gathered 
together was shaken. They were all filled with the Holy Spirit. When after 
they had prayed with great boldness they gave their witness concerning 
the Resurrection of the Lord Jesus. When after they had prayed the 
multitude were of one heart and soul, and none of them said that all of 
of the things he possessed was his own.” When—after they had prayed. 

Prayer does make a difference. Prayer is the soul’s sincere desire, uttered 
or unexpressed, the emotion of a hidden fire that (burns in the soul). More 
things are accomplished by prayer than this world dreams of. 

I talked with Doctor Tolliver, vice-chairman of my department the 
other day, who is pastor of the First Baptist Church at Syracuse, New York. 
You know how he kept those ten days in memory of the upper room. He 
asked everybody in his congregation, who would, to join him in a vigil 
of prayer for the ten days beginning on the day of the ascension and con- 
cluding on the day of Pentecost. 

And he told me that 542 people had signed up to pray at least one hour 
in that period of ten days. And he said there was not an hour, night or 
day, when at least twelve of his members had not signed up to pray, 
either in their home or to come to the church to pray. 

And he gave them things to pray about, to pray for. And he said, “I am 
expecting that out of that prayer experience, that we are going to have a 
revival.” Well, it started, and his church got this visitation of evangelism, 
and on the first Sunday of it they had 56 new members added to the church, 
and the first two nights after that first Sunday they added 76 additional 
members to the church. While people were praying, others were out work- 
ing, giving their witness for Jesus Christ. You see prayer can help evan- 
gelism so much. So we need a revival of prayer within the church of the 
Lord Jesus Christ again. 

It is my feeling that we need, and desperately need, a revival of Chris- 
tian teaching. When you look about you, and talk to the chaplains in our 
army and navy, they tell you of the terrible spiritual, Biblical illiteracy 
they find among our boys and girls in uniform, so much so that one chaplain 
said the other day in a paper, “When I get in civvies again, I am going to 
teach, and teach, and teach.” 

That teaching must begin in the home, where we call upon the fathers 
and mothers of our churches particularly to teach religion to their boys 
and girls. That is the first responsibility in this matter of Christian teach- 
ing. And we ought not let these parents off, and let them off easily. 

I wonder if you pastors would like to do what I used to do when I was a 
pastor during those twelve years, going into my homes I tried to look, 
without seeming to look, and investigate concerning the pictures on the 
walls of my church homes, to somehow study the books in the library a 
bit, to note the conversation in the home. And I tell you, in a lot of our 
church homes there is not very much to remind us or anyone else that it 
is a Christian home. 

I like what Doctor Schnoble does down in Washington, D.C., and some 
other pastors, he says, of the Evangelical Church. He has a bookstore in 
connection with his church. It is open certain hours during the week. 
And that makes available some of the finest literature to the parents of 
the boys and girls, and they buy two dollar and three dollar books for 
their boys and girls. I would like to see more churches make Christian 
literature available through the publishing houses to our homes, that they 
might be more Christian in their atmosphere. 

And then we need to have this revival come into our Sunday school. 
May I use that term, rather than church school? The story in the last 
sixteen years does not make good reading in our Sunday schools. There 
is not a single one of our old-line communions, except three, but what 
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have lost, and lost tremendously in our Sunday-school enrollment in the 
sixteen years. The only three that have gained, have been the Southern 
Baptists, with 32 per cent, the Southern Presbyterians, with 13 per cent, 
and the United Lutheran Church, 2 per cent. All of our other com- 
munions, Methodist, Baptist, Evangelical, United Brethren, have all lost in 
the last sixteen years. 

The Methodists came up to Kansas City, at their conference last May 
and said “We have lost almost half a million in our Sunday-school enroll- 
ment since we last met,” which was four years before that. The Northern 
Presbyterians last year lost 85,000. My own communion lost 65,000 the 
year before that, 1943. ; 

What in the world is wrong with us? Have we lost our passion and in- 
terest and concern for the teaching of the Bible and the teaching of the 
life of Christ, and our Christian faith to boys and girls, and young people, 
and men and women? Is it not an anomalous situation, and rather tragic, 
that now we have more new buildings, for illustration, than we have ever 
had before, and we have fewer people in them to teach. Some teachers are 
teaching two or three when they ought to be teaching a dozen. 

Way back when I began my ministry, Marion Lawrance and W. C. Pearce 
used to come around. I went to conventions to hear them, and they 
literally set me afire. I would go home and try to put into practice as 
many things they told me about as I could. And we had the red and 
blue contests in those days. A lot of you men are too young to remember 
that. But that is the way we got new scholars. We pushed the walls out 
of the old building. And that is the way a lot of us got some of the new 
buildings we have. I would not use a red and blue contest again, perhaps, 
if I had a church, but I tell you I would give a lot if every church had the 
same passion that the Sunday schools used to have to get new members. 
And they used the red and blue contests as an expression of that interest 
and zeal. Why, in some of our religious educational circles, if you talk 
about numbers, you are put down as an old fogy, you are just not 
up to date, that is all, you do not speak the language. And we have gone 
so much on child psychology and mythology, and a lot of things like that, 
that are good, and you and I would not change it, but I tell you, we have 
let that supplant other things, and it is showing up in the records of our 
churches, and it ought not be. 

I would like to see the preacher in this United Brethren Church keep 
his hands on his Sunday school. Some of you have taken them off. 
And to have Sunday-school workers’ conferences again, and talk about 
evangelism to our teachers, and if the teachers have a right to expect 
the preacher to preach for a verdict, he has a right to expect his teachers 
to teach for a-verdict. (Amen) 

There is a Sunday school in New York—I will not give you the name, 
but I know it to be the fact, that it is not permissible in that Sunday 
school for any teacher in the lower grades to use the name of God, or tell 
the story of Jesus Christ until the child is about six years old. What. in 
heaven’s name are we coming to, anyhow? I am glad that is the only 
Sunday school I have been able to find of that kind. May its numbers 
diminish. (Laughter) That will make it unanimous, won’t it? 

Somehow, a new spark of evangelistic fever must come back in our 
teaching, come back in the hearts of our teachers—and we have got 
2,250,000 of them in America. It is the greatest evangelistic force we 
have in the church. Think what those 2,250,000 could do in a year if 
every teacher had this compulsion to reach out after more boys and 
girls and young people and adults, and bring them in. And then when 
they have them, to teach and teach and teach until that great moment 
when the boy or girl, the young person or the adult, is ready to make 
his or her decision. 

_I tell you, we ought not be afraid of this word evangelism in our re- 
ligious education. (Amen) Evangelism can save our religious education 
from sterility. And evangelism, on the other hand, needs education to save 
it from mere emotionalism. Evangelism, through Christian education, so 
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that our Christian education is dripping and saturated, so that the teachers 
have this in their souls, to reach out after the unreached. 

I am thinking of the ten million babies born in America since Pearl 
Harbor. Ten million—think of it. My, how our cradle rolls or our 
nursery rolls ought to be increasing, because through these babies we can 
reach fathers and mothers, in order to give those babies Christian homes. 
What an opportunity the preacher and his Sunday-school superintendent 
and the Cradle Roll superintendent or department has these days in a 
community. ‘ 

I met a preacher in Oklahoma the other day who had over 300 babies 
on his cradle roll, and 50 women were on his committee. I know a preacher 
in Peoria, Illinois, who writes a letter to the baby when it is born in 
his community, if that baby’s parents are not constituents of another 
church, and he always gets a letter back from the baby, signed by the 
baby’s name. Well, you see, a preacher can say a lot of things to the 
baby and through the baby to the parents, and the parents have to say 
a lot of things to the preacher when they write the letter for the baby. 

What it will mean to get hold of these babies and bring them up in the 
admonition of our Lord—and to their homes. 

So I would like to see a revival of Christian teaching through the 
home, and through our Sunday schools, through our week-day religious 
institutions, through our Vacation Bible Schools. And if we can get it, 
then perhaps (and get it enough) this will not occur again. 

When Eric Johnson, of the Manufacturers Association, was over in 
Moscow not long ago, he and another man from America—I just cannot 
call his name at the moment—the two were being entertained at a banquet 
by the Russians, and the Russians finally began singing one of their hymns. 
And then out of courtesy they turned to Mr. Johnson and to this writer 
or poet that was with him, and asked them if they would not sing some 
American hymns. And they got their heads together, and the only thing 
they could think of was—well, they came up with this—“Jesus wants me 
for his Sunbeam.” Well, that is laughable, it is ludicrous, to think that 
two men had been so short in their religious education that that is all 
they could remember by way of a hymn. ; 

Then I would like to see a revival come in Christian evangelism. How 
we need that. It has been glorious to feel the pulse of this Conference. 
I believe you are going to go home and do more than ever before. 
These reports are fine on paper, that we pause here tonight to pass as a 
report, but I tell you to reach the last local church among the United 
Brethren is something we ought to do, and do very soon when you get 
home. (Amen) ait ; 

There is great need for it—great need. Take, again, in the last sixteen 
years, your increase in the United Brethren Church was only 12 per cent. 
That is all you grew. The Evangelical Church grew about 20 per cent, 
the Northern Baptist 19 per cent; Disciples of Christ, 20 per cent; Presby- 
terians of the U. S. A., 5 per cent—think of that—only 5 per cent. The 
Episcopal Church just a little more than that. The Reformed Church 
in America, about 8 per cent. Is there anybody who will say we do not 
need a revival of Christian evangelism, when you have to give figures 
like that to a Conference like this? : 

Somebody says, “Well, Mr. Bader, I don’t believe in numbers.” Well, 
usually, when any preacher says that to me, I know that he hasn’t very 
many numbers himself to be afraid of. The Methodists came up to 
Kansas City last year saying that as many as 3,000 of their churches never 
had a single accession on confession of faith. What is wrong? And every 
Methodist church is supposed to have a preacher, either full or part time. 
What is the preacher thinking about? What does he think he is there 
for, if his chief business is not to preach and to teach, to win men and 
women to God? : 

We are playing at this thing in the average church. When I think of 
the membership some of us have, and the wealth we have, and the trained 
men and women we have, and our own training as preachers, I tell you 
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that instead of bragging about what we are doing, almost every one of 
us should feel like getting down in the dust and asking God to forgive us 
for not doing better work than we have been doing with what we have. 
Some of us have almost lost this evangelistic drive and compulsion. It is 
not there in our soul. The fire is not burning brilliantly to meet a time 
like this. I tell you the reason the early church prospered was because 
they had an aggressive evangelism, an aggressive evangelism, for this 
Christian evangelism is always aggressive. It is a spear point driving 
for the taking of new territory, the winning of new people. 

The church is always within one generation of extinction. The church 
you preach for is within one generation of extinction; if you fail to win 
people to Christ year after year and year after year the church goes out of 
existence. And we must be evangelistic, because Jesus has asked it. It is 
the imperative from him. It is because of the need around about us of the 
young people and the unreached. And our church should not be a 
feeling, but a force that we will use for the evangelism of the commmunity 
where we are. 

Next year all of our communions are going to make the year a year of 
lay evangelism. They have all voted it, just as you passed it here tonight, 
that tenth recommendation, to train laymen to do this personal work. 
The Methodists say “we are going to try to win a million new members 
to Christ in the Methodist Church next year,” and they are going to do it 
by training the minister how to train his laymen to do this personal work. 

I believe the greatest unused force in the church now is our lay men and 
women in evangelism. I still believe in the evangelistic mission, or 
preaching mission. I hold one mission a year myself, to keep the fire 
burning upon my own heart’s altar. Down in Tulsa this last Holy Week, 
I was in one church for a week, and we had 105 to give their hearts to 
Jesus Christ in the week. I love to do it. If I were twins, I would be out 
holding meetings all the time, I think, or helping preachers to train laymen 
to win people to Christ, one or the other. I love to do it. 

I believe in evangelistic meetings, and I believe every church ought to 
have one every year, or every other year, where the preacher holds the 
meetings himself, or asks some other minister to help him, or an accredited 
evangelist in the community—some kind of a special effort, a harvest time. 
But along with that, either before or after, or by itself, to train groups of 
laymen and women and send them out in the byways and the highways, 
as Jesus sent out the seventy, to win others to the Lord Jesus Christ. 

I have had Oliver (Broke) with me for three years. We have kept 
very careful records, and we found out in the three years where he has 
been in the cities, north, south, east and west, that the laymen have been 
able to win 48 people out of every 100 they have interviewed for Jesus 
Christ. Think of it. And if you train your laymen and lay women how to 
do this, and get a prospect list, and send them out one night a week, or one 
night every two weeks, or even once a week, they will surprise you with 
their wonderful results, as they go into home after home and sit down 
and earnestly, prayerfully talk face to face with people about Christ. 

In most of our churches, I presume more than 95 per cent of the people 
on Sunday morning and evening are already members of the church. The 
people who are not members of the church are not coming. And if we 
get them, we are going to have to go where they are. And we can use 
this method, that is as old as the New Testament. And I would like to 
see this great communion lead us all out on this thing of training the 
preachers to train laymen to win people to Jesus Christ. I would like to 
see that revival in the church of our Master these days, for such a new 
power, and a new cleansing will come within the church. 

This other word, and briefly: I would like to see a revival of Christian 
cooperation among the Protestant churches of America. My friends, in 
unity there is strength. And Protestantism ought to be learning her 
lesson, now, if ever, to keep together, step together, and walk together. This 
is no time to criticise each other, and to break ranks and to fight needless 
fights, but it is a time when preachers in every community and communion 
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ought to be snuggling up to one another, praying for one another, rather 
than criticising one another, helping one another, because I tell you the 
Situation is too difficult for us to add other burdens to each other out 
yonder. We must stay together. And I know one great church. that is 
together. They may be a minority now, but unless Protestantism learns to 
think together and plan together and evangelize together, they may not 
always be the minority in America. 

We Protestants must get over this matter of taking Protestantism for 
granted in America. And I want to see the Protestant Church remain strong, 
because of what we stand for, the ideals and the faith of the Protestant 
Church. Behold how good and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell 
together in unity. And I am thanking God tonight for every step the 
brethren are taking toward unity and larger co-operation through our 
Federal Council, our City, County and State Councils, through our World 
Council, that now has 86 communions in it, representing 29 countries. 

Oh, I tell you, it is a new day, but we must keep on and on in this 
thing, to answer the prayer of our Lord that they all might be one, as 
Thou, Father, art in me and I in Thee, that they may be one in us. 

Why? That the world might believe that Thou hast sent me. And one 
reason, I take it, you want to get together with the Evangelical Church, 
is not to be a bigger church, but because when you get together you will 
be able to do more together to evangelize and Christianize America, and 
send the gospel to the others of the earth in a greater way than you can do 
without union. That the world might believe, is the word of Jesus, in his 
high, priestly prayer. O, Lord, revive thy work in the midst of the 
years, in the midst of the years make it known. And if we can get some- 
thing of the kind of revival I have been talking about tonight, I think then 
will happen what has happened following every revival of religion—new 
movements will spring up, new institutions will come into being, a new 
strength will come into the church, young men will come into the ministry, 
and we will have more recruits for the mission field. All of it goes back 
to this matter of reanimation, awakening, and the quickening of the people 
of God for the work of God in days like these. 

May we bow in prayer: O God, we do thank thee tonight for thy suffi- 
ciency, for thy adequacy in cur inadequacy. When we think of the work 
that is to be done, we say to ourselves: Who is sufficient for these things? 
O God, send a revival, (Amen) in our time (Yes). Quicken thy people 
becausee of all of the things that are at stake these days. O God, use thy 
church to meet the situation in which we find ourselves now. Help us, we 
pray Thee, to be thy ministers of faith and love, and thy messengers of 
salvation. Bless the teachers of our Sunday schools, the parents of our 
homes, our church officers, and use them all to thy glory, we ask in the 
name of Christ. Amen. 


CLOSING ADDRESS 
“The Forward Look” 
By Senior Bishop A. R. Clippinger, D.D. 


Members and Friends of this, the Thirty-Fourth Quadrennial Session of 
the General Conference of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ: 

This session opened invoking the blessings of Almighty God upon our 
deliberations. We have not been disappointed. God has been with us. 
And now we come to the closing moments of this great Conference with 
the divine assurance, with the deep assurance that God has been here. 

It would be very indiscreet and inconsiderate upon my part to delay you 
this evening for any length of time with an address. I have no specially 
prepared address for you, for what I say comes out of deep convictions of 
my heart. bhee ' 

I feel quite confident that those of you who have been sitting in the pews 
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and listening to these wonderful addresses have gotten far more benefit 
out of the Conference than those of us who have carried responsibility, 
whose minds were wandering about and trying to pull the program to- 
gether so that we might conclude in good time and that everything might 
work together for the good of one another, for the glory of God. That is 
the way it always is, whether it is an annual conference, or a General 
Conference—the people in the pews get more out of it than the people who 
are directing affairs. 

I need not tell you, for you are fully convinced, that this has been a most 
wonderful General Conference. This is my eighth General Conference. 
There has been a manifestation of the Spirit of God here, the like of which 
I have never realized, have never seen or felt in any previous General 
Conference. 

We have not always seen eye to eye on all the motions and the reports 
given here, and why should we? The very genius of Protestantism is inde- 
pendent thinking. And so everyone has been permitted to speak for him- 
self and to express himself according as his judgment would direct. 

But even though we have differed, we have been kind and considerate 
of one another’s judgments and feelings, and like good Christians, we have 
united upon a great program which has been adopted by these several 
departments. 

It seems to me that there has been more advancement indicated in these 
reports and others than in any reports to which I have ever listened in any 
General Conference. There is a challenge here, brethren, which will require 
the united efforts of all pastors and the people, of all the churches and 
of all the conferences, in order that we may realize our goals. 

And so, while this has been a mountain top experience for us, yet there 
is great work at the foot of the mountain for all of us to do. One of my 
good brethren over here to the right, who has been a churchman a long 
time, and one of our very faithful laymen, who has been a member of our 
annual conferences repeatedly, and who understands United Brethren 
faith and doctrine and the program of the Church—this is his first experi- 
ence in a General Conference, said “This is a post-graduate course for 
me.” Well, so it should be for all of us. 

We have been living together and working together, but we have reached 
heights in this Conference unattained by any previous assembly of an 
adjudicatory nature. Those of us who listened to those four masterful, 
deeply spiritual addresses of Doctor Harner, could not but feel the pulsa- 
tion of the great evangelistic spirit of the Apostle Paul. And he assures us 
that he hopes to develop them fully, and that they will come out in book 
form some day, and we will all want to read them again, and think about 
them, and pray about them. p 

Well, here we are this evening, in the closing moments of this great 
session. Yesterday was a great day. Sunday was a great day. I have 
heard it said repeatedly that was the greatest sermon we ever heard in a 
General Conference. Then yesterday we transacted a lot of business, and 
then today. It seemed as though we reached the climax of all our fondest 
hopes, our greatest desires were excelled by the presence and power of 
God in our midst. (Amen) 

I do not know what your feeling was today. May I digress here? Those 
of you who attended Bonebrake Seminary—I did not—may know this, but 
I have heard the story from the lips of Doctor Landis so many times that 
I can recite it. You remember he was once pastor of the old Summit 
Street Church. He was in the midst of a revival on a Sunday morning, and 
he said they were praying, and there were students at the altar, and he 
said his wife was a little late that morning, and when she opened the 
door, there was something that seemed to smite her in the face, although 
she knew nothing that was going on inside. 

Well, brethren, I never saw a spirit, for you cannot see a spirit with the 
physical eye. But I have a kind of feeling that the Spirit of God, even 
though invisible, can be felt, and can touch this physical body of ours. I 
had a feeling all forenoon that there was an unseen presence here, that 
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there was a touch of God in our meeting, for this is the day many of us 
have been looking forward to for months, and, indeed, years. And this 
was the culmination, the climax of the long years of effort and prayer and 
consecration. And when that roll was called and the vote was unanimous, 
all but two votes, it was the climax of a great Christian effort. I believe 
that God was here. (Amen) 


And then following that came Doctor Bader’s masterly address, evan- 
gelistic, as his addresses always are. Some of us have a very distinct 
recollection of Dr. Charles L. Goodell. I suppose Doctor Bader is not here 
at the present moment. He selected Doctor Bader as sort of an under- 
study. In his travels he discovered Doctor Bader, who was a pastor in the 
Church of the Disciples of Christ. I knew Doctor Bader when he first came 
into this particular field and worked with Doctor Goodell. After a few 
years, Doctor Goodell went to his crowning. It was very natural and very 
desirous, indeed, that Doctor Bader should take his place. And he has 
grown in his ability, in his consecration, and in his power, the like of which 
you seldom see in any individual. 


We love to associate with him. We were happy indeed that he could 
be with us in this General Conference. And as I met him in other gather- 
ings at different places, he never failed to remind me “I am going to be 
with you in your General Conference.” And so God spared his life, his 
heart and mind. 

And we have been permitted to meet together in one of the greatest, 
grandest revivals, brethren, I have ever witnessed. We have had one 
outstanding conversion. But, brethren, revivals may not number so many 
in number of conversions, but the Spirit of God moving upon the hearts of 
Christian people constitutes a revival. And if this Conference was not 
moved by the Spirit of God this morning, then I have no conception of 
what a revival is. 

Now, brethren, we must go forward for the next four years upon the 
impulse and impetus of the power of God which we have received here. 
But we must constantly return to the altar of God to replenish our little 
vessels with the grace and goodness of God. 

I never could understand how some people claim to be Christians and 
absent themselves from the house of prayer and the house of worship. 

But with renewed consecration and dedication, from this great gathering, 
in this beautiful spot of the State of Ohio, let us go out with the con- 
sciousness that God was with us, and God has blessed us, and I believe 
God has put his benediction upon our plans and our efforts. 

As we look forward to the culmination of this Union, we look forward 
to a still greater, wider, broader, deeper program than even that which 
has been adopted here. I have spoken repeatedly upon the proposition of 
Church Union. One day when speaking to the official board of our First 
Church in Dayton—that official board is made up of a large group of very 
fine, consecrated laymen, business men of the city of Dayton—after I had 
spoken upon Church Union, and pointed out a number of things per- 
taining to the Union, one of our very discerning laymen said to me, “But, 
Bishop, what will be the advantage of this Union?” The implication was 
that we were getting along pretty well independent of our Evangelical 
Brethren. “What will be the advantage if we do get together?” 

To which I was very happy to respond, and say that in our planning and 
thinking, while it is not in printed form, but as soon as the Union is effected, 
in fact, before it is effected, when we are quite certain it will take place, 
plans are under way for a great revival of religion in all of our churches, 
a great forward movement in the deepening of spiritual life and in finances 
all over the united church. 

Now there are some things we can do right well separately, but there are 
some things we can do together much better. The bishops are planning 
already for a tour of the entire country, from coast to coast. We have 
already made out a large list of centers where we ought to have meetings, 
bringing together Evangelical and United Brethren people in great rallies. 
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And then that shall be the preliminary movement for this larger gathering, 
this larger movement which is to take place following the official merger. 
Well, it is challenging to me. You well realize that I have passed the 
high meridian of life, and I am going down the shady side of life, like 
some of the rest of you are. But I say to you, there has never been 
anything in my ministerial career like the opportunities of the day and 
age in which we are now living. ; 

If I have one wish above another, I wish I could turn the wheel of time 
back to 1910 and start all over again with my ministerial work. Well, I 
cannot do it. But here are a lot of our young people. When I go into the 
Seminary and see that group of 100 young pastors, my heart burns. I wish 
I could impress it upon their hearts as I feel it—the marvelous opportunity 
of the ministry of this day and age. 

Oh, it was great when Doctor Plummer and Doctor Rife and I started, 
but, Doctor’ Plummer, it is great today, and I wish we could start all 
over again. Brethren, with the inspiration of this great day—the greatest day 
that I ever witnessed in any General Conference, let us go out from this place 
with the benediction of Almighty God resting upon pastors and laymen alike, 
and carry back to our respective conferences and our respective churches 
something of this inspiration, this great program, and with the resolve and 
determination of high spirited men. Let us put across the greatest program 
this year that our denomination has ever witnessed. 

Oh, I have been watching your elections. You have given us some great 
men on these several boards. I am happy for them. From this gathering 
we go to the Otterbein Home day after tomorrow to hold our annual 
board meeting. You have given us several good men there. 

There are so many things I might speak about, and so many things that 
call forth gratitude from my heart, that I think I ought to stop, lest I weary 
you. God has been with us, and God will go with us, however hard the 
road may be and how difficult the tasks may be that we face. Let us not 
grow weary in well doing. 

I am glad I have been permitted to meet in this Conference, as I said at 
the opening of the Conference, with a number of brethren. It is a good thing 
we have a General Conference at least once every four years, for that is 
about the only place we meet up with a lot of you brethren. I hope we 
may meet in less time than that, brethren. I cannot command words this 
evening to express the joy and sweet satisfaction that comes into my heart 
in seeing your faces, in gripping your hand. I wish that I might sit down 
by your side and talk over the church work and ask about your personal 
life and your personal experiences, for it would do us all good. But time 
does not permit that. And so the best we can do is to wish one another 
well and good speed upon our journey. 

Then I think I ought to thank the Conference for sending me back to the 
Central District. Oh, I thought of other districts, and I have learned to 
iove all of you, but after you have spent 35 years in one spot, brethren, it 
is more like home than anywhere else. And if I can live out a few more 
years, I will not trouble you any more. (Laughter) 

And so, there are so many things for which I want to give God thanks, 
and I pray God’s blessings upon you in all your conferences and in your 
local churches. May God spare your lives and give you safe journey back 
home. And pray God that we may meet again when we come together in 
that Uniting General Conference. I thank you. (Great applause) 
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BISHOPS’ QUADRENNIAL REPORTS 


REPORT OF CENTRAL DISTRICT 
By Bishop Arthur R. Clippinger 


Through the providence of a kind and beneficent Heavenly Father I 
am permitted to submit my sixth quadrennial report, as Bishop of the 
Central District. More than half of my natural life has been spent in 
the city of Dayton. During these years I have seen a whole generation 
pass out of time into eternity. We have no officials today who were in 
office when Doctor Ziegler and I were elected to our respective positions 
at the Indianapolis General Conference in 1921 except Dr. O. T. Deever. 
Some of our departments and institutions have changed three times since 
then. 

Longfellow said: 


“Art is long, and time is fleeting, 
And our hearts, though stout and brave, 
Still like muffled drums are beating 
Funeral marches to the grave.” 


During the quadrennium fifty-three of our ministerial brethren have 
answered the last roll call. They have joined the triumphant ones and 
today are worshiping around the throne of God. In addition to these 
ministerial brethren many faithful Christian laymen have died. We 
mourn the loss of all these faithful Christians but we rejoice to see a 
younger generation stepping forward to fill up the depleted ranks. The 
worker may fall but the work goes on uninterrupted. Never before in 
the history of the Central District have we had so many young men in the 
active ministry, with sixteen now in Bonebrake Seminary making special 
preparation, and others in Otterbein College. Only a very limited number 
are pursuing the Reading Course as prescribed in the book of Discipline. 
Through all these years I have endeavored to lift the standard of the 
ministry, both in regard to consecration and efficiency. My efforts have 
not been in vain, for I have seen-marked growth and development in all 
my conferences. Seventeen of our ministerial brethren are now in the 
Chaplaincy of the armed forces of the United States. Quite a number of 
our young men in the ranks have heard the call to the Christian ministry, 
and others to the mission field. On their return they will continue their 
studies to make further preparation for their life work. 


Some Statistics 


Five Conferences constitute the Central District, four in Ohio and the 
fifth in Tennessee which includes the major portion of our work in Ken- 
tucky. In this district we have 333 itinerant elders, 106 local and retired 
elders, also 39 annual conference licentiates and 96 quarterly conference 
preachers, more than half of whom are in Southeast Ohio Conference. 
There is a dire shortage of ministers in all the conferences due mainly to 
the number of active pastors who have gone into the Chaplaincy. Reports 
from these Chaplains are quite gratifying and we are assured that they 
are doing a very commendable piece of evangelistic and humanitarian work. 
We should never forget these faithful ministers in our prayers and con- 
stantly keep in touch with them by personal correspondence. 

The Central District comprises 341 charges or 583 churches with a mem- 
bership of 104,048 which is a net gain for the quadrennium of 3,745. This 
is a much larger net gain than last quadrennium. The state of Ohio has 
within its borders over 98,000 members. We are sorry to report the Sun- 
day-school enrollment shows a decrease so also the average attendance. The 
same may be said concerning Christian Endeavor. This decrease can be 
accounted for at least in part by the large number of our young men and 
some of our young ladies going into the armed forces. Surveys also reveal 
that church families are smaller than some years ago. Nevertheless there 
are yet many young folks and older ones walking the streets who should 
be in the Sunday school and young peoples’ societies. Our conferences and 
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many of our local churches are co-operating with the International 
Council of Religious Education and with the Evangelistic Department in 
the Mission to Sunday-school teachers, the purpose of which is to train 
our teachers in soul winning. This is a most worthy program and deserves 
the hearty support of all pastors and churches. But over against this de- 
crease, which is to be regretted, there are some very wholesome signs. In 
all our conferences there is comparatively new fields being developed. This 
is true of all the conferences. I refer to the work of special training and 
teaching in the field of religion. We have 723 enrolled in standard Leader- 
ship Training classes, 225 in Community Training classes, 1,254 in Week 
Day Schools of religion, 6,825 in Vacation Day Bible schools, 1,010 in 
Catechetical classes and 1,626 in Stewardship training. Surely all this 
means the cultivation of fertile soil. Each conference has a school in the 
summer for training young people in leadership. These in addition to the 
Otterbein College summer school insures efficient leadership for the fu- 
ture. Some very definite commitments have been made in these schools for 
the ministry and missions. 

The Southeast Ohio Board of Christian Education sponsors thirty-eight 
Vacation Day Bible schools down among the hills, with an enrollment of 
2,465. Three of our General Departments along with the Conference Board 
finance this most worthy project. I consider this a very worthy piece of 
Home Missionary work, for many of these children have no access to Sun- 
day school or any other religious services. This work is growing and there 
is an increased number of schools opened up each year. These are under 
the direct leadership of Rev. E. B. White and Rev. Karl Wilson, both of 
whom are quite conversant with the Religious Educational program. One 
of their chief difficulties is to procure efficient teachers. 

The Barnett Creek community center in Kentucky continues to grow in 
interest and usefulness. Mrs. Bierly and Miss King are doing a very com- 
mendable piece of work. A number of the young folks are now going off 
to high school. The state dental clinic comes in each year and takes care 
of the teeth of the children. Miss King continues to do nursing. Mrs. 
Bierly and she do much evangelistic work as well as community work. Since 
these good folks have gone into that community the whole community has 
benefitted from their presence and work. They have better roads. Health 
conditions have improved, homes are happier and religion is the talk of the 
town. This is the type of missionary work that pays large dividends. 


Finances 


During the quadrennium all the conferences completed the Pension 
Campaign, which was considered a victory even though it required con- 
siderable time. Every one is happier for having met their quota. 

Pastors’ salaries have been substantially increased. Unfortunately we 
are obliged to make use of too many pastors who are giving only part time 
to the pastorate. For illustration, Miami Conference is making use of 
twenty-six student pastors. We are always glad to make use of a few, 
but that is too many for the good of the conference. 

The Christmas offering for the Otterbein Home from these five confer- 
ences this past year will approximate $85,000.00, with a growing interest 
from year to year. Benevolences of course have been paid in full and more 
than the quota. These conferences paid a total for all purposes last year 
of $1,988,500 or a per capita of $19.12 which is almost a fifty per cent 
increase over four years ago when I made my last report. 

The value of church property is listed at $7,788,350 and the value of 
parsonage property at $1,084,105 or a grand total of almost nine million 
dollars. Numerous parsonages have been built or purchased during the 
quadrennium. Many mortgages have been burned. Very few churches 
are carrying debt today. None that have cumbersome debts. Quite a few 
more of these churches will pay out within the next few years. There has 
not been much building on account of priorities and lack of skilled 
workmen. Some decorating and remodeling has been done. Church prop- 
erty is in better repair than ever before. Pastors are made comfortable in 
modern parsonages. There is much money in the treasuries and many 
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churches are developing a sizeable building fund awaiting the day when 
they can erect a new house of worship. 

Our next financial objective is to reach the Otterbein College Cam- 
paign goals by June, 1947, when that institution will celebrate its Cen- 
tennial Anniversary. Quotas have been assigned to these several confer- 
ences totaling $208,100. The organization has been set up in all the con- 
ferences and the money is coming in each month in a very gratifying 
manner. Quite a number of churches have already paid their entire quota 
and others expect to do so by the end of this conference year. We have rea- 
son to believe that the full amount will be paid in cash by June, 1947. 
The readiness with which churches have accepted their quotas and the 
interest manifested in this campaign is quite refreshing. This great insti- 
tution which has functioned continuously for a whole century, deserves 
our whole hearted support. Her years of future usefulness will be greatly 
enhanced if the five goals recommended by the Campaign Committee and 
adopted by the trustees can be attained. While it is becoming increasingly 
difficult for the small denominational college to carry on, yet we believe 
there is an important place for it in the program of the Christian church. 
It will be a sad day for Christianity when advanced education is turned 
over exclusively to the tax supported schools. We have sought through 
all these years to magnify the importance of Christian education. 

Church Union has received special attention in all our annual confer- 
ences, rallies and district meetings. The booklet, “Our Church Faces 
Union” has had a wide circulation and has been studied in many local 
churches. I have reason to believe that our people have been pretty well 
informed concerning the proposed union. Marked interest has been mani- 
fest and many favorable comments have been made. Plans are now under 
way for still further publicity, so that if this conference gives the anrmual 
conferences the green light, every local church and every member will have 
opportunity of voting intelligently. The delegates here assembled have 
received advance copies of the proposed Discipline and no one can say, 
“T have not been informed.” We believe that God has been leading your 
commissioners, twenty-six in number, through all these years, and now 
ee. your approval of what we believe is the will of our Heavenly 

ather. 

As victory perches upon the banners of our fighting forces our people 
are turning their sincere attention to a study of a “Just and Durable 
Peace” Some very discriminating articles have been written for the public 
press, sermons have been preached and study classes have been organized 
in some churches. An earnest effort has been made on the part of our 
conference leaders to create sentiment for a Christian approach to this all 
important issue. It may not be much that we can do, but as citizens of this 
nation and as Christian people, we owe much to the future generations and 
to the coming of the Kingdom of God on earth. The very least that we can 
do is to be well informed so that we can speak intelligently. To this end 
we are giving ourselves, in prayer and preparation. 

Our churches are not unmindful of relief for the reconstruction period. 
Large sums of money have already been contributed and still larger 
offerings are in store as we come closer to that all out period. Missionaries 
are in waiting just as soon as the ports of entry are open and opportunity 
is extended to them. We are now building up reserve sums so as to meet 
these pressing needs in the very near future. As we reclaim the Philip- 
ete Malai a military point of view, so we will reclaim them for God and 

e church. . 


In Conclusion 


The quadrennium has been a pleasant one, notwithstanding difficulties 
encountered due to the war hysteria and the war program. The draft has 
taken most of our young men and some of our young women. Priorities 
and limitations have detained many individuals and delayed many pro- 
grams. There is a feeling of uneasiness and unrest abroad. Peoples minds 
are disturbed, hearts are heavy, home life has not only been interrupted 
but made sad because some loved ones will never come back. All this 
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makes church work more difficult. It is remarkable, however, to observe 
how pastors have met the challenge and our churches continue to carry 
on an aggressive program despite handicaps. 


Our pastors and churches, almost without exception, are in direct com- 
munication with their soldier boys. Testaments and devotional books 
have been sent to them. Pastoral letters and church bulletins are sent 
regularly. Literally tons of religious periodicals and Christian literature 
have been sent to the bcys in camp and over seas. This type of work, 
including what our chaplains are doing is a great piece of evangelistic 
work worthy of commendation. Our churches have not lost their spir- 
ituality, but have responded to this call in a very commendable way. One 
scarcely hears a prayer offered anywhere that the boys are not remem- 
bered at a throne of grace. Doctor Pugh, Stated Clerk of the Presbyterian 
Church, U. S. A., who is chairman of the Chaplaincy Committee, and was 
himself a chaplain in the First World War, said several times in my hear- 
ing: “There was never before an army martialed on the face of the earth 
that received so much religious help as the army of World War II.” While 
God can look with no degree of pleasure on war, yet he must rejoice 
to see the story of redeeming grace told to the boys in uniform. We have 
all reason to believe that when these young men return home they will 
not forsake the church that succored them in time of danger and suffering. 
Let us not do less for them but more, and never forget to pray for them 


daily. 
A Personal Word 


The co-operation of pastors and people deserve special mention. There 
has been no change of superintendents in any of my conferences during the 
quadrennium. The program of the Church as adopted by the last General 
Conference was followed with conscientious zeal and not without gratify- 
ing results. The pathway of duty has not always been an easy one, but 
through patience, vigilance and toil success has been apparent. 

God has given me good health and strength. Not one engagement has 
been cancelled because of ill health. I was obliged to decline many calls for 
my services because of previous engagements. Some engagements and 
some meetings naturally must take priority over others but it has been 
the rule of my life to go wherever I have been invited, whether the 
church be large or small. ‘ 

Much of my time has been given to board meetings and committee meet- 
ings, most of which assemble in Dayton. As a member of the local 
Chaplaincy Committee I have given much time to that work, and have 
made several trips to Washington, also to New York City, as a member of 
the Executive Committee of the General Commission. The fellowship on 
these several committees is delightful, but we face hard problems and 
there is an expenditure of nerve energy. 

We now leave the past with God, trusting that wherein we may have 
failed and come short of our highest privilege God will overrule and in 
the future years give us strength and courage to do better work. With 
love for the brethren and thankfulness to Almighty God, I remain your 
servant. 
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REPORT OF EAST DISTRICT

Officers and Delegates of the Thirty-fourth Session of the General Con- 
ference, Church of the United Brethren in Christ: . 


FATHERS AND BRETHREN: 

Greetings! “Grace to you and peace from God our Father, and the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 

With a deep sense of gratitude to Almighty God who gave needed 
strength for every task and who guided and preserved safely both me 
and mine through these years of great test, and joyous triumph, and with a 
deepening appreciation of the love and loyalty of ministers and churches 
everywhere and their constant fellowship in our common toils, I bring this 
summary report of our work and submit it for your consideration and 


approval. 


Sacred Names 


The East District over which I have had the honor to preside during the 
last sixteen years includes the older and more settled sections of the Church. 
Aging maturity and solidity are in evidence everywhere. In the very heart 
of this area are the scenes of Otterbein’s life and labors. His associates 
and those who entered into their succession toiled here in their day. The 
names of persons and places are vibrant with holy memories. Lancaster, 
the Isaac Long barn, Tulpehocken, York, Frederick, Hagerstown, Baltimore, 
and others immediately awaken emotions and stir high sentiments that 
cheer and bless. If an institution is the lengthened shadow of a man, then 
truly the Church of the United Brethren in Christ is the benign shadow of 
the great and good Otterbein.: His name is forever enshrined in the heart 
of this church and it shines with increasing luster as the years pass. All 
other names gather radiance from his. The seven ministers who assembled 
in Father Otterbein’s study in’ 1789 are now immortal. Likewise are the 
thirteen who met in that historic conference in 1800 in the home of Frederick 
Kemp and his son, Peter, Kemp, near Frederick, Maryland and fully effected 
the organization of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ. 


Historic Institutions 


The three oldest churches in the denomination are a heritage of this 
district. The first and oldest is the Keedysville, Maryland, Church. Its 
fountain spring is the famous “Geeting Meeting House” which dates back 
prior to 1774. While a number of church houses have been built since on 
different locations, the organization itself has had an unbroken history 
for more than one hundred and eighty years. The second is Hagerstown 
St. Paul’s, which was organized by Rev. George A. Geeting, who also built 
the “Geeting Meeting House,” about 1790 and its age is also quite beyond 
the century and a half mark. The third oldest church in this trio is the 
Neidig Memorial of Oberlin, Pennsylvania. In this church rests one of the 
strongest historic proofs that the church was organized as a separate de- 
nomination prior to 1790 which marks the beginning of this local church. 
In the title deed to the ground, the name, Die Vereinigte Bruder, “The 
United Brethren,” occurs and bears its witness to the fact that this name 
as designating a separate and distinct religious movement was already in 
common use at that early date. Three educational institutions—also the 
oldest—are within the bounds of this district. First is Otterbein College 
which is now in the midst of its centennial celebration of an unbroken 
ministry. Four of the annual conferences of the east district are cooperating 
with Otterbein in addition to six other conferences that are sharing in its 
support. The second is Lebanon Valley College. It was established in 1866 
as an “educational institution of learning in which the highest scholarship 
should be fostered in a Christian atmosphere, and in which religion should 
subsist without sectarianism.” The supporting territory of this college is 
limited to only two annual conferences. The third is Shenandoah Junior 
College at Dayton, Virginia. Its sustaining support comes from Virginia 
annual conference together with a modest allowance from the denomina- 
tional budget. All three of these institutions have a notable background of

worthy achievement, their presidents are men of sound scholarship, un- 
questioned loyalty to the church and its sacred traditions, and wide awake 
and aggressive in their leadership, and the constituent membership is 
rallying to these colleges in growing appreciation and support. Another 
institution of honor and blessed service is the Quincy Orphanage and Home. 
It began its work in 1903 and is the pioneer in this organized ministry of 
mercy in our own denomination. The Home now has 350 acres of the 
finest farm land in the state, a large group of substantial and commodious 
buildings, no financial indebtedness, a loyal and liberally supporting mem- 
bership in the seven annual conferences, a consecrated and efficient board 
of trustees and a well trained and dedicated superintendent and matron in 
the persons of Prof. and Mrs. Alvin C. Wertsch who are constantly under- 
girded by an efficient staff, and the outlook is bright with promise for the 
years ahead. Rev. and Mrs. H. J. Kitzmiller who founded the Home and 
who gave their farm, all their earthly possessions and their lives and love 
and labors to the last full measure of devotion have now both entered into 
aes eternal reward and abide in honored rest and their works do follow 
them. 


Facts and Figures 


The church membership is now 161,617 which shows a net gain for the 
Quadrennium of 5,235. There are 992 organized churches, 422 parsonages, 613 
ministers enrolled in the annual conferences and 429 active pastors in full 
time employment. Twenty-five ministers are in the chaplaincy service of 
our nation’s armed forces. The salaries paid to our pastors, including par- 
sonages, during the last year reached $899,516. This shows an average 
salary for the year of $2,100, which on the face of it seems quite commend- 
able. It should be remembered, however, that about ten per cent of the 
ministers were paid less than $1,000 which is far below the living standard 
income. For the Quadrennium the salaries reached upwards of three mil- 
lion dollars. The property valuation, including churches and parsonages, 
and institutions is nearly twenty million dollars. Fifty eight young men 
were given annual conference licenses to preach the Gospel, and forty-five 
were ordained by the laying on of hands to the sacred office of elders in 
the church. Forty of our fellow ministers were “taken with the summons, 
which had this for a token that the summons was true,” and as they passed 
over all the trumpets sounded for them on the other side. Among them are 
those whose names and lives were highly honored in the counsels of the 
denomination. With them are thirty-eight widows and wives of ministers 
who passed through the mystic veil beyond the sunset gates. The going 
of these honored associates leaves us sorely bereaved and broken. “But 
our sorrow is not the sorrow of those that have no hope. We believe that 
Jesus died and rose again, and even so them that are fallen asleep in Jesus 
will God bring with him.” 


Important Campaigns 


The Ministerial Pension and Endowment Campaign is now fully com- 
pleted. For once the church stayed together until it was finished. It took 
a bit longer than it was hoped. But wisdom ¢s justified of her children, 
and all of us rejoice now in this great triumph. Less than two per cent of 
the total amount raised was paid out for campaign expenses. A secure 
foundation is now laid. Other amounts will be added from time to time until 
the Fund is sufficient to pay an adequate pension for all our retired elders 
and their dependents. Next in order, and of primary importance, is the 
financial undergirding of our colleges. They have waited long and patiently. 
Now their day is at hand. If the colleges are to live the Church must deter- 
mine that they shall live and afford them the means to live more abundantly. 
It is apparent to all thoughtful churchmen that without the Christian 
college the church itself has no assured future. All three colleges within 
this district are now in the midst of campaigns to strengthen their finances. 
The combined goals set as a minimum to be reached call for upwards 
of a million and a quarter dollars. Every annual conference has already 
accepted with enthusiasm its full alottment. A goodly number of local 
churches have paid their five-year quota in full. More than a fifth of the 
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$550,000 for Lebanon Valley is already paid. The response to Otterbein’s 
$625,000 goal is everywhere assuring. Friends of Shenandoah will permit 
her to triumph gloriously. Nothing must be allowed to handicap or delay 
these campaigns. As the church did for the Ministerial Pension Campaign, 
so let it now do for the colleges. Every deck is now cleared for this one 


task until it is fully done. 
A Look Ahead 


It is often said that when the world is at its worst the church must be 
at its best. If we take counsel with our faith, as Christians always must, 
then the “Prospects are as bright as the promises of God.” In spite of 
building restrictions during these years more than a score of churches and 
educational buildings were erected and dedicated. Parsonages were built 
and in other instances houses purchased and fitted for pastors’ homes. Many 
new ventures for expansion are in readiness. Allegheny conference pur- 
chased a large farm on a high elevation in the Allegheny mountains as a 
suitable ground for educational assemblies, conventions and other church 
gatherings. A location has been secured by the Virginia conference in 
Arlington and preparations are under way for immediate entrance into this 
promising field for a new church. Pennsylvania conference is definitely 
set to project a new organization in a growing residential section of Wash- 
ington, D. C. The East Pennsylvania conference began a home missions 
work in Lincoln Heights, a suburban development of Reading. A Sunday 
school with an enrollment of nearly one hundred offers a basis for this 
beginning. In Florida two opportunities are knocking at the door. One 
is in the Latin population center where work is already started under the 
pastoral leadership of Rev. and Mrs. Roa. The other is in one of the most 
attractive residential sections in the Tampa Bay area. The Florida con- 
ference, Tampa First Church and the Home Missions Board are jointly 
planning to begin work here. 


A new spiritual quickening from above for the whole church, and an 
evangelistic passion that burns, are the claimant needs in this day of 
suffering and sin. Evangelism is coming back into the churches. And so is 
Christian Theology. For a long time they were pushed back into the 
shadows. Now a new day is dawning for both. The whole religious educa- 
tional movement which promised so much has grown sterile because it 
lacked the dynamic of a saving evangelism and the joy of genuine Chris- 
tian experience. Its great leaders are awakening to its impotency and are 
now turning again to Evangelism as the only answer. The Mission to 
Christian Teachers is altogether unprecedented and its challenge lays 
responsibility upon all of us. It is sponsored jointly by the Department 
of Evangelism in the Federal Council of Churches, and the International 
Council of Religious Education. Our churches and schools will miss their 
day of visitation if they do not buy up the opportunity of this nation-wide 
uprising of soul saving passion. A continent-wide movement of lay-visita- 
tion-evangelism among all the Protestant churches of North America is 
definitely under way for 1946. Everywhere there are signs of goings in 
the tops of the mulberry bushes. “He that winneth souls is wise; and they 
that turn many to righteousness shall shine as the stars forever and ever.” 
Only the Christian Church infilled by the Spirit of God and possessed with 
the eternal passion to save is sufficient for the new day and the new world. 
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REPORT OF PACIFIC DISTRICT 
By Bishop Ira D. Warner 


To the General Officers and Delegates assembled in the Thirty-fourth 
General Conference of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ: 
DEAR FATHERS AND BRETHREN: 

With deep gratitude to God for health and strength with which to meet 
the duties and responsibilities involved in your commission, and with sincere 
appreciation of the friendship and cooperation of my associates to whom 
large credit is due for whatever success has been achieved, I submit my 
fourth report as Bishop of the Pacific District. 

The District comprises the five states of California, Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho and Montana. This is the largest geographical area but contains the 
smallest constituency in the denomination. The District is divided into 
three conferences, viz: California, Oregon and Montana, which have a total 
membership of 7,836. All the conferences showed a net increase in member- 
ship with a total gain of 462. The ministerial roll consists of 80 ordained 
elders and annual conference licentiates. 

The grim reaper of death cut deeply into our ministerial ranks, decimating 
our number by ten. Eight others retired during the quadrennium. Three 
entered the Chaplaincy and two were called to direct the work of institutions 
in the church, Dr. J. R. Overmiller as Superintendent of the Otterbein Home 
and Dr. I. Lynd Esch as President of Indiana Central College. We mourn 
deeply the tragic death of one of our young ministers, Rev. Floyd Richert of 
Montana, who served as Chaplain to the Paratroopers. 

To keep our churches fully supplied with pastors has been a difficult 
task. I am glad to report that all our fields have been manned. Nine young 
men were given annual conference license to preach, seven were ordained 
to the office of an elder in the church and two deaconesses were consecrated. 
We tested the promise, ‘Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest that he 
will send forth labourers into his harvest,” and we are happy to witness to 
His answer for our needs. 


Some Notable Victories 


The war, with its heavy demands, dulled the spiritual status of our people. 
This had its repercussion in the field of Sunday-school work which brought 
a serious decline in attendance and enrollment. However, during the past 
year the churches have made some progress in meeting this issue and 
recovering losses. 

The work of evangelism has been carried forward in the face of extenu- 
ating circumstances. Many pastors have succeeded in promoting annual 
revival campaigns while others have majored in the work of visitation and 
personal evangelism which has produced good fruitage. 

The District has gladly and fully met all the askings of the General 
Conference for the Benevolence Budget and the Ministerial Pension. In the 
Pension Campaign, I gave the full measure of my time and talent not only 
to its direction but to the actual solicitation in many of the churches. 

During the quadrennium, California Conference projected a special cam- 
paign known as the California Fellowship to raise $20,000.00 for the liquida- 
tion of conference indebtedness and provision of funds for new churches 
and new missions. Oregon Conference followed with a similar campaign for 
$10,000.00 and for the same purpose. I was requested to direct these cam- 
paigns which were carried personally to all the churches. We are happy to 
report that these special projects have been successfully completed. 

All the conferences shared with York College in the campaign to 
liquidate the indebtedness on the institution and are now cooperating in the 
effort to provide $350,000.00 for new equipment and endowment. ; 

The District leads the denomination in per capita giving with the following 
figures: California, $29.00 per member; Oregon, $28.00 per member, and 
Montana, $26.00 per member. As I write this report, all the churches are 
preparing for an intensive campaign in Christian Stewardship during the 
month of February. Enlistment Day has been planned at its conclusion to 
register new tithers, Life-Work Recruits and the pledging of so many hours 
per week by the members in the work of the parishes under the direction 
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of the pastors. We believe such an emphasis is most timely. In this unprece- 
dented rise of private incomes and prosperity, the principles and practice of 
Christian Stewardship must be followed or the nation as well as our people 
will lapse into a state of greed and covetousness which will paralyze spiritual 
growth and development. The present world catastrophe is the result of our 
failure to be good stewards of God’s grace and blessings. 


Our Crowning Achievement 


It is impossible to register and report our greatest victory in the realm of 
statistics. It is in the field of the “intangibles,” yet constitutes the source of 
our greatest rejoicing. I refer to the change in morale or what we may call 
the esprit de corps. Sixteen years ago, I found a spirit of defeatism in many 
places, especially in Oregon Conference. When the depression broke upon 
us, churches which were receiving as much as $1,100.00 missionary appro- 
priation were reduced to $300.00 per year. A number of churches were 
involved in debts and cumbered with mortgages which were of twenty and 
thirty years standing. 

A complete transformation has taken place in the spirit and outlook in 
the churches and conferences. This was enhanced not only by the flush 
times of these recent years but has been a matter of gradual development. 
Here are some of the tangible results: 

All the conferences are out of debt. 

Twelve new churches and fourteen parsonages have been built or 
acquired during the 16 years. 

Debts have been cleared on all churches and parsonages in Montana, on 
all but two churches in California and on all but four churches in Oregon, 
and in these cases the churches are far ahead of schedule in payments 
incurred in recent building programs. 

Ten churches have gone to self support recently and in a few years all 
others are expecting to do the same. Then missionary money will be turned 
to new projects. Instead of a liability, the churches have reached a sense of 
stability and are becoming a missionary force in their conferences. 


How Achieved 


see victories have been achieved by faith in God, hard work and 
sacrifice. 

We have endeavored to lift the standards of efficiency among pastors and 
laymen by giving them fresh visions of their tasks and equipment to do 
their work. We have tried to build into their ministry strong evangelistic 
passion and methods, effective programs of Christian education, stewardship 
and missionary activity, efficient administration of conference and local 
church work and a desire to share in community and interdenominational 
projects. Better salaries have been made available with the averages for 
the conferences as follows: California, $1,927.00; Montana, $1,731.00, and 
Oregon, $1,563.00. A number of the pastors are securing more training in 
colleges and seminaries. 

The Home Missionary Society and the Secretaries have given valuable 
assistance in gifts and counsel which are deeply appreciated. 


Personal 


During these sixteen years, the General Conference requested each Area 
to provide a manse for the bishop. In order to help lift the burdens, I 
forgave the conferences this responsibility for three quadrenniums, also 
paid my travel expense. I was happy to do this in order to provide more 
money for distribution from conference mission funds, to needy pastors and 
churches. During the quadrennium just closed, the conferences and churches 
have provided rental for the manse and most expenses for travel. 

When the depression broke upon us, all conferences were compelled to go 
to pastoral-superintendency. This plan placed upon me added burdens and 
in many cases full responsibility for decisions to be made in difficult situa- 
tions involving pastors and churches. 

I visited all the churches in the District from one to three times, delivered 
658 sermons and addresses, attended_111 meetings and boards of various 
kinds, conducted preaching missions, Bible Conferences, camps and confer- 
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ences in which I witnessed 519 conversions, 392 reconsecrations, 70 life-work 
decisions and 180 accessions to churches. 


The Future 


We feel confident that a secure foundation has been laid for an era of 
extension and missionary expansion. Churches and conferences are im- 
pounding funds for new building after the duration. New missions have 
already been launched in Pomona, California, and Seattle, Washington. 
Careful surveys are under way in our great metropolitan areas as well as 
in the rural sections with a view of starting new missions. After the war, 
there will be some return to the previous status, but in all similar develop- 
ments, it is revealed the West has always had a powerful appeal. Our 
victory. over Japan may stimulate the more rapid development of this great 
section of our nation. In that development we want the United Brethren 
church to play her part to help build a spiritual empire. 
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REPORT OF SOUTHWEST DISTRICT 
By Bishop V. O. Weidler 


To the Members of the Thirty-fourth General Conference, Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ: : 
GREETINGS IN THE NAME OF CHRIST JESUS OUR LORD: 

The years covered by this report will doubtless be styled “The War 
Years” by the historian. The influence of this strange and lamentable 
visitation which has brought the entire world into turmoil, will reflect some 
seemingly favorable aspects in this report as in all others. Victories will 
be recounted which are gratifying, but our satisfaction will be tempered by 
the realization that many of our victories have been made possible by a 
world condition which is strangely out of balance. This economic and 
social upheaval will have an aftermath, and prophets are rising on all 
sides to remind the church that she will be confronted by challenges which 
can be measured only by the war’s dimensionless magnitude. May we be 
sobered by this realization, and with prayerful demeanor, and with a cour- 
age warranted by our faith, undertake whatever task of divine appointing 
may confront us. 

We are happy to report that no change has come to the ranks of our 
conference superintendents, our administrative associates. They have been 
loyal servants of the church. Without exception they give primal emphasis 
to evangelism. In meeting the denominational claims involving finance 
they have enviable records. They have encouraged young men to attend 
college and seminary in making preparation for the gospel ministry. In 
short they are recognized as diligent workers. Dr. Maurice Nichols, Dr. 
C. V. Priddle, and Dr. A. P. Vannice are close to the twenty-five year mark 
in administrative service. The other three, Dr. G. E. MacCanon, Dr. A. E. 
Moore and Dr. C. H. Crandall have given a decade or more of similar fruit- 
ful service. 


Policy Takes Form 


There is nothing artificial about the developing policy incumbent upon 
the Southwest area. It includes three major interests. They are interde- 
pendent, and every subordinate objective is definitely related to one or all 
of the three major themes. We must not be trite in naming these three 
distinct elements of our concern. They are, First, the lifting of the rural 
church to its rightful place of usefulness; Second, the creation of a city 
church with an adequate program of impact upon urban life; and Third 
and finally, the creation of a standardized training agency for providing 
an adequate leadership to man these rural and urban units of Christian 
pees aes In- short we mean the required standardization of our York 
college. 

The rural church is by all odds the greatest heritage of the Southwest. 
It has a potential which can be levied upon. The sublimation of the rural 
parish can easily produce a religious fervor. The Roman Catholics remind 
us that we are neglecting this, our most meaningful field of service. A 
stalwart rural layman at one of our recent conference sessions, after hearing 
the program of our Rural Life Commission did three significant things. 
First, he gave one thousand dollars to the college; second, he declared that 
he would send his three boys to York college; and finally he declared that 
he would start a movement to build a thoroughly modernized parsonage 
for the open country parish to which he belongs. 

Our rural life commissions are beginning to sense their responsibilities 
and some very effective and workable plans are being devised. 

The modern city church is not unmindful of its limitation. Our denomina- 
tional approach to the city must have a two fold motivation. First, laudable 
and defensible, is that of conservation; second, that which is an imperative 
to all city churches, is a systematized evangelism. Our latest undertaking, 
in a big way, of this challenge is the sending of a missionary pastor into 
the great metropolis of St. Louis, Mo. In this we have the moral approval 
and abetting of our Evangelical church brethren. Our pastor has received 
a most cordial greeting and reception from the church and civic officials of 
that city. In seeking a location for service, the president of the city Council 
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of Churches indicated that his great denomination would defer to the 
United Brethren in occupying what, by all evidences of survey, would prove 
to be a most fruitful field of service. May God bless this adventure of faith. 

Finally, we have evidence that the laity is taking the lead in requiring 
that we have an adequate supply of devout, energetic and well trained 
recruits for the gospel ministry. They know with saddened hearts that 
many of our churches are being lost because of a lack of available ministers. 
The training agency has the opportunity and obligation of both recruiting 
and training the candidates for the Christian ministry. The laymen are 
practically unanimous in requiring that the standards of such institution 
be nothing short of the accepted standards, both scholastic and religious. 
The response to this element of our policy is most gratifying and will be 
alluded to later. 

Evangelism 


The evangelistic emphasis is not neglected in our area, but as Paul says 
there are many adversaries. There are new approaches and some most 
effective skills are being developed in carrying the appeals of the church 
in personal ways and manners to the homes of those who should be won 
to the church. Some of our brethren who are used of God in this manner 
are receiving numerous calls in extending that influence. 

Some of our men are mightily used of God in promoting revivals of 
evangelism and Bible study. After many years of observation it becomes 
abundantly evident that every soul unredeemed must be the object of God’s 
tender entreaty through some obedient and consecrated servant of the 
Christian apostleship. 


Membership and Conference Expansion 


Three of our conferences report gains in membership for the quadrennium, 
the other three which must report losses indicate that the losses have been 
occasioned by the abandonment of marginal churches. With the abandon- 
ment of these churches the area must report a net loss. For this lamentable 
condition we must insist that the only answer is to be found in the opening 
of new enterprises. We are happy to report new missions opened and that 
others are in immediate contemplation. Notable examples are Great Bend, 
Kansas, St. Louis, Mo. and with surveys undertaken in Sioux City, and 
Davenport, Iowa and Tulsa, Oklahoma. 


Financial Victories 


At the beginning of the quadrennium we faced great financial obliga- 
tions. We needed to bring our benevolence budget to 100 per cent standing. 
Our highest standing attained in the previous quadrennium was about 
75 per cent. Our pension standing was 17 per cent. The college debt was 
$75,000.00. All these deficiencies presented imperative claims. 

In addition to this our salaries which were very low had increased on 
an average during the previous quadrennium just about one hundred dollars. 

Possibly this claim, that of sub-standard salaries, had priority of interest. 
A full budget would help and I dare say that we gave first emphasis to 
the matter of achieving a full budget. In this matter each year of the past 
quadrennium has seen an increase which culminated in each conference 
reporting a full benevolence budget for the last conference year of the 
quadrennium. We notice with pardonable pride that for the last six months 
of the denominational year our area leads the five districts with a standing 
of 107 per cent. 

The salaries for the quadrennium have increased on an average of $300.00, 
and while this is good they are still $600.00 below the denominational 
standard. 

Something must be said in the matter of per capita giving. The denomina- 
tional standard is $17.95. Were our salaries equal to the denominational 
standard, our per capita giving would exceed that of the church as a whole. 
It would be $18.60. This indicates that in matters of stewardship of ma- 
terial possessions, except for the low attainment of ministerial salary sup- 
port, the Southwest is on a parity with the denomination as a whole. 
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Ministerial Pension Campaign 


As before mentioned our standing in the Ministerial Pension campaign was 
just 17 per cent, at the time of the last general conference. We had just 
paid $10,000.00 to this fund as a district and felt that that had just about 
exhausted our resources for a year’s work. Many observers outside our 
area felt that the Southwest would not be able to meet her responsibility, 
and would thus imperil the enterprise. The college was pressing for the 
field, and 83 per cent of the pension remained to be raised. It was truly a 
formidable task that lay before us. However, in the first year of the quad- 
rennium we raised $13,000.00. The next year amassed the sum of $42,000.00, 
and in the first eight months of the third year another $42,000.00 was ac- 
cumulated which paid the areal quota in full. We witnessed some heroic 
second mile giving to make this victory possible. 


York College 


The indebtedness on York college afore mentioned stood at $75,000.00. 
Of course this was staggering, but the more favorable plan adopted by the 
last general conference in behalf of the college permitted the administration 
to balance the current budget. This created confidence which resulted in 
an offer on the part of the business men of York to propose that a financial 
effort be made in the city and county of York, looking toward the liquida- 
tion of the entire indebtedness. 

Dr. S. B. Williams and Dr. O. T. Deever offered to give some time in 
taking advantage of this proposal. After some deliberation with civic leaders 
of the community it was proposed to seek individual gifts of $1,000.00 more 
or less. The response was most gratifying, in a very few months the com- 
munity had subscribed a total of about $40,000.00. The campaign was 
continued in the church cooperating territory and an amount was raised 
sufficient to bring the total fund to an amount sufficient to liquidate the 
indebtedness. This victory led to the organization of the Greater York 
College campaign. Dr. S. B. Williams was chosen to be the General Cam- 
paign Manager with the Bishop the chairman of the central committee. 

At first thought it was deemed wise to ask the cooperating territory for 
an amount equal to the quota of the Ministerial Pension Fund. However the 
laymen were quick to measure the significance of a movement to establish 
a standardized agency of Christian training, and they subscribed amounts 
as individuals equal to the tentative church quotas. This of course required 
a shift in plans and the quota system was abandoned. 

Possibly one-fourth of the church territory has now been covered and 
the total subscriptions at the end of 1944 reached the sum of $150,000.00, 
one-half of which was cash. This amount included gifts from outside the 
church. A leading merchant of the city of York gave $15,000.00. 

The laymen of the area are interested in bringing the college to a point 
of efficiency which will warrant the hope of an adequate supply of min- 
isterial students. We trust the campaign will be pressed with vigor to 
the end that these laudable hopes shall be realized. 


Support of Other Institutions 


Our area has cooperated to the fullest possible extent in sending our 
college graduates to the Bonebrake Theological seminary. This will prove 
a great benefit in the end but for the present it operates to deplete our 
ministerial ranks. The larger salaries of other districts seem attractive to 
many of these Bonebrake graduates and they fail to return to our area. Some 
ways should be found to bring our salary level to the standard of the de- 
nomination. 

Our cooperation with the Otterbein Home results in a fine stimulation of 
interest. The offerings are generous and the story of the institution’s work 
never fails to bring a good response. Several of our churches have reached 
the goal of $1.00 per member. One liberal offering of over $850 came from 
our church at Enid, Oklahoma. 

Within our boarders, in the upper Rio Grande valley of New Mexico, 
is located a missionary and educational institution which is growing con- 
stantly in influence and power. Educational and evangelistic work is being 
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conducted among the Spanish Americans of this region. Superintendent 
McCracken supervises the work with a natural and harmonious blending 
of these two emphases. Children are received into the school system at 
kindergarten age and are carried through the high school grades, always 
under positive Christian influence. The faculty is recruited largely from 
our own colleges and are qualified by both scholarship and by missionary 
fervor. The evangelistic influence is widening and the results are en- 


couraging. 
Personal Word 


My work during the past four years has given me new insight into the 
worth of denominational effort in the Southwest. I meet the second and 
third generation of a pioneer people. By the very nature of my work in 
giving some assistance to the Pension and College compaigns, I have 
gotten into the homes of many of our people. These homes are graced by a 
piety and devotion bequeathed to the present generation by the great souls 
of the pioneer days. In the monumental work of Carl Sandburg, viz “The 
Prairie Years and the War Years of Abraham Lincoln,” the United Brethren 
church is mentioned as a significant factor in the background of American 
life. The saga of that influence in the great reaches of the Southwest must 
never be lost. 

Some young historians are being raised up who shall help to preserve 
the story of the truly significant work of the pioneer fathers of the United 
Brethren. Some of this work is being done in the form of graduate dis- 
sertations by our seminarians. 

I am under great personal debt to our many fine pastors and people. 
They have been kind and helpful. The General Officers of the church have 
given helpful ministry within our borders. They have served as evangelists, 
and good ones, as well as teachers in our camps and mid-year gatherings. 
Dr. I. J. Good gave six months of arduous toil within our area in behalf of 
our college campaign. He was magnificently successful. President D. E. 
Weidler, and Dean W. E. Bachman, of York college, together with members 
of the faculty lend themselves to all the varied interests of the area, for 
which we are profoundly grateful. 

We have shared our Christian ministry with the armed forces of our 
country, and the Chaplains from our area do us fine honor. 

The stars on the service flags of our churches make a great constellation. 
There is meaning in it all. Now and then a star of golden sheen scintillates 
with unusual brightness and flashes a message of hope and heaven. We 
pray for peace, and may our Christian service be worthy of the peace that 
shall come. j 
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REPORT OF NORTHWEST DISTRICT 
By Bishop Fred L. Dennis 


To the Officers, Delegates, and Guests of the thirty-fourth General Confer- 
ence of The Church of the United Brethren in Christ: 


ESTEEMED CO-WORKERS: 

It is with a keen consciousness of personal limitations that I submit here- 
with a brief statement of the work in the Northwest District. For twenty- 
eight years, prior to 1941, Bishop H. H. Fout had challenged the churches of 
the area by his vision and labors. I have been fortunate to have his counsel 
and comradeship during the entire quadrennium. His availability for 
anniversaries and revivals has been a unique blessing to our area. Hence, the 
transition in leadership has been accomplished with a minimum of disturb- 


ance. 
Our Departed 


Many of the veteran lay and ministerial leaders have been promoted 
during the quadrennium. In the conference memorial services, during the 
first years, I heard names that were new to me. More recently, I have 
discovered that my acquaintance with the personnel of the area is becom- 
ing more general. 

Five members of the General Conference of 1941, from the Northwest Area, 
have joined the immortals, in addition to some who had served similarly in 
earlier years. Five laymen were called, viz.—L. S. Long, Michigan Confer- 
ence; C. L. Raymond, St. Joseph Conference; Charles Breden and John Wate, 
Indiana Conference, and I. J. Good, White River Conference. Dr. J. A. 
Groves and Dr. S. E. Long of St. Joseph and White River Conferences, 
respectively, concluded their distinguished services during the quadren- 
nium. Many valued leaders in local churches have gone on also, leaving 
vacancies that are difficult to fill. 


Our Ministry 


We close the quadrennium with 345 itinerant elders, 67 annual conference 
licentiates, and 115 quarterly conference ministers. In this last-named 
classification, alone, do we show an increase. 

About twenty of our ministers are serving with the armed forces as 
chaplains. One is in the intelligence division of the army, while another 
serves as an enlisted seaman. 

Twenty-nine young men are enrolled at Bonebrake Seminary, the highest 
number among the districts of the denomination. Nine of these are members 
of the Illinois Conference, which conference excels all other conferences of 
the denomination in this item. Fifty-six have been ordained during the 
quadrennium. Some of our conferences face acute shortages in ministerial 
leadership in the immediate future. 


Colleges—Seminary 


The Michigan Conference cooperates with Otterbein College. Its share of 
the Centennial Fund is allocated to charges, with the prospect of payment 
before the expiration of the designated term. 

Indiana Central College is maintained by the other six conferences of the 
district. This school has just observed the conclusion of forty years of history 
with appropriate ceremonies. The featured events included formal inaugural 
services for the new president, Reverend I. Lynd Esch, Ph.D., on April 21. 
The address was given by Dr. Herman B. Wells, President of Indiana Uni- 
very. Many representatives of other colleges throughout the land were 
present. 

Competent faculty replacements and additions next fall will go far 
toward assuring our admittance to membership in the North Central 
Association of Colleges. 

The new administration opens under favorable circumstances. The last of 
the debt on buildings and grounds was paid January 9, 1945. Receipts from 
the Victory Fund Campaign, which had been promoted successfully by the 
late president, Dr. I. J. Good, have liquidated all indebtedness and will 
provide ultimately a modest endowment of at least $250,000.00

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Bonebrake Seminary is popular with our constituency, a fact amply 
attested by the number of our youth in training there. Ministerial students 
at Indiana Central consider Bonebrake a logical next step after college 
graduation. The reduced number of ministerial recruits in college, indicates 
there will be a shortage of pastors in the near future. 


Christian Education and Evangelism 


Every conference in the area has a well-organized program of camps and 
other educational conferences. Leadership training credits are earned 
annually by hundreds of our youth and adults. Evangelism is the spirit of 
all these camps. Otterbein brotherhoods are gaining in number and influence 
in the life of the church. Furthermore, biennial Evangelistic Retreats were 
conducted for ministers. The first was held at Battle Ground, Indiana, with 
240 ministers enrolled. The second was held at Indiana Central College last 
December, with 206 enrolled. During the year, between these retreats, the 
evangelistic emphasis took the form of two-day institutes for pastors in four 
conferences, where I had the assistance of a team of four pastors: the Rev- 
erends L. L. Baughman, W. R. Montgomery, L. S. Stine, and D. H. McCor- 
mick. In Minnesota, the ministers assembled for a one-day mission with the 
superintendent and bishop. In Wisconsin I presented evangelism as a 
member of a conference team. The limitation of time prevented presentation 
of the program in Michigan until the annual conference, when Reverend 
L. S. Stine rendered valuable service. 


Membership 


Church membership of the area is 109,646, a gain of 3,285 for the quad- 
rennium, or approximately three per cent. Individual conference participa- 
tion in this achievement is as follows: White River, 0.7%; Illinois, 1.5%; 
Michigan, 3%; St. Joseph, 4%; Indiana, 8% and Minnesota, 9.5%. Wisconsin 
had a net loss of twelve members. ; 

Our abnormal list of non-residents causes real concern. In the denomina- 
tion, the non-residents are 20.07% of the whole. In the Northwest Area, they 
provide 23.92% of the total. This large list reduces our per capita giving to 
$17.55 and the percentage of contributors to 44%. 


Property and Finance 


Only a few church houses have been erected during these four years. It 
has been most favorable for the liquidation of debts and for the accumula- 
tion of funds for future construction. Many charges have bought parsonages 
and nearly all charges seem to have carried through extensive repairs, 
including decorations. 

Salaries of pastors have advanced 34%, comparing figures for 1944 with 
those of 1940. Payments to benevolence budgets have advanced 60%, while 
the total giving to all benevolence causes registers a gain of 106%. 


Several of our churches now support United Brethren Missionaries in 
addition to their full benevolence budget payments. These exemplary 
churches and pastors are: 


I. Foreign Projects—Fifteen. Six of these are in White River Conference: 
Lebanon, C. C. Fruth; Barbour Avenue, Terre Haute, L. Elwood Peyton; 
Muncie, Industry, Forest A. Reed; Columbus, E. A. Struble; Olive Chapel, 
J. A. L. Shaw; and Daleville, Don R. Falkenberg. 

Illinois Conference has five: Bloomington First, L. L. Baughman; East 
Jordan, L. N. Main; Chicago II, C. W. A. Bredemeier; Bradley, Dale Doolan; 
and Freeport, H. I. Newell. 

St. Joseph Conference reports three: Warsaw, G. T. Rosselot; Fulton, B. E. 
Chambers; and South Wayne, Ft. Wayne, M. S. Livengood. 

Oakland City in Indiana Conference, G. C. Bond, concludes the list. 

II. Home Mission Projects—There are six special Home Mission projects, 
four of which represent vision and consecration in Illinois Conference: The 
Illinois Branch W.M.A. has two projects, Mrs. Mary Bierly, Kentucky work, 
and Miss Delia Herrick, New Mexico; Olney, Clyde Erwin, supports Miss 
Lena Blake; and Fairview Center, M. B. Leach, supports Miss Pearl Wolford. 
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The other two projects are reported in White River Conference, where the 
conference branch W.M.A. supports Rev. Roy P. Carpenter, and Muncie, 
Industry, Forest A. Reed, supports Miss Clora Mann. 

In some cases the present pastors found this praiseworthy work already 
inaugurated, in which cases they are happy to maintain the program. 

We commend this type of Churchmanship upon the part of our pastors. 
There are many more fields that wait for similar assistance. 


Personal 


In my attempt to become acquainted with my work, I have spent a great 
deal of time in the field. Every minister has made some contribution to my 
life. I am especially indebted to the conference superintendents for uniform 
kindness and cooperation. Four of them, already in office in 1941, have 
continued throughout the quadrennium, viz., Dr. J. F. Hatton, Michigan; 
Dr. G. W. Bonebrake, Illinois; Dr. B. H. Cain, St. Joseph; and Dr. V. G. Hunt, 
White River. Dr. C. O. Main became superintendent of Minnesota within 
three months of the beginning of the quadrennium, (too late to be eligible 
for membership in this body) succeeding Rev. B. Scott McNeely, who re- 
quested release. Changes are reflected in the Indiana and Wisconsin Confer- 
ences, where former superintendents Dr. A. D. Smith and Reverend W. H. 
Adams, respectively, asked release. The Reverends E. Craig Brandenburg 
and George H. McAhren now lead these conferences with every promise of 
success, 

Beyond these men there are more than 400 pastors who make possible 
such victories as this writer is permitted to report. 

ll of us are longing for the return of peace. Most of our churches are 
seeking to maintain contact with service men and women by mail, while 
special prayer periods regularly appear in worship services. Nor do we 
dare forsake them as they return, one by one, as at present, or en masse, 
later. Rude awakenings await many of them in the homeland, as they 
attempt to resume the normal pursuits of peace. Patience, friendship, and 
love are characteristics of Christ, which they will need and will appreciate. 
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REPORT—ADDRESS 
By Bishop Emeritus H. H. Fout, D.D. 


_ Mr. Chairman, and Brethren: We face a time limit embarrassment 
Just now. This is our first day, and I suppose our power of indulgence 
is stronger today than it may be in the days to come. I am not to give 
a report. I was not commissioned to do anything, but I count it a great 
honor, and I appreciate the fact that these associates of other years have 
given me opportunity to speak a few words concerning my work, my 
observations and impressions during the quadrennium. 

Now my dear friends, it is difficult for me to express the humility and 
gratitude that is in my heart as I attempt to make these remarks. Four 
years ago I was left to face the world without a conference commission— 
the first time in 54 years, or since I entered the ministry. I accepted the 
isolation as a part of the discipline of life, as I said to you at that time, 
ae humbly followed on to know the will of God and his plan for my 
uture. 

For a time, the way seemed hedged, of course, but soon doors of oppor- 
tunity began to open in different sections of the Church. They have been 
increasing since that time, making the past year the busiest of the four. 
As the result of this isolation, my walk with the Master has truly been 
much closer and more intimate than it would have been without this 
experience. 

I have had two calls to the ministry. The first was coincident with my 
conversion. That was true, I am sure, for many of the brethren here this 
afternoon. The second call was during an extreme illness six and a half 
years ago. Now the first call, as I have said to you, was as clear as the 
tones of the morning bells in Switzerland calling the peasants to worship 
every morning. The second call was in a still, small voice, but it was as 
clear and more impressive, I should say, than the first. It was specific, and 
answering that commission I have determined to dedicate without reserva- 
tion the remaining days of my earth life to that specific call, to the kin- 
“dling of evangelistic fires throughout the Church. 

The same day when my second commission came, I was unable to speak, 
and my head was covered with an oxygen tent. Somebody was commis- 
sioned to come in, and we do not know yet how he received that permis- 
sion or commission to come into my room. Well, just for a moment or 
two I was conscious, and he said he came to see if I did not have a 
statement to make to leave to the Church and to my beloved family. 
I could not speak, but at that time, that conscious moment, I thought of 
dear old Doctor Gavin, president of DePau University for a good many 
years. During a critical illness, a messenger was sent to him to ask for a 
statement similar to that they requested me to give. He said “Yes, I have. 
I have a statement to make, and I am glad for the privilege.’ He said, 
“You tell that janitor not to toll that bell until he hears from me (laughter), 
and not to accept any second-hand invitation.” Now I would probably have 
given about the same answer if I had had the strength at that time. 

I want to state now, and I made the daring statement four years ago, 
that this Conference could not retire me, and you see that it did not. 
I want to say that I shall not be retired by any other voice except the One 
who called me (amen) and gave me his commission. (Amen.) ; 

My heart holds memories richer than gold of blessed associations during 
the years of my official life with my beloved and helpful associates, also 
with high churchmen in other communions at home and abroad. There 
have been experiences so sweet and unforgettable that the very thought of 
them covers my soul with June roses. I cannot get away from them. 

Another precious memory that will follow me all of my days (and par- 
don me if I give it) is this, that the last quadrennium of my active life 
shows by the record that it was much the greatest, both in effort and results, 
of any of the six quadrenniums preceding it. Now I will tell you that is a 
comfort to me when the fires burn low. How good God has been to give me 
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these rewards of fond recollections to cheer me when I need cheering, 
and the very thought of you does it. : 

Now I have special pleasure in presenting the following brief account 
of my work during the four years. I have conducted twelve evangelistic 
meetings. A man remarked in my presence today that he thought it ought 
to be below the dignity of a bishop to hold revival meetings. (Laughter) 
That was an average of three a year, each including three Sundays. 

And beginning with the tenth of February, I averaged speaking more 
than once a day until the first day of April, until Easter. Now I wonder 
if any of you bishops or any of you fellows can match that. I have had 
deep joy in the work. Evangelism and church building have been the joy 
and the crown of my ministry. Even during my active life as bishop, I felt 
I could not be delivered from the stupefaction of priestly office without 
going out once in a while and holding a revival. It may not be necessary 
in your case, but I declare it was in mine. 

When someone asked Dr. Lyman Beecher what in his judgment was the 
greatest work possible for a man to accomplish, he answered unhesitatingly: 
“Tt is that of winning a soul to Jesus Christ.” 

What a work! One that angels would covet—the winning of an immortal 
soul to Christ. Oh, He who is really the jewel for which the whole uni- 
verse is a setting, turned aside from the creation of worlds to give his 
life for saving immortal souls, and he declares that just one of them is 
worth the whole world. 

It has been my blessed privilege as I could find the time, to assist churches 
in their debt paying campaigns. This is recorded as one of the outstanding 
achievements in many of the conferences. This year I have conducted more 
mortgage burning services, and in the past four years, than I did in twenty 
years before. It would seem that just now God is matching the churches 
with his hour for paying church debts. Marvelous victories have been 
recorded. And in those days I found many a rare and radiant spirit. 
In my own church, where members of my family worship, in Indianapolis, 
we had working girls pay $200 in cash, every dollar they could lay up, to 
help us to complete that debt two weeks ago. I tell you, that gives joy that 
is worth something. : 

My work also has included addresses, in several of the conferences series 
of addresses, in several of the assemblies, in several conference retreats, in 
two colleges, and in pre-Easter services, beginning with the first in Kansas 
City the first year of the four. For the glory of God, I have to say that in 
some important respects the past year has been the greatest year of my 
ministry, and the quadrennium the greatest quadrennium of my ministry. 
It was not any trouble for me to keep the creed that I announced, not to 
grouch. I have kept that item of the creed. You ask Mrs. Fout. She is 
sitting over there. She knows better than anyone else. 

And I can never forget the help my brothers gave me when I started in 
the ministry. Many of them are in heaven. I cannot forget them—making 
me what Iam. I think it would be a temptation for any one of you to write 
your own biography, to do it correctly, because we are so inclined to give 
ourselves the credit somebody else ought to have for making us what we are. 

Being a student all my days, I have bought more books—I have given 
away 500 volumes—I have bought more books and done more reading than 
in any other quadrennium when I was in the service. 

And my last item in the creed is this—so long as I live I expect to be 
alive. (Applause) 

While we rejoice in the material prosperity that has come to the churches 
in recent years, it is conceded that the power of religion—that ought to come 
home to our hearts, that is what touches me—is on the wane and has been 
for 35 years, as the record shows. Now that in view of the fact that our 
churches today have more complete organization, more equipment, larger 
resources, greater intelligence and broader information than ever before, 
and yet Protestantism is losing ground. There has been a decline in Sun- 
day-school attendance. 

I think we have stood about even with the average church. Our net gain 
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during this quadrennium in membership has been three-fourths of one 
per cent. That would not pass with business men. At the rate of three- 
fourths of one per cent, it would take us about 82 years to double our 
membership. I am quoting the figures. What do you think about it? 


Many people have drifted from the moorings that held the generations 
that went before us, and confusion rules the day. This is what I have 
discovered. Spiritual fires are burning awfully low on our altars, and we 
are suffering the consequent halting of evangelistic advance, which will 
always be the basis of spiritual life in any church. 

The beginning of United Brethrenism was purely a movement for the 
awakening of spiritual life and the kindling of evangelistic fires. No church 
can forget its divine mission and have bright prospects for the future. Now 
that may not be theology, but I believe it with all my heart. God called 
us for a mission, and when we cease to be evangelistic, our distinctive mis- 
sion is through on the earth. 

Greater by far than any (this is my humble judgment, and you will 
bear with me)—than the necessity of altering some wheel or bolt in our 
machinery, will be the need for this General Conference to generate power 
to carry and to move the machinery that we have, through this terrible hour 
through which we are passing. I beg, therefore, in deep humility that this 
General Conference give major consideration to all those matters which 
have to do with the problem of arousing the Church to its God-inspired 
task in the midst of the world’s present tragedy. 

I know when Justice Roberts of the Supreme Court of the United States 
came back from Pearl Harbor, as chairman of that committee to investigate 
the cause of that debacle, he simply, in his first statement, quoted two 
words, and they explain it. The first was smugness. We do not find that 
word often today. The next was complacency. And that was the cause of it 
—Jjust as the church in Asia Minor said—‘We are ready. We do not need 
anything. We are too big for that little nation in the Far East to think of 
tackling us.” But they did it, and now we are suffering the result. 

Permit me—I like to give illustrations of what I see done. There are 
just two pictures in my life. One was maybe thirty-five or forty years ago, 
and the other was nine years ago, in the autumn of 1935, when the bishops 
of the Methodist Church South submitted their autumn reports for the year. 
They were startled, as they told me, they were alarmed at the low state 
of spiritual life that those reports revealed. To begin with, they found they 
had sustained a loss of 50,000 members in that one year. And they said, 
“We will not adjourn. We will stay here on our knees until we find the 
remedy, and then at any price we will meet it and pay for the success 
that we must have in order to live.” 

The eleven bishops knelt together at the altar, seeking to know the 
cause. I saw them two days later, mopping their eyes with their handker- 
chiefs, and all praying at the same time at that altar. I know many preach- 
ers today would call them weak, would interpret that as a sign of weak- 
ness—to shed a tear. God bless you, if we had more tears shed in our 
churches today, the wheels would run more rapidly. We cannot do anything 
in church work in cold blood—there is no use in talking. We need evangel- 
jsm. I am not speaking of that excessive evangelism. I am speaking of 
Pentecostal religion, that came in back yonder when the church was born, 
and the Holy Ghost took his office as Comptroller of the Church, and 
Administrator. tee 

Now, with aching and breaking hearts, they declared such conditions 
could not be allowed to continue without major efforts, by God’s help, ta 
change them. I will tell you what happened that afternoon. They were 
giving the thoughts that had come to them as to why this thing had occurred, 
and one of the most spiritual men arose and said, “In my judgment the chief 
reason for this declension is that we have too many leaders,” (I am_using 
his very words) “ministers and laymen who are not sure of Jesus Christ, 
and who lack the experimental knowledge of their salvation”—just like 
John Wesley before his experience which made him invincible, or Otterbein 
at Lancaster. 
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Well, at twelve o’clock that night they reached the conclusion, they de- 
termined upon a crusade that would be carried to every church in the 
denomination, that is, in the Southland, to be known as the ‘Bishops 
Crusade,” with the commemoration of Wesley’s Aldersgate experience. — 

Now I wonder if we had such a revival, if it would not have to begin 
just where that revival began—at the top. You can never work it up from 
below. It cannot get through. The openings are too small. 

So they planned that crusade, and the bishops visited forty-five of the 
largest cities, and spent a day and a night. And conference superintendents 
came with their torches and lit them, and indeed, they did it, and did touch 
every church. Well, they even succeeded in getting all the seminary and 
college men to join them. And when a whole church gets on its knees, 
look out, something is going to happen. 

Now, then, what were the results? They held one thousand more re- 
vivals than were held during the same period the year before. I have 
found in my travels that the local interests, the people, do not want 
revivals. They say, “We have outlived them.” They prefer the cultural 
way, rather than the Holy Ghost way. You have to work for a long time 
with a church before you can have a revival, before you can get the church 
on its knees. 

They had a net gain that year in membership of 38,000, and their world 
missions not only overcame the loss of $240,000 but they added $250,000. 
And they paid their church debt of $402,000.00, as the result of that crusade. 

Now, brethren, I do not want to criticise any organization in the Church, 
but we lack one, just as surely as you live. I am in hearty sympathy with 
our Religious Education Department, it is great, but I will declare that 
unless you have a live evangelistic organization to go before (the Army 
must get recruits before they can train them), with this stage of progress, 
they will have nobody to train after a while. 

I think the most wonderful statements I read are those some of our people 
make on evangelism. And when they are through and the General Con- 
ference approves them, they are simply handed over to some department 
that is already overtaxed, and that is the last you hear of the matter 
until the next General Conference. 

I will tell you, the thing to do is to make this thing special, and to put 
personalities back of it, especially for that one year we are going to give 
to evangelism. The Methodist Church is doing that. 

Now Doctor Smith—you know him, you have heard him, he is a dear man, 
and he has more influence in the great Methodist Church than any other 
man because of his position as editor of their Advocate. In our city last 
September he said, “If Methodism is ever to embark again in a career of 
redemption, she must seek with all the powers at her command for a new 
experience of Pentecost.” That is the man you are going to hear speak 
tomorrow and during this Conference. I am very glad we have him with us. 

Now I am going to stop. The other instance I am just going to refer to, 
and not look at a single note. I attended General Conference in New 
England, I think about forty-three years ago. There were 1200 delegates, 
and the general officers and visitors. We had about 2,000 people present at 
every session. That was about the time the so-called modernism was rising 
in the seminaries. And on a certain forenoon—I shall never forget it— 
when the discussion grew heated between the conservatives and the so- 
called modernists—it made me tremble, almost—just at that time God sent 
Evangeline Booth into that conference. I am just as sure he sent her as 
that I am speaking to you. She listened to that discussion. Her heart was 
broken. She was escorted to the platform, and she asked the bishop for 
the privilege of speaking just ten minutes. She said she had a little message. 
The bishop rapped for order five times, but they were talking and were 
paying no attention to order. No one knew what was going to happen. But 
at last, reluctantly, they granted her that privilege. 

She had heaven in her face. I never heard such a speaker as that girl 
was. Well, she began to tell about her father, and his obligations to that 
church—the Wesley Methodist Church. And I want to say that that great 
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audience felt the power of God, that God was speaking. That is what they 
said. She spoke for a few moments. There was a breathless silence. She 
spoke of her father, who with his band of consecrated followers had belted 
the globe with a golden cable of song and salvation, and had taken tens of 
thousands from the slums to walk the streets of the new Jerusalem. 
She spoke of the great church which the conference represented, and of the 
power of God in it. She pled for a Pentecost. At this juncture, many were 
on their knees. I will tell you, the power was overpowering. I never saw 
anything like it. Others sat with bowed heads, and it seemed from hun- 
dreds of voices came the prayer: “God have mercy on the Methodists. God 
have mercy upon us.” The speaker forgot her ten minutes. So did the 
bishop. So did the great conference. And she continued for thirty-five 
minutes. She missed her train. And she paid a tribute to the old rugged 
Cross, such as I never heard before. Oh, I will tell you, brethren, whoever 
wants to go beyond the Cross for salvation, is going to go over a precipice. 

I was on the rostrum. Presently half of them were on their knees, pray- 
ing, “God have mercy.” And when the girl stopped talking, they arose, and 
as they arose, it was after twelve o’clock, after the lunch hour, and there 
was no formal dismissal, or adjournment. They just got up and took each 
other by the hand, highbrows and lowbrows. You never saw anything 
like it—tears rolling over their cheeks, and lots of men who had missed 
the way came back and said, “I am coming back to the old rugged Cross. 
I see there is nothing else.” 

We were standing in the lobby that day just before we went to the dining 
room, and a member of the President’s Council or cabinet in Washington 
was standing there, and he was mopping the tears from his face, and he 
said, “Gentlemen, this has been the greatest hour in my life since I was 
converted thirty-two years ago.” 

All skepticism and unbelief flees before the power of the Holy Spirit. 
There is no use to argue. We need a baptism of power sufficient to do that. 

Well, I think that is about all I want to say. The church is not waiting 
for an open door. God knows there are many. The need of the nation is 
religion, not a new definition. I am getting tired of people who have no 
religion giving definitions of religion. What they need is the thing itself. 
That is the best definition anybody ever had of religion. 

Maybe you think I am an extremist, but God has put these things in my 
heart. I cannot help it. The church halts not because of an open door, 
but for the need of one supreme equipment that will impart power for its 
task. 

As we are here in this General Conference, the drama of man pauses until 
power comes from on high that lifts the Church to its own divine level. 
Then the bugles will sound and the host will be gathered for a triumphal 
march. God of our fathers, of Otterbein and Newcomer and Boehm, give us 
that equipment, and we will have the most wonderful quadrennium in 
fifty years. Amen. 


382 THIRTY-FOURTH GENERAL CONFERENCE 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ADMINISTRATION

To the Delegates of the Thirty-fourth General Conference: 
GREETINGS IN THE NAME OF THE FATHER, SON AND HOLY SPIRIT. : 

A great company of immortals must be observing us from the windows of 
heaven with increasing interest these days. They labored and we have 
entered into the fruits of their labors. 

One hundred and fifty-six years ago, in 1789, seven magnanimous souls— 
William Otterbein, Martin Boehm, Christian Newcomer, George Geeting, 
Adam Lehman, George Ernst, and Henry Weidner—met in Baltimore for 
what is recognized as the first formal conference session of our communion. 
One of the transactions of this conference was the adoption of a Confession 
of Faith comprising five articles; also the approval of a few disciplinary 
rules. 

Two years later, in 1791, the first six of these and three others—John 
Pfrimmer, George Neidig and Benedict Sanders—met for a similar session 
in the home of John Spangler in York county, Pennsylvania. 

The next conference session, of which we have record, was assembled at 
the home of Frederick Kemp, on September 25, 1800, in Frederick county, 
Maryland, with thirteen ministers present. It is said of this conference that 
“auhile it did: not bear the name, yet it possessed the essential character of a 
General Conference.” It was at this gathering that the fellowship was given 
the name UNITED BRETHREN IN CHRIST; also it elected Otterbein and 
Boehm as Bishops to supervise the work. 

The first regularly recognized General Conference was convened on June 6, 
1815, at Mount Pleasant, Pennsylvania. Fourteen ministers—Christian New- 
comer and Jacob Baulus from Maryland; Andrew Zeller, Abraham Heistand, 
Daniel Troyer and George Benedum from Ohio; Christian Berger, Henry 
Kumler, Abraham Mayer, George Snyder, and Abraham Troxel from Penn- 
sylvania; Christian Krum, Isaac Niswander and Henry Spayth from Virginia 
—were present. Both Otterbein and Boehm had become members of the 
“church triumphant” prior to this important assembly. Of this conference it 
is stated that “the brethren had but one eye, one ear, one soul, one great 
thought, and that was to form a Discipline containing the fewest sections of 
divisions practicable, and in as few words as the grave subject would admit 
of, in order to convey the sense and meaning of church rules, as held by the 
United Brethren in Christ.” 

How well those fathers of our early history wrought in their efforts to 
serve the Kingdom of God can now be witnessed in the methods and plans of 
substantial Kingdom service promoted by our generation. We build on the 
foundations they laid and go forward on the trails they blazed in those 
yesterdays of our church beginnings. 
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A Momentous Quadrennium 


Since the thirty-third General Conference adjourned sine die four years 
ago, at South Bend, we have passed through one of the most momentous 
four-year periods of our entire history. The most brutal and devastating war 
of all time has made is so for mankind everywhere. 

It has been a vital quadrennium for us also as a result of our endeavors 
to re-think the implications of our Confession of Faith with reference to the 
Bee and the place of the Church in God’s plans for redeeming the 
world. 


OUR ABIDING FAITH has been the theme of our united thinking during 
these four years. These three words, however, are expressive of something 
more than a quadrennial theme—reflection reveals that they imply the 
presence of a silent inner empowerment within our ranks from the time of 
Otterbein’s experience at Lancaster down to the present hour. If you want 
to know the why of the United Brethren Church, it can be found in the 
words of Otterbein when he said, “By degrees was I brought to the knowl- 
edge of the truth while I was at Lancaster.” The joy and peace of a 
conscious salvation experienced in his own heart explains his Christian 
conduct for the next fifty years. It was the realization of their similar 
heart-warming experiences that bound Otterbein and Boehm together as 
brothers at Isaac Long’s barn, and gave birth to the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ. 

Looking back over the road we have traveled together as members of the 
United Brethren fellowship, bound together by the ties of Our Abiding Faith, 
it becomes clear to us now that our General Conference must have been 
divinely prompted in its actions of four years ago. How opportune our 
quadrennial literature and programs, based on this theme, have been with 
the annual emphases on Faith in the Holy Trinity! We have reassured 
ourselves of our convictions in our Confession of Faith when it declares 
that: “We believe in the only true God, the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Spirit; that these three are one—the Father in the Son, the Son in the 
Father, and the Holy Spirit equal in essence or being with the Father and 
the Son.” Surely thousands of our people are better Christians as a result 
of this emphasis and study. We believe there are many who have found 
their faith strengthened concerning the abiding presence and the keeping 
power of God. 

Annual Textbooks, prepared for giving emphasis to our annual themes, 
have grown in circulation from year to year. The plan for a quadrennial 
series, based upon the quadrennial theme, was changed during the fourth 
year in order to give information to our people concerning our anticipated 
union with the Evangelical Church. The number of copies printed each 
year were as follows:

Church Membership shows a 3% increase during the four years. Our net 
gain was 11,830. The third year with 4,083 and the fourth year with 4,126 
registered the third and second highest yearly increases during the last 
twelve years. The year 1938 was first with 5,063. Our present membership in 
the United States is 433,515. 

Four years ago, the membership in our foreign fields was 17,579. It now is 
18,128. This is an increase of 549, or 3%. 

Our total membership, including our fields abroad, is 451,643. Our total 
net gain during the quadrennium was 12,379. 

Finances have shown some remarkable increases during the four years. 
This has made possible some marked advancements in various phases of our 
work. 

Our “per capita” giving in 1940 was $12.25, and in 1944 it was $17.95, an 
increase of 46%. 

Four years ago, the “total received by pastors” was $1,992,425. Last year 
it was $2,504,418. This is an increase of $511,993. 
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Payments for the “benevolence budget” rose from $527,994 in 1940 to 
$667,571 in 1944, an increase of $139,577. 

With a total of $165,948 in 1940 and $273,941 in 1944, the Women’s 
Missionary Association realized a quadrennial increase of $107,993 or 65%. 

The “total giving for all purposes” in 1940 was $5,164,601. During 1944, 
it was $7,781,249 or an increase of $2,616,648. 

Note:—Tabulations, as given on pages 42 and 43, will give a more com- 
prehensive picture of our total attainments and present status.

To assist in this work the following materials have been prepared and 
mailed to pastors in great quantities: (1) a booklet of four chapters entitled 
“Following Christ: the Key to Stewardship”; (2) playlets entitled “What 
Lack I Yet?” and “Talent Squared”; (3) leafiets as follows: “How Do You 
Stand?” “Why”; “Love Will Find a Way”; “God’s Way to Life through 
Stewardship”; “Our Partnership”; “How Our Benevolence Budget Works”; 
“Christian Commitment”; “My Stewardship Covenant”; “Dedicated Posses- 
sions”; “Consecrated Powers’; “Spirit-Filled Personality”; and “Realizing 
His Purpose”; (4) the following leaflets on evangelism: “The Sunday School 
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Teacher a Soul Winner”; “The Place of Evangelism in the Local Church”; 
A Guide for Laymen in Personal Evangelism’; (5) two leaflets entitled 
“Victories,” distributed at the conference sessions of 1943 and 1944. 


The results of these efforts are reflected in a 38% increase in enrolled 


tithers during the quadrennium, and in testimonies from churches like the 
following: 


“We had 320 members. Our receipts in the regular church offerings usually ran from 
$40 to $75 short each month, Every quarter required an extra appeal or some special 
effort to obtain funds with which to pay our bills. Two years ago we planned a four- 
weeks’ period of stewardship study. At the close of the period we enrolled 70 tithers. 
Since then we have had a balance each month greater than our monthly deficits used to 
be. It makes a difference.” 


Permanent Funds 


Christian stewardship is the practice of systematic and proportionate 
giving of time, talents, and material possessions, based on the conviction 
that these are a trust from God to be used in His service for the benefit 
of all mankind. 


During the quadrennium, a Permanent Stewardship Education Fund has 
been in the process of growth. A gift from the Mary C. Highbarger estate 
in Illinois, and a gift from our First Church in Martinsburg, W. Va., were 
the initial steps in this undertaking. An income of $415 already received 
from these funds has meant much in helping provide stewardship literature.

“Whereas certain individuals, churches, and other organizations believe the practice of 
Christian stewardship to be a vital factor in promoting evangelism, missions, and other 
phases of Kingdom work; and have registered their desire and hope to help toward a 
more complete church-wide study of stewardship principles by contributing toward 
a Permanent Fund, the income of which shall be used for providing and making avail- 
able stewardship literature for distribution, therefore be it 


“Resolved that these funds be held sacred and separate as Permanent Stewardship 
Educational Funds, and that they be invested in safe investments such as are required 
for the Ministerial Pension Endowment, and that the income be used to provide and 
make available to our churches leaflets, slides, tracts, and other phases of steward- 
ship literature.” 


Gifts to this Fund will be working for the promotion of Christian Steward- 
ship long after the donors will have ceased their labors as faithful stewards 
on earth.

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TREASURER’S QUADRENNIAL REPORT 
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REPORT OF THE GENERAL CHURCH TREASURER 
By Wesley O. Clark, General Church Treasurer 


Honorable Bishops and Delegates of the Thirty-Fourth General Conference 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ: 


Four years have passed since I was called to my post as your General 
Church Treasurer and, I assure you, the time has passed in unusual swiftness. 
My days have been filled with most interesting work and experiences. Many 
reports and schedules were prepared for the Departments of our Church. 
Each brought me closer to the heart of our great task as a Denomination in 
the service which is ours, the lifting of human souls to the realization and 
joy of our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ. 

Financial progress has been in evidence in each of the four years of this 
Quadrennium. All Departments have reports that are most interesting and 
will, Iam sure, give you all a genuine feeling of honest pride and admiration 
for our great Denomination. Four years ago, departmental overdrafts 
amounted to over $18,000.00 In this report you will note this is changed. 
Reports show that our total of Budget Receipts for this Quadrennium is 
$2,506,639.98, an increase of $501,300.39 or 25% over the four years which 
ended December 31, 1940. The figures as compiled from the reports of the 
conference treasurers show that receipts for all causes totalled $3,340,446.95, 
an increase of $1,118,752.59 over the previous four years. Ministerial Pension 
Endowment Funds accounted for $687,625.59 of this over-all increase. As you 
refer to the figures which accompany this report you may see also the other 
items which make up the heavy increase in gifts above the Budget. 

Four years ago the General Treasury Balance Sheet listed advances by 
several departments to the Trustee of the King estate to make possible 
securing, as beneficiaries, of certain assets. This estate of John R. and 
Matilda King has now been converted into cash, excepting the homestead 
farm in Lawrence County, Illinois, on which are several oil wells and 
which produce over $4,500.00 annually in income from oil royalties. Also 
two farms in Wayne County, Illinois, are listed among the assets of this 
estate. I am glad to present the following summary report of this estate for 
the four years ended December 31, 1944.

The events of early 1941 and those terrible events since Dec. 7, 1941 
brought home the needs of our neighbors who suffered because of the 
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ravages of war. To meet in a small way a share in alleviating these most 
unfortunate victims, authorization was given to collect funds for the 
American Committee for Foreign Relief Appeals. My report shows that we 
received for these Foreign Relief Appeals a total of $80,774.17, of which 
$78,627.18 has been disbursed to the various causes. Also authority was 
given for obtaining funds for serving our boys and girls in the armed forces 
of our country. This work, as given to the Wartime Service Committee, saw 
a total of $43,056.31 received, of which, up to December 31, 1944, $25,267.46 
had been expended with $17,788.85 in the funds as of December 31, 1944, to 
continue the work of serving our boys and girls in every way possible. 
Schedule of these receipts is listed in my report by conferences. The totals 
will not agree with conference reports since many gifts were received 
directly and placed to the credit of the conference in which the donor held 
membership. 

Opportunity was also given to the membership of our Denomination to 
contribute to a fund to assist the ‘Peace Denominations” in their support 
toward those, several from our denomination, who now serve in the Con- 
scientious Objectors Camps. The funds received for the support of these 
conscientious objectors totalled $3,744.85, to December 31, 1944, of which 
$3,689.95 has been forwarded, upon orders from your committee in charge of 
this fund, to the National Service Board, or like organizations, leaving, as of 
December 31, 1944, in the Fund, $54.90. 

One of the interesting schedules in my report, I feel, is the Report of the 
Historical Society. As of December 31, 1940, this department of our church 
showed $6.00 as the total receipts for the last Quadrennium. As we closed 
this Quadrennium we were glad to be able to record a total of $728.06 in 
receipts which made possible much-needed work to be accomplished which 
accounted for the expenditures which amounted to $375.77, leaving a balance 
of $358.29 as we started the new Quadrennium, January 1, 1945. For the sake 
of the protection and cataloging of the precious chattels and records which 
come to the Historical Society, may we ever keep this fund growing. 


To make any detailed report of each of the departments would consume 
much time and possibly duplicate the summarizing by the respective gen- 
eral secretary, hence you have the Balance Sheets and Comparative Figures 
of Receipts and Disbursements of the departments included in this report. 
Since the report of the Secretary of our Ministerial Pension and Annuity 
Bureau contains the portfolio of investments of the Pension Endowment 
Funds, my report will not duplicate this item. However, I have included a 
summary analysis of the Investments which were in this fund as of 
December 31, 1944, which should prove quite informative as well as inter- 
esting. Investment of funds to bring large yields is a real problem. These 
funds are most sacred and the small yield which we must record in this 
schedule is, I am sure you will agree, indicative of the safety which your 
Committee on Investments has felt necessary, causing them to follow a most 
reve e NG and proven path in the selection of investments to place in 

ese funds. 


The activity in my office has been continuous. The total receipts for the 
four years which ended December 31, 1944, amounted to $5,215,679.86. The 
total payments, upon orders from the respective departments, amounted to 
$4,963,312.83. It may be interesting to know that 28,215 checks were written, 
but please keep in mind that we always knew that sufficient funds were in 
the bank before any check was written. The fact is, that we have proven, in 
these past four years, to be one of the best accounts our bank serves. May we 
always have a denominational family which will feel keenly that credit 
balances are hard to obtain and financial credit is a reality only through 
years of preparation. May we steadfastly hold this financial position and 
continue to increase our financial credit. Our continued progress is necessary. 


My work is challenging. The assistance given me by my associates is 
appreciated beyond any word I might give. The inspiration to work among 
consecrated leaders keeps within me the knowledge I am surely serving the 
Lord, our God, and through Him will I have the strength and health to 
carry on, even in the most difficult situations. I am most thankful for the 
opportunities of these past four years.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLISHING AGENT, FOR THE 
OTTERBEIN PRESS AND THE U.B. OFFICE BUILDING

PART I 


Oral Statement 


Mr. Bishop, and Members of the General Conference: I am sure you have 
listended with very great interest to the report of Colonel Myers, who has 
been for all these years the chairman of our board of trustees, and also the 
chairman of what we call the local committee. i 

I have made but one request of the Church, I have only asked one thing 
in the years of my ministry. I have asked that publicly, and you have 
granted it, and I appreciate it. I have asked you in other General Confer- 
ences to re-elect the members of the board of trustees, and you have done 
so, and I appreciate that very, very much. There may be as great men 
in our communion as these men are who are members of this board of 
trustees. But no nine men (and two others now should be named, if not 
three more, in fact, who are not now members of the Board)—no twelve 
men on any board in the history of the denomination have done what these 
twelve men have actually done. The entire Church is under very, very 
great obligation to them, an obligation that they will never be able fully 
to pay. I am sure that you will do your very best, but doing your very 
best, you will never be able to fully requite them for what they have done. 

What Colonel Myers has said to you is just a very, very little bit of what 
they have actually gone through in these years. Now this morning when 
Doctor Smith was speaking, I thought of the time when I introduced him 
to a group of people in a Chatauqua more (than once), and he has changed 
quite a bit in his address since then. But when he talked about the idea 
of having experience with a personal God, we who have been working to- 
gether as Publishing Agent and trustees have not any question in our minds 
this morning as to whether there is in a fact a personal God or not. 

What has been done has not been done entirely by man. It could not 
have been done by man alone. But men and God together can do anything 
that ought to be done. (Amen) And that is our testimony after these years. 

Now will you look in your book? I am not going to read all of this. Just 
take the first page, will you? (referring to pamphlet “112 Years of Prog- 
ress,” previously distributed to the delegates) That little picture indicates 
the building in which the Scioto Conference in 1846 met and authorized the 
founding of the Otterbein College. You read that. But I do want you to 
look at that fine bunch of men (with one exception) that constitute the 
board of trustees and Publishing Agent. 

And then turn to the report—don’t pay much attention to that fellow on 
page 20. But on page 23 is illustrated Our First Press. I would like for 
you to see that. And then turn over to the center there,—Mr. Raymond 
C. Adler, whom I call here the Merchant Prince of Dayton. You have seen 
those two cuts of the building. And the next has to do with the Publish- 
ing House. 

Now I think perhaps God made my throat sore, so I could not talk so long. 
But I have had three very, very great experiences. One has been with the 
Otterbein Home in 1926, when I became a member of that board, along 
with these others. The debt was a little over $600,000. The turning point 
of our obligation was when we sold one-half of the land, or 2,000 acres, to 
the State of Ohio. And when the treasurer of the State of Ohio handed me 
the $200,000 check, it looked so mighty good to me that I had a photograph 
of it taken. Now there is a photograph of the check for $200,000. 

I say that was the turning point in the payment of that obligation. We 
are under very great obligation to ex-Governor Donahey and to the Repub- 
lican ex-Governor, Myers Y. Cooper. But the man who was the key in that 
situation was the fellow who held the monetary control in his hand, and 
that was Harry Silver, of Eaton, Ohio. He is the’ fellow who could have 
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turned it either one way or the other. But Harry was with us, and finally 
we got the check. 


This other is a picture of the $150,000 check that was immediately turned 
over on the first mortgage of the institution. I kind of like those two, don’t 
you? 

Now I hold in my hand here another photograph that pleases me very 
much. It says: “The Mutual Home and Savings Association,” and on it 
is the mortgage of $300,000 on the Printing Establishment, and it says here 
that the whole thing is cancelled. Now really, you knew that, didn’t you? 
Four years ago we told you that. But I hold in my hand here today another 
little piece of paper that is of very, very great interest to me. I will not 
read it all to you, but I think there is a paragraph here you will really like: 


“Now, therefore, the said Winters National Bank and Trust Company, of 
Dayton, Ohio, as successor trustee under said indenture of mortgage dated 
December 31, 1922, hereby certifies that the bonds issued under and secured 
by said indenture of trust have been redeemed and fully paid with interest, 
or that funds adequate to pay the same in full have been deposited with 
the Winters National Bank and Trust Company of Dayton by the said Print- 
ing Establishment of the United Brethren in Christ; that said redeemed 
bonds have been cancelled; that all of the covenants and conditions in said 
mortgage indenture of December 31, 1922 required to be kept and performed 
by the Printing Establishment of the United Brethren in Christ have been 
fully satisfied, 

“Wherefore, the said Winters National Bank and Trust Company of Day- 
ton, Ohio, as successor trustee under said mortgage indenture of December 
31, 1922, releases, cancels and discharges’—thank God for those three words, 
—‘the said indenture, and authorizes the Recorder of Montgomery County, 
Ohio to discharge the same of record.” 

And then here are the signatures of the men of the bank. Don’t that sound 
pretty good to you fellows? (Applause) 

Now this is the way I did it. I had never dreamed, not even when the 
Board of Administration met—I hadn’t the least idea this could be accomp- 
lished for from one to two years at least ahead of us—I hadn’t any idea of 
it. It was only three weeks ago I kind of got it into my head. Now will you 
let me say this: We have since the first of the year paid in actual cash over 
$340,000. W have called in every note, as well as every bond. The indenture 
has been cancelled entirely on the office building. It is now exactly what 
it was intended to be in 1921. at the General Conference—an extra preacher 
pension fund for the ministers of our denomination. Now that dream has 
been entirely fulfilled. ee 

Now let me remind you that while we have not paid every dollar of our 
obligations, but some have been bonds and notes redeemed for less than 
the face value, we have paid in actual cash more than could be realized 
for those institutions were they today to be sold. We have paid in actual 
cash over $1,351,000 in actual cash outlay of money on obligations, on notes 
and on bonds and on mortgages of other character, on machinery and on 
merchandise, since fourteen years ago, as the Colonel said. We have done 
that. 

Where did all of this money come from? What he said was all right, and © 
true. Nobody handed us a dollar. We had to make every dollar, besides 
all our operating expenses. I got kind of jealous when I heard these other 
men making their reports, and they were saying—look at Professor Lynch 
down here. He swells up, and I don’t blame him a bit. I would, too—the 
hundreds of thousands distributed to the Conferences,—Otterbein College 
and along comes the Home Mission and Church Erection Society, Foreign 
Missions, and the W. M. A.—“Give us a hundred thousand dollars a year 
to keep things going.” And the W. M. A. has never offered us one dollar— 
and mark you, my wife is the president of that organization too—not a dol- 
lar—not a dollar. : 

Well, now, we are just as happy as we can possibly be, and give to God 
the glory for it all. 
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PART II 
Printed Report 
(By Publishing Agent) 


Dear Yoke-Fellows in Service: 


God, not man, is the ultimate determiner of the destines of men and in- 
stitutions. Giving an account of one’s stewardship for a four-year period 
cannot include all the factors involved. Our yesterdays enter into our 
daily achievements or failures. Four years can, however, place an indelible 
stamp upon the life and make destiny-determining changes in institutions. 
This report is not the achievement of one man but a group of workers. 
No man labors alone, however gifted he may be and whatever his place 
of leadership. The men who surround him in a vital way go into the making 
of his success. The unseen elements, however, are stronger still. The mo- 
tives that move him, the objectives that determine his activities and the 
principles of action by which he is guided play no small part in his success. 
But above all it is God who shapes the years of human and institutional 
destiny. The great report we make for the quadrennium now closing is 
in large measure the handiwork of God; a statement of sober fact, not 
a phrasing for effect. Above all others, we see and acknowledge God as 
the one to whom the credit is due and to him we gladly give it. 


The Bulwark of Our Zion 


It is within the realm of sober fact to say that our Publishing House has 
through the century and more of its history been the bulwark of our 
Zion. What our Church fathers saw in the institution, through the eyes 
of faith, was certainly not half what actually came to pass. They saw it 
as an Evangelizing force. They knew the spoken word was not enough, 
that a written message backing the spoken word and going where the 
vocal message could not go was needed. They saw these men and presses 
as loyal witnesses to Christ and it can in all truth be said that never 
through the more than a century of its history has the House spoken an 
uncertain word for Christ and the Church. Its editorial personnel and 
literature have not failed in their loyalty to Christ and the creed of the 
Church. It was the first great missionary agency of our Church in the field 
at home and in the field beyond the seas. It was set for the dispelling of 
darkness, first the darkness of Africa and then the spiritual darkness of 
China and Japan and the Philippines and Puerto Rico. Who would be 
able to compute its influence and power in the challenging of men for the 
Foreign field and the swelling of the contributions for the maintenance 
of our work in the National field and in the Foreign mission field? It has 
been an educational force second to none other within the bounds of our 
Zion. It has more pupils by the hundreds of thousands and more teachers 
by the thousands than all our schools combined. For these teachers and 
pupils it creates its own study literature and has been a force in guiding 
youth and adults beyond the ability of men to determine. It has been the 
friend of ministers and their widows and orphans throughout the years 
and is today one of the great forces for ministerial security in our Zion. 
During the terrible conflict when in the General Conference in York, 
Pennsylvania, in 1889, the division in our Church occurred, who were the 
men and what institution took the lead personally and financially, and 
achieved in the legal battles, winning in every state but one? It was our 
Publishing House and its executive officers who under God thus achieved. 
The House has poured many thousands of dollars into the Conferences of 
our Church for ministers and institutional help. And yet, its greatness is 
not of yesterday or today, but of tomorrow. 


Appraising a Debt Situation 


Debtors and creditors are of yesterday as well as of today. Debt is so 
universal a thing as to have its impress outside the economic field. We are 
in debt it may be said for our bodies, for our souls, for our spirits. The 
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sort of thing confronting us in 1931 was no stranger to us, it differed only 
precisely in size. Two million dollars was a staggering load of debt for a 
group no larger than our Communion, and a burden too heavy for any one 
Man aS Manager to carry. But the elements in the situation are the same. 
Those elements were debts, materials, and men. I know something of debts. 
I have seen its terrific power, its burdening power, its blinding and 
grinding power; its power to crush men, driving them to despair, to insanity, 
even to suicide. It is something to fear, nothing to cherish. The element 
of materials in a business such as publishing is a necessity. Paper and ink, 
especially in war times, is not found in abundance nor is it easy to secure, 
but when debts are so heavy as were ours in 1931, how far will producers 
of materials co-operate? Creditors were saying, we will lend no more, our 
patience is at an end, you must liquidate and quietly withdraw. Like an 
octopus, the fingers of debt contract and ultimately kill. 

But the determining factor after all is not the size of the debt, nor the 
difficulty involved as to materials, but rather men. First, the men who 
owned the securities, how patient would they be? How far would they 
be trustful and co-operate? Would there be a few of a grasping nature, 
and knowing the seriousness of the situation would they force liquidation 
to their personal profit? But beyond these were the leaders of our Com- 
munion. How far would they co-operate, or how far hinder? Personally, 
we began imagining that the size of the debt would be the greatest danger; 
that the materials would come and that men everywhere would under- 
stand and co-operate. Time has proven that our greatest obstacle was in 
men, not in the size of the debt. 


Buying Back an Institution 


It would have been much easier to begin anew. The way we had to take 
was truly a via dolorosa, a way of suffering. But if one can stand the 
cross, he can prevail. It is not the nails nor the sword but the heart 
thrust that kills. It is the crash of confidence in men who had failed you 
that brings ruin. One can refuse the cup but not avert the lies and the 
underhanded planning of men. Jealousy still is as cruel as the grave. 

With great delight the Board of Trustees and the Publishing Agent pre- 
sent to the Church two great institutions which now the Church may really 
call its own: The Otterbein Press, a publishing institution of large size 
and growing effectiveness in every department of its work, and an Office 
Building, now after its considerable enlargement and remodeling standing 
in Dayton for over ninety years as a memorial to the social and religious 
activities of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ. Against the Office 
Building is a mortgaged indebtedness at present of less than $100,000.00. 
Never before in the history of the Church has such an achievement been 
accomplished. Your obligation is great to the eleven men you have chosen 
to guide the destinies of this great institution to its present success. There 
was not one quarrelsome man these twelve years on this Board of Trustees. 
One such individual could have spoiled it all and brought defeat instead of 
victory. These trustees have put hundreds of thousands of dollars into the 
hands of individuals and Conferences. What Conference has. not felt the 
issue of this victory? What institution of the Church, what Society, what 
preacher has not been vitally affected by this success? This victory has 
taken hold of even the ends of the earth. These men have put hundreds 
of thousands of dollars into the Pennsylvania and East Pennsylvania Con- 
ferences; they have put many thousands of dollars into the Allegheny 
Conference treasury alone, besides the many thousands of dollars into 
the hands of Allegheny individuals. Old Virginia and West Virginia Con- 
ferences have been keenly affected by that success, as have the Confer- 
ences in Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, and Ohio, and individuals with 
greater or lesser amounts in every other Conference of our Church. Our 
Dayton, Ohio, churches who pointed to the Publishing House as a brake 
on their success now find that handicap removed and the bank balances 
for both Publishing House and Office Building to be an asset of great ad- 
vantage to individual churches and church institutions in Ohio. 

‘Whence came this march of dollars to the relief of our Publishing House? 


= 
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We have been happy and rejoiced to see the fifty thousand dollars annual 
contribution from the budget to the liquidation of the indebtedness of 
the Seminary; we have taken new courage at the splendid Christmas offer- 
ing of over one hundred thousand dollars, the annual gift of the Sunday 
schools of the Church, for the relief of the debt of the Otterbein Home; we 
have been made glad at other hundreds of thousands of dollars under- 
written by Conferences for the liquidation of college debts and the build- 
ing of their endowments; we have rejoiced at the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars which is the annual contribution of the Women’s Missionary As- 
sociation to the Home and Foreign Missionary Societies, but we also 
yearned and prayed that some such fountain of dollars be forthcoming 
for the liquidation of the Publishing House debt, but none appeared! In 
the Egyptian darkness of those terrible years of Pharaoh’s debt, refusing 
to furnish even the straw, men cried out for still more brick. You must 
fight alone, they acted, and death to you if you lose; but lose or win we 
claim the right to criticize and handicap you as we wish. God fought 
for us; His kindly hand opened closed doors and blessed our tearful toils. 
God stood square across the way of evil men who sought and wrought 
for our defeat. 


Our Expanding Field of Literature 


The war has had its influence upon all phases of human life and has 
demanded a new literature to meet the situation. Those Communions who 
had for any reason relinquished their hold upon the fundamentals of 
Christianity have been compelled to retrace their steps to the real founda- 
tion of the spiritual life. Fortunately for our Communion we have not 
had to undo the teachings of The Religious Telescope, the Watchword, or 
our Sunday-school literature but have had increasing testimony to their 
spiritual influence and power. During the quadrennium there has been 
a gradual growth in the circulation of our literature, in some periodicals an 
‘increase, with others there has been a decrease. This has been due to the fact 
that the war situation has compelled us to limit the size of our periodicals 
and to cut drastically in our paper usage, at first ten per cent and then 
fifteen per cent. We have cut the weight of the paper, the size of the 
margins and even reduced the number of pages of our periodicals in order 
to meet the great government need for paper in the war effort. This reduc- 
tion has been done cheerfully and conscientiously. We have felt that the 
Church had an obligation in this terrible conflict and as far as possible 
have placed the resources of our Printing Establishment in the service of

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the Government. It would be hard to face the men who have lived for 
years in foxholes and put their all on the national altar if we at home 
had failed them by refusing to do our part in this world struggle. We are 
cutting the size of the Telescope nearly one-third and the other periodicals 
to a lesser degree. The Church has understood the reason for this and is 
heartily supporting our effort. 


The Publishing House Financial Situation 


The truth may be stranger than fiction but that is a great day wherein 
truth rises above fiction, making the improbable and the impossible to be 
the factual. Even yet it seems to be dreaming when one says that the 
Church now really owns the Otterbein Press and the Office Building. 
Twelve years ago the grip of the clutch of death seemed so firm and so 
fast upon these institutions as to make its breaking impossible and their 
reviving fantastic. Papers had already been drawn that would have forced 
a receivership, and with a forced liquidation the loss of all investments. 
The national depression of those years was an added burden, which banks 
and corporations, homes, farms, industry, office buildings and publishing 
houses could not withstand, even our national government was forced 
off the gold standard. Special federal legislation came to the rescue of 
farmers and home owners, of banks and building and loans, of corpora- 
tions and institutions, giving them a chance of additional time whereby 
something might be saved out of the investments previously made. That 
was a dark day in July, 1931, when an ultimatum was given to the Publish- 
ing Agent and the Board of Trustees as to its future. No ten men under 
a greater burden more conscientiously gathered to face such a crushing 
situation. Through God their courage was maintained and their spirits 
empowered. They faced the situation bravely and followed with hope the 
conditions laid down for an essential loan to stay action for a receivership. 

That was in 1931. But the darker year was still to come in 1933, when 
the world seemed to crash about our heads and caused a fear to enter the 
hearts of the bravest. We did not, however, yield to our fears but holding 
firmly to owr faith in God we went forward. New measures made necessary 
by the deepening depression were taken. The pathway to success has not 
been without bushes of thorns and stony pathways. It could not be otherwise, 
human nature being what it is. It is a joy, however, to tell you, the Church 
and the world that the terrific burden of debt has been very largely re- 
moved, that today there is no indebtedness whatever against the Otterbein 
Press. It seems but yesterday when there were mortgages on the machinery, 
on materials, and on the building; a debt of such size as to make its 
liquidation almost an absurdity. It was our confidence in God and the 
loyalty of our fellow workers which caused our hands and hearts to tackle 
the job declared impossible. Our faith in our employees and in God has 
been fully rewarded with astonishing success. These words come easy, but 
in themselves they do not tell the entire story. There never can be written 
into a financial statement the sweat and tears and sacrifices involved in the 
mastery of such a situation. It is true that many of the noteholders and 
bondholders, at their own discretion and as they thought for their own 
best interests, redeemed their notes or bonds for less than their face value, 
but it is also true that up to the present in the liquidation of the indebed- 
ness against these two great institutions we have paid out in actual cash 
more than either one or both of these institutions could be sold for. It is 
quite a factual statement to say that we have literally repurchased these 
buildings and we have been compelled to make every dollar of the funds 
used in the redemption of that thwarting and killing debt. Today the 
Otterbein Press is entirely free from debt, has the highest financial rating 
possible, and is in influence and usefulness unsurpassed by any publishing 
or printing house within its territory. A righteous pride thrills us when we 
review the situation and set forth these illuminating facts. Who would be 
so lacking in understanding, or so unappreciative of high achievement as 
to withhold due recognition or to condemn these efforts with faint praise? 
The balance sheet of the Otterbein Press as of December 31, 1944, is here 
presented for your thoughtful consideration and appraisal.

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Our Expanding Office Building 


True, our Office Building has not been expanded physically but its use- 
fulness and influence have been greatly expanded. In the first place, the 
exterior changes made have added much to the physical attractiveness of 
the building and to its use for store and office purposes. We now have the 
first seven floors of both the main building and the annex combined into 
one large store space. The Adler and Childs Company, Mr. Raymond C. 
Adler, President, has met all the conditions of the contract we have with 
them and is building a store in attractiveness, quality and success not 
surpassed by any other store in Dayton or in that section of the State. This 
store well deserves the reputation it has won and the future will see an 
increase in its patronage. The store is operated on a cash basis and in it 
one may find the best materials at the lowest prices. It has been a 
pleasure to work with President Adler whose personal character and busi- 
ness ideals fit splendidly into what is demanded of a merchant in our Office 
Building. 

The popularity of the store has been in keeping with the popularity of 
the offices in the upper floors. For the first time in the history of the building 
all available space is occupied. Of course, the war has had its influence in 
bringing this about. All office buildings in our city are crowded to the 
limit. What effect the coming peace will have upon business in general and 
therefore upon office buildings it is not possible now to determine. We 
are hoping, of course, that there will be no business decline and therefore 
no ganty space in our building. But that situation cannot now be guar- 
anteed. 


Ten years ago the Office Building was thought to have had a debt burden 
impossible of redemption. The debt of over one million dollars was beyond 
the value of the building, even in those days, and no way seemed open for 
relief. We have put into this building over nine hundred thousand dollars 
in actual cash these years for the liquidation of the indebtedness against 
it, and in addition over one hundred thousand dollars in remodeling and 
interior rebuilding. The building today is sounder than ever before and 
the general appearance of the interior and exterior is more attractive than 
heretofore. Against the building there now remains a bonded indebtedness 
of less than one hundred thousand dollars. It must be kept in mind that 
the financial statement here presented is of December 31, 1944, and that 
it has been greatly changed since that date. 


One of the things holding us to our objective through these years has 
been the fact that the Office Building was set aside by the Indianapolis 
General Conference as a separate and distinct Preacher Pension Foundation. 
That objective has now been reached and we have been happy to speak of 
the building as the Real Estate Foundation for Ministerial Security for 
the preachers of our Communion. That, together with the annual contribu- 
tion last year to, the Conferences of double the amount ever given in any 
one year, has added no little to the worthwhileness of our efforts and in- 
creased our joy of victory. 

The following balance sheet will indicate the financial status of the 
Real Estate Foundation setting forth the assets and liabilities of this build- 
ing as of December 31, 1944. We know this report will be as heartening 
to you and the Church as it is to the Publishing Agent and the Board of 
Trustees.

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Capacity to Grow Unshaken 


Our denominational resources have not been liquidated. Those resources 
still remain latent, unreckoned and untapped. They await the call of 
courageous leadership; we must not equivocate, we dare not evade, we 
must push on to victory. When the Church has been retarded it has been 
due very definitely to one or both of two things, either the message she 
has to deliver or the inadequacy of the deliverance of that message. No 
one would dare to rise and say the Christian message is inadequate. He 
would hear Paul hurl back at him the statement that the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ is power, yes, the power of God. God’s power is infinitely above the 
power of man. He challenges us to put Him and the Gospel to the test and 
where that challenge has been accepted progress has been made. The 
Church must find new horizons. Her future is unlimited, Christ is indis- 
pensable, evangelism is still a force, and the revival method—by no means 
the only method—is not yet out of date. It works today as always where 
the spiritual conditions are being met. The Church must reaffirm its 
convictions and regain its grip upon the fundamental laws of spiritual life. 
The recrowning of Christ and the Christian methods of work will see 
such an advance as our Church has never before witnessed. 


In Gratitude and Appreciation 


The Church can never adequately reward the men who as Trustees of our 
Publishing House guided its destinies under God to the great success of 
this moment. Not one of them has been recreant to the high trust you 
imposed in them; not one has marred the teamwork of the group; not one 
has failed to answer the call to any service asked of them by the Board, 
and not one has failed as a member of the Local Committee. Colonel H. E. 
Myers, for some years has been President of the Board of Trustees and 
Chairman of its Local Committee, with Dr. R. A. Powell as the Board 
Secretary, and with them has been a group of men who have honored 
themselves and the Church and Christ during these twelve difficult years. 
Wisdom on the part of you delegates would re-elect the five men: Colonel 
H. E. Myers, Mr. E. S. Neuding, Dr. B. H. Cain, Dr. J. H. Ness, and Mr. 
U. E. Bethel, whose terms on our Board of Trustees expire this year, 
that they with their fellow Associates, Dr. S. C. Enck, Dr. L. M. Hohn, 
Dr. R. A. Powell and Mr. Harry Helwagen, might fully close the work you 
originally assigned them. They have been true to their trust, conscientious 
in their work and loyal to the Church. They have placed objectives before 
the Publishing Agent but have always granted him liberty of action within 
those set bounds. Their untiring efforts and co-operation brought about 
this high success. What otherwise would have been an intolerable burden 
has been with them a task the easier carried. No stewardship was ever 
more fully accepted and none more consecratedly fulfilled. In deep grati- 
tude and appreciation these facts are stated. 


The editorial staff of a publishing house issuing religious literature is 
of the very highest importance. These persons are in many ways the 
closest to the Publishing Agent. Any lack of understanding here; any 
disloyalty to the creed of the Church and to the religious spirit of the 
denomination; any unfaithfulness to the task asked of them might bring 
disaster, even ill health would be a serious handicap. Persons in places 
of such responsibility must be of outstanding Christian character, of unusual 
religious and intellectual attainment and of lofty aspirations with an 
understanding of the spirit and objectives of the entire Communion. I can 
report that our editorial staff, consisting of Dr. W. E. Snyder, Dr. E. E. 
Harris, Dr. J. Gordon Howard, Dr. O. O. Arnold and Miss Alta Becker, 
have met all of these requirements and have loyally maintained the religious 
and literary standards of our periodicals and given themselves without 
measure during this quadrennium to the work assigned them. Neither 
the Board of Trustees nor the editorial staff has lost a member during the 
last four years. 

But what is one to say when he comes to express appreciation of those 
men and women who as fellow executives or as employees in the organiza- 
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tion have labored with the publisher in rising out of financial chaos to 
victory. Dr. L. C. Weimer, my associate in the management of the Office 
Building, has been an intelligent, faithful and co-operative fellow servant 
throughout another quadrennium. My fellow executives in the Otterbein 
Press: S. B. Maeder, cashier, now in his fifty-seventh year of service with 
the House; Paul Rumbarger, auditor; William Haller, production manager; 
Guy Shroyer, sales manager; John Lyter, circulation manager; Jessie 
Stephens, manager in the mail order department; Mayme Reusch, manager 
of the mailing section; Robert Zizert, foreman of the press department; 
James Duff, foreman in the composing room; Clarence Mock, foreman in the 
pamphlet bindery; George Duerr, foreman in the edition bindery, and 
S. C. Kerns, head of the maintenance department, each and all have shown 
themselves in individual and associate capacity worthy of the trust we 
have had in them. To them, their secretarial staffs and all the employees 
under them in the several departments, is due to an unusual degree the 
credit for the success of the Otterbein Press these years. Special mention 
should be made of certain persons associated with the Publishing Agent 
and occupying strategic positions, are Steve Cordonnier as Office Building 
superintendent, and Lillian Bieser, who has charge of the manager’s office. 
I would be untrue to myself and untrue to the Church were I not to call 
your attention to the unfailing loyalty, constant thoughtfulness and untir- 
ing energy of Luella Lambert Kerlin, who during these twelve difficult 
and critical years has been my personal secretary. Through her hands have 
gone hundreds of thousands of dollars of bonds and notes, and during my 
absence from the office she has had charge of the details of the office in 
these critical years, and in the Akron, Chambersburg and South Bend 
General Conferences she was assistant to the secretary of these quadrennial 
sessions. One could not name all to whom he is indebted without giving 
the entire list of employees and members of the two institutions, but these 
named have had special responsibility and difficult tasks to perform. The 
success of these three quadrenniums has been due in large measure to the 
faithful persons enumerated. 

With a deep sense of appreciation of our Heavenly Father, the able and 
consecrated trustees, the faithful and loyal employees, the noteholders 
and bondholders, the ministers and laity of the Church, I herein present 
to you this report of these two great institutions of our Communion, be- 
lieving that the victories of these years will be acknowledged and appreci- 
ated in the same way that they are known and understood by the Board 
of Trustees and Publishing Agent. As true sons of Otterbein let us act 
worthily of the victories given to all our institutions and departments by 
our Heavenly Father and rededicate ourselves anew to Christ and the 
Church. Let us highly resolve that we shall not fail our duty to God, our 
service to our fellows and to the Christ of Calvary. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE OTTERBEIN 
PRESS AND THE U. B. OFFICE BUILDING

To the Bishops and Delegates of the Thirty-Fourth Quadrennial Conference 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, Greetings: 


Again it becomes the duty and the privilege of the Board of Trustees of 
the Otterbein Press and the Printing Establishment of the United Brethren 
in Christ to render a report to the Thirty-Fourth Quadrennial Conference 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ as it relates to their steward- 
ship in the associate administration and conduct of the affairs and business 
interests of the above named institutions. This is the third quadrennial 
report since the adoption of the Plan of Reorganization in which this Board 
of Trustees and the writer have been privileged to participate and by far 
the best of the three. They are all good, but this one is very much the best 
from any viewpoint of consideration. 

The report of the Publishing Agent, Dr. J. Balmer Showers, carries in 
full detail the amount of financial transactions, the volume of business com- 
pleted, and a very complete summary of the many activities in which these 
two institutions were and are engaged. His report deserves the most careful 
scrutiny and study, and if the general membership of the Church at large 
will so do they will be made to realize that the business therein outlined 
in his report is surely being carried forward to a very successful conclu- 
sion, and the report in detail very much reflects the activities and partici- 
pation of the Board of Trustees in the conduct and. administration of the 
affairs and immense volume of business of the two institutions. To be 
sure we have had many problems to face and many difficulties to overcome, 
but these were always taken in stride and in the spirit of good will and 
good fellowship and co-operation between the Board and the Publishing 
Agent, and I can assure you that the personnel of the Board and Doctor 
Showers, the Publishing Agent, and his Associate in the Office Building, 
Dr. L. C. Weimer, are not a bunch of “yes-yes” men and that they have no 
use for a rubber stamp. 

The personnel of the Board remains the same as it was four years ago, 
only we have been deprived of the inspiring and helpful presence of 
Mr. E. S. Neuding, who has been physically handicapped for about a year. 
We hope for and pray for his early recovery for we miss his kindly cheering 
presence very, very much. 

What a joy and blessing it has been to all and each of us to have worked 
together from the time that the financial and business affairs of the two 
institutions had sunk so low in the slough of despondency that we almost 
had to reach up to touch the bottom. But we shall let the dead past 
bury its dead and shall press forward to reach the goal of ultimate and 
complete success which seems almost within our anxious grasp at this time, 
and which will eventually mean the complete retirement of all interest- 
bearing financial obligations of the two above mentioned institutions. What 
a day of rejoicing that will be to be sure when the entire membership of 
the Church of the United Brethren in Christ can again lift up its eyes to 
the hilltops, for there shines the bright golden light; flooding the hills and 
the valleys and fleeing the shades of the night. 

And now a word of appreciation and congratulations from the Board of 
Trustees to Doctor Showers, our Publishing Agent; Dr. L. C. Weimer, his 
Associate in the management of the Office Building, and to all administrative 
and executive officials; to all the editors of our Church and Sunday School 
Literature, and to the entire personnel of employees of both the Otterbein 
Press and the Office Building. Superlatives and adjectives fail us as we 
endeavor to express our appreciation for the fine example of faithful service 
you have rendered to God and to humanity. Someone has said that virtue 
and faithfulness bring its own reward, but the Board of Trustees say God 
bless you for a work well done and for a task almost completed for which 
you may well be proud. You know Jesus said, Be not weary of well doing 
for at last ye shall reap if ye faint not. 
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As the Board of Trustees convened in annual session on February 12-13, 
1945, and listened to and analyzed the various reports rendered it, the Board 
was given if possible a more complete understanding and realization of 
the importance of the task and activities in which the above named officials 
and employees are all engaged. The report of the Publishing Agent and his 
assistant are in your hands and speaks for itself. The reports of the various 
editors were given in minutest detail and were informative and inspiring, 
and upon their completion the Board was made to realize more fully if 
possible that the Church and Sunday School Literature, both from a Chris- 
tian, educational and informative point of view, was indeed in good and 
cone ce hands, and that the Church at large may well feel proud of its

passages of Scripture, one in the New Testament, Matt. 11:28-30, and one 
in the Old Testament, the First Psalm.

In less than thirty days from now, on June 15, 1945, the 
last cent of the longstanding ‘and crushing indebtedness 
of the Bonebrake Theological Seminary will be paid!

“Now thank we all our God 
With heart and hands and voices, 
Who wondrous things hath done, 
In whom his world rejoices.” 


Let our whole church rejoice and thank God that the Quadrennium of 
1941-45 has brought, as a result of the sacrifices and devotion of many years, 
a four-fold victory: 5 

The complete liquidation of the indebtedness of the Seminary and the 
Otterbein Home. The victorious completion of the Ministerial Pension 
Endowment Campaign. A marvelous victory of the Otterbein Press and the 
United Brethren Publishing House in debt reduction. 

These united victories of our denomination should give us new confidence 
and should stir us to greater devotion and endeavors in kingdom building. 
We have learned some lessons in the hard way. We too must have faith. 
But we must know that it takes as much faith, sacrifice, and devotion to 
raise money before we spend it as it does to raise money to pay debts. We 
must always exercise vision, courage, and faith in kingdom tasks, but we 
must never allow these to outrun good, conservative, business judgment.

Proper recognition of these servants of the Lord and of his church is 
given in the memorial service. 
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Our Purpose 


The Seminary does not exist to build buildings, pay debts, or raise money. 
Neither can it exist without these. It exists to help young men, called of 
God, to be good ministers of Jesus Christ. The product that our Seminary is 
trying to create is a warm-hearted ministry, a Christian experience-centered 
ministry, an evangelistically-motivated ministry, a ministry grounded in 
devout scholarship, fired with a big-hearted fellowship, imbued with the 
love of God, and empowered by the Holy Spirit. It is for its students—the 
future of the church—that the Seminary exists. 


The Need for Ministers and Missionaries 


Our church is now experiencing one of the most serious shortages of 
ministers and missionaries our denomination has known for a long time. 
We need to do much more about the problem of recruiting. We repeat 
here what was written in one of our Bulletins. There is only one solution 
to the problem of recruiting. It is Christ’s own answer, “The harvest truly 
is plenteous, but the laborers are few; Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he will send forth laborers into his harvest.” Matthew 9:37-38. 
aaa Ge only one solution, but it has a threefold expression: prayer, work, 
and life. 

Let us as ministers make this need the burden of our prayer. Let us pray 
specifically that God will call our youth and inspire them to answer the 
challenge of our needy world. Let us enlist the membership of our church 
and of our young people’s groups to pray until young people hear His call 
and rise up to say, “Here am I, Lord, send me.” Let us in our homes pray 
that God will lay His hand on some of our children and call them into His 
service. Let the student body and faculty of each of our educational institu- 
tions enter into the covenant to pray for ministerial and missionary recruits. 
Let us do this and more in faith believing! “The effectual fervent prayer of 
a righteous man availeth much.” James 5:16b. “All things whatsoever ye 
shall ask in prayer believing, ye shall receive.” Matthew 21:22. 

Let us not only pray, but let us do something. We should search out 
young people of promise and present the needs to them. We can well use 
the “handpicking’” method as well as public presentation of the need. 
Ministers should give direction and counsel to all new recruits and enlist — 
them in active Christian work. Our consecrated youth should be directed to 
our own colleges and to our own Seminary for adequate preparation for the 
tasks ahead. One is alarmed by the “spiritual dissipation” in our church 
when he realizes that out of nine hundred and thirty-six Life Work Recruits 
we have only one hundred and twenty-eight in our colleges and ninety-three 
in the Seminary. The great majority, more than seventy-six percent, are 
not preparing for their life work. These young people should be a particular 
concern. More of them would be in college and Seminary today if they had 
had needed encouragement, particularly financial encouragement. One won- 
ders how different life would have been for some of our leading ministers if 
thoughtful Christian laymen had not offered to help them financially when 
they were at the age to go to college. The gesture of generosity was a turn- 
ing point in their lives. 


To live is to teach. Spiritual life is communicated by spiritual life. It 
provides its own medium. To magnify the ministry and to be the kind of 
men God would have us be is to attract and challenge young people to 
Christian service. Our lives must be living testimonies, and we must not be 
afraid to express our testimony for the work to which Christ has called us. 
Someone has appropriately said, “The aim of religion must be the per- 
petual reincarnation of religious greatness as embodied in the lives of re- 
ligious leaders.” John’s Gospel says, “The law was given through Moses; 
grace and truth came through Jesus Christ.” It was because grace and truth 
were incarnate in Jesus Christ that He so effectively communicated them to 
others. Jesus, the Son of God, spoke out of the fulness of His own life. Here 
too was the significance of Paul. It was because he lived in the heights 
that he could say, “Be ye imitators of me,” or again declare, “I glorify my 
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ministry.” The radiant life of a Christian minister or missionary is the most 
effective channel of God’s call to Christian service. 
Student Attendance 


This past Quadrennium has been very encouraging in student attendance, 
as the following statistics show:

One or two more students are expected to enroll in the Spring Term of 
the school year 1944-45. Our enrollment this year has surpassed all previous 
enrollments of our Seminary. On several occasions it looked as though the 
Selective Service would almost completely cut off the ministerial supply in 
our church. After several confusing and unsatisfactory changes in the 
Selective Service regulations, a final arrangement was worked out that 
promises to be quite satisfactory. While the supply of ministerial recruits in 
the colleges has been seriously depleted, the Selective Service regulations 
are as satisfactory now as we can expect them to be. Just what the imme- 
diate future of Seminary attendance will be no one dares to predict. We 
have a good list of prospects for the school year 1945-46. 


Special Opportunities 


One of the greatest sources of spiritual enrichment for faculty and 
students alike has been the Spiritual Retreats which are held once each 
term. The mere mention of the names of some of the leaders of these 
Retreats is sufficient evidence of the worth of these special times of spiritual 
refreshment: E. Stanley Jones, Howard Thurman, J. Stuart Innerst, S. G. 
Ziegler, Charles Seasholes, Hazen Werner, Roy Burkhart, Paul Macy and 
E. K. Higdon. 

Our special lecturers have brought new insights and inspiration. The 
following came to the Seminary for special lectures: Agnes Drury Denune, 
L. Foster Wood, Oscar F. Blackwelder, William S. Sadler, Paul E. V. 
Shannon, C. W. Shoop, Jesse Bader, and Howard Thurman. These lectures, 
with the exception of the Bookwalter Lectureship, were inaugurated during 
this past Quadrennium. 

The Circulating Library for United Brethren Ministers was launched 
September 1, 1942. This library contains more than three hundred choice 
books for ministers. More than nine hundred and fifty books have been 
borrowed from this library. It holds great promise for the future. An 
endowment fund of $1,000.00 has been gathered to help furnish a steady 
income to buy books. The Alumnal Association has given great encourage- 
ment and assistance in launching and carrying forward this important 
service to the ministry of our church . 

Chapel is held each school day from 9:10-9:40 am. The weekly schedule 
includes one day for a guest speaker, one for a faculty member, one for a 
senior sermon, and one for musical programs, class prayer meetings, class 
business sessions, or student assembly gatherings. 

The Seminary has been blessed with unusually good musical organiza- 
tions during the Quadrennium. The Men’s Chorus, under the leadership of 
Mrs. D. H. Gilliatt, has achieved a high degree of attainment. Their service 
at this General Conference will witness to that fact. 

The Women’s Missionary Society at the Seminary has been one of the 
most active and fruitful organizations of the school. 

The Student Assembly and its Student Council have rendered a very 
effective service in student government. 

As many as seventy of our students in a single year have served as 
student pastors. All of our students have the opportunity of real Christian 
service as student pastors, assistant pastors, teachers, Y.M.C.A. workers and 
special workers for boys’ groups.

The above chart represents a functional view of the Seminary curriculum. 
It does not follow departmental lines. Hence important details are omitted. 
Biblical language courses are included under Bible. The two Rural Church 
and two City Church courses are under Sociology and Ethics. The ten 
courses in Missions and Applied Christianity are distributed under Missions, 
Sociology, Ethics, and Methods. The prescribed course in Evangelism is 
under Methods, but the several courses that deal in part with Evangelism 
are found in every department. Christian Education courses are found under 
Fey cology and Methods. A careful study of the 1945 Catalogue will be of 
value.

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The Regular Tasks 


The real achievements of a school depend largely upon what takes place 
day by day in the regular classes‘and library of the school. The Bonebrake 
Theological Seminary ranks high in the quality of its teaching. Our pro- 
fessors are consecrated Christian scholars and teachers of experience and 
unusual ability. Our graduates who have contacted other outstanding 
seminaries speak in glowing terms of the quality of instruction given at 
Bonebrake. A growing number of hard-working, faithful, and consecrated 
pastors, conference officials and denominational leaders are paying high 
tribute to the Seminary for the spiritual and intellectual enrichment it has 
brought to them. It is because of its consistent high quality of work that the 
Seminary is an accredited member of the American Association of Theo- 
logical Schools. United Brethren people do not need to apologize for the 
spiritual and intellectual quality of instruction our students get at Bone- 
brake. It ranks with the best in America. Figure I is a graphic presentation 
of the work offered at Bonebrake Seminary. It is a bird’s-eye view of our 
entire curriculum. It is deserving of your careful study. 


Two professors have been added to our staff during the Quadrennium— 
Professor Roy D. Miller of Miami Conference and Professor Harold Platz of 
Erie Conference. Dr. A. T. Howard retired from active service in 1942, after 
having served the Seminary in a most acceptable way for twenty-one years, 
serving both as a professor and most of the time as President. 

Our library has grown from 15,811 volumes in 1941 to 17,700 volumes in 
1945. We have a trained librarian, in the person of Miss Esther Strickler of 
Nebraska, in charge of our library. Our library now occupies three class- 
peers 0 the Administration Building. A new library building is urgently 
needed. 

Seventy-Fifth Anniversary 


The opening day of Union Biblical Seminary was on October 11, 1871. It 
will soon be seventy-five years since this institution of basic importance to 
the church began its work. Plans are under way for a fitting observance of 
this important day in the life of our church. A committee which is working 
on this matter will present its report to the Board of Trustees of the 
Seminary on May 11, 1945. The plans of the committee are not sufficiently 
well developed at the writing of this report to relate here. However, we 
wish you would keep in mind the date of October 11, 1946, and look forward 
to a great observance of the Seventy-Fifth Anniversary of the opening of 
our Seminary. 

Income 

The Seminary derives its income from four principal sources: (a) 
Benevolences, (b) Endowment, (c) Bequests, and (d) The Women’s 
Auxiliary. 

The current operating budget of the Seminary is entirely dependent on 
the first two sources listed above. 


(a) Benevolence Receipts 
An eight-year picture of our benevolence receipts reveals the following:

It will be seen from the above that the maintenance of the Seminary is 
quite dependent on the status of the general benevolence budget of our 
denomination. We have put our emphasis on a full benevolence budget and 
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thereby have sought, not only to promote the interests of the Seminary, but 
also those of every other department and institution of our church. 
All the receipts from the $50,000.00 preferred claim each year have been 


used exclusively for the liquidation of the principal and interest on the 
Seminary indebtedness. 


(b) Income from Endowment 


The income from endowment invested in stocks, bonds, real estate and 
notes has been during the past four years as follows:

In each of the four above types of investments the market value is equal 
to or exceeds the book value. The total of investments ($308,967.28) has a 
market value of several thousand dollars in excess of the book value. 

Our Investment Committee consists of Bishop A. R. Clippinger, chairman, 
Mr. Henry C. Ochs, Mr. W. O. Clark and Walter N. Roberts. The Trust 
Department of the Winter’s National Bank of Dayton, Ohio, is employed to 
give counsel concerning the Seminary’s investments. No purchases or sales 
of bonds are made without the unanimous action of the Investment Com- 
mittee and the approval of Mr. George Hudson, Trust Officer of Winter’s 
Bank. The Seminary has the best quality of bonds it has ever owned. The 
diversification of bond investments (as of December 21, 1944) was as follows: 
Industrials, 28%; Railways, 26%; Utilities, 28%; Governments, 18%. The 
classification as to quality (according to Moody’s Ratings) was as follows:

In our entire portfolio there is not a single defaulted bond. No one needs 
to apologize for the status of the Seminary’s investments. 


(c) Bequests

_ The Seminary now has a total of $34,910.00 in active annuities on which 
it pays a total of $1,061.50 per year. Of this amount $6,800.00 was received 
during the Quadrennium. 

The following estates (with the respective estimated values) are in the 
process of settlement: 

Lavina Ankeny estate, Johnstown, Pennsylvania—$1,000.00; Cicero Milo 
Bailey, Newcastle, Indiana (income to go to Mrs. Bailey as long as she lives 
—value not yet determined); Willard MacDonald estate, Marcellus, Michi- 
gan—$4,000.00; Mr. and Mrs. C. E. Swartzel, Germantown, Ohio—$30,000.00; 
Eliza Wilson, Noblesville, Indiana—$2,000.00. Total—$37,000.00. 

We are exceedingly grateful to these noble Christian stewards who have 
gone to meet their Maker to give an account of their stewardship, but have 
made such arrangements that their material means which they left behind 
will go on working for the Kingdom in the years ahead. Thank God for 
such stewards! May their number increase until many of our church mem- 
bers would thus provide for the future welfare of Bonebrake Seminary and 
the United Brethren Church! 


(d) The Women’s Auxiliary 


The Women’s Auxiliary of The Bonebrake Theological Seminary con- 
tinues to render the Seminary an outstanding service. These devoted women 
have been under the capable leadership of Mrs. E. J. Drake and Mrs. S. G. 
Ziegler, who have each served two years respectively during this Quadren- 
nium as National President. 

From May, 1941, to January 1, 1945, the Women’s Auxiliary raised a total 
of $6,859.86. This money has made possible the following projects: 

Redecorating suites in the dormitory—$1,904.01; redecorating dining room 
and kitchen—$1,020.00; purchasing of hall runners—$459.75; purchasing of 
rugs—$887.32; improvement and redecoration of the laundry—$300.00; cur- 
tain material—$67.50; conversion of mattresses into inner-spring mattresses 
—$651.00; set aside for the new library equipment fund—$805.79; besides 
other minor improvements in the dormitory. The total spent was $6,095.37. 


Expenditures and Debt Liquidation 
(a) A Balanced Budget 


It is very gratifying to report that the Seminary has operated on a balanced 
budget since 1939. During the past Quadrennium our budget of income and 
expenditures reveals the following:

One of the most serious financial problems that the Seminary faces grows 
out of the fact of the deterioration of our buildings. All of our buildings 
were very well constructed and in accordance with the best knowledge of 
building ‘construction available at the time. We are now faced with the 
problem of some very expensive repairs. The boiler tubes had to be 
completely replaced in the summer of 1944. During the same summer all 
our buildings had to have new coats of roofing compound (this has to be 
repeated about every seven to ten years). All the stone-facing on the 
Dormitory building and the Administration building, including the stone- 
facing lining the steps to all the entrances of the Dormitory, will have to be 
re-pointed in the near future. Just now we are in the process of replacing 
all the pipes in the basement of the Dormitory, including the raw steam 
pipes, the hot water and cold water pipes, and return steam pipes. These 
pipes are being put in concrete channels in the basement. Formerly these 
pipes were buried in the cement. Chemical action during the past twenty- 
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two years has eaten through the pipes from the outside, inward. This 
undertaking will cost us over $7,000.00. The total length of these pipes comes 
to almost one mile. We can expect several major repair problems to be on 
the Seminary’s agenda in the next few years. We have followed the policy 
of keeping our buildings in good condition, and’all woodwork well covered 
with paint. In the long run this is the most economical policy. 

The only reason we have not gone in debt for this very extensive repair 
work in 1944 and 1945 was the fact that we had built up a Current Fund 
Reserve to take care of such emergencies. The bumper wheat crops on the 
Kansas Ranch in 1942 and 1943 have enabled us to build up this Current 


Fund Reserve. 
(b) Dept Liquidation 


The General Church Treasurer’s Report reveals that on December 31, 1944, 
the Seminary’s indebtedness stood at $28,057.03. Between January 1, 1945, 
and June 15, 1945 (when the last monthly payment of $4,166.66 from the Pre- 
ferred Claim of $50,000.00 per annum will be paid to the Seminary), a total 
of $25,000.00 will be paid from the Preferred Claim on these debts. On 
February 1, 1945, the Seminary paid from its Current Fund Reserve a total 
of $3,057.03 on the above indebtedness. Thus, as announced at the beginning 
of this report, on June 15, 1945, the last of the Seminary’s indebtedness is 
being paid. How thankful to God and to the Church we are for this! 


Needs 


The most pressing financial needs of the Seminary were determined and 
i aa by its Board of Trustees in its annual meeting on May 15, 1944, as 
ollows: 
$150,000.00 for a new Library Building. 
75,000.00 for a new Chapel Edifice. 
50,000.00 for light housekeeping apartments for married 
students with children. 
100,000.00 endowment for student scholarships. 
200,000.00 general endowment. 


It is proposed that $125,000.00 of this be obtained from Annuities, be- 
quests, etc., and that $450,000.00 be secured in a special campaign in the 
Annual Conferences after the college campaigns and the special financial 
efforts for missions have been completed. The Board expressed the hope that 
these goals may be achieved before the end of the Quadrennium which 
terminates June 30, 1953. It is true that the Seminary’s financial position has 
been greatly improved as its debt has been liquidated. Practically all of 
our efforts to raise money during the past twenty-five years have been to 
pay for the Seminary’s buildings. In twenty-five years very little has been 
added to our endowment. It is very important that our endowment funds 
be greatly increased. 


Request to General Conference 


_ In the light of the Seminary’s needs for its current operating budget and 
its needs for added endowment and buildings, we present herewith in 
summarized form the urgent requests of The Board of Trustees of The 
Bonebrake Theological Seminary (as indicated in its actions on May 15, 
1944) to this General Conference. 


1st. That the General Conference allot to the Seminary’s current budget 
a total of $42,500.00 annually. 


2nd. That the General Conference authorize The Bonebrake Theological 
Seminary to conduct a campaign in the twenty-eight annual conferences of 
our denomination (1) after the present college campaigns have been com- 
pleted, and the special offerings for Foreign Missions and Home Missions 
have been received, and (2) when the respective annual conference shall 
authorize the launching of said campaign for the Seminary in the said 
conference and the Board of Administration or its Executive Committee 
shall give its approval. 
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Conclusion 


The foregoing report shows that as far as the Seminary is concerned, the 
past four years have witnessed many very important victories. For all 
of these we offer our humble gratitude and praise to Him who giveth us the 
victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. The Quadrennium has also been a 
time of unusually difficult problems. Many of these problems have been 
occasioned by the war—Selective Service difficulties, the accelerated pro- 
gram with physical and nervous exhaustion, labor shortages, high prices, 
coal shortages, priority difficulties, and the tenseness and anxiety of a war- 
weary nation—have added up to make life difficult. 


We are grateful for the patience, the forbearance, and the whole-hearted 
cooperation of many co-workers who have patiently worked with us at our 
common tasks of advancing the Kingdom of God through the Seminary in 
these tangled years. 


I cannot refrain from expressing my gratitude to God for such comrades 
in service as Dean C. E. Ashcraft, whose counsel and fellowship have been 
exceedingly helpful and inspiring. My gratitude also goes out to all the 
members of our faithful faculty—a most cooperative group of fellow- 
workers; to Bishop Clippinger, chairman of our Executive Committee, for 
his hours of discerning and helpful counsel; to the other members of this 
Committee, the late Dr. J. R. Engle, Mr. Henry C. Ochs, Dr. D. T. Gregory, 
and Professor Roy D. Miller; to Mr. Wesley O. Clark, General Church Treas- 
urer; and to other laymen and ministers throughout the Church whose 
friendship and hearty cooperation have meant so much. 


There is no more sacred task than that of trying by the grace of God to 
shape men for the Christian Ministry. We tremble with awe when we 
think of this responsibility. We at the Seminary are the servants of the 
Church and of our living Lord and Master in this solemn task. It is our 
highest desire to be used of God in the most effective way possible. We 
pledge to Him and to you our best efforts. 
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REPORT OF BOARD OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION

To the Bishops and Delegates of this Thirty-Fourth General Conference 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ: . 
DEARLY BELOVED: 

“I thank my God upon every remembrance of you,” ... “For your fel- 
lowship in the gospel from the first day until now.” 

This quadrennial report is made with gratitude to God for health and 
strength to meet the tasks that confront us in a world torn with war and 
distressingly out of balance. This survey is made against the background 
of a world situation which is shaking the foundation of the Church and 
civilization. We give grateful tribute to faithful and efficient fellow laborers 
with whom we have shared responsibility in these trying days. 

Sixteen years ago two Boards with three departments were merged and 
their combined duties assigned to us. We were to fuse the Boards and the 
work under them. We were to provide a church-centered, correlated, 
integrated, and unified program for our local churches. We were not only 
to drive a three horse team, but to train the horses to work in new harness. 

Many of the results are gratifying. We humbly acknowledge that we have 
not accomplished all we hoped for sixteen years ago, but time has given 
proof of the wisdom of the action and the worthwhileness of the program. 
We should correct our mistakes, find new ways of making our work effective 
and go forward. We should achieve greater unity of program, a more bal- 
anced and complete spiritual diet for our local churches, and a more complete 
fulfillment of the objectives of the Church Standard which the General 
Conference adopted twelve years ago. This Church Standard is basic and 
fundamental. It constantly holds before the Church the objectives of a 
total, unified church-centered, balanced program ministering to all the 
spiritual requirements of disciples of Christ. 


Progress 


There has been real progress. Ideals and goals are better understood. 
There is clearer appreciation of the need for unity and meeting the total 
needs of our churches and the kingdom. We realize more fully that spirit- 
ual results are more important than organization or numbers. We see more 
clearly that Christian education and evangelism are allies and not enemies. 
We do not educate people into the kingdom, but Christian education does 
lead to Christian experience. Christian education is more concerned with 
acquiring an inner light than to gain objective knowledge. Putting one’s 
life under the mastery of Christ is more vital than mastering books or 
courses. 

Conference Boards are constantly increasing in influence and their pro- 
grams enjoy wide acceptance. We should simplify our organization and 
point the way for local Boards of Christian Education, local directors, and 
local age-group councils to be more effective. The General Board should be 
enlarged to include those conference leaders who are responsible for the 
program throughout the Church. 


Our Task 


Lights have gone out around the world. It is the task of Christian edu- 
cation to “give the light of the knowledge of the glory of God in the face 
of Jesus Christ” so the lights may be relighted. Christ is our only hope. 
We must be his witnesses “both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and to the uttermost part of the earth.” A faithful fulfillment of 
this divine commission is our responsibility; and is the solution to the 
troubles of the world. Christian education is one instrument of the Church 
for accomplishing this high mission that “the excellency of the power may 
be of God, and not of us.” 

Thousands of children in Russia singing and working to realize the song, 
“We are building a new world. We have iron spines,” helped to transform 
Russia. Millions of German youth parading and singing, “We are born to 
die for Germany,” gave Germany a military power that shook the world. 
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Children, young people, and adults marching under the banner of Christ, 
if thoroughly imbued with his spirit, and taught the truth as Hitler youth 
were taught falsehood, can transform the world. Christian teaching can lift 
the world from chaos and ruin if properly applied. 

Christian education is one of God’s ways for his followers to witness. 
It exists to fulfill Christ’s purpose. It aims to accomplish the will of God 
in a world strayed from him. It seeks to transform indifferent and worldly 
Christians into intelligent devoted servants of Christ. It is to help the 
Church cure a sick world. Christian education is the Church functioning 
to change life, to win the lost, to uplift society and to redeem mankind. 

To do this we must go in order to teach. One-half the children and young 
people of America are unreached and completely outside the teaching min- 
istry of the Church. Millions around the world have not heard the good 
tidings of great joy. Christian education is to win its pupils to Christ, build 
them up in the church, and help create a Christian world order. Most 
churches, Sunday schools, and Christian Endeavor societies can do a better 
job of reaching the lost if they want to. In most communities there are 
multitudes who need Christ and whom the Church needs in its program. 
They will respond to loving, persuasive, winsome and convincing appeals. 


Our Abiding Faith 


During the quadrennium we have conceived it our responsibility to put 
the church program at the heart of the educational effort. Every conven- 
tion program, every camp experience, every district meeting, and every 
other gathering in which we shared was challenged by the denominational 
program. The inspiring theme Our Abiding Faith in all of its aspects has 
been woven into our spoken and written messages. We believe that every 
educational agency of the Church has caught something of the stirring up 
surge in the faith of the Church. The faith of our fathers is still living in 
the hearts of the forty thousand United Brethren Sunday school teachers 
and officers, the host of Christian Endeavor leaders, the sacrificial teachers 
in vacation church schools, week day schools, the hundreds of devout teach- 
ers in our colleges and seminary, pastors, conference superintendents, 
bishops, general officers, and the many others who use the educational 
methods to advance the kingdom of God and upbuild the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ. 


The Staff 


The work of Christian education in the Church is no one-man job. No 
one can carry the load alone and no one should assume all credit for 
victories achieved. Members of the Board have been helpful. The staff has 
been faithful and efficient. The quadrennium has been unbroken by any 
change in the staff except that Miss Dorothy Bradford, after eighteen years 
as office secretary, resigned to teach school. Miss Lois Pottle, her successor, 
is doing splendid work. 

Until recently we have not had a staff equal to that authorized sixteen 
years ago. Dr. M. I. Webber, our first leader in the men’s and adult work, 
died after five years leaving a vacancy we were not financially able to fill. 
The depression came and other causes needed the support of the Church 
so this Board was not financed comparable to the program authorized in 1929. 

The growing Brotherhood desired and needed full time leadership. The 
long neglected adult work presented a hopeful opportunity. Many church 
leaders insisted something should be done. Accordingly when financial 
conditions improved, the Board made bold to undertake a program more 
fully in keeping with the orders of sixteen years ago. After consultation 
with church leaders, including the Brotherhood officers, and favorable 
action by the Board of Administration together with the authorization of 
an offering on Men’s Day, Dr. W. R. Montgomery of White River Confer- 
ence was elected by the Board as Director of Brotherhood and Adult Work. 
He began his work part time in July 1944 and full time in September of 
that year. He has given excellent service and the work under his direction 
has taken on new life. The outlook in this field is the brightest for ten 
years—during which we had no full time leader. 
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Rev. Millard J. Miller, Director of Young People’s Work and Leadership 
Education, has served through the quadrennium with splendid success. 
Miss Rachel M. Brant, Director of Children’s Work and Children’s Mission- 
ary Education in cooperation with the Women’s Missionary Association 
which pays one-half of her salary, has done valiant service throughout the 
quadrennium. The relationships in the office have been cordial, and we 
believe we have given the Church efficient service. 


The Board Serving the Church 


Four years ago responsibilities and certain goals were fixed for us. The 
Otterbein Brotherhood was organized as a church-wide agency and _ its 
fostering care charged to our Board. It has succeeded well. Its leaders 
deserve praise for what they have accomplished. Their Quadrennial Con- 
vention on Saturday afternoon and evening merits the wholehearted sup- 
port of all delegates to this conference. Lg 

Some things outlined for us have been curtailed by war conditions. We 
could not hold the general convention authorized, but we did hold four 
regional educational conferences in four bishops’ districts. They were very 
profitable. The Sunday School Advance campaign has gone forward with 
success. A fuller statement is given later. The Otterbein Fellowship pro- 
vided for college and university students is yet to be fully implemented 
throughout the Church. We should do more than we are doing for United 
Brethren students in schools other than our own. The college financial cam- 
paigns authorized have met with splendid response by our churches and are 
marching forward to complete victory. Any other campaigns should be 
postponed until these are as completely successful as was the Ministerial 
Pension campaign. 

The new catechism for youth authorized was written by Dr. J. Gordon 
Howard, formerly of our staff. Approved by our Board and the Board of 
Bishops it was published by the Otterbein Press, and has had a gratifying 
circulation. We promoted the special days authorized. Children’s mission- 
ary education projects carried in cooperation with the Women’s Missionary 
Association are succeeding admirably. The number of churches carrying 
out these projects has doubled during the quadrennium. The Glad Chest 
offerings for the entire quadrennium ending four years ago were $11,349.06. 
During this quadrennium they were $31,511.84 or almost three times as 
great. In the year closing January 1, 1945, the offerings were $13,453.69, or 
more than for the entire last quadrennium. 

Our summer camps have expanded in a surprising way in spite of war 
conditions.. Vacation church schools are growing in favor. Along other lines 
we have enjoyed increases and the work has been strengthened. 


The Sunday School Advance 


The Sunday School Advance has helped to stop the wartime slump. In 
estimating the enrollments of our Sunday schools we should remember that 
we do not have absentee members on our Sunday school rolls as does the 
church. Our resident Sunday school enrollment is still ahead of our resident 
church membership. We should seek in every way possible to build up our 
schools numerically and spiritually as the surest method of strengthening 
the church. During the quadrennium the denomination lost fifty-nine 
churches and eighty-six Sunday schools. The drop in Sunday school en- 
rollment was 40,392 and average attendance dropped 35,342. 

The Missions to Christian Teachers promoted by forty Protestant de- 
nominations through the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America 
and the International Council of Religious Education provides an emphasis 
long needed. Our denomination can best serve its divine mission through 
an evangelistic outreach. The Sunday school is still our biggest evangelistic 
field and force and should continue such. The coming quadrennium should 
have one or more years of major emphasis on evangelism and especially 
teaching evangelism. 

Dr. Harry C. Munro of the International Council speaking of the church 
generally, says: “The rank and file of our church membership seems to lack 
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the spiritual power essential to Christian witnessing and evangelistic 
teaching. When there is no ardent passion in the rank and file of our church 
membership, the atmosphere is too chilly to expect evangelistic results 
from the church school. As a church becomes older, well established, and 
numerically strong, it often loses in evangelistic passion and then in Sunday 
school enrollment. This is true especially of the church of the upper middle 
class and those in the higher grade of culture. It is very easy for a church 
to become ‘sophisticated.’ Younger and smaller churches seem to grow 
faster in Sunday school attendance.” 


Teaching Evangelistic Crusade 


The Interdenominational Sunday School Advance culminating in the 
Mission to Christian teachers has developed into a nation wide teaching 
evangelistic crusade, now launched as a four year program. Forty Protestant 
denominations and one hundred eighty-three state, provincial and city 
councils of the United States and Canada are united in one of the most 
significant evangelistic crusades ever undertaken on this continent. It aims 
to reenforce the Christian home as well as put on a teaching evangelistic 
effort in the Sunday school. It hopes to thus combat juvenile delinquency 
and meet post war problems of youth and adults. Dr. Reuben H. Mueller, 
General Secretary of the Board of Christian Education of our sister Evan- 
gelical Church, is the chairman of the interdenominational committee to 
guide this great enterprise. Dr. J. Gordon Howard represents our Church 


on this committee. 
Children’s Work 


Work with children has been well directed by Miss Rachel Brant and is 
moving forward hopefully. Conference Directors of Children’s Work have 
shown increased efficiency and devotion. Thirty per cent more churches 
now have active directors of children’s work. These directors reported 589 
children’s workers’ council meetings held in 556 churches from records 
kept over a six months’ period. A system of reporting the children’s work 
of the local church semi-annually has been introduced. The largest number 
reporting at any one time has been 587. 


Literature for Workers with Children 


Under Miss Brant’s leadership fifty pieces of literature for workers with 
children have been made available. Thirteen of these she produced. This 
does not include Children’s Day and other special materials. During the 
quadrennium our Board and the Women’s Missionary Association dis- 
tributed 75,000 pieces of literature on children’s work, not including special 
day materials and booklets such as Thoughts of God for Boys and Girls. 


Other Forms of Work with Children 


We are sorry to report a loss of fifty Junior Christian Endeavor societies 
with 1,869 members. In 1944 there were 11,317 church members received 
from the Sunday schools which, in spite of war time, is only 226 less than 
in 1940. Weekday church school attendance advanced from 4,600 to 4,873, 
and vacation church school attendance from 30,684 to 32,642. Catechetical 
enrollment has grown appreciably. Our United Brethren children share 
in a nation-wide swing toward weekday schools operating on released time 
by the public schools. 

Young People’s Work 


Rev. M. J. Miller, director, has given fine leadership in the young people’s 
field and in leadership education. The wider Christian front is maintained 
through fellowship with the United Christian Youth Movement and_ the 
world-wide Christian Endeavor cause. During the entire quadrennium, 
we have suffered from the war handicap, which is especially hard on young 
people’s work. However, it is encouraging to know that while during the 
first World War we lost 301 Christian Endeavor societies and 16,678 mem- 
bers in four years, during this war and for the past four years we have lost 
only 177 Junior, Intermediate, Young People’s and Adult societies and 
9,837 members. Considering the number of young men in the service of the

nation from our societies and the length of time our nation has been in the 
war, this achievement of holding down the losses has been very remarkable. 


Summer Camps 


We had thirty-four camps in 1941 with an enrollment of 5,028 and total 
credits of 4,908. In 1944 we had twenty-seven camps, seven less, but with an 
enrollment of 4,832 and total credits of 4,732. This is only 196 less enroll- 
ment and 176 less credits even though there were seven less camps. This 
shows that young people will go if adults plan camps for them. 


Leadership Education 


Leadership education has enjoyed substantial growth. In 1941 we issued 
5,855 credits and in 1944 we issude 6,805, an increase of almost 1,000. Rev. 
Miller gives spendid leadership, but he can give only one-half time to this 
important field. We should have a full time director for leadership educa- 
tion alone. 

Need for Unification 


The Board has given thought to the matter of further correlation or uni- 
fication in the local church. There seems to be a need especially in the 
young people’s field for greater unity of program and organization. A Com- 
mittee of Fifteen was appointed to study the matter. We are recommending 
continuation and further study by this Committee of Fifteen. 


Christian Endeavor Loss 


During the past quadrennium we lost 91 Intermediate Christian Endeavor 
societies with 3,238 members; 449 young people’s societies with 15,968 mem- 
bers. However, we discovered through the inclusion in the pastor’s report 
blank 322 Adult Christian Endeavor societies with 8,000 members. This 
leaves a net loss of only 127 societies and 7,968 members. Counting the loss 
of 50 Junior societies with 1,869 members, we have the total loss of 177 
societies and 9,837 members as reported above. 


Adult Christian Education 


Adult work has enjoyed its best quadrennium for some time. We now 
have 322 Adult Christian Endeavor societies which have all been dis- 
covered this quadrennium, when they were included in the pastor’s report 
blank. We gained 30 Brotherhoods and 2,148 members. Many of our men’s 
organizations before were a name only, but now are very much alive. 
During the quadrennium we lost 160 Women’s Aid Societies with 6,408 


members. 
The Brotherhood 


The officers of the Otterbein Brotherhood whom you elected four years 
ago have been busy. They have had many meetings. Much progress has 
been made. For three years they carried the work supplemented with such 
help as the general secretary could give. They raised their own expense 
money. With the coming of Dr. Montgomery the Board has financed the 
work anticipating a Men’s Day offering, sponsored by the men, and sub- 
sequent support through the benevolence budget. 

We should not forget that this is a laymen’s movement. The officers are 
laymen. The work is a laymen’s task and opportunity. The laymen should 
have the support of all of us in doing a particular work for the church and 
kingdom. You should provide some challenging project which they can 
assume within the framework of your total program. This movement should 
mean much to the Church in the coming quadrennium. The Women’s Mis- 
sionary Association has inspired the men with the hope of doing somewhere 
near a comparable piece of work. 


Adult Christian Endeavor 


As stated we now have 322 Adult Christian Endeavor societies. This is 
a substantial number of adult organizations which are meeting weekly for 
spiritual edification. Our Board supplies them with topics and topic helps 
through the Church papers. We do not know what the future of this group 
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should be. We suggest that a study be made with the hope of giving it 
new life, introducing the young adult fellowship idea which seems to be 
gaining momentum in many denominations. 


Young Adulis 


The adult movement must largely be built around the young adult. Young 
married couples classes and other young adult groups seem to possess great 
possibilities. We have shared in a growing program of cooperation with 
the Women’s Missionary Association in district rallies and in other ways. 
Adult conventions, group meetings and district rallies have been held. 
Since assuming leadership, Dr. Montgomery has had many calls and is 
working beyond his strength to stimulate the whole denomination into 
an understanding of the possibilities in the adult field. 


Social Action 


Four years ago you created a Commission on Social Justice and Inter- 
national Relations, and gave it a relationship to the Board of Christian 
Education. One member soon found himself in the military service. An- 
other went to Europe for the Government to work on problems of rehabilita- 
tion. Another resigned. This left only two of the five appointed who could 
serve through the quadrennium. Both of these lived at a distance from 
Dayton. At the request of the Board of Christian Education an additional 
committee was appointed by the bishops and confirmed by the Board of 
Administration to serve with the remaining members of the General Con- 
ference committee and also to prepare for the Board of Administration 
certain statements for the General Conference. This committee has acted 
jointly with the first named Commission. 

It is highly important that a strong commission be created at least part 
of whom reside in Dayton so frequent meetings can be held, and an ongoing 
program outlined. A much larger sum of expense money should be pro- 
vided. The work of temperance and alcohol study, race relations, labor and 
capital and peace present vital current problems about which we dare not 
remain silent and inactive. The whole field of social action is one our 
denomination needs to emphasize as never before. The war has created 
situations which will bring a terrible harvest unless arrested in time. High 
school girls come home at four o’clock in the morning from wild parties to 
brag about getting soldiers drunk and taking their money for a new dress. 
Juvenile delinquency is rampant. Drunkenness is growing. Race antagonism 
bids fair to become a national tragedy. The Church should not be passive 
when her very life is being undermined. Someone has said, “The Church 
has been more willing to preach the redeeming Word than it has to pay the 
cost of the redeeming deed.” We fear there is truth in this statement. 


Printed Materials 


The Board of Christian Education has produced a constant stream of help- 
ful materials for the use of workers in local churches. Our staff members 
have done much creative work in preparing helps which have been pub- 
lished in the church papers. j

Our Financial Situation 


The Church Treasurer presents a detailed report of the finances of the 
Board. We give only summaries and outstanding features of the situation. 

1. Our income from the benevolence budget during the quadrennium 
totaled $70,402.90, and total income for the quadrennium was $89,263.19. 

2. Our total current expenses were $84,048.25 which leaves a balance of 
$5,214.94 in quadrennial current expense. 

3. During the quadrennium we collected on student loan accounts $17,- 
080.04 and reloaned $8,006.60. During the lifetime of this Board we have 
collected $54,895.88 on student loan accounts and reloaned $44,951.84. 

4. During the quadrennium we awarded $2,912.98 in gifts to ministerial 
students in our colleges and seminary. 

5. Our Collegiate Scholarship Fund inreased $2,048.96. 

6. Our Seminary Scholarship funds grew from $5,535 to $8,000. 
911.500" Conference Seminary Scholarship funds grew from $2,900 to 
8. Our student loan reserve fund grew from $3,226.77 to $14,991.03. 

9. Our current reserve grew from $5,844.45 to $14,562.84. 

10. We turned over to York College the balance of the trust fund, $1,301.23, 
put in our care over twenty years ago by Mr. and Mrs. Hogrefe of Kearney, 
Nebraska, 

11. Our bond investment grew from $26,880 to $71,967.50. 

12. Our total assets grew from $107,411.06 to $125,636.43. 

13. Our annuity funds grew from $2,695 to $4,521.69.

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14. Glad Chest offerings for the quadrennium are $31,511.84 against $11,- 
349.06 last quadrennium. 

15. The Men’s Day offerings are only partially in. They should reach 
$5,000, one-third of which stays in the annual conferences. 

_16. We continued to pay Dr. C. W. Brewbaker $16.00 monthly. This covers 
his sixteen years of service to our Board, at the rate paid by his own 
Pennsylvania Conference for each year of service. 


The Southeast Ohio Project 


The missionary vacation church school project in Southeast Ohio has had 
our Board’s fostering care for some years. This has been jointly supported 
with the Home Mission Board and the Women’s Missionary Association. 
The three Boards contributed on an average of $450 a year to this cause. 
The Southeast Ohio Conference Board of Christian Education gave splen- 
did cooperation giving direct supervision to the work. During this last year 
of the quadrennium, there were thirty-eight vacation church schools held 
under the direction of Rev. Carl Wilson of Enterprise, Ohio. Over two 
thousand pupils were enrolled. 


Our Colleges and Seminary 


Since our educational institutions each will report directly to the General 
Conference, we give only a brief statement and summary of the total 
financial status of these noble institutions serving the Church so ably and 
faithfully. These noble institutions are at the heart of our denominational 
life. Without them the great expansion of our beloved Church could not 
have taken place. The need for trained leadership is greater now than ever. 
The Church should rally with renewed zeal to establish our colleges and 
adequately equip them for service in the day in which we live.

1. Total assets are $6,072,830.76 as compared with $6,212,666.70 four years 
ago, showing a loss of $139,836.04. However these figures are as of June 
1st last year and do not include the assets of the campaigns now being 
conducted. take : 

2. The total debt is $291,452.58. Much of this has been liquidated since 
last June lst when these figures were obtained. This is a reduction of

3. Total attendance in our institutions the past year was 1,093. This is a 
drop of 647 from four years ago, a drop due to the war.

Cooperation with Our Other Church Agencies 


We have enjoyed hearty cooperation with other agencies of the Church. 
Cooperation with the Women’s Missionary Association has been fruitful, not 
only in the children’s field but in other lines as well. The young people’s 
field has afforded a number of opportunities for cooperation especially 
between the Ottebein Guild and the Christian Endeavor societies. In the 
summer camps we have joined with the missionary forces and other 
agencies in presenting a rounded program of training and inspiration. In 
the adult field there has been active cooperation between Branch W. M. A. 
and Conference Boards of Christian Education. We have worked hand 
in hand with the Board of Administration and Mission Boards in promoting 
a full benevolence budget. We have sought to further the interests of the 
educational institutions of the Church in every way possible. We have 
given many days of effort to helping our own Alma Mater, York College, 
in its victorious debt paying and enlargement campaign. 


Cooperation with Interdenominational Agencies 


The Board has had cordial relations with the International Council of 
Religious Education, the Council of Church Boards of Education, and the 
International Society of Christian Endeavor. We have contributed sub- 
stantially to these agencies and received help from them. We have also 
contributed to the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America, The 
Milton Society for the Blind, and the World’s Sunday School Association. 

The International Society of Christian Endeavor, which for many years 
has been our chief source of outside inspiration to our young people’s work, 
has changed its organization and its relationship to the denominations. 
Trustees are now appointed directly by the denominations. A Program 
Council has been created to initiate the educational policy, program, and 
materials of the Society. This Council made up of denominational youth 
directors, employed state and district secretaries of Christian Endeavor 
Unions, and staff officers of the International Society, should be a means 
of tieing Christian Endeavor more closely to the denominations and creating 
new enthusiasm for this worthy cause. We are glad to report that our own 
Youth Director, Rev. Millard J. Miller, is chairman of this Council. 


Proposed Changes in the Discipline 


We propose changes to make the organization and program more efficient, 
simple and unified. The suggested changes harmonize with the discipline 
of the Evangelical United Brethren Church. 


Conference Boards and the General Board 


The General Board is dependent upon the Conference Boards in many 
ways. A survey of the actions of the General Board over a number of years 
reveals that a large part of them can only be carried out effectively through 
the cooperation of Conference Boards of Christian Education. Action about 
conventions, district rallies, camps, or even correspondence with local 
churches involve Conference Boards. Student loans made with the assistance 
of the annual conferences are more wisely made and easily collected. The 
majority of responsibilities of the General Board concern Conference Boards 
directly or indirectly. 

Conference Boards on the other hand are. often handicapped because they 
do not have accurate knowledge of the plans of the General Board. In- 
formation received by correspondence is often delayed and inadequate. 
Only as Conference Boards share in making the plans and thus have first 
hae information can they cooperate most satisfactorily in their administra- 
ion. 

By tieing them into the structure of the General Board savings of time 
and money will result. No general convention, as now needed each quad- 
rennium to create inspiration and give information to leaders, will then be 
necessary. Regional educational conferences now’ held in each bishop’s 
district for Conference Board leaders, which cost over five hundred dollars 
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last fall, will not be required. Special visits by staff members to Con- 
ference Board meetings to explain the program will not be needed as now. 
Such a plan will make possible joint planning of itineraries to local churches, 
camp attendance, district meetings, and similar services. In Board Meetings 
joint programs can be set up for promotion of all special days and all other 
phases of promotional work. This will bring a saving to the General Board 
and a better piece of work can be done. The added expense for Board 
Meetings will be small since Conference Boards pay the expenses of their 
representatives. Many other advantages could be indicated. 


The Small Church 


Our program has been criticized as being for the large church. Some of 
this criticism is just. We propose a simple, unified, and efficient organiza- 
tion adapted especially to the small church through alternate plans of 
organization. The Official Board is to be authorized to act as the Board of 
Christian Education thus reducing machinery. An executive committee of 
Christian education is proposed thus tieing Christian education leadership 
more closely to the Official Board and reducing the size of the central 
educational directive group. Age group councils are defined and made 
explicit. They are set up in the small church especially to promote the 
entire Church Standard. It is hoped that at least in the young people’s 
group this council can act as a unified youth organization meeting the re- 
quirements for local promotion and contact of the Mission and other 
General Boards of the Church. A careful study of the suggested changes 
will show that they will be to the advantage of the small church. Changes 
are entirely consistent with the discipline of the proposed merged church, 
and are simple and will require little rewriting of the Discipline. 


For Greater Unity 


Not only will the minor changes recommended advantage the small 
church but simplicity and unity should result. The Sunday school which 
is the major educational agency of the local church is given a central place 
and tied a little more closely to the total program. The tendency is to make 
it more truly a church school. It is proposed to authorize what is a general 
practice by suggesting that age group directors be divisional or depart- 
mental superintendents in the Sunday school, thus reducing the number 
of necessary leaders. The executive committee on Christian education is so 
constituted as to make it possible and likely that it be identical with the 
executive committee of the Sunday school. This is highly desirable in the 
interest of unity of program. It is thought that the executive committee 
of Christian education will thus become the major administrative group in 
the total field of Christian education so as to unify the entire local church 
educational program. The Board of Christian Education will meet only often 
enough to establish policies and guide the program generally. The age 
group councils should assume greater importance, and a more aggressive 
and forward looking unified program should come from them. 


Recommendations 


1. That the changes in the Discipline proposed by the Board of Christian 
Education and submitted by the Board of Administration through its Com- 
mittee on Changes in the Discipline be approved. 1 

2. That we authorize cooperation with a nation-wide united teaching 
evangelistic crusade as a follow up of the Sunday School Advance and 
Mission to Christian Teachers which is being promoted on a nation-wide 
scale under the leadership of the International Council of Religious Educa- 
tion and with the cooperation of the Federal Council of Churches of Christ 
in America. That this interdenominational cooperation follow the lines 
recommended by the Board of Administration in the proposed quadrennial 
points of emphasis. 

3. That in order to ascertain the exact number of United Brethren under- 
graduate students in other colleges the following interpretative sentence 
be inserted in the pastor’s annual statistical report following the column 
entitled: No. attending other colleges —‘“This figure should be the number 
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of United Brethren undergraduate students attending other liberal arts or 
teachers’ colleges, and should not include professional and graduate students. 

4. That in view of the fact that Otterbein College is making extensive plans 
to celebrate its centennial in special ways as relating to the founding of 
this our first institution of higher Christian education, and 


In view of the far-reaching significance of the whole movement for higher 
Christian education in our Church which took definite form in the estab- 
lishment of Otterbein College, but later in the establishing of many other 
colleges and seminaries, as well as other educational movements in our 
Church, “ee ceieht.: 

All the educational institutions and agencies of our denomination Join in 
this observance and give publicity to the whole movement of higher Chris- 
tian education, especially as it relates to the respective institutions and 
agencies. 

5. That the General Conference approve the appointment of the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen to work jointly with a similar committee or commission 
from the Evangelical Church to study, following the General Conference, 
the whole problem of a correlated program of Christian education with a 
view of bringing proposals to the first General Conference of the new 
Evangelical United Brethren Church. 

6. That the General Conference authorize the Board of Christian Edu- 
cation to organize a denominational young people’s union. 

7. That the General Conference authorize a National Young People’s 
Congress in 1946 or as early in the next quadrennium as possible. 

8. That the special days as readjusted and recommended by the Board 
of Administration be approved as follows: 

a. That Young People’s Anniversary be combined with Christian En- 
deavor Week—Youth Week which is observed from the last Sunday of 
January to the first Sunday of February. 

b. That Men’s Day be changed from the third Sunday of January to the 
second Sunday of November and be combined with Armistice Day, 
Men and Religion Day, and World Order Sunday. 

c. That Education Day be changed to College Day and be observed the 
third week of February which is one week later than the present plan. 

d. That our denomination cooperate with the International Council of 
Religious Education and the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in 
America in observing Christian Family Week from the first to the 
second Sunday in May including Mother’s Day. 

9. That provision be made on the pastor’s annual report on Christian 
education for listing the name and address of the leadership education di- 
rector and the general officials of boards of Christian education in each 
local church. 

10. That authorization be given to hold a church-wide Brotherhood con- 
vention or total adult convention as might be decided later. This to be 
held at the most opportune time during the quadrennium. 

11. That authorization be given to the Brotherhood and Adult Committee 
of the Board of Christian Education to study the possibilities of a Young 
Adult Fellowship with the hope that some more suitable grouping of our 
young adults can be provided. 

12. That the General Conference authorize an Inter-Board Missionary 
Education Committee on which our Board is represented. That this Inter- 
Board Missionary Education Committee be instructed to provide a unified 
missionary education program for our local churches. 

13. That the Commission on Social Justice and International Relations be 
supplied with funds to carry on a more adequate program, and that the 
name of the Commission be changed to that of The Commission on Chris- 
tian Social Action. Detailed recommendations will be submitted by the 
Commission itself. 

14. That the colleges be given ample time to bring their financial cam- 
paigns to as full and complete a victory as was the Ministerial Pension 
Campaign. j 

15. That provision be made for a financial campaign for the Seminary 
as soon as possible. : 
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REPORT OF INDIANA CENTRAL COLLEGE 


.SECTION ONE 
By President I. Lynd Esch 


To the delegates of the General Conference, Fathers and Brethren: 


It is with a deep sense of humility that this report is made, because it 
has been prepared and is being given by one who has had, at least thus far, 
very little to do with the work and progress of the institution. Credit for 
the progress which this report reveals belongs to one who today is beyond 
the reach of any earthly tokens of esteem or praise, but who has already 
entered into that unending fellowship which is the just reward of all who 
unselfishly serve their lord. 

The past quadrennium has brought mixed fortunes of good and ill to all 
American colleges, and Indiana Central is no exception. Upon the one hand, 
the present war into which our nation entered soon after the beginning of 
the quadrennium has greatly reduced the student body. Practically all of 
the young men are in the armed forces, the exceptions being a few pro- 
fessional students, some in the 4-F classification, and now a trickle of re- 
turning veterans. Many girls who in normal times would be attending col- 
lege are now engaged in occupations associated with the war. The student 
reduction at Indiana Central College has been larger than average because 
of unusual circumstances related to military training. To aid in the war 
effort an Army Air Corps training unit of approximately 400 men was 
brought to the campus. In order to accommodate these trainees, it was 
necessary to discontinue civilian student enlistment. Thus, when the trainee 
program was closed out, it left the school with the lowest student enroll- 
ment in many years. Rebuilding a student body in these war days is not 
an easy task. 

Directly associated with the decrease in student body is the problem 
common to all independent and church related colleges but proportionately 
accentuated at Indiana Central, of reduction in operating income. This 
problem is fast reaching the critical stage. Much of the normal overhead 
expense of operation cannot be reduced even though the student body is 
but a fraction of normal. The present necessity for enlarging the faculty in 
advance of any appreciable increase in the student enrollment, in order to 
give all of the departments a reasonable minimum of staff, temporarily in- 
creases the difficulty. The problem is further aggravated by the fact that 
Indiana Central has only $83,047 of investment endowment funds and there- 
fore receives only a negligible percentage of its operating income from this 
source. 

However, the quadrennium has brought some good fortune. The united 
campaign for Preacher Pension and college debt liquidation, authorized 
four years ago by this body and carried on within the area under the name 
of the Victory Campaign, has been crowned with reasonable success. The 
goal was $500,000 and $449,022 in cash and pledges has been secured, of 
which just over half has been paid in cash to date. Of this amount, the 
first $81,396 was used to complete the Preacher Pension Fund. The next 
$150,000 was used to liquidate the college indebtedness and what is yet out- 
standing will be used to increase the endowment funds, as it is received. We 
wish to express sincere appreciation to everyone who had a share in the 
work of this campaign. We rejoice that for the first time in its history, In- 
diana Central College is free of bonded indebtedness. The ultimate net re- 
turn to Indiana Central College from this campaign will be approximately 
$250,000. While we are profoundly grateful for that which has been ac- 
complished, a compilation of the net results indicates that much more must 
yet be undertaken. i Sa 

The future offers many opportunities for Kingdom service if we are pre- 
pared to take advantage of them. The location of the school in Indianapolis 
is particularly advantageous, but if we are to receive help and support from 
the city, then we must serve the educational needs of its people. 

At the present time, we are concentrating administrative effort on the 
matter of setting the internal structure of our house in order. The faculty

is being increased and strengthened by the addition of personnel which is 
academically and spiritually qualified to do outstanding work in the field 
of Christian higher education. A definite system of rank, salary and ten- 
ure, and a retirement plan for the teaching staff has been worked out and 
adopted by the Board of Trustees. The curriculum is being reorganized 
and regrouped in accordance with the best trends of development in college 
curriculum and to meet the standards of the North Central Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. Considerable progress has already been 
made in these directions. 

There is a very great need for additional building facilities. Some of the 
school functions are well housed, but the provision for other functions is 
entirely inadequate. There must be new housing for physical education, 
athletics and on-campus student activities. This need is immediate and 
imperative. The auditorium facilities will fall far short of meeting the post- 
war needs since the college campus is rightly a center for the meeting of 
many church gatherings in the area. An increase in student body will also 
require additional classroom facilities, dining hall capacity and administra- 
tive office space. At its April meeting, the Board of Trustees of the college 
gave approval for the erection of two buildings to meet these needs and 
authorized the development of a campaign for funds, subject to the ap- 
proval of the General Church. The building cost is estimated at approxi- 
mately $600,000. 


We believe that the college is on the threshold of a future of enlarging and 
increasing service. If we can have the continued loyal support and prayers 
of the church constituency and can serve the community of Indianapolis 
in such a way as to deserve and win the confidence and support of the 
Christian people of that city, we can have in Indiana Central College an 
institution which, in quality of academic work, is second to none in the 
nation. And a college, which, by its spiritual character and atmosphere, shall 
keep the fires of Christian consecration of life burning brightly within the 
hearts of all who earn and bear its credentials. The administration and the 
faculty of the college have dedicated their lives to this end and for its 
achievement they shall continue to strive. (Applause) 


SECTION TWO 


By Evan R. Kek, Chairman, Administrative Committee 


With the close of the year 1944-45, Indiana Central College will have com- 
pleted forty years of service as an institution of the church in the Northwest 
Area. The college exists for the purpose of providing liberal education for 
young men and women in an environment which is genuinely Christian. 
The board of control and the college administration hold that if the college 
is to accomplish its purpose, two conditions must characterize its life. First, 
the college must be Christian in principle and practice. It must be staffed by 
men and women who are Christians. The social life of the campus must be 
wholesome. Christianity must be an active and vital factor in the lives of 
students and teachers. Second, if the college is properly to serve youth and 
the church, it must rank high academically, and be effective in its educa- 
tional program. The United Brethren Church cannot afford to sponsor a 
second-rate educational institution. 


The church constituency of the college includes the following conferences: 
Illinois, Indiana, Minnesota, St. Joseph, White River, and Wisconsin. The 
total church membership of these conferences is 104,537. Both ministers and 
laymen of the church in these conferences are loyal to the college as is 
evidenced by their consistent financial support and by their promotion of 
the college interest in other ways, such as in the enlistment of students. A 
large number of United Brethren parents have been sending their sons and 
daughters to the college. The percentage of United Brethren students 
enrolled in Indiana Central College has consistently been high. The college 
should be receiving many more of the young people of our church. 


The physical properties of the college include a campus of sixty acres, an 
administration and classroom building, a gymnasium and athletic field, an 
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observatory, four dormitories with rooming accommodations for about four 
hundred students and two small apartment buildings for married students. 


The college is favorably located in Indianapolis, the state capital and a 
transportation center. The institutions of municipal, state, and federal 
government, as well as private institutions of the city, offer many advantages 
to college students which may not be found in some college communities. 


_ Certainly in one respect, this year has seen a triumph for the college. Ever 
since it came into being, the college has been handicapped by debt. Con- 
tinually making provisions for the payment of debts has been a factor which 
has limited the funds of the college which could be used for the payment 
of current operating expenses. On January 9, 1945, the final payment was 
made on the mortgage debt of the college. All current obligations of the 
college are paid, or cash funds have been set aside for their payment as they 
become due. The passing of the debt may well be an occasion for some 
rejoicing, but it dare not be a signal for relaxation of effort. 


As a result of the war and the war activity of the college in granting the 
use of its facilities for aircrew training for seven months in 1943, the en- 
rollment of the college has decreased. The presence of aircrew students in 
all but one of the college dormitories made it impossible to recruit civilian 
students in the summer of 1943. The abrupt termination of the aircrew 
program left the college with an enrollment of 143 in September, 1943. 
_ Fortunately, the downward trend in enrollment was reversed last fall with 
the registration of fifty per cent more freshmen than were registered in the 
fall of 1943. However, much remains to be done in recruiting students, and 
in the meantime, the college suffers from a decrease in tuition receipts. 


The situation is made all the more difficult because the college is in a 
transition period during which it is necessary to fill a number of vacancies in 
the teaching staff, add new members to the staff in departments which have 
been either inadequately provided for, or not provided for at all, establish 
a Retirement Plan and share in its expense, and increase the general level 
of salaries if the college is to be in a favorable condition when the North 
Central Association resumes consideration of applications for admission. In 
the not too distant future, the college must also face the need for larger 
facilities for classrooms, laboratories, physical education, and a modern heat- 
ing plant, and further additions to the endowment fund, which at present 
amounts to only $82,893. 


During the last four years the college has received an average of $25,983 
annually from the benevolence receipts of the cooperating conferences. Any 
reduction in this income during the next four years will make it necessary 
for the college to find some supplementary sources of operating income if it 
is to have the money which will be needed to put it in condition to attract 
students and serve them properly. The college does not desire an unfair 
proportion of the benevolence receipts of the church. It will appreciate 
an action by the General Conference which will make available to Indiana 
Central College an appropriation of the largest possible amount without 
injustice to the other institutions and interests of the church. ei 


After serving as head of the administration of the college for thirty years, 
Dr. I. J. Good retired as president last July 1. Dr. I. Lynd Esch, of Los 
Angeles, California, has been elected president of the college. He will begin 
to serve March 1. The administration of the college in the interim has been 
by the Administrative Committee, consisting of Bishop Fred L. Dennis, 
Dr. Roy H. Turley, of the Finance Committee of the Board of Trustees; 
Dr. W. P. Morgan, head of the Department of Biology of the college, and 
Evan R. Kek, treasurer of the college. There is an evident unity of purpose 
on the part of the Board of Trustees, the members of the college faculty, the 
students, the alumni, and the membership of the church as the college faces 
the future with confidence under the leadership of President Esch,

REPORT OF LEBANON VALLEY COLLEGE 
By Clyde A. Lynch, President 


The years of this quadrennium have been both the best of years and 
the worst of years in the recent history of Lebanon Valley College. The 
depleting effects of the World War on our enrollment and income are pain- 
fully evident; but, on the other hand, the great victory achieved in the 
recent financial campaign to provide for the erection of a physical-educa- 
tion building and the increasing of the endowment fund has issued forth as 
a healing balm to our troubled hearts. There were also spiritual victories 
which can neither be numbered nor evaluated. Hard tasks necessitated hard 
praying and hard working, and faith plus works eventuated in victory. 
Therefore, when we add together the positive and negative factors, our 
quadrennial answer to the question, “How fares Lebanon Valley College?” 
is not minus but plus. For all these victories achieved in the devastating 
context of total war we thank God and all of His and our co-workers who 
have made our adversities a challenge instead of a demand to surrender. 


Administration: During the quadrennium, there went to his eternal rest 
and reward that Prince of Churchmen, Dr. J. Raymond Engle, whose death 
removed from our college roster the name of a faithful servant, whose 
crowing came on April 9, 1942. He had served the’ College as President of 
the Board of Trustees since 1929 and was also Chairman of the Finance 
Committee and Investment Agent. Following the death of my sainted 
predecessor, Dr. George D. Gossard, Dr. Engle was elected Acting President 
of the College. We have greatly missed him in our college councils as many 
of you also do in the General Conference, where his superior churchman- 
ship was recognized and approved by his colleagues. 

But God’s work ever moves forward, even though the transient workers 
come and go; therefore, when the Board of Trustees met to elect Dr. Engle’s 
successor, they chose wisely and unanimously another loyal churchman, 
whose Christian character and outstanding religious activities had already 
elevated him to the highest level in the esteem of his associates. Dr. Elmer 
N. Funkhouser, of St. Paul’s Church, Hagerstown, succeeded Dr. Engle as 
President of the Board with a background of collegiate administrative ex- 
perience gained in connection with his relations with three of our denomina- 
tional colleges; and, in addition, a wide experience in the successful manage- 
ment of an expanding business concern. This lay servant of God has been 
a pillar of strength to my administration, both personally and officially; 
and his efficient leadership during this exacting quadrennium has more than 
justified the confidence which the Board of Trustees registered when they 
called him to the responsible position which he now holds. 


_Enrollment: The war has worked havoc with our enrollment. The full- 
time enrollment for the four years of the quadrennium was 359, 367, 224, 
and 213, respectively; the net-total enrollment, including the summer ses- 
sion, was 668, 619, 562, and 560 (estimated) respectively; United Brethren 
in Christ students numbered 144, 209, 75, and 66, respectively; United Breth- 
ren in Christ Life Work Recruits totaled 19 15, 17 and 12, respectively; 
there were enrolled as ministerial students 15, 16, 17, and 11, respectively; 
our own ministers matriculated in the college were 17, 16, 8 and 7, respec- 
tively. We have only half of our normal full-time enrollment, but we 
believe we can carry on until more favorable conditions will permit ex- 
pe Two veterans have already returned; and it is estimated that, 
ecause of the provisions of the “G. I. Bill of Rights,” our colleges will 
matriculate large numbers of discharged military men. Considering the 
limitations imposed on us by reason of our having only two fully cooperat- 
ing conferences, we feel that the College has done well to enroll this 
number of students. In normal times we have twice as many men as women 
in our student population; now we have fewer than fifty men. The larger 
proportion of men in normal years accounts for the fact that we have 
suffered more acutely than other colleges where larger numbers of women 
were registered. 


Accelerated Program: To meet the demands of the Selective Service with 
reference to pre-professional students, and to permit male students of pre- 
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induction age to benefit as much in college as possible before their prospec- 
tive entrance into military service, we adopted a policy of acceleration 
which included: 1. Three matriculation periods, namely, the fall, the be- 
ginning of the second semester and the beginning of Summer School; 2. 
Three graduation dates, namely, the Spring Commencement, the Summer 
School Commencement and the Inter-Semester Commencement; 3. The es- 
tablished Summer School of six-weeks’ duration was extended to twelve 
weeks, thus making it possible for students to receive a year’s credit by 
taking a summer-school course and the work of one semester. This plan has 
had immediate benefits, but it is our opinion that this type of acceleration is 
not educationally sound and should be abandoned as soon as the present 
wartime emergency is over. 


Progress. During the quadrennium, the Lebanon Valley College library 
has grown both quantitatively and qualitatively. To the “Hiram Herr Shenk 
Collection” there was added the famous Heilman Library: a collection of 
rare German and Pennsylvania German imprints, together with many other 
books of local interest. We are building up a depository for materials 
associated with Pennsylvania German culture, hoping to make our institu- 
tion a center of research in this field. The library is also constantly adding 
to its United Brethren in Christ collection, and we welcome all books and 
manuscript contributions which will augment this important section. 

Another sign of progress is the fact that the Lebanon Valley College Con- 
servatory of Music, which was admitted to associate membership in the 
National Association of Schools of Music two years ago, is now a full 
member of that accrediting agency. This recognition was given without our 
having had to fulfill conditions other than the retention of those standards 
which have made this school of music outstanding in the eastern section of 
the church. The Pennsylvania Department of Public Instruction has given 
us an enviable rating in public-school music. 

Lebanon Valley College is a Christian college in the usually accepted 
meaning of that term; but it is not legalistic, because legalism does not 
produce the kind of soil and atmosphere which are conducive to the growth 
of genuine Christian character. Our students are practically all members 
of Christian churches, and our campus life and activities are wholesome. 
Perfectionists may have many occasions of criticism, but those who know us 
best believe in the sincerity of our announced purpose to make Lebanon Val- 
ley College as nearly Christian as possible. We strive to keep before our stu- 
dents in all their activities the Christian ideals of character and service. In 
common with all of our Christian institutions and agencies, and with every 
earnest Christian, we desire spiritual progress and are moving in the 
direction of a campus more seriously devoted to the Master Teacher. To 
realize our goals we must have the cooperation of our homes and high 
schools; for their living products are the materials with which we work in 
college. Our alumni are filling responsible positions in every area of life, 
and the Church of the United Brethren in Christ and our cooperating con- 
ferences would be much the poorer if the consecrated and efficient graduates 
of Lebanon Valley College were not serving their respective interests. 


Contributions to the War Effort: There are in the armed forces at least 
493 alumni and other former students. Four faculty men are in the service, 
including Dr. Paul O. Shettel, Professor of Religion and Philosophy, who 
is serving as chaplain at a German prison camp at Little Rock, Arkansas. 

At the outbreak of hostilities with Japan the college was invited to 
indicate the availability of its facilities for the possible use of trainees of 
the armed forces. However, because of our limited size, our faculty felt 
that we could not operate satisfactorily on both a military and civilian basis. 
It was also believed that a military program might jeopardize our Christian 
and liberal-arts tradition; therefore, the president was instructed to notify 
the government agencies that, while Lebanon Valley College was ready to 
place its resources at the disposal of the government for the effectuating of 
its training program, it was our desire to operate on an exclusive civilian 
basis. With the exception of immediate financial loss, due to a lack of 
revenue from government sources, it is generally agreed that we have been 
much better off educationally and socially than if we had turned our 
campus into a military reservation. 
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Located only a few miles from the Indiantown Gap Military Reservation, 
we have been privileged to render various educational services to the sol- 
diers located there. The college has also promoted the sale of War Bonds 
and its personnel has responded to calls for the donation of blood. A campus 
chapter of the Red Cross has functioned commendably, and the Lebanon 
USO has used the talents of our students for the entertainment of the 
soldiers. The president of the college has served as chairman of the board 
of management of the Willow Street USO in Lebanon. Alumni Bulletins 
are sent to all our graduates in the service who are now located in the 
states, and a monthly News Letter is mailed to all our former students all 
over the world. The president writes regularly to all our denominational 
chaplains. Prior to our entry into the war we conducted a pilot-training 
program under the auspices of the C.A.A., in which thirty-six students 
participated and thirty-four received their licenses. The majority of them 
are now in the service. One of them, now married to the daughter of a 
United Brethren minister, flew several times over the Albert Academy 
and has been entertained in the home of Dr. Musselman in Freetown. 


The Financial Campaign: The college year 1944-45 will be memorable in 
the history of the college. Recognizing the urgent needs of the college, the 
East Pennsylvania and Pennsylvania conferences gave their approval to a 
fund-raising program for the threefold purpose of debt liquidation, the 
erection of a physical-education building and the increasing of endowment. 
This approval was given after these conferences had provided in full their 
respective quotas of the Ministerial Pension and Annuity Fund Campaign. 
Neither directly nor indirectly, noisily nor quietly, did the college seek to 
raise any money for any purpose while the Ministerial Pension Campaign 
remained unfinished. The college president served as associate director of 
the East Bishop’s District and gave himself to the prosecution of the cam- 
paign wherever and whenever called upon to do so. But the completion of 
this campaign in our cooperating conferences had served to create an 
atmosphere of achievement in which the college campaign was promisingly 
launched, the third in its recent history; the first in 1918; the second in 1924. 


The chairman of.the general committee was Dr. Elmer N. Funkhouser; 
the honorary chairman was Bishop G. D. Batdorf; the general chairman of 
the campaign committee was E. D. Williams of Annville; his associate Mr. 
Lloyd A. Sattazahn of Lebanon. Mr. George W. Williams of Lebanon, a 
professional fund raiser, was campaign director. The two conferences, 
the alumni and the citizens of Lebanon County were organized and the work 
was done by the conference superintendents, ministers, laymen and alumni 
without cost other than their expenses. The campaign goal was set at 
$550,000. The East Pennsylvania Conference pledged $225,000; the Penn- 
sylvania Conference, $150,000; the non-United Brethren alumni, $50,000; 
and the citizens of Lebanon County, $50,000. There remained to be raised 
the Special Gifts’ category of $75,000. As of February 1, 1945, $30,000 of this 
amount had not yet been provided. Various individuals and groups have 
pledged themselves to procure this balance, and there is no doubt that it 
will be obtained. 


The cash receipts of the campaign are very encouraging. To date we have 
received $215,505, a designated part of which has been used for debt 
liquidation, and the balance has been invested in War Bonds. While the 
churches have five years in which to pay, it is reassuring to note how many 
have already paid their quotas in full. In the East Pennsylvania Conference 
the total amount paid as of January 25, 1945, was $69,295; the Pennsylvania 
Conference paid in the same period, $59,004. In the East Pennsylvania 
Conference eleven churches have paid in full; in the Pennsylvania, forty-six. 
The expenses of the campaign, in the amount of $11,284, have been paid by 
Doctor Funkhouser, thus making all our campaign receipts available for the 
building and endowment purposes for which they were given. 


Financial Statement: Succeeding Dr. Engle as chairman of the Financ 
Committee, Mr. Lloyd A. Sattazahn, a consecrated member of our Webanen 
Salem Church, entered upon his duties with a wealth of banking experience. 
As executive vice president of the Lebanon National Bank, he is thoroughly 
conversant with the procedures of financial administration. 
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The financial committee of the college also has the benefit of the coun- 
selling service of the Lionel D, Edie and Company, Inc. A representative of 
this organization meets monthly with the committee and advises concerning 
changes in the securities which constitute the endowment fund. I think it 
is correct to say that the finances of Lebanon Valley College have never 
been managed more conservatively and successfully than now. Infallibility is 
not claimed; in fact, it is not possible; but our constituency has every reason 
to trust the combined judgment of the experienced men of our finance 
committee and their financial counsellors. 

Not only did our cooperating conferences and their respective churches 
rally to promote a successful financial campaign in the amount of $550,000; 
in addition they responded unanimously to the presidents’ appeal to make 
a special emergency appropriation of $5,000 each for the use of the college 
this conference year. They pledged and they paid. The payment of this 
money has resulted in wiping out our accumulated operating deficits for a 
number of years, deficits occasioned by using current funds for plant 
additions and improvements. A loss accrued in the college assets when, by 
trustee-board action, church notes in the amount of $8,647 were cancelled. 
These notes represented unpaid amounts of church pledges made in the 
campaign of 1924. 

During the quadrennium our total income was $858,041; our expenses 
$816,105; our profit before deducting additions to plant from current funds, 
was $41,936; additions to plant from current funds amounted to $20,576, 
leaving a net profit of $21,360. We began the quadrennium with an ac- 
cumulated deficit of $22,201; but, due to the campaign appropriation of 
$50,000 for the liquidation of indebtedness and emergency contributions 
of our cooperating conferences, we estimate that we shall close the current 
year with an estimated deficit of $841. During these four years we have made 
plant repairs and additions in the amount of $39,067, including the aquisition 
of a new athletic field of 16 acres located directly north of the campus, one 
block from the site of the proposed physical education building. The col- 
lege will be reimbursed for the purchase price when the present athletic field 
is sold. Since the meeting of the last General Conference, the college has 
purchased two properties. One of them is equipped and used as a Day 
Students’ House; the other, an infirmary. A larger library and a science 
building will be next in our program for a greater and better Lebanon 
Valley College. 

Recommendations: Lebanon Valley College should be the one four-year 
college of the East Bishop’s District. If the Board of Christian Education 
and the several conferences cannot work out a plan of fair territorial 
adjustment, then Lebanon Valley should share more largely in the benevo- 
lence budget. We were originally allocated $25,000 per year. In our prosper- 
ous years we yielded a large portion of this amount for the sake of our 
smaller and more struggling colleges. The full amount has never been re- 
stored; and now that we are sorely in need of an increased annual income, it 
is imperative that we share more largely in the budget. Possibly the question 
of territorial adjustment will have to wait unto church merger is effected. 
The time has come for us to forget sentimental attachments, face the problem 
realistically, and, as good churchmen enlarge Lebanon Valley’s opportunity 
to serve and be served. With an enlarged constituency we shall enroll and 
serve many more students; with increased benevolence-budget appropria- 
tions, we shall be able to increase and improve our facilities and thus ade- 
quately meet the higher educational needs of the youth of our Church and of 
our nation, providing them with a type of education that will bring together, 
in an effective combination, educational excellence and Christian idealism. In 
doing this the college remains mindful of the motto adopted by our found- 
ers: “And ye shall know the truth, and the truth shall make you free. 
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REPORT OF OTTERBEIN COLLEGE

SECTION ONE 


Bishop Dennis, Board of Bishops, Delegates to the General Conference, 
and Friends: 


This Conference has been unusually zealous in giving time and attention 
to the beginnings of Otterbein College, and particularly also at the samé 
time to the beginnings of higher education within the United Brethren 
Church. Our most efficient Chairman of the board of trustees last evening 
gave you a word picture of the future so far as Otterbein College is con- 
cerned, but was unable, perhaps, to give you some of the details which 
you might like to have. 


It is difficult to keep an acting president within the channels he is sup- 
posed to go in, in the General Conference, when this is his first experience. 
So you may refer to page 136 in the report, but this may be totally differ- 
ent. In the first place, Otterbein College, your oldest college, is accredited 
by all the accrediting agencies that we know of that deal with colleges of 
its type the liberal arts, denominational colleges. It has enjoyed prestige 
through these years, coming up to its ninety-eighth birthday this year and 
coming now close to its hundredth birthday. 

This is to be noted with satisfaction, but at the same time there is an un- 
usual responsibility placed upon us to go ahead and make further advances 
than those we have already attained. 

Our graduate students are received in the professional and graduate 
schools of our country without examination, or without question. The fact 
of the matter is that your college, Otterbein, has had its standards high 
enough that its students are sought by graduate schools to attend their 
halls and to engage in their work. This is true throughout the nation, and 
particularly so in the State of Ohio, where Otterbein ranks third so far 
as the number of students engaging in professional and graduate work and 
the quality of our work are concerned, Ohio State and Western Reserve be- 
ing just ahead of Otterbein. 

Our registration of students has maintained itself fairly well. We did 
not have a military unit on the campus; during the past year we have had 
465 students registered. Of this number 377 were full time, whereas the 
year before, 1944, we had 311. Our freshman class of this past year num- 
bered 173, as compared to a total of 136 for the prior year. 

Otterbein is facing a situation that is very similar to that of many other 
colleges in this section of the country, and that is, we are facing what seems 
to be an enlarged enrollment next year. The fact of the matter is we are 
almost at the point now where it is difficult to assign space for women 
students for next year, most of our facilities having already been taken. Ot- 
terbein is sorely in need of adequate dormitory facilities to provide for the 
future. We think that this may be possible within a new plan to be sub- 
mitted for our campaign. 

There is an element of this student attendance, however, that I think 
should be called to your attention. I had the opportunity the other evening 
just to refer to it. Within our enrollment we have 186 United Brethren 
boys and girls. This represents 45 per cent of our enrollment. At one time 
we had as high as 60 per cent. Now we are not feeling too badly about 
that phase, because we understand that that is good. The problem is this 
that in consulting the catalogues of institutions, municipal and state, where 
the religious emphasis is not expected to be given, we find too many United 
Brethren boys and girls enrolled there. They ought to be in the institutions 
of our Church. It seems to me one of the obligations that we as representa- 
tives of the colleges should put on you is not only the financial obligation 
but that of seeing that our boys and girls go to our church schools. : 

The president of our board of trustees last night did give you some idea 
of our institutional program. There are five phases, the first being the 
spiritual and social, with Dr. T. Gilbert McFadden of our city leading in 
that particular regard. And we have Rev. John Clippinger of Yale Univer- 
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sity contributing through his study to assist us in this particular area. 

Our faculty has during these past six or eight years under the leadership 
of Dr. Paul Anderson, been studying its curriculum carefully, and has made 
a new assignment so far as the matter of organization is concerned, under 
the divisional plan, with five divisions, and contemplating step by step what 
should be done to advance the higher stages so far as teaching is concerned, 
and so far as the scholarship of the students is concerned. 

Our plan is this summer, having been selected as one of the colleges to 
work with the North Central Association, to have two of our faculty attend 
one of its workshops, more than likely at the University of Chicago, the 
other one being at the University of Minnesota, where some time will be 
given to the study of advising, counseling, and use of testing, so that scholar- 
ship standards may be raised. 

Our observance program under the leadership of Doctor Rosselot has been 
fine, and there is in contemplation some other events that will be, I think, 
historic. We have had Founders Day on two different occasions this year, 
with Rev. Harold Platz as the speaker, a year ago with Doctor Louis Spear 
as the speaker. 

We had a very enjoyable occasion when we were able to celebrate the 
90th birthday of our good friend, Doctor Sanders, who has been introduced 
to you this morning. And may I say, just in that connection, I have just 
seen another past president of Otterbein come in, who has rendered yoe- 
man service to us—Dr. W. G. Clippinger. I wish you would stand where 
you may be seen. Doctor Clippinger, will you stand? 

Thirty years of service! There are two great events scheduled for the 
year 1947 for Otterbein College, in addition to those usual events that at- 
tend commencement. And that is, on April 26 a two day conference to be 
given over to educational matters, with leading educators of the country 
to be here. And later, around commencement time, another conference, 
the particular emphasis of which will be that of religion, and with the 
great religious leaders of our own denomination and others to be on the 
campus, to emphasize that phase of the work. 

Another factor that is very important so far as Otterbein College and our 
program is concerned, is that of publicity, and that has been headed up by 
our new President, Dr. J. Gordon Howard. It has been a fine piece of work, 
and will continue to be that. 

Now, as to the financial end. The president of our board of trustees last 
night did state some of the reasons, and the objective for this financial pro- 
gram, the one to rehabilitate endowment funds; the second to build, equip 
and provide an endowment for a new library; the third to remodel the pres- 
ent library in the Administration Center, and to convert the present admin- 
istrative offices into classrooms in the main building. The total objective 
for that is to be $625,000, broken down into $100,000 for the institutional li- 
brary; $100,000 for incentive gifts, $330,000 in Centennial certificates, and 
this being the part that has been underwritten by the churches of the ten 
co-operating conferences of Otterbein College. You are showing again 
intense interest as a church in this, your church school, which is of course, 
an incentive to those who are here to carry forward the program you would 
like to have us carry on. , 

The goal set for Westerville, our home town, was $15,000. The folks here 
did not think so well of that goal, so they set it up to $25,000. The faculty 
and staff gave $10,000; the students $13,349.50; the business organization 
$6,434; the women’s group $2,025, and the general contributions of the citi- 
zens amounted to $6,444, a total of $38,000 from Westerville, not counting 
the $3,000 the church itself has underwritten, making a total of $41,000, in- 
stead of the $25,000 as set for Westerville. The total amount now pledged 
is $438,666.23. : . - 

At commencement time I had the opportunity of saying this: I was very 
much like the small boy who knew Santa Claus was coming. I made my 
request, and it might be likened to this—it was for an electric train. I was 
not quite sure whether it would be a small engine with a few cars and a 
small amount of track, or it might be a larger engine, more cars and a great- 
er length of track. But our college now is about to receive a bequest from 
one of its friends. If it happens to be at its minimum, it will be much great- 
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er than institutions of the United Brethren Church, and particularly Otter- 
bein College, have been accustomed to receiving, and if it should be at its 
best, it will be one of the finest gifts that we have ever received. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee of this college, with the Advisory Committee, is con- 
templating setting in advance its goals and placing this fine bequest at the 
end, trying to bridge the gap between the suggested endowments to take 
care of some of the additional improvements that this offers. 


So we feel that Otterbein College is just in the process of making some 
fine progress toward some mighty fine goals, which are left and will be 
left to all of us in the United Brethren Church. 

Now may I finish by saying this, that the faculty of Otterbein College, 
its students, its trustees and all of us, are looking forward to a number of 
years of execellent service and progress under the fine leadership of Dr. 
J. Gordon Howard, to whom we pledge our allegiance, and we feel confident 
of the result. (Applause) 


SECTION TWO 
Otterbein Faces Her Second Century of Christian Education and Service 


At the quadrennial General Conference of the United Brethren in Christ 
denomination held in Circleville, Ohio, in May, 1845, a resolution recom- 
mending to the conferences the establishment of institutions of higher learn- 
ing was passed. This was the initial step toward higher education taken by 
our Church, while the General Conference held this year marks the Cen- 
tennial milestone of this work of our Church. : 

In 1846, several residents of Westerville having overheard some of the 
leaders of our Church express their interest in starting a school, presented 
themselves before the annual meeting of the Scioto Conference offering for 
sale several buildings and a tract of land in that village which had been 
secured from the Methodist Church, the title of which they held. 

This was the beginning of Otterbein College, the first institution of higher 
learning sponsored by the United Brethren in Christ Church for on April 26, 
es trustees met and formally organized the University as it was then 
called. 

Through difficult times and troublesome situations, the college has marked 
its progress by the sacrifice and enthusiastic devotion of its trustees, ad- 
ministrators, faculty, students, alumni and friends to the position it now 
occupies in the educational and religious world. 

During this almost a century of progress, Otterbein never lost sight of 
its ideals, as has been well stated by Dr. Willard W. Bartlett in his “Educa- 
tion for Humanity”: “The purpose of the college grows out of its conviction 
that there is-something in Christianity which is worth while, or more 
correctly that it is the foundation of all worthwhile civilization. At 
different periods, Otterbein has phrased the statements of her purpose in 
different words, each characteristic of the thinking of the period but each 
the same in essence. Briefly stated, this purpose may be said to be to 
develop a type of education which shall send out to positions of leadership 
in the life of the world, young men and young women whose attitude 
towards their fellow men shall be similar to the attitude of Christ towards 
human life.” : 

That she has sent out to the four corners of the earth leaders in most of 
the avenues of life is easily shown. Bishops and General Officers of our 
Church; efficient and progressive ministers; missionaries; physicians and 
surgeons of national repute; teachers in universities, colleges, high, grade 
and elementary schools; lawyers who lead their profession; social workers of 
recognized standing; business and industrial executives; master farmers; 
Christian homemakers, together with many in other vocations; all have made 
a distinct contribution to their day and civilization. 

In no area is the high standing of Otterbein College more apparent than is 
expressed in the attitude of graduate schools toward the product of the 
college, its graduates. Her credits are accepted at par value by the best 
universities and graduate schools in the country. A recent report by Pro- 
fessor B. W. Kunkle of Lafayette College in the Bulletin of the Association 
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of American Colleges has to do with the proportion of graduates from the 
various American Colleges going on to do further study in graduate and 
professional schools. He reveals that Otterbein stands among the very 
foremost of the colleges of the country in the percentage of her graduates 
who. go on for further advanced study. Out of 337 leading colleges, his 
study shows that Ottterbein ranks sixth in America and ahead of any other 
college of her class in the United States. In Ohio, Otterbein is surpassed 
only by Western Reserve and Ohio State. 

_Otterbein’s academic excellence is further emphasized by the recognition 
given by the standardizing and accrediting agencies of the United States. 
She is fully accredited by every important accrediting agency of the land. 
She is on the preferred list of the North Central Association of Colleges and 
the Association of American Universities whose approval is granted only 
to the highest ranking colleges. The select American Association of Uni- 
versity Women recognizes our women graduates in whatever section of the 
country they may reside. The music department has received the recog- 
nition of the National Association of Schools of Music which places this 
department with the elite of the nation. 

Though the college has achieved a high position scholastically, the faculty 
with the advice of a committee of the Centenial movement on academic 
advancement is studying various advances to be made during this period of 
war as well as that immediately following the close of this awful conflict. 
By recent studies of the Ohio College Association in which Otterbein 
participated very actively, new procedures to meet the students’ needs are 
being thoroughly canvassed. 

Otterbein has successfully maintained its musical, dramatic, forensic, 
religious, social and athletic programs during these trying times. Through 
these participations, the students have been able to continue to a high 
degree the activities to give them the well rounded life of a Christian 
Liberal Arts College. 

As we face the second century of Christian education by our Church, 
more than ever before we will need to recognize its value and the need of 
investive interest, personnel and money in this vital program. With the 
competition of secular education both for students and moneys, the Church 
will need to recognize its obligation to see that her sons and daughters at- 
tend their Church colleges and that the Church provide adequate finances 
to educate their children as they should be. Otterbein, as your oldest college, 
needs the united support of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ 
to start well her second century of service. 
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REPORT OF SHENANDOAH COLLEGE— 
SHENANDOAH CONSERVATORY OF MUSIC 
By L. P. Hill, Acting President 


The Administration of Shenandoah College and Shenandoah Conservatory 
of Music respectfully submit the following report of its work during the 
quadrennium with the hope that its work will merit the increasing support 
of the entire denomination. ’ : 

The work of the quadrennium is outlined under the following headings: 

1. Improvement and Added Equipment. 
2. Accrediting. 

3. Operation without Indebtedness. 

4. Continued Service to the Church. 

5. Planning for the Future. 


Improvements and Added Equipment 


During the last four years, the value of added equipment and improve- 
ments has totaled approximately $60,000. Mr. Frank Snoddy, a former 
student, donated and installed an Aeolian-Skinner pipe organ, increasing 
the value of the equipment about $38,000. Much needed laboratory equip- 
ment, along with library expenditures and improvements, have totaled 
another $22,000. The plant is in excellent condition and the equipment, 
necessary to operate a first class institution, is being added as our budget 
permits. 

Office space and equipment has been provided for a consulting physician 
and for the first time in the history of the school, students and faculty 
members are given a complete physical examination, blood tests and chest 
x-rays. 

These are only a few of the many improvements made and while the 
plant: and equipment are still inadequate, they are now the best in the 
school’s history. 


Accrediting 


In March 1940, the State Board of Education approved the Conservatory 
as a music degree, granting institution and the National Association granted 
an Associated Membership in January 1942. After a specified probationary 
period, the Conservatory was granted full membership in the National 
Association of Schools of Music in March 1943. This recognition placed 
elipondoals on the approved list with the best music schools in the United 

ates. 

The church music department has been expanded under excellent leader- 
ship and students are now serving local churches as choir directors. The 
co-operation of the church music department and our church leaders is 
resulting in marked improvement in the music of our churches. 

For several years the Junior College has sought membership in the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the Regional Ac- 
crediting Agency. 

In September 1943, an application was filed with this agency and it will 
be given formal acceptance in their annual meeting in March 1945. Due to 
the improved conditions in the institution, we should be granted member- 
sp in this accrediting agency. The success and future of any institution 
will depend on the full accreditment of its work by their regional agency. 


Operation Without Indebtedness 


Under the careful supervision of President E. N. Funkhouser, Shenandoah 
has managed to operate without incurring additional indebtedness. This 
has been a difficult task, due to war time inflation of operational costs. Due 
to demands of higher salaries for teachers, some have increased nearly 
100 per cent in the past four years, and they now meet the demands of the 
accrediting agencies as well as the securing of competent, highly trained 
Oe eee ‘ sie : 

e Virginia Conference has sponsored a financial campaign to liquidate 
the entire indebtedness of the college and as this is writen uae ate on

hand to pay off the outside debt. The inside debt, all of which is invested 
in the plant, will be paid off within the next three years. The institution 
is in the best financial condition it has experienced in many years, yet 
demands will continue to be great as we provide better opportunities for 
our young people in the future. 


Continued Service to the Church 


In the last 14 years, twenty-nine conference men have studied at the 
college. Of that number, twelve are in college or the Seminary, four are 
in the service as chaplains, and the others are serving pastorates in our 
denomination. 

Every young person, in the Virginia Conference, who has committed 
himself to the ministry in the last 14 years, began his training at Shenan- 
doah. Three students are now serving charges in the conference. 

Miss Phyllis Shepp, a graduate of 1944, recently sailed for Africa to 
teach at the Harford School for Girls. 


To Other Conferences 


There have been 39 ministerial students to attend the colleges from other 
conferences in the last 14 years. They were distributed as follows: From 
Allegheny 20, West Virginia 7, Pennsylvania 9, Southeast Ohio 2, Florida 
1. Of these, three are still in Shenandoah, 19 transferred to other United 
Brethren colleges, eight to colleges outside the denomination, three are 
preaching without additional training and six are not in the ministry. 


Planning for the Future 


The Administration is looking forward to world peace with plans to 
encourage more of our young people to attend Shenandoah. A strong fac- 
ulty, additions to equipment and improved facilities will attract the young 
people who possess the qualities necessary to become our church leaders of 
tomorrow. 

The financial foundations of Shenandoah have been secured. We must 
have the faith and courage to assume that the moral and spiritual contribu- 
tion of Shenandoah will be a growing force in the years to come as it has in 
the past. 
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REPORT OF YORK COLLEGE 
By D. W. Weidler, President 


The four-year period under review necessarily records the adjustments 
made to the world crisis which has been developing during the whole 
time for which this report is submitted. The York College situation was 
more acute because we entered the period with a long accumulating debt 
which amounted at that time to $75,505.79. 


A Golden Jubilee Campaign for $50,000.00 launched on the _ fiftieth 
birthday of the college in 1940 was successfully completed in 1943. This, 
with some special gifts and bequests, liquidated the debt completely and 
became the basis of a Greater York College campaign for $350,000.00 
which was authorized by the Board of Administration and the Board of 
Trustees of the college. In January, 1944, the movement was given a 
powerful impetus by a cash gift of $15,000.00 made by Mr. and Mrs. F. C. 
Middlebrook of York. At the end of our fiscal year, the 10th of May, we 
had total subscriptions of $184,608.23, of which we had received in cash and 
United States bonds, $104,786.22. The achievement up to this point assures 
at least one building, as soon as building is possible. Our program calls for 
half of our money going into permanent funds, and the other half into build- 
ing funds. During the last six months of 1944 we had the valuable assistance 
of Doctor I. J. Good, for thirty years president of Indiana Central College. 
He organized our field work and demonstrated by his personal solicitation 
the potential ability of our church in the west to provide for the developing 
needs of York College. Bishop Weidler, Doctor Deever of the Board of 
Christian Education, and Doctor Williams, Associate Secretary of the Board 
of Home Missions and Church Erection, and the president of the college 
gave time in the field in connection with their other duties to bring about 
this victory for the college. Since the fall conferences of 1944, Rev. O. L. 
Covault of Nebraska Conference and Rev. Fred L. Johnson of Oklahoma 
have been giving effective full time service to the promotion of the campaign 
in the field. Conference superintendents, pastors, alumni, and loyal laymen 
have been most helpful. 


With these financial achievements we have increased our net worth from 
$133,557.99 in 1941 to $205,883.83 at the end of the fiscal year, 1944. The 
net worth as of this date, February 1, 1945, is $253,824.55, a gain of 
$120,266.56 in the period under review. Our endowment funds now stand at 
$138,000.00. In addition to the income from this endowment we receive the 
income from a $50,000.00 trust created by the C. A. McCloud estate and 
$40,000.00 administered by the trustees of Philomath College in the interest 
of York College. Mention should be made of several long-time friends 
of York College who gave additional gifts during the quadrennium, viz., 
Mrs. Ellen Bailey who gave 80 acres of land in Chase County, Nebraska, 
and whose total gifts have amounted to $30,000.00. Mrs. Bailey, as you know, 
is in the Otterbein Home, and she gave a similar amount to that institution. 
Mrs. Ella Hogrefe who gave $3,800.00 in addition to liberal gifts before this 
period. Mrs. Hogrefe and her husband were from Western Nebraska, and 
that family has been supporting the educational program of our Church for 
59 years. The J. F. Hitchcock estate gave $2,000.00 and the Lucy Merkel 
estate, $4,000.00. 


In the early days of the quadrennium we were participating in the 
N. Y. A. program and later we trained three units in the Civilian Pilot 
Training Program of the Civil Aeronautics Authority. When war was 
declared we had a number of men students in the Navy College Training 
Programs and the Army Enlisted Reserves. When these programs were 
discontinued we were not equipped to contract with the several branches 
of the service for training of large units of men as many colleges did. 
Our student body has been entirely civilian since our last reserves were 
called. While our numbers are greatly reduced we have carried forward 
most of our college activities and have improved the quality of work done. 
We have 313 men in service, and 13 gold stars on our service flag. 

Our constituency was enlarged four years ago by the addition of the 
Pacific district. This new territory is responding with fine interest by the 
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real co-operation given by the Philomath College trustees and by students 
and funds. 


Our new approach to the task of the church through our freshman orien- 
tation course entitled Christian Living and our Service Minor whose 
objective is lay leadership training are being appreciated more and more 
by our students and patrons. There is an imperative need for The Greater 
vane Seeks as we face the mission of the United Brethren Church in 

e west. 
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REPORT OF FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
S. G. Ziegler, General Secretary 


To the Bishops and Members of the Thirty-fourth General Conference of the 
United Brethren in Christ. 


While we were in session four years ago, the news was broadcast that 
the Zam Zam was sunk in the South Atlantic. There were many mission- 
-aries aboard the torpedoed vessel. At the same time the El Nil, a sister 
ship, on which we had six missionaries, was enroute to West Africa. 
There was much anxiety for a time, but after several weeks we received 
word that the El Nil had reached port and all on board were safe. That 
was the beginning of a quadrennium filled with difficult and serious admin- 
istrative problems. But thus far the Lord has brought us on the way to 
what we believe will be an era of great expansion in the Christian move- 
ment. 

For the sake of convenience, we are dividing the report into two parts. 
The first pertains to informing and enlisting the home church in the work 
of world missions. The second refers to the administration and expansion 
of our work over seas. 


Part] Home Cultivation and Promotion 


It is lamentable that so many who accept Christ as Saviour and affiliate 
with the Church are not conscious of the wide implications of the Christian 
faith. They act as though Christ were “a way of life” instead of “the way 
of life.” For them Christianity is one of several religions which men may 
follow. They may not say so in words, yet their cold indifference to mis- 
sions speaks more emphatically than words. We need to be reminded again 
and again that “there is none other name under heaven given among men 
whereby we must be saved. (Acts 4:12.) 


From Church to Church 


The most effective cultivation is visitation among the churches. Hun- 
dreds are visited each year by the office staff and furloughed missionaries. 
During certain periods we take responsibility for booking their engage- 
ments. At other periods we leave the missionary free to do his own book- 
ing. These services rendered by office staff and missionaries include con- 
ferences, conventions, institutes, district meetings, summer training schools 
and camps, community meetings, and local church services. Our foreign 
students who are in the States studying have been very useful in this 
work also. This phase of cultivation goes on throughout the year. 


Literature 


Each year of the quadrennium some special piece of literature was fea- 
tured and circulated widely; 1942, “Open Doors”; 1943, “Keep Them Fly- 
ing”; 1944, “The Church in Africa”; China, Puerto Rico, and Santo Domingo 
series; 1945, “Calling You.” This last was a forty-page booklet prepared 
for study and reading groups. A special bulletin was prepared each year 
for World Mission Sunday also. These were offered free to pastors, but 
were only sent on order. An average of 100,000 was published and circu- 
lated each year. Other tracts and leaflets were prepared for general circu- 
lation. In addition to this literature the board provided each pastor with 
a copy of “Christian World Facts.” This is a missionary magazine pub- 
lished annually by the Foreign Mission Conference of North America. 
It is prepared especially for pastors. The board also promoted the sale of 
our denominational study books, and the current mission study books. 
It joined with the Home Mission Board, the Women’s Missionary Association 
and the Board of Christian Education in publishing “Worship Pathways.” 


Visual Education 


Beginning with a few sets of standard glass slides the department has 
developed until it now has 34 sets of pictures which tell the story of mis- 
sions. Twelve of these sets are silent motion pictures. The others are 
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standard glass slides, transparencies and 35mm. film strips. In normal - 
times we have filled an average of 400 engagements annually with this 
equipment. The mails are too slow now to book them so closely. 


Recruits 


_ During the past two years the Foreign Board joined with the Home Board 
in conducting a joint mission institute at each of our colleges. The 
purpose of these institutes was to acquaint our students with what the 
Church is doing, and to enlist them in full-time service, either at home 
or abroad. We have had a favorable response to our appeals and are 
getting some excellent students interested in mission work. . 


Our greatest difficulty is in securing doctors and nurses. We had four 
men who had completed their medical training and were ready to go, but 
were called into government servize. They will not be free for mission 
service until some time after peace is declared. There is little hope of 
securing nurses so long as there is such a shortage in our military hospitals 
at home and abroad. 


Special Support 


There is a growing interest among the churches in the special support of 
missionaries and other projects. Twenty-nine churches and organizations 
assumed such obligations in the past two years. There are others waiting 
for the opportunity. Just as soon as the way is opened for additional mis- 
sionaries to go, their support is assured. One congregation assumed full 
support for a family—namely $2,800. A few are assuming full support for 
one missionary and others half support. This voluntary service has been 
one of the most encouraging features of the work this past quadrennium. 
It is an indication that while many of our people are enjoying the best 
wages they ever received they are not forgetting the Lord’s work. 


Our Finances 


We are pleased to report that our receipts for the past four years have 
been sufficiently large to meet the rise in the cost of operation. These 
increases have amounted to as much as 100% and in some instances, even 
more. We have continued to make appropriations to all our fields, even 
though two of them have not been contacted since 1941. A small appropri- 
ation has been set aside each year for Japan. This has created a smail 
reserve fund with which we shall be able to rehabilitate the work when 
peace comes and communications with the Japanese church are possible. 
An appropriation has been set aside also for the Philippine Mission. These 
appropriations cover the salaries of our interned missionaries and such 
other obligations as they and the mission in the Islands may have incurred. 
The amount set aside for salaries of interned missionaries has been de- 
posited in local banking institutions and is held in trust until they return. 

For a full and complete statement of our finances, may we refer you to 
the General Church Treasurer’s report. We are including here a brief 
summary to show the trend of receipts and expenses for the past four years.

Foreign Relief Appeals 


Famine and pestilence, the two horsemen which always accompany war, 
have left a wide trail of suffering and death across Europe and Asia. The 
Committee on Foreign Relief Appeals which consists of Bishop A. R. Clip- 
pinger, chairman, W. E. Snyder, D. T. Gregory, Mrs. J. B. Showers and 
S. G. Ziegler, has kept the needs in Europe and other parts of the world 
before the Church. Each year a special relief offering was lifted on World 
Communion Sunday. While a fair sum was raised, it was not what our 
church should have done for our starving fellow-men across the world. In 
addition to this the Foreign Board solicited relief for China and for 
stranded missionaries representing mission boards in Europe, cut off from 
their missionaries by the war. We have been advised that the situation in 
China has been so bad that a year ago it was reported that probably one- 
fifth of our membership in Siu Lam had died of starvation. The relief 
funds we sent out saved some, but it was not enough to save all. We shall 
not look back on our relief offerings with pride when we get the real story 
of suffering around the world. We should have done much more. Here 
is our record:

PartII Overseas Administration and Expansion 


We turn now to a report of the administration of our work overseas. 
We were represented at the beginning of the quadrennium by a staff of 53 
missionaries. By 1943, this number was reduced to 41, because of closed 
fields. At the present time there are 50 on our list with five others who 
are under appointment, but have not completed their academic training. 


Changes in Staff 


All our missionaries were out of Japan when war. was declared, De- 
cember 8, 1941. Dr. and Mrs. B. F. Shively were home on furlough and 
Dr. and Mrs. J. E. Knipp had been given the privilege of coming home in 
May 1941, because the situation in Japan was so tense that Doctor Knipp 
felt it was not wise for them to remain. His close association with the 
Japanese Christians only put them in an embarrassing situation with the 
militarists in the government. 

There were seven missionaries in China when war was declared. Three 
were at Siu Lam—Misses Gladys Ward, Esther Schell and Myrtle Lefever. 
They escaped to free China and continued their work of evangelism and 
Christian service. In December, 1944, Miss Lefever reached America. Misses 
Esther Schell and Gladys Ward arrived home in March of this year. 

_ Dr. and Mrs. C. W. eens and Rev. and Mrs. Calvin Reber, with their 
infant daughter, were in Hong Kong when it fell and were interned. 
They remained there until they. were repatriated in August, 1942. 

We had eight missionaries in the Philippines when the Islands were 
captured. Dr. and Mrs. H. W. Widdoes, Rev. Carl Eschbach, Rev. and Mrs. 
Edward Nagel, Misses Harriet Raymond, Myrtle Metzger and Lottie 
Spessard. Miss Metzger and Miss Spessard remained in Mountain Province 
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and were never taken or interned by the Japanese. We have word that 
they are safe and well. We have been officially notified that Mrs. H. W. 
Widdoes, Rev. Carl Eschbach, Mrs. Edward Nagel and Miss Harriet Raymond 
have been liberated and are well. No official word has been received re- 
garding Rev. Widdoes. Mrs. Nagel notified us that she was informed that 
Rey. Nagel was removed with other military prisoners from Manila to 
Japan in December, 1944. 

Three of our staff passed away during the quadrennium, Rev. Earl 
Tozier, Mrs. Benne Knipp and Miss Angie Akin. Reverend Tozier died in 
Africa and was buried there. Miss Akin and Mrs. Knipp both died in Bal- 
timore, Maryland, where they had made their home after retirement. 

Eight missionaries retired—Rev. and Mrs. E. B. Ward (China 1897-1941); 
Rev. and Mrs. J. Edgar Knipp (Japan, 1900-1941); Rev. and Mrs. Philo 
W. Drury (Puerto Rico, 1901-1943); Miss Angie Akin (Africa 1904-1942); 
Miss Elizabeth Reed (Puerto Rico, 1907-1943). 

Mrs. J. Hal Smith who served so efficiently in the home office for 27 
years, retired in August, 1942. Previous to that time she had served on the 
mission staff in Africa (1909-1914). 


Passports and Transportation 


At times like this the government is reluctant to issue passports except 
for what they consider necessary and essential work abroad, but I am 
pleased to report that the State Department has seen fit to grant every 
passport for which we have asked. From the consideration we have received, 
it would be fair to conclude that the government does consider mission 
work important. When millions of men must be transported half way 
around the world and be supplied with the means of modern warfare and 
the food to sustain them, every available vessel must be pressed into serv- 
on see OraHons for those who travel for other purposes are very 
imited. 

The past two years the Board resorted to the Pan American Airways 
to get workers to and from the field. It was the safest and most reliable. 
No transportation by ship was available, except in a few cases. While 
air travel is more costly, it does make possible a reasonable supply of 
missionaries to carry on the work. The post-war prices announced by the 
company compare very favorably with the costs of traveling by ship. It 
has this added advantage, that not much time is lost in coming and going. 


New Buildings 


Only two projects were completed this quadrennium. The first was the 
erection of a new residence at the Jaiama mission station. This was the 
last piece of construction work Reverend Tozier did. The building stands 
as a memorial to his skill as a building and construction supervisor. The 
second project was the completion of payments on the Union Theological 
Seminary enlarged program in Puerto Rico. The total amount paid over 
a period of years was $10,000. Our equity in the institution now stands at 
$11,632.00. The main reason why no further construction was done was the 
fact that war made it impossible. Neither materials nor workmen were 
available. There are a number of post-war projects planned which will 
keep a builder busy several years. Things are clearing in Sierre Leone, 
so we hope to begin the construction of some new buildings before long. 


The State of the Church Abroad 


We turn now to make a brief statement about each field in which we 
have work. One of the most encouraging things about this whole bitter 
experience, is the fact that it has not caused any visible division in the 
Church. It has held together and shows more unity than at any other time 
in the history of Christendom, except it be in the early centuries. The 
Church has manifested no spirit of revenge, but only of reconciliation and 
justice. It has shown great concern for the suffering. In addition to sup- 
porting its own work, the Church has raised several million dollars to 
help stranded missionaries and to bring relief to starving men irrespective 
of race, nationality or creed. This represents the spirit of the Master, who 
bade us love one another, even as He loved us. 
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Returning to the Philippines 


The people who looked for relief in the spring of 1942, had a long time 
to wait. It was two and a half years before the American forces got back 
in sufficient strength to attempt the reconquest of the Islands. That time 
came last fall when General MacArthur and Admiral Nimitz began their 
campaign. There were 5,000 American civilians on the Islands when they 
were taken by the Japanese forces. Among these 5,000, were 538 mission- 
aries. All were interned. The care of the churches and all religious serv- 
ices were placed in the hands of the Filipinos. Reports indicate that good 
work has been done and that the interest and attendance has been excel- 
lent. No restrictions were placed upon religious services, but all mission 
schools were closed and much English literature and books of every sort 
were destroyed. ; 

A keen concern was felt for the missionaries, and others who were in- 
terned. Now that they are free, they must be allowed time for rest and 
recuperation. That means that new recruits must be enlisted, trained and 
sent out. Rev. and Mrs. C. C. Witmer are the only experienced members 
of our staff who will be ready to return when the way is open. Miss 
Lucile Esbanshade, a newly appointed candidate, is taking special work at 
the Kennedy School of Missions. We expect to have another couple in 
training this fall. This will mean a doubling of our staff temporarily. But 
in order to meet the situation we dare not do less. Estimated increase in 
cost is $10,000. 

If mission presses suffered the same fate that libraries and text books 
did, then it is possible that we suffered heavy losses in our Evangel Press 
at San Fernando. We estimate a minimum cost of $15,000 to repair, re-equip 
and re-stock the press for service again. 

The southern end of La Union Province and the city of Manila, suffered 
heavy damages during these years of war. We had considerable church 
property in south La Union. In Manila, we had a mission residence and 
an equity in the $50,000 Union Seminary building. The Seminary was 
used as a radio station by the Japanese forces, so it will have to be com- 
pletely renovated before it can be used again. This institution plays such 
an important part in the life of the Evangelical movement in the Islands, 
that its early rehabilitation is important. Our very minimum share of the 
costs of this and the re-establishing of our work in La Union Province, is 
estimated at $10,000. 

Mission boards are working in close cooperation in preparing their plans 
for re-occupation of the Islands. They include: (1) bringing the Protestant 
leadership abreast of the latest developments in Christian world movements; 
(2) determining needs for relief and reconstruction in each community; 
(3) studying the forces necessary to fill the missionary ranks; (4) pro- 
viding courses or arranging with institutions for the training of new recruits. 

In addition to this the boards are endeavoring to secure 250,000 books 
to re-stock the libraries and replace school texts which have been destroyed. 
These books are being collected, sorted and packed for shipment now. 


The Christian Movement in Japan 


Since Protestant missions have been united into one evangelical move- 
ment known as the Church of Christ in Japan, it appears quite impracticable 
te attempt to deal with this united church through individual mission 
boards. Twenty boards have named representatives on a committee on 
Cooperation in Japan. Our board is among the twenty. The committee 
will consider (1) methods of establishing contacts with the Christian 
movement in Japan as soon as possible after the termination of the con- 
flict; such contacts to be preceded by consultation and agreement on the 
part of the committee; (2) detail plans for future work in Japan, no board 
to withdraw from work in that country or undertake service there with- 
out first consulting the committee. Dr. B. F. Shively represents our board 
on this joint committee. : 

The Foreign Mission Board recommends the approval of the action of the 
Japan Foreign Mission Conference in uniting with the Church of Christ in 
Japan and petitions the General Conference to change the statement relative 
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to the Japan conference, page 232, Discipline, to read as follows: “The Japan 
Foreign Mission Conference embraces the territory formerly occupied by the 
United Brethren mission in the-central portion of Japan and is represented 
by the Church of Christ in Japan with which national movement the Japan 
conference was legally united by action of the General Conference which 
convened in Westerville, Ohio, in May, 1945.” 


In War Torn China 


In spite of eight years of war, China still has a will to be free. Though 
30,000,000 Chinese have suffered death as a result of this carnage, the 
Church of Christ in China remains active and hopeful. When war was 
declared we moved our missionary forces and institutions into free China 
and re-established our headquarters at Kukong in the western end of Kwang- 
tung province. Here a new church was built and a flourishing congregation 
established. For three years the work progressed wonderfully. Other centers 
were opened such as Kweilin where similar success was achieved. Peter 
Wong, who carried administrative responsibility, after the departure of 
Doctor Shoop, rendered excellent service. We were able to get funds 
through, so he kept the work going with a Chinese staff. But when the 
Japanese forces pressed into western Kwangtung, this past summer, all 
this work had to be abandoned. The few missionaries we had there had 
to be taken out by military plane. At the time of this writing, we do not 
know where Peter is, nor where the Synod plans to re-establish its head- 
quarters. Seed has been sown, however, during these years which will 
Deo good results in the end, for His word shall not return unto Him 
void. 

This move on the part of the enemy, upset our plans for the work of 
Dr. and Mrs. Shoop. They returned in November, 1943, to help out temporar- 
ily with the work at Kunming, Yannan. After a few months there, they were 
to proceed to Kukong to take over administrative responsibilities, so Rev- 
erend Wong would be relieved for evangelistic work. The new surge of 
refugees into Kunming complicated still more the work in that over- 
crowded city. Incidentally, many able Chinese Christians were among the 
refugees. The drive westward also made it impossible for the Shoops to 
go to Kukong. Therefore on the advice of the American consul and hbe- 
cause of Mrs. Shoop’s health, they proceeded to India. From there they set 
sail for home, arriving in March, 1945. 

The work in Yunnan begun five years ago, in cooperation with the 
Church of Christ in China, has grown. A new chapel had been erected and 
regular services are conducted in Kunming. The influence of the mission 
is spreading to other sections of the city and province. Nine other boards 
have become interested and are contributing to its support. Five years ago 
we made the initial appropriation of $2,500. The budget this year is 
$39,500. This promises to be a most worthwhile piece of mission work in 
the coming years. 

This past year a United Clearing Board of Missions, Educational and 
Relief Agencies, was created by permission of the governments concerned 
for the disposal of exchange. The cooperating agencies include The 
Foreign Mission Conference, Catholic organizations, United China Relief, 
Associated Boards of Christian Colleges in China, and the China Medical 
Board. Through the work of this board a more favorable exchange rate 
has been secured, augmenting the purchasing value of the dollar greatly. 
Since the establishment of this agency, exchange has gone up from 40 NC 
for $1.00, to 135 NC for $1.00. This improved rate has enabled the Chinese 
workers and the missionaries to meet in part the enormous rise in price of 
commodities. It is especially helpful in relief work. 


Port-War Planning Committee 


Ten study conferences were held last fall to study post-war plans for 
mission work in China. These conferences were followed by an enlarged 
conference in which the work of the ten conferences was surveyed and 
certain conclusions reached. Four major recommendations were adopted 
as guides to future work in China: (1) While recognizing that final de- 
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cisions on church union should rest with the churches in China, we recom- 
mend that mission boards in North America, at least state their willingness 
to continue their financial support and personnel ties with a union church, 
just as fully as with a denominational church. (2) That individual mission 
residences be built or remodeled in a style as simple as is consistent with 
maintaining health and effectiveness, and that the system of separate resi- 
dence compounds for missionaries be discontinued as rapidly as possible. 
(3) That in cases where boards have not already done so, they transfer 
administrative responsibility for the work now under the control of mis- 
sions, including the direction of the work of all missionaries, to the 
Chinese Church with which they are connected, or to administrative 
bodies representing it, and that, to avoid misunderstanding, the missions 
cease to function, other provision being made for matters affecting the 
personal living and finances of the missionaries, such as salaries, children’s 
allowances, housing and health. (4) That all missionaries on their arrival 
in or return to China, should be closely linked with the Chinese Church. 
Where administrative authority has devolved upon the Chinese Church, 
men and women, western and Chinese, should all be members of the 
Church, and be eligible to election to administrative posts on the basis of 
their qualifications. 

The changes recommended give striking evidence of a growing church 
in China. They are typical of the spirit of Christian ecumenicity and 
indicate how members of the body of Christ flow together into one whole. 
This spirit is prophetic of the love which will bind mankind together ulti- 
mately in an unbreakable bond of fellowship. 

Three specific tasks face our communion immediately following the 
declaration of peace. (1) Restaffing of our work in China. To staff our work 
will mean the adding of new missionaries because those who have just come 
out of China, should be allowed sufficient time to rest and recuperate. Yet the 
work at this time should not be delayed until they are ready to return. 
The Board has three missionaries in language school now preparing for 
service in China. It is estimated that $10,000 will be necessary to meet 
this enlargement of staff. (2) We have six mission residences, four insti- 
tutions, besides our investments in union institutions. Some of these we 
know have suffered serious damage. The Board must be prepared to re- 
place or rebuild such of these as are considered essential to the on going 
program of the Church. A conservative estimate of the cost of putting 
these buildings into serviceable conditions again is $30,000. (3) The work 
in Yunnan begun five years ago and which is now developing so rapidly, 
must have support commensurate with its growth. To do that will require 
$5,000 annually as a minimum. 


Christian Action in Africa 


While Africa has been occupied by European powers, its great wealth 
of natural resources has not been exhausted. Its limitless stretches of forest 
and tropical plains are capable of sustaining a far larger population than 
now occupies the continent. The nations may have to depend upon these 
vast resources and the wealth of Latin America, to replenish the re- 
sources they have wasted in war. If so, they must not be exploited to the 
disadvantage of those who occupy the soil from which the wealth is taken. 


In order that mission boards might see Africa in all its relations they 
called a Church Conference on African Affairs at Otterbein College, West- 
erville, Ohio, June 19-25, 1942. The findings of this conference now serve 
as a guide to Christian missions in Africa. This is the most significant 
gathering which took place during the quadrennium so far as missions in 
Africa are concerned. A copy of the report is given to all new missionaries 
going to Africa. 


Our own work has been handicapped the past four years by restrictions 
on travel. It was impossible to keep an adequate staff on the field even 
though candidates were available. Facilities for travel would not permit 
sending them out. Most of this quadrennium our mission staff was from 
25 to 35 percent under normal. The demand for laborers and the high 
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wages offered attracted some of the African workers so the conference 
also suffered a loss in men. But that is not strange; we suffered from 
similar troubles here at home. 

_ For four years Albert Academy, Freetown, had to carry on its work 
in a commercial building down in the city, because the British Govern- 
ment had taken over the Academy buildings to house part of its military 
staff on the west coast. Even though the Academy was handicapped, 
nevertheless, they report the largest enrollment in the history of the 
school. At the beginning of this year the buildings were turned back to 
the mission so the staff and students returned to begin the new school 
year in their own buildings. 

This quadrennium marks a new era for the Harford School for Girls, 
Moyamba, because there is a new attitude toward the education of women. 
In reporting this change Miss Mary McKenzie said, “The last few years 
have brought increased opportunities, educationally to the Protectorate 
girls. . . . Women are entering new fields. . . . The Government has 
just sent ten girls to England for education. . .. Some of our own girls 
have gone to Freetown for further training.” 

In view of this new attitude and in view of the unprecedented oppor- 
tunities confronting the school, the board of directors recommended that 
the course be extended two years to make it a full four year secondary 
(high) school; and that new buildings be constructed to make possible a 
larger enrollment. Each year many applicants are rejected because there 
is no room available. The Foreign Board approved of these reeommenda- 
tions and voted to increase the staff so they could add two years to the 
course. Plans are being drawn now for the construction of the necessary 
buildings. A conservative estimate of the costs of constructing a new 
administration and class room building and converting the old building 
over into a dormitory is $25,000. 

Our mission at Taiama has outgrown its present quarters. The church 
is too small for the congregation which gathers each Sunday morning and 
the school building will not accommodate all the children who wish to 
come. The complete plan for enlargement includes an addition to the 
church, an educational building, a trades and manual arts building and 
two dormitories, one for boys and one for girls. It is estimated that these 
improvements will cost approximately $40,000. The board has approved 
the plan for enlargement and funds for the same are being raised now. 


Post-War Regional Conferences 


Plans are being made to hold a series of regional conferences in Africa, 
as soon as possible after the war. The purpose of these conferences is to 
give a sense of unity to the widely scattered Christian forces in the con- 
tinent and to allow for the exchange of ideas and methods of work among 
the various mission and native church leaders. These gatherings promise 
to be a very enriching experience for the young church. We plan to 
have respresentatives in the regional conference for the west coast. Fol- 
lowing these regional meetings an all African Conference is contemplated 
in which representatives will study the evangelization of Africa as a whole. 
It is hoped that the hugeness of the task will inspire the workers to ef- 
forts commensurate with the task. 


Among the Latin Americans 


Two new couples were sent to these fields during the quadrennium. Rev. 
and Mrs. Harry Zeck went to Puerto Rico and Rev. and Mrs. Vaughn Leam- 
ing went to Santo Domingo. They are rendering excellent service as young 
missionaries and give promise of great usefulness. This addition to the staff 
in Santo Domingo has increased our appropriation for that field by $3,000. 
Rev. Leaming will give all his time to the supervision of the churches and 
evangelistic work. The work in these two islands forms a kind of gateway 
to South America and should be given unrestricted support. ; 

Last fall the Board took action agreeing to join with other boards in a 
united Andean Indian Mission in South America. Dr. O. T. Ehrhart, a 
member of our foreign board was appointed to represent us at the first 
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meeting when a preamble and constitution was drawn up. This has been 
approved by the Executive Committee and Doctor Ehrhart has been 
elected as our representative on the new board. Although Latin America 
has escaped the ravages and destruction of war, nevertheless, the reper- 
cussions of war and the entrance of new ideologies have created a serious 
political and religious tension in that continent. Here are vast areas 
unused by mankind. Here are great natural resources untouched by 
modern industry. Here are vast unoccupied areas which mankind_ will 
need if the standards of living for the common man are to be raised. Hand 
in hand with the raising of standards must go the raising of ideals. This 
is most effectively done by the preaching of the Gospel of redemption. 
This makes the work of missions urgent in this vast area occupied by the 
Andean Indians. These peoples represent one of the greatest and most 
timely opportunities now confronting the Church. We must follow this 
project through with all the support we can give it. 


Literacy Movement 


Dr. Frank Laubach shocked the Christian world when he told them 
there was a billion people who never had a representative at any church 
gathering. They had no representative because they did not know how 
to make their needs known to the forces which make and rule our modern 
world. But the new literacy movement is spreading so rapidly that its 
possibilities become alarming. At the present rate with which the move- 
ment is spreading, it is possible that in the next fifty years 500,000,000 
illiterates will be taught to read. Five hundred million people represent a 
tremendous potentiality—a potentiality for good and a potentiality for 
evil. The direction they take will depend upon the teachers they have 
and the literature they read. Who will teach them and who will provide 
the literature? Will the Church? 

We must give adequate support to this movement. We must also sup- 
plement it by enlarging the sphere of our own mission presses, the Evangel 
Press in San Fernando, P. I., and the Academy Press in Freetown. These 
institutions should be made a priority claim to be provided at the earliest 
possible opportunity after the war. 

Training Missionaries 

Although missionaries will go out at the close of the war to tell the 
same gospel story of God’s redeeming love, yet they go out to a new and 
different world. The whole political, economic and social structure of 
society has been knocked off its old moorings. In many areas the most 
staple structures of the community will be gone and their leaders killed. 
Nationalism -will be strong in some areas. In others distorted political or 
economic idealogies will prevail. Unprecedented demands for relief and 
rehabilitation will be met on every hand. To meet these exigencies the 
missionary must be trained in new techniques. He must be well grounded 
in his Christian faith because the tests he will meet will be severe. But 
he must be prepared also to meet with skill and clear thinking these new 
situations. In order to prepare him for these new problems special courses 
of training are being arranged. We must help our young people get this 
special preparation after they have finished their academic and profes- 
sional training. 

A Cooperative Enterprise 


There is a very strong trend among missions today toward cooperation 
and joint administration. To those deeply interested in denominationalism, 
it may look as though we were abandoning our individual task and mov- 
ing toward church union. Mission boards are not moving more rapidly 
toward union in administration than the times make advisable. Every 
step is studied very carefully. While a few go ahead, others feel they 
cannot and withdraw. Nevertheless, all signs point in the direction of 
cooperation and unity if the enterprise is to salvage the most from this 
world catastrophy. In this field our mission board has moved forward with 
those who see the road ahead and dare to follow it. What the Church asks 
the governments to do, she must first be willing to do herself. 
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Religious Liberty 


_ One of the disturbing problems confronting the missionary movement 
is the new threat to religious*liberty. It springs from two sources: (1) 
From countries which have a strong nationalistic spirit and believe that 
for the safe-guarding of their own interests, they must curtail the liberties 
of certain movements whose idealogies may be opposed to their own. 
They, therefore, reserve the prerogative to tell men what they want them 
to hear and to teach them what they want them to believe. (2) The 
second restriction springs from the Roman Church. In countries where 
Rome predominates, she seeks to limit the liberties of the evangelical 
movement; even though she insists upon religious liberty in countries 
where Protestantism predominates. 

In view of this the Foreign Board presents the following statement to 
the General Conference for its consideration and adoption. 

Be it resolved that this General Conference reaffirm its belief in the 
principle of religious. liberty and join with other religious bodies in 
adopting the following as an interpretation of religious liberty. 

“The right of individuals everywhere to religious liberty shall be recog- 
nized and, subject only to the maintenance of public order and security. 
shall be guaranteed against legal provisions and administrative acts which 
would impose political, economic, or social disabilities on grounds of 
religion. 

Religious liberty shall be interpreted to include freedom to worship 
according to conscience and to bring up children in the faith of their 
parents; freedom for the individual to change his religion; freedom to 
preach, educate, publish, and carry on missionary activities; and freedom 
to organize with others, and to acquire and hold property, for these 
purposes.” 

And be it further resolved that the conference call upon its Government 
to undertake by all suitable means at its command to secure the broadest 
possible acceptance, establishment and maintenance of these basic prin- 
ciples of religious liberty, without which no liberty can be full and sure. 


Other Resolutions 


By action of the Foreign Mission Board at its annual meeting October 
16 and 17, 1944, it was voted that the Foreign Mission Board join with 
the Home Mission Board and the Women’s Missionary Association in peti- 
tioning the General Conference. 

1. “To permit the three mission departments to divide the church into 
four zones, giving one year of the quadrennium to a zone for the purpose 
of reaching all the rural and seldom reached churches in the zone with a 
missionary message and literature. 

9. “To authorize the creation of an inter-board mission committee con- 
sisting of representatives of the Women’s Missionary Association, the 
Home Mission Board, the Foreign Mission Board and the Board of Chris- 
tian Education, whose function it shall be to correlate all missionary edu- 
cation and promotion with a view of reaching all individuals, groups and 
organizations in the church and inspiring them with a world-wide mis- 
sion concern.” 

By action of the Foreign Mission Board at its annual meeting, October 
16, 17, 1944, it was voted: es 

“That the Foreign Mission Board join with the Home Mission Board and 
Church Erection Society in petitioning the General Conference to grant the 
two general mission boards, assisted by the Women’s Missionary Associa- 
tion, the privilege of conducting a campaign for $500,000 during the con- 
ference year 1947-48 for expansion and rehabilitation.” 
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REPORT OF THE 
HOME MISSION AND CHURCH ERECTION SOCIETY 
By U. P. Hovermale, General Secretary 


To the Bishops and Members of the Thirty-fourth General Conference of 
the Church of the United Brethren in Christ: 


Program of Advance 


With this report twenty years of service of the united Home Mission and 
Church Erection Society were made history. At the beginning of the quad- 
rennium the Board outlined an advance program for the eight Home Mission 
Conferences and churches. The quadrennium has been notable in the pro- 
gram of debt adjustment and payment, with $371,036 collected. Funds re- 
ceived for the advance program in New Mexico and Kentucky totaled 
$148,000. The following pages record briefly the program promoted during 
the quadrennium, the progress made, and the plans for continued advance. 


Denominational Program—Each Home Mission Conference Superintendent 
shall adequately outline a plan annually to present and promote the Gen- 
eral Conference program in the Annual Conference sessions, Quarterly 
Conference, district rallies and local churches. 


Conference Program—Each pastor shall adequately present and system- 
atically promote the denominational and Conference program, and report 
progress being made to the Superintendent and Home Mission Society. 


Local Church Program—A yearly program of evangelism and spiritual 
enrichment shall be promoted and a net gain of at least 5 per cent in mem- 
bership shall be the goal for each year. The organizational agencies of the 
church shall be promoted with consecrated and trained leadership as a 
means of reaching the goals. A program of stewardship shall be consistently 
promoted and an effort to enroll tithing stewards each year. Each local 
church shall have a definite financial program and budget system to finance 
the local church program, and debt reduction. Each church shall be ex- 
pected to reach its full benévolence budget quota each year. 


Four-fold Standard for Churches 


1. Pastoral Leadership and Support—Providing a pastoral leadership that 
is adequately trained, consecrated and loyal in promoting the doctrines 
and programs of the United Brethren Church. Paying a salary sufficient to 
enable the pastor to carry on his work efficiently according to good standards. 


2. Church Building and Parsonage—Having a church plant that will 
adequately provide for the worship, educational and social needs of the 
congregation and community, and the building and grounds kept attractive. 
Owning a parsonage that is modern and suited for a pastor’s home, and the 
same kept in good repair. 

3. Debt Payment and Self-Support—A debt payment program intensively 
promoted to liquidate the local and church building indebtedness at the 
earliest date. The promotion of a financial program to provide regularly 
for the local and benevolence budget and bring the local church to self- 
support within a reasonable time. 


4. Promotion of a vital program—tThe promotion of a systematic and vital 
evangelistic, educational and stewardship program that will bring perma- 
nent.and continued growth to the church. The regular promotion of the 
Conference and denominational program that will result in an intelligent 
and informed and missionary minded church. 


Progress Made During Quadrennium 


In the Conferences—The eight Home Mission Conferences reported 6,164 
conversions, 4,326 received into church membership, and 773 net gain for 
the quadrennium. Every conference has promoted a debt payment program 
for the complete liquidation of all conference and church indebtedness. 
All conferences have reached 100 per cent of their annual benevolence bud- 
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get quota. All have paid their ministerial pension quota in full. With the 
cooperation of the W. M. A. and the Home Mission Board the average 
salary has been lifted from $940 at the beginning of the quadrennium to 
$1,659 for full time ministers.” 

In the Local Churches—Approximately twenty-five mission churches are 
now reaching the four-fold standard for pastors and churches as set by the 
board at the beginning of the quadrennium. The greatest hindrance to our 
advance in reaching this standard is a lack of a sufficient number of quali- 
fied pastors. 

Fund Raising—While the war has hindered advance into new fields and 
the starting of new building projects, yet we have been getting our house 
in order through the promotion of an intensive program in the Annual 
Conferences and mission churches. A debt payment “speed-up” program 
has been carried on and the raising of funds for new churches and other 
building projects during the quadrennium has brought fine results. 


Financial Summary 


Since the detailed financial report for the quadrennium is given by the 
treasurer in another section of this book, only a brief summary of receipts 
and expenditures will be given here for the past four years.

Our Special Fields 


Spanish-American Schools—Despite war conditions, the enrollment in 
our Spanish-American schools continues to be a problem because of lack 
of dormitory space. Under the direction of Rev. Glen F. McCracken and 
a staff of twenty-three consecrated workers the schools continue to hold 
a high standard both in spiritual as well as in educational standards. The 
addition of a student health center has been a great blessing to the children 
of our schools. The new clinic building is under construction. During the 
quadrennium details for the remodeling of the old buildings, the erection of 
a new boys’ dormitory, a chapel, and the installing of a central heating 
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plant have been completed. The estimated cost of this improvement pro- 
gram is $184,000 of which $103,000 has been raised during the quadrennium. 
The program to reach the remaining $81,000 will continue. 

Tampa Spanish Mission—Two years ago the board authorized the open- 
ing of work in the Spanish settlement of 25,000 Spanish speaking popula- 
tion in Tampa, Florida. A building was purchased and Reverend and Mrs. 
Plutarco Roa, missionaries in South America for fifteen years were em- 
ployed. They speak Spanish fluently. The outlook is very hopeful for 
marked progress in this new enterprise. The plan is to purchase a location 
for a permanent chapel as the work progresses sufficiently to justify the 
further advance. 

Kentucky Rural Community—While our work in Kentucky has existed for 
more than one hundred years it was not until eight years ago that the 
Society together with the Tennessee Conference outlined a long range 
program for the erection of new church buildings and the providing of par- 
sonages for each of the three charges and the promoting of a community and 
health program. The progress has been very remarkable. The Board in its 
last annual session outlined a more definite program for the promotion of 
our total program in the Kentucky district. 

Espanola Hospital Project—For many years the Board has realized the 
need for a health program in our Spanish-American field, but the funds 
were never sufficient to undertake this project. Realizing the need of 
medical care on a missionary basis in the valley where our churches and 
missionary schools are operated, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur N. Pack of Abiquiu, 
New Mexico offered to build and equip a hospital at Espanola on condition 
that our church would staff and operate it as a mission hospital. Plans are 
being worked out for a 28 bed two-unit plant—a general and a maternity 
* unit—which will probably cost $75,000. Mr. Frank Willard of Espanola of the 
Bond and Nohl Company has deeded us a twelve acre tract of land for 
the hospital site valued at $1,600. We have already received from Mr. Pack 
$60,000 toward this project. Our challenging task is to find the staff of 
nurses, doctors and surgeons and other workers needed to manage and 
operate this project to be started just as soon as the war is over. 


Pension for Lay Workers—During the quadrennium a plan was worked 
out providing a retirement pension for the employees of the Home Mission 
Society who are not eligible to membership in the General Pension and 
Annuity Plan of our Church. The fund is built up by the missionary con- 
tributing three per cent of his annual cash salary to which the Society adds 
an equivalent amount. The plan provides a maximum of $300 per year for 
a single worker and $500 for a married couple on the basis of twenty-five 
years of service. This plan follows the policy of the Foreign Board that 
has had a similar provision for several years. Some twenty-five or thirty 
workers in our New Mexico and Kentucky mission fields are eligible to 
participate in the plan. 


Promoting the Program 


Educational Period—The principal educational and promotional emphases 
for the Home Mission program has been the circulating of literature among 
the churches, articles in our periodicals during the month of November and 
the observing of Home Mission Day by the pastors. An average of one 
thousand pastors each year have ordered the literature for distribution. 
Illustrated lectures have been used by many churches. More and more the 
three missionary secretaries have conferred on ways to promote more ef- 
fectively our total missionary program. Recommendations are to be pre- 
sented to this General Conference for a plan to jointly present the missionary 
challenge to all our churches during the next quadrennium. 

Publication of Booklets—During the quadrennium special emphasis was 
iven to the presentation of our Spanish-American mission field in New 
exico, and our rural field in Kentucky through the publication of two 
booklets. In the Valley of the Rio Grande is the title of the thirty-two page 
illustrated booklet on our New Mexico work, which was distributed to all 
churches in the number of 109,000. In the Hills of Old Kentucky is the title 
of the twenty-four page booklet on Kentucky, of which 108,000 were sent to 
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the churches. There is need for a booklet presenting a comprehensive scope 
of our total Home Mission and Church Erection program. 

Field Workers—For the first time the Society has had an educational 
evangelist. For the last two years Mrs. Nelle M. Engle has been our field 
worker, representing especially our Spanish-American field and our Ken- 
tucky Advance programs in Branch Conventions, camps and churches. 
There is a great need for awakening our people throughout the Church to 
the missionary task that faces the Church in the days ahead. The work of 
Dr. Stanley B. Williams, associate secretary, during the quadrennium has 
been outstanding in the field among the churches in outlining debt ad- 
jJustment and “speed-up” programs for the complete liquidation of long 
standing debts owed to our Society. 


Our Four-fold Home Mission Program 


Each year during the quadrennium the Home Mission Board has given 
study to the problem of strengthening its missionary and church erection 
program in the various conferences and in New Mexico and Kentucky. The 
Board has adopted a program for meeting the minimum needs if we are to 
conserve and permanently establish our present missionary churches and 
special fields of endeavor, and then advance into new territory. We must 
do no less if we are to continue our place even in a small way in the home 
missionary task along with other communions. 

Following is briefly outlined the four-fold program the Society is now 
carrying on, the plans for advance and the resources necessary if these 
projects are to be realized. 

Evangelism and Missionary Extension—The Society now appropriates 
yearly toward the support of 83 pastors and Conference Superintendents 
$39,000. The new missions to be started in the post-war period will require 
a yearly additional support of at least $5,000. 

Christian Education and Training—The yearly cost to the Board of 
operating and supporting our staff of 23 workers in our Spanish-American 
schools in New Mexico is $25,000. The expansion of our program for our 
schools and the additional staff needed will require at least $5,000 additional. 


Community and Health Program—The operating and support of our 
present health program in our New Mexico schools and in Kentucky re- 
quires $12,000 yearly. The staffing and operating of the new hospital project 
at Espanola to be started after the war will cost at least $25,000 a year for 
doctor and surgeon and staff of nurses and technicians. 

Church and School Buildings—The mission church building projects ap- 
proved by the Board for construction in the period after the war in which 
our Board will be called upon to give financial aid in the amount of $300,000 
total 37, and consist of five chapels in New Mexico, 5 churches in Kentucky 
and 27 in the various Conferences. The amount yet to be provided to com- 
plete the funds for our expansion and remodeling building program for our 
New Mexico schools total $81,000, and to provide the needed gifts for new 
churches $235,000. 


Four-fold Challenge Ahead for Missions 


1. The challenge of the total missionary task before the Church in the 
immediate years ahead will be the most gigantic it has ever faced both at 
home and abroad. The need for leaders and resources will exceed that of 
any period in the history of the missionary enterprise. It will command 
heroic and sacrificial service and giving. To the extent that we are able to 
“strengthen our stakes” on the home front, will we be able to “lengthen 
our cords” to reach the spiritual frontiers abroad. The strengthening of the 
Church at home is not primarily for its own sake, but that it might help 
save the world, the purpose for which Christ died. (John 3:16; 12:47) 

2. A major task is to awaken our membership to a new sense of mission— 
that Christ’s way is the only hope for peace and good will for all mankind, 
and that the responsibility rests upon the church to make this message 
known. The lack of missionary education and interest on the part of a vast 
majority of our membership is appalling. A definite program to enlist the 
whole membership in the study and support of our total missionary task is 
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urgently needed. In this tragic hour of the world’s history we need to 
restudy the significance of the church and Her divine commission and its 
claims upon us. 


3. Perhaps the greatest problem both for our advance at home and abroad 
will be to provide missionary leadership for extending our advance. It will 
require that the church take more seriously the command of our Lord, “Pray 
ye the Lord of the harvest that he thrust forth laborers unto harvest.” The 
stationing committees’ reports for the twenty-eight Annual Conferences 
this fall listed 60 charges without pastors assigned. With 65 of our men 
in the armed service as chaplains, and with a large percentage of the poten- 
tial ministerial and missionary recruits in the armed services, which will 
delay them in completing their ministerial preparation, the problem of 
finding missionary personnel will be one of the greatest hindrances to ad- 
vance. The Home Mission Department will need at least thirty new pastors, 
teachers, nurses, and a doctor and surgeon for the advance program ahead 
within the next five years after the war. 


4. More money must be brought into the storehouse if we are to ac- 
complish the work of rebuilding and extending the missionary program 
which is ours to promote. The low ebb in missionary giving began after 
World War I. While national and individual income has increased 86 per 
cent during the past fifteen years, yet in the same period the Benevolence 
giving of the Protestant Church decreased 30 per cent. Last year the United 
Brethren Church gave for all purposes $7,797,890, yet only 5% cents out of 
each dollar was allotted to our total missionary program at home and abroad. 


REPORT OF RURAL LIFE COMMISSION 


By O. O. Arnold, Chairman of Rural Life Commission 


Summary of Activities 


A statement of principles and recommendations of this Commission as 
adopted by the General Conference of 1941 was included in the Discipline 
on pages 290-292. These have been helpful in inspiring and guiding rural 
pastors and rural churches, and in outlining the work for Rural Life Com- 
missions in the Annual Conferences. Such Commissions are now operating 
in all but two of our Conferences, working along the lines recommended 
and in other ways. 

They have secured recognition of the rural church in the sessions of the 
annual conference, have held rural church institutes, made surveys of certain 
rural fields, provided classes on the rural church in summer training schools, 
and helped rural pastors in attending these schools and other interde- 
nominational schools for rural leaders. 

In the four years this commission in cooperation with the sponsoring 
bodies has provided scholarships for nineteen rural pastors in the Inter- 
denominational School for Rural Leaders at Garrett Biblical Institute, 
Evanston, Illinois. 

Each year the minutes of the meeting of the Commission with reeommend- 
ations and other literature were sent to the Conference Rural Life Com- 
missions, Conference Superintendents and the Bishops. We have purchased 
and circulated programs for Rural Life Sunday, the “Ceremony of the Soil,” 
and 400 copies of “The Holy Earth.” We prepared and distributed the 
pamphlet “The Rural Church in War Time.” 

We cooperated with the town and country committee of the Home Mis- 
sions Council in promoting the National Convocation on the Rural Church 
in Columbus, Ohio in 1943, and in Elgin, Illinois in 1944. The meeting of 
this commission for 1944 was held in connection with this meeting at 
Elgin, Illinois. 


Personal 
_ As chairman I have as time and opportunity afforded visited and spoken 
in rural churches at Rural Life Institutes, and have taught courses on the 


rural church in summer training schools, and presented the challenge of 
the rural church in annual conference sessions. I have been obliged to 
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refuse many calls for services from Conference Rural Life Commissions 
and from local churches. 

We are providing again four scholarships in the school at Garrett and 
are offering $10.00 to each of ten rural pastors toward their expenses in 
attending the five day school for rural pastors at Ohio State University 
June 11 to 17, 1945. 


Recommendations 


1. We urge the observance of Dedication Day before seed time, Rural 
Life Sunday in May and Harvest Home Festival in the late fall in all our 
rural churches, and the use of these days in relation to the Lord’s Acre Plan. 

_2. We urge that Conference Rural Life Commissions and rural pastors 
give serious attention to recruiting young men from rural churches for the 
rural ministry. 

3. That rural churches undertake with aid from the conference where 
necessary to provide parsonages that shall be samples of good modern 
rural homes. 

4. That rural pastors and churches study and adopt where found ac- 
ceptable the united or Sunday school centered plan of church finance. 

5. That we ask churches and church boards to investigate the possibility of 
lending money at a low rate of interest to selected young people for the 
purchase of farming equipment and of land in the church neighborhood. 

6. That more use be made of capable and consecrated lay workers in 
serving churches in distressed and needy areas. 

That we preach and live the dignity and importance and satisfaction of 
rural life, and that we support every effort for wholesome rural living. 


Director of Rural Life 


At the 1944 annual meeting the following resolution was adopted for 
presentation to the Budget Committee and through them to the General 
Conference: 

WHEREAS, more than two thousand United Brethren churches are in towns, 
villages or the open country, and 

WHEREAS, the strength even of many of our city churches depends on the 
flow of members and workers from these rural churches, and 

WHEREAS, the number of children in these communities present a great 
field for evangelism and education, and 

WHEREAS, there is failure and defeat in far too many of these rural 
churches, and 

WHEREAS, the Commission on Rural Life has demonstrated in eight years 
of life and service with a meager budget of $500.00 a year that effective help 
can be given by united work on a denominational basis in this field, and | 

WHEREAS, many other denominations are having full time workers in this 
field and are demonstrating the value of such workers, and 

WHEREAS, there is an emergency now in rural life and the rural church, 

THEREFORE, we ask the Budget Committee of the General Conference to 
consider carefully and if found at all possible to provide means for adding 
to the allocation to the Home Mission Board of $5,000 and authorizing that 
board with this fund to employ and provide for a full time director of rural 
church work. 
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REPORT OF WOMEN’S MISSIONARY ASSOCIATION

To the Bishops and Members of the Thirty-Fourth General Conference: 


“Thy Kingdom Come” was the theme on our programs and the prayer in 
our hearts as a limited number of delegates and officers came together last 
October in Dayton, Ohio, for the fifty-first meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the Women’s Missionary Association. As we examined our work in the 
face of the world situation it was felt this must be our continued emphasis, 
so, in harmony with the proposed denominational theme, we will emphasize 
throughout the quadrennium our responsibility in helping to build His 
Kingdom upon earth. We shall use the following yearly emphases: Thy 
Kingdom come—through me; Thy Kingdom come—through human relation- 
ships; Thy Kingdom come—through the Church world-wide, and Thy 
Kingdom come—through a sacred partnership. At this meeting we rejoiced 
in victories won during the quadrennium and adopted a forward-looking 
plan of work which we hope will lead us to still greater victories. 


Because of a limitation of service rule that had been adopted, a number 
of trustees went off of the Board. Mrs. S. S. Hough was one of these, but 
because of the whole-hearted service she has given the Association for forty 
years as editor, trustee and president, she was elected Honorary President 
and Honorary Trustee. Mrs. Showers was reelected president and we are 
sure we will go forward under her efficient leadership. 


During the quadrennium there have been some changes in staff. Miss 
Matilda Weber retired after twenty years as editor of The Evangel. Miss 
Janet Gilbert became editor and Miss Ruth Miller, of Akron, Ohio, was 
chosen as Otterbein Guild Secretary. They are giving good service in their 
new positions. 


The Heart of Our Work 


We believe each phase of our work is important, but at the heart of it all is 
our emphasis upon spiritual growth throughout our membership. Only as we 
have spiritual power ourselves can we make such spiritual power possible 
for others. This is largely the work of our Stewardship Department of 
which Mrs. Lynn Turner is a most efficient secretary. The work of this 
department includes the promotion of a Bible Reading Circie, with this 
year a Bible Book of the Month, the enlistment of intercessory missionaries, 
of tithers, keepers of the Quiet Hour, etc.; the challenging of the women and 
girls to cooperate in the special stewardship emphasis periods in the local 
church, in the holding of stewardship study classes, ete. Although statistics 
in such work are very uncertain and we know the following are incomplete 
because only 1666 societies of 2331 reported, there are about 20,000 who keep 
the Quiet Hour; almost 15,000 who are tithers; 14,864 last year read our 
stewardship pamphlet; 12,394 read a stewardship book; 331 societies held a 
stewardship study class and 641 cooperated in the special stewardship 
emphasis between Easter and Pentecost. 


We Give Thanks 


It has been a joy to note the way in which the Thank Offerings and Love 
Offerings have grown throughout the quadrennium. The figures will be 
found near the end of this report, but it is wonderful to report a Thank 
Offering of more than $82,000. The Love Offering of the Otterbein Guild girls 
has increased each year. Last June it was $7,659.41, and was designated for 
a community center in Kentucky. Our total Thank Offering, for 1916 to the 
present time, is $927,881.12; adding to this the Love Offerings from 1915 to 
the present amounting to $135,802.96, we have a total of $1,063,684.08 given 
by the women and girls of our Association. More than a million dollars 
through our Thank Offering and Love Offering boxes. While some of it is 
given carelessly, much of it is given out of deep gratitude accompanied by 
prayers of real thanksgiving. The Love Offering is designated by the Trus- 
tees one year for a Home Mission project and the next for a Foreign Mission 
project. The Thank Offering is designated for educational and evangelistic 
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work among women and children in our six mission fields; one-fifth is given 
to the Home field, one-fifth to Africa, China, Philippine Islands, each, and 
the remaining fifth has been divided between Japan and Puerto Rico. Since 
money cannot be sent now to Japan, the portion for this field has been 
temporarily transferred to the Dominican Republic. 


Our Missionary Magazine 


The circulation of our magazine, the Evangel, has had embarrassing 
growth, as is true of so many periodicals during these days of paper shortage. 
Since our magazine is small, we had not been affected by the paper 
restrictions until very recently, but we will need to cut down, now, the 
number of pages in some of our issues. Limitation in the news from the 
fields has made the editing of The Evangel unusually difficult but Miss 
Gilbert has succeeded in making each number an interesting one. We have 
continued to cooperate with the Home and Foreign Boards in turning over 
the November and February numbers to Doctor Hovermale and Doctor 
Ziegler, and we wish to thank them for their contributions, not only for 
these numbers but throughout the year. 


The Department of Missionary Education 


During the quadrennium the title of Miss Mary McLanachan was changed 
from Field Worker to Secretary of Missionary Education, as more nearly 
representative of the work she is doing. While still doing field work, in 
which Mrs. Showers and Mrs, Hough and all members of the staff share, 
Miss McLanachan is largely responsible for the planning and publication 
of the monthly programs for local societies, the programs for new societies 
and for churches without missionary organizations, and also for much of the 
other literature we publish. She is responsible for the Reading Course List 
that is published each year. She also confers with the Otterbein Guild 
secretary in regard to the programs for Otterbein Guild chapters and World 
Friendship Circles. In this work Miss McLanachan is assisted by a 
missionary education committee. The extent of the work of this department 
is indicated in that its receipts last year, exclusive of the Free Literature 
fund, were $18,000 and its expenditures, $13,767. We believe the fact that 
there were 480 societies holding mission study classes last year, 1620 
promoting the Reading Course and 957 that had 50% or more of their 
members reading the three required books make a very real difference in the 
effectiveness of our work. 


The Children’s Work 


Four years ago Miss Rachel Brant was just beginning to serve as Children’s 
Director. During these four years the work has made substantial progress. 
This report deals only with the missionary educational phase of that work. 
Although we are endeavoring to put the emphasis on the missionary training 
of children rather than on the Glad Chest projects and offerings, yet these 
remain the most concrete measuring rod of progress made. In June, 1941, the 
number of churches reporting the carrying out of the children’s missionary 
project was 302. This number has steadily increased until in June, 1944, it 
was 585. The previous quadrennium the number of churches reporting was 
less than 300; the total offering for foreign projects was $5,324.58; the total 
for home projects $5,627.37, making a total of $10,951.85 Glad Chest 
offerings for the quadrennium. This quadrennium the total is $36,036.06 
with a maximum of about 550 churches reporting. A system of semi-annual 
report cards has been inaugurated which is growing in efficiency. We must 
not feel satisfied because of these increases, for more than 2,000 of our 2,700 
churches do not promote the Glad Chest projects. 

Each year Miss Brant has prepared interesting missionary education 
materials including the project booklets. This past year she wrote a 
pamphlet on “Missionary Education of Children” which we hope will have 
wide circulation. 
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Our Otterbein Guild Girls 


Work among the girls of the church has been difficult because of the large 
number who have gone away from home for various kinds of war work. 
This has meant an unusually large number of chapters disbanded and 
number of members lost. While there is a loss in both chapters and members 
for the quadrennium, there was a gain in both this last year. We hope this 
is an indication that we are again on the upgrade. There has been a fine 
increase in giving from the Otterbein Guild girls. 


Our Women 


We are glad to report that in spite of war conditions we have had increases 
in both women’s societies and their membership. We began the quadrennium 
with 1321 local societies and 45,875 members; we close it with 1424 societies 
and 51,000 members. This makes a total of 2328 societies and 67,138 
members. It is inspiring the way in which the women have carried on the 
regular program and have answered many appeals, such as sending 
Friendship Kits to Russia, the making of clothing for the Philippine Islands, 
the sending of Christmas gifts to the Japanese Americans in Relocation 
Camps, the gathering of good used clothing, etc. We believe they will 
continue to share generously to meet the desperate needs of the world. 


Our Giving 


Each year of the quadrennium has shown a large increase in giving. It 
has been most inspiring to see the way in which the funds have increased. 
Receipts from 1933-37 were $535,735.92; for 1937-41, $632,023.75. This quad- 
rennium receipts have been as follows:

We have continued to promote advance projects. For the home field they 
have been the clinic and the boys’ dormitory at Santa Cruz; for the foreign 
field work in Mountain Province, Philippine Islands, and work of the Church 
of Christ in China. 

In addition to the support of our own work we give about two thousand 
annually to interdenominational work. One of the greatest opportunities 
confronting the Church today is the great Literacy movement. Because of 
this our Women’s Missionary Association is to give the foreign half of its 
W.M.A. Day Offering this fall to this great project. The Foreign Society has 
agreed to this plan. This is given with the understanding that it will 
represent the total for this program given by our denomination for the 
quadrennium. This will mean for this cause a somewhat larger amount, 
received earlier, so the work can go forward more rapidly. 

Looking forward to almost overwhelming opportunities and responsibili- 
ties, the Board of Managers of the Women’s Missionary Association took 
action last October asking the Home and Foreign Mission Boards to join 
with us in petitioning General Conference to permit the three mission 
departments to divide the church into four zones, giving one year of the 
quadrennium to a zone for the purpose of reaching all the rural and seldom- 
reached churches in the zone with a missionary message and literature. 

It was voted also to join with the Foreign and Home Mission Boards in 
petitioning General Conference to grant the two general mission boards, 
assisted by the Women’s Missionary Association, the privilege of conducting 
a campaign for $500,000 during the conference year 1947-48 for expansion 
and rehabilitation. 

Also that we join with the two mission boards and the Board of Christian 
Education in asking that the creation of an inter-board committee be 
authorized, this committee to consist of representatives of the four boards 
and whose function it shall be to correlate all missionary education and 
promotion in order to make our program more far-reaching and effective. 
Only as our entire church is enlisted in a great missionary program can we 
hope to do our part in building His Kingdom here on earth. 
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REPORT OF THE 


MINISTERIAL PENSION AND ANNUITY BUREAU 
By Rev. George A. Heiss - 


SECTION ONE 


Mr. Bishop and Members of the General Conference: 


I would like to say to the members and friends of the General Conference 
that I am not going to read the statistics that you will find beginning with 
page 161, no more than to call your attention to the fact that you will see 
the amount of money paid to beneficiaries during the quadrennium year 
by year; also we have here the number of contributory and non-contribu- 
tory members, which total 1079. When I left my office to come here, we had 
1099. That is the present number. We have 348 beneficiaries in the Plan. 
The last report of the securities that we have was given by Mr. Clark, which 
is more up to date than the one in the “Blue Book.” 

For a number of years I have been an itinerant preacher, or speaker or 
something, going from conference to conference, attending as many as five, 
six or seven annual conference sessions every fall, and I have learned that 
you get rather tired and wearied when you have to sit so long and listen 
to so many speeches, and some of them quite extensive, too. When I looked 
over the “Blue Book,” I thought the delegates and friends of the General 
Conference would get rather tired of listening to all these long reports, so 
I made my report rather brief. I was thinking then of the story of the con- 
vict who was being led out to the gallows for his execution, and on the way 
out, the executioner said, “Prisoner, what is your last wish?” He said, “That 
you keep your trap shut.” So I think sometimes we feel that way, that we 
fellows would keep our traps shut. 

We distributed these reports for 1944, and you can get a lot of information 
there. I want to say, anyone who is interested and wants to speak to me 
privately, if you have any questions I can answer, I shall be very happy 
to do so at your pleasure. 

I was very much interested yesterday when a very stirring appeal was 
made for $5,000 to put somebody out in the rural work. I think you ought 
to know, and I think you will be glad to know, what the operating expenses 
of this department have been in the past year. I am going to give these 
figures to you. If you want to jot them down, all right. If you want them 
later, I shall be glad to give them to you. This is the total administrative

A great speech was made asking for $5,000 to put one man out in the 
field for rural work. I am only contrasting some of the expenses. I have been 
attending the conference Mr. Clark attended last year. Doctor Ness attend- 
ed, and our bishop, the chairman of our committee, attended. There were 
22 bodies, 22 pension groups meeting together for two days. They gave all 
the statistics and the operating or administrative expense, and the expense 
of the U. B. Church is the lowest of any of the 22 bodies. I think you ought 
to know that, because I received a letter from one minister who said the 
pension did not amount to anything, it was only created by the General 
Conference to give some fellows a lucrative job. And that is why I am 
saying that. 
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SECTION TWO 
Mr. Bishop and Members of the General Conference: 


It is a real pleasure to submit this quadrennial report for the Ministerial 
Pension and Annuity Bureau. 

The financial reports will speak for themselves. I commend them to you 
for your study and careful examination. 

The Ministerial Pension Plan was voted by the General Conference of 
1921. Other interests of the General Church interfered with any intensive 
campaign for a number of years. Then the depression compelled a cessa- 
tion of the Plan, and many enrolled ministers withdrew their membership. 

The General Conference of 1937, held at Chambersburg, Pa., took definite 
action to compiete the campaign for raising One Million Dollars for Endow- 
ment; again the General Conference of 1941 extended the time limit. 

__In 1939 Dr. Baish, the General Manager, also Office Manager, was taken 
ill, and it became necessary that someone else take care of the office, the 
details of organization and completion of the endowment campaign. 

The writer was elected by the Ministerial Pension Committee to assume 
these duties. The first objective was to clear the office of all correspondence 
and set up a more adequate system of bookkeeping. 

For four years following, the Secretary spent most of his time organizing 
the campaign through the various conferences, speaking and explaining 
the purpose of the Plan. 

In due time the campaign to raise one million and fifty thousand dollars 
was completed one hundred percent; each conference having paid its as- 
signed quota in full. The fifty thousand dollars was designated for expenses 
of the campaign. The actual expenses amounted to Twenty Thousand and 
the remaining Thirty Thousand was transferred to the “Income Account’ 
for pensions. 

This was the first time in the history of the Denomination that a campaign 
of this size had been completed. 

The Ministerial Pension Committee and its Investment Committee have 
done a fine job for the Church. 

The office has received criticism relative to certain parts of the Plan. 
However, I doubt very much whether any General Conference shall ever 
pass a plan that will be satisfactory to all the members of the Denomina- 
tion. We have been told repeatedly that ‘you cannot conduct a pension 
plan with the heart, rather you must conduct it with the head.” 

Very definite study has been made by the Ministerial Pension Committee; 
also a special committee to correct weaknesses and to clarify some technical 
factors of the plan. We trust this General Conference will give diligent 
study to the Plan. 

We also trust, yea pray, that this General Conference will see fit to ap- 
prove the amount designated by the “Finance Committee” for Ministerial 
Pension. 

To the best of our knowledge, we believe we shall be able to pay the 
maximum pensions, provided by the Plan. 

The Church of the United Brethren in Christ owes a debt of gratitude 
to the members of the Ministerial Pension Committee, the General Officers, 
Bishops, Conference Superintendents and others who assisted in the com- 
pletion of the Plan. ‘ : d 

The Investment Committee has done a fine job with the funds in hand. 

The Ministerial Pension Committee had the aid of learned lawyers to 
guide in matters of law and procedure. f

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REPORT OF THE OTTERBEIN HOME 


By J. R. Overmiller, Superintendent 


SECTION ONE 


Bishop Dennis, Delegates and Friends of the General Conference: 


I do not care to read my report. It is in the “Blue Book.” One of the del- 
egates told me he had read it already, so why should I bother with that? 
I nou like to say a few other things, however, because they are import- 
ant. 


I want to bring your greetings from one of your family. I am not sure 
this is worth much unless we get some human contacts, and down at Otter- 
bein Home is one of your family, and that family is filled with throbbing 
life, ambition, love and appreciation. And if you will visit the Home once 
in a while and then read the News Bulletin when it comes to you, to get 
some more of the message, I will not worry very much about the support 
of the Otterbein Home, because it is the human touch and the human life 
that is going to count. 


And you have read the message, “Insomuch as ye have done it unto one 
of the least of these, my brethren, ye have done it unto me.’ I am apprecia- 
tive of new friends always. My work has been such through the years that 
I have contacted a number of conferences, and then my work in the west, 
and you know I get a little different contact with the Otterbein Home. 

I made this statement in public a time or two when I came to the Home: 
“T go to prepare a place for you.” And since that time there are so many 
of the ministers who, when they shake hands there is a peculiar smile, and 
always sort of a twist,—I cannot exactly describe it,—just like turning the 
key so it will be right when you get ready to come. Well, I appreciate that. 
And of course, I judge you will not be there until I am gone, if some of you 
are so much longer and more far-sighted in your anticipation. Nevertheless, 
it will not be so bad a place to come. 

During these four years we have had in the Otterbein Home 411 boys 
and girls and men and women. Of these 163 are aged people, or adults, 
and 248 are children. Once in a while we get the expression that the Home 
must be for ministers. It may be interesting to you to know that at the 
present time there are five retired ministers in the membership of the Otter- 
bein Home. The rest are laymen, men and women. So the Home is serving 
that type of group. 

This human touch is an interesting one, and when one is working with 
an institution, there are so many material things to care for that unless 
you stop to get the human side once in a while, you sort of get cold at it. 

This expression came to me a few days ago from one of our men, and it 
was interesting to me. He had been at the Home for several years,—a lay- 
man, rather intelligent, but a rough exterior. His health has been failing 
and he went in the hospital, and as he laid on his bed one morning, I step- 

ed into his room. He knew that another man was being brought into the 
hospital” And he said this,—he knew this other man was rather critical at 
times, and he said, “Dog-gone it, if he crabs when they bring him in here, 
under the kind of care we are getting, you ought to throw him out.” 

Well, the other morning one of the men, a minister, called me to come to 
his room. He has been in the hospital now for some days. Things are worry- 
ing him somewhat. And I wanted to know what he wanted. “Well,” he said, 
“What is it going to cost me to stay here?” “Oh,” I said, “You don’t need 
to worry about that. The bills are paid.” “Well,” he said, “It seems to me 
I ought to be making some money to pay some bills.” And I assured him 
that there was no trouble whatever and he need not worry. So he could 
not think of anything else that ought to trouble him. But he is a man who 
is 89 years old, or will be this coming Saturday, and he served the Church 
many years. And now under your kindness and through the extension 
of your good graces, he is receiving the blessing of care during the last days 
of his life. 

The little folks are an appreciative bunch. I do not know how you can 
live without some realization of that. And, oh, they almost appreciate me 
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down there at times, and it is interesting. They run to meet me when I 
cross the campus, or cross the grounds. The other morning a little while 
ago, one of them came running,—one of these little fellows whose pictures 
you see in the News Bulletin,—with no cares in life. He said “Mr. Over- 
miller, I want to tell you something.” And as I stopped and bent down to 
him, he said, “Do you have any candy?” Folks learn to look for things 
pretty early in life. 

We were told yesterday that we are facing a hungry world. I am sure 
the United Brethren Church is not going to fail to share in feeding that 
hungry world. When you begin sometimes to try to sum up what you have 
done, you try to put it in big figures, and you wonder how many thousands 
of people have been cared for at the Otterbein Home. j 

Well, not many thousand. You cannot care for many thousands in thirty 
years, if you can only accommodate 300 at a time. But it is interesting to 
know that through our efforts to feed folks, I just checked a while ago, and 
during the quadrennium we have served 1,314,000 meals. So it does count up, 
and make some job. 

A little while ago in making our report on rationing points the Depart- 
ment asked that we report how many points we had on hand, and how 
much food supplies that required points. That was the first of the year, 
and I figured it up, and we had just a little less than three-quarters of a 
million points. We will get into government figures pretty soon at that 
rate. But they are asking us 60 points a pound for sugar to can our fruit 
with. So we are not so rich, after all. It is sort of an inflationary affair. 

It is true,—and for which we are very grateful,—that as we go into this 
next quadrennium, we will go into it with what appears to be strong hands, 
due to the experience of the last quadrennium at the Otterbein Home, 
which is similar to many of our institutions,—that of eliminating our debt. 
I am sure that with me you are extremely grateful for the condition which 
exists at Otterbein Home in this regard. And as we face the tasks ahead, 
without a debt of a few hundred thousand dollars, it does seem as if we 
are equipped in a better way to take hold of those tasks, and we feel more 
sure of the future. And it is a real opportunity that is ours to move for- 
ward at this time. 

In the year 1941 the Christmas offering,—and the Christmas offering is 
the large part of our support, amounted to $70,818. The increase has been 
greater through these four years, and now the Treasurer reports that the 
offering for this last year’s Christmas offering was $178,306, or an increase 
of 247 per cent. That is a marvelous offering. 

A little more than a year ago when our debt was paid, somebody said 
“Now folks won’t give much. They will let down because the debt is gone.” 
I said “I hope we are not so debased that all we can do is pay debts, but 
that we have a sense of accomplishment that will let us reach out.” 

So we wondered what the outcome would be with this last offering,—did 
you expect the Home to go ahead, or are we going to go on the skids and 
grind along the best we can do? And this statement was made: “If the 
offering can be kept up to where it has been, it appears to us we can do some 
of the building that is needed so much, from this Christmas offering.” Now 
the offering was not only sustained, but was increased some twenty-four to 
twenty-six thousand dollars, and it is my belief that out of such offerings, 
we will be able to provide a large part of the improvements which we need 
so much, and which we are anticipating. I believe the offering speaks 
louder than words, and we are ready to move ahead as soon as the Govern- 
ment and conditions give us the go-sign. 

Now a few things that we hope may be ours in the near future. We have 
talked for a couple of years now about a new well, because we are water- 
ing our family out of one well, and sometimes they talk about wells going 
dry, and we feared the family would go dry, too, if that should occur. So 
we have a contract let already for a new well. 

We have been working and seeking to procure a sewage disposal plant. 
Well, that is slow in progress. We must have our blueprints worked out and 
then we must go to the State department for approval, and then some more 
work, and so forth. It almost looks like the state department is encouraging 
us to wait so we cannot get in action too soon. 
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Those are two great essentials. And then for the housing of our boys we 
need some new buildings. We are getting ready for these, and hope we may 
be able to procure the first of them just about as soon as building conditions 
will permit, so we are planning to step out in that direction rather soon. 

And then along with the boy’s homes, although they are needed so greatly, 
we need along with them a gymnasium, or play house, of which we 
have spoken so many times. 

There are many sides to the development of life and character. We are 
finding, as you would find if you have time to study, that the use of time is 
one of life’s greatest essentials, and I believe that the use of time for young 
people and for children is a very determining factor. 

Now that time must be used at work, or study, or play, or constructive 
recreation. Now that takes in quite a large part of life’s cycle. We have 
developed the work side in the way of creative activities, in the production 
of different things, as you have seen in our display. Maybe I should tell you 
that there is a display building over here. There have been a dozen or so 
people over there already. I hope the Conference will extend itself one 
day and spend that day over there. Just in case you do, the Otterbein Home 
has been making some splendid lamps for you to take home and put in the 
places where you need more light. But in the making of the lamps, we 
have been making something in the lives of the boys which is very valuable. 

I know Bishop Dennis is just about to pound the gavel. I heard the clock 
strike. I am as hungry as he is. I wonder if Mr. J. M. Cogan is here. Is 
Mr. Cogan here. 

(A member: Mr. Cogan will not be here until Monday.) 

I wondered if Mr. Cogan was going to be able to continue until the debt 
was paid. When he retired he was 79 years old, and had done a good job 
until the end. We appreciate him so much. We have a little literature. 
Some of it, some of you have been waiting for. It gives some summaries 
of offerings from various conferences. 

Then some of you will want to meet Dr. A. D. Smith. Most of you know 
him. He is the successor to J. Cogan in the field work for Otterbein Home. 
I am asking Doctor Smith to bring those materials forward, and if the bishop 
will be so kind as to ask one of the committee of tellers to distribute them, 
I will appreciate it very much. (Applause) 


SECTION TWO

To the General Conference of 1945 convening at Westerville, Ohio 
DEAR CO-WORKERS IN CHRISTIAN SERVICE: 

In the midst of troubled times Otterbein Home comes to the period of the 
1945 General Conference with thanksgiving and praise that God has been so 
good as to permit the provision of such a splendid institution for the care 
of children and aged people who so badly need the succor, security and 
comfort which it is so splendidly providing. In behalf of the large family 
served by the Home I wish to express sincere thanks for all kindnesses 
shown by friends of the Home and for the great offerings which have been 
made for its support. Through our many friends God has abundantly blessed 
the Home and we give Him the deepest gratitude of our hearts. 


Services Rendered 


During the quadrennium the Home has served a total of 163 aged people 
and 248 children. Of this number 223 are still with us. 64 of these are 
boys and 55 are girls. In the adult group of 99, in the present family, 70 are 
women and 29 are men. Of the entire group five are ministers. During the 
period of four years 62 of our aged members have gone to their eternal 
reward. During the same period we have received into the family 59 new 
members. Others have been voted in who will arrive to make their home 
with us soon. The death rate among our aged people is 15.5 annually. We 
are happy to say that we have had no deaths among our children. Twenty- 
nine percent of the interments are in the Otterbein Home Cemetery. On 
an average we have dismissed 28.5 children from the home each year of 
the quadrennium. Of this group 19 have graduated from high school, while 
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others have been returned to restored homes, and a few have left the Home 
of their own choice and by irregular and self-chosen courses. 

In our vocationally cosmopolitan group we have folk from the walks of 
doctor, nurse, mechanic, teacher, housewife, farmer, minister and mission- 
ary. Our children come from a past which has, been so disturbed and 
troubled that the physical, mental and spiritual fiber of the individual is 
very much affected. The policy of the Home is to deal with each individual 
child in a way that will restore them as far as possible to the normal 
channels of living and to a sincere Christian faith. 


Spiritual Progress 


A full and regular program of religious activities and Christian education 
is carried on throughout the year. During the quadrennium the Home family 
has experienced two periods of spiritual emphasis in which many children 
gave definite evidence of a deep spiritual experience of conversion. The 
Otterbein Home Church Congregation has grown very definitely in financial 
giving to the support of the Home and the church program. During the 
period of the past nine months the entire pastor’s salary has been paid 
locally. The Otterbein Home offering reached $2.23 per member, making 
a total of $487.00. The Otterbein College quota has been completely paid. 


Physical Wellbeing 


The health of the family has been excellent, possibly reaching the most 
satisfactory stage during the last year. Although we have had a few threats 
of contagious affliction they have taken hold of but few members. As adult 
members become enfeebled so much as to require extensive nursing care 
they are placed in the hospital floor of Philippi Building where we have a 
very efficient staff of nurses for their care. 


Material Progress 


The church has scored another splendid financial victory for the quadren- 
nium in the finances of the Home. We started the quadrennium with a debt 
of $169,625.31. This entire debt has been liquidated and we now possess 
a splendid balance as indicated by the statement of the treasurer. The 
Christmas offerings have increased greatly each year. The offering of 1941 
was $70,818.17, while the offering of 1945 was $177,000.00. The net income 
from the farm totaled $26,614 for three years. The report for the last year 
is not out as yet but will make a fair showing. 

The equipment of the Home, including buildings, grounds, heating plants, 
trucks, farm machinery, etc., is in better condition at this time than at the 
beginning of the period. Nearly all buildings have been painted outside and 
thousands of dollars have been spent on interior decorating and other im- 
provement. The Women’s Auxiliaries have helped greatly in the improve- 
ments by paying for the major part of the interior work and a substantial 
amount on other work as well. 


Our Future Challenges Us 


The demands for service are constantly increasing in calls for help by 
aged people, while the demand for the help for children is a little lower 
than it was four years ago. Changing conditions. will likely increase the 
need for help in caring for children in the years just ahead. The board of 
trustees are developing plans for a group of new cottages for the care of 
boys, and a gymnasium for the use of the entire family. This is to be pre- 
ceded by the installation of a new well and a sewage disposal plant. The 
building program is to be advanced as funds are available, and as soon as 
material and help can be secured for such work. This improvement is very 
important if we are to render the type of service which is expected of us 
under present conditions. We are very anxious that the splendid offerings 
be kept up to their present level which will, we believe, enable us to proceed 
with our building program without much added stress for funds. 


Report of Treasurer—W. H. Cassel

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REPORT OF THE QUINCY ORPHANAGE AND HOME 
By A. C. Werisch, Superintendent 


To the General Officers and Delegates of the General Conference of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ. 


Dear Co-Workers: 

The past quadrennium has very clearly demonstrated that “Those who 
trust in the Lord and do good shall dwell in the land, and verily they 
shall be fed.” This great promise has been very definitely fulfilled in our 
home life and welfare the past four years. There has developed among our 
thousands of friends a greater interest and deeper concern in our support 
and general progress as is shown by the generous increase in our financial 
income. We have a fine staff of employees who are rendering whole-hearted 
loyal service and are doing their best to make our home a place where 
our boys and girls are reared in a genuine Christian atmosphere. The aged 
guests are living under congenial conditions, enjoying Christian fellowship, 
loving care and unselfish ministrations of mutual helpfulness and love. We 
have had some changes in our staff of employees. Mr. Irwin Kneasel who 
had served as dean of our Small Boys’ cottage as well as our carpenter 
since 1938 was inducted into his country’s military services in March, 1944. 
We were saddened by the death of three of our faithful workers during the 
past four years. On the night of July 4, 1940, Mr. E. M. Willhide died in 
his sleep from a heart attack. He had been in charge of our Printing De- 
partment for ten years prior to his death. He was a faithful, conscientious 
worker and we sorely miss his congenial personality and faithful services. 
On Oct. 1, 1944, Mr. Glenn Mitchell, one of our own Alumni boys, who 
had been employed in our Printing Department for the past twelve years, 
died while a patient in the Waynesboro Hospital. His death was caused by 
a serious operation for ulcers of the stomach. He was a fine loyal employee 
and a consecrated church and Sunday-school worker. He is survived by his 
widow, Sarah Harner Mitchell, also one of our Alumni and a small daugh- 
ter, Peggie Ann. On Nov. 17, 1944, the Lord called Mrs. Henrietta Kitz- 
miller to her heavenly reward. She had lived here in her own home since 
she had been retired from active duty in August, 1943. She was laid to rest 
in the beautiful Quincy Cemetery by the side of her beloved husband, 
Rev. H. J. Kitzmiller, who had preceded her in death eight years ago. So 
these two noble Christian workers who were the founders of our fine 
Home here at Quincy await their final summons. “Well done, good and 
faithful servants.” 


We appreciate the splendid men and women who compose our Trustee 
Board and Ladies’ Auxiliary. The Executive Committees of both these 
groups at their monthly meetings are very helpful and most sympathetic 
in their supervision of our Home’s activities. The wise and prayerful plan- 
ning of these two groups has been the main factor in the wonderful suc- 
cess of the past four years. Our church and Home have lost three of these 
fine workers during the quadrennium. On March 31, 1943, Dr. J. S. Fulton 
was called to his eternal rest. He had been a faithful and loyal friend of 
our Home for many years and we miss his helpful and sound advice and 
inspiring fellowship. He always took a fatherly interest in our family of 
children and aged guests. On May 19, 1943, Mrs. R. A. Moody was called to 
her heavenly reward. She had been a faithful member of the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary for many years. On Jan. 5, 1944, Dr. W. S. Wilson was called to 
his crowning. He had been a faithful and loyal member of the Trustee 
Board from 1928 to the time of his death. He was always vitally interested 
in our progress and welfare. 
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Our Orphanage and Home Family 


At the present time we have a family of fifty-three girls and seventy-two 
boys ranging in age from fivé to eighteen. We have in our Old Peoples’ 
Home, consisting of two large cottages and two private cottages, a family 
of aged guests made up of eleven men and forty-two women. This makes a 
family of one hundred and seventy-eight members for whom the Home is 
caring and providing the comforts, love and blessings of a real Christian 
Home. During the quadrennium, seventy-one children, thirty-six girls and 
thirty-five boys were admitted to the Orphanage family. Sixty-one chil- 
dren, twenty-two girls and thirty-nine boys, were honorably dismissed as 
they had reached their eighteenth birthday. Twenty-five were released 
under age upon the request of relatives who were able to provide homes 
for them or for other reasons. Twenty-two aged guests were admitted during 
the quadrennium. Twenty were called by the angel of death to their eternal 
resting place. The health of the children has been fine, although we had 
slight epidemics of measles, whooping-cough and one case of mumps. We 
are sorry to report that we had one fatal accident on August 14, 1941. One 
of the boys, Edward Butts, was accidently hit on his left temple by a foul 
tip from the bat of one of the players in a game that was played on our 
field by visiting town teams. He died five days afterwards in the Waynesboro 
Hospital following an operation to relieve blood pressure on his brain. 


Opportunities and Privileges Offered by the Orphanage and Home 


Our family of children are living in an atmosphere that enables them to 
develop normally. They are all given special duties and work to perform 
in their respective cottages which helps them to develop a sense of re- 
sponsibility and sharing in the care and appearance of their cottages and 
our Home in general. Christian training and nurture are the most important 
purposes of our Home. Daily family worship attended by the entire family 
is observed. The entire family attend Sunday school and church worship in 
the Quincy U. B. Church every Sunday. Our pastor preaches a short ser- 
mon to the children and aged guests each Wednesday evening. Two active 
Christian Endeavor societies, a Junior and an Intermediate, meet every 
Sunday afternoon. These services are conducted entirely by the children. 
We have a fine Otterbein Guild society consisting of our twenty oldest 
girls. Through these Christian influences and teachings which are climaxed 
by a two weeks’ evangelistic service conducted the first two weeks in Jan- 
uary of each year in the Quincy U. B. Church our children accept Jesus 
Christ as their personal Savior very readily. They become active mem- 
bers of our Quincy U. B. church and their transfers are sent out so that 
they are able to join the Church where they establish their homes after 
they leave the Orphanage. Our day schools belong to the Quincy town- 
ship school system. This enables our older boys and girls who show the 
proper interest and ability to secure a four-year high school education 
and diploma. We have twenty-seven boys and girls enrolled in the Quincy 
Township High School. We have had fifteen boys and girls to be graduated 
from our Township High School during the past four years. Recreational ac- 
tivities are varied as every boy and girl is given supervised exercises and play 
in addition to their free play periods. The boys have very fine athletic teams 
and they always win in the majority of their competitive contests. They show 
themselves fine sportsmen, both as winners and losers. Regular hours, sim- 
ple food, proper medical care, quiet, peaceful surroundings are giving our 
aged guests a greater span of life. 


Our Band and Music Department 


Our Orphanage and Home has supported a fine Boys’ Band for many 
years, and at the present time we have a band consisting of thirty-six boys. 
They fill many engagements each season. They are engaged nearly every 
week end during the months of June, July and August. They filled a total 
of one hundred and eleven engagements during the quadrennium_in 
spite of the gasoline and tire rationing which cut our engagements very 
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seriously. The band earned through their engagements a total of $4,451.95. 
In this way the boys are helping to support the Home in a financial way as 
well as they are able to demonstrate in a very practical manner the valu- 
able training provided by the Home. This is one of our fine methods of 
advertising our Home. We have two additional bands, a Junior and a 
Beginners’ band, which serve as feeders to our Senior band, when the 
boys are honorably dismissed each year. A number of our girls avail 
themselves of the opportunity to learn to play the piano. Our children all 
receive training in vocal music and they all delight in expressing their 
enjoyment of the Home and its blessings through joyous song. 


Indusirial Training 


Our Home is anxious that our girls and boys are taught how to work 
and how to do a good day’s work. The girls receive practical training in 
domestic science, including cooking, housekeeping, sewing and nursing in 
the old people’s home. The older girls also receive valuable training as 
assistant matrons in the Orphanage cottages as well as training in the 
printing department. The boys have the choice of four trades, baking, 
printing, carpentry and farming. These departments are valuable assets 
to our Home, both as a means of preparing the boys to secure employment 
more readily and also in a financial way. During the quadrennium the 
printing department did a total of $48,036.88 worth of business and in addi- 
tion did $6,837.63 worth of work for the Orphanage and Home. The bakery 
sales amounted to a total of $51,904.46. The bakery also furnished for Home 
consumption a total of $11,635.62 worth of bakery products. The cash 
sales of farm products amounted to $17,939.97. The total value of farm 
products used as feed and food by the Home is $84,525.97. This total in- 
cludes 22,438 dozen eggs consumed, 2,400 chickens eaten, 173 large hogs 
butchered, 383 tons of milk produced by our fine herd of thirty-three 
Guernsey milk cows. A large truck farm provides us with all our vege- 
table needs in season and our orchards provide an abundant amount of 
fruit which is used both fresh and canned. We canned for Home consump- 
tion a total of 11,473 gallons of fruit and vegetables during the past four 
years. 


Our Needs and Support 


Our needs are extensive when one considers the size of our Or- 
phanage and Home community and family. The cost and maintenance has 
increased tremendously during the quadrennium as we all well understand. 
Our per capita cost is about $470.00 at the present time and this means 
that we need about $83,660.00 annually to keep up our present standards. 
We need a chapel on our spacious grounds to impress upon our family 
the importance of spiritual development along with our material develop- 
ment and comforts. We need another cottage for aged guests as we have 
a large waiting list of applicants for that department. We need a recrea- 
tional building for our indoor athletic activities during the winter months 
as well as for our socials, entertainments and movies. We need a concrete 
swimming pool to provide a much needed form of healthy outdoor 
exercise, 

Our main support is our Christmas offerings which have increased very 
generously each Christmas season. The average Christmas offering for the 
quadrennium from 1938 to 1941 was $31,471.62. The average offering for the 
present quadrennium was $46,016.60. This shows a very encouraging in- 
crease and we hope and pray that the upward trend may continue. A 
number of fine bequests came to us during the past four years which has 
helped us to carry on and also helped us to increase our yearly income 
through profitable investments in permanent endowments. 

Another very essential means of support are the annuity gifts. These 
annuities are coming to us yearly. They are one of the best investments 
that can be made by any one of large or small means. They bring bless- 
ings, both to our Orphanage and Home family as well as to the annuitant.

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REPORT OF COL. R. M. BAKER HOME 
By Edward E. Hostetler, Superintendent 


To the Bishops and Members of the Thirty-fourth General Conference: 


The Col. R. M. Baker Home for Retired Ministers, located in Southern 
California, is an ideal place for our retired_ministers to spend their de- 
clining years. It is situated in the beautiful Puente Valley between rolling 
hills, with a high mountain range some twenty miles to the north. 


These mountains with their heavy winter snows furnish us abundant 
water for irrigation. They also protect us from the cold north winds in 
winter and the desert heat in summer. We are about thirty-five miles from 
the ocean, which is near enough to temper our climate both summer and 
winter, yet far enough away to avoid the heavy fogs and chilly winds. We 
have an all-year outdoor climate with no cold winters or oppressive sum- 
mers, and with plenty of sunshine so vital to health and happiness. 


Our fertile valley produces abundant crops of oranges, lemons, grapefruit, 
walnuts, grain, vegetables, deciduous fruits and flowers. 


While we have the seclusion and quiet of the country we enjoy all the 
advantages of the city. We have paved streets, gas and electricity and all 
kinds of delivery service. 


Our best trading centers are at Puente five miles away and Pomona, ten 
miles. Los Angeles, a little over twenty miles distant, is easily reached by 
bus or auto. Most of our members own cars, and can furnish transportation 
to all who wish to go shopping. 

Our institution is surrounded by prosperous small farms, owned largely 
by U. B. Church people. Our church is located on Otterbein avenue, about 
two blocks from the Home. It was named Bell Memorial U. B. Church in 
honor of our former distinguished Bishop. The members of the Home have 
had a large part in establishing and maintaining this prosperous rural 
church. They continue to take an active part in all its organizations, in- 
cluding the Sunday school, the Ladies’ Aid, the Missionary Society and the 
Men’s Brotherhood. 

Each family has its own home to manage and enjoy as desired, with rent, 
water, and lights furnished free. Some members have personal incomes to 
care for their living expenses, while most of the others receive liberal 
allowances from our state old age assistance funds. The rest of the mem- 
bers, not otherwise provided for, receive monthly allowances from our own 
funds. Thus all are free from fiinancial worries and can enjoy their in- 
dependent home life. 

Only two of our members were taken from us during the past quad- 
rennium. Rev. Francis Fisher, after passing his ninety-eighth birthday 
entered into his permanent Home September 11, 1942. Rev. Mrs. Minnie 
A. Hartman passed to her reward on February 25, 1944. Our Board of 
Trustees suffered the loss, by death, of our distinguished Mr. C. E. Coe, 
on July 7, 1943. Mr. Coe had served continuously on the board since its 
organization in 1911. He had also served as lay delegate from California to 
several General Conferences, including the last one at South Bend, Ind. 

Financially, the Home is in the best condition of its history. The En- 
dowment Fund is intact and has been materially increased in the last two 
years, by sales of real estate and wise investments in tax-free securities, 
yielding very substantial incomes. The business lot in the civic center of 
Los Angeles was sold two years ago for $70,000 cash. A large farm in 
Montana and another in Oregon were sold also and a number of smaller 
pieces of real estate have been liquidated. The Board will continue its 
policy of disposing of all our real estate whose care and maintenance are 
burdensome and with little or no income. 

We have had very substantial increases in income from our orange crops 
recently, and with even better prospects for this year. 

All the funds derived from these sources have been invested in high 
grade securities. With the aid and advice of one ‘of the best investment 
firms a Angeles, our income and capital assets are being constantly 
increased. 
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We also have the services of an able and efficient attorney to handle all 
our legal transactions. He is Mr. C. E. Byrer, a member of First U. B. 
Church, Los Angeles. He attends all our board meetings and renders in- 
valuable legal counsel and advice. 

Much credit for our financial success, in the past four years, is due to the 
efficient work of our secretary-treasurer, Dr. I. Lynd Esch, pastor of First 
Church. e greatly regret his leaving our field of labor but rejoice in the 
fact that he is entering an enlarged field of usefulness as president of 
Indiana Central College. 

Our Home property at Otterbein, by which our local community is 
known, consists of eleven buildings. Three of these are duplexes, of sub- 
stantial fire-proof construction. Another is a large two-story building that 
could easily be converted into a two-family flat or a dormitory. 

These buildings have all been repainted and redecorated in the past 
four years. They have been improved by extensive repairs and plumbing. 
Additional garages and store rooms have been built, so that we now have 
complete housing equipment for at least fifteen families. Our Board is 
accumulating a building fund to erect additional cottages when needed and 
when building materials become available. 

We have plently of building space for any of our church people any- 
where, who have the desire and the means to build a home on our ground. 
Here they could spend their remaining days, enjoying our excellent facilities, 
our climate and our Christian fellowship; and, eventually, leave it as a 
memorial endowment to the Home. 

The members of the Board have served faithfully and well in the care 
and management of the Home. They are looking forward to an expansion 
of facilities and service when our world conflict comes to an end. They 
solicit your counsel, your cooperation, and your prayers.

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REPORT ON EVANGELISM 
By Board of Bishops 


Unto the church is committed a great ministry. Paul calls it the ministry 
of reconciliation. Men must be reconciled to God. Without God their lives 
are meaningless. Men need God as the earth needs the sun. SS ane 

But by some strange alienation from God, men are living their lives 
without benefit of the source of all life. This can end only in disaster. Man 
aspires to life and immortality, but he is on the road to ruin and destruction. 

“Man”—yes, unredeemed man, man without God—‘“marks the earth with 
ruin.” This is seen on all sides. A warring world is a world of destruction. 
The unprecedented desolation which is current in the march of history is 
not unrelated to mankind’s failure to follow the counsels and provisions of an 
all-wise and beneficent God. ‘ 

This, however, is not the only type of loss to which men without God are 
subjected. The perishing of immortal souls is a matter of far greater moment 
than temporal and material destruction. This latter, the horror of which is 
all too vivid in our minds, is but illustrative of what God sees in the ruin of 
men’s souls. 

It is our duty and privilege to share with our Father God his vision of lost 
humanity. Truly our eyes are holden, but we can catch something of His 
passion for the rescue of a wayward, dying humanity, who still bear the 
stamp of the heavenly image in their being. 

Whatever we do catch of this divine passion for man’s rescue is the basis 
of our evangelism. We can go as deep as we will with a discernment 
quickened by the Holy Spirit into the great reaches of “God so loved the 
world that he gave his only begotten son...” and possibly not share to the 
full the passion of God nor of his Christ for the salvation of the lost, but 
what real concern is thus generated will be our quotient of the evangelistic 
spirit. The spirit must be kindled. It must be the object of our Christian 
practice of prayer and meditation. Our worship must bring us to the place 
of lifting our eyes. Our vision must be quickened to the end that our love 
for mankind may be deepened. 

It is not only the church of the redeemed which knows something of man’s 
struggle with sin and death. The battle of right and wrong is being waged 
in every man’s soul. It is a losing battle, and to the death, excepting to those 
who avail themselves of God’s way of deliverance. 

One of our great philosophers, who did not have the comfort of Christian 
faith, declared that he would welcome some outside power that would 
direct him to say the right thing, and to do the right thing on all occasions. 
It is not difficult to see that this would achieve a morality by obliterating it. 


Lord Byron, a soldier and adventurer, had the sensitive soul of a poet. He 
revealed with clear insight the dreadful horror surrounding the death of the 
soul which is the result of the wages of sin. 


“O God it is a fearful thing 
To see the human soul take wing 
In any shape, in any mood. 
I’ve seen it rushing forth in blood, 
I’ve seen it on the breaking ocean 
Strive with a swoln convulsive motion, 
I’ve seen it on the sick and ghastly bed of sin 
Delirious with its dread. 
O God, these were horrors, this was woe...” 


In this climactic period, the ghastly bed of sin was an unrelieved picture of 
human misery and woe. 

Not only must we have a picture of man’s ruin which is the result of his 
transgression and sin, but the one who would possess an evangelistic fervor 
must have a clear vision of the soul redeemed and saved by the divine 
proffer of life eternal. 

What theme in all history has had the effect of stimulating a rapturous 
enthusiasm so much as the theme of Christ’s redemptive power and his 
triumph over the sin of the world? That theme was worthy of the best talent 
and skill of poet, painter and musician through the ages. And the theme 
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rightly approached and spiritually apprehended has served well the disciple- 
ship of Jesus in developing worthy saints. No hardship has been too severe, 
no obstacle too formidable, no difficulty too forbidding to deter great souls, 
captivated by the gospel story, and inspired by its lofty theme, from yielding 
to its commands. 

Such has been the result of contemplating the loss and ruin of sin-cursed 
darkness on the one hand, and on the other hand the ineffable glory of 
redemption’s plan. 

Surely the contemplation of the same story will have a transporting influ- 
ence on any soul who will give himself in humility and in contrition of heart 
to its study. From experiences such as are thus described, and as are 
common in Christian lore will come worthy evangelists of the great mes- 
sage of God’s love. 

Jesus was adept in presenting the great alternatives of life. The house 
built on the rock stood in marked contrast to the house built upon the sand, 
and the buffeting storm produced the most telling and tragic contrast. The 
story of the lost sheep and the sheltering fold is possibly the best-loved of 
all the immortal parables. The wayward son and the welcoming father of 
Jesus’ parable has provided a theme for the prison house so often that the 
sorrowing prisoners protest against its too-frequent telling. 

Surely by the testing of time the gospel message has been written to meet 
the needs of mankind. The present age waits for its telling anew. Four 
significant aspects of Evangelism seem to require special emphasis and 
definite consideration. 


First, Evangelism is an imperative in the Church 
Second, The Authoritative nature of Evangelism 
Third, The Content of Evangelism 
Fourth, The Method of Evangelism 


Evangelism an Imperative 


To use a common word which has a late currency, it might be said that 
Evangelism is a “MUST” in Christianity. It is the only effective method 
whereby a proper impact can be made upon the community served by the 
church. Failure in this regard brings upon the church a just criticism, and 
yet it is about the first confession of weakness the church is likely to make. 

Evangelism is as broad as life itself, and therefore, while it must make its 
approach through the individual, it has a most potent influence upon civic 
and political interests of a community. If this transforming influence ceases 
to emanate from the church, the charge of other-worldliness will put the 
stamp of detachment upon the institution. The church will suffer in its 
influence, and it will surely not exemplify the ministry of Jesus who found 
in the tax gatherer or public servant a likely subject for his persuasive 
ministry. His message of personal salvation, as in the case of Zacchaeus, 
surely made a better public servant. 

Evangelism is an imperative because it introduces into parish life the 
only worthy enthusiasm. Enthusiasm of some kind is an indispensable in 
any church, and unless its generating power can clearly be identified with 
the spirit of evangelism it will be foreign to the spirit of the church and 
abortive of results. mts 

Evangelism is a “must” in the program of the church, because it is the only 
power that can bring completeness and unity to an individual’s life. A 
studied effort of the church in behalf of a man which stops short of 
evangelism, dishonors the church and is a disservice to the recipients of its 
emasculated ministry. Lai 

Evangelism must be the motivating principle of every subsidiary of the 
church. An institutional church with a wide and varied program can achieve 
a permanent unification only by placing evangelism at the heart of every 
agency. When organizations become separated from the main stream of 
church life and purpose they die. } , 

In all of this it must be remembered that evangelism is more than a form, 
but it is never without an identifying power nor without a contagion of 
enthusiasm. : : ; 5 ; 

Someone has well said: “Enthusiasm is the genius of sincerity, Truth gains 
no victories without it.” 
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Authoritative Nature of the Evangel 


The second principle of our evangelism which we must recognize is its 
authoritative nature. Possibly there is no more effective confirmation of the 
teaching of Jesus than the statement that he spoke with authority. The 
authority of the evangel is within itself. It is something inherent, not in 
esoteric sense, but of such fashion that it exactly fits the needs of those to 
whom it is directed. It has the power and provision of making full and 
complete the lives of men, and therefore on the testimony of its aptitude in 
making life complete it is accorded the verdict of authoritative nature. é 

Then, too, it is authoritative because of its changeless nature. The evil 
which afflicts the lives of men does not change with the ages. Sin does not 
lose any of its potency with the refinements of civilization, and the cure for 
sin is likewise constant. Emphasis in theology may change but the iniquities 
which afflict mankind, together with the divine remedy for blighted souls, 
are constant. 

The testimonies of men in all generations reveal the same confidence in the 
gospel message, and the experience of the regenerating power of the gospel 
is the same in all places and in all ages. Sin that is pardoned, and new life 
imparted bring the same experience to the soul of joy and peace that was 
known when the message was first proclaimed. Constancy then give 
authority. 

Finally, there is authority in the evangel message because it is introduced 
and proclaimed as the message of God. Thus saith the Lord persists and the 
evangel can never be separated from the voice of God. The Holy Spirit 
convicts men of sin through the presentation of the gospel and men recognize 
the authority of the proffered message because they discern the voice of God. 


The Content of Evangel Message 


The third aspect of Evangelism which must be given consideration is the 
content of the gospel message. The messenger and apostle of the evangel 
will be confronted with many questions. Jesus was always patient with the 
inquisitor. He had an understandable answer. He did not becloud it with 
abstractions or with technical language. The parables may have been mysti- 
fying but only to the point of arousing a zeal for deeper understanding. 
“How can these things be?” will be the heart of many questionings of many 
variations. Some questions by their nature will have simple and satisfying 
answers, while others will have to be placed in the category of those which 
wait for a larger understanding of another world. 

But there is enough of assurance found in the good news of salvation to 
satisfy any inquiring soul. Alfred Lord Tennyson called the gospel “the 
old news, the new news and the good news.” 

The gospel is the good news of God’s immeasurable love. It is great 
enough to love the unlovely, to forgive the heinous, and to impart newness 
of life. The world has never seen anything better than a soul conscious of 
his divine pardon and the infusion of newness of life. Such soul will know 
that his redemption was at a great cost. The cross will be at the center of 
his creed and worship. The Bible will afford great reaches in understanding 
God’s dealing with his people, and the Holy Spirit will impart understanding 
so that the soul can grow in discernment and knowledge. This growth under 
the tutelage of the Holy Spirit is natural and powerful. It is like growth in 
wisdom and stature, and its influence and power for good will be its 
validating apology. 


Method in Evangelism 


_ After all is said about the place evangelism should occupy in our church 
life, and in our Christian confession, there remains the necessity for a proper 
method to make this unique and basic ministry effective. 

The world has grown from a pastoral simplicity to an appaling complexity. 
The modern scientific world with its rapidly accelerating progress, and the 
social and political world with its clashing ideological concepts, present 
an environment which makes life itself a baffling problem. It is not easy to 
see life in its true perspective. The church is thwarted, and it is natural 
that in her frustration she seek an implementation which shall bring victory. 
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First of all we must be satisfied that method will never be a substitute for 
the divine spirit which is the vital energy of evangelism. Possibly here is 
the place to discover one of the weaknesses of so-called modern evangelism. 
It might be a valid charge that much which passes for evangelism has the 
form of godliness but denies the power thereof. 


The prophet Jeremiah gives us a rubric which combines both the spirit of 
evangelism as well as its method: “I have loved thee with an everlasting 
love, therefore with lovingkindness have I drawn thee.” 

The one indispensable method then is the genuine outreach of love with 
the personal and tangible evidence of sincerity. With this as a base all other 
methods will be freighted with a power which is quite distinguishable from 
the mere method. 

To paraphrase the testimony of a sainted apostle of evangelism: “We must 
become all things to all men that by all means we may save some.” 

At the recent meeting of the Board of Administration, some formal 
recommendations were adopted in the interest of a more effective 
evangelism. 

First, the booklet captioned, “Spiritual Priorities,’ written by Bishop 
Ira D. Warner, was approved and recommended. Its wholesome message is 
directed especially to teachers and personal workers. 

The Council of Conference Superintendents presented a list of recom- 
mendations for furthering the spirit of and effectiveness in Evangelism. 
They were adopted by the board and are presented herewith. 


1. We suggest that every annual conference have a commission on Evan- 
gelism consisting of five members. 

2. That where no such commission now exists in the conference, the Con- 
ference Council of Administration appoint such commission to carry 
forward the program of evangelism as outlined by the denomination. 

3. That one evening service be devoted to evangelism at every annual 
conference session. 

4. That every annual conference arrange for a Clinic on Evangelism at 
the annual conference session. 

5. That every annual conference plan for a spiritual retreat for their 
ministers as soon after the annual conference session as feasible; and 
following this that every district in the conference arrange for a spiritual 
retreat for officials, Sunday-school teachers, and other Christian workers. 

6. That every local church -arrange for a spiritual retreat for pastor, 
Sunday-school officers and teachers and other Christian workers. 

7. That in the early weeks of the conference year every church make a 
religious survey of its immediate community under the direction of the 
official board and local commission of evangelism. To the prospect list 
thus gathered shall be added the prospective members on the rolls of 
the Sunday-school classes. 

8. That during the months of November and December the pastor conduct’ 
a class on evangelism in every local church. 

9. That the months of January and February (1946) be devoted to public 
revival services, and that all public worship services during that period 
be made evangelistic. 

10. That the Lenten period (1946) be devoted to visitation evangelism. 
Every pastor should organize teams of workers, to visit in the community 
in personal evangelistic endeavor. 

11. That all pastors report to their conference evangelistic commission 
following Easter (1946) the number of conversions to date. If no con- 
versions are reported, the commission on evangelism shall offer to help 
such pastors in an effort to win souls to Christ before the close of the 
conference year. 

12. That following Easter every pastor plan a public reception for new 
members, and that following this meeting the pastor organize and 
conduct a class on the meaning of church membership and Christian 
living. 
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The aforesaid schedule and program is approved and recommended. The 
limitations of time and the differences of particular circumstances may 
require some modification, but the twelve items are heartily approved and 
recommended. 

The gospel, and the evangelism which heralds the good news of salvation, 
must be given basic and primal place in the great ministry of our church. 
That the gospel has many aspects does not disturb its essential unity. The 
methods may be many and diverse, but the energizing spirit of God may 
use them all. We must be slow in judging the outward expression. If 
spurious it will come to naught. Jesus counselled a safe attitude when he 
declared: “For he that is not against us is on our part.” 

Some seek a quarrel by advancing the claims of the social gospel as over 
against a gospel seeking individual and personal salvation. There is no lack 
of unity here. The cause and motivation is greater than the effect. Someone 
has declared that if the gospel evangelism ends with the individual it ends. 
Another countered with the converse in epigrammatic form that if it does 
not begin with the individual it will never begin. 

The purer and deeper the motivating spirit, the wider and more far- 
reaching will be the many ramifications of its power. 
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REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON CHURCH UNION

To the Members of the General Conference: 

_ The General Conference of The Church of the United Brethren in Christ, 
in May, 1941, in South Bend, Indiana, heard Bishop G. D. Batdorf present 
the report from the Commission on Church Union. The report was referred 
to the General Conference Committee on Church Union, and upon recom- 
mendation of said Committee the General Conference took the following 


action: 
Steps Adopted in 1941 


1. Approved the church union negotiations which had been conducted up 
to that time. 

2. Received for information the outline of the proposed Discipline of the 
united church. 

3. Placed itself on record favoring the organic union of The Church 
of the United Brethren in Christ and The Evangelical Church. 

_ 4. Authorized the Commission on Church Union to continue its collabora- 
tion with the Commission on Church Federation and Union of The Evan- 
gelical Church with a view to completing the new church Discipline and 
preparing a Plan and Basis of Union, an enabling act and other necessary 
details looking toward union. 

5. Authorized that the expenses of the Church Union Commission be 
paid from the Contingent Fund of the General Benevolence Budget. 

6. Authorized that the remaining steps necessary for union be taken 
according to a definite schedule, provided said schedule was found to be 
acceptable to The Evangelical Church, as follows: 

(a) A program of education and publicity to be undertaken immediately. 

(b) The completion and distribution of the new Discipline prior to the 
General Conference of The Evangelical Church in October, 1942. 

(c) The vote on church union by The Evangelical General Conference in 
October, 1942. 

(d) A continued program of education, publicity and fellowship in both 
denominations. 

(e) The vote on church union by the United Brethren General Confer- 
ence in May, 1945; at the same time legislation to be initiated authorizing 
a change in the Constitution of The United Brethren Church to provide for 
the calling of a special session of the General Conference. 

(f) The question of church union and the constitutional change to be 
submitted for vote to the United Brethren annual conferences in 1945. 

(g) The question of church union to be submitted for vote to the annual 
conferences of The Evangelical Church, in 1946. 

(h) The question of church union and the constitutional change to be 
submitted to the members of the local churches of The United Brethren 
Church in the fall of 1946 and early winter of 1947. (Note: the Commis- 
sion found this date could be advanced to the fall of 1945, and early 
winter of 1946.) 

(i) Sessions of the two General Conferences to be held concurrently in 
the fall of 1947, to be followed immediately by the first General Conference 
of the new church. (Note: the Joint Commissions found this date could 
be advanced to the fall of 1946, and Saturday, November 16, 1946, has been 
fixed as the opening date for the first General Conference.) 

The Church Union Commission is glad to report that this schedule has 
been followed and all matters possible of completion up to this time have 
been completed, namely items (a) to (d) inclusive.

Since the members of the Commission on Church Union, after twelve 
years, presumably have completed the major portion of their assignments 
and responsibilities relative to this proposed union, it would seem fitting 
that they be named here for the sake of the record as follows: Bishop A. R.

In Memoriam 


During the quadrennium the Commission lost the valued services of 
an outstanding layman, Dr. J. R. Engle. His incisive mind, integrity and 
forthrightness were highly appreciated by all of his colleagues on the 
Joint Commission and Central Committee. An appropriate memorial 
resolution honoring Doctor Engle was unanimously approved and placed 
in the record of the Commission. 

In the Evangelical Commission death has taken four members, namely, 
Dr. H. Franklin Schlegel, Dr. H. V. Summers, Dr. I. F. Bergstresser, and 
Mr. F. C. Haller. The passing of these men was a severe loss. Doctor 
Bergstresser up to the time of his death was secretary of the Evangelical 
Commission and co-secretary of the Joint Commission and Central Com- 
mittee. 

To fill the place of Dr. J. R. Engle, the Board of Bishops appointed 
Dr. D. E. Young. 

Work of the Commission 


Following the General Conference of 1941, the Central Committee, made 
up of fifteen persons, eight from the United Brethren Commission on 
Church Union, and seven from the Evangelical Commission met on five 
occasions to care for the necessary work preliminary to and subsequent to 
a meeting of the full Commissions in joint session. These Central Com- 
mittee meetings were held on July 2-3, 1941; December 16-18, 1941; Feb- 
ruary 16, 1942; June 8, 1942; November 16, 1943; all in Cleveland, Ohio. 
The Commission on Church Union, in joint session with the Evangelical 
Commission, met on February 17-20, 1942.

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These committees worked long and painstakingly. Some of the assign- 
ments involved extensive research, careful legal procedure, and attention to 
accurate phraseology. Sometimes diverse viewpoints had to be harmonized. 
There were many revisions of all documents before final acceptance. 
Throughout the procedure there was the best of spirit. Negotiations were 
characterized by a desire for fairness to all concerned, a sincere quest 
for truth_in doctrine and the best in church polity, organization and 
method. The ultimate results of the efforts of these committees, the Central 
Committee and the Joint Commission are the proposed Discipline of The 
Evangelical United Brethren Church, and the Plan and Basis of Union. 


Declaration of Approval and Adoption 


On February 20, 1942, in Cleveland, Ohio, there occurred an event 
memorable for all who served on the Joint Commission on Church Federa- 
tion and Union. It may become an event of significance in the history 
of the two interested denominations. On that day, after nine years, 
the proposed Discipline of The Evangelical United Brethren Church, and the 
Plan and Basis of Union were completed and ready for final approval by 
ere twenty-six United Brethren and twenty-seven Evan- 
gelical. 

Just prior to the affixing of their signatures to the proper document, each 
Commission separately voted unanimously the following resolution: 

“We, the Commissioners on Church Federation and Union of The Church 
of the United Brethren in Christ and of The Evangelical Church, desiring 
these two Churches shall be united in organic union, do hereby propose 
and transmit for adoption to the General Conference of The Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ and to the General Conference of The Evangelical 
Church, the Discipline of The Evangelical United Brethren Church and The 
Plan and Basis of Union.” 

Then the Commissioners in joint session unanimously adopted the follow- 
ing resolution: 

“We, the Commissions on Church Federation and Union of The Church 
of the United Brethren in Christ and of The Evangelical Church, holding 
that these two Churches have their origin in a common spiritual heritage 
and that from their very beginning they have been and now are in agree- 
ment in the essential Christian doctrines, in spirit and in purpose; and de- 
siring that this essential unity be made actual in organization and adminis- 
tration, do hereby propose and transmit for adoption to the General Con- 
ference of The Church of the United Brethren in Christ and to the General 
Conference of The Evangelical Church, the Discipline of The Evangelical 
United Brethren Church and the following Plan and Basis of Union.” 

Thereupon, as the roll was called, each Commissioner present, arose, 
approached the presiding officer’s table and as a mark of his affirmative 
vote, often with indication of deep feeling, attached his signature to the 
following Declaration of Approval and Adoption: 

“We, the members of the Commissions on Church Federation and Union 
of The Church of the United Brethren in Christ, and of The Evangelical 
Church, in joint session, do hereby approve and adopt The Plan and ‘Basis 
of Union and The Discipline of The Evangelical United Brethren Church 
as jointly prepared for the organic union of The Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ and The Evangelical Church, and we, herewith, authorize 
and direct the Central Committee of these Joint Commissions to have 
printed this Plan and Basis of Union and The Distipline of The Evangelical 
United Brethren Church, and to transmit the same to the respective voting 
units as set forth in Article XIV, Mode of Procedure to Effect Organic 
Union, in The Plan and Basis of Union. 

“We hereby witness our names as evidence of this action, dated this 
twentieth day of February, 1942, in the City of Cleveland, State of Ohio, 
Un SUA 

Six United Brethren and four Evangelical Commissioners were not 
. present at the time of signing, but subsequently attached their signatures, 
causing the vote for the Declaration of Approval and Adoption to be 
unanimously in the affirmative. A facsimile of the Declaration and of the 
signatures appears on page 36 of the new Discipline. 
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The New Discipline 


It is not necessary here to go into minute detail concerning the form 
or contents of the proposed new Discipline. Bishop Batdorf four years ago 
reported concerning its general outline and indicated wherein it differs 
materially from the present Disciplines of the two denominations. During 
the four years since then, the new Discipline has been printed, distributed, 
examined and discussed. The most obvious difference which strikes United 
Brethren people is that the new Discipline places a large portion of its 
contents within Constitutional Law. In the new Discipline, 114 pages are 
Constitutional Law, and 190 are Temporal Economy. This is a marked 
change from the United Brethren Discipline which gives only three pages 
to the Constitution of the Church. 

Not a little of the work of the Commission on Church Union is repre- 
sented in Section III of the new Discipline entitled “Rituals and Formulas.” 
Only the Rituals have been prepared to date. It will be noted that the 
rituals, when compared with those in the United Brethren Discipline, have 
been considerably revised and extended. 


The Plan and Basis of Union 


The steps necessary to the consummation of the union are set. forth 
in the Plan and Basis of Union which appears in the new Discipline as 
Section V, pages 12 to 36 inclusive. 

The Plan and Basis of Union is a legal, as well as an ecclesiastical docu- 
ment of the highest importance. It is necessary that it set forth basic 
principles and be phrased in such a way as to satisfy both the churchmen 
of the two denominations concerned, and the jurists and attorneys-at-law 
who may have occasion to scrutinize its provisions at any time in the 
future. Competent legal counsel was employed to assist the Joint Com- 
missions in putting the Plan and Basis of Union into final form. Repre- 
senting the United Brethren Church were Attorneys Charles A. Funk- 
houser and Robert E. Cowden of Dayton. Representing The Evangelical 
Church was Attorney Walter L. Wenger of Chicago. 

The Plan and Basis of Union, after an introductory statement affirming 
the unity in spirit of the two, denominations and the desirability of union, 
in substance declares the following: 

1. The Church of the United Brethren in Christ and The Evangelical 
Church shall be organically united and the new church shall become the 
legal successor to the uniting churches. 

2. The name of the new church shall be The Evangelical United Brethren 
Church. In countries where only one of the churches is carrying on work, 
the former name may continue to be used except where the new name is 
necessary for legal purposes. 

3. The Confession of Faith of The Church of the United Brethren in- 
Christ, and The Articles of Faith and the Doctrines of Regeneration, Sancti- 
fication and Christian Perfection of The Evangelical Church, are in agree- 
ment, and will be the Confession of Faith of the new church. 

4. The new Discipline shall be the basic law of the new church. 

5. All corporations in the new church shall be subject to the direction 
and control of the General Conference, and all corporations now existing 
in the two churches shall continue to function until all their functions, 
penis and properties are transferred to their respective successor corpora- 
ions. 

6. If it is deemed proper to do so, the: Board of Bishops shall employ 
legal counsel to defend the interests of the new church against any suits 
which may be brought. 

7. There shall be an incorporated Board of Trustees of the new church. 

8. There shall be the following administrative agencies and such others 
as the General Conference of the new church may determine: Board of 
Publication, Board of Missions, Board of Pensions, Board of Christian 
poveanan, Sunday School and Tract Union, General Council of Adminis- 
ration. 

9. There shall be fifty-two annual conferences in North America (all in 
the United States except the Canada and Northwest Canada conferences) ; 
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seven annual conferences in other lands; and eight missions not having 
annual conference status (six abroad and two in the United States). 

10. Annual conferences and local churches of the two denominations 
may be united according to a prescribed procedure. 

11. There shall be in the new church only as many colleges and theological 
seminaries as can be adequately supported on a fully accredited basis. 
At present there are eight colleges and three theological seminaries in the 
two churches. 

There are at present ten homes for aged people and children in the two 
churches. 

12. The unified budget system, in principle, shall be the financial plan of 
the new church. 

13. Deeds conveying legal title to all real property intended to be and 
for church purposes in the new church shall contain a trust clause as set 
forth in paragraphs 646-649 in the new Discipline, provided however that 
nothing in the Plan and Basis of Union shall be construed to change the 
deed or deeds held at the time of union by any local church of either 
denomination, 

14. The mode of procedure to effect organic union shall be as follows: 

(a) The Plan and Basis of Union and the new Discipline to be presented 
to the General Conference of The Evangelical Church in October, 1942. 

(b) The same to be presented to The United Brethren General Confer- 
ence in May, 1945, together with an amendment to the Constitution of 
The United Brethren Church providing for the calling of a special session 
of the General Conference. 

(c) The Plan and Basis of Union and the new Discipline to be presented 
to the annual conferences of both churches, the United Brethren annual 
conferences to vote in harmony with Article I, Section 10, of the Constitu- 
tion of said church. (This section refers to the procedure where by any 
changes in, or additions to, the Confession of Faith may be made. See 
page 17 of The United Brethren Discipline.) 

_ (d) The new Discipline, the Plan and Basis of Union, and the constitu- 
tional amendment to be submitted to the members of United Brethren 
local churches in harmony with Article V, Section 1, of the United Brethren 
Church Constitution. See page 18 of the United Brethren Discipline. 

(e) Provided all votes up to this point are favorable to union, the Boards 
of Bishops shall issue a call for sessions of their respective General Con- 
ferences, and a subsequent joint session of such General Conferences, the 
members of the two General Conferences to constitute the membership of 
the first General Conference of the new church. 

15. There shall be a proportionate and equitable representation of both 
uniting churches in the general offices of the new church, and the Joint 
Commission on Church Federation and Union shall prepare a schedule of 
allocation of offices assigned to each church, such schedule to be presented 
to the first General Conference of the new church. 

16. Church headquarters of the new church shall be at Dayton, Ohio; 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, and Cleveland, Ohio; and the headquarters of the 
boards, agencies and institutions shall be designated by the General Con- 
ference and the respective boards, agencies and institutions. 

17. The Plan and Basis of Union and the new Discipline are submitted 
in printed form for approval by a “yea” and “nay” vote of all the units 
as provided in foregoing item 14, namely the General Conferences and 
annual conferences of the two churches and the members of the United 
Brethren local churches. (The Plan and Basis of Union, page 35 of the new 
Discipline, contains a sample of the ballot with the two propositions to be 
submitted to the members of United Brethren local churches.) 

18. The signatures of the members of the Commissions on Church Fed- 
eration and Union. 


Votes Required 


Before leaving the matter of procedure, it might be helpful to summarize 
the votes required to approve organic union in all of the voting units. 

I. In the General Conference a two-thirds majority. will be required, 
because the adoption of the Plan and Basis of Union and the new Discipline 
involves the Confession of Faith. See paragraph 14 (c) of the Plan and 
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Basis of Union; and the Constitution of the Church of the United Brethren 
in Christ, Article I, Section 10, page 17 of the Discipline of the Church 
of the United Brethren in Christ. ate ‘ 

Also an amendment to the Constitution making provision for a special 
session of the General Conference will require a two-thirds majority of 
the General Conference. See paragraph 14 (b) of the Plan and Basis of 
Union; and the Constitution, Article V, Section 1, page 18 of the Discipline. 

II. In the case of the annual conferences, organic union must be approved 
by three-fourths of the annual conferences, (by a majority vote in each 
conference) in harmony with paragraph 14 (c) in the Plan and Basis of 
Union: and the Constitution, Article I, Section 10, page 17 of the Discipline. 

III. In the case of the local churches, a majority of all votes cast by the 
members of the local churches will be required, in harmony with paragraph 
14 (b) of the Plan and Basis of Union; and the Constitution Article V, Sec- 
tion 1, page 18 of the Discipline. 


Education and Fraternization 


The Joint Commission appointed a committee on Publicity and Educa- 
tion, consisting of four members, two from each denomination, namely, 
Bishop E. W. Praetorius, Bishop C. H. Stauffacher, John H. Ness and J. Gor- 
don Howard. A program of publicity, education, and fraternization was 
prepared. After adoption by the Central Committee this program was re- 
leased to the two churches. Suggestions were made for education concern- 
ing the issues of church union in our church publications, and for fellow- 
ship between the clergy and laity of the two denominations in local 
churches, annual conferences, annual conference districts and larger areas. 

We have no statistics concerning the number and variety of gatherings 
held for the sake of a better understanding of church union and mutual 
fellowship between representatives of the respective churches. But state- 
ments in our denominational periodicals, and by letter and verbal report, 
indicate that the process of education and fraternization during the quad- 
rennium has been widespread and continuous. 

A six-page folder, “Seven Reasons for the Union,” was written by Bishop 
G. D. Batdorf and Bishop J. S. Stamm. The reasons were set forth clearly 
and positively. The leaflet had a wide circulation. 

During the spring of 1942 a series of eighteen articles appeared simultan- 
eously in “The Religious Telescope,” and “The Evangelical Messenger,” 
each article setting forth a phase of church union, by a writer and accord- 
ing to a schedule recommended by the Committee on Publicity and Educa- 
ion. 

Rev. M. J. Miller representing The United Brethren Church, and Dr. 
Raymond M. Veh, representing The Evangelical Church, were asked to 
make excerpts of the aforementioned articles for use in annual conference 
papers in both denominations. 

Other articles and editorials have appeared from time to time in the 
various church publications. 


“My Church Faces Union” 


The most comprehensive publication issued relative to church union 
was the 96-page book, “My Church Faces Union,” with ten chapters con- 
tributed by six bishops, three theological seminary professors, and one 
conference superintendent representing the two denominations. The edi- 
tors were Rev. M. J. Miller and Dr. Raymond M. Veh. Publication was at 
the Otterbein Press, and the task of promoting its circulation fell to Dr. 
D. T. Gregory and Dr. A. F. Weaver. There have been 30,000 copies printed, 
approximately 24,000 distributed in United Brethren churches and 6,000 in 
Evangelical churches. To all concerned with this project we owe a vote 
of thanks. 

Bishops’ Tour 


Subject to government regulations concerning travel and the holding 
of meetings, the Bishops of the two churches are planning a joint tour of 
the two denominations. The time originally fixed for this tour was October 
15 to November 30, 1945. It is felt, however, that some reasons make it 
advantageous to conduct a Bishops’ tour in the fall of 1947, a year after the 
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proposed date for the consummation of the union. At such a time the total 
denominational organization and spiritual interests of the new church could 
best be presented and promoted. The Bishops will announce definitely con- 
cerning this matter. 

Conclusion 


Dr. E. G. Frye, editor of “The Evangelical Messenger,” appeared before 
the General Conference at Chambersburg, Pennsylvania, in 1937, as the 
fraternal representative from The Evangelical Church. He closed his 
address with an inspiring statement with which we conclude this report: 

“Philip William Otterbein and Jacob Albright, those mighty horsemen of 
God, galloped over the highways of this republic that they might warn 
men of the penalties of sin and show them the way of salvation. They are 
riding again. In the clatter of their horses’ hoofs I hear an imperious and 
uncompromising command to their successors today to meet the high 
challenge of every hour, to falter before no foe, to hesitate before no under- 
taking which gives promise of advancing the kingdom of God, to grasp the 
present glorious opportunity to write a new chapter in the history of the 
Christian church by uniting our forces into one great body, and thereby 
hasten the coming of that day when the church universal shall move for- 
ward in solid and unbroken phalanx against the marshalled hosts of sin.” 
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REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
By Walter E. Roush, Curator ; 


To the Officers and Delegates of the General Conference: : : 

It is my privilege to bring to you a report which shows that the Historical 
Society is now a live and active organization. Progress has been the 
watchword of the quadrennium now closing. My earlier reports were mere 
outcries concerning our needs. Sometimes it seemed as if the day of progress 
would never come. That day came finally and some progress has been made 
in the past four years. s 

For a long time we were unable to do anything because we had no income. 
In 1941, on the recommendation of President Roberts, the Board of Trustees 
of the Seminary voted a sum of money to the Historical Society for our 
work. That was the decisive move which inaugurated the tide toward 
progress. Year by year the action has been repeated and so, for several 
years, we have been receiving the sum of one hundred dollars per year from 
this source. To a beggar, that is a magnificent sum. The Historical Society 
has been a beggar for many years. It is impossible to exaggerate our debt to 
the President of the Seminary and to the Board of Trustees for this 
generosity. 

Then, too, another source of active funds was found. For some years we 
held a frozen account in the Montgomery County Building and Loan 
Association in Dayton. Through the persistent efforts of Mr. Clark, our 
treasurer, small payments began to come to us early in the quadrennium. 
Finally, the entire account was turned into available cash. We owe to Mr. 
Clark a debt of gratitude for his efficiency and his persistence in this matter. 

The quadrennium has seen two major tasks undertaken. One of these has 
been the rebinding of old volumes of the Religious Telescope. The leather 
of old bindings becomes dry, hard, and brittle. The Executive Committee in 
session on September 22, 1942, ordered ‘that all volumes (of Telescopes) 
with loose leaves be rebound in canvas and cloth.” It was found that 
twenty-five volumes were in need of immediate attention. They were 
rebound by The Otterbein Press at a cost of $3.65 per volume. The total cost 
was $91.25. The work was done in a very satisfactory manner. Now the 
volumes are attractive in appearance and should remain in excellent condi- 
tion for many years to come. Additional volumes must be rebound soon. 
This work will be done as soon as it seems advisable to proceed with the 
project. 

The second major project undertaken was that of transcribing hand- 
written minutes of annual conferences. Work has been done on the minutes 
of the White River, the Muskingum, and the Scioto Conferences. Where the 
minutes are in the possession of the Society, they are being copied as they 
stand. We are not editing. Even the most obvious errors are left standing. 
These minutes furnish source materials for history that are of the highest 
value. We mean to preserve them for the historians of the future just as 
nee were written originally without at any point passing judgment upon 

em. 

Some of this work should be done each year. Records must be preserved 
in usable form. The Society is entrusted with great responsibility. We are 
the stewards for the entire denomination of materials of great value, some of 
which could not be duplicated if lost. It is important that we give a good 
account of our stewardship in the proper care of this valuable property of 
the church. 

Each year additional materials come into our possession. The most recent 
addition to our collection is Otterbein’s communion chalice which had been 
in the possession of the family of Reverend A. S. Hammack, of Dayton, 
Virginia. It is made of German silver, standing nine inches high and four 
inches across the top. It is one of the original cups brought by Otterbein to 
America in 1752. The Society now has two of these original cups. They are 
the treasured possession of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ. 

Such gifts are appreciated greatly. They have rich human interest. Even 
more important for historical purposes are the records of local churches and 
annual conferences. Recently we received three volumes of manuscript 
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minutes of the Wabash and Upper Wabash Conferences. These had been in 
the possession of Reverend W. E. Stanley of St. Joseph Conference and were 
given to us by Mrs. Alice E. Kuelling of Otterbein, Indiana. She reports a 
delay of several years in the transfer of these records caused by her inability 
to learn where to send materials for the Historical Society. 

One suspects that there are a number of persons like Mrs. Kuelling who 
are wondering how to dispose of such valuable records. Many of such 
materials will be consigned to the flames unless we are ahle to give people 
direction in this matter. The members of the General Conference can be 
of real service to the Society by being alert in pointing persons with histori- 
cal material in their possession to the library of the Society as a place of 
safe keeping. Earnestly I plead for your active cooperation in this task of 
seeking out records lost to the church and bringing them to the light where 
the entire church can use them. Let us strive to make United Brethren folks 
history conscious. Let us make known to our people that the possessions of 
the Society are housed in the Administration Building of The Bonebrake 
Theological Seminary. 

Before closing this report, I want to express my deep appreciation of the 
help of the members of the Executive Committee. All plans are formulated 
by the Committee. All funds are dispersed upon their order. These men 
deserve the credit for the progress which has been made. The members of 
the Board of Managers have heard our reports and approved the policies 
which we have pursued. Their thoughtful consideration of the work of the 
Society is appreciated. 

The membership of the Historical Society is now as wide as that of the 
United Brethren Church itself. In fact, the Society is the Church at work on 
one project, the gathering and preserving of all the materials of historic 
interest to the Church. Your direction of this work will be appreciated by 
those who attempt to carry out your orders.

“Provisions shall be made by the general boards and institutions whereby 
a retiring general official, who has served them ten or more years, shall 
receive a retirement allowance equal to one-fourth of his regular salary at 
the time of his retirement. This retirement allowance shall include the 
amount he receives from *the Church Service Annuity Fund of the Min- 
isterial Pension Plan of which, if he be eligible, he must be a member. In 
case a retiring general official has served for a period of less than ten years, 
his retirement allowance shall be determined proportionately on the above 
ratio. The widow of a general official shall receive an allowance equal to 
one-half the retirement allowance received by her husband, or to which he 
would be entitled, at the time of his death.”

The purpose of the Commission on Christian Social Action shall be to ex- 
plore the field of social relationships and provide the Church with accurate 
and more complete information therein, to promote and direct the activities 
of The Church of the United Brethren in Christ in moral reform and public 
welfare, and to encourage its ministry and laity to respond in active leader-

2. Pace 118, The Board of Christian Education, Section I, Constitution 
of the General Board, Article II—Board of Christian Education. Change 
the paragraph to read: 

The Board of Christian Education of the Church of the United Brethren 
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in Christ shall be composed of two ministers, and six laymen, two of whom 
shall be interested in children’s work, elected by the General Conference 
for terms of eight years. The members ex efficio of the board shall be the 
active bishops, the General Secretary of Christian Education, the general 
directors of the board, the general director of Christian education of each 
annual conference, the president of the General Otterbein Brotherhood, 
the president of the General Young People’s Union, the president of Bone- 
brake Theological Seminary, the editor of Sunday School Literature, the 
editor of the Watchword, the editor of the Religious Telescope, the pub- 
lishing agent of the Church, the president of the general Women’s Mis- 
sionary Association, and the presidents of our colleges.

Committee on Curriculum. There shall be a Committee on Curriculum, 
three of whom shall be the General Secretary, the editor of Sunday School 
Literature and the Publishing Agent. This committee shall study the whole 
field of Christian education, examine all courses of study proposed for Sun- 
day schools, Christian Endeavor societies, vacation church schools, and 
other educational agencies of the local church, and superintend the prepara- 
tion of any new courses that may be deemed necessary. It shall sustain an 
advisory relationship to our colleges and theological seminary in matters 
pertaining to curriculum. This committee shall cooperate with the commit- 
tees or representatives of the Publishing House which are working in the 
curricular field of Christian education. 

Committee on Brotherhood and Adult Work. There shall be a Committee 
on Brotherhood and Adult Work. This committee shall survey the status of 
Christian education for adults. in the denomination and counsel with the 
General Secretary of Christian education and Director of Adult Work as 
to ways and means of extending and improving Christian education for 
adults in the United Brethren Church. 

Committee on Young People’s Work. There shall be a Committee on 
Young People’s Work which shall survey the status of Christian education 
for young people in the denomination, and counsel with the General Sec- 
retary of Christian Education and the Director of Young People’s Work as 
to ways and means of extending and improving the program of Christian 
education for young people throughout the United Brethren Church. The 
General Secretary of the Otterbein Guild shall be a member of this com- 
mittee. 

Committee on Children’s Work. There shall be a Committee on Children’s 
Work which shall include representatives of the general Women’s Mission- 
ary Association. This committee shall survey the status of Christian educa- 
tion for children in the denomination, and counsel with the General Secre- 
tary of Christian Education and the Director of Children’s Work as to ways 
and means of extending and improving Christian education among children 
throughout the United Brethren Church. It shall promote missionary educa- 
tion among the children of the denomination. : 

Committee on Leadership Education. There shall be a Committee on 
Leadership Education to study ways and means of strengthening the leader- 
ship education program of the United Brethren Church, including standard 
schools and classes, informal classes, officers’ and teachers’ meetings, work- 
ers’ conferences and the like. This committee shall counsel with the General

Secretary of Christian Education and members of his staff regarding the 
improvement of leadership education in its several phases. 

Committee on Ministerial Standards and Supply. There shall be a com- 
mittee on Ministerial Standards and Supply which shall study the matter 
of ministerial supply for the United Brethren Church, covering a period of 
years, and seek methods by which the churches, annual conferences, col- 
leges, and the seminary may provide an adequate supply of consecrated 
and well-prepared ministers for the denomination. This committee shall 
study the matter of ministerial standards as to the character, religious ex- 
perience and scholastic preparation and activities expected of persons en- 
tering the ministry of the United Brethren Church, and make recommenda- 
tions to the general Board of Christian Education concerning the same. 

Committee on Colleges and Seminary. There shall be a Committee on 
Colleges and Seminary, the membership of which shall include the General 
Secretary of Christian Education, the Director of Young People’s Work, 
and one representative from each of our colleges and the seminary. This 
committee shall consider all matters pertaining to the institutions of higher 
education which come under the supervision of the general Board of Chris- 
tian Education, according to the provisions of our discipline. 

Committee on Investments. There shall be a Committee on Investments, 
two of whom shall be the General Secretary of Christian Education and 
the general Church Treasurer. This committee shall invest funds of the 
Board of Christian Education received for the purpose of investment, and 
shall keep the investments of the board under surveillance. This committee 
ara ake as occasion may require to the executive committee of the 

oard. 

The general Board of Christian Education may appoint other committees 
as needs demand. ° 

The committees of the general Board of Christian Education shall meet 
at the time and place of the regular meeting of the board. Special meetings 
may be called with the approval of the board or its executive committee. 
Each committee may name a small local group of its members to advise 
with the director, with whom the committee serves, between sessions of 
the board. 

The General Secretary of Christian Education shall be an ex officio mem- 
ber of all committees and each general director shall be an ex officio mem- 
ber of the committee which deals with matters relative to his specific work. 

5. Pace 130, Section 11, Local Board of Christian Education, Organization, 
Item 1. Add the Sunday school secretary and treasurer to the membership 
of the board.

The board of Christian education of the local church shall consist of the 
pastor; the general director of Christian education and other directors of 
the Board; the superintendent, secretary and treasurer of the Sunday school; 
the class leader; the presidents of the adult and young people’s Christian 
Endeavor societies; the superintendent of each intermediate and junior 
Christian Endeavor society; the presidents of the Women’s Missionary so- 
ciety, the Otterbein Guild chapter and the Otterbein Brotherhood. The of- 
ficial board may elect two additional members from the general member- 
ship of the church. The general director of Christian education shall be the 
chairman of this board. In churches where it is desired the official board 
may serve as the board of Christian education. 

6. Pace 130, Section III, Irem 1, Local Board of Christian Education. Add 
the following paragraph after the first paragraph of Item 1: 


Executive Commiitee 


The board of Christian education may authorize an executive committee, 
with administrative power, consisting of the pastor, the general director 
of Christian education and the other directors of the board, the superintend- 
ent, secretary and treasurer of the Sunday school, and three others whom 
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the board may appoint when it is deemed advisable. The executive com- 
mittee shall carry forward the work of the board in the interim of the 
board meetings and shall submit its proceedings to the board for approval. 
Wherever it is deemed feasible by the official board, this executive com- 
mittee may be designated the executive committee of the Sunday school. 
The executive committee of the board of Christian education shall each 
year plan a total year’s program for the promotion of the United Brethren 
Church Standard. It shall encourage and promote the work of the age- 
group councils and of the Sunday school. It shall organize where possible 
Christian Endeavor societies, an Otterbein Brotherhood, a Women’s Mis- 
sionary society, an Otterbein Guild chapter, or other similar organizations. 
Where the foregoing organizations do not exist, the executive committee 
shall seek other ways to promote the total program of the church as out- 
lined on the Church Standard. 

7. Pace 130, Section III, Local Board of Christian Education, Organiza- 
tion, Item 1, paragraph 2. Add the following sentence: “The age-group 
directors may be designated the divisional superintendents of the Sunday 
school.” In line 9 begin a new sentence with: “The Board of Christian 
Education.” Also in line 10 following the word the add official. The para- 
graph will then read: 

The board of Christian education shall elect a director of adult work, a 
director of young people’s work, a director of children’s work, and a director 
of leadership education, and such other directors as the official board may 
authorize. The age-group directors may be designated the divisional su- 
perintendents of the Sunday school. The general director of Christian 
education, who may be the pastor, shall be elected by the official board. 
The directors shall be ex officio members of the board of Christian edu- 
cation. The board of Christian education shall be a committee working 
under the direction of the official board and responsible to it for all its 
activities. { 

8. Pace 130, Section 111, Local Board of Christian Education, Organiza- 
tion, Item 1, paragraph 3, iine 3. Following the words Christian Education 
add the words, the Sunday school superintendent. The paragraph will then 
read: 

The director of children’s work shall be elected by the board of Christian 
education upon the nomination of a committee composed of the pastor, the 
director of Christian education, the Sunday school superintendent, and the 
president of the Women’s Missionary society. The director of children’s 
work should be an active member of the missionary society or of the 
Otterbein Guild chapter where possible. 

9. Pace 130, Section 111, Local Board of Christian Education. Following 
the fourth paragraph add a fifth paragraph entitled, “Alternate Plan”. 


Alternate Plan 


Another plan is, the official board may serve as the Board of Christian 
education. When thus serving it shall elect a director of Christian education 
who may be the pastor, and the directors of children’s work, young people’s 
work, and adult work. The age-group directors may be selected from the 
teachers and departmental superintendents of the Sunday school. The 
pastor, the directors, and the superintendent, secretary, and treasurer of 
the Sunday school shall be the executive committee on Christian education. 
If it is deemed advisable three additional members may be appointed by 
the board. 

This committee shall direct and promote the work of Christian education 
in the Sunday school and in all other educational agencies of the local 
church. It shall see that age-group councils are created according to the 
plan prescribed for small churches as outlined in this Discipline. It shall 
guide these councils in their work and shall bring them together for in- 
spiration and promotion as often as necessary. Where advisable the three 
age-group councils may work as one council. 

This executive committee, with the age-group councils, shall seek to 
promote a balanced program of Christian education emphasizing all items 
in the United Brethren Church Standard. (See page 574.) It shall en- 
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the organization of such educational agencies as the Women’s 
Misclonary, ghee See Christian Endeavor society and Otterbein Brotherhood 
whenever it is possible. : sod 
10. Pace 131, SecTion m1. The Work Classified. Change to the following 
and number it Item 4. 
Age-Group Councils 
There shall be three age-group councils working under the direction of 
the board of Christian education. 


The Adult Council 


The adult council shall correlate and promote the program of the adult 
section of the church. The council shall provide a unified program of Chris- 
tian education consisting of evangelism, stewardship, missions, worship, 
fellowship and service. (See Church Standard, page 290.) It shall meet at 
least quarterly to provide such a program. pees 

Plan I. In a church where there are no adult organizations such as a 
Christian Endeavor society, a Women’s Missionary society, or an Otterbein 
Brotherhood, the adult director, elected by the board of Christian education 
shall hold an annual meeting of all the adults of the church and of the 
Sunday school for the purpose of electing officers of the adult council who 
shall be the vice-chairman, secretary and treasurer. This meeting shall be 
held at least one month prior to the meeting of the annual conference. The 
members ex officio of the council shall be the adult director, chairman; the 
pastor; the Sunday school superintendent; and the teachers in the adult 
division of the Sunday school. Persons or committees shall be appointed 
to promote worship, evangelism, stewardship, missions, service and fel- 
lowship. 

Plan II. For churches with several adult organizations, the members of 
the adult council shall be the following: the adult director, who shall be the 
chairman; the pastor; the general superintendent of the Sunday school; the 
superintendent of the adult division in the Sunday school; the teacher and 
one representative from each adult Sunday school class; the presidents of 
the Otterbein Brotherhood, Women’s Missionary society, Women’s Aid 
society and of all other adult organizations of the church. 


The Young People’s Council 


The Young People’s Council shall correlate and promote the program 
of the youth section of the church (ages 12-24 inclusive). The council shall 
provide a unified program of Christian education which shall include evan- 
gelism, stewardship, missions, worship, fellowship and service. (See 
Church Standard.) It shall meet as often as necessary to provide such a 
program. 

Plan I. In a church where there is no youth organization such as a 
Christian Endeavor society or an Otterbein Guild chapter, the young peo- 
ple’s director shall call an annual meeting of the young people who are 
members of the church or of the Sunday school at least one month prior 
to the meeting of the annual conference. The purpose of the meeting shall 
be to elect officers for the Youth Council who shall be a president, vice- 
president, secretary and treasurer, all of whom shall be members of the 
local church, ages 12 to 24 inclusive. Members ex officio of the council shall 
be the pastor, the teachers in the young people’s division of the Sunday 
school, the young people’s director, and the chairman of all committees. 
The council shall appoint the following committees: Committee on Worship 
and Spiritual Life, Committee on Evangelism and Stewardship, Committee 
on Missions and Service, and Committee on Recreation and Fellowship. 
The president of the council shall preside at all meetings. The young peo- 
ple’s director shall be the adult advisor of the council. 

Plan II. In a church with several youth organizations the members of the 
council shall be the following: the young people’s director, chairman; the 
pastor; the teachers, departmental superintendents, and divisional super- 
intendent of the young people’s division of the Sunday school; a represent- 
ative from each young people’s class elected by the class; the presidents 
of the intermediate, senior, and young people’s societies and their super- 
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intendents; the president and counselor of the Otterbein Guild and of the 
Friendship Circle; the adult advisor and youth representative from any 
other organization in the youth section of the church. 


The Children’s Worker's Council 


The Children’s Workers’ Council shall correlate and promote the program 
of the children’s section of the church, ages birth to 12 years. The mem- 
bers of the council shall be as follows: the director of children’s work, who 
shall be chairman; the pastor; the teachers, the departmental and the divi- 
sional superintendent of the children’s division of the Sunday school; the 
superintendent of the Junior Christian Endeavor society and the head of 
any other children’s organization of the church. This council shall unify 
the activities of the various children’s agencies of the church and provide 
a program of Christian education, including missions, stewardship, worship, 
fellowship and service. (See Church Standard, page 290.) The council 
shall meet at least once each quarter to provide such a program. 

11. Pace 133. Omit paragraph 9 and substitute the following: 

Workers’ Conferences shall be held during the year as needed. The work- 
ers’ conference shall be the three age-group councils meeting jointly. The 
director of Christian education shall preside at such meetings. 

12. Pace 134, SecTron Iv, Constitution for a Sunday school, Item 2. Sub- 
stitute the following: 

There shall be a Sunday school council consisting of the pastor, who shall 
be the chairman, the general director of Christian education, the directors 
of adult, young people’s and children’s work, the officers and teachers of the 
Sunday school, and the president, secretary, and treasurer of all organized 
classes in the young people’s and adult departments. This council shall 
foster the general interests of the Sunday school, and shall decide all mat- 
ters of policy. The Sunday school council shall cooperate with the age- 
group councils in all matters pertaining to the work of the Sunday school. 

13. Pace 134, Section Iv, Constitution for a Sunday School, paragraph 
3. Change executive council to Sunday school council. 

14. Pace 135, Constitution for a Sunday School. Add ARTICLE vad—Execu- 
tive Committee. 

The Sunday school council may appoint an executive committee consisting 
of the pastor; the director of Christian education and other directors of the 
board of Christian education; the superintendent, secretary, and treasurer 
of the Sunday school; and three other persons when it is deemed advis- 
able. This makes the executive committee, identical with the executive 
committee on Christian education. (See page 124.) 

15. Pace 135, after ArTICLE V, add the following article and change the 
next numbering: 

Article VI—Grading 


Where it is possible, the Sunday school shall be properly graded into age- 
group divisions and departments. The following plan is recommended: 

Children’s Division: 

Nursery Department—years 1, 2 and 3 (including the Cradle Roll.) 
Beginners (Kindergarten) Department—years 4 and 5. 

Primary Department—years 6, 7 and 8 (grades 1, 2 and 3.) 

Junior Department—years 9, 10 and 11 (grades 4, 5 and 6.) 

Young People’s Division: 

Intermediate Department—years 12, 13 and 14 (grades 7, 8 and 9.) 
Senior Department—years 15, 16 and 17 (grades 10, 11 and 12.) 
Young People’s Department—years 18-24 (post high school and college.) 

Adult Division: all above 24 years. 

16. Pacr 136, ARTICLE Iv, SECTION 1. Change to read as follows: 

The officers shall be a president, a vice-president, a secretary, and five 
district vice-presidents, one from each bishop’s district, all of whom shall 
be laymen and members of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ. 
The officers shall be elected by ballot in the quadrennial meeting of the 
Otterbein Brotherhood. The general Church Treasurer shall be treasurer 
ex officio of the Otterbein Brotherhood. ; 

Pace 136, ArTICLE V, Section 1, in line 2, following the word “secretary”

paragraph then will read: “The Executive Committee shall consist of the 
president, the vice presidents, the secretary, the general church treasurer, 
one bishop (elected by the board of bishops), the general secretary of 
Christian education, and the general director of Brotherhood and adult 
work. The members of the Executive Committee shall be members ex 
officio of the quadrennial meeting of the General Brotherhood. 


17. Pace 154, Articte IX, Missionary Training. Change heading of article 
to Missionary Education. After the word activities in the second line add 
the words together with the other children’s organizations of the local 
church. Before the word direct in the first line of the second paragraph 
add the words by the local Women’s Missionary society. Eliminate the word 
direct.

Article IX—Missionary Education 


The Junior Christian Endeavor society in its missionary activities, to- 
gether with the other children’s organizations of the local church, shall 
cooperate with the Women’s Missionary society, which in turn may assist the 
junior superintendent in cultivating a missionary interest among the jun- 
lors by suggesting missionary literature and information. If the denomin- 
ational missionary projects for children (see page 196) are carried out in 
the Junior society, the Glad Chest offering which is a part of these projects 
is to be turned over to the treasurer of the Women’s Missionary society who 
will send it to the branch treasurer of the Women’s Missionary Association. 
She will forward it to the general Women’s Missionary Association at Day- 
ton, Ohio.

The following recommended changes are submitted by the Ministerial 
Pension Committee: 


SECTION I 


MEMBERSHIP 


1. Membership in the Pension and Annuity Plan shall be limited to reg- 
ularly ordained ministers and missionaries and evangelists who are giving 
full time service to either their annual conferences or the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ. The Plan requires that all ministers who are 
ordained after January 1, 1941 shall join the Plan and maintain their mem- 
bership in good standing in the Pension and Annuity Plan in order to be 
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eligible for employment in the church and participation in the pension 
benefits. The same applies to ordained ministers of other communions who 
may unite with us. After July 1, 1946, ministers who were ordained before 
January 1, 1941 and who are not in the Plan are no longer eligible to join. 


Delete paragraphs 2, 3, and 4, and substitute the following: 


2. No one who is eligible to join as a contributory member and who neg- 
lects to do so can receive the benefits of the Pension and Annuity Plan, either 
as a disability, or superannuation annuitant. 

3. Applications for membership shall be filed with the office of the Min- 
isterial Pension and Annuity Bureau, and must give the date of birth of the 
applicant, complete record of ordained service in the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ, together with such other information as may be requir- 
ed. A certificate of membership shall be issued to each applicant who meets 
the requirements of membership and fulfils the premium payments for 
such membership. 


SECTION II 


MANAGEMENT 


1. The management of the Pension and Annuity Plan shall be vested in 
the Board of Administration which shall have power, from time to time, 
to adopt such rules and regulations as may be necessary for the most 
efficient administration of the Pension and Annuity Plan. 


2. The Board of Administration shall elect quadrennially a Ministerial 
Pension Committee composed of nine members as follows: four from the 
East district, two from the Central district, two from the Northwest district, 
and one from the Southwest district. This Committee shall have charge of 
all the details of the pension administration and make a report annually 
to the Board of Administration of the status of the Pension and Annuity 
Plan. Under the direction of the Board of Administration, this Committee 
shall have charge of the investment of the funds of the Pension and Annuity 
Plan, subject, however, to the restriction that these funds may be invested 
only in such securities as are legal for the investment of bank funds of na- 
tional banks under the control of the Federal Reserve System of the United 
States of America, and such other high grade securities as the Committee 
may deem advisable. 


3. The Ministerial Pension Committee shall elect a secretary, a bookkeep- 
er, and any other help necessary from time to time, fixing their salaries 
and other stipulations, which persons shall have charge of the work of the 
office, and be subject to the rules and regulations of the Plan under the di- 
rection of the Ministerial Pension Committee. 


4. The Ministerial Pension Committee shall have full authority to in- 
terpret the provisions of the Pension Plan, and to settle all questions of 
doubt as to the eligibility of any individual for membership in the Pension 
and Annuity Plan, and report their decisions to the Board of Administration 
at its regular annual sessions. 


PaGE 217, Section IV, Superannuation Annuities, Paragraph 2. 
In line 4 delete the word “active” and substitute the word “ordained.” 


In line 10, before the word “service” insert the word “ordained.” The para- 
graph then will read: 


“The method of computing the amount of the super-annuation annuities 
shall be as follows: A non-contributory member sixty-eight years of age 
or older, who has been in ordained service in the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ at least thirty years, and who has been regularly retired 
by his annual conference, shall receive from the church service annuity fund 
an annuity of $400 or his prorata share thereof. A non-contributory member 
sixty-eight years of age or older who has had less than thirty years of 
ordained service in the Church of the United Brethren in Christ e 


PacE 218. 
Delete paragraph 4 and substitute the following: 


“4. In computing the amount to which a pensioner is entitled full creadit 
shall be given for any extra-pastoral ordained service in the annual con- 


? 
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ferences, in the general work of the Church and in all institutions and 
agencies operating under the direct control of and in full cooperation with 
the annual conferences and the Church. The Church, or any department of 
the Church, that pays a definite pension to any regularly retired general 
conference official of the denomination, may not employ such a person for 
full time service at a regular salary without invalidating his pension pay- 
ments. This same principle applies to all other pensioners of the Fund.” 


Paces 219, LIne 1. 
Before the word “service” insert the word “ordained.” 


PaGE 220, SECTION VI. 


After paragraph 4, insert the following as paragraphs 5 and 6, and change 
the present paragraph 5, to paragraph 7: 

“5. In the case of a husband and wife who are both ordained elders in the 
church and each is an active itinerant minister giving full time service on 
separate charges, and if both are members of the Pension Plan in good 
standing, each is entitled separately to the pension allowance for a superan- 
nuation or disability annuitant upon his or her regular retirement or dis- 
ability. However, under our present Pension Plan with its stipulated premi- 
um payments and benefits, no member is enabled to earn more than a 
single pension, and, therefore, in case of the death of either, the surviving 
spouse is entitled only to his or her own pension allowance upon retirement, 
plus any benefits from the contributory members’ fund created by the de- 
ceased through regular premium payments. 


“6. In the case of a surviving husband who is a member of the Fund, and 
whose deceased wife was a member of the Pension Plan, upon the death of 
his superannuated or disability annuitant wife, he does not become a pen- 
sioner of the Church in the same sense as that of a surviving widow, and, 
therefore is not entitled to any pension allowance accruing from his de- 
ceased wife’s membership. It is understood, however, that if his deceased 
wife was a contributory member of the Pension Plan and had created an 
equity for herself by her premium payments, he may share in the benefits 
of that equity according to the provisions of the Plan. The same ruling ap- 
plies to the question of any minor children. They would share only in such 
benefits as the contributory members’ fund provides.” 


PacE 222, SECTION VII. 

In paragraph 3, line 2, delete the word “treasurer” and insert the word 
“secretary.” 

Add the following at the close of paragraph 4: 

“Interest at six per cent (6%) will be charged when premiums are not 
paid within sixty days after they become due. If no premium payments are 
made for a period of one year, the account becomes delinquent and mem- 
bership in the Plan is cancelled.”

“The conference superintendent shall be responsible for the annual re- 
organization of the Conference Rural Church Commission and shall report 
the same to the Board of Home Missions and Church Erection as soon after 
the annual conference as possible.” 


PaGE 291, PARAGRAPH 9. : 
Under the section entitled, “To Rural Churches” delete the entire para- 
graph numbered 9. 


PaGE 292, CHAPTER XXXII. 

Add a paragraph which would be No. 8, to read as follows: 

“Make a job or opportunity survey of your parish and present to the 
youth of your church or churches the challenge and opportunity of earning 
a livelihood, of finding a satisfaction in living, and of serving Christ and 
the church in the home community.”

(1) Children of United Brethren parents, who has been consecrated or 
dedicated to the Lord, shall upon request of parents (or one parent or 
guardian) be enrolled on the Children’s Membership Record. Such a roll 
shall be kept as a section of the regular church membership record. 

(2) When a child has personally accepted Jesus Christ as Savior, and has 
publicly taken the vows of church membership, he shall have his name 
transferred to the regular church membership roll. 

(3) In case the child’s name has not been thus transferred before he be- 
comes fifteen years of age, it may be removed from the Children’s Roll by 
action of the official board. 


Formula For Consecration of Children 


We recommend that the Board of Bishops be instructed to prepare a 
ritual for a service of consecration or dedication of children in harmony 
with the provision of the foregoing item (1) under “Children’s Roll.” That 
this form be placed in the Discipline as a part of Section IV, Chapter 
XXVIII, under “Formulas and Forms.” 


Recognition of Retiring Elders 


_We recommend that the Board of Bishops be instructed to prepare a 
ritual to be used in recognition of the services rendered by retiring elders. 


Changes in the Apostles’ Creed 
Pace 264 of the Discipline : 
“I believe in the Holy Ghost; the Holy Catholic Church; the communion of 


saints; the forgiveness of sins; the resurrection of the body, and the life ever- 
lasting. Amen.” 


PacE 116 of Discipline, under caption of Executive Secretary, in paragraph 
2, line 3, after the word “promote” insert “evangelism and.” The sentence 
will then read, “He shall promote evangelism and Christian stewardship. . . 

Pace 115 of Discipline, Irzem 1, add to line 6 the following: “The Board 


of Bishops, including the Bishops Emeritus and the Executive Secretary, 
shall constitute the Commission on Evangelism.” 
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Pace 30, CHAPTER V, SEcTION II in line 11, following the word “school” 
there shall be added “divisional superintendents.” It will then read: 

“The business of each local church shall be delegated to an official board, 
except as otherwise provided for in the Discipline.

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 


Our Mission or Co-operative Christian Fellowship embraces the territory 
originally occupied by the United Brethren Mission in La Union Province 
and portions of adjacent Mountain Province, Philippine Islands; and is 
represented by the Northern Luzon Conference of the United Evangelical 
Church of the Philippines with which indigenous movement the Philippine 
Foreign Mission Conference was legally united by action of the General 
Conference which convened at Lancaster, Pennsylvania May, 1929. 


PuERTO Rico 


Our Mission or Co-operative Christian Fellowship embraces the territory 
occupied by the United Brethren Mission in Ponce District, Puerto Rico, and 
is now represented by the General Assembly of the Evangelical Church of 
Puerto Rico, with which insular movement the Puerto Rican Foreign Mis- 
sion Conference was legally united by action of the General Conference 
which convened at Akron, Ohio, May, 1933. 


JAPAN 


Our Mission or Co-operative Christian Fellowship embraces the territory 
originally occupied by the United Brethren Mission in the central portion 
of Japan and now functions through the Church of Christ in Japan with 
which indigenous movement the Japan Foreign Mission Conference was 
united, said action being approved by the General Conference which con- 
vened at Westerville, Ohio, May, 1945.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SPIRITUAL AIMS, 
PROMOTIONAL AGENCIES, BUDGET AND SALARIES 


(The original report has been revised to embody all changes authorized 
by the General Conference.) 


PART I. SPIRITUAL AIMS 


Spiritual Emphasis During the Next Four Years 


Experience has proven that spiritual aims and objectives have been 
helpful in unifying our work. In accordance with the custom of previous 
quadrenniums, and with a view to harmony and continuity in the event of 
proposed church union, the following is recommended: 

General Theme for the Quadrennium: “Christ Calls the Church to Action.” 

Scripture Text: John 20:21—“As my Father hath sent me, even so send I 
you.” 

Theme Hymn: “Jesus Calls Us.” 

Aim: To meet and serve the need of our day in the name of Christ. 


General Objectives: 

1. A revitalization of the church through a deeper Christian experience on 
the part of every member. 

2. Special emphasis in evangelism and increase in Kingdom forces by the 
addition of at least 80,000 members by confession of faith. 

3. An earnest effort be made to conserve United Brethren people living 
in the community who hold membership elsewhere. 

4. ip rediscovery of the essential elements and values of the Christian 

ome. 

5. An enlistment of Christian stewards in dedication of life, time, talents 
and possessions. 

6. A rehabilitation and expansion of our missionary enterprise. 

7. A program of sympathy and assistance for war-suffering peoples. 


I. Special Emphasis for Each Year of the Quadrennium 


Following the custom of previous quadrenniums, we recommend the 
continuance of an annual emphasis. It is intended that these annual 
emphases shall augment the theme for the quadrennium and shall be 
primarily for educational and inspirational purposes. The unity of the 
denominational theme and emphases will be maintained as respective 
conferences and local churches support and interpret the yearly emphasis. 
1. First Year’s Emphasis—1945-1946. 


Theme: “Christ Calls the Church to Effective Training for Christian 
Evangelism,” 


Scripture Text: Romans 12:2—“Be ye transformed by the renewing of 
your mind.” 
Aim: To rediscover and revalue the place of every teaching institution of 
the church as the inescapable essential for Christian evangelism. 
Objectives: 4 
(1) To cultivate a greater appreciation of the church college in Christian 
experience by: 
(a) Enlisting a larger number of our own young people in our United 
Brethren colleges. 
(b) Paying in full the quotas of the respective college campaigns. 
(2) To enlist every organization of the local church for evangelism by: 
(a) Continued emphasis on “The Mission to Teachers.” 
(b) Providing a local church evangelistic committee. 
(c) Instruction classes for guidance in soul winning. 
(d) Giving frequent opportunity for public confession of faith. 
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(3) To impress parents in the church that there can be no substitute for 
the home and that no one can take the place of mother and father as 
Christian teachers by: 

(a) Enrolling 50,000 families for family devotions. 
(b) Cultivating regular attendance of the family in Sunday school 
and public worship. 


. Second Year’s Emphasis—1946-1947. 

Theme: “Christ Calls the Church to Victorious Stewardship.” 

Scripture Text: Matthew 16:24—“If any man will come after me, let him 
deny himself and take up his cross and follow me.” 

Aim: To know through teaching and by experience that life, time, talents 
and possessions have abiding values only as they are put at the disposal 
of the Kingdom. 

Objectives: 

(1) To challenge the young men and the young women of our church to a 
complete commitment to Christ and the church to meet the pressing 
need for Christian leadership. 

(2) To release the vast unused power of the church by rallying the 
inactive members. 

(3) To lead our people to appreciate the fact that the present level of 
giving is neither commensurate with our ability nor adequate to meet 
the heart-rending needs if the Great Physician is to heal the world’s 
wounds by: 

(a) Enlisting the entire membership of the church in the financial 
support of both local and benevolent causes. 

(b) Organizing a tithing fellowship in the local church with a total 
membership of 100,000. 

(c) Aiming to contribute as much for kingdom advance as the church 
spends on itself. 


. Third Year’s Emphasis—1947-1948. 
Theme: “Christ Calls the Church to Victorious World Fellowship.” 
Scripture Text: Acts 1:8—“Ye shall be witnesses unto me...” 
Aim: To quicken the spirit of missions and to discover the joy of bringing 
people to Christ at home and abroad. 
Objectives: 
(1) To challenge the church as the community of Christ to apply the 
Christian teaching to all areas of social, economic and political life. 
(2) To render a definite ministry in bringing courage and comfort to the 
sorrowing and suffering peoples of the world. 
(3) To create within the church a deepened sense of missionary responsi- 
bility at home and abroad by: 
(a) Recruiting 32 new Foreign Missionaries and 25 new Home 
missionaries. 
(b) Raising of $500,000 for rehabilitation and expansion of our 
missionary enterprise. 


. Fourth Year’s Emphasis—1948-1949. 

Theme: “Christ Calls the Church to Victorious Sacrifice and Service.” 

Scripture Text: Matthew 16:25—‘“Whosoever shall lose his life for my 
sake shall find it.” 

Aim: To realize that self-giving results in greater usefulness to Christ and 
the Church. 


Objectives: 

(1) To reappraise the contributions of the church to the spiritual and 
material needs. : 

(2) To stimulate within the church the spirit of reconsecration for: 
(a) The completion of our present objectives. 
(b) Preparation for future opportunities. 
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II. Methods and Helps 

1. Four-Year Manual. As a means of promoting and giving emphasis to 
the quadrennial program a manual shall be prepared by the Board of 
Administration. This manual shall contain the spiritual aims and 
objectives and the program of activities for the quadrennium. As a 
means of making the manual helpful to pastors and church officials, it is 
suggested that use be made of pictures, charts, or other material to 
illustrate the themes and objectives. 


2. Yearly Manuals. 


(1) A combined study book and manual, similar to those used in recent 
quadrenniums and built around the respective themes, shall be 
prepared annually. In addition to subject matter suitable for study 
course credit, the manual shall contain the annual program of 
activities, and objectives, and promotional material, including 
pictures, graphs, etc., related to the theme for the year. 

(2) These books shall be prepared and made available by the first of 
June for use in summer camps. 

(3) These four books shall be prepared by a central editorial committee 
under the direction of the Board of Administration. This central 
editorial committee shall be composed of the following: the Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the Board of Administration, the General 
Secretary of Christian Education, the General Secretary of Home 
Missions, the General Secretary of Foreign Missions, and the 
Editors of our church literature. 

(4) A preface for each annual book, setting forth the specific “Aim” for 
the year, shall be prepared by the Board of Bishops. 


3. Program Guides. So that the local church may plan its work effectively, 
the Board of Christian Education shall provide program guides for the 
adult, young people and children age-groups. 


4. Church Literature. Since the most effective contact the church has with 
its people is through its church literature, it is recommended that 
ample space be given in the Religious Telescope, Watchword, Evangel, 
Worship Pathways, and Sunday School Literature to promote the 
quadrennial and annual themes and programs of activities, and that 
frequent reports of progress and achievements shall be published to 
further inform our people. 


5. Church-Wide Participation. The largest success in the emphasis of 
our denominational theme and the promotion of our program of activi- 
ties for the quadrennium is dependent upon cooperation of every 
department and organization of the general church, the annual con- 
ference, and the local church functioning within the framework of the 
denominational program. 


III. Church Standard 


The “Church “Standard” as set forth below shall be continued for the 
ensuing quadrennuim.

*1, Home Worship. An adequate enlistment of members in private devo- 
tions and family worship.

Observance of Holy Communion at least once a 
quarter. 


*4. Training in Worship. Opportunity for individual expression through 
prayer meeting, Christian Endeavor, Sunday school, etc. 
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Il. EVANGELISM 


5. Soul Winning. Special periods for evangelistic efforts, with provision 

for continued emphasis throughout the year. 
6. Personal Evangelism. Individuals and groups presenting Christ through 
personal evangelism. 
4 7. Decision Day. An occasion for public confession of Christ as personal 
avior. 

*8. Preparation for Church Membership. Catechetical instruction for chil- 
dren, and classes for youth and adults leading to Christian decision and 
preparation for church membership. 

9. Accessions to Church. Members received annually on confession of faith. 


Ill. TRAINING 


10. Reading. Officials, teachers and other leaders regularly reading one or 
more: “The Religious Telescope,” “The Watchword,” “The Evangel,” and 
“The Otterbein Teacher,” with one Telescope subscription for every ten 
members of the church. 

*11. Leadership Education. Recruiting local leaders and providing a class 
in the local church or community. 

12. Children’s Through-the-Week Instruction. A Vacation Church School, 
cooperating with week-day school of religion, or a similar project. 

13. Higher Education. Cooperation with the college of the area in enlist- 
ing students, observing Education Day, and sending a list of prospective 
students to the college president. 

*14, Recruiting Leaders. Seeking to enlist Life Work Recruits who are 
willing to conform to our denominational standards for the ministry, and 
directing them to our denominational colleges and Bonebrake Seminary. 

15. Special Days. Observance of special days as outlined in the Discipline 
(see page 301), using them chiefly as inspirational and educational occasions. 

reo Group Meetings. Attendance at district rallies, institutes, conventions, 
etc. 

17. Summer Assembly. One or more delegates sent to a summer assembly 
sponsored by the annual conference or area. 

18. Sunday-school Attendance. Either increase in the year’s average 
attendance, or an average attendance of at least 75% of the enrollment. 


IV. STEWARDSHIP 


19. Personal Commitment. Emphasis upon personal fellowship with God 
in daily meditation and prayer; the dedication of one’s life to noble ideals 
and clean habits; the commitment of time and talents to Christian service; 
and the dedication of at least one-tenth of one’s income to Kingdom 
enterprises. 

*20. Stewardship Education. Distribution of stewardship literature from 
general boards or annual conference, and one or more of the following: 
study course; four sermons; or four programs in Sunday school. 

21. Stewardship Day. Observance of Stewardship Day and enrollment of 
tithers, preferably at the close of the Stewardship study period. 

22. Giving. At least 75 per cent of members giving regularly to the local 
and benevolence budgets. 


V. MISSIONS 


*93. Mission Study. Distribution of missionary literature from general 
boards, and one or more of the following: study course; four sermons; or 
four programs in the Sunday school. 

24. Sunday-school Programs. A missionary program in the Sunday school 
regularly, as the Discipline may provide (see Article VII, page 143), with 
an offering for benevolences unless the Sunday school supports benevolence 
budget some other way. 2 

25. Missionary Education for Children. Missionary education should be 
provided for all the children of the Sunday school and the Junior Christian 
Endeavor. Twice a year a special study should be made and an offering 
received for missionary projects as directed by the Women’s Missionary 
society.

26. Missionary Conventions. At least one representative sent to the 
W. M. A. Branch Meeting and District Institutes. 

*27, Men and Missions. Men of the church cooperating in missionary 
study and service, as suggested by general and conference boards and de- 
partments, with special effort to enlist boys and young men in missionary 
endeavor. 

VI. SERVICE 


28. Community Service. Supporting such a project as Boy or Girl Scouts, 
supervised playground, recreation league, assistance to underprivileged or 
unfortunate. 

29. Orphanage and Home. Offering for the United Brethren Orphanage 
and Home of the area. 

30. Social Education. At least one program in the interest of peace, 
temperance, crime prevention, home improvement, or citizenship, etc. 


VII. FELLOWSHIP 


*31. Parent-Child Relationships. Father-Son and Mother-Daughter pro- 
grams, or course in parent education. 

32. Social Program. At least one recreational event during the year for 
the whole church and Sunday school. 

33. Group Socials. At least two social programs for each age group— 
children, young people, and adults. 


VIII. ADMINISTRATION 


34. Official Board. Monthly meetings on stations, and at least quarterly 
on circuits. (See duties of Official Board, Section II, page 30, of Discipline.) 

35. Every-Member Enlistment. Such enlistment (or canvass) conducted 
with follow-up throughout the year. 

36. Full Budget. Payment of pastor’s salary and benevolence budget in 
full. (See page 297, of the Discipline.) 

37. Christian Education. A Board of Christian Education actively planning 
and working a program in keeping with disciplinary requirements under the 
ei sey of the Official Board. (See paragraph 2, page 135, of the Disci- 
pline. 

38. Organization. A minimum of five active major agencies: (1) Sunday 
school; (2) Women’s Missionary Society and Otterbein Guild; (3) Christian 
Endeavor Societies; (4) Women’s Aid Society; (5) Otterbein Brotherhood. 
(In small churches the work usually carried by these agencies may be done 
through other plans without these specific organizations.) 

39. Individual Initiative. Keep persons at the heart. of all church organi- 
zations, and activities, and develop individual initiative and leadership by 
a wide distribution of the offices and responsibilities of the local church. 

40. Denominational Emphases. Planning and conducting the yearly 
program as outlined by the General Conference and General Boards. 

41. Reports. All reports as called for by pastor, annual conference, de- 
nominational officials submitted promptly.

PART II. THE DENOMINATIONAL BUDGET 
Its promotion: its definitions; its emergency measures 


The Benevolence Budget is the spiritual and humanitarian effort of the 
local church and the denomination toward the building of a Christian world 
order. The Benevolence Budget should never be reduced to mere statistics, 
because it is the medium by which the Christian projects his life “into all 
the world” in response to the Master’s command, “go ye...” 
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Two ideals must be kept in mind when formulating and promoting the 
Benevolence Budget: 


1. To determine the needs of the causes participating in the benevolence 
receipts and to distribute these receipts to said causes in the ratio 
specified in the Budget, and 

2. To employ educational methods from time to time that will keep alive 
and spiritualize the various interests included in the Budget. 


In the Local Church 


Stewardship Emphasis. During the entire year Christian stewardship 
should be given attention through Bible study, prayer, sermons, lessons, 
programs, study courses, and selected readings, At least once a year a 
special effort should be made to enroll tithers and a record of them kept by 
the local church. This education concerning stewardship and the enrollment 
a ep should include attention to young people and children along with 
adults. 

Systematic Giving. Church members should give regularly to the local and 
benevolence budgets. Where regular contributions through the weekly 
envelope system are not in use, educational methods should be employed 
patiently and persistently until this desired goal is attained. 

Benevolence Payments. The Official Board, either directly or through a 
subcommittee which it may name, such as the Finance Committee, shall 
keep before all members the moral and spiritual obligation to pay in full 
the benevolence budget month by month. 

An Annual Enlistment. An Every-Member Enlistment should be con- 
ducted in every local church annually. Such an enlistment should be an 
object of prayer and self-denial. It should be recognized that a successful 
enlistment of every church member will: 

1. Provide better financial support for local needs. 

2. Provide increased resources for missionary and educational enterprises 

at home and abroad. 

3. Encourage regular giving each week with all of the spiritual and 
worshipful values involved in the regular bringing of tithes and 
offerings into God’s house. 

Planning the Every-Member Enlistment. The Official Board itself, or 
through a subcommittee which it may name, such as the Finance Committee, 
shall draw up plans for the Every-Member Enlistment. This board or 
committee shall secure and distribute to the entire membership of the local 
church such material as may be provided by denominational and annual 
conference agencies and as may be prepared locally for the enlistment. 

Personal Canvass. The Official Board or committee should select leaders 
and prepare them thoroughly to conduct interviews and visitations in the 
homes with a view to enlisting every man, woman and child in the church. 

Continued Information and Inspiration. The Official Board, in cooperation 
with other departments of the local church continuously throughout the 
year, should give inspiration and information regarding the principles of the 
Every-Member Enlistment and concerning the causes supported by the 
enlistment. Through church-night meetings, the Brotherhood, special pro- 
grams in the Sunday school and Christian Endeavor, the Women’s Mission- 
ary Society and Otterbein Guild cooperating, and in other ways, efforts 
should be made to present the claims of Christian stewardship, enlist tithers, 
and engage all members in the regular support, spiritually and financially, 
of the church’s work at home and abroad. 

The “Follow-Up” Work. To provide the important “follow-up” of the 
Every-Member Enlistment, throughout the year every local church should 
strive to enlist the new members in the spiritual and financial programs of 
the church, re-enlist the inactive members, and give further information 
and inspiration to those who are active and generous. 

Every Member a Contributing Member. Everything that can be done must 
be done so that every church member will become a contributing member. 
In order that all may follow the same method of determining who is a con- 
tributing member, we suggest that all churches and conferences use the 
following definition of a contributing member: 
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1. A contributing member shall be a member of the United Brethren 
church. ‘ t 

2. He must contribute in such a way that his giving is known to or 
recorded by the proper officials. 

3. His contributions must apply on the local church budget or benevolence 
budget, or both. 

4, In cases where two or more members of the church belong to the same 
family, the ideal situation is for each member of the family to have 
the joy of making an individual contribution to the church, and all 
wage-earners are expected to assume their responsibility. Families 
should be urged to make it possible for all dependents to give indi- 
vidually along with the head of the house. But where the head of the 
family gives one offering for all the church members in the home, and 
where this situation is understood by the pastor, financial secretary, 
and treasurer, then each church member in the family shall be recog- 
nized as a contributing member. 


A Full Budget Emphasis. Each local church shall put forth every effort 
possible to secure in full each month the Benevolence quota realizing that 
the Benevolence Budget is the local church’s share of the denomination’s 
outreach in the interests of the Kingdom of Christ. It is just as essential 
that these expenses be met as those in the home church. In order to accom- 
plish this end it is recommended that the annual conferences distribute the 
total Conference Benevolence allotment to the churches on the monthly 
basis. 

Benevolence Treasurer’s Report. At the close of each month the benevo- 
lence treasurer of the local church shall make out his report for the month 
and transmit the report, with the proper funds, to the conference treasurer 
not later than the third of the ensuing month. Each church should remit to 
the conference treasurer the monthly quota of its Benevolence Budget. 


In the Annual Conference 


Studying the Task. The annual conference, through the Conference 
Council of Administration, shall be responsible for surveying the financial 
situation in the annual conference, and through the conference superin- 
tendent and district leaders, keep in touch with particular problems in each 
local church. 


Allocating the Benevolence Quota. The annual conference, through the 
Conference Council of Administration, or such committee as the conference 
names, shall allocate to each local church a rightful percentage of the 
general benevolence quota assigned to the annual conference by the General 
Conference. It is recommended that the allocations to the churches be on 
the monthly basis. 


Allocating the Full Quota. The terms “full budget” and “second mile” 
shall be applied to a church or a charge in our denominational reports only 
in case the annual conference allocates its entire benevolence quota as 
assigned to the conference by the General Conference; provided, however, 
that when a full allocation has not been made by the annual conference, if 
a church or a charge shall raise in full or more than its pro rata share of the 
conference allocation made by the General Conference, said church or 
ener ge may be considered as a “full budget” or a ‘‘second mile” church or 
charge. 


Planning the Every-Member Enlistment. Each annual conference should 
set the time of the Every-Member Enlistment within its boundaries, with 
the understanding that all churches in the conference shall conduct the 
enlistment at this specified time. The third full week in May is regarded as 
a preferable time for the Every-Member Enlistment. Conferences should 
strive to conform to this period as far as possible. 

Promoting the Every-Member Enlistment. The Conference Council of 
Administration itself, or through a subcommittee which it may name, shall 
do all possible to educate the conference membership concerning the benevo- 
lence causes, inspire churches to conduct an’ annual Every-Member 
Enlistment faithfully, present the claims of Christian stewardship, and see 
that every church senses the importance of paying one-twelfth of its 
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Benevolence Budget monthly to the conference treasurer. These points of 
emphasis shall be touched upon regularly at the annual conference sessions, 
in district rallies, summer assemblies, conference papers and bulletins, and 
by conference superintendents*in their regular visitation of churches. 

The Conference Treasurer’s Monthly Report. The conference treasurer 
shall remit on the seventh day of each month to the General Church Treas- 
urer such percentage of the previous month’s benevolence receipts as may 
be due the general causes. He shall retain for conference work such per- 
centage of the benevolence receipts as have been allowed to his conference. 


In the Denomination 


Printed Materials, etc. The Board of Administration, with the cooperation 
of all general departments and institutions, shall prepare printed materials 
and publicity to undergird the entire denomination with an appreciation of 
the spiritual implications of Christian stewardship and regular faithful 
financial support of our church work. 

Field Activities. All departments and institutions, insofar as they are able, 
should make their staff members available for field work according to plans 
worked out cooperatively by the Board of Administration, the departments 
and institutions, and the annual conferences. 

Every-Member Enlistment Emphasized. The Board of Administration— 
with the cooperation of the general departments and institutions, our church 
editors, and our annual conference agencies—shall give continuous emphasis 
to the Every-Member Enlistment so that churches, pastors and laymen are 
constantly aware of this important enterprise. 

Every-Member Enlistment Publicity. Since publicity in our church papers 
cultivates the right attitude toward the Every-Member Enlistment, gives 
instruction in its method and undergirds it spiritually, this publicity should 
begin prior to the month of May for the particular benefit of those confer- 
ences conducting the Every-Member Enlistment in that month and for the 
general benefit of the denomination. Publicity in our periodicals should 
continue to a certain extent through the summer months and be given em- 
phasis again in the early fall to assist those conferences conducting the 
enlistment in May to be faithful in their follow-up work and see the 
enterprise through to victorious conclusion. 

General Freasurer. The general church treasurer each month shall credit 
and distribute all funds according to the foregoing plan, and balance his 
books month by month. He shall be guided at all times by the Board of 
Administration and its Executive Committee ad interim, in regard to the 
handling of benevolence funds. } 

Full Budget Rating. When a church or a charge pays its benevolence quota 
in full to the conference treasurer, said church or charge shall be classified 
as a “full budget” church or charge. 

Second Mile Rating. When a church or charge pays three percent or more 
above its benevolence quota to the conference treasurer, said church or 
charge shall be classified as a “second mile” church or charge. 


“Designated” and “Special Gifts” to the Benevolence Causes 


Designated Gifts. Designated gifts and special offerings may be used as 
educational and promotional means to personalize and spiritualize the 
various causes represented in the benevolence budget. However, when these 
designated funds are received by the annual conference treasurer and the 
general church treasurer, they shall become an integral part of the general 
benevolence receipts, and these receipts shall be distributed from month to 
month to the various causes represented in the benevolence budget on the 
established percentage basis. 

A das vnuted gift - a contribution made through the benevolence budget 
by a church, an organization within a church, or an individual, to one of the 
causes represented in the general benevolence budget as adopted by the 
General Conference. F 

Special Gifts. When a church is paying its benevolence quota in full 
monthly and desires to make a special gift apart from its benevolence 
apportionment to any department or institution it may do so. The local 
church treasurer and the conference treasurer in transmitting the “special 
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gift” should state the amount of the gift and the cause for which it is given, 
indicating that the contribution is not a part of the benevolence apportion- 
ment. 

Special Days Observed. The success of the denominational budget system 
rests upon the benevolence budget being raised as a whole. Therefore, a 
church which meets its benevolence budget in full month by month should 
feel that it is fulfilling the requirements and expectations laid upon it by the 
General Conference and annual conference. In all such churches the 
authorized “special days” should be observed and our departmental litera- 
ture distributed for their educational and spiritual value to our people. 
Should a church be delinquent in its benevolence payments, an offering 
should be taken on these special days and applied on its benevolence quota. 

Publicity. No cause or institution, in publicizing its special day, should 
begin its publicity program through church papers and direct mail to 
churches more than one month prior to the day to be observed. This shall 
apply to all causes within the benevolence budget. 

No department or institution shall publish or circularize the amounts 
local churches have given through “designated” gifts on a special day. 

Plans for Special Gifts or Campaigns. No plan for soliciting “special 
gifts” shall be undertaken and promoted by any department, institution, or 
cause until such a plan has been approved by the Board of Administration, 
with the understanding that until the Board meets for its first meeting of the 
quadrennium, the Executive Committee of the Board of Administration can 
review and act upon such cases. 

A Full Budget. No department or institution shall appeal for “special 
gifts” from a church which is not raising regularly and in full its benevo- 
lence obligations. 

Give Emphasis to the Whole Budget. It must be realized that the way to 
avoid a multiplicity of financial appeals on special days, confusing people by 
the frequency of such appeals, is for every local church to magnify the 
benevolence budget and exert every effort to raise its benevolences in full 
month by month. 


Emergency Measures 


Emergency Relief. There shall be a permanent Emergency Aid Committee 
empowered to render speedy relief in emergencies caused by flood, tornado, 
drought, and other disasters affecting any considerable number of United 
Brethren churches and members. This committee shall consist of the Bishop 
of the Central area, the executive secretary of the Board of Administration, 
the general secretary of Home Missions and Church Erection, the editor of 
the Religious Telescope, and the general church treasurer. This committee 
shall be convened for organization by the Bishop of the Central area. When 
emergencies occur, it may call in as consulting members, the Bishop, 
conference superintendents, and such other representatives from the stricken 
area as the committee deems wise. On recommendation of this committee, 
the general church treasurer shall be authorized to draw up to $500 from 
the Contingent Fund for immediate relief of stricken churches and members. 
As soon as possible the committee shall extend an appeal to the church-at- 
large for emergency aid funds, and out of these funds the Contingent Fund 
shall be reimbursed for whatever sum has been advanced, and the balance 
of the funds shall go to the stricken area through whatever channels and in 
whatever way the committee deems wise. If, perchance, all the balance 
would not be needed, any remaining funds shall be kept in a separate 
account for emergency aid purposes. ; 

Salary Adjustments. In case of unforeseen financial emergency, affectin 
the budget and making advisable a readjustment of the eiuty ee ae 
Board of Administration shall have power between sessions of the General 
Conference to review the salaries and make such changes as seem necessary 
and practical. 

Board of Administration Authorized to Make Adjustments. In order to 
meet all unexpected situations and contingencies, the administration of the 
denomination’s program and budget shall be subject to necessary readjust- 
ne by the Board of Administration between the sessions of the General 

onference. 
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PART III. BUDGET PLANS 
Steps in Determining Budget Quotas 


It is well-nigh impossible to plan a budget that will meet every request 
concerning the many phases of church work involved. After deliberation 
and study, the General Conference authorized the Committee on Spiritual 
Aims, Promotional Agencies, Budget and Salaries to figure a total budget of 
$700,000 on the following sixfold basis: 


a. Church membership d. Total for local current expense 
b. Average Sunday-school attendance’ e. Paid on benevolence quota 


c. Pastors’ cash salaries f. Total benevolence giving 


Taking these figures on a three-year average for each conference, and a 
three-year average for the denomination, the budget quotas were then fig- 
ured according to the following formula, in which the figure of Allegheny on 
membership is used as an example: 


Conference membership .................. 33,728 
Denominational membership ........ 426,379 
MotalsbUdeet A eg $700,000 


700,000 X33,728=23,609,600,000 
23,609,600,000+426,379=$55,372 


In like manner the other items were figured, and then an average of these 
six results was accepted as the proper quota for each conference. 


After the quotas were thus figured, several conferences agreed to accept 
an additional amount over and above what their quotas figured on the sixfold 
basis. Thus they voluntarily helped some other conferences whose quotas 
were sizeably increased on the sixfold basis by accepting a share of these 
increases. By this process of mutual agreement and help between the con- 
ferences, the following quotas were ultimately arrived at, and adopted by 
vote of the General Conference.

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Steps in Determining the Apportionments 


In view of our anticipated union with the Evangelical Church, certain 
changes are necessary in our plans for apportionment of the benevolence 
budget during the 1945-1949 quadrennium. 


1. The preferred item of $50,000 which has gone to the Bonebrake 
Seminary for liquidation of the bonded debt is discontinued. 

2. Payment of a more adequate retirement consideration to our disabled 
and superannuated ministers requires a larger apportionment to the Minis- 
terial Pension Plan. 

3. Payments to our colleges must go from the general church treasurer’s 
office rather than from the conference treasurers as has been our custom 
heretofore. Therefore, the apportionments for our colleges are included in 
the amount apportioned to departments and institutions, as will be observed 
in the following tabulations. 

4. In view of the fact that our colleges received from endowments during 
the last fiscal year the following amounts: Otterbein, $49,417; Lebanon 
Valley, $34,391; Indiana Central, $4,720; York, $4,173; Shenandoah (junior 
college), $2,580, and with a desire to have Indiana Central and York 
colleges recognized and accredited as senior colleges, the apportionments 
of these two institutions are considerably larger than the apportionments 
to our other two senior colleges. 

5. In view of the fact that the conferences in the Pacific area have paid 
direct to the Board of Trustees of Philomath college a total of $1,800 each 
year to be used in assisting young people from that area to attend York 
college or some other of our institutions of higher learning, an apportion- 
ment of $1,800 is set up in the following tabulations for this purpose. 

6. In keeping with the action of the Board of Administration in its sessions 
of February, 1944, approving the addition of a full-time Director of Adult 
Work, including leadership for the Otterbein Brotherhood program, a size- 
able increase in the apportionment is allowed to the Board of Christian 
Education, and, by action of the General Conference additional appropria- 
tions are recommended for Rural Life and Evangelism.

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NOTE: An extra amount is set up in the Contingent Fund, for the first 
two years of the quadrennium at least, as a means of providing for the ex- 
penses of the Special General Conference session to be called with reference 
to.church union. 

The appropriation for Commission on Town and Country Church shall 
be administered by the Board of Home Missions and Church Erection. 


Additional Benevolence Provisions 


W. M. A. Contributions. In addition to the above current benevolence 
budget of $700,000 per year, the annual contributions of the Women’s 
Missionary Association for the missionary causes (based on the three-year 
average) will be $225,000. 


Wartime Service and Overseas Relief. For helping meet the needs caused 
by war and world-wide suffering, a separate budget of $75,000 per year is 
recommended. The details for promoting and administering this War Service 
Budget shall be along the following lines: ; 


1. A Wartime Service and Overseas Relief Committee of not less than 
nine, one-third of whom shall be representatives from the Otterbein 
Brotherhood organization, shall be appointed by the Bishops, said 
committee to work under the direction of the Board of Administration 
from year to year. 


2. This Wartime Service and Overseas Relief Committee shall study the 
needs and properly apportion the $75,000 budget among the agencies or 
causes to be represented in said appeal. 


3. This Wartime Service and Overseas Relief Committee, working through 
the Otterbein Brotherhood organization (the Brotherhood organization 
having indicated a willingness to undertake this as their project), shall 
provide literature and other promotional aids for raising the $75,000 in 
cash offerings at the time designated and as may be approved by the 
Board of Administration from year to year. 

Homes and Orphanages. Provisions are made for our Homes and Orphan- 
ages by a cash offering at Christmas each year. Basing future estimates on 
the average of the last three years, this will total approximately $165,000 
per year. 

Salary Provisions 


The Bishops, Secretaries and Treasurer shall be paid in full out of the 
monies allocated to their respective funds or departments. The Publishing 
Agent and Editors shall be paid in full by the Publishing House as has been 
the custom in the past. The General Conference officials shall be paid from 
the General Conference Fund. 

When a Bishop’s parsonage is not provided by the Bishop’s area, each 
annual conference in the area should make equitable and satisfactory ar- 
rangement with the Bishop to defray expenses incident to his house rent 
or the equivalent thereof. ;

Note: In addition to the salary, each Bishop’s area shall provide a parson- 
age or house rent for their Bishop, and the Publishing Agent, General Secre- 
taries, Editors, Treasurer, and Associate Secretaries and Editors shall be 
allowed $500 each for house rent. ; 

In view of legislation already passed in this General Conference pertain- 
ing to retirement provisions for general officials, the item for bishops’ 
widows’ pensions is automatically eliminated. However, we recommend 
that general boards and institutions provide a retirement allowance for the 
widow of a general official whose decease occurred prior to the General 
Conference of 1941 on the basis enacted by this General Conference; and 
that the retirement allowance of the widow of any such bishop shall be 
paid from the contingent fund.

PART IV. COLLEGE CAMPAIGNS AND OTHER ITEMS 


College Campaigns 


Since our colleges have been in special financial campaigns during the 
past quadrennium, and since these campaigns are not yet completed, we 
hereby authorize our colleges to continue and conclude these campaigns 
during the first two years of the next quadrennium. 


Campaigns for Mission Funds 


In order to make it possible for our Mission Boards to more adequately 
carry out the Great Commission and to do more of our share to spread the 
gospel to all the world, we authorize our Board of Home Missions and 
Church Erection and the Board of Foreign Missions, with the assistance of 
the Women’s Missionary Association, to conduct a campaign for a minimum 
of $500,000 during the conference year 1947-1948 for rehabilitation and ex- 
pansion. The proceeds of this campaign are to be divided on a 50-50 basis 
eee these two Boards, and the expenses of the campaign to be divided 
likewise. 


Bonebrake Theological Seminary Campaign 


Whereas, our church is almost entirely dependent upon the Bonebrake 
Theological Seminary to give to our future ministry a professional training 
adequate to meet the growing demands upon the Christian ministry, and 

Whereas, the Seminary is now out of debt and is faced with a challenging 
opportunity to grow in size and effectiveness, if proper financial provision is 
made, and 

Whereas, the Board of Trustees of the Seminary has asked for the privilege 
of conducting a campaign for $450,000 ($150,000 for a new library building; 
$75,000 for a new chapel; $50,000 for duplex apartments for married couples 
with children; $100,000 for scholarship endowment; $200,000 for general 
endowment; total $575,000, $125,000 from bequests, ete., and $450,000 in a 
campaign) and 

Whereas, such a campaign could be more effectively and economically 
conducted in a few conferences at a time, 


Be it resolved that this General Conference authorize the Bonebrake Theo- 
logical Seminary to conduct a campaign in the twenty-eight annual confer- 
ences. of our denomination after the present college campaigns shall have 
been completed, and the special offerings for Foreign Missions and Home 
Missions shall have been received, said campaign to begin when the re- 
spective annual conferences shall authorize the launching of said campaign 
for the Seminary in the said conference, and the Board of Administration or 
its Executive Committee shall give its approval.

The East Ohio Annual Conference petitions to the Thirty-fourth General

The General Conference of 1941 took action setting the age of retirement 
at 70. In practice this will retire some men at 69 years and six months of 
age. Since a number of other denominations have set the retirement age at 
72, including the Evangelical with whom we plan to unite, it is felt that the 
next General Conference in 1945 should be memorialized to raise the age of 
retirement to 72 years. 

The (proposed) new Discipline states on page 131, section 421: “An itin- 
erant elder who has attained the age of 72 years at the date of the beginning 
of that General Conference, or who will attain the age of 72 within six 
months after the opening date of the General Conference, shall not be 
eligible for election or reelection to the office of Bishop.”

Whereas the Joint Commission on Church Federation and Union of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ and the Evangelical Church has 
provided for a retirement age in the Discipline of the Evangelical United 
Brethren Church, and 

Whereas these provisions are quite dissimilar, 

Be it resolved that the Miami Conference memorialize the General Con- 
ference of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, meeting in Wester- 
ville, Ohio, in May 1945, that the said General Conference bring its action 
in harmony with the proposed Discipline of the Evangelical United Breth- 
ren Church by amending article 21, Section VII, Chapter V (P. 47-48), 
causing the first paragraph of said article to read as follows: 

“A person who has reached the age of seventy-two years, or who will 
have reached the age of seventy-two years within six months after the 
opening day of the General Conference, shall not be eligible for election 
or reelection as a General Church Officer.” 

This Memorial was passed by the action of the Miami Conference in ses- 
sion September 21, 1944.

To the Bishops and Members of the General Conference of the Church of

The Erie Annual Conference in regular and full session at Camp Findley, 
Findley Lake, N. Y. voted on August 26, 1944 to “memorialize the General 
Conference meeting in Westerville, Ohio on May 15th, 1945, requesting that 
the General Conference amend its laws, raising the retiring age for bishops 
and general officers to seventy-two years of age and requesting that the 
General Conference return Bishop G. D. Batdorf, Ph.D., D.D., LL.D., to the 
Eastern Bishop’s Area for another quadrennium”.

MEMORIAL FROM GENERAL BOARD OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 
RELATIVE TO “BENEFICIARY LOAN FUND” 


Page 123, Article VII, Item 5, delete the paragraph beginning, “The bene- 
ficiary loan fund shall be” near middle of page, and substitute the following: 

The beneficiary loan fund shall be a fund raised by offering, donation or 
bequest, to aid by loan, as the Board may determine, worthy young persons 
in both their ephlogiate and theological courses who are preparing them- 
selves in United Brethren schools for the work of the gospel ministry, or 
missionary work in the Church of the United Brethren in Christ. Loans 
shall be made upon the application of the annual conference to which the 
student belongs or in which he resides with the endorsement of the pastor 
and quarterly conference of the church where he has membership, and the 
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school attended. Missionary students, not holding license to preach, must 
be recommended by the Board of Foreign or Home Missions, or by the 
executive committee of such Board. When the Board of Foreign or Home 
Missions recommends a loan, it shall assist the Board of Christian Education 
in securing its payment as it becomes due. All loans shall be secured by 
notes with the applicants’ signature and countersigned by a surety. 

When a ministerial student desires a loan he shall, upon the approval 
of the proper committee of the institution where he is studying, present his 
request through either the conference superintendent or the Board of 
Christian education of the conference to the conference council of adminis- 
tration.. This council shall, if it so desires, make application for the student 
to the General Board of Christian Education on application blanks pro- 
vided by the Board of Christian Education. When this Board shall act 
favorably on such application it shall notify the conference council of 
administration, and send the money loaned to the proper official of the 
school attended. 


Each annual conference shall keep a record of all loans and their status 
of payment. It shall only approve giving promise of being collectable. 
Bach conference shall initiate methods of helping collect overdue loans. 
The conference may propose a settlement when a beneficiary is unable to 
meet his obligation because of illness or in case of death. The annual con- 
ference may help any beneficiary meet his obligations as it may see fit. 
Approval of applications may be withheld from any conference failing to 
use its best effort to help collect overdue loans. 


No person having received a loan from the Board of Christian Education 
may be granted an honorable dismissal or a transfer by his conference until 
he shall have made satisfactory settlement with the Board. When such loan 
is not then paid in full, the transferring conference shall propose a basis 
of future settlement and notify the receiving conference of its terms. If 
the receiving conference accepts the one being transferred on this condi- 
tion, it thus assumes the responsibility for helping in its collection and the 
conference granting the transfer is released. A conference receiving a 
transfer without inquiring about any loan obligation and insisting on a 
satisfactory settlement with the General Board must accept responsibility 
for helping the General Board collect this account.

Church of the Philippines with which indigenous movement the Philippine 
Foreign Mission Conference was legally united by action of the General 
Conference which convened at Lancaster, Pennsylvania, May, 1929. 


Puerto Rico— 


Our Mission or Co-operative Christian Fellowship embraces the territory 
occupied by the United Brethren Mission in Ponce District, Puerto Rico,

INTERESTS AND CHRISTIAN LITERATURE 


Your Committee on Publishing Interests and Christian Literature submits 

the following report: 

1. We deeply appreciate the valiant and sacrificial service of our Publishing 
Agent, Dr. J. B. Showers, the Board of Trustees, staff and workers who 
have made possible the complete liquidation of Publishing House and 
Office Building debts during the quadrennium. 

2. Dr. J. Gordon Howard, editor of Sunday School Literature, has filled 
that position with a high degree of efficiency and consecration. The 
Publishing House and the entire membership of the church express 
deep regret that his services are to be terminated. Our prayers and high 
hopes follow him to his new position as President of Otterbein College. 

3. Our Publishing Agent, Dr. J. B. Showers, has been elected to the high 
office of a bishop in the Church of the United Brethren in Christ and 
will automatically terminate his services on July 1, 1945. Our gratitude 
for his heroic work and superb leadership is deeply felt. We express our 
regret at his going but congratulate him most heartily for the high 
honor which has been conferred upon him. We pledge our sincere pray- 
ers and hearty co-operation and unstinted support to our new Publishing 
Agent, the Hon. L. L. Huffman. 

4. Your Committee recommends that the Board of Administration at its 
next regular session consider the advisability of the Publishing House 
Board, electing the editors of our periodicals. 

5. Since our church literature is second to none, we recommend that all 
departments of the local churches make use of it because of: 

(a) Its excellent quality in content and workmanship; 

(b) Only in our own literature will our people find the materials neces- 
sary to a training in good United Brethren churchmanship and 
denominational programs; 

(c) The Publishing House and the denomination deserve and should 
receive the loyal support of every local church. 

6. We pledge ourselves to the promotion of a larger subscription and a 

wider reading of the Religious Telescope and Watchword.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


PART I 
Recommendations of the General Secretary, Board of Christian Education 
At the request of the Committee on Christian Education, Dr. O. T. 
Deever, General Secretary of the Board of Christian Education, was in- 
vited to present and to interpret to the committee the recommendations 
appearing on pages 128 and 129 of the General Conference Blue Book. 
After careful consideration the recommendations were approved by the 
members of the committee in their entirety with the following exceptions: 


(1) Recommendation No. 1 dealing with proposed changes in the Dis- 
cipline was considered to be outside the province of this committee’s 
responsibility; 

(2) Recommendation No. 5 was revised to read as follows: “That the 
General Conference approve the continuation of the Committee of Fifteen 
that has already surveyed the needs of our youth in relation to a denomi- 
national program and, if this General Conference looks with favor upon 
the proposed basis of Church Union, that said committee work jointly with 
a similar committee from the Evangelical Church for the purpose of making 
careful study, following the General Conference, of the whole problem of 
a correlated program of Christian Education with a view of submitting 
proposals to the first General Conference of the new Evangelical United 
Brethren Church;” 


(3) Recommendation No. 14 was revised to read as follows: “That the 
colleges be given ample time to complete their financial campaigns.” 


PART II 
The Responsibility of the Church to Returning Service Personnel 


Our young men and women, nearly fifteen millions of them, will soon be 
returning to communities from which they have gone away some months 
or years previously. We will greet them as adults though in many in- 
stances they entered upon their training as young people. Upon discharge 
they will take their places in the ongoing life of the community. For the 
war effort they were highly trained to function effectively. Surely they 
are worthy of as much assistance as they want or need in order to make 
the necessary adjustments for adequate peacetime living. This may mean 
educational, personal, social, vocational, or religious assistance. For such a 
task the Church must be prepared. 

Towards this end the Christian Education committee makes the following 
pak eee tee bes relative to our responsibilities towards returning service 
personnel: 


(1) That our colleges be commended for their present programs of 
assistance and service to returning service personnel; 

(2) That our colleges continue to develop definite programs designed to 
meet the needs of returning personnel, particularly in the following 
areas: ‘ 

(a) The evaluation of the education which returning service men and 
women received during their military service; 

(b) The provisions, in light of the objectives and facilities of our 
church colleges, of educational opportunities of particular interest and 
value to returning service personnel; 

(c) The provision of an adequate counseling and advisory service. 

(3) That the General Board of Christian Education and the Wartime 
Service Committee co-operatively provide pastors and local church boards 
of Christian Education with materials and suggestions thereby enabling 
the local church through its various channels to wisely and effectively assist 
the returning service man or woman to find his place in his home, church, 
and community as a member of the group rather than to treat such person 
as a special or unusual member of society. It is understood that the General 
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Board of Christian Education and the Wartime Service Committee will 
continue to be privileged to use or adapt for use such materials as may be 
developed by the several national bodies that are directly concerned with 
the rehabilitation of returning service personnel.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHURCH UNION 


To the Delegates of the General Conference: 

Your Committee on Church Union received with appreciation the report 
of the Joint Commission on Church Federation and Union of the Church 
of the United Brethren in Christ and the Evangelical Church, together with 
the Plan and Basis of Union and the proposed Discipline of the Evangelical 
eee Brethren Church, including the Confession of Faith contained 
therein. 

The Committee took account of the careful and painstaking efforts of the 
Joint Commission in preparing the aforesaid Plan and Basis of Union and 
the Discipline of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, and hereby 
expresses gratitude to the members of the Joint Committee severally and 
corporately for their faithful performance of duty. 


The Committee recognizes that this effort to bring the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ and the Evangelical Church into organic union 
is the consummation of a fellowship of long duration, which began in the 
early days of both churches when Bishop Christian Newcomer made sin- 
cere efforts to bring both churches into a permanent union. This fellowship 
has continued through more than one hundred years with a growing sense 
of appreciation on the part of each church for the other, and with a cor- 
responding increase in the realization of the common origin and spiritual 
heritage of the two churches and the present similarity of their respective 
purposes, forms of organization and methods of work. 

The Committee has furthermore taken note of the current ecumenical 
movement within Protestant Christianity and the recent advance of the 
spirit of co-operation and unity among the respective units of the church 
universal. 

Therefore, the committee believes that under God the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ and the Evangelical Church have come to this 
hour to take their stand together and unitedly to move forward with in- 
creasing power and effectiveness to fulfill the great commission which the 
Church received at the hands of its Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 


PART I 


The Committee on Church Union, cognizant of the serious import of the 
question submitted to it for consideration, does hereby recommend to this 
34th session of the General Conference of the Church of the United Breth- 
ren in Christ for its approval and adoption, the Plan and Basis of Union 
and the proposed Discipline of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, 
including the Confession of Faith contained therein, as presented to the 
General Conference by the Joint Commission on Church Federation and 
Union of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ and the Evangelical 
church, and which are now before this General Conference. 

The Committee further recommends that the General Conference adopt 
the following Resolution No. 1. 


RESOLUTION I 


Whereas, in Akron, Ohio, May 1933, following a fraternal address by 
Bishop Matthew T. Maze of the Evangelical Church in which he indicated 
that the Evangelical Church was ready to enter into negotiations with the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ for the fullest possible spiritual 
and organic union, the General Conference did unanimously adopt a resolu- 
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tion on church union including two paragraphs as follows—(Proceedings of 
the Thirty-First General Conference, page 453): 


“Be it Resolved: That we reciprocate most heartily the proposition 
to enter into negotiations with the Evangelical Church, looking toward 
the organic union of the two bodies; believing that the merger would 
be for the glory of God and in the interests of economy and the render- 
ing of a larger world service: and 


“Further: That the negotiations be conducted by committees selected 
from each of the commissions on church union with instructions to com- 
plete the work at as early a date as possible, and if an agreement is reached 
that our commission be instructed to devise plans for the consummation of 
the union”; and 


Whereas, the General Conference in Chambersburg, Pennsylvania, May, 
1937, did adopt the report of the Commission on Church Union, including 
the paragraph as follows (Proceedings of the Thirty-Second General Con- 
ference, page 313): 


“We believe that union between the Evangelical Church and the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ is desirable and practical. 
We quote from the report of the joint executive committees, appearing 
in the Religious Telescope, March 13, 1937: ‘The spiritual kinship of 
these two denominations as disclosed in their origin, history and polity 
urges organic union as a natural and logical next step. We therefore 
pledge ourselves to accept this as our definite goal and to continue our 


negotiations in the endeavor to consummate this union’ ”; and 


Whereas, the General Conference in South Bend, Indiana, in May, 1941, 
did unanimously adopt the recommendation of the General Conference 
Church Union Committee as follows (Proceedings of the Thirty-Third 
General Conference, page 414): 


“We recommend that the General Conference put itself on record 
definitely as favoring the organic union of the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ and the Evangelical Church, and as earnestly hoping 
that the consummation of such a union may be realized at the earliest 
moment consistent with the satisfactory solution of problems and con- 
sistent with a program of education and publicity to be given to the 
church at large concerning the proposed merger”; and 


Whereas, in accordance with the procedure prescribed by the Joint Com- 
mission on Church Federation and Union for the effecting of organic union 
between the Church of the United Brethren in Christ and the Evangelical 
Church, as set forth in Section V, paragraph 14, page 29, of the proposed 
Discipline of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, the Commissions 
on Church Federation and Union of the Church of the United Brethren

Whereas, a program of publicity and education, authorized by the Gen- 
eral Conference, has been conducted by the Joint Commission on Church 
pen ek ah and Union, through the official agencies of the uniting Churches; 
an 


Whereas, the Joint Commission on Church Federation and Union has 
presented to this General Conference of the Church of the United Brethren 
in Christ, convened in Westerville, Ohio, beginning May 15, 1945, the afore- 
mentioned Plan and Basis of Union and the Discipline of the proposed 
Evangelical United Brethren Church, which said Plan and Basis of Union 
and the Discipline of the proposed Evangelical United Brethren Church 
are now properly before the 34th General Conference for its considera- 
tion; therefore be it 


Resolved, that the Plan and Basis of Union and the proposed Discipline 
of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, including the Confession of 
Faith contained therein, submitted to this 34th session of the General Con- 
ference of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ by the Joint Com- 
mission on Church Federation and Union of the Church of the United Bre- 
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thren in Christ and the Evangelical Church, for effecting the organic union 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ and the Evangelical Church, 
be and the same are hereby approved and adopted. 


PART II 


Providing this 34th General Conference of the Church of the United Bre- 
thren in Christ approves the recommendation of the Committee on Church 
Union and adopts Resolution No. I as set forth in Part I of this Report, 
the Committee then recommends the adoption of the following Resolutions 
II, III and IV, in order to properly present the question of church union to 
the Annual Conferences and to the membership throughout the Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ for ratification, pursuant to the United Bre- 
thren Discipline and the Plan and Basis of Union approved by the 34th Gen- 
eral Conference. 


The Committee also recommends the adoption of the following Resolution 
V which provides for a special session of the General Conference. 


RESOLUTION NO. II 
Relative to the Vote on Church Union in the Annual Conferences 


Whereas, the Plan and Basis of Union and the proposed Discipline of the 
Evangelical United Brethren Church, including the Confession of Faith 
contained therein, submitted to this 34th session of the General Conference 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ by the Joint Commission 
on Church Federation and Union of the Church of the United Brethren in 
Christ and the Evangelical Church, for effecting the organic union of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ and the Evangelical Church, has 
been approved and adopted on Tuesday, May 22, 1945, by proper resolution 
of the 34th General Conference of the Church of the United Brethren in 
Christ, by a vote of 224 yeas and 2 nays; and 


Whereas, the aforesaid action of the General Conference of the Church 
of the United Brethren in Christ touching church union must be submitted 
to the annual conferences for ratification in conformity with the Consitu- 
tion of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, Article I, Section 10; 
therefore be it 


Resolved, that the aforesaid resolution and action of the 34th General 
Conference of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, in session at 
Westerville, Ohio, beginning May 15, 1945, touching church union be sub- 
mitted, in a manner to be prescribed by the Board of Bishops, to the re- 
spective annual conferences of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ 
at the next session of each annual conference for its ratification, in harmony 
with the Constitution of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, 
Article I, Section 10, and in conformity with the aforementioned Plan and 
Basis of Union (see form of resolution, Plan and Basis of Union, Item 17, 
page 34 of the proposed Discipline of the Evangelical United Brethren 
Church.) 


RESOLUTION NO. III 


Relative to the Vote on Church Union by the Membership throughout 
the Church 


Whereas, the Plan and Basis of Union and the proposed Discipline of the 
Church of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, including the Confes- 
sion of Faith contained therein, approved and adopted on Tuesday, May 
22, 1945, by the 34th session of the General Conference of the Church of 
the United Brethren in Christ, convened in Westerville, Ohio, in conformity 
with the Constitution of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, Article 
V, Section 1, must be submitted to the membership throughout the Church 
of the United Brethren in Christ for approval and adoption; therefore be it 

Resolved, that if and when the aforesaid Plan and Basis of Union and 
the proposed Discipline of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, includ- 
ing the Confession of Faith contained therein, are approved and adopted 
by three-fourths of the annual conferences of the Church of the United 
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Brethren in Christ, the aforesaid Plan and Basis of Union and the pro- 
posed Discipline of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, including the 
Confession of Faith contained therein, in a manner prescribed by the Board 
of Bishops, shall be submitted to the membership throughout the Church 
of the United Brethren in Christ for approval and adoption, in conformity 
to the Constitution of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, Article 
V, Section 1, using the ballot set forth in the Plan and Basis of Union, 
Article 17, B, Proposition No. 1, page 35 of the proposed Discipline of the 
Evangelical United Brethren Church. 


RESOLUTION NO. IV 
Relative to the Declaration and Announcement by the Board of Bishops 


Whereas, it is fitting that, if and when all matters touching church union 
are approved and adopted by the annual conferences of the Church of the 
United Brethren in Christ and of the Evangelical Church and the member- 
‘ship throughout the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, according 
to provisions made by the General Conference of the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ and the Plan and Basis of Union, the fact that church 
union has been duly approved and adopted should be declared and announc- 
ed by the Board of Bishops, therefore be it 


Resolved, that if and when the Plan and Basis of Union and the proposed 
Discipline of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, and the Confession 
of Faith contained therein, have been approved and adopted by the required 
number of the annual conferences of the Church of the United Brethren 
in Christ and of the Evangelical Church, and by a majority of the members 
voting throughout the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, as pro- 
vided for in the Constitution of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, 
Article I, Section 10, and Article V, Section 1, the Board of Bishops shall 
declare and announce the fact to the Church of the United Brethren in 
Christ in a manner to be decided by the Board of Bishops. 


RESOLUTION NO. V 


Relative to a Constitutional Amendment 
Providing for a Special Session of the General Conference. 


Whereas, the Constitution of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ 
says, “The General Conference shall convene every four years, and a major- 
ity of the whole amount of delegates shall constitute a quorum,” (See United 
Brethren Constitution, Article I, Section 2, page 16 of the Discipline), and 


Whereas, the aforesaid Constitution makes no provision for special ses- 
sions of the General Conference in the interim between the regular sessions, 
and 


Whereas, the aforesaid Constitution, Article V, Section 1, says, “Amend- 
ments to this Constitution may be proposed by any General Conference— 
two-thirds of the members elected thereto concurring—which amendments 
shall be submitted to a vote of the membership throughout the Church, 
under regulations authorized by said conference. A majority of all votes 
cast upon any submitted amendment shall be necessary for final ratifica- 
tion”; therefore be it 


Resolved, that an amendment to Article I, Section 2, of the Constitution 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, be and the same is here- 
by approved and adopted, as follows: : 


“The Bishops, or a majority of them, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of two-thirds of all the annual conferences, shall have power to call 
a special session of the General Conference, to convene at such time and 
place as said Bishops may determine. The members of such Special Ses- 
sion shall be the delegates elected to the preceding General Conference. A 
special session of the General Conference shall have all the power and 
authority of a General Conference in quadrennial session.” And be it further 

Resolved, that if and when the aforesaid amendment to he Constitution 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ is approved and adopted 
by the General Conference of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, 
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the aforesaid amendment, in a manner prescribed by the Board of Bishops, 
shall be submitted to a vote of the membership throughout the Church for 
approval and adoption, in harmony with the Constitution of the Church 
of the United Brethren in Christ, Article V, Section 1, using the ballot set 
forth in the Plan and Basis of Union, Article 17, B, Proposition No. 2, page 
35, of the proposed Discipline of the Evangelical United Brethren Church, 
and be it further 

Resolved, that if and when the aforesaid amendment to the Constitution 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ is approved and adopted 
by the 34th General Conference of the Church of the United Brethren in 
Christ, and by a majority of the members voting of said Church, all in 
harmony with the Constitution of the Church of the United Brethren in 
Christ, the Board of Bishops shall declare the aforesaid amendment to said 
Constitution to be in effect.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL 
PENSIONS, ORPHANAGES AND HOMES 


Ministerial Pensions 


In the spirit of a great triumph, we rejoice in the successful comple- 
tion of the campaign for the endowment fund for Ministerial Pension, one 
of the greatest victories ever achieved in the history of our denomination, 
resulting in investments on December 31, 1944, of $1,394,227.57. The fruitage 
of this magnificent achievement will bless the ministry of the Church down 
through the years far beyond our power of appraisement. The fund will 
stand as a worthy monument to the loyal devotion and earnest efforts of 
all who have participated in its establishment. f 

We heartily commend the Ministerial Pension and Annuity Bureau upon 
their good judgment in the selection of safe and profitable investments of 
the fund, and hereby approve the list of said investments. _ 

We recognize our further responsibility to put forth continuous and earn- 
est efforts to increase the amount of the fund and thus multiply its use- 
fulness. 

Orphanages and Homes 


We wish to commend the superintendents of our orphanages and homes 
for the fine work they have done, and for the fine spirit that has been shown 
by the superintendents and their boards in working together in the manage- 
ment of these United Brethren orphanages and homes. 

We must all feel a great relief and a spirit of thankfulness to these boards, 
in that all of these orphanages and homes are now entirely free from debt. 
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We can now look forward to the time when more buildings can be built 
and provision made for caring for many more of our orphans and our aged 
people. At present these institutions are now caring for more than five 
hundred guests. ' 

We thank God for these orphanages and homes, and are determined to 
secure greater Christmas offerings, in order that the provisions for caring 
for our orphans and aged folks may be greatly increased, as the superintend- 
ents and their boards have recommended. 

We further express our hearty appreciation to the pastors, the congrega- 
tions and women’s auxiliaries for their help in lifting and increasing the 
Christmas offerings in support of the homes. ia “te 

Whereas the Southwest District requests the privileges of organizing an 
orphanage and home subject to the approval of the conference in that area, 
and , 

Whereas it is proposed that the Christmas offerings be used for the main- 
tenance of said orphanage and home, and 

Whereas the said orphanage and home is to be under the control of a 
board of trustees constituted as follows: the conference superintendents and 
ae layman from each conference; the bishop being a member ex officio, 
therefor 


Be It Resolved 


First: That we look with favor upon the establishment of a home for 
orphaned children and aged folks in the Southwest District. 

Second: That until this home is established and so recognized by the 
General Conference or the Board of Administration, the Christmas offering 
is to go to the Otterbein Home. 

Third: That all persons from the Southwest District being cared for by 
the Otterbein Home after the establishment of this new home shall be pro- 
vided for by the Southwest District. 

Fourth: That the board of trustees be constituted as follows—the con- 
ference superintendents and one layman from each conference; the bishop 
to be a member ex officio.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BONEBRAKE 
SEMINARY AND THE CHRISTIAN MINISTRY 


Mr. Chairman and Members of the General Conference: 


The Committee on Bonebrake Seminary and the Christian Ministry, 

having met twice to consider memorials and other matters referred to it 
by the action of the General Conference, expresses, herewith, its apprecia- 
tion of the good work done by the administrative officers and the professors 
of the Seminary to faciliate the channeling into the Church of the United 
Brethren in Christ a consecrated and efficient ministry. The committee gave 
careful and prayerful consideration to the following items; and, after free 
and ample discussion pertaining to the same, makes the following recom- 
mendations: 
_ 1. The memorial submitted by the Tennessee Annual Conference request- 
ing the decentralization of the Board of Trustees and the Executive Com- 
mittee of Bonebrake Theological Seminary is not approved for the following 
reasons: 

(a.) According to the laws of the State of Ohio which were operative 
at the time of the granting of the Seminary charter, it was required that 
a majority of the members of the Board be residents of the State of Ohio. 
This requirement is embodied in the charter and necessitates compliance 
therewith; therefore, the General Conference does not have the authority 
to limit each conference in the State of Ohio to two members; for, there 
being but four conferences in the said State, two trustees for each confer- 
ence would make a total of eight, or two fewer trustees than the number 
prescribed by the charter for residence in Ohio. The committee concedes 
that there could be a wider distribution of trustees among the other three 
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conferences of the State of Ohio instead of the present concentration 

in the Miami Conference; nevertheless, for the sake of convenience and 

ape as noted under “b”, the committee does not recommend that this 
e done. 

(b.) Because of the necessity of the calling together of the Executive 
Committee of five members, including the president of the Seminary, who 
is a member ex officio, comparatively often and usually on short notice, a 
wider distribution of the Executive Committee would result in considerable 
inconvenience and involve the Seminary in additional expense. 

2. The memorial submitted to the General Conference by the Grantville 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ, East Pennsylvania Annual Con- 
ference, and referred to this committee is not approved. This memorial 
proposes the relaxation of our present limitations imposed on quarterly 
conference licentiates with reference to their not being permitted to ad- 
minister the sacraments. The committee emphatically does not believe that 
the present war emergency should be the occasion of lowering the high 
standards set forth in the Discipline for our ministry. If quarterly con- 
ference licentiates should be permitted to perform all the functions of an 
elder, ordination would soon lose its significance. The conference superin- 
tendents and other ordained ministers, if properly organized, can surely 
arrange to make the sacraments available to the members of those churches 
served by quarterly conference licentiates. An interchange of pulpits and 
the judicious assignment of good laymen occasionally to the pulpits of or- 
‘dained ministers would relieve the latter for their use in those churches 
which need their sacramental service. 

3. The memorial submitted by the York County Ministerium, Pennsylvan- 
ia Conference, urging that a committee be appointed by the Board of Ad- 
ministration, or some other body designated by the General Conference, 
to study the need of, and present a plan for, the adequate enlistment of 
young men for full-time Christian service in our denomination is approved 
generally but not with respect to the particular recommendation that strong- 
er conferences, in effect, subsidize the financially weaker conferences. The 
committee studied and discussed the several proposals contained in this 
memorial, and it declares itself with reference to the same as follows: 

(a.) One of the major projects of the new quadrennium should be the 
enlistment of 504 young people for full-time Christian service. A survey of 
our denomination made five years ago revealed that, in the ten-year period 
preceding the survey, 721 active ministers, or 72 per year, were lost by 
death or retirement. For an adequate replacement of these men, 500 per- 
sons should be enlisted and directed into collegiate and theological prepara- 
tion, preferably in our own institutions, who, if distributed over a period of 
seven years, four in college and three in the seminary, would provide the 
number of graduates sufficient to occupy those parishes made vacant by 
death and retirement. A survey made by Dean Ashcraft subsequent to the 
last General Conference indicated that 121 young men are pursuing the an- 
nual conference course of study—a number about equivalent to the number 
of those “coming on through the regular channels of the schools”. The sur- 
vey indicates further that the number of young men engaged in the annual 
conference study course and those in attendance at the Seminary would pro- 
duce about 70 candidates a year. This unsatisfactory situation, the Dean 
concludes, “can only be corrected by maintaining high standards and the 
co-operative efforts by all”. Our conference superintendents and pastors 
are urged to present the claims of the Christian ministry to those of their 
young people who possess the characteristics considered essential to suc- 
cess in the ministry and missionary work, objectively evaluated, helping 
to clarify for these young people what constitutes the call of God to the 
ministry; and, further, to encourage, direct and assist those who profess 
their belief that they have been divinely called to prepare themselves ad- 
equately in college and Seminary. The committee urges candidates for the 
ministry to enter the college with which their respective conferences co- 
operate, following their academic preparation with their theological educa- 
tion in Bonebrake Seminary. ; ; ; 

(b.) To encourage young people who evidence the essential qualifications 
to enter full-time Christian service, and to help them interpret the divine 
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call to the Christian ministry as implying a call to prepare themselves ac- 
ceptably for such service, the committee recommends that, whenever pos- 
sible, those who return to their conferences following their college and 
seminary preparation should be given employment commensurate with 
their preparation and abilities; this involves obviously, salaries sufficient 
to enable them to maintain themselves and their families properly and to 
assist them in promptly repaying their debts incurred in the process of 
their qualifying themselves to meet the high standards of ministerial prep- 
aration prescribed by the Church. It is urged, too, that burdensome debts 
be prevented by a more comprehensive plan of scholarship aid. The schol- 
arship and loan funds of the colleges, the Seminary and the annual con- 
ferences should be increased and wisely administered, giving needy and 
worthy ministerial students more encouragement to begin, continue and 
complete their education in our own institutions and to increase their re- 
sistance to the greater financial inducements offered by other seminaries 
and divinity schools. 

(c.) The Committee further recommends that closer inter-conference 
courtesies and co-operation be established and maintained for the purpose 
of allowing the conferences to benefit by the ministry of their own men 
who are available for service at the completion of their seminary course. 
The committee disapproves of the tendency observed occasionally in some 
of the stronger conferences to draw away from the weaker home confer- 
ences their best young men, depriving the weaker conferences of the ser- 
vices of exceptional men, who could do much to strengthen the weaker con- 
ferences. Furthermore, should there be a surplus of ministers in a given 
conference, an inter-conference clearing house might function in facilitating 
the proper distribution of ministers throughout the denomination. The 
bishops and the conference superintendents should make this matter of in- 
ter-conference courtesies and co-operation the occasion of much thought 
and prayer. Whether it be inter-denominational or intra-denominational, 
the practice of obtaining desirable ministers by the “auction-block”’ method 
is neither dignified nor Christian. 

4. Finally, the committee recognizes the need of the Seminary for a more 
nearly adequate financial undergirding, to the end that it may implement 
its high purpose still more successfully in the preparation of leaders for en- 
larged service at home and abroad. To strengthen ‘‘The Heart of the 
Church” is to increase the energies of that spiritual organism which we 
fondly designate “The Church of the United Brethren in Christ’. The com- 
mittee, therefore, addresses itself to this General Conference and the en- 
tire Church in behalf of Bonebrake Seminary and a more effective ministry, 
asking you to join in praying and helping to answer the words found in the 
BOOK OF COMMON PRAYER: “Almight God, we beseech thee, with thy 
gracious favour to behold our universities, colleges, and schools, that know- 
ledge may be increased among us, and all good learning flourish and 
abound. Bless all who teach and all who learn; and grant that in humility 
of heart they may ever look unto Thee, who art the fountain of all wis- 
dom; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.”

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
DEPARTMENTAL ACTIVITIES AND POLICY 


Your Committee on Departmental Activities and Policy has noted with 
gratitude and appreciation the growing effort on the part of the general 
departments of the Church toward the integration of their programs into 
a single program for the Church. This claiming of all the resources of the 
Church for the consuming purpose of the Church as a whole seems to us 
to present a real advance that should highlight this report. 

Our actions are as under: 


Item 1. United Brethren Worship Folder. 


We commend for the consideration of pastors and the general secretaries 
the use of the Worship Folders, edited and published by the Rev. C. E 
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Rettew, Secretary of Publicity of East Pennsylvania annual conference, 
and that we acknowledge this service as an aid to worship and a unifying 
agency for United Brethren churches. A testimony of this growth in use- 
fulness during the past quadrénnium is the fact that the weekly subscrip- 
tions have grown from 10,000 to 50,000. This would indicate that they are 
more than a convenience and that they are indeed a potent means to a de- 
nominational end. This bespeaks a wider acceptance for this contribution to 
worship in the years to come. 


Item 2. Memorial on literature for Special Days. 


A memorial was referred to the committee to the effect that advance 
materials relative to the observance of special days should be placed in the 
hands of the pastors not later than sixty days in advance of such days. We 
commend this memorial to the Departmental Heads for their careful con- 
sideration and for as large a measure of compliance as is within their power. 


Item 3. The Missionary Program. 


The three departments of missions moving into an integrated program 
have presented the following resolutions which this committee wishes to 
place before the conference for this record. 


Resolutions: 

(1.) “To permit the three mission departments to divide the Church into 
four zones, giving one year of the quadrennium to a zone for the purpose 
of reaching all the rural and seldom reached churches in the zone with a 
missionary message and literature.” 

(2.) “To authorize the creation of an inter-board mission committee con- 
sisting of representatives of the Women’s Missionary Association, the Home 
Mission Board, the Foreign Mission Board, and the Board of Christian 
Education, whose function it shall be to correlate all missionary education 
and promotion with a view of reaching all individuals, groups and organiza- 
tions in the Church and inspiring them with a world-wide mission concern.” 


Item 4. Evangelism. 


We wish to call the attention of the members of the Conference to the 
promotional set-up for evangelism, as expressed in previous and pending 
enactments and plans. We note that evangelism is now made the first and 
foremost duty of the Board of Administration, taking priority over steward- 
ship, with which it is a mutual discipline and means of grace. The Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the Board of Administration, guided and counselled 
by the Commission of Evangelism, consisting of the Board of Bishops and 
the Bishops emeritus, and the Executive Secretary of the Board of Admin- 
istration, shall promote the evangelistic experience of the Church, through 
the various conference superintendents and the conference Commissions of 
Evangelism (See Blue Book, page 175, suggestion 1 and 2.), thence to the 
pastors of the local churches upon whom falls the final responsibility of in- 
itiating a program of total evangelism within the local church. The guidance 
of the program from the Board of Administration may be ever so good but 
unless it carries through the local pastor to the local church it will fail 
completely at that point. 

A definition of total evangelism is appended: ; 

Total evangelism is an achieved condition in which a local church recog- 
nizes evangelism as its first and foremost task in every feature of church 
activity. é 

By anal’ through the public revival. , é 

Evangelism through the pulpit and pastoral visitation. _ 

Evangelism through stewardship of time, talents, and things. , 

Evangelism in the church school, and all Christian Educational agencies 
of the local church. Het ¥ : : Said 

Evangelism through the Women’s Missionary Society and its subsidiary 
organizations. 

Evangelism through the Otterbein Brotherhood. 

Evangelization through the Women’s Aid Society. 

Evangelization through the Mission to Christian Teachers. 
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Evangelization through trained workers in Home Visitation Evangelism 
and through personal work. ee 

Total evangelism is not to be defined nor limited by any one method. It 
is rather a passion that leads the church and individuals in the church to 
use all worthy methods and to permeate every act and policy of the church 
with the motive of that passion. There are grounds to believe that where 
such a passion is guided by such a program, the ratio that not exists be- 
tween our membership rolls and the number of people won to Christ in any 
one year might be changed from one of humiliation to one of glorious victory 
and honor to our Lord. 


Item 5. Suggestions to Editors. 


Since the emphasis on evangelism is happily the dominant note in the 
activities of the new quadrennium, we respectfully suggest to the editors of 
Sunday School Literature, Christian Endeavor Lessons, Women’s Missionary 
Society Worship and Study outlines, and of all similar publications, en- 
deavor to permeate their work with this emphasis in the lines suggested by 
the previous item.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON 
SOCIAL JUSTICE AND INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 


We your Committee on Social Justice and International Relations submit 
this report for your consideration. 


I. Four years ago the General Conference authorized a Commission on 
Moral and Social Advance which was accordingly appointed by the Board 
of Bishops. This commission was “to study and to give the Church informa- 
tion and methods of work in this field,” and to make a report to this Gen- 
eral Conference. 


The commission, under the chairmanship of Mr. L. L. Huffman, together 
with its advisory committee, held fifteen meetings during the quadrennium; 
instituted studies of various social problems; and promoted action in so far 
as its annual budget of $100.00 would permit. It has had no opportunity, 
however, of reporting to this Conference. 


We, your Committee on Social Justice and International Relations com- 
mend the work of the Commission on Moral and Social Advance and recom- 
mend that the treatise prepared by this commission entitled “The Church 
and Social Problems” be used by the Commission on Christian Social Action 
and, if possible, be published in booklet form. 


II. We urge the Church to study, and, in so far as possible, conform to 
the pronouncements contained in Chapter X of the Discipline of the United 
ee in Christ—the chapter which is under the title of “Moral Stand- 
aras:, 


III. For sake of emphasis we specifically present the following items: 

1. Whereas the sale and use of alcoholic beverages has blighted the de- 
velopment of our civilization, multiplying our ills and woes, defying all 
effort at control by law, adding to our burden of taxes, destroying homes 
and leaving devastation in its wake, and 

Whereas the manufacture of such beverages takes from our war-strained 
resources much needed man-power, fuel and such foods as sugar and grain, 

Therefore, let us declare ourselves as opposed to the manufacture and 
sale of alcoholic beverages; pledge our co-operation with all agencies proper- 
ly recognized and affiliated with this denomination which are working to 
prohibit or control this evil; and continue to send representatives to the 
Yale School of Alcohol Studies. 


Let us further urge our churches to greater effort in educating our youth 
as to the evils of intoxicating beverages, and suggest to our editors that 
temperance instruction be included in our Sunday school literature. Let 
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us also go on record as protesting the glorification of drinking in movies 
and various types of advertising. 

2 Whereas farmers, laborers, and industry have united in one great ef- 
fort during this war period, and have discovered, in this united effort, the 
remedy for many industrial ills, and 

Whereas the right of collective bargaining has been granted all three 
aforementioned groups. 

Therefore, we of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ give as- 
surance to these groups of our deepest concern and desire to co-operate in 
building better communities, a better nation and world, which will offer 
to all an opportunity for a fair share of nature’s bounties, guaranteeing 
feedom from want and fear. 

We further urge ministers and laymen to co-operate, in so far as possible, 
with farm organizations, labor unions, and management groups for the mu- 
tual good of all. 

3. Whereas no church or nation ever rises above the norm of the home life 
of its people, and 
_ Whereas the homes of our nation have suffered immeasurable loss dur- 
ing these years of war, depriving thousands of children of proper parental 
care, and 

Whereas we believe herein is the basic cause of juvenile delinquency 

Therefore, we reaffirm our conviction of the primary importance of the 
home, and deplore the employment of mothers outside the home except 
where adequate care has been provided for the children. 

We urge all ministers throughout the denomination to exercise extreme 
caution relative to marriages, giving adequate instruction and counsel to 
those for whom they perform the marriage rite. 


IV. Whereas the abuse of minority groups seems to be on the increase in 
the United States, and 

Whereas such abuse is contrary to the teaching of Christ and the Consti- 
tution of our land, 

Therefore, we register our opposition to any movement that would bar 
any citizen from their constitutional rights or from any privileges our coun- 
try affords. 

Furthermore, as a positive contribution, we as a Church, shall lead the 
way in granting equal rights and privileges to all peoples in the various 
functions of the Church. 


V. Whereas we are still in the most devastating and tragic war of all 
history, and : 

Whereas war can accomplish nothing except the defeat of the enemy, 
and the right and responsibility of rebuilding the world. 

Therefore, we declare ourselves heartily in favor of the cessation of hos- 
tilities at the earliest practicable hour, and of peace terms aimed to preserve 
peace and not to avenge wrongs. 

We declare ourselves as approving a world organization of the nations 
for the peace and security of the world according to the Dumbarton Oaks 
proposals and the suggested amendments of the Cleveland Conference. 

We further state our abhorrence of the effort of any nation to profit mate- 
rially, territorially, or commercially by the spoils of this war. 

We rejoice in the values of mission work as discovered in the lands now 
occupied by our forces in Asia and strongly urge our beloved Church to 
intensify her efforts as soon as possible. 


VI. Whereas religious liberty is not granted to peoples everywhere, and 

Whereas we firmly believe in such liberty for all men everywhere, 

Therefore, we reaffirm our belief in the principle of religious liberty and 
join other bodies in adopting the following as an interpretation of religious 
liberty. 

“The right of individuals everywhere to religious liberty shall be 
recognized and, subject only to the maintenance of public order and 
security, shall be guaranteed against legal provisions and administra- 
tive acts which would impose political, economic, or social disabilities 
on grounds of religion. 


620 THIRTY-FOURTH GENERAL CONFERENCE 


“Religious liberty shall be interpreted to include freedom to worship 
according to conscience and to bring up children in the faith of their 
parents; freedom for the individual to change his religion; freedom to 
preach, educate, publish, and carry on missionary activities; and free- 
dom to organize with others, and to acquire and hold property, for these 
purposes.” Pe 
To this end we call upon our government to secure the broadest religious 
freedom possible in its efforts to rebuild the world. 

VII. Whereas the Army and Navy are attempting to secure the passage 
of peacetime conscription legislation, and 4 

Whereas such action is contrary to the long established policy of this 
nation, and 

Whereas it seems untimely in view of the efforts put forth toward world 
organization at San Francisco, pias 

Therefore, we register our opposition to such Peacetime Conscription for 
military purposes, and we instruct our Secretary to communicate our at- 
titude to the members of the House and Senate Military Affairs Committees, 
and we urge our pastors to enlist their people in opposition to this legisla- 
tion.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 


We are nearing the close of the thirty-fourth General Conference of the 
Church of the United Brethren in Christ, a conference that has been char- 
acterized by a deep spiritual emphasis and by history making and Kingdom 
building decisions, and we your Committee on Resolutions submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

Four years ago the report of the Committee on Resolutions stated that 
as a people we were facing a crisis. Since that time our nation has become 
engaged in war and our boys and girls have been on war fronts on land and 
sea and in the air, and casualties to the number of nearly one million have 
already come in freedom’s fight. Today, while we are thankful to God 
that the war in Europe has come to a close, we are aware that with a war 
in the Pacific to be won, and with an entire world to be reconstructed—to 
be led, fed and loved, and given light, liberty, and the Gospel—our tasks 
are gigantic and pressing. 

The world is bruised, broken and bleeding today because people have not 
learned the art of loving one another and of living together in love and 
co-operation. We must, if civilization is to survive, follow the command 
and example of our Christ, who said these words, “Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what they do” (Luke 23:34), and “A new commandment 
ys unto you, that ye love one another; as I have loved you” (John 

We do not know enough and we do not have strength enough to solve 
perplexing problems but God can give us wisdom and strength—“If ye lack 
wisdom, ask of God, who giveth liberally and upbraideth not.” ‘They that 
wait upon the Lord shall renew their strength.” Paul could do all things 
through Christ who strengthened him. Giant problems confront and chal- 
lenge us, but the Church of the United Brethren in Christ is as big as her 
tasks with Christ’s help. Therefore, be it resolved: 

1. That we hereby acknowledge the presence, guidance, and blessings 
of the Triune God—Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, working in and through 
the members of this Conference in every session and in all actions. We also 
acknowledge the spiritual reinforcements and help that have come from 
the many thousands of members of the Church of the United Brethren in 
Christ, who have exercised the ministry of intercession in behalf of this 
Conference. 

2. That we most heartily commend our bishops for their tireless efforts 
in the preparation, interpretation, and execution of the conference program. 
Also that we pray God’s richest blessing upon our beloved Bishop G. D. 
Batdorf and Bishop-elect J. B. Showers in their new relationships and to 
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our other bishops who retain their former status. That we express our ap- 
preciation to the General Secretaries and their assistants and the officials 
of the Church for the efficient way they have conducted the business of this 
Conference. Also we express our appreciation to Dr. J. B. Showers for his 
unusual and effective work as agent of the Publishing House, and that we 
pledge our prayers and co-operation to Mr. L. L. Huffman, his successor. 
Furthermore, we sincerely express our appreciation to Dr. J. Gordon How- 
ard for his consecrated service as editor of our Sunday school literature 
for the past quadrennium and that we remember him in his new task as 
president of Otterbein College. We also pledge our co-operation and prayers 
to Dr. O. O. Arnold and Dr. Paul R. Koontz in their official positions as 
editor and associate editor of our Sunday school literature. 


3. That we have greatly appreciated all reports and messages and that 
we express our sincere thanks to those bringing to us such words of in- 
spiration and information. That we sincerely appreciate the fine devotional 
messages delivered by Dr. Merle M. Harner. We are especially indebted to 
Dr. Roy L. Smith, Dr. Jesse M. Bader, Bishop John S. Stamm, Dr. Gould 
Wickey, Dr. Samuel McCrae Cavert, Dr. Rueben Mueller, Dr. Mark A. 
Dawber, and Dr. E. M. Conover, visting brethren, for their great and help- 
ful messages. 


4. That we express our sincere appreciation for the music of the confer- 
ence, and that we give special thanks to Rev. Ray G. Upson, our chorister, 
and Rev. Wayne Smith, organist; to the local church choir, Prof. A. R. 
Spessard, Music Director, and Miss Frances Harris, organist; to the confer- 
ence quartet, the Bonebrake Seminary Chorus, the choir of the Fifth Avenue 
Church of Columbus, Ohio, the Evangelical Chorus, Westerville Choral Club, 
soloists, and others who made invaluable contributions to our program of 
music. 

5. That we express our sincere thanks and hearty appreciation to our 
pastor-host, the Rev. J. Neely Boyer, to the members of the host church, 
to Acting President, R. F. Martin, of Otterbein College; and to Professor 
Gilbert Mills, General Chairman of the Local Committee on Arrangements, 
and to other members of the committee, Mrs. Ralph Smith, Ross M. Shoe- 
maker, Dr. A. P. Rosselot, Dr. J. S. Engle, Dr. E. W. E. Schear, Mrs. J. F. 
Smith, Dr. L. J. Michael, Prof. T. Gilbert McFadden, Dr. W. G. Clippinger, 
Mrs. Nora Porter, Mrs. F. O. Clements, Mrs. Lorine Weingardner, J. W. 
Sprecher, Mrs. Ora Haverstock, Mrs. Anne Bercaw, Miss Mary Thomas, 
Mrs. L. A. Weinland, Mrs. John Williams, Mrs. L. J. Michael, John Olexa, 
Mrs. John Olexa, who served with Professor Mills; and to Dr. C. M. Bow- 
man, superintendent of the host conference; and to all others who contribut- 
ed of their hospitality in providing for our needs and comforts. That we 
also give our appreciation to the citizens of the city of Westerville for their 
gracious welcome which has lasted through our stay. And furthermore, we 
give sincere appreciation to the women who have served in the kitchens 
and dining rooms, and to those who opened their homes for our rest and 
entertainment. e 

6. That we appreciate the fact that we have been meeting in Westerville, 
a city of culture and of United Brethren landmarks, and a city unique for 
its stand relative to the liquor question, since no tavern operates in Wester- 
ville. Furthermore, we appreciate the fact that our host city has a very 
significant temperance history. 

7. That we condemn the present liquor traffic and urge our people to co- 
operate with the temperance forces of our nation in seeking to bring about 
dry legislation and effectual enforcement of such. 

8. That we seek to make the first day of the week, God’s day, a holy day, 
a day of worship. That we condemn the prevailing participation of commer- 
cial activities on Sunday. 

9. That we prayerfully plan for a hearty Christian welcome to those re- 
turning to civil life who have been in the armed service of our nation and 
that we seek to woo and love them from a war program of hate, to Christ’s 
program of love and Christian service. 

10. That we subscribe to a world peace program that will recognize the 
liberties and rights of all peoples. 
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11. That we recognize the importance of daily family devotions and urge 
that all of our families seek to create a Christian atmosphere in the home. 
That Christian literature, books, tracts, and periodicals be circulated in our 
homes. 

12. That we commend this General Conference for voting in favor of 
church union and look with favor upon the union of all Protestant churches 
of like faith and polity. 

13. That we appreciate the place that evangelism has been given in the 
program of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ for the next quad- 
rennium and that we re-emphasize the experience of personal salvation and 
the duty of personal soul winning. 

14. That with “Christ Calls the Church to Action” as our slogan and “as 
the Father hath sent me, so send I you” as our text—we move forward with 
Christ to a sick and sore, and troubled and wayward world. That we pledge 
our best in time, talents, and things to our Christ, our Church, and our tasks.

REPORT-ADDRESS FROM AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
By Rev. G. B. Cameron 


During 1944 the Society distributed 12,403,541 volumes of the Scriptures, 
the largest number in a single year in its long history. Of these 825,857 
were whole Bibles, larger by 65 percent than any previous year; 

The Society reached a new record in the supply of Scriptures to the armed 
forces—260,109 Bibles, 1,557,667 Testaments and 931,298 Gospel and other 
portions, a total of 2,749,074 volumes; 

A new record was reached in distribution in Latin America—133,816 
Bibles, 233,760 Testaments and 3,247,444 Portions, a total of 3,615,020 vol- 
umes; 


There were distributed 13,279 embossed volumes and talking book records 
for the Blind, surpassing that of any year in 110 years of service; 


The Society furnished for lifeboats and liferafts of the Navy and the 
Merchant Marine and for rubber rafts of the Navy airplanes and Flying 
Fortresses, 22,631 New Testaments in waterproof containers for men adrift 
at sea; and issued for prisoners of war in Europe and America 306,169 vol- 
umes in 40 languages. 

It reached a new record in support of living donors, receiving for its reg- 
ular work $611,947 and for its War Emergency Fund $423,010; 

The Society inaugurated the Nationwide Bible Reading between Thanks- 
giving and Christmas. Some 14,000,000 lists of Passages reaching servicemen 
and their families: it launched a War Emergency and Postwar Rehabilita- 
tion Fund Campaign for $2,932,600 representing the most challenging op- 
portunity ever facing the Society; and received a budget income of $1,060,- 
647 for its regular work, the largest of any preceding year; yet it had to 
leave unmet more opportunities for the expansion of the program of world- 
wide Scripture distribution than in any previous year. 


Circulation in 1944 


The circulation of Scriptures by the Society in 1944 broke several records. 
The complete figures were 825,857 Bibles, 2,595,698 Testaments, 8,981,986 
Gospels and other portions, a total of 12,403,541. The total exceeds every 
previous year in the Society’s history, the nearest being 12,035,133 in 1930. 
The two years 1928 and 1929 exceeded 11,000,000 and 1927 exceeded 10,000,- 
000. No other years have been as large. Even more striking is the compar- 
ison for whole Bibles, the 1944 number being 65 per cent more than the 
previous maximum (1883). This was due to the large number called for by 
the Army and Navy and to the striking increase in Latin America. The 
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Testament figures were exceeded only by the previous year 1943. No small 


factor in the large distribution of Gospels were the record circulations in 
Mexico and Brazil. 


Scriptures for the Armed Forces 


One pilot wrote to his mother, “I want to impress upon you that before 
I take the air I pray to God and ask His guidance and protection, not for 
myself but for the crew. On several occasions when I have been in a tough 
spot, I’ve sat at the controls and prayed to God to save us, and I always 
thank him afterwards.” 


Then he closed his letter with this beautiful confession: “Your previously 
heathen son, now a firm believer in God and all that God stands for.” 

Not every young man in the service has found God in this way—no one 
expected such wholesale results—but no one will ever know what the 
Scriptures have meant to the millions who have studied them earnestly 
for the first time. 


If each of the 2,730,655 volumes which the American Bible Society sent 
forth in 1944 could be traced down they would tell a variety of stories—like 
the seed of the parable: some fell by the wayside, some fell upon stony 
places, some fell among thorns but others fell into good ground and brought 
forth fruit, some a hundredfold and some thirtyfold—whether it were a 
Bible, or a Testament, or a single Gospel volume, the seed was always full of 
life and some of it reached “good ground.” 


The chaplains are the distributors of these books for the Society. They 
give the necessary personal touch as the books are handed out on request. 
From a chaplain comes this estimate of the value of this work: “You cer- 
tainly can feel sure that we appreciate your efforts in this field very much. 
I have had several men of more religious nature tell me how surprised they 
are at the way their platoon-mates read the New Testament. One of them 
said, ‘These Marines are the Bible-readingest bunch of men I’ve ever seen.’ 
If some of the people who contribute toward your work could see how the 
men go for these Testaments, they’d triple the size of their gifts, I’m sure.” 


Testaments for Men Cast Adrift 


Testaments sealed in waterproof envelopes are still in demand as a part of 
the equipment for lifeboats and liferafts. Upon request from the various 
shipping companies the Society has furnished this year 22,631 of these books. 
This makes a grand total of 62,875 for the two-year period during which 
these books have been furnished. 


To how many, and to whom, they may have spoken in lonely hours adrift 
at sea no one will ever know. 


Here is one case: 


“T had an opportunity to use the Bible or I should say New Testament that 
was especially packed for liferafts. While in the water I found this packet 
and opened it and to my joy I found the New Testament. To the other three 
that were with me it was like having an angel of God come down and give us 
a spiritual uplifting. I felt that as long as we read the Scriptures that God 
would save us. We were in the water two days and God sent a ship to rescue 
us. I thank you and God for this Testament. I will always be grateful for it. 
I am being sent to the U. S. for a discharge. After this I intend to study for 
the ministry.” 

The New Campaign 


For the first four years of the War Emergency Fund the Society relied for 
support principally on the gifts of individuals solicited by mail, on part of the 
receipts from the distribution of “Read the Bible’ seals, and on the grants 
made by denominational war emergency committees. Finding that the latter 
were beginning to think in terms of the situation at the end of the war and 
to plan for budgets covering three or four years, the officers appraised the 
Society’s emergency requirements for such a period and presented recom- 
mendations which were approved by the Board. In consequence the Society 
is seeking a fund of $2,932,600, approximately one-half for the requirements 
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of the personnel of the Armed Forces and the other half for Scriptures and 
aid to the churches and people and Bible societies of the liberated areas. The 
details have been published in the Bible Society Record and in the campaign 
literature. For this indispensable Fund the Society must count heavily on 
the sources of income named above, but these will not be sufficient, especially 
as the larger part of the Fund is required in the first two years. 


To meet this problem the Society is organizing, with the assistance of 
seventeen regional directors, community campaigns in a large number of 
cities of 50,000 or more population across the country. The response of 
persons who have been asked to serve as sponsors and as chairmen of local 
committees and as volunteer workers has been most encouraging. The 
organization work has been so extensive that financial receipts do not yet 
figure largely in the 1944 Fund income. This method of contact with a sup- 
porting constituency is new to the Society though a familiar one to many 
other organizations. The outcome is being watched with great hope, as so 
much of deeply spiritual aid to millions of persons depends on the results. 


Among the Foreign Agencies 


In the regular work of the Society abroad, the war has continued to bring 
a shift in the volume of circulation which has been accentuated this year. 
The Far East—China, Japan, the Philippines, and Thailand—shows even 
less distribution than in 1943, while in Latin America circulation has risen 
strikingly. The Near East and Africa have remained much the same. 


The demand for Scriptures in Latin America, which has been rising for 
several years and was dammed up by the wartime transportation shortage, 
suddenly found opportunity to express itself. The appropriations had been 
increased, Bibles and Testaments were in good stock, and transportation 
opened. As a consequence every Latin American agency shows an increased 
circulation and some a very marked rise. In Brazil the number of Bibles 
circulated was 24,855, forty-one per cent over that of the largest previous 
year; in the Upper Andes fourteen per cent, in the Caribbean seventy-three 
per cent. Striking rises occurred in the West Indies, Caribbean, Upper Andes, 
and Brazil Agencies in comparison with recent years. A phenomenal circu- 
lation of 973,000 Gospels took place in Brazil, while Mexico continued the 
large circulation in the house-to-house canvass of the previous year. 


This record is the more interesting as it comes at a time when the Roman 
Catholic attack upon evangelical churches and work in Latin America has 
been very violent. One Secretary remarks, “The more we are attacked, the 
more people want to know what we believe.” The attack has been especially 
strong in Argentina and in Peru. 


Scriptures for the Philippines 


_Understanding that no religious literature has been printed in the Philip- 
pines since January, 1942, it was decided to set up large-size Gospels in the 
following languages: Tagalog, St. Luke and St. John; Ilocano, St. Luke; 
Cebuan, St. John; and Panayan, St. John. These books should be ready for 
distribution in the Philippines early in 1945. If the Society’s Bible plates for 
the seven major languages of the Philippines have been destroyed by enemy 
action, as is feared, it will take a very long time to set them up again. In 
such a case it will undoubtedly be necessary to reproduce some of the books 
by photographic processes while the versions are being revised and the 
plates reset. The expense will add greatly: to our financial needs. 


Meet the “Bible Man” 


A “Bible Man” as colporteurs are sometimes called, found a Russian girl 
who wanted a Bible but her mother discouraged her and refused to buy. 
Some months later when the “Bible Man” was in the same community, the 
Russian girl followed him down the street and bought the Bible that she had 
wanted months before. Out of her meager allowance she had saved enough 
at last to buy the book. But that is not the end of the story. Her mother 
read the Bible, she too found the light, and they are today active members of 
a Russian church in the community.
